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PREFACE. 


In  putting  forth  this  work  to  the  piihlic,  we  liavc  .^oii;iht, 
as  much  as  our  studies  and  ahililii'S  would  allow,  to  sup|)ly 
a  want  which  has  long  been  lelt  and  acknowledged  by  many 
of  the  household  of  I'aith  and  others  seeking  light  on  the 
works  of  God.  While  much  has  been  written  on  various 
subjects  taught  in  the  Bible,  but  few  have  treate<l  upon,  as 
special  topics,  the  leading  principles  of  Uevelation,  to  bring 
together  the  passages  which  embody  the  Fundamental  Doc- 
trines of  the  Covenants,  and  tlie  Atonement  by  Jesus 
Christ,  out  of  which  grow  all  otiier  parts  of  the  System 

OF  llEDEMrnON. 

We  have  long  desired  to  sec  a  wi  ll-nialurid  W(»rk  »)n  the 
chief  topics  embraced  in  this  book  ;  and  in»t  bciii:;  aware 
that  such  a  work  is  before  tlie  public,  we  have  i'or  several 
years  contemplated  the  publication  of  the  results  of  our 
investigations  on  these  topics,  which  we  now  do. 

We  have  sought  to  lead  the  mind  of  the  reader  into  the 
Bible,  to  search  tlnj  Scriptures,'*  to  grasp  the  foundation 
principles,  to  strengthen  the  failh  of  those  who  believe  in 
God,  and  confirm  the  hope  of  those  who  waver. 

We  have  followed  no  man,  nor  class  of  men,  in  doctrine 
or  theory,  in  arriving  at  the  conclusions  found  in  this  book  ; 
but,  while  we  have  studied  the  works  of  others,  and  found 
many  good  things  of  much  value,  and  many  of  the  ideas,  in 
one  form  or  another,  which  are  embraced  in  our  range  of 
argument,  yet  the  Bible  has  been  our  only  authority  and 
text-book  :  by  that  alone  we  settle  all  qiiestious  of  theology, 
quoting  the  ideas  of  men  only  to  show  that  others  have  been 
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in  the  same  school  with  us,  and  found  the  same  gems  of  truth, 
if  not  the  same  system. 

Our  range  of  argument  differs  in  many  points  from  any 
others  we  have  seen,  and  our  conchisious  will  of  course 
provoke  criticism :  with  this  we  should  not  complain  when 
honestly  done. 

Truth  shines  more  clearly  when  closely  J:ested  ;  and,  as 
error  is  of  no  value,  it  should  be  pointed  out  and  discarded. 
This  is  a  part  of  Christian  duty. 

We  do  not  claim  to  have  arrived  at  all  the  truth  on  these 
subjects,  nor  to  have  attained  to  a  perfect  understanding  of 
the  plan  of  redemption.  We  give  the  light  we  have  found 
in  the  Scriptures,  hoping  to  awaken  a  deeper  interest  in  the 
investigation  of  the  Bible,  and  to  produce  greater  harmony 
of  views  among  Christians,  and  therefore  more  united  action 
in  leading  sinners  to  Christ. 

We  have  noticed  two  general  classes  of  religious  books  ; 
one  of  which  leads  the  mind  of  the  reader  into  the  Bible,  to 
study  and  think  more  of  its  value  and  importance  ;  the  other 
of  which  leads  the  mind  out  of  the  Bible,  to  rest  upon  other 
wisdom,  and  to  adopt  the  doctrines  of  men.  We  hope  ours 
is  of  the  best  class. 

The  work  was  commenced  and  considerably  advanced  in 
1865  ;  but  other  duties,  with  almost  constant  travel  and  labor 
to  supply  the  calls  for  preaching,  have  prevented  us  from 
issuing  it  as  early  as  intended.  This  is  our  apology  to  those 
who  have  subscribed  for  and  long  waited  its  appearance. 

May  the  Lord  bless  its  perusal  to  the  good  of  those  who 
read  it,  and  iu  due  time  bring  them  and  the  writers  to  tiie 
haven  of  eternal  rest.

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A  GOOD  understandinsr  of  tlie  fundainental  principles 
of  the  purpose  jin<l  plan  of  the  All-wise  (lod  in  ereatin*^ 
our  worhl,  peoplintx  it  with  a  race  of  Inti'lliLicnt  hein;^s 
sul)je('t  to  his  control,  and  in  institntinLr  the  «;reat  plan 
of  redemption  of  that  race  who  fell  under  the  sentence 
of  his  law  by  disobedience,  will  be  admitted  by  all  to  be 
of  the  greatest  ini|)ortance,  botli  in  obtainini^  a  correct 
view  of  the  attributes  of  the  (Jod  and  Father  of  our 
Lord  flesus  Christ,  and  in  leadiuLT  the  human  mind  to 
obtain  the  benelits  of  that  re(h*mption  which  is  through 
the  blood  of  Christ,  so  as  to  glorify  the  Father  of  mer- 
cies and  God  of  all  grace. 

These  princii)les  are  revealed  in  the  Scriptures  of 
truth,  and  when  understood  or  ch  arly  comprehended, 
the  character  of  our  heavenly  Father  shines  forth  in 
such  loveliness  as  to  gain  the  admiration  and  attract 
tlie  affections  of  those  who  are  capal)le  of  ap[)roviug 
that  which  is  most  excellent  and  most  lovely. 

A  disregard  for  or  want  of  understanding  of  these 
grand  princii)les,  wdiich  underlie  and  interlace  all  that 
God  has  revealed  to  man,  has  led  many  to  strange  and 
sad  conclusions,  sometimes  followed  by  the  most  exces- 
sive and  disastrous  results,  by  inditing  and  fostering 
doctrines  derogatory  to  the  character  of  God,  contra- 
dictory to  his  revealed  word,  subversive  of  true  right- 
eousness, and  unhealthful  to  the  human  mind. 

Religious  doctrines  or  theories,  when  imbil)ed  and 
publicly  acknowledged,  generally  become  a  firm  per- 
suasion of  the  human  mind,  especially  if  they  have  cost 
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their  possessors  any  considerable  sacrifice  of  money  or 
j)osition  in  society,  or  met  with  much  opposition  from 
friends.  And  from  that  point  in  his  history  where  the 
mind  fixes  upon,  or  takes  a  theological  position,  man 
does  not  usually,  in  his  studies,  search  for  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  truth  (believing  he  has  them  al- 
ready), but  for  any  and  every  species  of  collateral 
evidence  or  incidental  developments  which  seem  to 
justify  and  strengthen  his  cherished  opinions  as  being 
correct. 

In  other  words,  he  does  not  study  his  Bible  and  the 
book  of  nature  especially  to  learn  what  they  teach,  so 
much  as  to  learn  what  he  can  find  in  them  which  seems 
to  sustain  or  favor  his  own  theological  ideas.  The  nat- 
ural tendency  to  form  opinions,  on  subjects  of  great 
depth  and  importance  prematurely,  with  the  accom- 
panying error  of  seeking  to  prop  up  our  early  and  hasty 
conclusions  with  whatever  testimony  can  be  made  to 
look  in  that  direction,  instead  of  long,  and  careful,  and 
thorough  examination,  clear  deductions,  and  frequent 
testings  of  all  our  conclusions  by  the  application  of  close 
criticisms,  should  lead  us  to  greater  caution,  and  more 
arduous,  patient,  and  thorough  study  of  the  Bible,  and 
of  nature,  before  we  settle  down  with  the  positive  feel- 
ing that  we  have  fully  learned  the  true  basis  of  Christian 
doctrine  and  faith. 

In  opposition  to  the  general  course  above  stated  we 
take  the  position,  that  no  system  of  doctrine  is  shown 
to  be  correct  because  certain  texts,  or  portions  of  testi- 
mony from  the  Bible,  or  from  any  other  source,  seem  to 
teach  it :  but  that  system  of  doctrine  is  correct  which 
the  Scriptures  are  found  to  teach  in  all  their  testimony 
united  —  that  system  which  is  the  subject  matter  of 
revelation. 

When  one  comprehends  pretty  clearly  that  system, 
he  finds  no  cause  for  the  labored  and  hazardous  efforts 
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which  many  iiiako  in  scckiiiLT  to  hai  iiK  iii/c  the  <^r(':it 
\aricty  of  HtatcincntH  of  the  Script iirrs  ;  he  sees  that 
harmony  already  exists,  and  only  needs  to  be  studied 
to  learn  the  relations  of  one  part  to  the  other. 

'J'here  exist  an  affinity  of  testimony,  a  hlendinp^  to- 
pether  of  ideas,  a  croppin^^  out  of  the  same  preat  een- 
tral  truths,  in  all  parts  of  the  Scriptures.  Instead  of 
contlictin^  voices  and  antaponi>tic  principles,  are  har- 
monious strains  of  love,  goodness,  mercy,  benevolence, 
and  perfection,  based  upon  wisdom  and  justice,  blendinj]^ 
mercy  and  jud<:;ment  in  the  government  of  our  Creator, 
and  revcalini^  the  perfect  plan  of  a  perfect  and  Almiirhtv 
CJod,  to  brin;^  about  a  perfect  and  immortal  state  for  his 
own  .irlory,  and  the  eternal  happiness  of  all  who  decide 
to  submit  to  his  government  and  Vwr  in  harmony  with 
his  ])urpo8e8. 

We  do  not  presume  to  t^ive  a  pertrct  analysis  of  the 
plan  of  redemption  in  the  followinir  work,  nor  claim  to 
fully  comprehend  and  properly  identify  all  points  of 
Bible  doctrine. 

A  crown  of  a  thousand  diamonds,  exquisitely  set, 
may  not  be  correctly  estimated  by  any  inspector  so  as 
to  give  the  true  and  relative  dimensions,  value,  and  im- 
portance of  each  diamond  ;  yet  if  he  has  a  good  acquaint- 
ance with  its  precious  materials,  and  with  the  nature 
and  use  of  a  crown,  he  may  give  a  very  true  and  im- 
portant estimate  and  decision  upon  all  the  most  vital 
point.^  in  such  a  matter. 

The  Bible  embraces  a  system  of  principles  and  truths 
more  ex(}uisitely  wrought  than  any  crown  ;  of  greater 
variety  and  importance,  and  of  more  value  than  all  the 
diamonds  and  crowns  in  the  world. 

The  doctrine  of  Atonement  is  the  grand  and  central 
DOCTiiiNE  of  the  Bible  :  on  it,  and  out  of  it,  grow  all 
other  truths  worth  our  attention  ;  and  yet  it  is  a  doc- 
trine on  which  there  has  been,  and  still  is,  much  con- 
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Irovcrsy  ;  which  proves  it  a  doctrine  not  well  under- 
stood, and  that  many,  who,  though  they  claim  to  be- 
lieve an  atonement  has  been  made  for  sin,  do  not  know 
its  nature. 

One  class,  who  believe  that  Christ  died  for  all  the 
race  of  man,  claim  that  this  fact  secures  the  eternal  sal- 
vation of  all ;  while  others  claim  that  if  Christ  died  in 
man's  stead,  man  ought  not  to  die  ;  another  class  claim 
that  Christ  died  for  only  one  class  of  the  race,  and  that 
class  are  sure  of  salvation ;  each  seem  to  find  it  difficult 
to  explain  their  view  so  as  to  show  it  to  be  in  harmony 
with  the  Scriptures,  and  applicable  to  man's  condition. 

We  have  devoted  considerable  space  in  this  work  to 
the  subject  of  the  atonement ;  and  while  we  do  not  ac- 
cept the  applications  and  explanations  commonly  made 
by  teachers,  we  think  we  see  its  vast  importance  to  the 
race,  and  its  true  application  to  the  condition  in  which 
sin  has  placed  us.  We  ask  the  reader- to  carefully  ex- 
amine our  position,  and  the  Bible  evidences  of  it.  It 
will  be  in  some  respects  new,  but  this  does  not  prove  it 
untrue. 

The  hope  of  presenting  in  a  clear  and  instructive 
manner  the  leading  principles  revealed  in  the  Scriptures, 
with  the  chief  points  of  doctrine,  and  their  practical 
bearing  upon  men,  and  which  we  believe  to  be  of 
special  importance  to  all,  has  prompted  us  to  prepare 
the  following  pages  for  the  public ;  not  claiming  to 
have  learned  all,  but  to  have  comprehended  some,  at 
least,  of  the  most  important  points  by  which  we  may 
hope  to  continue  to  learn  the  mind  and  will  of  God,  so 
long  as  it  shall  please  him  to  keep  us  in  the  school  of 
Christ. 

Advancement  in  scriptural  knowledge  induces  growth 
in  grace  and  love  for  our  fellow-men ;  preparing  us  for 
the  better  discharge  of  all  our  duties,  and  especially  for 
loading  sinners  to  Christ,  and  the  building  up  of  one 
another  on  our  most  holy  faith.

CHAPTER  I. 
god's  design  in  the  ciucation  op  man. 

"Thou  madcst  him  to  liavo  doniinion  over  the  works  of  thy  hands." 

Psa,  8  :  6. 

We  are  entering  upon  tlie  investigation  of  a  subject 
which  some  regard  as  speculative  and  unwarranted  by 
the  Scriptures  ;  yet,  while  we  are  assured  that  tlie  Bible 
gives  a  revelation  of  the  mind  of  the  Author  of  our 
being  concerning  his  creatures,  we  are  convinced  that 
his  design  in  our  creation  is  also  to  be  understood  by 
his  record. 

It  has  been  stated  and  arguiMl  by  many,  tliat  the 
original  design  in  creating  man  was,  ''to  glorify  God 
and  to  enjoy  him  forever.''  AVe  do  not  doubt  that  there 
is  truth  in  this  statement.  Yet  it  does  not  appear  suffi- 
ciently specific  and  broad  to  develop  the  subject,  for 
the  same  statement  will  as  properly  apply  to  the  lower 
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and  higher  orders  of  creation,  as  to  man.  We  find  it 
clearly  stated  in  Revelation,  "  Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord, 
to  receive  glory,  and  honor,  and  power,  for  thou  hast 
created  all  things,  and  for  thy  pleasure  they  are  and 
were  created."  Rev.  4:  11.  Again,  "For  by  him 
were  all  things  created  that  are  in  heaven,  or  that  are 
in  earth,  visible  and  invisible,  whether  they  be  thrones, 
or  dominions,  or  principalities,  or  powers,  all  things 
were  created  by  him  and  for  him."    Col.  1  :  16. 

No  one  can  fail  to  see  by  this  testimony,  that  all 
things  else  were  created  for  God's  glory,  as  well  as  man. 
There  is  much  Scripture  testimony  to  this  point :  we 
need  quote  only  one  or  two  more  texts  :  "All  thy  works 
shall  praise  thee,  O  Lord."  Psa.  145  :  10.  This  is 
full  and  conclusive,  and  embraces  all  of  God's  works ; 
but  we  will  hear  once  more  :  "  The  heavens  declare  the 
glory  of  God>  and  the  firmament  showeth  his  handy 
work."  Psa.  19  :  1.  With  such  clear  and  positive 
testimony  that  all  things  were  created  for  God's  glory, 
man  included,  we  prefer  to  examine  revelation  more 
closely  to  ascertain  what  the  Lord  has  stated  regarding 
his  design  in  the  creation  of  man  as  a  specific  class  of 
intelligences. 

The  text  which  stands  at  the  head  of  this  chapter  is 
very  explicit.  It  is  spoken  of  man,  in  distinction  from 
all  other  beings,  and  asserts  the  purpose  or  design  of 
God  in  his  creation  :  "  Thou  madest  him  to  have  do- 
minion over  the  works  of  thy  hands."  Language 
more  clear  and  direct  than  this  cannot  be  found.  Let 
us  now  turn  our  attention  to  the  proof  of  the  Psalmist's 
assertion,  and  see  if  the  statement  is  sustained.  We 
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will  notice  the  laii<^ua'j:e  oi'  tlie  Lord  liiiiiscif  on  tliis 
point :  — 

"  And  (f(Kl  8uid,  Lot  ns  make  man  in  our  ima;^e, 
after  our  likeness,  and  let  them  have  dominion  over  the 
fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over 
the  eattle,  and  over  all  the  earth,  and  over  every  creep- 
ing thing  that  ereepeth  upon  the  earth."    Gen.  1  :  20. 

In  this  statement  of  the  Lord,  i\u»t  clearly  and  I'ully 
expressed,  we  have  his  determination  and  design  in 
creating  man.  Li  the  next  following  verses  we  have 
the  record  of  Gods  action  of  creating  them,  his  bene- 
diction, command,  and  promise.  The  account  is  plain 
and  full  of  meaning.  Let  us  read  it :  "  So  (lod  creat- 
ed man  in  his  own  image  ;  in  the  image  of  God  created 
he  him  ;  male  and  female  created  he  them.  And  God 
blessed  them,  and  (lod  said  unto  them,  IJe  fruitful,  and 
multij)ly,  and  rei)lenish  the  earth,  and  subdue  it,  and 
have  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the 
fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  every  living  thing  that  moveth 
upon  the  earth."    Gen.  1  :  27,  28. 

Ilow  grand,  how  clear  and  simple,  are  tlie  words  of 
God  on  this  point  !  How  broad  the  conu]iand  I  How 
extensive  the  promise  !  INLin  created  in  the  image,  the 
likeness  of  God,  placed  upon  this  terrestrial  globe,  cov- 
ered w^ith  its  vast  varieties  of  vegetation,  and  its  myriads 
of  classes  of  living  creatures,  and  commanded  to  fill  it 
with  his  own  species,  and  to  subdue  it,  cultivate  it,  and 
bring  it  into  use,  with  the  promise  of  ultimate  dominion 
over  it.  Such  is  the  sentiment  of  the  words  of  God 
wdiich  we  have  quoted,  which  show  that  the  primary 
object  of  God  in  creating  man  was,  that  he  should  be 
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ruler  of  the  earth,  and  of  all  the  lower  grades  of  crea- 
tures which  he  hath  created  upon  it.  Consequently, 
man  was  created  in  the  likeness  of  God,  with  capacity 
to  rule  or  govern.  To  develop  this  capacity,  he  was 
commanded  to  subdue  the  earth  and  all  the  lower  grades 
of  animal  creation,  preparatory  to  entering  upon  the 
"  dominion."  And  in  doing  this,  he  would  represent 
and  glorify  God,  who  by  his  own  almighty  power  gov- 
erns all  the  works  of  his  hands  in  all  worlds. 

The  command  of  God  to  Adam,  above  quoted,  is  the 
first  which  God  gave  to  man.  We  will  quote  it  again, 
to  keep  its  prominent  features  clearly  before  us  :  "  Be 
fruitful,  and  multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth,  and 
subdue  it,  and  have  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the  sea, 
and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  every  living  thing 
that  moveth  upon  the  earth." 

This  first  command  and  promise  embrace  several  very 
important  points  which  underlie  all  that  is  afterwards 
revealed  in  the  Scriptures  concerning  man's  final  des- 
tiny, and  shows  the  design  of  God  concerning  him,  as 
before  stated. 

By  it  we  learn  that  man  was  to  multiply  his  species 
sufficiently  to  fill  the  earth  with  them  to  a  proper  num- 
ber, or  population,  for  their  enjoyment  and  happiness,  to 
subdue  it,  cultivate,  arrange,  and  guide  its  products 
and  creatures  to  their  own  convenience,  bringing  all  its 
appliances  and  its  privileges  to  a  point  of  perfect  adapta- 
tion and  usefulness  for  the  race  which  were  to  inhabit 
the  earth,  that  they  might  enter  upon  the  exercise  of 
all  that  is  embraced  in  the  term  "  have  dominion  over." 
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SUBDUE  IT. 

are  aware  that  tlu;  idea  tli;i(  man  was  rcMjiiiriMl  to 
subdue,  or  train  and  j^iiide,  a  new-made  world,  wliicli 
was  declanjd  by  its  Maker  to  be  "  rrri/  r/ood^^'  seems 
very  objeetionable  to  some  uiinds,  because  tlicv  con- 
clude that  this  <^ood  world  was  in  a  state  of  absolute 
perfection  in  degree,  as  well  as  in  kind.  The  same 
objection  could  be  as  properly  urged  again-t  multiply- 
ing the  species,  and  replenishing  or  filling  the  earth. 

But  when  the  facts  are  carefully  examined,  it  will 
appear  that,  although  the  earth  and  all  it  contained 
were  "  very  good,''  and  were  doubtless  perfect  in  kind, 
yet  they  were  in  a  crude  and  incipient  state,  subject  to 
the  arran<i:ement  and  control  of  man  for  his  own  con- 
venience,  as  he  shoidd  midtiply  and  .Vll  the  earth  ;  all 
of  which  is  implied  in  the  term  "  subdue  it.'' 

When  the  race  should  have  spi'cad  over  the  earth, 
cultivating  and  preparing  it  to  their  convenience,  until 
it  was  fully  subdued  and  filled,  and  man's  probation 
ended,  and  inunortality  bestowed,  then  the  promised 
"dominion"  could  be  properly  exercised  over  a  subdued 
and  immortal  world. 

DCBIIXION. 

It  is  proper  here  to  consider  the  nature  of  the  domin- 
ion mentioned  in  the  text,  and  when  it  was  to  be  exer- 
cised. It  is  generally  supposed  to  embrace  the  control 
and  government  of  the  new-made  world  as  it  came  from 
the  hand  of  its  Creator,  and  that  this  power  was  given 
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Adam  to  exercise  when  })laced  in  the  garden  of  Eden. 
But  this  idea  may  need  modification. 

We  readily  admit  that  the  term  ''dominion"  embraces 
all  that  is  chiimed  for  it,  and  more.  But  that  it  was  to 
be  exercised  in  its  proper  sense  in  the  then  existing  con- 
dition of  the  world,  or  began  in  Eden,  we  cannot  admit. 

Before  man  can  have  dominion,"  or  control  a  world, 
he  is  to  learn  to  control  himself,  and  to  fill  and  subdue 
the  earth.  We  freely  grant  that  Adam  entered  upon 
an  incipient  stage  of  that  control  or  rule,  according  to 
his  capacity,  which  man  was  to  exercise  over  this  world 
and  the  inferior  grades  of  animals  as  they  increased 
upon  earth.  This  is  implied  in  the  command,  "  sub- 
due it."  The  privilege  was  given  to  man  to  cultivate, 
arrange,  and  subdue,  until  the  time  for  real  or  actual 
dominion.  And  tor  the  instruction  and  encouragement 
of  Adam,  tlie  Lord  gave  liim  a  sample  of  what  the 
earth  would  become  when  subdued.  Let  us  look  at 
this  sample  :  "  And  the  Lord  God  planted  a  garden 
eastward  in  Eden  ;  and  there  he  put  the  man  w^hom  he 
had  formed.  And  out  of  the  ground  made  the  Lord 
God  to  grow  every  tree  that  is  pleasant  to  the  sight, 
and  good  for  food  ;  the  tree  of  life  also  in  the  midst 
of  the  garden,  and  the  tree  of  knowledge  of  good  and 
evil."    Gen.  2:9. 

This  w^as  an  illustration  of  what  the  whole  earth 
would  become  under  the  care  and  cultivation  of  man, 
in  obedience  to  his  Maker.  Adam  accepted  the  trust, 
and  entered  upon  his  duties ;  but  that  this  incipient 
stage  was  the  actual  dominion  referred  to,  W3  do  not 
admit,  for  the  following  reasons  :  — 
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I.  Because  \vc  do  not  find  tl»(f  testimony  of  Scripture 
to  sustain  the  idea. 

II.  Because  the  Scriptures  do  testify  to  the  fact  that 
this  dominion  involves  the  idea  of  a  riiJj:ij,  subdukd, 
MATURED  WOULD. 

Let  us  examine  the  testimony  of  prophecy  rehitiii^ 
to  the  final  gaining  of  that  dominion  hy  Christ,  which 
Adam  failed  to  obtain,  through  his  disobedience:  — 
*'And  thou,  O  tower  of  the  Hock,  the  stronghold  of 
the  daughter  of  Zion,  unto  thee  shall  it  come,  even  the 
FIRST  DOMINION ;  the  kingdom  shall  come  to  the  daugh- 
ter of  Jerusalem."  ^licah  4  :  8.  This  prophecy  can 
refer  to  no  other  than  Christ  and  his  church.  He  is 
the  STRONGHOLD  of  the  daughter  of  Jerusalem.  lie 
is  the  TOWER  of  the  Hock. 

The  first  dominion  "  is  evidently  the  one  mentioned 
in  Genesis  1  :  28,  and  which  Adam  would  have  attiiined 
to  when  he  and  his  posterity  had  finished  tlieir  work  of 
fillin^i:  the  earth  and  subduin2:  it.  That  this  is  the  true 
idea  the  declaration  of  CIn-ist  fully  settles.  When 
speaking  of  the  final  triumph  of  his  church,  he  says 
(Matt.  25:  34),  "Then  shall  the  king  say  unto  them 
on  his  right  hand,  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father, 
inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world." 

AVhat  other  kinijdom  or  dominion  is  mentioned  in  the 
Scriptures  and  called  the  first  dominion,  and  said 
to  be  prepared  from  the  foundation  of  the  world, 
beside  the  one  cited  in  Genesis  1:  2(3-28?  AVe  liiid 
no  other.  By  the  Psalmist,  the  Lord  testifies  directly 
to  this  view  again  :  "  Thou  hast  made  him  [man]  a

little  lower  than  the  angels  [for  'a  little  while  lower'  — 
Hebrew  margin^ ,  and  hast  crowned  him  with  glory  and 
honor.  Thou  madest  him  to  have  dominion  over  the 
works  of  thy  hands ;  thou  hast  put  all  things  under 
his  feet."    Psa.  8:  5,  9. 

This  important  passage  is  quoted  by  Paul  in  his  argu- 
ment on  the  mission  and  work  of  Christ,  and  is  then 
commented  on  by  him  thus  :  "  For  in  that  he  put  all  in 
subjection  under  him,  he  left  nothing  that  is  not  put 
under  him.  But  now  we  see  not  yet  all  things  put 
under  him.  But  we  see  Jesus,  who  was  made  a  little 
lower  than  the  angels  [or  a  little  while  inferior],  for 
the  suffering  of  death,  crowned  with  glory  and  honor, 
that  he,  by  the  grace  of  God,  should  taste  death  for 
every  man."    Heb.  2  :  6-9. 

The  above  declarations,  which  form  the  basis  of  many 
prophecies  and  discourses  in  the  Scriptures,  and  which 
will  be  treated  upon  in  future  chapters  of  this  work,  are 
too  explicit  to  admit  of  any  other  application  than  such 
as  we  have  shown  is  made  by  Micah,  David,  Christ, 
and  Paul. 

They  clearly  reveal  the  fact  that  God  designed  man 
to  dwell  on  the  earth,  to  subdue,  train,  and  prepare  it 
for  his  habitation,  and  finally  to  have  dominion  over  it 
and  all  it  contained,  in,  an  immortal  and  eternal  state. 
But  sin  has  entered,  a  train  of  evils  has  followed, 
God's  design  is  not  yet  accomplished.  The  work 
is  not  perfected ;  but  it  will  be  done  in  due  time, 
and  none  can  hinder.  The  dark  pall  which  has 
seemed  to  cover  the  glorious  end  for  which  all  things 
were  created,  from  the  view  of  short-sighted  mortals,

lias  IxM'ii  rent  hy  i1k?  oi'  (iod  :  tlic  lii'lit  of*  r(  \('l:i- 
tion  t?hines  <i^l()riou8ly  tlironuh  "  tlic  \ail  that  is  spread 
over  the  nations,"  and  it  will  ho  finally  removed,  ^iii 
is  not  to  triumph  ;  it  is  to  he  wiped  out  and  its  author 
destroyed.  tJod  will  do  all  his  pleasure,  and  produce 
ii  perfect  work.  This  determination  is  indicated  in  the 
scriptures  we  have  already  cited,  and  especially  declared 
by  the  Lord  in  the  following  words  :  "Remember  the 
former  thinfr^^  of  old  ;  for  I  am  God,  and  there  is  none 
else ;  I  am  God,  and  there  is  none  like  me,  declaring 
the  end  from  the  beginning,  and  from  ancient  times  the 
things  that  are  not  yet  done,  saying,  My  counsel  shall 
stand,  and  I  will  do  all  my  pleasure."  Isa.  40  :  9,  10. 
There  are  many  items  to  make  up  the  whole  of  the  plan 
of  redemption.  We  purpose  in  future  chapters  to  bring 
out  some  of  the  chief  of  them,  after  taking  a  look  at  the 
woe  and  wretchedness  sin  has  brought  upon  this  world, 
which  was  once  so  fair  and  good. 
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CHAPTER  II. 
man's  original  condition. 

Lo,  this  only  have  I  found,  that  God  hath  made  man  upright,  but 
they  have  sought  out  many  inventions." —  Eccl.  7  :  29. 

In  the  preceding  chapter  we  treated  upon  the  crea- 
tion of  man,  and  God's  design  in  that  creation.  We 
will  now  examine  the  Scriptures  in  relation  to  the 
original  condition  of  man  as  he  came  from  the  hand 
of  his  Creator.  Many  speculative  ideas  have  been  ad- 
vanced in  reference  to  this  point,  both  as  to  his  moral 
and  his  physical  condition.  Some  have  asserted  that 
Adam  had  no  moral  character,  because  he  knew  nothing, 
and  his  mind  was  wholly  undeveloped,  until  he  sinned. 
Others  have  held  that  he  was  an  immortal  being,  morally 
like  God.  It  is  not  our  intention  to  enter  largely  upon 
such  topics,  but  to  examine  what  the  word  of  the 
Lord  reveals  concernino;  him.  This  is  enous^h  for  our 
purpose. 

It  seems  quite  certain  that  the  all-wise  God  would 
not  have  given  such  an  important  command  to  an 
undeveloped  infant  mind  ;  neither  does  it  appear  wise 
that  he  should  have  trusted  such  a  one  in  his  beautiful 
garden  to  "  dress  and  keep  it ;  "  nor  that  he  would  have 
committed  to  such  a  mind  the  naming  of  all  the  animals 
he  created  ;  yet  all  this  he  did  with  Adam.  And  what 
God  did  in  these  matters  shows  that  man's  mind  was 
developed ;  and  that  he  had  extensive  wisdom.    But  it 
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is  clearly  shown  in  {\\v  S(  riptui-o  that  man  was  not  all 
that  is  sometimes  claimed  ior  him.  lie  was  not  an 
immortal  hcin^,  although  he  was  morally  n^ood  and 
upright,  and,  continuing  in  obedience  to  (lod's  law  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  him,  would,  in  due 
time,  have  recei\('d  immortality  at  the  hand  ol'  his 
Creator.  'J'hat  he  was  morally  and  phy.-ically  '*  very 
good"  is  explicitly  stated  by  God  himselt*.  Gen.  1  :  31. 
"And  God  saw  e\ery  thing  that  he  had  made,  and,  be- 
hold, it  was  very  good/'  That  he  was  made  upright  is 
declared  in  the  text  at  the  heail  ol'  this  cha[)ter.  Yet 
his  physical  condition  was  such  that  he  was  susceptible 
of*  dying,  as  is  f  ully  shown  in  his  early  history. 

First.  God  had  provided  tor  him  the  tree  of  life, 
not  to  give  life,  but  to  sustain  him  in  life. 

Second.  The  penalty  of  God's  law  is  death,  which 
he  incurred  by  transgression,  and  which  was  inllicted. 

Third.  It  is  certain  that  immortality  is  not  subject 
to  death. 

Fourth.  That  man  would  have  attained  to  immortal- 
ity '^by  patient  continuance  in  well  doing,"  Paul  declares 
in  liom.  2:6,7:  "  To  them  who  by  patient  con- 
tinuence  in  well  doing  seek  for  glory,  and  honor,  and 
immortality,  eternal  life "  will  be  rendered.  This 
shows  man  must  seek  it  to  obtain  it.  But  man  did 
not  do  well.  He  was  created  in  the  image  of  God, 
endowed  wdth  noble  faculties  of  mind,  capable  of 
imitating  God  and  glorifying  him,  capable  of  great 
expansion,  mentally  and  numerically,  capable  also  of 
disobeying  God,  of  seeking  out  many  inventions,  of 
losing  his  home,  and  his  life,  and  of  falling  short  of 
the  dominion  placed  before  him. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

man's  apostasy  and  fall  in  violating  god's  law 
ok  covenant. 

"  They  are  all  gone  aside,  they  are  altogether  become  filthy,  there 
is  none  that  doeth  good,  no,  not  one."  — Psa.  14  :  3. 

The  text  we  have  quoted  is  one  of  many  of  its  class 
which  come  directly  in  our  line  of  argument  on  the 
subject  of  man's  fallen  condition.  It  implies  that  he 
was  once  in  the  way,  pure,  upright,  and  good.  How 
changed  his  condition !  how  dark  the  picture !  The 
inquiry  at  once  arises,  How  came  this  change?  Was 
man  in  the  fault?  Before  replying  to  these  questions, 
we  will  take  a  retrospective  view  of  the  primeval  condi- 
tion of  man,  which  we  have  already  presented  in  a 
former  chapter. 

He  was  "  made  upright,"  morally  and  physically 
good,  "very  good."  Their  work  was  laid  out  before 
them,  viz.,  to  multiply,  and  replenish  or  fill  the  earth, 
and  subdue  it,  with  the  prospect  of  ultimate  dominion 
over  all  the  earth,  with  all  that  God  had  created  upon 
it.  This  prospect  was  presented  to  Adam  as  an  object 
of  faith  and  hope,  and  as  an  incentive  worthy  his  ut- 
most care  and  attention. 

The  first  command  of  God,  and,  accompanying  it, 
the  first  prospect  of  future  blessedness  ever  presented 
to  man,  embrace  the  following  ideas :  Perform  the 
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duties  iiii|)()S(Kl,  then  "have  (loniinioii.'  A  spcciiiicu 
of  its  qualities,  resources,  nia<;iiificencc,  ami  beauties  is 
placed  hcfore  liiin  in  tlic  <^iir(lcn  wliich  (iod  liiinsclf 
planted  in  Kdcn,  to  show  him  what  th(.'  whole  earth 
would  be,  under  its  subdued  :ind  cultivated  state. 
This  sample  was  "  the  f(i(-^  of  tha  turtk^''  tVoni  which 
Cain  was  afterwards  driven  into  its  wilds,  or  un- 
cultivated parts.  But  Adam  was  first  ''put  into  it,  to 
dress  it  and  keep  it."  A  beautiful  home  indeed,  with 
unbounded  resources  tor  enjoyment. 

Of  the  fruit  t)f  all  the;  trees  of  this  garden  of  God's 
own  |)lantinu-,  in  the  midst  of  which  was  the  tree  of  life, 
he  might  iVeely  eat,  with  but  one  exception,  viz., 
*'  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil 
thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it,  for  in  the  day  thou  eatest  there- 
of thou  shalt  surely  die."  (^Margin^  Jving  thou  slialt 
die.  The  Arabic  renders  it,  Thou  shalt  deserve  to  die. 
The  Targum  has  it,  Thou  shalt  be  subjected  to  death.) 

In  this  prohibition  we  have  the  first  penal  command- 
ment of  God  to  man  ;  and  man  being  on  probation  for 
dominion  and  immortality,  God  placed  him  under  this 
penal  law  to  prove  him  by  a  test  of  his  lidelity  to  his 
Creator.  It  was  a  position  involving  momentous  con- 
sequences. If  he  obeys  this  command  he  has  a  con- 
tinual right  to  the  tree  of  life,  to  perj)etuate  life  until 
his  work  is  completed  and  he  receives  his  dominion. 

To  brin<x  more  clearly  before  the  mind  of  the  reader 
what  was  presented  to  Adam  as  an  object  of  hope,  and 
which  is  yet  to  be  obtained  by  the  faithful,  we  will  here 
quote  a  few  parallel  texts:  "  And  God  blessed  them, 
and  God  said  unto  them,  Be  fruitful,  and  multiply,  and 
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/eploni^-li  (he  eartli,  and  subdue  it:  and  lave  dominion 
over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air, 
and  over  every  living  thing  that  movetli  upon  the 
earth."  Gen.  1:28.  "Thou  madest  him  to  have 
dominion  over  the  works  of  thy  hands  ;  thou  hast  put 
all  things  under  his  feet."  Psa.  8:6.  "For  such  as 
be  blessed  of  him  shall  inherit  the  earth."  Psa.  37  : 
22.  "  For  the  upright  shall  dwell  in  the  land,  and  the 
perfect  shall  remain  in  it."  Prov.  2  :  21.  "Blessed 
are  the  meek,  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth." 
Matt.  5:5. 

Such  is  the  result  of  being  blessed  of  God  when 
man's  duties  are  finished  as  a  race.  Then  is  the  time 
for  obtaining  immortality  also,  as  the  following  scrip- 
tures clearly  show  :  "  Who  will  render  to  every  man 
according  to  his  deeds.  To  them  who,  by  patient  con- 
tinuance in  well  doing,  seek  for  glory,  and  honor,  and 
immortality,  eternal  life."  Eom.  2:6,7.  "For  this 
corruptible  miist  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
must  put  on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible 
shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall 
have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass 
the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in 
victory."    1  Cor.  15  :  53,  54. 

As  before  stated,  Adam  occupied  a  position  involving 
momentous  consequences.  If  he  disobeyed,  he  must 
be  excluded  from  the  garden,  deprived  of  the  tree  of 
life,  and  finally  receive  the  wages  of  sin,  which  is 
death.  ReadGen.2: 17;  3:17,24.  Eom.6:24.  Adam 
disobeyed,  was  shut  out  from  the  garden  of  God,  cut 
off  from  the  tree  of  life ;  the  prospect  of  dominion  w^as 
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bliglitcd  ;  iuhI  he,  with  nil  his  postci  if y,  (l(H)in('(l  t() 
toil,  care,  sorrow,  and  sickness,  and  to  the  train  of 
pliysioal  and  moral  r\il.s  which  hasc*  I'oUowcd,  and 
finally  lead  to  death. 

We  find  man  in  tliis  situation  in  consequence  of  ein. 
It  is  a  sinf^ular  position.  lie  had  an  acquaintance  with 
God  ;  knew  his  ij^oodness,  his  law,  and  his  righteousness, 
enjoyed  his  associations  and  counsels  ;  yet,  in  the  light 
of  all  this,  he  stands  arrayed  a;^^ainst  his  God,  and 
chooses  to  walk  contrary  to  him,  and  risk  the  conse- 
quences that  would  follow. 

When  turned  from  the  garden,  Adam  was  acquainted 
with  the  following  facts  :  — 

I.  That  God  was  the  Creator  of  this  world. 

II.  That  God  was  his  rightful  Sovereign  and  Law- 
giver. 

III.  That  it  was  his  duty  to  serve  and  obey  him. 

IV.  That,  for  his  disobedience  to  that  Lawgiver,  he 
"was  shut  out  of  the  garden,  under  the  sentence  of  death, 
to  till  the  ground  until  he  should  die  and  return  to 
dust. 

And  he,  with  such  knowledge  of  God  and  his  law,  of 
himself,  his  duty,  and  destiny,  with  the  heavens  spread 
out  over  him,  and  the  earth  beneath  him,  with  their 
wonderful  varieties,  all  declaring  the  glory,  wisdom, 
goodness,  and  power  of  God,  as  the  Scri[jtures  repre- 
sent:  "The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God,  and 
the  firmament  showeth  his  handy  wcrk.  Day  unto  day 
uttereth  speech,  and  night  unto  night  showeth  knowl- 
edge. There  is  no  speech  nor  language  where  their 
voice  is  not  heard."    Psa.  19:1,3.   And  could  not 
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intelligent  man  understand  such  a  voice?  Yes.  Some 
have  understood,  and  were  led  to  their  Creator  for 
further  instruction,  and  were  guided  in  the  right  way, 
as  the  histories  of  the  faithful  demonstrate. 

But  the  mass  of  mankind  would  not  listen  to  the 
voice  of  God,  and  he  suffered  them  to  follow  their  own 
ways.  Paul,  when  speaking  upon  this  point,  while 
preaching  to  the  heathen  about  God,  says,  "Who  in 
times  past  suffered  all  nations  to  walk  in  their  own 
ways.  Nevertheless  he  left  not  himself  without  a  wit- 
ness, in  that  he  did  good,  and  gave  us  rain  from  heaven, 
and  fruitful  seasons,  filling  our  hearts  with  food  and 
gladness."  Acts  14  :  16,  17.  Let  us  hear  another 
witness  on  this  point.  "  Have  ye  not  known  ?  have  ye 
not  heard  ?  hath  it  not  been  told  you  from  the  begin- 
ning ?  have  ye  not  understood  from  the  foundation  of  the 
earth?  It  is  he  that  sitteth  upon  the  circle  of  the  earth, 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  as  grasshoppers  ;  that 
stretcheth  out  the  heavens  as  a  curtain,  and  spreadeth 
them  out  as  a  tent  to  dwell  in  ;  that  bringeth  the  princes 
to  nothing ;  he  maketh  the  judges  of  the  earth  as 
vanity.  .  .  .  Lift  up  your  eyes  on  high,  and  behold 
who  hath  created  these  things,  that  bringeth  out  their 
host  by  number  :  he  calleth  them  all  by  names  by  the 
greatness  of  his  might,  for  that  he  is  strong  in  power ; 
not  one  faileth.  .  .  .  Hast  thou  not  known?  hast 
thou  not  heard,  that  the  everlasting  God,  the  Lord,  the 
Creator  of  the  ends  of  the  earth,  fainteth  not,  neither 
is  weary?"  Isa.  40:21-28.  Surely  God  has  not 
kept  himself  in  secret  places,  that  he  could  not  be 
known.    But  let  us  look  still  further  into  this  matter,

ye  who  excuse  yourselves  for  being  ignorant  of  God  and 
his  claims. 

" Kemcniher  this,  and  show  yourselves  men  ;  bring  it 
again  to  mind,  ()  ye  transgressors.  Jiememher  the 
former  things  of  old,  for  I  am  (iod,  and  then?  is  none 
else;  I  am  God,  and  there  is  none  like  me."  Deelar- 
ing  the  end  from  the  beginning,  and  from  aneient  times 
the  things  that  are  not  yet  done,  saying.  My  counsel 
shall  stand,  and  I  will  do  all  my  pica-ure."  Isa. 
46:8,  10. 

We  will  now  hear  Paul  speak  of  the  guilt  of  men  for 
being  ignorant  of  God  :  "  Because  that  which  may  be 
known  of  God  is  manifest  in  them,  for  God  hath  showed 
it  unto  them.  For  the  invisible  things  of  him  from  the 
creation  of  the  world  are  clearly  seen,  being  understood 
by  the  things  that  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power  and 
Godhead.     So  that  they  are  without  excuse.''  Kom. 

With  these  fiicts  and  Scripture  testimonies,  ii  is  clearly 
proved  that  by  a  proper  regard  for  these  means  of 
wisdom,  with  the  revelation  of  iiod's  will  and  |)urpose8, 
through  patriarchs,  prophets,  and  holy  men,  man  might 
have  retained  a  good  degree  of  the  knowledge  of  God, 
and  of  his  own  relations  and  duties  to  him,  to  the  latest 
generations  of  posterity.  Yet  notwithstanding  all  these 
means  of  knowledge,  we  find  man  sunk  in  moral  dark- 
ness, ignorant  of  God  and  his  laws,  and  regardless  of 
his  own  relations  and  duties  to  him.  And  this  con- 
dition and  its  cause  is  aptly  stated  by  the  apostle  Paul 
in  the  following:  "Because  that  when  they  knew  God, 
they  gloriKed  him  not  as  God,  neither  were  thankful, 
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but  became  vain  in  their  imaginations,  and  their  fool- 
ish heart  was  darkened.  Professing  themselves  to  be 
wise,  they  became  fools,  and  changed  the  glory  of 
the  incorruptible  God  into  an  image  made  like  cor- 
ruptible man,  and  to  birds,  and  fourfooted  beasts,  and 
creeping  things.  Wherefore  God  also  gave  them  up 
to  uncleanness  through  the  lusts  of  their  own  hiearts. 
•  .  .  Who  changed  the  truth  into  a  lie,  and  worshipped 
the  creature  more  than  the  Creator,  who  is  blessed  for- 
ever, Amen.  .  .  .  And  even  as  they  did  not  like  to 
retain  God  in  their  knowledge,  God  gave  them  over  to 
a  reprobate  mind,  to  do  those  things  that  are  not  con-, 
venient.  Being  filled  with  all  unrighteousness,  forni- 
cation, wickedness,  covetousness,  maliciousness,  full  of 
envy,  murder,  debate,  deceit,  malignity,  whisperers, 
backbiters,  haters  of  God,  despiteful,  proud,  boasters, 
inventors  of  evil  things,  disobedient  to  parents,  without 
understanding,  covenant-breakers,  without  natural  affec- 
tion, implacable,  unmerciful ;  who,  knowing  the  judg- 
ment of  God,  that  they  which  commit  such  things  are 
worthy  of  death,  not  only  do  the  same,  but  have  pleas- 
ure in  them  that  do  them."   Rom.  1  :  21-33. 

This  graphic  description  of  man's  moral  condition,  and 
the  cause  of  it,  should  be  well  considered  by  us  all.  It 
is  a  true  account  of  the  heart  of  all  the  race,  although 
these  fruits  are  not  developed  in  all  to  the  same  extent. 
Some  of  our  readers  may  wish  to  be  excepted  from  be- 
ing identified  in  this  class.  Such  should  read,  "As  it  is 
written,  There  is  none  righteous,  no,  not  one  ;  there 
is  none  that  understandeth,  there  is  none  that  seeketh 
after  God.    They  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way  ;  thev 
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are  altogether  become  unprofitable  ;  there  is  none  tluit 
doeth  good,  no,  not  one.  Tlicir  thrcjat  is  an  open 
sepulchre,  with  their  t(jn;^uc  they  have  used  deceit,  the 
poison  of  asps  is  under  their  lips.  \\'hose  mouth  is  full 
of  cursing  and  bitterness.  Their  feet  are  swift  to  shed 
blood.  Destruction  and  misery  are  in  their  ways. 
And  the  way  of  peace  have  they  not  known.  There  is 
no  fear  of  God  before  their  eyes.  Now  we  know  that 
what  things  soever  the  law  saith,  it  saith  to  them  who 
are  under  the  law  ;  that  every  moutli  may  be  stopped, 
and  all  the  world  become  guilty  before  God.'*  Kom. 
3:10-11). 

If  any  are  still  dissatisfied  with  the  picture  here  given 
of  the  human  heart  in  the  state  of  nature,  they  should 
listen  to  Paul  again  :  "  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh  arc 
manifest,  which  are  these  :  adultery,  fornication,  unclean- 
ness,  lasciviousness,  idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred,  vari- 
ance, emulations,  wrath,  strife,  seditions,  heresies,  envy- 
ings,  murders,  drunkenness,  revellings,  and  such  like." 
Gal.  5  :  19-21.  These  are  the  fruits  of  the  flesh,  and 
being  so,  Paul  exclaims,  "  For  I  know  that  in  me  (that  is, 
in  my  flesh)  dwelleth  no  good  thing."  With  such  facts 
before  us,  together  with  what  we  all  know  of  the  char- 
acter of  our  race,  it  is  not  ditticult  to  understand  how 
man  became  ignorant  of  God  and  liis  laws  ;  and  in  view 
of  this  same  testimony,  who  will  deny  that  the  fault 
rests  upon  man  for  his  ignorance  and  degradation? 
Especially  w^hen  we  take  into  consideration  the  scrip- 
tural iiistory  of  a  portion  of  the  race,  who  le  irned  God's 
purposes  and  promises,  were  healed  of  their  moral  })oI- 
lutions,  and  became  obedient  to  his  law  :  as  in  the  case 
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of  Abel  (Gen.  4:4),  who  through  faith  made  an  offer- 
ing to  God,  which  typified  both  a  crucified  Saviour  of  sin- 
ners, and  the  final  portion  of  the  wicked.  See  Lev.  3  :  2, 
11.  Psa.  37:20.  Or,  as  in  the  days  of  Seth  (Gen.  4  : 6) , 
"  Then  began  men  to  call  on  the  name  of  the  Lord,"  (or, 
to  call  themselves  by  the  name  of  the  Lord. — Mar- 
gin.) Or  in  the  case  of  Enoch  (Gen.  5  :  22,  24),  who 
"walked  with  God  three  hundred  years,"  and  prophe- 
sied of  the  future  coming  Lord  who  was  to  destroy  the 
wicked  (Jude  14),  and  was  finally  translated,  having 
"had  this  testimony  that  he  pleased  God."  Heb.  11,  5. 
And  also  in  the  cases  of  Noah,  whom  God  calls 
righteous ;  "  Abraham,  called  "^Ae  father  of  the  faith- 
fid;'''  Lot,  who  is  called  ^^just;^'  David,  the  man 
after  God's  own  heart;''  Elijah,  who  went  up  in 
a  chariot  of  fire;"  Zechariah  and  Elisabeth,  who 
"walked  in  all  the  commandments  and  ordinances  of 
the  Lord  blameless,"  with  others  of  the  faithful  in  all 
ages,  who,  through  faith  in  God,  found  mercy  and 
forgiveness  of  sins,  and  became  the  servants  of  the 
Lord.    Heb.  11th  chap. 

What  a  contrast  is  presented  in  the  Bible  between 
the  race  of  man  in  their  fallen,  sinful  state,  and  the  class 
who  have  been  reclaimed  from  their  sinfulness  by  faith 
in  the  blood  of  Christ !  The  one  is  estranged  from 
God,  unwilling  to  be  taught  by  him,  seeking  to  forget 
the  knowledge  of  God,  changing  the  truth  into  a  lie, 
following  their  own  vain  imaginations,  full  of  evil 
inventions,  cursing,  and  bitterness,  corrupting  them- 
selves and  their  posterity,  filling  the  world  with  vio- 
lence, cruelty,  oppression,  war,  darkness,  and  death, 
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while  the  other  chiss  is  nTeiving  instruction  fVtnn  tiod, 
inquiring  to  know  his  will,  aceepting  the  developinciits 
of  his  infinite  mind  and  plan  of  mercy  and  grace,  con- 
fessing their  dependence  and  ignorance,  acknowledging 
his  goodness  and  mercies,  giving  thanks  to  him  for 
his  innumerable  blessin^^s,  eonfidentlv  trusting;  in  him 
for  future  deliverance  from  the  ellects  of  sin,  and  for 
eternal  life  and  lia|)piness  ;  being  at  peace  with  hiiu 
and  with  man,  cultivating  the  graces  of  the  Spirit, 
bearing  its  fruits,  and  exerting  a  hallowed  influence 
upon  such  as  are  not  ripe  in  iniquity.  Thus  they 
represent  God  among  men,  and  seek  to  bring  the 
apostate  world  back  to  that  path  of  wisdom  and  virtue 
which  leads  to  God,  to  peace,  and  life  eternal. 

Between  these  two  points  are  found  all  grades  of 
character,  being  led  on  from  the  centre  to  the  depths 
of  moral  corruption,  or  in  the  other  direction  to  the 
highest  degree  of  moral  purity  and  C  hristian  virtue, 
by  the  two  classes  of  agents  engaged  in  !<  ading  the 
human  mind  from  God  or  to  him. 

But  it  may  be  asked,  "  Why  was  not  the  sentence  of 
the  law  speedily  executed  upon  Adam  ?  "  We  reply, 
Because  God,  in  his  infinite  wisdom,  was  pleased  to 
pursue  another  course;  viz.,  to  accept  Christ  as  a 
sacrifice,  grant  a  reprieve  to  man,  give  him  a  term  of 
probation  for  his  recovery  from  rebellion,  and  for 
eternal  life  by  a  resurrection  from  death  (after  he 
should  die)  to  immortality,  of  which  we  shall  speak 
more  particularly  in  another  chapter.  Let  us  study 
God's  plan  of  redemption,  and  we  shall  admire  the 
depths  of  his  wisdom  and  the  riches  of  his  goodness. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 
man's  relations  to  god  under  the  first  covenant. 

"Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law?  It  was  added  because  of  trans- 
gressions, till  the  seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise  was 
made."— 6^aZ.  3:19. 

In  the  foregoing  chapter  we  have  presented  man  in 
his  fallen  and  degenerate  state,  sunken  in  idolatry  and 
heathen  darkness,  following  the  ignis  fatuus  of  carnal 
pleasure,  in  gratification  of  his  sensual  lusts,  forgetful 
of  God,  living  in  uncleanness  and  vile  affections,  to 
work  out  "  all  uncleanness  with  greediness  "  (see  Horn. 
1:24,  26.  Eph.  4:19),  the  remembrance  of  God 
nearly  erased  from  the  mind,  "  not  loving  to  retain 
God  in  their  knowledge."    Rom.  1  :  24,  28. 

In  this  state  of  things  God  was  pleased  to  reveal  his 
plan  to  rescue  his  name,  his  law,  and  his  purposes  from 
forgetfulness  and  reproach  among  men. 

In  pursuance  therefore  of  his  promise  contained  in 
the  sentence  against  the  serpent,  in  the  garden  of 
Eden,  I  will  put  enmity  between  thee  and  the  wo- 
man^  and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed;  it  shall  bruise 
[crush]  thy  head^  and  thou  shalt  bruise  his  heeV^  (Gen. 
3  :  15),  he  called  Abram,  and  said  unto  him,  "  Get  thee 
out  of  thy  country^  and  from  thy  kindred^  and  from  thy 
father* s  house ^  unto  a  land  that  I  u)ill  show  thee  ;  and  I 
will  make  of  thee  a  gr^at  nation^  and  I  will  bless  thee 
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and  make  thy  name  (J rcat ^  dud  thou  slmlt  hr  <i  hlessl}ifj; 
and  I  ic ill  bless  them  ihdt  Idcss  thee ^  and  curse  him 
that  curscth  thtf. ;  and  in  thtc  sliall  all  families  of  the 
earth  be  blessed.'^  Gen.  12:  1-1.  Again,  "And  the 
Lord  said  unto  Abnim  after  tliat  Lot  was  separated 
from  lilni,  Lift  np  yiow  thine  eyes^  and  loo/:  from  the 
place  where  thoa  art^  northward^  and  southward,  and 
eastward,  and  westward,  for  all  the  LAND  which  thou 
seest,  to  thee  ivill  I  give  it,  aiul  to  thy  seed  forever; 
and  I  will  make  thy  seed  as  the  dust  of  the  earth,  so 
that,  if  a  man  can  number  the  dust  of  the  earth,  then 
shall  thy  seed  also  be  numbered."  Gen.  13:14—17. 
Sec  also  Gen.  15:5-7.  "And  he  brought  him  forth 
abroad,  and  said.  Look  now  toward  heaven,  and  tell  th^ 
stars,  if  thou  be  able  to  number  them  ;  and  he  said, 
So  shall  thy  seed  be.  And  he  believed  iti  the  Lord, 
and  he  counted  it  to  him  for  righteousness.  And  ho 
said  unto  him,  I  am  the  Lord,  that  brought  thee  out  of 
Ur  of  the  Chaldees,  to  give  thee  this  land  to  inherit 
it:'    Also  read  Gen.  28  :  13,  14. 

Reader,  pause  here  for  a  moment  and  rttloct  upon 
the  righteousness  attributed  to  Abram.  A\'hat  right- 
eousness was  it  that  secured  to  Abram  and  his  seed  the 
land  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  texts?  Was  it  that  of 
the  law?  Certainly  not.  Please  re-read  the  sixth  verse, 
quoted  above.  Was  it  not  the  righteousness  of  faith? 
How,  then,  can  it  be  claimed  bv  the  natural  descendants 
of  Abraham  —  the  Jewish  nation  —  as  such  ?  By  wh:it 
rule  can  any  man,  Jew  or  Gentile,  claim  it  on  any 
other  principle  than  that  of  faith?  We  will  let  Jesus 
testify  in  this  case,  in  his  address  to  Saul  of  Tarsus, 
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while  meeting  him  on  his  way  to  Damascus  (Acts  26  : 
17)  :  "Delivering  thee  from  the  people  and  from  the 
Gentiles,  unto  whom  now  I  send  thee,  to  open  their  eyes, 
and  to  turn  them  from  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the 
power  of  Satan  unto  God,  that  they  may  receive  forgive- 
ness of  sins,  and  inheritance  among  them  [the  seed 
of  Abraham  by  faith]  which  are  sanctified  by  faith 
that  is  in  me."  That  Paul  preached  the  same  is  seen 
in  Gal.  3:29:  "If  ye  be  Christ's,  then  are  ye 
Abraham! s  seed^  and  heirs  according  to  the  promise. 
See  also  Eph.  1  :  11,  14. 

We  will  hear  Paul  again  :  "  But  that  no  man  is 
justified  by  the  law  in  the  sight  of  God,  it  is  evident, 
for  the  just  shall  live  by  faith  ^  and  the  law  is  not  of 
faith:'  Gal.  3:11,  12.  Once  more:  "For  if  the 
INHERITANCE  be  of  the  LAW,  it  is  no  more  of  promise, 
but  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise.  So  then  they 
which  be  of  faith  are  blessed  [with  the  promise  of  the 
-inheritance]  with  faithful  Abraham:^  Verses  9  and 
18.  And  yet  again  :  "  For  the  promise  that  he  should 
be  the  heir  of  the  world  [habitable  globe] ,  was  not  to 
Abraham  or  his  seed  through  the  law,  but  through  the 
righteousness  of  faith.  For  if  they  which  are  of  the 
law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made  void,  and  the  promise  made 
of  none  effect."    Rom.  4  :  13,  14. 

Now,  if  the  reader  wishes  to  find  the  root  and  germ, 
or  original  plan,  of  this  inheritance  (kingdom  or 
dominion),  turn  to  Gen.  1  :  24-28,  and  as  you  read 
remember  that  this  benediction  or  blessing  was  con- 
cerning things  to  come.  "And  God  said,  Let  the  earth 
briiTg  forth  the  living  creature  after  his  kind,  cattle,

nnd  creeping  thing,  and  \)r:\<t  of  the  earth  ai'lrr  hi?^ 
kind,  ami  it  wn8  80.  And  (ind  nindc  the  bea^t  of  the 
earth  after  his  kind,  and  cattle  after  their  kind,  and 
every  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth  after  his  kind, 
and  God  saw  that  it  was  good.  And  God  said,  Let  us 
make  man  in  our  image,  after  our  likeness,  and  let 
them  have  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the  sea,  and  over 
the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  the  cattle,  and  over  all  the 
earth,  and  over  every  creeping  thing  that  ereepelh  upon 
the  earth.  So  God  created  man  in  his  own  image,  in 
the  image  of  God  created  he  him,  male  and  female 
created  he  them. 

"And  God  blessed  them,  and  (iod  said  unto  them, 
Be  fruitful,  and  nmltiply,  and  replenish  the  earth,  and 
subdue  it,  and  have  dominion  over  the  fish  of  the  sea, 
and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  every  living 
thing  that  moveth  upon  the  earth." 

We  will  now  read  Psa.  37  :  22  :  "  For  such  as  be 
blessed  of  him  shall  inherit  the  earth,  and  they  that  bo 
cursed  of  him  shall  be  cut  off."  Christ  also  promises 
the  same  (Matt.  /)  :  '))  :  "Blessed  are  the  meek,  for  they 
shall  inherit  the  earth."  Xow,  be  it  remen)bered  that 
the  foregoing  promises  are  those  embraced  in  the  New 
Covenant,  and  are  some  of  the  "  better  promises  "  upon 
which  it  is  established.  See  Ileb.  8  :  G.  This  is  in 
contrast  with  the  first,  or  law  covenant,  from  Sinai,  of 
which  we  shall  speak  presently. 

These  promises,  therefore,  do  not  vest  in,  or  belong 
to,  the  Jewish  nation,  nor  any  other  nation  as  such, 
but  in,  or  to,  those,  and  only  those,  "  of  every  nation, 
kindred,  tongue,  and  people,  under  heaven,  icho  walk 
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tn  the  steps  of  that  faith  of  our  father  Abraham^ 
ivhich  he  had  yet  h^ing  imcirciimeised J'^  Rom.  4:12. 
For  in  this  faith,  and  this  only,  is  he  the  heir  of  the 
world,  and  the  father  of  many  nations  ;  and  in  this 
faith  only,  dear  readers,  can  you  be  Christ's  disciples, 
Abraham's  seed,  and  heirs  of  the  promise.  Rom.  4  : 
12,  13.  Gal.  3:  29. 

Yet  we  do  not  understand  this  rule  to  apply  to  infants 
and  idiots,  as  we  shall  show  in  another  chapter. 

Dear  reader,  are  you,  who  have  the  light  of  the  gos- 
pel, thus  allied  to  these  precious  promises?  If  so,  "lift 
up  your  head  and  look  up,  for  your  redemption  draweth 
nigh  ;  "  the  time  to  possess  this  inheritance  is  at  hand. 
But  if  not,  O,  turn  note  and  embrace  them  ;  fly  for  your 
life  ;  lay  hold  on  the  hope  set  before  you.  Let  not  the 
words  "  too  late  "  sting  thy  soul  when  there  is  no  help. 

With  the  foregoing  remarks,  we  pass  to  speak  of  the 
law,  or  first  covenant,  and  the  Jewish  nation. 

FIRST  COVENANT. 

Paul,  who  was  perhaps  the  most  prominent  of  Jewish 
converts  to  Christ,  as  respects  education,  knowledge, 
zeal,  and  love  of  kindred,  becomes  so  thoroughly  im- 
bued with  the  inspiration  of  Christ,  that  he  teaches  the 
same  gospel.  In  speaking  of  the  fallen  nature  of  man 
under  the  law,  he  declares  that  the  Jew  is  no  better 
than  the  Gentile  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  saying,  "  What 
then?  are  we  [Jews]  better  than  they  [Gentiles]  ?  No, 
in  no  wise  ;  for  we  have  before  proved  both  Jews  and 
Gentiles,  that  they  are  all  under  sin,  ...  that  every 
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inoutli  may  he  stoppcti,  Jind  all  the  NNorld  inav  Ix'como 
guilty  before  God  ;  therefore  hy  the  deeds  of  the  law 
there  hIiuII  no  flesh  be  justilied  in  his  siirht." 

The  reasun  he  assi<j^n«  for  thi.s  eoiiclusion  is,  For 
by  the  law  in  the  kiH)wled;::e  of*  t^in."  Iwoin.  .*i  :  1), 
20.  In  view  of  this  faet  he  anticipates  an  objection, 
and  meets  it  on  this  wise  :  "  What  advanta«;e  then 
hath  the  Jew?  or  what  pmjit  js  there  of  eireiimeis- 
ion?"  He  replies,  "  Much  every  way  ;  chiefly  because 
that  unto  them  were  committed  the  oracles  of  God." 
Horn.  :  1 ,  2,  This  enable<l  them  to  learn  the  covenants 
and  promises  of  (jod,  and  embrace  them  if  they  would. 
Yet  while  a  few  accepted  them,  the  mass  rejected  them, 
which  leads  Paul  to  ar^rue  (verse  3),  "Shall  their  unbe- 
lief make  the  faith  [promise]  of  (lod  without  effect? 
[Answer.]  By  no  means  ;  yea,  let  (lod  be  true,  but 
[though  he  prove]  ever}^  man  a  liar."   Verse  4. 

His  lan<»ua<i;e  to  the  Galatians,  in  reproof  for  seek- 
ing justiflcation  by  the  law,  is  the  same.  He  argues 
that  the  promised  inheritance  can  only  be  obtained  by 
Jltith,  and  asks,  '"Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law? 
[Answer.]  It  was  added  [to  the  promise]  because  of 
[to  make  known  the]  transgressions  [For  how  long?] 
till  the  seed  [Christ]  should  come,  to  whom  the  promise 
was  made."  Gal.  3  :  19.  But  we  sh;dl  speak  more 
fully  on  this  point  in  another  place.  We  pass  now  to 
inquire,  — 

I.  What  law"  was  added  to  tlie  promise? 

II.  When  was  tlie  law  added? 

III.  Where  was  the  law  added? 

IV.  For  what  purposes  was  the  law  added? 
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I.  We  remark,  and  intend  to  show,  that  this  added 
law  was  the  covenant  of  ten  commandments,  with  all 
its  ordinances,  as  stated  by  Paul  :  "  Then  verily  the 
first  covenant  had  also  ordinances  [or  ceremonies]  of 
divine  service,  and  a  worldly  sanctuary."  Heb.  9  : 
1—5.  See  also  verse  16.  "Now  this  I  say,  that 
the  covenant  [promise  to  Abraham  and  his  seed]  that 
was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  law  [cove- 
nant from  Sinai],  which  was  four  hundred  and  thirty 
years  after ^  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the 
promise  of  none  effect."  Gal.  3:  17.  "For  if  the 
inheritance  be  of  the  law,  it  is  no  more  by  promise. 
But  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise."    Verse  18. 

But  the  objector  will  say  that  this  law^  which  was 
added  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after  the  promise 
to  Abraham,  was  not  the  ten  commandments.  We  reply, 
The  fallacy  of  this  objection  may  be  fully  exposed  by  fol- 
lowing the  apostle  in  his  argument  to  the  Galatians,  in 
which  he  presents  the  two  covenants  (cited  above)  in 
plain  contrast,  until  he  arrives  at  the  following  conclu- 
sion in  unmistakable  language.  He  exclaims  (Gal.  4  : 
21),  "Tell  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the  law,  do  ye 
not  hear  the  law?  For  it  is  written,  Abraham  had 
two  sons,  the  one  by  a  bondmaid,  the  other  by  a  free 
woman.  But  he  who  was  of  the  bondwoman  was  born 
after  the  flesh  [covenant  relating  to  Abraham's  seed 
after  the  flesh]  (Gen.  15:  13,  18;  16  :  9  ;  17:  20), 
but  he  of  the  free  woman  was  by  promise.  Which 
things  are  an  allegory,  for  these  are  [represent]  the 
TWO  COVENANTS  [testaments] ,  the  [first]  one  from  the 
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Mount  Sin.-ii,  which  gendercth  to  boiida;^rc,  which  is 
[represented  by]  Agar  [Ilagar].  For  this  Agar  is 
[represents]  iNIoiint  Sinai  in  Aral)ia,  and  answercth  to 
[is  a  type  of]  Jerusalem,  which  now  is,  and  is  in  bcjnd- 
age  with  her  ehikhen.  But  Jerusalem  [represented  by 
the  free  woman]  which  is  above  is  free,  which  is  the 
mother  of  us  [Christians]  all." 

There  is  no  bondage  here.  Praise  tlie  Lord  for  gos- 
pel freedom  !  There  is  where  Christians  go  for  help, 
to- the  heavenly  Jerusalem.  Please  observe  the  eon- 
trast  once  more  :  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  y^ 
be  multiplied  and  increased  in  the  land,  in  those  days, 
saith  the  Lord,  they  shall  say  no  more,  the  ark  of 
the  covenant  of  the  Lord,  neither  shall  it  come  to  mind, 
neither  shall  they  remember  it,  neither  shall  they  visit 
it,  neither  shall  that  be  done  any  more."  Jer.  3  :  16-18. 
"  But  ye  are  come  unto  Blount  Sion,  and  unto  the  city 
of  the  living  God,  the  heavenly  Jerusalem,  .  .  .  and 
to  Jesus,  the  Mediator  of  the  New  Covenant."  Ileb. 
12  :  22. 

But  it  is  claimed  by  some,  that  there  was  more 
than  one  covenant  made  on  Sinai.  This  is  more 
easily  said  than  proved.  The  Scriptures  speak  of  two 
COVENANTS,  and  only  two,  as  being  made  with  Israel 
and  Judali.  The  one  of  ten  commandments,  given  on 
Sinai,  with  its  ordinances,  is  called  ''the  Jirst,''  and 
"  oZc/,"  because  it  was  the  first  code  given  to  that  people, 
and  in  contrast  with  the  7ieiv,  of  which  we  shall  speak 
more  particularly  hereafter.  Let  us  now  look  at  the 
nature  of  a  covenant. 
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COVENANT. 

"  Covenant,  —  a  mutual  consent  or  agreement  of 
two  or  more  persons  to  do  or  forbear  some  act  or 
thing,  a  contract,  stipulation.  A  covenant  is  created 
by  deed  in  writing,  sealed  and  executed,  or  it  may  be 
implied  in  the  contract.  In  theology,  the  covenant  of 
works  is  implied  in  the  commands  of  God  to  man." 
—  Webster.  The  covenant  of  ten  sayings  was  spoken 
by  God  in  the  hearing  of  the  people,  which  so  terrified 
them  that  they  withdrew  and  requested  Moses  to  speak 
w^ith  them,  but  that  God  should  not  speak  with  them 
lest  they  should  die  ;  and  Moses  expressly  states  why 
God  spoke  thus  to  them  (contrary  to  what  some  claim, 
that  the  ten  sayings  were  so  much  more  holy  than  that 
which  was  yet  to  be  spoken,  that  God  would  not  suffer 
Moses  to  speak  or  write  them).  Hear  him:  "And 
Moses  said  unto  the  people,  Fear  not,  for  God  is  come 
to  prove  you,  and  that  his  fear  may  be  before  your 
faces,  that  ye  sin  not.  .  .  .  And  Moses  drew  near 
unto  the  thick  darkness  where  God  was  "  (Exod.  20  : 
20-21),  "and  God  spake  unto  him  the  statutes  and 
judgments  [ordinances]  in  pursuance  of  that  covenant, 
and  Moses  delivered  them  to  the  people,  all  of  which 
they  promised  to  observe,  and  to  be  obedient."  Exod. 
24  :  7.  "And  Moses  wrote  all  the  words  of  the  Lord 
[including,  therefore,  the  ten  commandments],  and  rose 
up  early  in  the  morning,"  and  prepared  for  the  confir- 
mation of  the  covenant,  by  offering  the  usual  sacrifice 
of  such  occasions.  See  Exod.  24:  4-7.  "He  [then] 
took  the  book  of  the  covenant,  and  read  it  in  the 
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audience  of  the  i)e()|>le,  and  they  said,  All  that  the  Loid 
hath  said  will  we  do,  and  be  obedient."  Vcr.  7.  Thcii 
Moses  "took  the  blood  [of  the  saerifiee  of  dedication; 
see  Jieb.  i):  and  sprinkled  it  njxui  both  the  book 
and  the  people,  and  said,  Behold  the  blood  of  the  cov- 
enant which  the  Lord  hath  made  with  you  concerning 
all  these  words."    Compare  Kxod.  21  :  8.   Ileb.  9  :  19. 

The  reader  must  be  convinced,  whether  he  admits  it 
or  not,  that  this  covenant  of  ten  commandments,  with  its 
judgments  and  statutes,  were  all  spoken  by  the  Lord  oa 
Sinai,  recorded  in  a  book,  and  read  by  Moses  in  the 
audience  of  the  people,  accepted  by  them,  ratified  by 
sacrifice,  dedicated  with  the  blood  of  that  sacrifice,  and 
proclaimed  as  God's  covenant  with  Judah  and  Israel,  as 
above  described,  before  Moses  was  called  into  the  mount 
to  receive  it  on  the  tables  of  stone. 

But  the  claim  has  been  set  up  by  a  class  of  teachers, 
that  there  was  more  than  one  covenant  made  on  Mount 
Sinai,  as  God  gave  other  laws  there  besides  the  cove- 
nant of  ten  commandments,  and  Exod.  19:5  is  cited 
as  proof.  But  this  verse  is  spoken  in  reference  to  the 
covenant  which  he  was  about  to  introduce  with  his  own 
voice  from  Sinai,  as  we  have  shown  above  :  "  If  ye  will 
obey  my  voice  indeed,  and  keep  my  covenant  [this 
voice  they  had  never  heard,  but  were  about  to  hear  it 
pronouncing  his  covenant] ,  then  ye  shall  be  a  peculiar 
treasure  unto  me  above  all  people,  for  all  the  earth  is 
mine."    Exod.  19:5. 

This  is  a  proposition  on  the  part  of  God  that  if  they 
would  obey  his  voice  and  keep  his  covenant,  then  they 
should  share  the  blessings  ;  to  which  when  they  had 
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agreed  (ver.  8),  the  Lord  directed  Moses  to  prepfire  the 
people  to  witness  his  descent  on  the  mount,  and  to  hear 
his  voice  pronouncing  that  covenant ;  all  of  which  was 
done,  and  then  the  voice  was  heard  and  the  covenant 
given.  This  testimony  is  clear,  and  shows  our  II.  and 
also  our  III.  propositions,  when  and  where  the  law  was 
added.  But  the  above-named  class  of  objectors  claim 
that  because  the  law  of  the  Aaronic  priesthood  was 
given  at  Sinai,  therefore  it  is  the  "first  covenant,"  and 
of  which  Paul  treats  in  Heb.  8:6,  8.  We  deny  that 
any  covenant  was  made  with  the  Aaronic  priesthood  at 
Sinai.  The  above  claim  proceeds  upon  the  principle 
that  because  a  covenant  is  a  law,  therefore  all  laws  are 
covenants. 

We  further  reply,  that  while  we  admit  that  the  Sinaic 
covenant  of  ten  commandments  did  involve  the  right  on 
the  part  of  God  to  make  all  other  laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  Israel,  yet  these  laws  were  no  more  covenants 
than  the  fact  that  all  guineas  are  gold  proves  that  all 
gold  coins  are  guineas.  In  support  of  the  above  sin- 
gular claim,  a  text  is  often  quoted  from  Num.  25  : 12, 
13,  "Wherefore  say.  Behold  I  give  unto  him  [Phinehas 
the  son  of  Eleazar,  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest,  v.  11], 
my  covenant  of  peace,  and  he  shall  have  it,  and  his 
seed  after  him,  even  the  covenant  of  an  everlastinsr 
priesthood."  We  reply  to  this,  that  the  above  cove- 
nant made  with  Phinehas  concerning  the  Aaronic  priest- 
hood was  not  made  at  Sinai  in  Arabia,  but  in  the  land 
of  Moab.  Proof :  "  And  the  children  of  Israel  set 
forward  and  pitched  in  the  plains  of  Moab,  on  this  side 
Jordan  by  Jericho."   Num.  22  : 1.    Compare  this  with 
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Num.  25:1,  12,  13,  just  quoted.  It  was  also  forty 
years  after  the  covenant  of  ten  comniandnicnts  at  Sinai, 
and  when  all  the  fathers  with  wliom  it  was  made  were 
dead,  except  Caleh  and  rJoslnia.  Proof:  In  ^nvin;^  the 
covenant  made  with  Phinehas  and  the  sum  of  the  con- 
gregation of  the  children  of  Israel  then  alive,  we  read, 
"  But  among  these  there  was  not  a  man  of  them  whom 
Moses  and  Aaron  the  priest  numbered,  when  they  num- 
bered the  children  of  Israel  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai. 
For  the  Lord  had  said  of  them,  They  shall  surely  die  in 
the  wilderness  ;  and  there  was  not  left  a  man  of  tlicm, 
save  Caleb  the  son  of  Jephunneh,  and  Joshua  the  son 
of  Nun."  Num.  26  :  ()4,  (ij.  And  further  :  This  cov- 
enant was  made  with  Phinehas,  of  the  tribe  of  Levi ;  but 
the  Jir^t  covenant  was  made  with  the  fathers  of  Judah 
and  Israel,  at  Sinai,  in  the  day  when  the  Lord  took 
them  by  the  hand  to  lead  them  out  of  Egypt.  See 
Jleb.  8 :  9.  We  should  not  think  men  who  make 
such  blunders  as  above  very  safe  teachers,  to  say  the 
least. 

Let  us  now  proceed  to  identify  the  covenant  of  ten 
commandments  as  the  first  covenant,  of  which  Paul 
speaks  in  Heb.  9:1:  "  Then  verily  the  first  covenant 
had  also  ordinances  of  divine  service,  and  a  worldly 
sanctuary."  We  think  we  have  already  clearly  shown 
in  the  foregoing  remarks,  that  there  w^as  but  one  cove- 
nant made  with  the  fathers  of  Israel  and  Judah  at 
Sinai.  To  this  covenant  the  definite  article  "  the  "  is 
prefixed  by  Moses  ;  "  the  book  of  the  covenant,"  "  the 
blood  of  THE  covenant."  Exod.  24:  7,  8.  "And  he 
wrote  upon  the  tables  the  words  of  the  covenant,  the 
ten  commandments."    Exod.  34  :  28. 
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Here  we  will  digress  from  our  point  for  a  time,  to 
meet  an  objection  often  raised  against  this  position  by 
the  class  of  teachers  above  referred  to,  viz.  :  That  there 
were  two  covenants  made  on  Mount  Sinai ;  one  of  ten 
commandments,  and  another  concerning  the  Levitical 
priesthood ;  that  they  are  entirely  separate ;  and  that 
while  the  latter  is  disannulled,  the  former  is  yet  in  full 
force  on  believers. 

The  strenuous  efforts  of  seventh-day  teachers  to  make 
this  statement  appear  true  has  so  confused  the  minds 
of  many  honest  persons  that  they  fail  to  see,  or,  if  they 
see,  do  not  appreciate,  the  true  relation  of  the  priesthood 
to  the  covenant. 

The  above  claim,  if  admitted,  would  prove  fatal  both 
to  the  law  and  the  priesthood,  and  to  the  hope  of  the 
people,  so  far  as  they  (the  people)  are  concerned.  But 
Paul,  in  his  Epistles  to  the  Hebrews  and  Galatians,  places 
this  subject  in  such  a  light  that  those  teachers  are  fully 
aware  that  if  the  aforesaid  idea  fails,  their  seventh-day 
theory  falls  to  the  ground.  Hence  they  claim  that  the 
covenant  of  ten  commandments  says  nothing  about 
priesthood,  ordinances,  or  sacrifices. 

But  let  us  examine  the  relation  of  the  priesthood 
to  the  (law)  covenant.  The  word  priest^  then,  ac- 
cording to  Webster,  is  "from  words  that  signify  a 
chiefs  one  that  presides^  to  stand  before^  contracted 
from  presbyter^  elder,  or  overseer,  originally  and  prop- 
erly  one  that  officiates  at  the  altai^;  hence  Cain,  Abel, 
and  all  the  patriarchs  were  priests."  And  hence  all  the 
idolatrous  nations  had  their  priests,  because  their  cove- 
enants  with  their  gods  required  service  or  sacrifice  . 
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consequently  God  Hiiid  (Kxud.  2»>:o2),  "  Tliou  «lialt 
make  no  covenant  with  them,  nor  with  their  gods." 

All  of  God's  penal  covenants  re(]uiring  service  or 
sacrifice  of  life,  must  of  necessity  have  an  otiiciating 
priest ;  and  the  very  fact  that  such  sacrifice  is  oflTered, 
most  clearly  proves  that  such  covenant  or  law  has  in 
some  way  been  broken,  because  a  sacrifice  implies 
atonement,  and  the  idea  of  making  an  atonement  where 
no  offence  has  been  conmiitted  is  preposterous. 

In  Ileb.  7:11,  we  read  that  the  people  received  the 
law  (whatever  law  it  was)  under  the  Levitical  priest- 
hood. Query  :  Did  Paul  mean  to  give  us  the  astound- 
ing information,  that  the  people  received  the  covenant 
of  the  Levitical  pj'iesthood  tender  the  Levitical  priest- 
hood?  Clearly  not.  What  law,  then,  was  it?  Was  it 
not  the  covenant  of  ten  commandments,  made  with  that 
people  of  whom  he  was  speaking?  Certainly  it  was. 
But  the  Aaronic  priesthood  was  not  organized  until 
after  the  first  covenant  was  made,  {iccepted,  dedicated, 
and  proclaimed.  Compare  Exod.  24  :  7,  8,  with  Exod. 
40:12,  16. 

How  did  the  people  receive  the  law  (of  ten  com- 
mandments) under  the  Leviticai  priesthood?  We 
answer,  The  Levitical  priesthood  was  in  existence 
before  the  people  left  Egypt,  though  not  organized  by 
covenant  until  the  days  of  Phinehas,  a  long  time  after 
the  law  was  given  on  Sinai.  Moses  and  Aaron  were 
both  Levites  (Exod.  2:2),  and  directed  the  sacrifice 
of  the  passover  in  Egypt.  They  were  priests.  See 
Exod.  17  : 15.  Again,  the  Levitical  priests  were 
among  the  people  at  Mount  Sinai,  when  God  came

down  to  deliver  the  first  covenant  to  Israel.  See 
Exod.  19  :  22,  24.  "And  let  the  priests  also,  v^hich 
come  near  to  the  Lord,  sanctify  themselves,  lest  the 
Lord  break  forth  upon  them.  .  .  .  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  Moses,  Away,  get  thee  down,  and  thou  shalt 
come  up,  thou,  and  Aaron  with  thee  ;  but  let  not  the 
PRIESTS  and  the  people  break  through  to  come  up  unto 
the  Lord,  lest  he  break  forth  upon  them."  But  up  to 
this  time  we  have  no  account  of  any  covenant  with  the 
Levitical  priesthood  further  than  the  fact  that  God 
chose  leaders  and  ministers  of  Israel  from  that  tribe 
before  they  left  Egypt,  and  they  offered  the  sacrifice, 
with  whose  blood  Moses  confirmed  or  dedicated  the 
covenant  which  God  gave  at  Sinai.    Exod.  24  :  7,  8. 

Thus  we  see  that  the  law  was  received  under  the 
Levitical  priesthood ;  and  it  was  this  law,  thus  spoken, 
which  Moses  wrote  and  read  in  the  audience  of  the 
people,  and  which  they  accepted,  and  Moses  ratified 
with  blood,  and  proclaimed  to  be  the  covenant  which 
the  Lord  had  made  with  them  concerning  all  these 
words  (Exod.  24  :  8.  Compare  with  Exod.  34  :  27, 
29),  and  to  which  the  people  could  have  access,  and 
learn,  and  teach  to  their  children,  and  which  was  after^ 
wards  inscribed  on  tables  of  stone,  to  be  preserved  with 
the  golden  pot  of  manna,  and  Aaron's  rod  that  budded, 
in  the  most  holy  place,  where  no  mortal  eye  penetrated, 
nor  feet  trod,  save  those  of  the  high  priest  once  a  year. 

This,  therefore,  is  the  only  covenant  which  the  Lord 
made  with  Israel  at  Sinai.  It  was  under  this  covenant, 
and  in  pursuance  of,  and  with  direct  reference  to  it, 
that  the  Aaronic  priesthood  was  afterwards  organized, 
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jind  a  covenant  made  with  l^liinclias.  Sec  Kxod.  -10  : 
12.  It  is  further  claimed  hy  these  ohjeetors,  that  the 
covenant  of*  ten  coniniandnients  says  nothini;  ahout 
])ri(\stli()od,  saeritices,  or  ordinances,  while  l^lul,  in 
Hebrews,  makes  reterence  to  all  these  in  connection 
with  the  old  or  lirst  covenant. 

Let  us  examine  this  ohjection.  Oiidinanci:  is  dclincd 
thus:  "A  rule  established  by  aiithoiity,  a  permanent 
rule  of  action,  a  law  or  statute  of  sovereign  power." — 
Webater.  This  being  so,  then  we  prove  that  everyone 
of  the  ten  commands  are  ordinances.  "Thou  shalt 
have  no  other  gods  before  me.  Thou  shalt  not  bow 
down  thyself  to  them  nor  serve  them."  Kxod.  20  :  3,  !), 
Does  not  this  imply  most  clearly,  that  they  were  to 
worship  and  serve  him  ?  But  what  was  it  to  serve  God  ? 
Jesus  said  to  Satan,  "It  is  written.  Thou  shalt  worship 
the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only  shalt  thou  serve." 
And  Moses  understood  that  to  serce  God  was  to  offer 
sacrifice  to  him.  "  Our  cattle,"  said  he  to  Pharaoh,  "  also 
shall  go  with  us  ;  there  shall  not  a  hoof  be  left  behind  ; 
for  thereof  must  we  take  to  scree  the  Lord  our  God^ 
and  w^e  know  not  with  what  we  nuist  serve  the  Lord 
until  we  come  thither."    Exod.  10  :  2(J. 

We  find  that  Abel  also  was  serving  the  Lord  when  he 
broui^ht  his  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord  from  the  firstlincfs 
of  his  flock,  and  by  this  kind  of  service  "  he  obtained 
witness  that  he  was  righteous,  God  testifying  of  his  gift, 
and  by  it  he,  being  dead,  yet  speaketh."    lieb.  11:4. 

A  sacrifice  of  life  of  necessity  implies  a  broken  law. 
Abel  therefore  acted  with  reference  to  a  violated  law, 
whose  penalty  was  death,  in  which  he  was  in  some  way 
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involved,  and  wliicli  required  an  atonement,  of  whi^^h 
we  shall  say  more  elsewhere  in  this  work. 

Whenever  a  sacrifice  is  necessary  a  priest  is  demand- 
ed :  thus  it  is  shown  not  only  that  the  covenant  of  ten 
commandments  is  a  code  of  ordinances,  but  that  it 
required  both  sacrifices  and  a  priesthood  ;  and  so  closely 
are  they  allied  that  the  apostle  Paul  uses  them  inter- 
changeably, thus  :  "  If  perfection  were  by  the  Levitical 
priesthood,  —  for  under  it  the  people  received  tlie  law,  — 
what  need  was  there  that  another  priest  should  arise  ?  " 
Heb.  7  :  11.  Compare  this  with  verse  19  :  "For  the 
law  [received  under,  and  administered  by,  the  Levitical 
priesthood]  made  nothing  perfect ;  but  the  bringing  in 
of  a  better  hope  [the  new  covenant  established  upon 
better  promises,  under  the  priesthood  of  Jesus  Christ, 
Heb.  9:  15]  did  [make  something  perfect],  by  the 
which  [better  hope]  we  draw  nigh  to  God." 

This  new  covenant  therefore  required  sacrifice,  first, 
of  the  blood  of  Christ ;  second,  on  the  part  of  the  people 
who  believe  on  him,  as  stated  by  Paul:  "I  am  now 
ready  to  be  offered."  2  Tim.  ch.  4.  Again,  "I  beseech 
you  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mercies  of  God,  that  ye 
present  your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy,  acceptable 
unto  God,  which  is  your  reasonable  service."  Eom. 
12:  1. 

Let  us  illustrate  these  points  by  the  government  of 
the  United  States.  Its  constitution  is  a  covenant  of  the 
people,  and  is  the  basis  of  all  other  laws  which  are  passed 
by  the  government  in  pursuance  thereof;  and  these  all 
fall  back  upon  the  constitution  for  their  authority,  and 
like  all  other  civil  governments  it  requires  sacrifice  in 
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some  form,  even  to  the  tjikiii;^^  of  life,  and  that  to  a 
feaiful  extent,  as  late  experienee  furni>lie8  sufllieient 
proof.  Thus  the  ohjection  which  lias  been  raised,  tliat 
"  the  ten  eonnnanchnents  say  nothing  about  ordinanees, 
BacrifieeiS,  or  priesthood,"  betrays  ignorance  of  God's 
covenants  not  very  eoinniendable  in  Christian  teachers. 

Having  shown  the  falhicy  of  these  several  objections, 
we  return  to  our  point,  viz.,  to  identify  the  covenant  of 
ten  connnanchnents  as  the  old  or  first  cocetKinl^  of  whicli 
Paul  speaks  in  Hebrews,  chs.  8  and  9.  First,  then,  we 
have  shown  that  there  was  but  one  covenant  made  at 
Sinai,  anil  that  covenant  was  the  ten  commandments. 

"  And  he  wrote  on  the  tables  of  stone  the  words  of 
the  covenant,  the  ten  commandments."  Exod.  34 : 
28.  This  covenant  was  made  with  the  fathers  at  Sinai, 
and  being  the  only  one  made  at  Sinai,  it  must  be  the 
covenant  whicli  Paul  calls  the  first,  for  he  says  the 
first  covenant  was  made  witli  the  fathers  in  the  day 
when  the  Lord  took  them  by  the  hand  to  lead  them  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt.  Hear  him.  For  if  that  first 
covenant  had  been  faultless,  then  should  no  place  have 
been  sought  for  the  second  ;  for,  finding  fault  w  ith  them, 
he  saith.  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  when 
I  will  make  a  new  covenant  with  the  house  of  Israel  and 
with  the  house  of  Judali ;  not  according  to  the  covenant 
I  made  with  their  fathers  in  tlie  day  w  hen  I  took  them 
by  the  hand  to  lead  them  out  of  Eiifvpt."  Heb.  8  : 
7,  9. 

When  God  spoke  the  law  from  Sinai,  with  its  judg- 
ments, "Moses  wrote  all  the  words  of  the  Lord,  and 
rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  builded  an  altar  under 
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the  hill,  and  twelve  pillars  aceording  to  the  twelve  tribes 
[not  the  one  tribe  of  Levi  only,  as  has  been  asserted] 
of  Israel."  Exod.  24:  4.  "And  he  took  the  book  of 
THE  COVENANT  [which  God  had  spoken  on  Sinai],  and 
read  in  the  audience  of  the  people  ;  and  they  said,  All 
that  the  Lord  hath  said  will  we  do,  and  be  obedient. 
And  Moses  took  the  blood  and  sprinkled  it  on  the 
people,  and  said.  Behold  the  blood  of  the  covenant 
which  the  Lord  hath  made  with  you  concerning  all  these 
words."  Ver.  7,8.  Compare  this  with  Exod.  34  :  27, 
28  :  "And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Write  thou  these 
words,  for  after  the  tenor  of  these  words  have  I  made 
a  covenant  with  thee  and  with  Israel.  And  he  wrote 
upon  the  tables  the  words  of  the  covenant,  the  ten 
commandments."  Remember,  no  other  covenant  was 
made  with  Israel  at  Sinai. 

Let  us  now  compare  the  above  with  the  covenant 
Paul  speaks  of  in  Heb.  9  :  1,  and  see  if  they  are  not 
the  same.  Here  he  introduces  the  first  covenant,  and 
the  sanctuary  in  which  it  was  deposited.  He  then  de- 
scribes the  outer  and  inner  court  of  that  sanctuary,  then 
the  inner  tabernacle  or  court,  called  the  Holiest  of  all. 
Ver.  2  and  3.  Then  he  proceeds  to  describe  what  was 
in  the  Holiest  of  all,  viz.,  the  golden  censer,  the  ark  of 
the  (first)  covenant,  in  which  was  the  golden  pot  that 
had  manna,  and  Aaron's  rod  that  budded,  and  the 
tables  (of  stone)  of  the  (first)  covenant. 

How  plain,  then,  that  the  first  covenant  is  that  written 
on  the  tables,  and  deposited  in  the  ark  for  safe  keeping. 
But  Paul  proceeds  to  argue  it  out  more  clearly  still. 
Verses  18  and  19  :  he  says,  "  Whereupon  neither  the 
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first  testament  [coveniint]  was  dediratcd  witliout  Mood  ; 
for  when  Moses  had  spoken  every  precept  [of  the  first 
covenant]  to  all  the  people  accordin*;  to  the  law,  he  took 
the  blood  of  calves  and  of  goats,  with  water,  and  scar- 
let wool,  and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  hoth  the  hook  and 
all  the  people,  saying,  This  is  the  hlood  of  the  tc>tanient 
[covenant]  which  God  hath  enjoined  [spoken  from 
Sinai]  unto  you."  See  Exod.  24:  (>,  9,  (pioted  above, 
and  then  ask  yourselves,  candid  readers,  if  you  would 
dare  to  say  that  the  covenant  on  the  tables  of  stone  and 
Paul's  first  covenant  are  not  the  same? 

Having  shown  ivhat  law  was  added  to  the  promise, 
also  when^  how^  and  where  it  was  added,  and  the  first 
covenant  given,  we  pass  to  show, — 

IV.    For  what  purpose  it  was  (given)  added. 

First.  We  are  informed  by  Paul,  who  raised  the 
question,  that  "it  was  added  because  of  transgressions, 
till  the  seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise  was 
made." 

Second.  It  was  given  in  fulfilment  of  God's  prom- 
ise to  Abraham  in  answer  to  the  question,  "Lord 
God,  whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall  inherit  it?" 
Gen.  15:  8. 

I.  The  passage  at  the  head  of  this  chapter  informs 
us  that  the  law  "  was  added  [to  the  promise]  because  of 
transgressions"  —  on  account  of  transgressions. — Em. 
Diaglott,  Gal.  3  :  19. 

The  sense  of  this  passage  may  be  expressed  thus  : 
God's  law,  as  given  to  Adam,  involved  his  sovereignty 
and  right  to  rule  as  the  one  lawgiver,  as  well  as  to  make 
promises,  as  shown  in  his  first  benediction  ;  and  also  the 
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duty  of  man  to  obey  whatever  law  he  chose  to  make  for  the 
government  and  discipline  of  man.  It  was  God's  right 
to  promise  and  command  :  it  was  man's  duty  to  trust 
his  word,  believe  his  promise,  obey  his  command,  and 
hope  for  the  reward ;  this  sovereignty,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  duty,  on  the  other,  having  been  disregarded  in  the 
first  transgression,  and  sin  thereby  entering  the  world, 
infecting  the  w4iole  race,  involving  them  in  all  its 
dreadful  evils ;  our  heavenly  Father,  in  choosing  a 
people  from  among  the  nations  of  the  earth  in  whose 
history  he  would  revive  these  relations,  and  make  them 
a  pictorial  and  typical  nation,  called  Abram,  gave  him 
a  promise  through  Christ,  involving  the  same  promise 
as  the  one  to  Adam  in  Eden.    Gen.  1  :  28  ;  15  :  14,  15. 

Four  hundred  years  after  this,  to  put  that  people,  and 
through  them  the  world,  in  mind  of  his  right  as  sover- 
eign Lawgiver,  he  introduces  (as  he  had  told  Abraham 
he  would)  the  law  covenant  in  form,  to  expose  the  sin 
of  Adam  and  his  race  in  transgressing  his  law,  which 
had  brought  upon  them  the  miseries  they  suffer,  and 
also  to  continually  admonish  them  of  their  lost  condi- 
tion, and  point  them  to  Christ  as  their  only  help,  their 
Redeemer  and  Saviour,  who  would  bruise  the  serpent's 
head,  and  to,  and  through  whom  the  original  promise 
should  be  fulfilled. 

Thus  the  law  reveals  man's  fallen,  sinful,  lost  condi- 
tion, and  in  its  ordinances,  as  a  schoolmaster,  points 
us  to  Christ. 

To  the  above  sentiments  agree  the  declarations  of 
Paul,  "Therefore  by  the  deeds  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh 
be  justified  in  his  sight,  for  by  the  lav:  is  the  knowledge 
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of  sitL,  But  now  [.^iiK'c  tlio  I'aitli  has  como]  tlie 
riirliteousness  of  God  without  th(;  law  is  manifested, 
heini^  witncsHcd  by  the  hiw  and  the  prophets,  even  the 
righteousness  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  unto 
all  and  upon  all  them  that  believe,  for  there  is  no 
difference  [under  the  law],  for  all  have  sinned,  and 
come  short  of  the  glory  of  (lod."    Ifom.  3  :  20,  23. 

Thus,  while  the  law  exposes  our  sinfulness  by  nature, 
it  affords  no  relief,  but  by  its  types  points  to  Christ,  the 
faith  and  righteousness  of  God,  as  our  only  hoi)e.  It 
is  to  us  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  and 
by  that  tree  in  Eden  the  law  was  presented  in  emblem 
to  Adam ;  the  eating  of  whose  interdicted  fruit  has 
proved  our  ruin,  and  in  which  there  is  NO  LIFE. 

Again,  the  apostle,  in  speaking  of  Adam's  offence, 
says,  Moreover,  the  law  entered  [was  introduced] 
that  the  offence  might  abound."  Rom.  o  :  20.  Again 
he  says,  "I  had  not  known  sin  -but  by  the  law,  for  I 
had  not  known  lust  except  the  law  had  said.  Thou  shalt 
not  covet."  Kom.  7:7.  Therefore  this  law  is  always 
against  us  ;  it  is  contrary  to  us."  But  thanks  be  to 
God,  Jesus  has  suffered  its  curse  to  redeem  us  from  it: 
to  him  its  shadows  point ;  he  has  nailed  it  to  his  cross, 
bringing  us  from  under  it,  to  aceej)t  and  obey  the  new 
covenant,  sealed  with  his  blood — the  royal  law  — 
"  Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  unto  you, 
do  ye  even  so  unto  them." 

The  (old  covenant)  law  is  a  standing  monument  of 
man's  fall  and  condemnation,  not  made  void  through 
faith,  but  its  authority  fully  established  and  its  claims 
fully  met  by  Jesus,  in  our  behalf,  while  we  pass  under 
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the  law  of  fiiith  to  Christ,  which  is  now  our  master 
and  teacher.  This  first  law  or  covenant  was  given  for 
the  government  of  man  in  the  flesh,  and  is  by  Paul 
sometimes  called  "a  law  in  the  flesh,"  "the  law  of  sin 
and  death,"  which  is  in  my  members,  constantly  con- 
demning and  killing,  but  never  justifying  and  giving  life. 

The  promises,  therefore,  under  this  law  pertain  ex- 
clusively to  this  mortal  life  (since  Adam  by  sin  forfeited 
the  right  of  dominion,  which  involved  the  prospect  of 
eternal  life),  and  are  referred  to  by  Paul,  in  contrast 
with  the  better  pi^omises  upon  which  the  new  covenant 
is  founded  (see  Hebrews,  ch.  8),  and  are  recorded 
in  Exodus,  23:22-32:  "But  if  thou  shalt  indeed 
obey  his  voice,  and  do  all  that  I  speak,  then  I  will  be 
an  enemy  unto  thine  enemies,  and  an  adversary  unto 
thine  adversaries.  For  mine  angel  shall  go  before  thee, 
and  bring  thee  in  unto  the  Amorites,  and  the  Hittites, 
and  the  Perizzites,  and  the  Canaanites,  the  Hivites, 
and  the  Jebusites  :  and  I  will  cut  them  oflp.  .  .  .  And 
ye  shall  serve  the  Lord  your  God,  and  he  shall  bless 
thy  bread  and  thy  water ;  and  I  will  take  sickness 
away  from  the  midst  of  thee.  There  shall  nothing  cast 
their  young,  nor  be  barren,  in  thy  land  :  the  number  of 
thy  days  shall  be  fulfilled.  I  will  send  my  fear  before 
thee,  and  will  destroy  all  the  people  to  whom  thou  shalt 
come,  and  I  will  make  all  thine  enemies  turn  their 
backs  unto  thee.  And  I  will  send  the  hornets  before 
thee  which  shall  drive  out  the  Hivite,  the  Canaanite, 
and  the  Hittite  from  before  thee.  By  little  and  little 
will  I  drive  them  out  from  before  thee,  until  thou  De 
increased  and  fill  the  land.    And  I  will  set  thy  bounds 
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from  the  Red  Sea  even  unto  the  Sea  of  the  Philistines, 
and  from  the  desert  unto  the  ri\(r:  fori  will  (hliver 
tlie  inliJihitants  of  the  hind  into  your  hand  ;  and  thou 
shalt  drive  them  out  before  thee.  Thou  shalt  make  no 
covenant  with  them,  nor  with  their  ^^ods.'* 

The  above  promises,  and  many  others  like  them,  pive 
the  limits  of  all  the  promises  of  the  old  eovenant,  show- 
ing that  they  do  not  extend  beyond  this  mortal  life. 

II.  The  law  was  added  in  fulfilment  of  CJijd's  prom- 
ise to  Abraham  in  answer  to  the  (juestion,  "Lord  God, 
whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall  inherit  it?"  Gen. 
15:8. 

In  all  of  God's  dealinijs  with  his  children,  he  has 
some  wise  purpose  to  accomplish.  We  have  shown 
how  God  made  promise  to  Abraham  and  his  seed,  that 
he  would  give  them  the  land  east,  west,  north,  and 
south,  for  an  everlasting  inheritance. 
In  Gen.  15  :  7,  we  hear  God  saying,  — 
"I  am  the  Lord  that 'brought  thee  out  of  L^r  of  the 
Chaldees,  to  give  thee  this  land  to  inherit  it."  To  this 
Abraham  replied,  "Lord  God,  whereby  shall  l  know 
that  I  shall  inherit  it  ?  "  This  is  a  question  of  great 
importance,  not  only  to  Abraham,  but  to  all  believers 
in  all  generations.  Reader,  mark  well  this  question, 
and  its  answer.  God  had  made  promise  to  Abraham 
that  he  would  ijive  him  the  land  for  an  everlastinsr 
possession.  He  had  believed  God's  promise,  Yet  we 
hear  him  asking  confirmation  of  the  promise,  not  for 
himself,  but  for  the  benefit  of  future  generations. 
"Lord  God,  whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall  inherit 
it?"    Gen.  15:8-21. 


68  THE  OLD  COVENANT. 

Before  the  Lord  complies  with  this  request  for  surety 
he  directs  Abraham  to  prepare  a  sacrifice  for  the  con- 
firmation of  a  covenant.  When  this  is  done  we  find 
Abraham  in  a  w^aiting  position  :  "  And  w^hen  the  sun 
was  gone  down  a  deep  sleep  fell  upon  Abraham,  and 
lo,  an  horror  of  great  darkness  fell  upon  him."  This 
is  emblematical  of  death,  as  shown  in  verse  fifteen,  and 
teaches  an  important  lesson.  Abraham  is  then  told 
that  his  seed  (in  the  flesh)  should  "  be  a  stranger  in  a 
land  that  is  not  theirs,  and  shall  serve  them  four  hun- 
dred years."  The  promise  of  their  return  (out  of 
Egypt)  is  then  given.  We  next  hear  God  making  a 
covenant  concerning  his  seed  in  the  fleshy  in  which  he 
promises  them  (not  all  the  land  he  had  promised 
HIM,  AND  HIS  seed)  that  portion  of  land  lying  between 
the  River  Nile  and  the  River  Euphrates,  then  inhabited 
by  certain  heathen  tribes,  viz.,  "the  Kenites,  and  the 
Kenizzites,  and  the  Kadmonites,  and  the  Hittites,  and 
the  Perizzites,  and  the  Rephaims,  and  the  Amorites, 
and  the  Canaanites,  and  the  Girgashites,  and  the  Jebu- 
sites."  Now,  let  it  be ' remembered  that  this  arrange- 
ment concerning  his  seed  in  the  flesh  has  no  reference 
to  Abraham  in  person,  but  is  in  answer  to  the  question, 
"  Lord,  whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall  inherit  it?  " 
(the  whole  earth.  See  Rom.  4:  13),  and  is  therefore 
a  sign  and  seal  for  believers,  in  all  after  generations 
(Rom.  4  :  11) ,  that  the  original  promise  to  Abraham  and 
his  seed  (Christ)  concerning  that  land  shall  be  fulfilled 

In  this  covenant  with  Abraham,  therefore,  God 
promises  to  make  his  seed  in  the  flesh  a  typical  nation, 
and  establish  with  that  people  his  covenant  pertaining 
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to  the  Hesh,  or  niortjil  life,  the  token  of  wliirli  (cir- 
cumcision) he  gave  to  u\I)r;ih;iin.  Sec  (icn.  17:  10, 
11.  "lie  that  is  horn  in  thy  house  and  he  that  is 
hought  with  thy  money  nuist  needs  he  eireuni(  is(Ml,  and 
Diy  covenant  sltdll  hr  in  ijotir  fr^li.  I'or  an  e\ crlastinfj 
covenant,  and  the  uneir('uni<  i>ed  man  child  wliose  flc^h 
of  his  foreskin  is  not  circumcised,  that  soul  shall  be  cut 
off' from  among  his  people  ;  he  hath  hroken  my  covenant.'* 
Verses  13,  14.  Here  the  Lord  promises  Al)raham  that 
he  will  establish  his  covenant  with  him  and  his  seed 
after  him  in  their  generations,  and  that  covenant  was 
to  be  in  their  jlesh.  In  pursuance  of  this  instruction, 
Abraham  received  circumcision,  a  sign  or  token  of  the 
covenant  entered  into,  or,  as  Paul  has  it  (Rom.  4  :  11), 
"  a  seal  of  the  righteousness  of  faith."  And  when  the 
four  hundred  years'  servi(*e  of  his  seed  in  Kgypt  was 
fulfilled,  the  Lord  brought  them  out  according  to  his 
promise,  "  with  great  substance  ;"  and  then  from  Mount 
Sinai  God  established  his  covenant  with  them,  as  he  had 
promised  Abraham  he  would  do,  the  token  of  which 
w^as  circumcision  (the  same  as  given  to  Abraham,  Gen. 
17  :  11),  and  gave  them  that  fiery  law  of  which  Moses 
spoke  when  blessing  the  people  before  his  death.  ^'The 
Lord  came  from  8inai,  and  rose  up  from  Seir  unto 
them  ;  he  shined  forth  from  Mount  Paran,  and  he  came 
with  ten  thousand  of  his  saints  [angels]  ;  from  his  right 
hand  went  a  fiery  law  for  them."  Deut.  33  :  2.  Thus 
the  seed  of  Abraham  in  the  fiesh  was  establislied  in 
the  most  miraculous  manner  as  a  nation  under  that 
fiery  law  from  Sinai,  with  all  the  ordinances  of  divine 
service,  or  symbolic  institutions,  as  a  pictorial  nation, 
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And  thus  in  answer  to  Abraham's  question,  "Lord 
God,  whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall  inherit  it?" 
Gen.  15  :  8.  He  has  God's  arrano-ement  concernino;  his 
seed  in  the  flesh  and  the  token  of  that  arrangement ;  and 
all  believers  in  subsequent  ages  have  the  history  of  that 
typical  nation,  and  God's  faithfulness  with  them,  to  con- 
firm their  faith  that  the  original  promise  to  Abraham 
and  his  seed  in  Christ  (Gal.  3  :  29)  shall  be  fulfilled  in 
due  time. 

Paul,  in  commenting  on  these  points,  says  of  the 
descendants  of  Abraham ,  "  Now  all  these  things  hap- 
pened unto  them  for  ensamples,  and  they  are  written 
for  our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of  the  world 
are  come."  1  Cor.  10:  11.  As  certain  therefore  as 
the  foregoing  arrangement  has  been  fulfilled  in  the 
Hebrew  nation,  just  so  surely  the  original  promise  to 
Abraham  and  his  seed  (Gal.  3  :  16),  and  all  who  are 
Christ's  (Gal.  3  :  29),  will  be  fulfilled  at  the  time  ap- 
pointed. Our  remarks,  then,  upon  the  old  covenant, 
embrace  the  following  points  :  — 

1.  It  was  given  to  rescue  God's  name  and  his  law 
from  forgetfulness  among  the  children  of  men,  and  to 
keep  the  promised  dominion  before  them. 

2.  In  the  eyes  of  this  law  all  men  are  sinners,  con- 
demned to  die,  and  no  life  or  justification  is  to  be  ob- 
tained from  it. 

3.  This  is  the  law  which  succeeds,  or  was  added  to, 
the  promise,  both  to  Adam  in  its  germ,  and  to  the 
descendants  of  Abraham  in  pursuance  of  God's  promise 
to  him,  in  its  development  on  Sinai. 

4.  It  is  identical  with  the  first  covenant^  mentioned 
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by  Paul  in  Hebrews,  and  the  con  cnant ,  jind  the  onhj 
covenant  made  with  Judali  and  Imju  I  at  Sinai. 

5.  It  was  added  to  the  promise  four  hundred  years 
after  the  promise  made  to  Abraham,  to  reveal  or  ^ive 
the  knowled^^e  of  man's  sinfulness  by  nature  ;  and  w  ith 
its  types  points  to  Christ  as  the  atoning  sacrifice  for  sins. 

6.  It  w^as  given  as  a  sign  and  seal  to  believers,  in  the 
then  future  generations,  that  the  promise  to  which  it 
was  added  should  be  fulKlled  in  due  time.  Amen,  and 
amen. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

UNIVERSAL  REDEMPTION  BY  THE  DEATH  OF  CHRIST. 

Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a 
curse  for  us,  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  that  hangeth  on 
a  tree."  —  Gal.  3  :  13. 
**  But  God  commendeth  his  love  toward  us,  in  that,  while  we  were  yet 
sinners,  Christ  died  for  us.*'  —  Bom.  5  ;  8. 

The  subject  involved  in  the  proposition  at  the  head 
of  this  chapter,  and  contained  in  the  above  texts,  and 
a  mass  of  other  scripture  of  like  import,  is  of  vast 
importance,  deserving  our  most  careful  consideration, 
lying,  as  we  think,  at  the  very  base  of  the  entire  plan 
of  salvation  by  Jesus  Christ.  A  misunderstanding 
and  wrong  application  of  these  scriptures  lead  not  only 
to  false  conclusions,  but  pave  the  way  to  a  misunder- 
standing of  many  other  scriptures,  resulting  in  the  idea 
that  all  men  would  finally  be  saved  and  enjoy  eternal 
life,  while  other  scriptures  plainly  contradict  such  an 
idea.  On  the  other  hand,  a  correct  view  and  proper 
application  of  this  subject  enlightens  the  mind  to  see 
the  grand  harmony  which  exists  in  the  Scriptures  of 
truth  on  the  great  plan  of  redemption. 

We  claim  that  our  texts  plainly  teach  unconditional 
and  universal  redemption  by  the  death  of  Jesus  Christ. 
This  we  shall  attempt  to  show  by  the  current  testimony 
of  the  Scriptures,  as  prerequisite,  or  absolutely  neces- 
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sary  as  a  preparatory  measure  fur  the  eternal  sal\  ati(»n 
of*  any  of  the  race  of  Adam.  But  let  us  keep  eon- 
stantly  in  mind  the  fact  that  Christ,  the  anointed  of 
Ciod,  is  i)rescntcd  in  this  seripture  as  the  ^^reat  bene- 
factor of  our  race.  He  is  the  Alpha  and  Omega, 
the  beginning  and  the  ending,  saith  the  Lord,  which  is, 
and  which  was,  and  which  is  to  come,  the  Almighty." 
Such  is  the  active  agent  in  our  text,  the  personage  who 
has  accomplished  the  mighty  work  for  our  race,  declared 
to  be  "  redemption  from  the  curse  of  the  law." 

To  pro[)erly  appreciate  the  work  Christ  has  done  for 
us,  that  we  may  give  him  our  affections  and  obedience, 
it  is  very  important  to  understand  the  real  meaning  of 
the  words  used  to  express  that  work, — "Redeemed 

us    FROM    THE    CURSE    OF    THE    LAW."      The  WOrds 

redeemed  y'*  redemptions'^  and  purchased  are  of 
frequent  use  in  the  Scriptures,  and  refer  to  our  race  as 
a  whole,  to  parties,  to  persons,  and  to  things.  The 
text  quoted  at  the  head  of  this  chapter,  and  others  we 
shall  quote,  clearly  refer  to  the  whole  race  of  man,  and 
teach  a  universal  and  unconditional  redemption  of  the 
race  from  idl  the  effects  of  Adam's  transgression,  from 
under  the  law  which  he  violated,  and  whose  penalty 
rested  on  him  and  all  his  posterity. 

Let  us  here  state  the  definition  of  these  terms  :  — 
Redeemed,  "ransomed,  delivered   from  bondage, 
distress,  penalty,  liability,  or  from  the  possession  of 
another,  by  paying  an  equivalent." 

Redemption,  "  to  purchase  back,  to  ransom,  to  lib- 
erate or  rescue  from  captivity  or  bondage,  or  from  any 
obligation  or  liability  to  sutler,  or  to  be  forfeited,  by 
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paying  an  equivalent,  as,  to  redeem  prisoners  or  cap- 
lured  goods,  to  redeem  a  pledge,  to  rescue,  to  recover, 
to  deliver  from."  —  Webster. 

We  are  now  prepared  to  consider  the  question.  Was 
man  —  the  race  of  man  —  ever  placed  in  a  condition 
vv^hich  called  for  such  redemption?  To  this  the  Scrip- 
tures furnish  a  full  reply.  "  Wherefore  as  by  one  man 
sin  entered  into  the  world,  and  death  by  sin,  and  so 
death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  [or  in  whom  —  margin~^ 
all  have  sinned."  Kom.  5:12.  "By  the  offence  of 
one,  judgment  came  upon  all  men  to  condemnation." 
Eom.'  5:18.  "In  Adam  all  die."  1  Cor.  15:21. 
Adam  is  our  representative  head.  In  these  scrip- 
tures we  are  clearly  shown  that  by  the  transgression  of 
Adam  all  his  posterity  became  involved  in  the  conse- 
quences which  befell  him.  He  becomes  a  sinner ;  we 
are  in  him,  and  are  involved  in  the  corruption  of  his 
nature,  and  are  called  sinners  in  the  passive  sense,  not 
in  the  active  sense,  for  we  had  no  will  or  action  in  his 
transgression ;  yet  the  results  of  his  fallen  nature  rest 
upon  us  ;  the  elements  of  sin  are  in  us,  his  posterity, 
because  they  were  in  him  who  begat  us.  Therefore  we 
are  leco^i^nized  as  sinners,  thouo^h  we  are  not  to  be 
blamed  for  his  act.  Death  being  the  penalty  for  his 
sin,  it  was  executed  upon  him  by  depriving  him  of 
"the  tree  of  life;"  and  through  weakening,  wearing, 
and  consuming  processes  for  nine  hundred  and  thirty 
years,  he  returned  to  dust. 

We  sprang  from  that  degenerate,  diseased,  consump- 
tive, dying  stock,  and  therefore  have  his  physical  nature, 
and  also  die,  under  the  sentence  pronounced  against 
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Adam.  The  law  he  vicjiated  restiiii^  upon  him  ami  all 
who  were  in  him,  is  th(i  reason  wliy  his  posterity  die. 
This  was  "the  eurse  of  the  law."  De.ith  is  :i  eiirsc*  from 
God.  It  is  the  penalty  of*  (iod's  law.  Adam  and  his 
posterity  fell  under  that  curses.  In  oidcr  tor  man  to  Int 
placed  on  probation,  or  trial,  to  obtain  life,  he  must  he 
redeemed  first  from  the  law  that  holds  him  in  tleath. 
He  cannot  be  a  party  to  a  covenant  or  contract  for  his 
own  salvation  unless  he  is  redeemed  from  the  curse  of 
Adamic  law. 

We  shall  find,  in  the  investigation  of  this  subject,  that 
Adam  placed  himself  and  posterity  in  a  very  sad  and 
helpless  condition  by  his  transgression  ;  but  that  we, 
his  posterity,  place  ourselves,  by  our  rejection  of  Christ 
as  our  Lawgiver  and  our  Sacrifice,  in  quite  another  and 
much  worse  condition.  These  two  conditions  resulting 
from  two  causes,  one  from  the  voluntary  action  oi* 
Adam,  afifccting  «i.ll  his  race,  the  other  from  the  volun- 
tary action  of  that  [)ortion  of  his  posterity  which  finally 
reject  salvation  by  faith  in  the  blood  of  Christ,  —  these 
two  conditions  of  our  race,  properly  understood,  explain 
why  the  doctrine  of  the  atonement  is  stated  in  the  Scrip- 
tures under  two  heads,  or  in  two  branches.  In  this 
chapter  we  shall  argue  only  the  first  condition  of  man, 
as  caused  by  the  transgression  of  Adam,  together  with 
the  unconditional  and  universal  redem[)tion  of  our  race 
from  that  condition  by  the  death  (^f  Christ,  as  the  first 
part  of  the  atonement.  This  will  lead  us  to  consider 
our  loss  by  the  transgression  of  Adam  ;  and  it  is  quite 
unportant  to  understand  this,  that  we  may  know  how 
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much  is  attributed  to  Adam,  and  how  much  to  Chrit>t, 
in  the  unconditional  redemption. 

It  will  be  well  here  to  mention  some  things  we 
did  not  absolutely  lose  in  Adam,  thnt  our  readers 
may  not  anticipate  too  much  in  unconditional  redemp- 
tion. 

I.  We  did  not  lose  perfect  happiness  in  Adam.  This 
he  never  attained  to.  He  was  on  probation,  or  trial, 
for  an  inheritance  and  "dominion,"  which  would  have 
been  given  him  had  he  obeyed  his  Maker,  and  matured 
to  that  degree  of  perfection  contemplated  in  the  com- 
mand, "Replenish  the  earth,  and  subdue  it."  As,  there- 
fore, we  did  not  lose  this  in  Adam,  we  cannot  expect  it 
as  among  the  things  Christ  is  to  purchase  back  for  us, 
unconditionally. 

II.  Adam  did  not  lose  immortality  for  us.  This  he 
never  possessed.  Had  he  been  immortal  he  could  not 
have  died.  This  is  impossible  from  the  nature  of  the 
thing.  He  must  have  been  alive  now,  and  all  his  pos- 
terity also. 

We  will  examine  the  primary  definition  of  Immor- 
tality :  "  The  quality  of  never  ceasing  to  live  or  exist, 
exemption  from  death." 

Immortal:  "Having  no  principle  of  alteration  or 
corruption,  exempt  from  death,  having  life  or  being 
that  shall  never  end."  —  Webster. 

Was  this  quality  in  Adam's  nature  ?  Let  us  read : 
"But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou 
shalt  not  eat  of  it ;  for  in  the  day  thou  eatest  thereof  thou 
shalt  surely  die ; "  or,  as  the  Hebrew  is  rendered  in  the 
maryin^  "dying  thou  shalt  die."    The  Arabic  renders 
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it,  "  Thou  slialt  deserve  to  die."  The  Tar«^aiiii  h:is  it, 
"Thou  shalt  be  subject  to  death." 

Adam  did  cat  "  ot*  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  <^ood 
and  evil,"  and  vvc  are  shown  in  the  record  that  his  con- 
dition was  wonderfully  clianged.  "  In  the  sweat  of  thy 
face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,  till  thou  return  nnto  the 
groinul,  for  dust  thou  art,  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  re- 
turn." Gen.  2  :  17  ;  3  :  G,  19.  Again  we  read,  ^^Vnd 
all  the  days  that  Adam  lived  were  nine  hundred  and 
thirty  years,  and  he  died."    Gen.  5:5. 

With  these  facts  before  us,  it  would  be  a  great  abuse 
of  scriptural  reasoning  and  language  to  claim  that 
Adam  ever  possessed  immortality.  Therefore,  as  we 
did  not  lose  immortality  in  Adam,  we  cannot  expect  it 
to  be  ffiven  to  the  race  as  one  of  the  restored  blessin":8 
by  the  death  of  Christ.  By  Christ's  sufferings  and  death 
he  restores  what  was  really  lost  by  Adam,  and  not  what 
was  not  lost.  If  he  ever  bestows  immortality  on  any 
of  Adam's  race,  it  will  be  a  gift,  and  not  a  restoration 
of  a  lost  possession.  It  is  true  that  immortality  is  to  be 
gained  by  the  children  of  God,  and  gained  by  virtue  of 
the  blood  of  Christ,  throui^h  "the  washing:  of  rc'renera- 
tion  and  the  renewing  of  the  Holy  Spirit."  It  will  be 
given  '^to  those  who  by  patient  continuance  in  well 
doing  seek  for"  it  (Kom.  2:7),  which  is  very  much 
more  than  being  "  redeemed  from  the  curse  of  the 
hiw." 

We  are  redeemed  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  or  from 
the  death  we  die  under  the  hiw,  that  we  may  become 
probationers,  and  seek  the  pardon  of  our  own  trans- 
gressions, by  the  blood  and  intercessions  of  Christ,  and 
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through  faith  accept  him  as  our  Lawgiver^  Sacrifice^ 
and  Life-giver^  as  we  have  argued  in  its  appropriate 
place.  The  above  two  points  not  being  carefully  kept 
in  view  as  distinct  from  each  other,  has  produced  much 
confusion  in  religious  theology. 

III.  We  did  not  lose  eternal  life  in  Adam.  The 
fact  that  Adam  died,  fully  refutes  the  idea  that  Adam 
ever  possessed  eternal  life.  Eternal  life  is  unending 
life  ;  the  life  of  Adam  ended  in  nine  hundred  and  thirty 
years,  if  the  record  of  his  death  is  true  (Gen.  5:5); 
otherwise  we  might  believe  that  Satan  spoke  the  truth 
to  Eve  when  he  said,  "Ye  shall  not  surely  die."  Gen. 
3:4.  Some  do  believe  it  true.  Were  Adam  yet  alive, 
some  naturalist  or  historian  would  have  given  some 
account  of  him  to  at  least  a  portion  of  his  numerous 
posterity  ;  but  such  is  not  the  fact.    Adam  died. 

We  see,  then,  that  perfect  happiness,  immortality, 
and  eternal  life  are  qualities  which  Adam  did  not  pos- 
sess, consequently  could  not  lose,  absolutely ;  these 
were  in  prospect  for  him  and  his  posterity,  had  he  and 
they  lived  in  obedience  to  the  Lord.  It  does  not  fol- 
low, therefore,  that  because  Christ  redeems  all  uncon- 
ditionally from  what  we  lost  in  Adam,  he  will  bring  us 
all  unconditionally  into  the  possession  of  what  we  never 
possessed  in  Adam.  We  lost  very  much  in  Adam 
without  our  will  or  action,  and  this  much  Christ  has 
purchased  back,  and  will  bestow  upon  us  uncondition- 
ally, without  our  will  or  action,  that  we  may  seek  for 
the  better  things  in  Christ  which  were  set  before  Adam. 
Let  us,  therefore,  now  consider  what  we  did  lose  m 
Adam  by  his  transgression. 
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OUR  LOSS  IN  ADAM. 

I.  We  lost  a  good^  healthful^  pJn/ftical  constitn- 
lion.  This  Adam  did  possess  ;  thus  it  is  written,  "  And 
God  said,  Let  us  make  man  in  our  ini;i<(e,  after  our 
likeness,  ...  So  God  ereated  man  in  his  own  ima^e,  in 
the  image  of  God  created  he  him."  (ien.  1  :  2(),  27. 
"And  the  Lord  God  formed  man  of  the  (hist  of  the 
ground,  and  hreathed  into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life  ; 
and  man  beeame  a  living  soul."  Gen.  2:  7.  "And 
God  saw  every  thing  that  he  had  made,  and,  behold,  it 
was  very  good."  (ien.  1  :  31.  Adam,  thus  created  and 
pronounced  by  his  Creator  to  be  very  good,  was  settled 
in  the  garden  which  God  had  planted,  "  to  dress  it  and 
keep  it ;  "  but  his  duties  were  more  extensive  than  this, 
for  we  read  that  after  Adam  and  his  companion  were 
created,  "And  God  blessed  them,  and  God  said  unto 
them,  Be  fruitful,  and  multiply,  and  replenish  the 
earth,  and  subdue  it."  Gen.  1  :  28.  This  vast  ^vork 
could  not  be  expected  of  a  diseased,  sickly,  dying  man, 
and  posterity.  "  And  the  Lord  God  commanded  the 
man,  saying,  Of  every  tree  of  the  garden  thou  mayest 
freely  eat ;  but  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and 
evil,  thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it ;  for  in  the  day  thou  eat  est 
thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die "  (or,  as  the  Hebrew  is 
rendered,  "dying  thou  shalt  die"  —  margin),  Adam 
disobeyed  this  command.  His  physical  condition  was 
changed,  his  privileges  were  abridged.  "  And  unto 
Adam  he  said,  Because  tliou  hast  hearkened  unto  the 
voice  of  thy  wife,  andJiast  eaten  of  the  tree  of  which  I 
commanded  thee,  saying,  Thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it, 
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cursed  is  the  ground  for  thy  sake  ;  IN  SOKPlOW  shalt 
tliou  eat  of  it  all  the  days  of  thy  life,*^^^-?  /  And 
now,  lest  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and  take  also  of  the 
tree  of  life,  and  eat,  and  live  forever ;  therefore  the 
Lord  God  sent  him  forth  from  the  garden  of  Eden,  to 
till  the  ground  from  whence  he  was  taken."  Gen.  3:17, 
22,  23. 

His  life  was  limited  by  days.  From  this  time  on- 
ward Adam  was  a  dying  being,  deprived  of  the  tree  of 
life  that  he  might  not  repair  the  wasting  energies  of  his 
physical  nature  :  various  processes  of  sapping,  wasting, 
wearinof  and  consumino;  him  were  workin^^  disease  and 
death. 

In  this  weakened,  diseased,  and  dying  condition  of 
Adam  and  Eve,  we,  their  posterity,  were  begotten. 
The  stream  has  not  cleansed  itself,  or  the  race  regener- 
ated themselves.  The  stream  has  not  risen  above  the 
fountain,  nor  the  bad  tree  yielded  good  fruit.  The  ques- 
tion and  answer  of  Job  (14  :  4)  upon  this  subject  meet 
the  point :  "  Who  can  bring  a  clean  thing  out  of  an 
unclean?  Not  one."  We  do  not  find  it  difficult  to  un- 
derstand that  the  feeble,  sickly  physical  condition  of 
man  originated  in  our  first  parents,  and  has  been  trans- 
mitted to  us  without  abatement :  in  fact,  it  has  been 
greatly  augmented.  The  sickness,  pains,  groans,  and 
languishing  of  the  race  of  man  testify  to  this  fiict.  The 
want  of  sight,  of  hearing,  of  speech,  with  other  deformi- 
ties, also  declares  this  loss,  and  the  death  of  infants  and 
of  youths  tells  of  the  physical  weakness  of  man.  All 
this  came  upon  us  by  Adam,  and  all  these  evils  will  be 
unconditionally  removed  from  the  entire  race  of  Adam 
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by  the  death  of  Christ;  yet  this  redemption  does  not 
secure  eternal  life  to  any  except  those  incapable  of 
actual  sin  :  all  others  have  incurred  a  debt  themselves 
by  tlieir  own  sins. 

If  1  fiud  a  family  upon  an  estaK^  which  has  been 
m()rt<^a<^ed,  and  the  ri<rht  of  reth'niption  forfeitc^il  by 
their  ancestors'  imprudenee  and  extravairanee  involving 
them  in  debt,  and  I  have  the  means  and  the  will  to  pay 
off  the  old  debt  and  free  the  estate  from  encumbrance, 
this  does  not  prevent  the  family  from  imprudenee  and 
excess  which  would  iuNohc  ihrm  in  (Irl)t  on  their  own 
account,  and  whieh  they  must  pay,  or  lind  other  means 
of  release  from  the  debt. 

II.  We  lost  in  Adam  the  rij^ht  of  probation  and 
hope  of  eternal  inheritance  by  any  desire  or  effort  we 
may  make.  His  sin  ended  his  probation  and  his  hope 
of  eternal  inheritance  by  any  future  act  of  obedience  to 
the  law  :  the  curse  of  that  law,  thus  broken,  blighted  all 
."uture  prospects  ;  its  penalty  was,  "  Dust  thou  art,  and 
unto  dust  shalt  thou  return."    Gen.  3  :  ID. 

From  this  helpless  and  hopeless  condition  we  are 
redeemed  by  the  sufferings  and  death  of  Christ,  as 
stated  in  the  text  at  the  head  of  this  chapter.  Christ 
hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made 
a  curse  for  us." 

III.  The  third  item  we  will  notice,  whieh  we  lost  in 
Adam,  is  life.  This  we  have  already  anticipated  in  our 
remarks  and  quotations  on  other  points,  but  we  will 
now  give  it  special  attention.  Paul  tells  us  that  "Adam 
was  made  a  living  soul,"  which  agrees  with  the  original 
account  of  his  creation.    "  And  the  Lord  God  formed 
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man  of  the  dust  of  the  ground,  and  breathed  into  his 
nostrils  the  breath  of  life,  and  man  became  a  living 
soul"  (Gen.  2:  7),  as  also  all  other  animals  are  said 
in  scripture  to  be  living  souls.  Gen.  1  :  20,  21,  24, 
30  ;  7  :  22  —  Heb.  nephesh^  living  soul.  As  vs^e  have 
before  remarked,  this  life  v^as  not  eternal  life.  It  is 
stated  in  the  record  to  be  life  —  no  more,  no  less.  We 
shall  use  the  terms  life  and  death  according  to  Bible 
THEOLOGY,  and  not  according  to  the  theology  of  Plato, 
Zoroaster,  Pythagoras,  Socrates,  Aristotle,  or  other 
theologians  of  modern  times,  w\\o  adopt  their  philoso- 
phy on  these  points. 

The  term  soitl^  in  Gen.  2  :  7,  is  in  the  Hebrew  7ie- 
phesh^  and  found  in  the  Hebrew  text  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment seven  hundred  and  fifty-two  times,  and  is  said  to 
be  the  only  word  (with  two  unimportant  exceptions  — 
Isa.  57  :  16.    Job  30  :  15)  there  rendered  soul. 

The  word  nepliesh  is  first  found  in  Gen.  1  :  20  — 
"  And  God  said,  Let  the  waters  bring  forth  abundantly 
the  moving  creature  that  hath  life  ;  "  margin^  "  soul ;  " 
Heb.  nepliesh  chaiyah  —  soul  living. 

In  Gen.  1:  21,  it  occurs  again,  thus:  "And  God 
created  great  whales,  and  every  living  creature  \jiiephesh 
chaiyah^  living  soul]  that  moveth,  which  the  waters 
brought  forth  abundantly,  after  their  kind,  and  every 
winged  fowl  after  his  kind."  The  third  instance  is  in 
Gen.  1  :  24  :  "And  God  said,  Let  the  earth  bring  forth 
the  living  creature  {nejohesh  chaiyah  —  living  soul) 
after  his  kind,  cattle  and  creeping  thing,  and  beast  of 
the  earth  after  his  kind."  The  same  occurs  again  in 
Gen.  1  :  30,  where  life  (Heb.  marginy  a  living  soul  —

nephesh  chnlijah)  is  applied  to  every  beast,  fowl,  and 
crecpiiiii^  thin^^.  Here  we  have  the  first  uses  of  the 
term  I'n'uig  Hoal  in  the  hook  of  inspiration,  and  applied 
to  all  living  creatures  prior  to  the  (creation  of  man. 
This,  therefore,  must  be  the  primary  use  of  the  term, 
it  being  first  used  by  (iod  himself.  AVe  find  in  Dr. 
Clarke's  comment  on  the  Hebrew  term  nephei^h  chaiyah 
this  remark  :  a  general  term  to  express  all  creatures 
endued  with  animal  life,  in  any  of  its  infinitely  varied 
gradations." 

We  next  find  nephesh  chaiifah  applied  to  Adam. 
Gen.  2:7:  "And  the  Lord  God  formed  man  of  the 
dust  of  tlic  ground,  and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  the 
breath  of  life,  and  man  became  a  living  soul —  nephesh 
chaujali.  Such  was  Adam  —  a  living  soul.  The  tree 
of  life  was  furnished,  having  the  quality  to  continue 
his  life,  as  is  clearly  shown  in  the  Lord's  statement 
(Gen.  3  :  22)  :  "  And  now,  lest  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and 
take  also  of  the  tree  of  life,  and  eat,  and  live  forever." 
The  life  of  Adam,  therefore,  was  a  trial  life,  the  con- 
tinuance of  which  depended  on  his  having  access  to  the 
tree  of  life^  while  this  privilege  depended  on  his  obedi- 
ence to  God.  Had  Adam  continued  in  obedience  dur- 
ing his  term  of  probation,  it  appears,  from  the  nature  of 
the  case,  he  would  have  received  immortality  as  a  gift 
from  God.  Not  having  done  so,  that  blessing  was  not 
bestowed ;  therefore  the  penalty  of  the  law  could  be 
executed,  and  Adam's  life  end.  Such  the  record  shows 
to  have  been  done,  as  we  have  frequently  quoted. 

We  have  shown  above,  that  the  term  nephesh  in  the 
Hebrew,  and  rendered  soul  in  Gen.  2:7,  is  applied  to 
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beasts,  birds,  fishes,  creeping  things,  &c.,  as  properly 
as  to  man.  It  represents  the  being,  the  animal,  or  the 
man.  The  word  is  variously  rendered  in  the  Bible,  as, 
man,  men,  him,  himself,  he,  me,  myself,  we,  her,  her- 
self, thee,  thyself,  they,  themselves,  yourselves,  any, 
one,  lust,  ghost,  thing,  his  own,  she,  mortally,  will, 
tablets,  the  dead,  fellows,  greedy,  breath,  discontented, 
deadly,  hearty,  appetite,  pleasure,  fish,  desire,  mind, 
heart,  creature,  beast,  body,  life,  reason,  soul,  —  in  all, 
forty-four  different  ways.  In  Gen.  2:7,  as  in  most 
other  cases,  it  refers  to  the  whole  being  —  man ;  and 
this  is  shown  to  be  the  primary  use  of  the  term. 

The  distinguished  Hebrew  lexicographer  Parkhurst 
says,  "As  a  noun,  nephesh  hath  been  supposed  to 
signify  the  spiritual  part  of  man,  or  what  we  com- 
monly call  his  soul.  I  must  for  myself  confess  that  I 
can  find  no  passage  where  it  hath  undoubtedly  this 
meaning." 

Here  we  have  good  authority  for  rejecting  the  idea 
of  any  who  claim  that  the  soul  —  nephesh  —  is  a  spir- 
itual part  of  man.  We  will  now  apply  the  principle  as 
we  find  it  defined  in  the  Bible,  and  develop  the  subject. 
Adam  was  a  living  man  ;  he  disobeyed  God,  and  lost 
his  life ;  and  when  the  law  was  executed  upon  him,  he 
became  a  dead  man  —  a  dead  nephesh  —  soul.  In  death 
all  that  constituted  man  returned  to  dust :  "  Dust  thou 
art,  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return."  He  being  our 
progenitor,  we  are  doomed  to  share  the  same  penalty. 
We  are  "sold  under  sin,"  and  the  law  asserts  the  claim 
on  us  because  we  were  in  him  and  are  of  him.  The 
Lord  states  this  very  plainly.    In  giving  the  history  of 
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Bome  of  Adain'H  posterity,  the  record  conrciiiiii!^^  Scth 
reads,  "and  lie  died;'"  of  Kiios,  "and  lie  dird;^^  of 
Knoeli,  tliat  lie  was  "  translated,  that  he  shonld  not  hcc 
draih,''  Thii^  last,  as  also  the  ease  of  Elijah,  arc  ex- 
ceptions from  the  condition  of  the  race,  and  are  recorded 
as  such,  '^riie  law  as  really  h(  Id  the  posterity  as  it  held 
Adam  ;  all  were  equally  involved  until  the  claim  of  tlie 
law  was  met.  This  being  so,  man  as  a  race  was  dis- 
posed of,  and  in  prospect  of  the  execution  of  the  law, 
none  arc  left  alive.  "  Death  passed  upon  all."  And  all 
were  dead,  prospectively  ;  they  had  no  rights,  except  to 
toil,  suffer,  and  die;  they  cannot  be  put  under  disci- 
])line  to  amend  and  regain  their  lost  estate.  Should 
they  be  able  to  live  strictly  right  from  any  given  point, 
yet  they  are  under  sentence  of  death,  and  they  must 
die ;  or,  could  they  pay  a  ransom  for  their  personal 
gins,  still  they  are  mortal,  and  nmst  die.  Xo  promise 
of  life  beyond  the  penalty  of  the  law  could  be  made, 
no  terms  of  mercy  proposed  ;  all  were  ''sold  under  sin.'* 
Ivom.  7  :  14  The  law  took  life,  but  could  not  give  it 
back;  consequently,  Paul  argues,  "For  if  there  had 
been  a  law  given  which  could  have  given  life,  verily 
righteousness  [justification  to  life]  should  have  been  by 
the  law;"  or,  as  the  Emphatic  Diaglott  has  it,  '^able 
to  malce  alive, Such  being  the  condition  of  man  by 
Adam's  sin,  we  can  see  that  there  is  a  deep  meaning 
in  the  scriptures  which  treat  of  Christ  as  man's  Re- 
deemer. The  plan  of  universal  redemption  meets  his 
necessity,  releases  man  from  the  claim  of  that  broken 
law,  and  puts  him  under  new  law  the  law  of  faith 
which  we  shall  show  in  its  proper  place. 
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This  raises  the  race  from  the  condition  of  prisoners 
sentenced  to  destruction,  to  the  condition  of  subjects, 
with  rights  and  privileges,  subject  to  discipline,  with 
reward  and  punishment  —  life  and  death  — -  set  before 
them,  in  a  state  of  probation  or  trial  for  eternal  life. 

THE  DEATH  OF  CHRIST. 

To  effect  this  redemption  the  Son  of  God  proposed 
to  take  on  him  Adam's  original  nature,  and  meet  the 
claim  of  that  violated  law  in  his  own  person,  as  we 
shall  show  by  the  following  testimony  :  "  Who,  being 
in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal 
with  God,  but  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and  took 
upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant,  and  was  made  in  the 
likeness  of  men.  And  being  found  in  fashion  as  a 
man,  he  humbled  himself,  and  became  obedient  unto 
death,  even  the  death  of  the  cross.  Wherefore  God 
also  hath  highly  exalted  him,  and  given  him  a  name 
which  is  above  every  name,  that  at  the  name  of  Jesus 
every  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven,  and  things 
in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth.  And  that  every 
tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the 
glory  of  God  the  Father."  Phil.  2  :  6-11.  This  passage 
conclusively  shows  that  Christ  not  only  becomes  a  sacri- 
fice for  man,  but  that  this  act  places  man  "under  law  to 
Christ."  Thus  Paul  continues  to  argue  in  his  Epistles  to 
the  church  :  "For  to  this  end  Christ  both  died  and  rose, 
and  revived,  that  he  might  be  Lord  both  of  the  dead  and 
living,  .  .  .  for  we  shall  all  stand  before  the  judgment 
seat  of  Christ.    For  it  is  written.  As  I  live,  saith  the 
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Lord,  every  knee  jsliull  bow  to  ine,  and  every  ton^^ue 
Blmll  confess  to  God.  So  then  every  one  of*  us  shall  give 
account  of  himself  to  (iod."  liom.  11  : 

la  the  fiiec  of  such  pali)al>le  I'aets,  we  are  surprised 
that  Christian  men  will  teach  that  a  large  portion  of  our 
race  will  never  come  forth  from  death  to  give  account 
of  themselves. 

The  fact  is  clearly  shown  that  (he  Son  of  God 
became  our  ^lediator  as  soon  as  iVdam  sinned  ;  as  it  is 
written,  he  is  the  "  Lamb  slain  from  the  foundation  of 
the  world."  Rev.  13:8.  On  this  princijile  we  can 
understand  the  declaration  of  God  to  the  serpent  in 
Eden,  "And  I  will  put  enmity  between  thee  and  the 
woman,  and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed  ;  it  shall  bruise 
thy  head,  and  thou  shalt  bruise  his  heel."  Gen.  3  :  15. 
Here  is  the  bud  of  redemption  in  this  promise.  Christ 
himself  had  entered  into  covenant  with  the  Father,  to 
undo  for  man  what  sin  had  done,  by  "  redeeming  him 
from  the  curse  of  the  law."  From  this  time  man  passes 
into  the  hands  of  the  purchaser,  and  becomes  amenable 
to  his  law  [of  faith]  or  new  covenant.  Therefore  the 
names  of  the  race  are  recorded  in  the  Lamb's  book  of 
life,  to  be  retained  or  blotted  out  as  their  case  may  ter- 
minate at  the  close  of  their  probation,  of  which  we  have 
spoken  more  fully  in  another  chapter. 

Let  us  hear  the  testimony  of  Christ  on  this  point : 
^'The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  hath  given  all  things 
into  his  hands."  John  o:  35.  "For  as  the  Father 
bath  life  in  himself,  so  hath  he  given  to  the  Son  to  have 
life  in  himself;  and  hath  given  him  authority  to  exe- 
cute judgment  also,  because  he  is  the  Son  of  man." 
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John  5  :  26,  27.  We  •will  hear  him  again  on  this  sub- 
ject :  "  For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  save  that  which 
was  lost."  Matt.  18  :  11.  It  is  true  that  something 
besides  man  was  lost ;  but  man  is  fully  included  in  that 
loss.  In  another  statement  Jesus  very  clearly  tells 
the  price  he  gives  for  the  redemption  of  the  race  of 
Adam  :  "  And  the  bread  that  I  will  give  is  my  Hesh, 
which  I  will  give  for  the  life  of  the  world."  John  6  : 
51.  Again,  when  Jesus  is  speaking  of  the  death 
he  should  die,  he  gives  the  idea  in  forcible  language. 

And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all 
men  unto  me."    John  12  :  32. 

These  statements  are  of  universal  application,  and 
clearly  refer  to  the  recovery  of  all  the  race  from  the 
bondage  of  death  under  Adamic  law,  to  open  the  way 
for  them  to  accept  him  as  their  eternal  Saviour.  While 
these  scriptures  may  be  dark  sayings  to  those  who  do 
not  "  study  to  show  themselves  approved  unto  God, 
w^orkmen  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  divid- 
ing the  word  of  truth,"  and  also  to  those  who  do  not 

search  the  Scriptures"  w^ith  the  key  of  faith,  still  "it 
is  plain  to  him  that  understandeth ;  "  and  David  says, 
"  The  entrance  of  thy  word  giveth  light."  Let  us  enter 
and  walk  in  it. 

We  will  now  examine  a  prophecy  of  Isaiah  on  the 
subject  of  universal  redemption.  It  will  instruct  us. 
"  Yet  it  pleased  the  Lord  [the  Father]  to  bruise  him 
[the  Son]  ;  he  [the  Father]  hath  put  him  [the  Son] 
to  grief :  when  thou  [Father]  shalt  make  his  [Son's] 
soul  an  offering  for  sin,  he  [the  Father]  shall  see  his 
[Son's]  seed,  he  [the  Father]  shall  prolong  [raise  hinj 
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to  life]  IiLs  (lays,  iiiid  the  pleasure  of  the  Lord  [the 
Father]  nhall  j>ros[)er  in  his  [Son's]  hand.  He  [the 
Father]  shall  sec  of  the  travail  of  his  [Son's]  soul,  and 
be  satisfied  :  by  his  knowled^^e  shall  niy  ri^diteous  ser- 
vant justify  many."  Isa.  5.*i  :  lU,  11.  Jn  the  above 
lanu^uaj^e  we  are  shown  that  the  claim  of  the  law  was 
met  by  the  travail  of  Clirist's  soul,  or  the  makin<^  his 
soul  an  offering  for  sin,  which  satisfies  justice,  and  re- 
deems the  race  from  the  curse  of  the  law.  It  should  be 
particularly  observed  that  we  have  here  the  prediction 
of  a  sacrifice  for  the  sin  of  Adam  (and  the  race  in  him) 
equal  to  the  demand  of  the  law  ai^ainst  him.  Adam  — 
that  living  soul  (^iiepheah  chnifjah) — nmst  return  to 
dust,  from  whence  he  was  taken.  In  the  above  predic- 
tion of  Christ's  sufferings,  his  SOUL  (Ileb.  nephesh 
chaiijah)  is  made  an  ottering  for  sin  ;  consequently  we 
hear  him  say,  "My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful,  even 
unto  death."  Matt.  26:38.  "Ileproach  hath  broken 
my  heart,  and  I  am  full  of  heaviness  ;  and  I  looked  for 
some  to  take  pity,  but  there  was  none  ;  and  for  com- 
forters, but  I  found  none.  They  gave  me  also  gall  for 
my  meat ;  and  in  my  thirst  they  gave  me  vinegar  to 
drink."    Psa.  69:20,  21. 

Christ  is  the  only  being  in  the  universe  who  could 
redeem  man  from  the  curse  of  the  law.    An^rels  could 

o 

not  do  it,  for  they  did  not  possess  man's  nature,  therefore 
had  not  an  equivalent  to  pay.  There  was  not  one  of 
Adam's  race  who  could  do  this ;  all  were  "  sold  under 
sin."  "  None  of  them  can  by  any  means  redeem  his 
brother,  nor  give  to  God  a  ransom  for  him,  that  he 
should  still  live  forever,  and  not  see  corruption."  Psa. 
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49  :  7-9.  Therefore  Paul  argues  that  Christ  "  took  not 
on  him  the  nature  of  angels,  but  he  took  on  him  the 
seed  of  Abraham.'  Heb.  2  : 16.  He  was  of  the  seed 
of  Abraham  and  of  David,  as  pertaining  to  the  flesh, 
for  a  special  purpose,  as  Paul  declares,  as  follows  :  But 
when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent  forth 
his  Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law,  to  re- 
deem them  that  were  under  the  law."  He  then  explains 
the  primary  object  of  this  redemption  from  the  Adamic 
law,  viz.,  "that  we  might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons.'* 
Gal.  4:4,5.  The  Son  of  God  had  "  life  in  himself;  "  it 
was  not  a  forfeited  life.  He  obeyed  the  law,  and  had 
the  right  to  life  unlimited.  The  word  declares,  ^^Thou 
lovest  righteousness  and  hatest  wickedness  ;  therefore 
God,  thy  God,  hath  anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of 
gladness  above  thy  fellows."  Psa.  45  :  7.  The  apostle 
Peter,  in  speaking  of  him,  says,  "  who  did  no  sin, 
neither  was  guile  found  in  his  mouth."  Therefore  the 
law  could  not  claim  his  life.  He  gave  it  for  man  ;  and 
we  hear  Christ  declaring  it  in  the  following  language  : 
"As  the  Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Fa- 
ther. .  .  .  Therefore  doth  my  Father  love  me,  because 
I  lay  down  my  life,  that  I  might  take  it  again.  No 
man  taketh  it  from  me,  but  I  lay  it  down  of  myself. 
I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power  to  take 
it  again.  This  commandment  have  I  received  of  my 
Father."  John  10:15-18.  "I  have  authority  to  lay 
it  down,  and  I  have  authority  to  take  it  again." 
A.merican  Bible  Union  Version.  —  "  This  commission  I 
have  received  from  my  Father."  CamphelVs  Version,  — 
Here  we  find  one  with  a  heart  to  redeem,  an  equivalent 
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to  pay,  and  an  opportunity  to  piir('li;is(»  111:111  from  the 
bonds  of  the  law  which  held  him  in  (h'ath.  Christ  is 
the  one  ;  and  he  says  th:it  he  has  the  power,"  ''autlior- 
ity,"  ^'eomniission,"  "ri<,dir,''  or  privilege  to  hiy  down  liis 
life,  and  also  to  take  it  a<;ain,  and  that  he  received  this 
from  liis  Father  ;  and  aixain  he  tells  us,  No  man  taketh 
it  from  me,  hut  1  lay  it  down  of  myself." 

Dear  reader,  let  this  suLject  receive  your  careful 
attention.  Christ  voluntarily  gave  up  life  on  which 
there  was  no  claim  by  any  other,  and  paid  the  claim  of 
the  law  against  man.  He  took  it  again,  voluntarily, 
from  the  Father,  who  raised  him  from  death  to  live  for- 
evermore,  and  to  bestow  eternal  life  on  all  who  obey  him. 
This  is  the  foundation  on  which  Paul  builds  while 
declaring  the  gospel  of  Christ :  "  Therefore  as  by  the 
offence  of  one  [Adam]  judgment  came  upon  all  men  to 
condemnation,  even  so  by  the  righteousness  of  one 
LChrist]  the  free  gift  came  upon  all  men  unto  justifi- 
cation of  life.  For  as  by  one  man's  disobedience  many 
were  made  sinners,  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall 
many  be  made  righteous."    Rom.  5  :  18, 19. 

We  are  fully  aware  that  some  make  use  of  this  class 
of  texts  to  sustain  an  erroneous  idea  of  religious  theology 
by  claiming  from  them  more  than  they  teach  ;  but  be- 
cause of  this  we  should  not  seek  to  overlook  them,  nor 
so  interpret  them  as  to  make  them  teach  less  than  their 
true  import ;  neither  should  we  fear  to  examine  them 
closely,  to  learn  what  they  do  teach.  Let  us  fairly  ex- 
amine the  terms  in  this  last  passage,  which  deter  many 
from  giving  it  a  proper  place  in  theology  with  its  true 
value :    "  The  free  gift  came  upon  all  men  unto

justification  of  life,^^  Again  :  "  So  by  the  obedience 
of  one  shall  many  [all]  be  made  righteous,''^ 

In  the  above  passage  the  fact  stands  out  too  plainly 
to  be  denied,  that  the  free  gift  to  justification  of  life 
came  ujjon  all  me7i.  It  is  equally  true  that  the  many 
made  righteous  by  the  obedience  of  Christ  comprehend 
the  same  nuinber  that  were  made  sinners  by  the  dis- 
obedience of  Adam,  while  that  number  is  expressly 
declared  by  Paul,  in  the  12th  verse,  to  include  all  the 
KACE.  Such  a  conclusion  is  thought  to  be  positive 
proof  of  universal  salvation.  This  we  shall  not  attempt 
to  deny  ;  but  we  claim  that  while  it  does  teach  universal 
salvation,  it  is  only  a  salvation  or  redemption  from 
Adamic  bondage  in  death  —  redemption  from  the  claim 
of  that  law  which  held  the  race  in  its  possession.  No 
more,  no  less. 

Both  these  terms  are  used  to  express  the  relation 
persons  hold  to  the  claims  of  law,  by  having  met  those 
claims,  or  by  having  been  released  from  charges  brought 
against  persons.  Adam  violated  the  law  of  God  :  its 
penalty  was  death ;  he  became  indebted  to  the  law  to 
that  amount ;  this  forfeited  his  right  to  live,  also  the 
right  of  his  posterity,  for  they  were  in  him,  and  follow 
his  condition ;  it  demanded  himself  and  all  of  his ;  he 
could  not  free  himself  from  the  claim.  But  to  meet  this 
claim  Christ  "gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all,  to  be  testi- 
fied in  due  time  ;  "  not  to  save  man  from  dying,  but  to 
release  him  from  that  condition  in  which  death  placed 
him,  and  to  bri7ig  him  back  from  death;  consequently 
Adam  and  his  posterity  have  a  reprieve  from  immediate 
death,  and  a  right  to  be  resurrected  from  death,  when 
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they  do  die,  lie  is  also  jiistilicd  in  liviiii^  Jiginn,  for 
the  yree  gift  to  live  again  Jit'tcr  death  came  upon  all 
men  l)y  virtue  of  the  ransom  which  Christ  «^ave.  Man 
is  made  ri«^diteous  in  the  eyes  of  that  law,  having  met 
its  claim  and  been  purchased  out  from  its  dominion  by 
Christ's  death.  Christ  did  not  die  to  save  Adam  and 
his  race  from  dyini^^,  but  to  purchase  them  out  from  the 
condition  in  which  they  were  held  by  virtue  of  the  law. 
This  having  been  accomplished  for  man,  the  law  has  no 
further  claim,  and  man  is  made  righteous  by  a  full 
release  from  it.  Man  now  owes  his  life  to  his  Benefac- 
tor who  loosed  the  bonds  of  death  from  him  that  he 
might  live  again.  Consequently  man  is  under  law  to 
Christ,  and  not  under  Adamic  law,  or  the  law  Adam 
violated.  See  1  Cor.  9,  21.  This  being  so,  we  have 
the  fact  freely  stated  in  what  are  often  considered  uni- 
versalists'  texts,  such  as  we  have  already  noticed  ;  and 
others  we  will  now  quote  tliis  p(>int  :  "  For  there  is 
one  God,  and  one  Mediator  between  (iod  and  man,  the 
man  Christ  Jesus,  who  gave  himself  a  ransom  for  all, 
to  be  testified  in  due  time."  1  Tim.  2  :  5,  G.  And  yet 
another  like  it :  "  For  therefore  we  both  labor  and 
suffer  reproach,  because  we  trust  in  the  living  God,  who 
is  the  Saviour  of  all  men,  specially  of  those  that  be- 
lieve."   1  Tim.  4  :  10. 

In  this  last  passage  there  is  mention  made  of  two 
salvations  —  one  of  all  men;  a  second  and  special  one, 
of  those  that  believe.  The  first  is  salvation  from  death 
by  Adam,  through  the  death  of  Christ.  The  second  is 
salvation  from  the  second  death  for  our  own  sins, 
through  the  atoning  blood  of  Christ.    Jude  calls  the 
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first  "the  common  salvation,"  in  distinction  from  "the 
[new  covenant]  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints." 
Jude  3. 

All  this  class  of  scriptures,  of  which  we  have  quoted 
only  a  few  passages,  clearly  shows  the  rescue,  redemp- 
tion, and  salvation  of  the  race  of  man  out  from  the 
dominion  of  death,  and  out  from  all  disabilities  which 
came  upon  them  by  Adam's  sin,  freeing  them  from  that 
wherein  they  were  bound.  This  redemption  was  pro- 
vided at  the  fall  of  Adam ;  it  was  prospective,  and 
embraced  in  the  early  promises  ;  it  gave  a  reprieve  from 
immediate  execution  of  the  law  ;  gave  man  a  new  law, 
bringing  the  race  under  responsibility  to  their  Redeemer, 
to  be  henceforth  accountable  to  him  for  the  life  given 
them  by  him^  to  believe  in  him  and  obey  his  law  while 
living  in  the  day  of  probation  granted,  as  they  are  to  be 
judged  by  him  for  their  conduct  under  his  law,  which  is 
called  the  "  new  covenant,"  "  royal  law,"  "law  of  faith," 
"  perfect  law  of  liberty,"  "  law  of  the  spirit  of  life,"  &c., 
in  distinction  from  that  law  called  the  "  old  covenant," 
"law  of  condemnation,"  "law  of  sin  and  death,"  "law 
of  works,"  &c.  Therefore  Paul  states,  "For  to  this  end 
Christ  died  and  rose,  and  revived,  that  he  might  be 
Lord  both  of  the  dead  and  living ;  .  .  for  we  shall  all 
stand  before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ."  Rom. 
14:9,  11. 

In  conclusion,  we  remark,  the  foregoing  argument 
and  proof  show,  — 

I.  That  Adam,  by  transgression,  brought  weakness^ 
sickness^  sorrow,  and  death  upon  himself  and  his 
race. 
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II.  Tlmt  the  rjic(^  were*  tlicrchy  cxrliHlcd  fVoin  all 
rights  of  existence  iirid  [n-ol^ation  for  immortality  nwd 
eternal  life. 

III.  That  Christ,  hy  the  snfrcriiiLT  of  (h'ath  in  the 
flesh,  has  purchased  the  race  from  that  condition,  and 
PU08PKCTIVKLV  KKDEKMKD  thcni  from  all  the  evils 
Adam  brought  upon  them,  as  a  preparatory  measure  for 
giving  them  probation  and  pardon  for  their  own  sins, 
through  faith  in  his  shed  blood,  which  is  argued  in  ouf 
chapter  on  the  atonement. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

THE  NECESSITY  FOR  AN  ATONEMENT. 

Atonement  presupposes  two  parties  at  variance,  or 
one  party  opposed  to  another,  as  in  our  subject — God, 
the  offended,  and  man  the  offender  in  unreconciliation  to 
God.  We  propose  to  examine  this  subject  under  three 
heads. 

First.    The  necessity  for  an  atonement. 
Second.    The  universal  atonement  by  the  death  of 
Christ. 

Third.  The  conditional  atonement  by  the  blood  of 
Christ. 

I.    The  necessity  for  an  atonement. 

In  entering  upon  this  subject,  we  shall  consider  man, 
f\rst,  in  his  alienated  and  lost  condition,  together  with 
the  effect  of  his  transgression  upon  his  forfeited  inherit- 
ance and  upon  all  the  animal  creation. 

The  Scriptures  abundantly  show  that  the  condition  of 
Adam  in  his  fallen  state  is  the  condition  of  the  race. 

When  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  God 
by  the  death  of  his  Son.  .  .  .  Wherefore,  as  by  one 
man  sin  entered  into  the  world,  and  death  by  sin,  and 
so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that  [in  whonir — mar^ 
gin]  all  have  sinned."  Rom.  5  :  10,  12.  Our  race  was 
a  unit  in  Adam:  we  shall  therefore  use  Adam  in  this 
chapter  as  the  representative  of  the  race,  and  will  apply 
to  them  equally  as  to  him. 
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The  vvoril  atoxk,  or  rcroncilc,  is  (M)in|)()iiii(le(l  of  at 
and  one.  and  signifies     to  unite  or  uLrrcc?.'' 

Atonk.     To  agree,  to  he  in  concordance,  to  accord. 

Atonk.ment.  Agreement,  concord,  reconciliation 
after  enmity  or  controversy.  —  Webster. 

The  texts  at  th(i  head  of  this  article  phunly  show  th  t 
the  condition  of  Achim  under  the  first  transgression  was 
the  condition  of  all  the  race  in  their  rel:iti<»n  to  (jod 
and  his  law.  All  were  sinners,  and  deatii  i)assed  u|)on 
all,  for  all  had  sinned."  All  were  unreconciled,  and 
enemies  to  God;  and  Rom.  5:  10  shows  the  remedy 
God  had  provided,  viz.  :  When  we  were  enemies,  we 
were  reconciled  to  God  by  the  denth  [not  the  blood]  of 
his  Son."  Also,  in  Kev.  1.*}  :  Christ  is  stated  to  be 
the  "Lamb  slain  from  the  foundation  of  the  world." 
Thus  fallen  under  sin,  unreconciled  to  God,  and  an 
enemy  of  God,  Adam  was  under  sentence  of  death  : 
"  Dust  thou  art,  and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return."  This 
is  not  eternal  death,  nor  the  death  of  an  immortal  soul, 
as  some  vainly  imagine,  but  the  death  of  the  man  whom 
God  had  formed  of  the  dust  of  the  ground  ;  and  in  this 
condition  Adam  had  no  rights  but  to  die,  and  in  him  the 
race  must  perish  without  the  mediation  of  a  third  party. 
The  violated  law  offers  no  remedy.  It  could  not  give  life  ; 
it  knows  no  mercy.  Thus  the  apostle  argues  :  "  He  that 
despised  Moses'  law  died  without  mercy  under  two  or 
three  w^itnesses."  Ileb.  10  :  28.  And  again  :  "  No  flesh 
shall  be  justified  in  his  sight  [by  the  law],  for  by  the 
law  is  the  knowledge  of  sin."  l\om.  3  :  20.  Also,  in 
further  proof  of  this  position,  we  hear  Paul  saying,  "  For 
il'  righteousness  come  by  the  law,  then  Christ  is  dead  in 
vain."  Gal.  2  :  21.    Consequently  all  were  lost. 
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In  liiis  condition,  without  a  mediator  and  atonement, 
man  had  no  rights  ;  God  could  not  treat  with  him  as  a 
free  agent;  he  was  disposed  of;  sold  under  sin,  he  must 
die  ;  and  no  progeny  or  descendants  could  follow,  else 
the  proverb,  The  fathers  have  eaten  sour  graj)es,  and 
the  children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge"  (Ezek.  18:  2), 
would  be  most  true  and  just ;  for  God  would  have  suffered 
a  poor,  fallen,  degenerate,  sinful,  dying  race  to  issue 
from  a  vile  and  corrupt  stock,  who  had  become  thus  vile 
and  corrupt  by  his  own  voluntary  act,  and  for  which 
issue  (who  could  have  had  no  voluntary  part  in  bringing 
upon  themselves  this  wretched  condition)  he  had  pro- 
vided no  help,  and  to  whom  no  possible  hope  could  be 
held  out  by  any  effort  which  could  be  made,  either  on 
their  own  part  or  on  the  part  of  those  who  were  the 
authors  of  their  existence. 

The  injustice  of  such  a  conclusion,  and  of  this  proverb 
in  Israel,  is  fully  shown  in  that  God  hath  provided  a 
remedy,  and  declared  to  the  author  of  this  evil,  "  The 
seed  of  the  w^oman  shall  bruise  [Heb.  crush~\  the  ser- 
pent's liead."  And  in  view  of  this  provided  remedy,  he 
inquires,  What  mean  ye,  that  ye  use  this  proverb 
concerning  the  land  of  Israel^  saying,  The  fathers  have 
eaten  sour  grapes,  and  the  children's  teeth  are  set  on 
edge?  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  ye  shall  not  have 
occasion  any  more  to  use  this  proverb  in  Israel.  Be- 
hold, all  souls  are  mine  :  as  the  sou!  of  the  father,  so  also 
tlie  soul  of  the  son,  is  mine  :  the  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall 
die."  Ezek.  18  :  2,  4.  We  find  the  same  fact  stated  by 
Jeremiah  also  :  "In  those  days  they  shall  say  no  more, 
The  fathers  have  eaten  a  sour  grape,  and  the  children's 
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teeth  arc  sot  on  edge  ;  but  every  one  shall  die  for  hl.A 
own  iniijnity  ;  every  man  that  eateth  the  sour  grape,  his 
teetii  Hhall  he  set  on  ednc."  Jer.  31  :  29,  30.  lie  then 
speaks  of  the  remedy,  thus  :  Behold,  the  days  come, 
eaith  the  Lord,  that  1  will  make  a  new  covenant  with 
the  houfcc  of  Israel  and  with  the  house  of  Judah."  \'erse 
31.  And  not  only  so,  but,  had  God  i'ound  no  ransom, 
and  Adam  died  without  issue,  the  whole  plan  in  creating 
him  would  have  failed,  and  the  devil  would  have 
trium[)hed.  Let  us  read  the  purpose  of  God  :  And 
God  said,  Let  us  make  liian  in  our  image,  after  our 
likeness,  and  let  them  have  douiinion  over  the  fish  of 
the  sea,  and  over  the  fowl  of  the  air,  and  over  the  cat- 
tle, and  over  all  the  earth,  and  over  every  creeping 
thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth.  .  .  .  And  God 
blessed  them,  and  God  said  unto  them,  Ue  fruitful,  and 
multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth,  and  subilue  it,  and 
have  dominion,''  &c,  (Jen.  1  :  2(1-28.  Nor  would  it 
avail  to  reason  that  God  could  have  created  another  man 
in  the  place  of  Adam  :  his  purpose  in  regard  to  Adam 
would  still  have  been  a  failure.  And  not  only  this,  but 
Satan  would  have  pursued  the  same  device  with  the 
new-made  man.  But  this  would  not  do  :  Satan  must  be 
foiled;  his  head  must  be  crushed.  Amen. 

Having  shown  the  hopeless  state  of  man  by  Adam's 
transgression  so  far  as  any  effort  which  he  could  make 
to  reclaim  himself,  or  anything  the  law  could  do  for 
him,  we  now  pass  to  consider  the  effects  of  Adam's 
transgression  upon  the  earth  and  the  animal  creation. 

This  is  presented  to  us  first  in  Gen.  3  :  17  :  "  Because 
thou  hast  .  .  .  eaten  of  the  tree  of  which  I  commanded 
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^hee,  saying,  Thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it,  cursed  is  the 
GIIOUND  for  thy  sake  ;  in  sorrow  shalt  thou  eat  of  it  all 
the  days  of  thy  life.  Thorns  also  and  thistles  shall  it 
bring  forth  unto  thee,  and  thou  shalt  eat  the  herb  of  the 
field  .  .  .  till  thou  return  unto  the  ground."  Paul 
gives  us  a  grand  comment  on  this  :  "  For  the  creature 
was  made  subject  to  vanity,  not  willingly,  but  by  reason 
of  him  who  hath  subjected  the  same  in  hope.  .  .  ♦ 
For  we  know  that  the  whole  creation  [every  creature  — 
margin~\  groaneth  and  travaileth  in  pain  together  until 
now."  Rom.  8:  20,  22.  "For  the  creature  was  sub- 
jected to  suffering."  Whiting,  — "For  the  creation  was 
made  subject  to  vanity."     Union  Version. 

These  scriptures  and  many  others  show  clearly  that 
the  evil  results  of  Adam's  sin  fell  not  only  on  him,  but 
upon  all  the  creation  which  God  had  pronounced  good^ 
"  VERY  GOOD."  But  this  point  we  have  argued  more  fully 
in  another  chapter  of  this  work.  In  view  of  these  facts 
our  loss  in  Adam  may  be  summed  up  as  follows  :  — 

1.  We  lost  in  Adam  our  right  to  live.  This  right 
was  involved  in  the  command  (Gen.  1  :  28),  "Be  fruit- 
ful, multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth,  and  subdue  it." 
Also  in  Gen.  2  :  IG  :  "  And  the  Lord  God  commanded 
the  man,  saying.  Of  all  the  trees  of  the  garden  thou 
mayest  freely  eat."  This  includes  the  tree  of  life,  whose 
fruit  was  not  to  give  life,  but  to  preserve  life.  We  do 
not  argue  that  Adam's  life  was  eternal  life.  No  term  of 
time  was  given  by  which  to  measure  it.  Its  perpetuity 
depended  on  his  obedience  to  the  command  of  God. 
Thus  it  is  written  :  "  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of 
good  and  evil,  thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it,  for  in  the  day 
thou  eatest  thereof,  thou  shalt  surely  die."   Gen.  2  :  17. 
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2.  Wc  lost  in  Adam  tlu'  prosjxirt  of  rtoDial  life, 
and  dominion  over  the  earth  ((ieii.  1  :  which  was 

based  on  the  condition  of  obedience  to  the  hiw  of  (lod. 
Adam  had  ri^j^ht  to  the  tree  of  life,  which  wonld  have 
preserved  his  life  forever.  See  Gen.  3  :  22.  "Lest  he 
|nit  forth  his  hand,  and  take  also  of  the  tree  of  life,  and 
eat,  and  live  forever."  He  had  this  ])ros[)ect  laid  before 
him  in  the  benedictioJi,  **And  God  blessed  them,  and 
God  said  unto  them,  Be  frnitfid,  and  multiply,  and 
replenish  the  earth,  and  sulxlue  it,  and  have  dominion," 
&c.  Gen.  1  :  28.  This  dominion  is  referred  to  by  the 
Psalmist:  ''Thou  madest  him  [man]  to  have  dominion 
over  the  works  of  thy  hands."  Psa.  8  :  (>.  AVe  find 
Paul  also  arguing  upon  it  as  a  matter  of  nuich  impor- 
tance, lie  quotes  Psa.  <S  :  0,  and  refers  it  to  "the 
world  to  come."  Ileb.  2  :  o,  IL  Again,  we  find  a 
graphic  statement  of  this  matter  by  the  prophet :  "  And 
thou,  O  tower  of  the  flock,  the  stronghold  of  the 
daughter  of  Zion,  unto  thee  shall  it  come  [what  ^ 
come?],  even  the  Jirst  dominion;  the  kingdom  shall 
come  to  the  daughter  of  [new]  eTerusalem."  To  this 
add  the  statements  of  Christ,  "  Blessed  are  the  meek, 
for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth"  (Matt.  5:5),  and 
again,  "  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the 
kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  oJ* 
the  WORLD."    Matt.  25  :  34. 

In  the  above  texts  Jesus  refers  to  the  same  dominion 
presented  to  Adam  ;  and  that  it  was  an  eternal  domin- 
ion is  settled  by  Christ's  words  in  the  4Gth  verse  of 
Matt.  25th  :  "  And  these  [the  wicked]  shall  go  away 
into  everlasting  punishment,  but  the  righteous  into  life 
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ETERNAL."  All  this  was  in  prospect  for  Adam  on  con- 
dition of  obedience  to  God,  and  was  lost  by  his  trans- 
gression. 

3.  We  lost  in  Adam  a  state  of  probation  or  trial 
preparatory  to  eternal  life,  and  the  dominion.  Gen.  1  : 
28.  Psa.  8:6.  If  Adam  had  obeyed  the  law  of  God, 
which  he  might  and  ought  to  have  done,  no  death  would 
have  entered  nor  curse  blighted  the  fair  creation  of  God, 
which  he  had  pronounced  "  vehy  good."  Then  we,  his 
posterity,  in  pursuance  of  that  law  would  have  gained 
the  promised  dominion.  But  alas  !  in  the  hour  of  temp- 
tation, by  a  single  act  of  disobedience,  his  prospects 
were  blighted  in  a  moment,  and  all  was  lost.  "  By 
one  man  siri  entered  into  the  world,  and  death  by  sin  ; 
and  so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that  [being  in 
him]  all  have  sinned."    Rom,  5  :  12. 

4.  We  lost  in  Adam  a  good,  sound,  and  healthful 
organism,  both  physical  and  mental ;  for  thus  it  is 
written  :  "  And  God  saw  everything  that  he  had  made, 
and  behold,  it  was  very  good."  Gen.  1  :  31.  In  this 
respect  man  was  holy,  else  God  created  and  gave  breath 
of  life  to  an  unholy  being.  We  do  not  use  the  term 
holy  as  a  moral  attribute  in  reference  to  character  or 
action,  but  in  reference  to  his  physical,  mental,  and 
moral  organism  ;  for,  though  thus  created,  Adam  formed 
a  very  unholy  moral  character.  We  find  the  word 
defined  thus  :  "Holy — whole,  entire,  complete,  sound, 
unimpaired."  Webster,  The  term  holy  was  once  ap- 
plied to  a  spot  of  ground  :  "  The  ground  whereon  thou 
Btandest  is  holy  ground."  It  is  also  used  in  reference 
to  other  things,  as,  the  holy  Sabbath,  holy  temple,  holy 
city,  holy  vessels,  holy  oil,  &c. 
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Let  no  one  therefore  concliKle  tliut,  because  Adam 
lost  for  himeelf  and  his  race  a  good  pliynical,  mental, 
and  moral  organi^<m,  and  that  because  Christ  by  his 
death  will  ellect  a  restitution  of  all  thiuirs,  the  wicked 
are  entitled  to  a  <^^oo(l  moral  cliaractcr.  This  docs  not 
follow  :  a  good  moral  character  in  (iods  siixht  is  gained 
by  faith  in  the  atoning  blood  of  ('hri>t.  Much  theo- 
logical speculation  has  obtained  in  our  world  as  to  what 
was  man's  original  nature  ;  the  nature  and  effect  of  the 
tree  of  life  ;  the  character  and  object  of  the  tree  of  the 
knowledge  of  good  and  evil ;  and  of  the  nature  of  the 
penalty  of  the  law  of  (lod  which  Adam  incurred  by  his 
sjn,  and  which  now  holds  his  race.  Although  we  have 
discussed  these  pjints  in  other  parts  of  this  work,  yet 
a  few  remarks  may  be  in  place  here. 

We  are  told  (Gen.  2:  7)  that  man  was  formed  of 
the  "dust  of  the  ground  that  the  Lord  breathed  [blew] 
into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life,  and  man  [formed  of 
dust]  became  "a  living  soul."  That  this  living  soul  w^as 
formed  of  dust  is  so  plainly  stated  that  we  think  no  un- 
biassed mind  can  fail  to  see  it.  This  man  was  made  in 
the  image  of  God,  both  male  and  female.  Gen.  1  :  27. 
Here,  again,  theologians  have  gone  to  the  end  of  their 
wits  to  ascertain  what  this  image  consisted  in,  as  per- 
taining to  man.  Some  have  claimed  that  it  was  immor- 
tality ;  but  we  find  tlic  term  imarje  defined  thus  :  "A 
representation  or  similitude  of  any  person  or  thing 
formed  of  a  material  substance,  as  an  image  wrought 
out  of  stone,  wood,  or  wax."  Webster.  "God  formed 
jnan  in  his  own  image."  Jesus  asks  concerning  the 
penny  (Matt.  22:20),  "  AVhose  is  this  image  and 
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superscription?  They  say  unto  him,  Caesar's."  We 
point  to  man,  and  ask,  "Whose  image  is  he?"  The 
Scripture  answers,  "  God's."  Gen.  1:2,7;  5:1;  9: 
6%  "Adam  begat  a  son  in  his  own  hkeness,  after  his 
own  image,  and  called  his  name  Seth."  But  Adam 
was  in  the  likeness  and  image  of  God ;  hence  his  son 
Seth  must  have  been  in  the  same  likeness  and  image. 
Will  any  one  claim  that  Adam  begat  an  immortal  soul  ? 

Man  is  a  livino;  soul :  the  beasts  are  also  livino^  souls 
(Gen.  1  :  30,  margin,  Heb.,  a  living  soul).  Man  re- 
ceived from  God  the  breath  of  life,  or  spirit  of  life.  So 
also  have  the  beasts  (Gen.  7  :  21,  22,  margin,  Heb., 
the  breath  of  the  spirit  of  life) .  "For  that  which  befall- 
eth  the  sons  of  men  befalleth  beasts,  even  one  thing 
befalleth  them  :  as  the  one  dieth,  so  dieth  the  other  ;  yea, 
they  have  all  one  breath;  so  that  a  man  hath  no  pre- 
eminence above  a  beast ;  for  all  are  vanity,  all  go  to 
one  place,  all  are  of  the  dust  (Gen.  2  :  19  ;  3:  19), 
and  all  return  to  dust  again."    Eccl.  3  :  19,  21. 

The  same  Scripture  terms  which  are  claimed  to  prove 
the  natural  immortality  of  Adam,  or  his  consciousness 
in  death,  may  be  claimed  with  equal  propriety  to  prove 
the  immortality  of  the  beasts,  and  their  consciousness 
in  death.  Take  the  atonement  by  the  death  of  Jesus 
Christ  out  of  the  Bible,  and  the  future  of  man  after 
death  would  be  an  eternal  blank ;  hence  Paul  argues, 
"If  the  dead  rise  not,  then  is  not  Christ  risen  "  (1  Cor. 
15  :  16,  18,  19)  ;  "then  they  also  which  are  fallen  asleep 
in  Christ  are  perished.  If  in  this  life  only  we  have 
hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all  men  most  miserable  ; "  and 
closes  this  point  by  saying,  "  If  after  the  manner  of  men 
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I  have  fought  with  beasts  at  Ephesus,  what  advaiitii- 
geth  it  me  //'  the  dead  rise  not:  let  us  eat  and  (hink, 
for  to-niorrow  wc  die."    Verse  32. 

If  Adam  was  made  immortal  he  could  not  have  died  ; 
but  Adam  did  die  ;  therefore  he  was  not  immortal.  Jin- 
mortality  is  an  innate  principle  of  undying  nature,  not 
to  be  lost  by  a  change  of  circumstances.  We  are  now 
prepared  to  inquire,  What  were  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  tree  of  life  in  its  relation  to  man? 

It  is  certain  that  its  properties  were  not  to  give  life, 
for  Adam  had  received  that  from  his  Maker  before  he 
saw  the  tree  of  life.  Nor  was  it  to  make  him  immor- 
tal, for,  as  we  have  shown,  Adam  was  made  mortal 
(like  other  animals),  to  generate  his  species,  with  the 
prospect  of  immortality  and  dominion  before  him  ;  and 
it  would  seem  absurd  to  suppose  that  God  would  give 
him  free  access  to  the  tree  whose  fruit  would  chancre 
that  nature  from  mortal  to  immortality,  before  he  had 
fairly  entered  u[)on  the  work  assigned  him  (Gen.  1  : 
28),  for  it  is  a  fair  and  reasonable  conclusion  that  the 
two  trees  in  the  midst  of  the  garden,  viz.,  the  tree  of 
life,  and  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil, 
would  first  attract  his  attention  ;  and  being  forbidden  to 
eat  of  the  latter,  he  would  first  partake  of  the  former. 

Eternal  life  would  be  the  inevitable  product  or  result 
of  immortality,  w^iile  free  access  to,  and  partaking  of, 
the  tree  of  life,  would  preserve  the  life  of  a  mortal  man 
forever  (^Gen.  3  :  22),  as  well  as  nine  hundred  or  one 
hundred  years,  and  yet  not  make  liim  immortal,  as  im- 
mortality is  not  the  result  of  life,  but  eternal  life  is  the 
legitimate  result  of  immortality.    Again,  Paul  informs 
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US  that  immortality  is  an  object  or  condition  to  be  sought 
"by  patient  continuance  in  well  doing"  (Rom.  2:7), 
and  is  recompensed  with  eternal  life.  Neither  of  these 
did  Adam  possess,  nor  did  they  grow  in  nature's  garden, 
but  were  placed  in  the  distance  as  an  object  of  pursuit, 
and  to  be  given  to  the  victors  when  the  race  was  ended. 

Onward,  then ;  let  wisdom  speed  thy  flight, 
The  victor's  crown  to  wear. 

What,  then,  was  the  object  of  the  tree  of  life?  We 
think  Adam  (as  all  other  animals)  was  constituted  to 
generate  his  own  species  and  supply  the  earth  with  man 
(Gen.  1  :  28),  subject  to  change,  decay,  and  loss  of 
life,  by  a  change  of  circumstances.  If  he  eat  of  the 
forbidden  fruit  he  must  "  surely  die  ;  "  being  in  this  con- 
dition, the  tree  of  life  was  provided  (not  to  give,  but) 
to  perpetuate  his  life  until  his  work  of  replenishing  the 
earth  and  subduing  it  (preparatory  to  his  having  domin- 
ion over  it,  provided  he  did  not  forfeit  it  by  sin)  is  done. 
This  is  clearly  proved  from  Gen.  3  :  22  :  And  now,  lest 
he  put  forth  his  hand  and  take  abo  of  the  tree  of  life, 
and  eat  and  live  forever."  Adam  had  free  access  to  the 
tree  of  life  w^hile  in  the  garden  (Gen.  2  :  16)  :  if  left 
there  after  he  sinned,  with  free  access  still  to  that  fruit, 
such  was  its  nutritious  power  to  counteract  the  waste 
of  his  nature  (not  to  change  that  nature  to  immortality, 
but  to  preserve  his  life),  he  would  never  die,  and  God's 
denunciation  against  sin  would  never  be  fulfilled  ;  hence 
the  Lord  "  drove  out  the  man,  and  placed  cherubims 
and  a  flaming  sword  to  keep  the  way  of  the  tree  of  life.'' 
Gen.  3  :  24. 
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With  these  remarks  upon  the  tree  of  hie  \\c  will  now 
consider  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  the 
eating  of  whose  fruit  has  hrouglit  so  much  suffering  and 
death  into  the  world.  \'arious  opinions  have  U en  put 
forth  on  this  subject.  Some  have  taught  th:it  (iod 
intended  that  man  should  eat  of  its  fruit,  notw  illK-tand- 
iuir  he  forbade  him  to  I'at  tlu're'of,  because  ihev  can  sec 
no  other  way  in  which  man  could  obtain  the  knowledge 
of  (/oo(l  and  rril,  an<l  thcv  cannot  admit  that  (iod  would 
keep  man  an  ignoramus  all  his  davs,  not  knowing  that  he 
was  naked,  &e. 

Without  stop])ing  to  examine  these  opinions,  we  will 
give  our  readers  what  we  think  the  true  light  on  this 
subject.  Although  the  Scripture  account  of  this  tree  is 
very  brief,  yet  enough  is  revealed  to  give  a  just  clew  to 
the  true  idea. 

First,  then,  we  remark  that  the  name  of  this  tree,  like 
that  of  the  tree  of  lite,  and  many  other  Scripture  names, 
is  cxpres^sive  of  its  peculiar  characteristic  in  its  relation  to 
man,  as  Abraham  is  a  name  expressive  of  his  rehition 
to  all  nations — For  a  father  of  many  nations  have  I 
made  thee.''  Cien.  17:  The  name  Ishmael  is  ex- 
pressive of  God's  care  for  him  ;  that  is,  ^'  God  shall  hear." 
Gen.  10  :  11.  Israi  l  is  a  name  expressive  of  his  relation 
to  God  ;  i.  e.,  "a  prince  of  God."  Gen.  32  :  28  ;  sec 
margin.  So  the  tree  of  life  is  ex[)ressivc  of  its  eftbct  on 
man  if  permitted  i'ree  access  to  its  fruits.  Gen.  o  :  22. 
Thus  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil  al^o  is 
expressive  of  its  design  to  give  man  the  knowledge  of 
fjood  and  evil.  Gen.  3  :  22.  But  here  comes  the  i^rand 
secret,  says  the  objector.  How  could  man  obtain  the 
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knowledge  embodied  in  the  tr^e  without  eating  its  fruit  i 
And  if  it  was  designed  to  give  man  that  knowledge,  why 
was  he  forbidden  to  partake  of  it  ? 

These  are  fair  questions,  and  we  will  endeavor  to  give 
them  a  candid  answer,  in  the  light  of  truth,  premising 
first  that  there  are  two  ways  of  obtaining  property  or 
knowledge  ;  as  when  a  friend  exhibits  to  my  view  a  purse 
of  gold,  with  the  proposition  that  I  should  serve  him  a 
term  of  years  for  its  possession.  He  hangs  it  up  on  his 
premises,  and  forbids  my  touching  it  on  pain  of  forfeiting 
my  claim.  Now,  I  may  obtain  the  purse  by  an  honest, 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  imposed,  enduring  the 
trial  and  labor  to  the  end  of  the  term ;  and  this  would  be 
the  legitimate  influence  of  the  sight  of  the  purse  and  the 
prospect  of  obtaining  it ;  or,  refusing  to  endure  the  toil  in 
prospect  of  the  good,  I  may  break  the  contract,  steal  the 
purse,  and  suffer  the  consequences. 

Again,  my  friend  may  have  an  amount  of  useful 
knowledge,  and  commit  it  to  paper,  with  the  intention  of 
giving  it  to  the  public  in  a  legal  manner ;  but  I,  in  my 
covetousness,  may  steal  his  manuscript  and  put  myself  in 
possession  of  the  knowledge  it  contained,  at  the  risk  of 
the  consequences  ;  or  I  may  wait  and  receive  it  lawfully 
upon  the  terms  he  has  the  right  to  prescribe. 

All  just  law  is  designed  to  give  the  knowledge  of  good 
and  evil,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  obtain  that  knowledge  by 
a  careful  study,  observation,  and  conformity  to  that  law, 
and  not  by  transgressing  and  suffering  its  penalty.  In 
the  first  case  it  justifies,  in  the  latter  it  condemns  us. 
"  A  prudent  man  [by  study  and  right  reason]  foreseeth 
the  evil  and  hideth  himself,  but  the  simple  pass  on  and 
are  punished."  Pro  v.  22  :  3. 
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Adam,  before  he  was  placed  in  the  ^^-irden,  liad  no 
means  of  knowinji^  good  and  evil,  like  the  children  who 
ranie  out  of  K.iry|)t  havini^  no  knowledire  (Deut.  1  : 
between  good  and  evil  ;  but  when  placed  in  the  garden, 
under  law  and  restriction,  to  discipline  and  test  his  fidel- 
ity to  his  rightful  Sovereign  and  Lawgiver,  the  way  was 
open  for  him  to  obtain  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil, 
gradually  and  lawfully,  by  bringing  his  intellectual  and 
moral  faculties  into  reipiisition  and  trial.  See  lleb.  5  : 
I'i.  "JJut  strong  meat  belongeth  to  them  that  are  of 
full  age,  even  those  who  by  reason  of  use  [exercise]  have 
their  iienses  [reasoning  faculties]  fwevcispd  to  discern 
both  good  and  evil.''  This  text  fully  confirms  the  posi- 
tion we  have  taken.  The  child  cannot  know  good  and 
evil  until  he  is  brought  in  contact  with,  or  placed  under 
law  (see  Deut.  1  :  31) ;  Isa.  7:  15,  KJ ;  also  2  Sam. 
19  ;  35),  nor  can  an  old  man  in  his  second  childljood. 

We  think  that  no  well-enlightened  mind  will  ever 
claim  that  one  MU8T  disobey  a  just  law  and  suffer  its 
penalty  in  order  to  learn  the  ditibrcnce  between  good  and 
evil.  This  he  should  learn  by  a  careful  study  of  the  nature 
and  intention'  of  just  law.  Adam  was  subjected  to  the 
government  of  law,  with  its  penalty  before  him,  to  te^t 
his  fidelity  to  his  only  rightful  Lawgiver  :  he  was  tempted  ; 
he  transgressed  that  law,  and  fell.  Gen.  3  :  17.  Jesus 
was  placed  in  similar  circumstances  when  on  earth  in  the 
commencement  of  his  work.  "God  sent  forth  his  Son, 
made  of  a  w^oman,  made  under  the  law.'''  Gal.  4  :  4. 
"He  was  tempted  of  the  devil."  Matt.  4:1.  "He 
was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet  icithout 
nn.''    Heb.  4:  15.    He  passed  the  ordeal  in  triumph. 
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and  therefore  "  he  is  able  to  redeem  them  that  were  under 
the  law'^  (Gal.  4:5),  and  hence  to  restore  that  which 
was  lost  by  the  fall.  Amen. 

Having  shown,  as  we  think,  that  the  tree  whose  fruit 
Adam  was  forbidden  to  eat,  was  designed  to  give  the 
knowledge  of  good  and  evil  in  a  lawful  manner,  we  now 
inquire.  What  was  the  penalty  of  that  law  which  Adam 
transo-ressed  in  eatinor  its  fruit  ? 

The  Lord  declared  that  penalty  to  be  death.  Adam 
was  formed  of  the  dust  of  the  ground ;  he  did  not  live 
until  he  received  the  breath  of  life  from  God ;  but 
w^hen  he  did  receive  it,  he  became  literally  a  living  soul 
(Gen.  2  :  7),  as  all  other  animals  were.  Gen.  1  :  3J, 
margin.  It  was  this  living  soul  that  God  placed  in  the 
garden,  and  to  whom  he  said,  "  Thou  shalt  surely  die." 
Gen.  2  :  17.  This  is  the  first  time  the  word  was  ever 
used  in  this  world,  so  far  as  the  record  shows ;  and  if  it 
ever  has  its  literal  and  primary  signification  in  the  Bible, 
we  think  it  must  be  here.  Adam's  life  was  literal,  and 
death  is  its  opposite;  God  so  defines  it.  Gen.  3  :  19. 
"  In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread  till  thou 

RETURN  UNTO  THE  GROUND,  FOR  OUT  OF  IT  WAST  THOU 
TAKEN,  FOR  DUST  THOU  [living  SOul,  Adam]  ART,  AND 
UNTO  DUST  SHALT  THOU  RETURN." 

If  this  is  not  death  in  its  most  literal  sense,  we  fail  to 
see  what  language  can  express  it.  This  is  the  whole 
penalty  of  the  law  — "  The  wages  of  sin  is  death  "  (Rom. 
6:  23),  the  living  soul  being  deprived  of  that  life 
which  he  received  from  God  when  he  breathed  or  blew 
into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life,  which  gave  him  life 
literally  ;  and  to  this  agrees  the  whole  tenor  of  Scripture. 
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"  Thou  takcst  away  their  ju:i:atii  ;  lliey  1>IK  and  return  to 
TUEiu  dust/'  Psa.  104  :  29.  This  text  is  spoken  not 
only  of  man,  but  of  all  tiesh  ;  thirf  is  the  definition  given 
by  inspiration  ;  we  know  of  no  lexieon  which  gives  any 
other  as  the  primary  deKnition  of  the  term  derdli.  "If 
he  [(jodj  gatiier  unto  himself  his  spirit  and  his  breath, 
all  flesh  shall  perish  togetlier,  and  man  shall  rttuni 
again  unto  dust,''  Job  34:  11,  \').  "When  lust 
hath  conceived,  it  bringeth  forth  sin  [as  in  Eve  when 
tempted  to  eat  the  forbidden  fruit],  and  sin,  when  it  is 
finished,  bringeth  forth  death.  '  James  1  :  15.  This  is 
the  fruit,  the  finality,  the  entire  fulfilment  of  the  penalty 
of  the  broken  law  ;  this  death  penalty  fell  alike  on  Adam 
and  all  his  posterity,  they  being  a  unit  in  him  ;  this  is 
fully  shown  by  Paul  in  his  triumphant  argument  in  de- 
fence of  the  literal  resurrection  of  the  dead.  1  Cor.  ch.  15. 
After  showing  that  Christ  literally  died,  and  as  literally 
rose  from  the  grave  and  lived  again,  he  says,  ''For  since 
by  man  [Adam]  came  death,  by  man  [Jesus  Christ] 
came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  [living  again]  ; 
"  for  as  in  Adam  all  [men]  die  [the  race  being  a  unit 
in  him],  even  so  in  Christ  [he  assuming  their  position 
in  death  for  their  redemption.  Gal.  3  :  13]  shall  all 
[men]  be  made  alive  [raised  from  the  dead] ,  but  every 
man  in  his  own  order." 

Compare  the  above  with  Paul  to  the  Komans  :  "  By  one 
man  [Adam]  sin  entered  into  the  w^orld,  and  death  by 
sin,  and  so  death  passed  upon  all  men."    Rom.  5  :  12. 

If  these  scriptures  do  not  prove  the  penalty  of  the  law 
which  Adam  incurred  for  himself  and  his  race  to  be 
literal  death,  the  extinction  of  literal  life,  the  returning 
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of  the  living  soul  to  the  dust  from  whence  he  was  taken 
(Gen.  3  :  23),  then  we  conclude  there  is  no  force  in  the 
doctrine  of  the  death  of  Christ  as  an  atonement  for  our 
race. 

We  have  thus  summed  up  our  losses  in  Adam  under 
these  four  general  heads,  which  we  think  involve  the 
whole  consequence  of  the  first  transgression  ;  this  brings 
us  to  consider  their  recovery  by  the  death  (not  by  the 
blood)  of  Christ,  in  the  first  branch  of  the  atonement, 
which  we  will  do  in  the  following  chapter. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

THE    UNIVERSAL    ATONEMENT    liY    THE    DEATH  OF 
CHIUST. 

PART  FIRST. 

The  subject  of  atoneniont  is  revealed  to  us,  in  the 
Scriptures,  in  two  parts,  or  branches  ;  the  first  being 
accomplished  by  the  death  of  Christ  under  the  FIRST, 
or  OLD  covf:NANT,  or  laav  of  wouks  (to  redeem  man 
from  the  curse  of  that  law,  Christ  being  made  a  curse 
for  man),  and  is  unconditional  and  universal  in  its 
application  to,  and  its  effects  upon,  all  our  race. 

The  second  is  accomplished  by  the  blood  of  Christ 
in  the  new  covenant,  or  law  of  faith,  and  is  con- 
ditional (1  eJohn  1  :  7,  !)),  being  limited  in  its  appli- 
cation to  adults,  and  in  its  final  blessings  to  believers. 
We  will  now  examine  the  jirst  branch, 

the  atonement  by  the  death  of  CHRIST. 

In  the  former  chapter  we  have  defined  the  terms 
ATONE  and  atonement,  but  it  will  be  in  place  here 
also.  Atone  is  compounded  of  at  and  one^  and  signi- 
fies to  unite  or  agree,  to  be  in  concordance,  to  accord. 
Atonement,  agreement,  concord,  reconciliation  after 
enmity  or  controversy.  —  Webster, 

Let  us  now  examine  the  following  scriptures  :  For 
fiince  by  man  [Adam]  came  death,  by  man  [Jesus] 
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came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  ;  for  as  in  Adam 
all  [men]  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  [men]  be 
made  alive"  (1  Cor.  15  :  21,  22)  ;  or,  "As  by  Adam  all 
die,  so  by  the  anointed  also  will  all  be  restored  to 
life.''— Em.  Diaglott. 

In  this  scripture  it  is  fully  demonstrated  that  as 
Adam's  sin  brought  literal  death  upon  all  his  race,  so 
Christ  removes  that  literal  death  from  all  that  race. 
But  it  may  be  asked.  By  virtue  of  what  act  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  this  penalty  removed?  The  Scripture  an- 
swers, By  his  death. 

We  have  before  stated  that  the  atonement  is  revealed 
to  us  in  the  Scriptures  in  two  parts  or  branches,  relating 
to  two  covenants.  The  first  branch,  being  effected  by 
the  death  of  Christ,  relates  to  the  first  or  old  cov- 
enant, and  results  in  the  removal  of  the  consequences 
of  the  first  or  Adamic  transgression,  and  is  therefore 
universal  in  its  application  to,  and  its  effects  upon,  the 
race  and  the  lost  inheritance.  The  second  branch  is  by 
the  blood  of  Christ,  and  relates  to  the  second  or  new 
covenant.  We  have  also  stated  that  our  race  w^as  a  unit 
in  Adam ;  the  sentence  of  the  law  against  him  wa? 
therefore  equally  against  the  race.  "By  one  man  sin 
entered  into  the  world,  and  death  by  sin,  and  so  death 
passed  upon  all  men,  for  that  all  have  sinned."  Rom. 
5  :  12. 

Thus  death  rested  upon  the  unit  and  involved  the 
race  in  him  :  all  are  dead.  Death  passed  upoyi  all. 
All  being  prospectively  dead,  no  covenant,  contract,  or 
agreement  could  be  made  with  him,  he  having  no  rights 
but  to  die ;  hence  the  race  must  become  extinct  by  the 
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execution  of  the  unit.  Therefore,  so  fur  as  anything  he 
could  do  to  rescue  himself,  all  was  lost.  In  this  state 
of  the  ease,  the  Son  of  (iod  interposes  in  man's  behalf, 
covenants  with  the  Father  to  assume  man's  original 
nature  and  responsibilities,  magnify  and  honor  the  law 
which  had  been  broken,  redeem  him  from  death,  and 
give  him  another  day  of  probation,  under  another  law 
or  covenant.  This  great  fact  is  plainly  set  forth  in  the 
following  texts  :  Who,  being  in  the  form  of  God, 
thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  with  God,  but  made 
himself  of  no  reputation,  and  took  upon  him  the  form 
of  a  servant,  and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of  men  ;  and 
being  found  in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself, 
and  became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the 
cross.  AV  herefore  God  also  hath  highly  exalted  hira, 
and  given  him  a  name  which  is  above  every  name,  that 
at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  shall  bow,  of  things  in 
heaven,  and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth  ; 
and  that  every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus  Christ 
is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father."  Phil.  2  :  6,  11. 
And  again  :  "  For  God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave 
his  only  begotten  Son  [to  redeem  the  world  and  lay  a 
foundation  for  hope],  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life."  John  3  : 
15.  "  Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried  our 
sorrows  [shared  them  with  us]."  Isa.  53:4.  "He 
took  part  of  the  same."  Heb.  2  :  14.  "We  did  esteem 
him  stricken,  smitten  of  God  [not  of  man,  but  in  man's 
behalf],  and  afflicted  [we  esteemed  him  thus  treated  on 
his  own  account] .  But  he  was  wounded  for  our  trans- 
gressions, he  w:i,   bruised  for  our  iniquities,  .  .  .  with 
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his  stripes  we  are  henled  [redeemed  from  the  curse  of 
the  law  —  death] As  the  Father  knoweth  me,  even 
so  know  I  the  Father  [showing  a  perfect  agreement 
between  them].  .  .  .  Therefore  doth  the  Father  love 
me,  because  I  lay  down  my  life  that  I  might  take  it 
again.  No  man  talceth  it  from  me^  but  I  lay  it  down 
of  myself  [his  own  voluntary  act  to  redeem  Adam, 
that  from  his  race  he  might  procure  a  people  under  the 
new  covenant,  washed  in  his  own  blood,  to  inherit  the 
redeemed  earth].  I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I 
have  power  to  take  it  again.  This  commandment  have 
I  received  from  my  Father."  —  "I  have  authority ^^"^ 
&c.  "  This  commission  have  I  received  from  my  Fa- 
ther." "  This  iHght  or  privilege  See  CampbelVs 
Version^  also  Emphatic  Diaglott^  A^nerican  Sible 
TJnion^  and  other  versions  on  this  text.  John  10 : 
15,  18. 

The  above  scriptures,  and  many  more  which  might 
be  quoted,  clearly  establish  the  fact  that  an  agreement 
or  covenant  was  made  between  the  Father  and  the  Son 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world,  that  Christ  should 
come  in  the  flesh  (see  2  John  7),  fulfil  the  law  (Matt. 
5  : 18),  suffer,  the  just  for  the  unjust  (1  Pet.  3  : 18), 
and  thereby  redeem  Adam,  and  in  him  the  race,  from 
death,  and  the  earth  from  the  curse,  and  place  him  on 
a  second  probation,  under  a  law  (of  faith  in  Christ). 
Gal.  3  :  13.  1  Cor.  9  :  21),  which,  when  broken,  could 
only  give  life  on  repentance  towards  God,  and  faith 
towards  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  whose  penalty  is  the 
second  death.    Rev.  21  :  8, 

In  pursuance  of  this  agreement,  when  it  was  time,  or 
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•'when  the  fulness  of  tli(»  time  was  come,  (lod  sent 
forth  his  Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law, 
to  redeem  them  that  were  un(U*r  the  hiw,  tliat  we  iin<xlit 
[un(kT  the  new  covenant,  or  hiw  of  faith]  n^ceive  the 
adoption  of  sons."    Gal.  4  :  4,  5. 

Thus  Adam,  and  in  Iiim  the  race  who  had  hy  the 
first  transgression  been  prospectively  stricken  from  a 
state  of  life  and  probation,  and  over  whom  the  dark  pall 
of  death  was  cast,  were,  by  virtue  of  the  above-named 
covenant,  reprieved  from  the  immediate  execution  of  the 
sentence  of  the  violated  law,  and  their  names  placed  ifi 
the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life,  of  which  we  shall  say  more 
in  another  place.  And  this  redemption  forms  the  first 
branch  of  the  atonement,  and  is  accomplished  by  the 
DEATH  (not  the  blood)  of  Christ,  as  we  shall  now  pro- 
ceed to  show. 

DEATH  OF  CHRIST. 

We  remark,  then,  that  this  atonement  is  effected 
by  the  sacrifice  of  Christ  in  his  death. 

"Christ  our  passover  is  sacrificed  for  us."  1  Cor. 
5:7.  "But  no>w  once  in  the  end  of  the  world  hath  he 
appeared  to  put  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself." 
Heb.  9  :  26.  When  Paul  is  speaking  of  the  atoning 
sacrifices  of  the  law,  he  says  (Heb.  10:  1,  4)  they 
w^ere  shadows  of  good  things  to  come  ;  yet  they  could 
never  remove  the  sins  brought  to  view  by  them  year  by 
year  ;  they  only  shadow  forth  the  sufferings  of  Christ  and 
the  effect  of  his  blood  on  believers.  All  sacrifices  re- 
quiring the  slaying  of  the  victim  show  that  the  law  under 
which  they  are  offered  has  been  broken,  and  that  its 
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penalty  is  death  ;  and  as  the  law  of  works  could  not  gi  ve 
life  (Gal.  3  :  21),  it  knew  no  mercy.  Heb.  2  :  2,  and 
10  :  28.  Therefore  it  did  not  require,  of  necessity,  the 
shedding  of  blood,  but  the  death  of  the  victim,  which 
might  have  been  accomplished  without  the  shedding 
of  blood.  But  the  atonement  of  Christ  contemplate^ 
not  only  the  redemption  of  our  race  from  death,  but 
also  the  forgiveness  of  the  sins  of  the  people  against  the 
new  covenant,  which  would  be  an  act  of  mercy  through 
his  intercession  as  high  priest  by  his  own  blood.  "For 
without  the  shedding  of  blood  there  is  no  remission." 
Heb.  9  :  22. 

The  types  of  the  law  which  shadow  forth  this  atone- 
ment are  deeply  instructive  to  Bible  students.  The 
first  one  we  shall  present  is 

THE  lord's  PASSOVER, 

Instituted  in  Egypt;  yet  other  sacrifices  had  been 
offered  by  all  the  ancient  patriarchs,  from  Abel  down 
to  Abraham,  all  teaching  the  same  grand  truths;  yea, 
we  suggest  that  the  first  sacrifice  ever  offered  was  in 
Eden,  where  the  law  was  first  broken,  and  the  curse 
pronounced,  where  the  sentence  of  the  violated  law  was 
declared,  and  the  first  promise  of  redemption  was  made. 
The  seed  of  the  woman  shall  bruise  the  serpent's  head. 
For  we  are  informed  (Gen.  3  :  21)  that  the  Lord  God 
made  coats  of  skins,  and  clothed  Adam  and  his  wife, 
after  they  had  sinned,  and  saw  their  nakedness,  and 
were  ashamed. 

These  skins  may  have  been  obtained  from  animals 
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offered  under  the  direetion  of  the  Lord,  us  a  Hacrifice, 
and  shadow  oj*  the  alonement.  Covering  their  naked- 
ness and  hidini^  their  shame  may  have  been  suggCfiJtive 
of  tlie  proteelion  provided  i/i  l/ic  (itoncment, 

lint  iu  the  institution  of  tlie  J^ord's  passover  in  Egypt, 
the  suhjeet  of  saerilices  is  elearly  emblematical.  The 
passover  lamb  was  slain  on  the  night  of  the  exodc  from 
ligypt ;  the  body  of  the  lamb  eonstitutcd  a  feast  ;  all  the 
peo[)le  ate  of  it.  "  And  thus  shall  ye  eat  it,  with  your 
h>ins  girded,  your  shoes  on  your  feet,  your  statl'  in  your 
hand ;  and  ye  shall  eat  it  in  haste ;  it  is  the  Lord's  pass- 
over."  Exod.  12:  IL  Nothing  of  this  eonseerated 
lamb  was  to  remain  until  the  morning  ;  or,  if  any  part 
did  remain,  it  nuist  be  burned  with  lire.  6ee  verse  10. 
Thus  all  the  congregation  of  Israel  were  physically  nour- 
ished by  the  liesh  of  the  lamb.  Yet  only  Caleb  and 
Joshua,  of  all  that  vast  nudtitudc  over  twenty  years 
old  (Num.  14:  21),  ol),  entered  the  promised  land. 
Deut.  1  :  35. 

The  body  of  this  lamb  is  a  type  of  the  body  of  Jesus 
that  was  broken  for  sin ;  it  became  food  for  the  whole 
nation  ;  but  not  so  with  the  blood  :  that  was  used  for  a 
very  dilferent  puri)ose,  for  thus  it  is  written  :  ''And  ye 
shall  take  a  bunch  of  hyssop  and  dip  it  in  the  blood  of 
the  lamb  that  is  in  the  basin,  and  strike  the  lintel  and 
the  two  side-posts  with  the  blood  that  is  in  the  basin, 
and  none  of  you  shall  go  out  at  the  door  of  his  house 
until  the  morning."    Exod.  12  :  7,  22. 

This  blood  thus  sprinkled  upon  the  door  of  the  houses 
of  Israel  was  to  protect  (not  the  whole  congregation, 
for  they  were  not  all  in  dangc)  the  first  born  in  every 
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family  from  the  power  of  the  destroying  angel  which 
passed  through  the  land  of  Egypt  to  slay  the  first  born 
of  every  house  in  Egypt,  both  man  and  beast.  Exod. 
12  :  12.  Only  a  remnant,  therefore,  of  Israel  were 
saved  by  the  blood  (see  Heb.  11  :  28),  while  all  of  the 
people  ate  of  the  flesh.  And  this  type  brings  to  our 
mind  the  Lamb  slain  from  the  foundation  of  the  world. 
In  this  paschal  institution  we  have  the  following  ideas 
presented  :  — 

I.  The  paschal  lamb  is  a  symbol  of  Christ. 

II.  Its  death  is  a  type  of  Christ's  death. 

III.  Its  blood  is  a  type  of  the  blood  of  Jesus. 

It  commemorates  Israel's  exode  or  departure  from 
Egypt ;  it  anticipates  the  atonement  of  Christ  and  the 
marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb  in  the  kingdom  of  God 
(see  Eev.  19  :  8,  9),  for  thus  it  is  written  :  "Jesus  said 
unto  them.  With  desire  I  have  desired  to  eat  this  pass- 
over  with  you  before  I  suffer ;  for  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 
not  any  more  eat  thereof  until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the  king- 
dom of  God."  Luke  22  :  15,  16.  He  is  brought  as 
a  lamb  to  the  slaughter.    Isa.  53  :  7. 

These  types  have  their  antitypes  thus  :  As  the  typical 
lamb  sacrified  at  the  passover  was  food  for  all  the  con- 
gregation, so  the  flesh  or  body  of  the  Lamb  of  God  in 
his  death,  pledged  from  the  foundation  of  the  world 
(Rev.  13  :  8),  became  a  sacrifice  to  redeem  Adam  and 
all  his  race  from  the  curse  of  the  violated  law.  Gal. 
3  :  13.  Not  that  he  forgave  the  crime  and  saved  him 
from  dying,  or  from  suffering  the  penalty  of  that  law, 
for  then  none  would  die ;  but  to  raise  the  flesh  —  the 
body  —  from  the  dark  grave  to  life  again.    "  For  to 
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this  end  Christ  hoth  ditd  and  ruse  and  revived,  that 
he  might  be  Lord  both  of  the  dead  and  living."  Koni. 
14  :  9.  Tins  is  in  j)n)(>f*  that  Christ  must  die  t(^  obtain 
authority  over  the  dead,  and  tlie  reason  is  obvious  when 
we  consider  that  the  law  knew  no  mercy.  Gal.  3  :  21. 
The  law  demanded  full  satisfaction,  but  it  could  not 
restore  life ;  hence  no  righteousness,  justification,  or 
release  could  be  obtained  from  it ;  otherwise  "  Christ  i8 
dead  in  vain."    Gal.  2:21. 

If  no  other  object  had  been  in  view  but  redemption 
from  the  grave,  no  blood  need  have  been  shed,  for  the 
shedding  of  blood  implies  remission  of  sins  (Lev.  17  : 
11.  Ileb.  9:  22),  and  no  remission  was  admitted  by 
that  law  ;  if  therefore  Jesus  had  died  without  shedding 
one  drop  of  his  blood,  the  law  would  have  been  satisfied. 
AVe  find  in  the  case  of  Adam's  sin  and  condemnation, 
the  execution  of  the  sentence  of  the  law  w^as  suspended 
under  the  mediation  of  Christ,  at  the  time,  as  illustrated 
in  the  typical  mediation  of  Moses.  Exod.  32  :  9,  14. 
A\  hile  Moses  was  in  Mount  Sinai,  receiving  the  law  on 
tables,  the  people  made  the  golden  calf.  "  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  Moses,  I  have  seen  this  people,  and  behold,  it 
is  a  stiff-necked  people;  now,  therefore,  let  me  alone, 
that  my  wrath  may  wax  hot  against  them,  and  that  I 
may  consume  them.''  lint  Moses  pleads  in  their  behalf, 
and  says,  "Turn  from  thy  fierce  wrath,  and  repent  of 
this  evil  against  thy  people  ; "  and  it  is  recorded  that 
"  the  Lord  repented  of  the  evil  which  he  thought  to  do 
unto  his  people." 

This  was  not  forgiveness,  but  a  reprieve,  as  w^e  shall 
see  ;  for  Moses  went  down  from  the  mount,  and  when  he 
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saw  the  people  worshipping  the  calf,  he  threw  down  the 
tables  of  stone  and  broke  them,  called  the  Levites  to 
him,  commanded  them  to  slay  every  man  his  brother, 
companion,  and  neighbor;  and  three  thousand  fell  in 
one  day,  as  an  exhibition  of  God's  wrath.  Moses  then 
returns  to  the  Lord  to  make  an  atonement,  confesses 
their  crime,  asks  that  they  may  be  forgiven,  or,  if  not, 
that  he  may  be  blotted  out  of  God's  book.  The  Lord 
replies,  Whosoever  hath  sinned  against  me,  him  will 
I  blot  out  of  my  booh.  Therefore,  now  go,  lead  the 
people  unto  the  place  of  which  I  have  spoken  unto  thee  : 
behold,  mine  angel  shall  go  before  thee ;  nevertheless, 
in  the  day  when  I  visit  I  will  visit  their  sin  upon  them." 
Exod.  32  :  26,  34. 

This  shows  their  sin  was  not  forgiven,  but  the  execu- 
tion of  the  sentence  deferred,  by  reprieve,  for  a  time. 
In  view  of  this  principle,  Solomon  says,  "  Because  sen- 
tence against  an  evil  work  is  not  executed  speedily, 
therefore  the  heart  of  the  sons  of  men  is  fully  set  in 
them  to  do  evil."  Eccl.  8  :  11.  The  atonement  and 
intercession  of  Christ,  with  reference  to  the  Adamic  law 
[of  works] ,  does  not  procure  the  forgiveness  of  that 
offence  of  Adam,  but  a  reprieve  or  suspension  of  execu- 
tion, to  give  a  second  probation,  while  he  offers  mercy, 
salvation,  and  eternal  life,  under  the  law  of  faith  or  new 
covenant,  by  virtue  of  his  blood. 

Thus  "  God  is  long-suffering  to  us-ward,  not  willing 
that  any  should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  re- 
pentance."   %  Pet.  3  :  9. 

In  further  proof  of  the  correctness  of  the  view  of  tlie 
atonement  and  intercession  of  Christ  as  set  forth  by  the 
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law,  please  read  Num.  1  Ith  cliaptcr.  Tlu  Lord  iiKiuires 
how  loiifj  the  people  will  provoke  him  after  all  he  had 
done  for  them,  and  says,  "I  will  »^niite  them  with  pesti- 
lence and  DI8INIIEU1T  them  hut  Mosea  plead.<  for  them, 
and  the  Lord  says,  I  have  pardoned  according  to  thy 
word."  That  this  pardon  is  not  a  forgiveness  of  their 
sin,  but  a  reprieve,  a  delay  of  the  execution  of  the  sen- 
tence, is  established  by  verse  21),  where  the  Lord  says, 
Your  carcasses  shall  fall  in  this  wilderness,  and  all 
that  were  numbered  of  you  according  to  your  whole 
number,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upward.  ...  Ye 
shall  not  come  into  the  land  concerning  which  I  sware 
to  make  you  dwell  therein/'    Num.  14  :  11,  oO. 

To  this  view  all  the  law  types  of  the  atonement  agree  : 
the  body  —  the  flesh  —  serves  as  food  for  the  physical 
system,  or  to  burn  upon  the  altar  ;  it  was  never  carried 
into  the  holy  of  holies  ;  they  pointed  only  to  the  resur- 
rection of  the  physical  body,  the  resuscitation  of  the 
race,  and  the  lost  inheritance.  But  not  so  with  the 
blood,  as  we  shall  show  in  its  pro{)er  place. 

Having  shown  the  bearing  of  the  law  of  types  on  this 
point,  we  shall  now  present  the  direct  testimony  from 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  Thus  saith  the  prophet : 
"  Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs  and  carried  our  sor- 
rows ;  yet  we  did  esteem  him  stricken y  smitten  of  God, 
and  afflicted.  But  he  was  icounded  for  our  transgres- 
sions, he  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities^  and  the  chas- 
tisement of  our  peace  was  upon  him^  and  with  his 
stripes  w^e  are  healed."  Isa.  53  :  4,  5.  This  scripture 
clearly  teaches  that  Christ's  sufferings  and  death  were  to 
remove  our  griefs  and  sorroH^s,  and  to  heal  us  from  the 
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efFe(its  of  the  fall,  by  raising  all  the  race  Ironi  death. 

All  we  like  sheep^have  gone  astray  [no  exception  to 
this  rule]  ;  we  have  turned  every  one  to  his  own  way, 
and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all " 
(Heb.  margin,  "  hath  made  the  iniquity  of  us  all  to 
meet  on  him)." 

That  the  sin  of  Adam  and  his  race  was  laid  on  Christ 
is  generally  admitted  by  believers  in  the  Bible ;  but  to 
what  extent  the  sin  of  Adam  affected  his  race,  and 
which  was  laid  on  Christ,  is  not  so  generally  understood. 
We  will  quote  a  few  texts  on  this  point,  which  will  help 
the  understanding.  "Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity, 
and  in  sin  did  my  mother  conceive  me."  Psa.  51  :  5. 
"  The  wicked  are  estranged  from  the  womb,  they  go 
astray  as  soon  as  they  be  born,  speaking  lies."  Psa. 
58  :  3.  Job  asks,  "Who  can  bring  a  clean  thing  out 
of  an  unclean?  Not  one."  Job  14:  4.  All  this  is 
the  effect  of  the  first  transgression ;  and  this  is  met  and 
removed  by  the  death  of  Christ.  Paul,  in  referring  to 
this  point,  says  of  Christ,  "  Who  was  delivered  [to 
death]  for  our  offences,  and  was  raised  again  for  [to 
raise  us]  our  justification."    Kom.  4:  25. 

If  Jesus  died  for  our  offences,  then  the  debt  was  paid, 
and  not  forgiven ;  and  the  law  is  satisfied,*  for  Jesus 
died ;  and  the  race  are  free,  for  Jesus  rose.  "  The  free 
gift  came  upon  all  men  unto  justification  of  life."  Rom. 
5  :  18.  "He  rose  for  our  justification."  Peter,  in  speak- 
ing on  the  same  point,  says,  "  Who  his  own  self  bare 
[not  forgave]  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on  the  tree,  .  .  . 
by  whose  stkipes  [not  blood]  ye  were  healed  [not  for- 
given]."   1  Pet.  2:24. 
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It  may  be  claimed  that  these  .scriptures  ai)[)ly  only  to 
believers.  We  will  let  the  scriptures  settle  this  que.Mtion  ; 
let  us  hear  Paul  :  "We  trust  in  the  living  (iod,  who  is 
/SuoLour  of  all  men;  specially  [the  Saviour]  of*  those 
that  believe.  These  things  command  and  teach.'* 
1  Tim.  4:  10,  11.  If  Paul  means  what  he  says,  then 
all  men  are,  or  will  be,  saved,  and  this  doctrine  he  tells 
us  to  "  command  and  teach. \\  e  will  do  so.  Yet,  be- 
side and  above  this,  there  is  a  sjjecial  .stdvation  to  believ- 
ers. That  believers  are  included  in  the  first  salvation 
mentioned  is  too  plain  to  be  denied.  But  believers  are 
saved  from  their  siiis^  by  the  blood  of  Christ,  through 
repentance  and  faith.  Their  sins  are  remitted y  for- 
given; consequently  tlic  penalty  of  that  law  by  which 
we  are  bound  to  Christ  —  the  law  of  faith,  nut  of  works, 
—  is  never  executed  on  them. 

Through  what  means,  then,  and  from  what,  dues  "  the 
living  God  "  save  all  men  ?  Do  you  claim  that  it  is  by 
the  blood  of  Christ,  and  from  the  penalty  of  the  new 
covenant,  the  law  of  life?  If  so,  then  all  men  are 
forgiven,  for  Christ  says  expressly,  "  This  is  my  blood 
of  the  new  testament  [law]  which  is  shed  for  many  for 
the  remission  of  sins."  Matt.  26  :  28.  Thus,  if  your 
answer  be  correct,  all  men  are  entitled  to  eternal  life, 
and  there  is  no  special  salvation.  This  cannot  be  true; 
we  will  let  the  Bible  answer  the  question.  eJesus  says. 
And  1,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earthy  will  draw  all 
men  unto  me  ;  this  he  said  signifying  what  death  he 
should  die."    John  12  :  32,  33. 

The  obvious  meaning  of  this  passage  is,  if  he  died  he 
would  save  all  men  from  the  power  and  effects  of  the 
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first  trans o^ression,  restorino;  them  to  life  from  the  dead 
(see  Rom.  5:  19),  sinless  in  the  eyes  of  the  Adamic 
law  —  the  law  of  works;  not  by  his  blood,  but  by  his 
deaths  not  by  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  but  by  dying  and 
paying  the  claim,  satisfying  the  law  by  purchasing  them 
out  from  death.  Paul  says,  "  We  thus  judge,  that  if  one 
[Christ]  died  for  all,  then  were  all  [sentenced  to  die] 
dead ;  and  that  he  died  for  all,  that  they  which  live 
should  not  henceforth  live  unto  themselves,  but  unto 
him  which  died  for  them,  and  rose  again."  2  Cor.  5  : 
14,  15. 

In  this  passage,  the  apostle,  constrained  by  the  mani- 
festation of  Christ's  love,  judges  two  things  :  1st.  If 
Christ  died  for  all  [men] ,  then  all  were  [doomed  to 
die]  dead;  and  2d.  That  he  did  die  for  all  in  order  that 
the  living  might  no  longer  live  for  themselves,  but  for 
*^him  who  died  and  rose  again  on  their  behalf."  Em. 
Diaglott. 

The  plain  meaning  of  the  apostle's  first  point  is,  that 
the  fact  of  Christ's  dying  for  all^  proves  that  the  sen- 
tence of  the  first  law  (law  of  death)  had  passed  upon  all^ 
because  "in  Adam  all  have  sinned."  Rom.  5:  12. 
And  in  his  second  point  he  declares  that  he  did  die  for 
all;  that  the  living  (being  thereby  brought  into  a  pro- 
bationary state  under  the  new  covenant,  or  "law  of  life," 
and  made  accountable  to  Christ)  should  not  live  to 
themselves,  in  sin,  but  should  believe  on,  and  live  for 
Christ,  who  died  for  them  and  rose  again,  and  thus  they 
would  gain  the  special  salvation. 

Once  more,  the  apostle  affirms,  "For  there  is  one 
God,  and  one  Mediat  or  between  God  and  men,  the  man 
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Christ  Jesiifl,  who  gjivc  himscH'  ;i  ran.soni  for  all,  to  ho 
testified  in  due  time."  1  Tiiii.  2  :  5,  (j.  J>ut  liuin 
whence  will  he  ransom  thciii  ?  'J'he  Lord  an.swcrs, 
will  liA^^OM  t/iciu  J'roiJi  the  rowKK  of  the  GKA\'K; 
I  will  REDEEM  them  front  DEATH.  O  J^EATJl,  1  will 
he  thy  {)hi<rucs  ;  O  oravi:,  1  will  he  thy  destkuction. 
Repeutimce  bhall  he  hid  from  nnne  eyes."  Ilosea 
13:14. 

This  is  one  of  the  thin«^^s  God  has  projxKsed  of  wliich  he 
declares  he  will  not  repent.  This  ransom  must  include 
all  of  the  race,  for  the  following  reasons  :  1st.  Paul 
says,  that  Jesus  "gave  himself  a  ransom  for  ALL." 
2d.  It  is  from  the  power  of  the  grave,  which  covers  the 
race.  3d.  It  is  a  redemption  from  death  ;  therefore  it  is 
a  resurrection.  4th.  It  is  the  plagues  of  death  ;  it  is 
the  destruction  of  the  grave,  which  would  not  be  the 
fact  if  it  was  limited  to  the  righteous.  It  cannot  refer 
to  "  the  second  death,"  for  then  it  would  not  he  a  ran- 
som of  all,  for  "  the  second  death  has  no  power  over  the 
righteous"  (Kev.  20  :  5),  neither  is  there  any  rcdeniption 
provided  for  those  who  sulicr  the  second  death. 

That  this  redemj)tion  does  not  turn  upon  the  human 
volition  or  will,  but  is  the  unalterable  purpose  of  the 
living  God,  is  proved  by  the  declaration  at  the  close  of 
the  promise  —  ^'Repentance  shall  be  hid  from  mine 
eyes."  AVe  will  examine  a  few  more  passages  on  this 
point.  "  For  as  in  [by]  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  [by] 
Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive  ;  but  every  man  in  his  own 
order."  1  Cor.  15  :  22.  This  can  never  be  accomplished 
until  all  who  die  shall  be  raised  from  death,  both  the 
righteous  and  the  wicked.    This  only  can  effect  the 
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destruction  of  death,  and  is  the  third  point  in  making  all 
men  alive  by  Christ's  death. 

Paul  further  explains  by  what  means  this  is  done. 
"Forasmuch,  then,  as  the  children  are  partakers  of  flesli 
and  blood,  he  also  himself  likewise  took  part  of  the 
same  ;  that  through  death  he  might  destroy  him  that 
had  the  power  of  death,  that  is,  the  devil ;  and  deliver 
them  who  through  fear  of  death  were  all  their  lifetime 
subject  to  bondage."  Heb.  2:  14,  15.  Again:  "For 
when  we  were  yet  without  strength  [helpless  under  sen- 
tence of  death] ,  in  due  time  Christ  died  for  the  ungodly 
Eom.  5  :  6. 

We  are  also  informed  of  the  same  fact  further,  thus  : 
"  God  commendeth  his  love  toward  us  in  that  while  we 
were  yet  sinners  [made  so  by  the  disobedience  of  Adam, 
verses  12,  19],  Christ  died  for  us.  .  .  .  When  we  were 
enemies  we  were  reconciled  to  God  [the  atonement  was 
made]  by  the  death  of  his  Son.  .  .  .  Therefore,  as  by  the 
offence  of  one  [Adam]  sentence  [judgment]  caitie  upon 
ALL  men,  so  also  through  one  righteous  act  [of  Jesus 
Christ  in  being  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of 
the  cross,  Phil.  2:8],  sentence  came  on  all  men  to 
JUSTIFICATION  OF  LIFE."  Rom.  5  :  7,  10,  18.  —  Em. 
Diaglott.  "  For  as  through  the  disobedience  of  one 
man,  the  many  [the  race]  were  constituted  sinners  [in 
the  eyes  of  the  Adamic  law] ,  so  even  through  the  obedi- 
ence [unto  death]  of  the  one,  the  many  [the  race]  will 
be  constituted  righteous  [in  the  eyes  of  the  Adamic 
law."]  — Emp,  Eiaglott^  ver.  19. 

But  we  will  not  multiply  quotations  further  on  this 
point :  enough  has  been  presented  to  show  the  correctness 
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ol' tlio  pojsitioii  we  Ii5i\c  advcx^atcd  :il)(>\c.  AW'  will,  how- 
ever, remark,  that  there  arc  a  tew  past^ages  where  the 
atoneineiit  is  treated  upon  with  rel't rc nee  to  believers,  in 
Avhich  its  two  branches  are  not  so  distinctly  marked. 
Examples:  in  John  0;  50,  51,  where  Jesus  says,  the 
bread  which  comcth  down  from  heaven,  which  a  man 
may  eat  and  live  forever,  is  his  flesh,  which  he  will  give 
for  the  life  of  the  world.  In  these  two  verses  there  is 
an  ellipsis,  which  is  fdled  in  verses  53,  54,  by  adding 
'  tny  blood,''  ''Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  \'erily, 
verily,  1  say  unto  you.  Except  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son 
of  man,  and  drink  his  blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  you. 
Whoso  eatcth  my  flesh,  and  drinketh  my  blood,  hath 
eternal  life.  He  that  eatcth  my  flesh  and  drinketh  mv 
blood,  dwcllcth  in  me,  and  I  in  him." 

Thus  it  will  be  seen,  if  the  flesh  of  Christ  purchases 
the  life  of  the  world  —  the  race  —  from  death,  the  blood 
must  cleanse,  or  "  pur^c  the  conscience  from  [sin]  dead 
works  to  serve  the  living  God,"  by  faith  in  the  virtues 
of  that  blood,  in  order  to  secure  eternal  life  ;  all  of 
Avhich  clearly  implies  the  voluntary  acceptance  of  the 
atonement  by  an  act  o^  faith.  ]\Iay  this  be  the  happy 
condition  both  of  the  readers  and  writers. 

Our  argument  then,  on  tliis  point,  sums  up  thus  :  — 
I.  As  all  men  were  lost  in  death  by  the  sin  of  Adam, 
all  being  in  him,  so  all  men  are  saved  by  the  death  of 
Christ,  out  from  death  and  from  all  the  consequences 
of  the  first  transgression,  without  any  voluntary  action 
on  the  part  of  the  race.  Being  passive  in  the  Fall,  they 
are  passive  also  in  the  Redemption,  and  must  be  made 
alive  by  a  resurrection  from  the  grave  ;  and  thus  our 
right  to  live  is  gained  in  Christ. 
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II.  By  Christ's  intercession  with  the  Father,  the 
sentence  of  the  law  was  not  speedily  executed  upon 
Adam,  but  reprieve  was  granted  (and  not  forgiveness), 
and  he  placed  on  a  second  probation,  under  a  law  which 
could  give  life  (Rom.  8:  2),  by  which  the  race  are 
placed  on  trial  for  eternal  life,  on  condition  of  repentance 
and  faith,  before  the  sentence  of  God's  violated  law  is 
executed  upon  us.  Let  us  improve  the  hour  of  God's 
mercy  and  long  forbearance,  and  gain  the  glorious 
prize. 

III.  Thus  our  slate  of  probation,  with  the  prospect 
of  eternal  life  and  dominion,  which  was  lost,  involuntarily 
on  our  part,  in  Adam,  is  involuntarily  restored  to  us  by 
the  intercession  of  Christ,  and  his  offering  himself,  "  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world,"  to  die  for  our  redemption. 

We  will  here  remark,  it  should  be  remembered  that 
Jesus  is  not  now  interceding  at  the  right  hand  of  the 
Father  for  the  redemption  of  the  world,  for  that  re- 
demption is  a  fixed  fact,  secured  by  his  death.  But  he 
is  there  intercedino: :  for  he  "entered  heaven  with  his  own 
BLOOD,  there  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God  for  us." 
"  Wherefore  he  is  able  to  save  therii  also  to  the  uttermost 
•  that  come  unto  God  by  him,  seeing  he  ever  liveth  to 
make  intercession  for  them."    Heb.  7  :  25. 

IV.  As  we  lost  involuntarily  in  Adam  a  good,  sound 
physical  and  mental  organism,  so,  by  the  death  and 
resurrection  of  Christ,  we  involuntarily  have  them 
restored. 

Let  us  examine  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah  on  this  point. 
"  Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs  and  carried  our  sor- 
rows ;  yet  we  did  esteem  him  stricken,  smitten  of  God, 
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and  afflicted."  Isa.  53  :  4.  The  evangelist  applies  this 
prediction  to  tlie  healing  of  our  physical  infirmities,  a 
pledge  of  which  C'hrist  gave  wliile  here.  "  lie  has  him- 
self carried  off  our  inKrmiti(!s,  and  l)()rne  our  distresses." 
Emp.  Dt(i(jlott^  Matt.  8:  17.  This  he  said  in  refer- 
ence to  Christ's  healing  the  sick,  and  casting  the  devils 
out  of  those  who  were  brought  unto  him. 

Christ's  death  is  ample  satisfaction  for  the  claim  of 
the  violated  law,  and  removes  the  curse  from  the  earth 
and  all  its  inhabitants  ;  this  is  involved  in  the  terms 
saved,  redeemed,  restored,  reconciled,  made  righteous, 
justified,  all  which  terms  are  used  to  show  the  effect 
of  his  death  and  resurrection  on  the  race  and  the  earth, 
for  it  also  is  to  be  restored.  See  liom.  8:19,  23. 
But  this  does  not  secure  immortality  and  eternal  life  un- 
conditionally to  the  race.  That  is  obtained  through  the 
superabounding  grace  of  (xod,  by  "  repentance  toward 
God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ"  —  a  being 
cleansed  by  his  blood.  Christians  have  the  Holy  Spirit, 
"which  is  the  earnest  of  the  inheritance  until  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  purchased  inheritance."  Eph.  1  :  14.  Thus, 
through  repentance  and  faith,  the  way  to  the  tree  of  life 
is  open  to  all.  "Jesus  saith,  I  am  the  way,  the  truth, 
and  the  life  ;  no  man  comcth  unto  the  Father  but  by 
me."  John  14  :  G.  And  in  view  of  the  foregoing  scrip- 
tural facts,  it  must  be  a  fearfully  perverted  use  of  the 
word  of  God,  and  one  which  is  subversive  of  the  whole 
plan  of  redemption  as  revealed  in  the  Scriptures  of 
truth,  to  teach  the  idea  of  the  non-resurrection  of  any 
one  of  Adanvs  race  who  dies. 

In  concluding  our  remarks  on  this  part  of  the  most 
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vital  and  important  of  all  subjects  ever  made  known  to 
the  sons  of  men,  we  would  urge  upon  our  readers  the 
duty  of  making  a  wise  improvement  of  this  door  which 
Christ  has  opened  before  us,  by  removing  from  us  all 
the  difficulties  entailed  upon  us,  in  prospect  of  giving 
us  eternal  life  through  his  blood,  by  the  forgiveness  of 
our  sins,  if  we  will  believe  in  and  obey  him.  We 
entreat  of  you  who  have  not  done  so  to  accept  of  this 
grace,  open  your  hearts,  and  receive  this  gospel  of 
mercy,  pardon,  and  salvation.  You  are  enjoying  a  life 
of  reprieve,  granted  by  the  offering  of  the  body  of 
Christ,  that  in  it  you  may  seek  and  obtain  the  forgive- 
ness of  your  sins,  and  live  to  glorify  him  in  this  world, 
that  when  you  are  raised  up  from  the  dead,  you  may 
come  up  immortal,  to  die  no  more. 
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CHAPTKR  \Ul. 

THE  ATONEMENT,  CONTINUED. 
PART  SECOND. 

THE  CONDITIONAL  ATONEMENT  IIY  THE  BLOOD  OF 
CIIUI6T. 

'Tor  this  is  my  blood  of  tlie  new  tcstaiiRiit,  wliich  is  shvd  for  many 
for  tlie  remission  of  sins."  —  Matt,  26:  28. 

Having  stated  tliat  the  atonement  i8  presented  in  the 
Scriptures  in  two  branches,  and  shown  tliat  the  first 
part  is  accomplished  by  the  death  and  resurrection  of 
Christ,  that  it  is  universal  in  its  application  to,  and 
effects  u[)on,  our  race,  the  earth,  and  the  whole  crea- 
tion (Kom.  8:  ll)-23),  in  their  redemption  from  the 
effects  of  the  first  transgression,  we  now  proceed  to 
show  that  all  the  adult  portion  of  our  race  are  brought 
under  a  7ieiv  Imv,  which  has  since  been  denominated 
"  the  new  covenant,"  "  hiw  of  faith,"  'Maw  of  the  spirit 
of  life,"  "  the  royal  Liw,"  &c.  (Jer.  31  :  31.  Rom.  3  : 
27;  8:2.  James  2:8),  in  distinction  from  the  "old 
covenant,"  "law  of  works,"  "law  of  sin  and  death," 
&c.,  of  which  we  shall  speak  presently. 

Under  this  law  there  is  a  special  salvation  to  be  ob- 
tained,—  not  by  paying  its  penalty  or  suffering  to  death, 
as  in  the  case  of  the  first  covenant,  or  letter  which 
killeth,  wdiose  ministration  was  death,  but  by  virtue

of  the  blood  of  Christ,  to  cleanse  away  our  sins  against 
the  new  covenant  (not  the  old) ,  through  "  repentance 
toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ," 
thus  saving  us  from  suffering  to  death  —  the  second 
death  ;  while  the  unrepenting,  unbelieving,  will  fall 
under  its  power. 

"  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  when  I  will 
make  a  new  covenant  with  the  house  of  Israel  and  with 
the  house  of  Judah."  Heb.  8:  8.  Of  this  covenant 
we  shall  speak  more  at  length  in  another  chapter.  We 
will  remark  here,  however,  that  this  covenant  is  founded 
upon  and  sealed  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  and  can  give 
life. 

The  proj^riety  — perhaps  it  would  be  proper  to  say  the 
necessity — of  such  a  law  will  appear  when  we  consider 
that  Adam  was  made  a  living  soul,  in  a  condition  to 
multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth,  and  subdue  it,  pre- 
paratory to  immortality  and  dominion  over  it,  and  all 
things  it  contained ;  with  a  perfect  physical,  mental, 
and  moral  organism ;  with  the  tree  of  life  to  perpetuate 
his  life  (until  his  work  was  done)  ;  all  of  which  were 
pronounced  by  our  Creator  very  good.    Gen.  1 :  31. 

With  all  these  advantages  at  hand,  with  the  law  of 
God  for  his  instruction,  government,  and  discipline, 
making  no  provision  for  his  disobedience,  as  there  was 
no  necessity  for  nor  propriety  in  it,  Adam  transgressed 
and  fell,  involving  his  race  in  the  curse  and  the  evils  in 
which  we  now  find  ourselves.  Therefore,  had  reprieve 
and  repentance  been  granted  us  to  make  a  second  trial 
for  obedience  to  that  violated  law,  it  could  not  have 
benefited  us,  as  it  could  not  give  us  life  from  the  penalty 
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already  restiog  upon  us,  —  which  was  death.  That  hiw 
could  not  give  life ;  therefore  no  righteousness  could 
come  by  it  (Rom.  8  :  3),  it  "  bein^^  weak  through  the 
flesh  ;  "  its  penalty  must  be  executed  upon  us,  and  all 
perish  at  last,  or,  if  we  had  been  redeemed  from  death 
and  placed  under  that  law,  there  was  no  assurance  that 
we  should  keep  it  better  than  Adam  did. 

But  infinite  wisdom,  mercy,  and  goodness  has  pro- 
vided a  more  excellent  way,  for  Christ  hath  redeemed 
us  from  the  citrse  of  tht  laiv,  being  inadt  a  curse  for 
us;  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  that  hangeth 
on  a  tree.^^  Gal.  3  :  13.  "For  the  laui  of  the  spirit 
of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  hath  made  me  free  from  the 
law  of  sin  and  death;  for  what  the  law  could  not  do 
in  that  it  was  weak  througli  the  fiesh,  God  sending 
his  ow^n  Son  in  the  likeness  of  sinful  Hesh,  and  for 
[even  by  an  oj/eriiiy  for  sin,  Emp.  JJiag,']  sin,  con- 
demned sin  in  the  flesh,  that  the  righteousness  of  the 
law  might  be  fulfilled  in  us  who  walk  not  after  the  flesh 
[the  law  of  sin  and  death],  but  after  the  Spirit."  Kom. 
8:2,4.  How  clearly  the  fact  is  here  stated,  that  Christ, 
being  made  a  curse  for  us,  redeems  us  from  the  curse 
of  the  first  law,  which  was  powerless  for  our  help, 
placing  us  under  a  nciv  law,  called  by  Paul  the  law 
of  the  spirit  of  life,"  because  it  is  a  law  which  has 
power  to  give  life.  The  letter  [first  law,  on  tables] 
killeth,  but  cannot  make  alive  ;  but  the  [law  of  the] 
Spirit  giveth  life.  O,  how  much  better  adapted  to  our 
condition  is  the  latter  than  the  former  law/ 

What  excuse  will  the  unbeliever  have  w  hen  arraigned 
V)  receive  reward  under  this  life-giving  lavi?  "How 
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shall  we  escape  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation  ? 
Heb.  2  :  3.  Again,  the  Word  declares,  "  For  him  who 
knew  no  sin,  he  made  a  sin  offering  on  our  behalf,  that 
we  might  become  God's  righteousness  in  him."  2  Cor. 
5:21,  Emp.  Diag.  Here,  again,  we  are  informed 
that  the  spotless  one,  the  Lamb  of  God,  "  once  suf- 
fered for  sins,  being  put  to  death  in  the  flesh  "  (1  Pet. 
3  :  18)  ;  the  Father  "  bruised  him,"  "put  him  to  grief," 
"  made  his  soul  an  offering  for  sin  "  (Isa.  53  :  10),  that 
we  might  be  brought  under  the  law  of  life,  the  law  of 
faith,  which  could  give  righteousness,  and  through  faith 
could  justify  us,  in  the  sight  of  God,  from  all  things 
from  which  we  could  not  be  justified  by  the  law  of 
Moses."  Acts  13  :  39.  This  is  "  the  righteousness  of 
faith"  (Rom.  10:3,  6),  "the  righteousness  of  God 
without  the  law  [of  works]"  (Rom.  3:21),  "the 
righteousness  of  God  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ, 
unto  all  and  upon  all  them  that  believe^  for  there  is  no 
difference  [between  Jew  and  Greek].  For  all  have 
sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God  "  (Rom.  3  : 
22,  23)  —  God's  righteousness,  of  which  the  unbelieving 
world  are  ignorant,  as  were  the  unbelieving  Jews. 
Rom.  10  :  3. 

This  law  is  by  Paul  called  "  the  gospel  of  Christ,  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  [not  to  all  men,  but]  to 
every  one  that  belie veth,  both  Jews  and  Greeks  ;  "  the 
gospel  [law]  in  which  the  righteousness  of  God  by 
faith  is  revealed  in  order  to  faiths  as  it  is  written, 
But  the  righteous  by  faith  shall  live.  Rom.  1:16,17; 
Heb.  10:38,  Emphatic  Diaglott.  Reader,  if  you  are 
out  of  Christ,  permit  us  to  remind  you  that  although 
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you  have  the  righteousness  of  the  ohl  hiw  iinputcd  to 
you  by  the  death  of  Christ,  yet  without  the  righteous- 
ness of  God,  which  is  by  faith  in  the  blood  of  Christ 
under  the  new  hiw,  you  must  sufi'er  its  penalty  in  the 
second  death.  "  Except  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of 
man,  and  drink  his  blood,  ye  have  no  [eternal]  life  in 
you."  John():53.  1  Cor.  ii  :  21.  Gal.  (J  :  2.  That 
all  adults  are  under  this  new  law,  and  are  to  be  judged 
by  it,  is  clearly  revealed  :  "  For  God  so  loved  the  world 
that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever 
believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting 
life."  '  John  3  :  16.  "  lie  that  believeth  on  him  is  not 
condemned,  but  he  that  believeth  not  is  condemned 
already,  because  he  hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of 
the  only  begotten  Son  of  God." 

Therefore  justification  of  life  from  the  grave  by  the 
death  of  Christ  secures  eternal  life  to  no  one,  but  re- 
stores them  to  the  same  sinless  state  from  which  Adam 
by  transgression  fell,  involving  his  race  in  sin ;  so 
that  the  infant  and  imbecile  will  receive  eternal  life  as 
the  gift  of  God,  and  be  raised  immortal  with  all  the 
saints,  because  no  sin  of  unbelief  or  action  attaches  to 
them,  they  having  never  voluntarily  transgressed  any 
law.  Hence  the  prophet  says,  "  Lo,  children  are  an 
heritage  of  the  Lord  :  and  the  fruit  of  the  womb  is  his 
reward."  Psa.  127  :  3.  Yea,  he  hath  ransomed  them 
from  death,  and  will  suffer  them  to  come  to  him  ;  he 
will  pronounce  his  blessing  upon  them,  and  ^'  give  unto 
them  eternal  life,  and  they  shall  never  perish."  But 
the  adult  portion  are  under  the  law  of  faith,  as  before 
shown ;  and  these  two  laws  are  presented  in  contrast  in 
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the  New  Testament  by  Paul,  thus:  "The  law  of  the 
spirit  of  life;^^  "the  law  of  sin  and  death''''  (Rom.  8  : 
2)  ;  "  the  letter  hilleth^  but  the  Spirit  giveth  life,^"* 
(2  Cor.  3:6,  8)  ;  ministration  of  death  written  in 
stones;  ministration  of  the  Spirit  rather  glorious; 
law  of  works,  law  of  faith.    Rom.  3  :  28. 

This  law  of  faith  had  its  germ  in  Eden,  the  scene  of 
the  transgression  and  our  fall.  Thus,  it  seems,  inas- 
much as  God  had  determined  to  sacrifice  his  only  be- 
gotten Son,  and  make  his  soul  an  offering  for  sin,  he 
would  offer  the  first  typical  sacrifice  ever  offered  on 
earth  by  the  slaying  of  beasts,  —  to  impress  upon  our 
first  parents  a  sense  of  their  guilt,  and  to  signify  to  them 
his  purpose  to  provide  a  remedy  for  their  fall,  and  thus 
teach  them  the  means  through  which  the  seed  of  the 
woma7i  should  bruise  or  crush  the  serpents  head^  and 
he,  the  serpent,  should  bruise  his  heel  (a  promise  upon 
which  our  faith  still  clings,  as  did  Paul's  when  he  said, 
"  The  God  of  peace  shall  bruise  Satan  under  your  feet 
shortly  "  )  —  and  thereby  also  to  procure  skins  to  cover 
them  and  hide  their  shame.  Indeed,  we  may  well  sup- 
pose all  this  would  arise  from  that  love  which  gave  his 
only  Son  to  redeem  and  save  us. 

Again :  the  offering  of  Abel  was  a  development  of 
the  working  of  this  law  of  faith,  and  so  on  down  through 
to  the  watery  deluge  :  so  perfectly  did  Enoch  walk  by  it, 
that  God  translated  him,  because  he  pleased  God.  We 
find  the  law  of  faith  working  and  developing  itself  in 
the  patriarchal  age  also.  Paul  says,  "  Without  faith  it 
is  impossible  to  please  God ;  and  in  the  11th  chapter  of 
the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  he  traces  the  workings  and 
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power  of  this  hiw,  which  should  make  our  heart.'S  thrill 
,,wUh  joy  and  thanks{^ivin<r  to  God  that  it  was  ever 
given.  Yea,  and  even  in  the  dark  slia(h's  of  heatlienisni, 
as  we  are  shown  in  the  ScriptLire;^,  specimens  of  its 
power  are  manifested  where  tradition  and  the  hook  of 
nature  are  the  only  theoh);^qcal  rules  through  which  it 
could  be  studied.     The  apostle  says,  — 

''When  the  Gentiles,  which  have  not  the  hiw  [written] 
do  by  [studying  the  righteousness  of  God]  nature  the 
things  contained  in  the  [written]  hiw,  these,  having  not 
the  hiw,  are  a  law  unto  themselves,  which  show  the 
works  of  the  law  written  in  tkcir  hearty  their  con- 
science also  bearing  them  witness,  and  their  thoughts 
the  mean  while  accusing  or  else  excusing  one  another." 
llom.  2  : 15,  IG. 

That  this  law  is  embodied  in  the  new  covenant,  the 
law  of  faith,  is  evident  from  its  being  written  in  the 
heart,  and  therefore  by  the  Spirit,  and  not  the  old 
covenant  or  letter  on  stones.  They  are,  therefore,  to 
be  judged  by  the  law  of  the  new  covenant.  This  view 
is  sustained  by  the  following  verse  :  "  But  he  is  a  Jew 
which  is  one  inwardly,  and  circumcision  is  that  of  the 
heart  in  the  Spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter."  Rom.  2  :  29. 

Again  it  is  written  (concerning  the  heathen),  "Who 
in  time  past  suffered  all  nations  to  walk  in  their  own 
ways  ;  nevertheless  he  left  not  himself  without  a  witness, 
iu  that  he  did  ^>'Ood,  and  ^ave  rain  from  heaven  and 
jTruitful  seasons,  filling  our  hearts  with  food  and  glad- 
ness." Acts  14  :  17  ;  17  :  22,  30.  To  this  also  agrees 
Jthe  testimony  of  the  Psalmist :  "The  heavens  declare  the 
glory  of  God,  and  the  firmament  shovveth  his  handy- 
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work  :  day  unto  day  uttereth  speech,  and  night  unto 
night  showeth  knowledge."  There  is  no  speech  nor 
lano^uao'e  where  their  voice  is  not  heard.  And  in  view 
of  this  the  prophet  exclaims,  "The  law  of  the  Lord 
[thus  written  in  the  volume  of  nature]  is  perfect,  con- 
verting the  soul ;  the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure, 
making  wise  the  simple."  Psa.  19  ;  1—7.  Please  read 
the  whole  psalm.  Paul  refers  to  it  thus  :  "But,  I  say, 
Have  they  not  all  heard?  Yes,  verily,  their  sound  w^ent 
into  all  the  earth,  and  their  words  unto  the  ends  of  the 
world."  Rom.  10:18.  From  these  scriptures  it  is 
shown  that  the  working  of  this  "  royal  law  "  of  faith  is 
not  confined  to  those  who  have  the  written  word,  but  is 
preached  through  the  works  of  nature  by  the  Spirit, 
and  finds  disciples  in  heathen  lands,  in  whose  hearts  it 
h  written  by  the  Spirit. 

But  it  may  be  asked,  Why,  then,  would  you  preach 
the  gospel  to  the  heathen?  We  will  let  Paul  answer 
this  question.  When  he  went  into  the  idolatrous  city  of 
Athens,  planting  his  feet  on  Mars'  hill,  he  exclaimed : 
Ye  men  of  Athens,  I  perceive  that  in  all  things  ye  are 
too  superstitious  ;  for,  as  I  passed  by,  and  beheld  your 
devotions,  I  found  an  altar  with  this  inscription  :  To 
THE  Unknown  God.  Whom,  therefore,  ye  ignoy^mitly 
worship^  him  declare  I  unto  you."    Acts  17  :  22,  23. 

Here,  in  a  heathen  city,  where  the  true  God  was 
acknowledged  and  worshipped,  though  ignorantly,  Paul^i 
thought  proper  to  preach  the  gospel ;  nor  did  he  preach^- 
in  vain  ;  for  he  found  many  converts,  among  whom  were^^ 
"  Dionysius  the  Areopagite,  and  a  woman  named  ^ 
Damaris,  and  others  with  them." 
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Why  preach  the  g()S[)el  in  Jerusalem  ?  They  were 
in  a  simUar  condition,  with  the  Scriptures  in  their  hands, 
as  the  Greeks  with  the  vohnne  ui'  nature  tor  their  study. 
Paul  says  of  them,  "For  1  hear  them  record,  that  they 
have  a  zeal  of  God,  hut  )iot  accordinf/  to  KNOWLEDGE. 
For  they,  being  ignokant  oJ*  Go(l\s  ri(jhtfiOusnefiH^  and 
going  about  to  establish  their  own  righteousness,  have 
not  submitted  themselves  unto  the  righteousness  of 
God."    Kom.  10:2,  3. 

The  object  of  preaching  shouhl  be  to  expound  and 
urge  the  truths  of  God  home  upon  every  man's  con- 
science in  the  sight  of  God,  whether  from  the  book  of 
nature  or  revelation,  and  whether  upon  civilized  or 
heathen  nations. 

The  fields  are  white,  and  faithful  lalM)rers  few. 
Then  send,  O  Lord,  thy  heralds  furth, 
From  east  to  west,  from  south  to  north, 

Thy  gospel  to  proclaim, 
That  all  the  heathen,  far  or  near, 
May  seek  thy  truth  in  filial  fyar, 

And  glorify  thy  name. 

It  may  be  well  to  inquire  here.  What  is  the  trans-  - 
gression  of  this  law?  The  Scripture  answers.  Unbelief. 
"He  that  believetli  not  is  condemned  already,  because 
he  hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten 
Son  of  God."  John  3  :  18.  The  natural  man  is  a 
sinner  by  nature  ;  nor  can  he  be  anything  else  by  nature  : 
as  well  might  the  "Ethiopian  change  his  skin,  or  the 
leopard  his  spots."  The  corrupt  branch  of  a  corrupt 
tree  cannot  bring  forth  good  fruit,  neither  a  bitter  foun- 
tain send  forth  sweet  water.     "Men  do  not  gather 
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grapes  of  thorns,  nor  figs  of  thistles."  Therefore  there 
is  no  man  by  nature  good;  "no,  not  one."  "All  have 
gone  out  of  the  way  ;  they  have  altogether  become  un- 
profitable." This  condition  is  the  result  of  the  fall,  and 
death  is  the  inevitable  consequence  of  this  condition  ; 
"  for  sin,  w^hen  it  is  finished,  bringeth  forth  death,"  as  we 
have  before  shown.  "  For  the  wages  of  sin  is  death," 
and  from  this  sin  and  death  Jesus  died  to  redeem  us, 
and  from  it  we  shall  be  delivered  as  passive  as  we  were 
passive  in  the  fall.  "  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by 
man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead ;  for  as  in 
Adam  all  [men]  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  [men] 
be  made  alive."  Thus  death  shall  be  destroyed.  The 
responsibility,  therefore,  of  our  natural  condition  does 
not  rest  on  us,  but  on  Adam. 

It  may  then  be  asked.  How  is  the  sinner  made 
responsible  for  his  sins  in  this  world?  We  reply.  By 
disbelieving  the  word  of  God,  and  thereby  rejecting  the 
offers  of  mercy  and  grace  as  presented  in  the  gospel. 
"Light  has  come  into  the  world,  and  men  love  darkness 
rather  than  light,  because  their  deeds  are  evil."  God 
extends  forgiveness  under  the  new  covenant,  on  con- 
ditions of  repentance  and  faith,  but  the  sinner  refuses 
to  accept  it.  Yet  the  Holy  Spirit  reproves  ;  the  word 
of  God  is  preached  and  published ;  the  people  of  God 
invite  and  admonish :  thus  men  are  kept  under  re- 
straint^ and  though  the  wrath  of  man  is  often  mani- 
fested, yet  it  shall  praise  God,  "  and  the  remainder  of 
wrath  shalt  thou  [Lord]  restrain,"  says  David  ;  while 
the  grace  of  God  enables  the  believer  to  "  keep  his  body 
in  subjection/'  and  to  "yield  his  members  as  instru- 
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nients  of  rightoousness  "  unto  (lod,  and  to  "present  his 
body  a  livin*^  sacrifice,  holy,  acceptable  unto  (iod,  wlileli 
is  our  reasonable  .service."  'J'hus  lliey  are  sa\ed  I'roni 
sin  ill  tliid  life,  and  in  the  end  the  second  death  u  !ll 
have  no  power  over  tlieni. 

Let  us  illustrate  this  point.  We  will  suppose  t\No 
men  to  have  fallen  involuntarily  into  a  loathsome  pit, 
from  which  they  have  no  power  to  extricate  themselves, 
and  in  which,  without  assistance,  they  must  perish.  In 
this  condition  si  friend  approaches,  and  offers  to  rescue 
them,  and  cleanse  their  liltli,  on  condition  that  they  con- 
fess their  helplessness,  Jiccept  his  hand,  and  own  him  as 
their  benefactor  and  deliverer.  Reader,  at  what  point 
WH)uld  the  responsil)ility  of  remaining  in  the  pit  be  thrown 
upon  those  men?  \Vonld  you  not  say,  At  the  very  point 
w^here  help  was  offered  and  refused?  For  certainly  it 
was  not  before.  But  suppose  one  of  those  men  accepts 
the  proffered  hand,  is  delivered,  cleansed,  saved,  and,  by 
the  side  of  his  deliverer,  entreats  his  fellow  sufferer  to 
accej)t  the  same  kind  hand  that  saved  him,  but  he  still 
refuses:   wi)uld  not  his  blood  be  upon  his  o\n  n  head? 

Sinner,  Jesus  finds  you  in  your  native  state  of  sin  and 
death.  He  died  to  redeem  you,  and  thereby  brings  you 
i^tinder  the  law  of  faith  and  obedience  to  himself.  In  the 
gospel  he  submits  to  you  the  whole  plan  of  redemption  ; 
he  offers  you  present  salvation  from  personal  sin  and 
guilt,  to  enable  you  by  his  grace  to  break  off  from  sin, 
^  to  overcome  the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil,  and  to 
^  give  you  eternal  life  in  the  end —  all  on  condition  of  re- 
pentance and  faith.  "For  with  the  heart  man  believeth 
unto  righteousness,  and  with  the  mouth  confession  is 
made  unto  salvation Rom.  10  :  10. 
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But  wliat  is  the  result  of  unbelief?  The  penalty  of 
the  law,  which  requires  faith,  on  which  salvation,  immor- 
tality, and  eternal  life  are  offered,  is  the  second  death  ;  for 
we  are  informed  that  "  he  that  overcometh  shall  not  be 
hurt  of  the  SECOND  death."  llev.  2:  11.  "Blessed 
and  holy  is  lie  that  hath  part  in  the  first  resurrection  :  on 
such  the  second  death  hath  no  power."  Rev.  20  :  6. 
But  the  fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the  abominable^ 
and  murderers^  and  whoremongers^  and  sorcerers^  and 
idolaters^  and  all  Uars^  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake 
which  burnetii  with  fire  and  brimstone,  which  \j)art]  is 
the  second  death."  lie  v.  21  :  8.  This  death  must  suc- 
ceed the  resurrection  from  the  first  death ;  this  is  the 
death  which  is  everywhere  in  the  gospel  set  over  against 

LIFE,  everlasting  LIFE,  ETERNAL  LIFE.     "If  ye  Hve 

after  the  flesh  [according  to  the  flesh],  ye  shall  die  ;  but 
if  ye,  through  the  spirit,  do  mortify  [crucify]  the  deeds 
of  the  body  [unbelief,  pride,  lust,  envy,  murder,  theft, 
lying,  and  all  other  evil  propensities],  ye  shall  live." 
Eom.  8  :  13. 

We  come  now  to  inquire  in  what  part  of  the  work  of 
Christ,  in  his  official  capacity,  is  this  law  of  life  based ; 
for  the  Son  of  God  is  presented  in  the  Scriptures,  in  three 
successive  official  capacities. 

First,  in  his  PROPHETIC  or  ministerial  office. 

Second,  in  his  priestly  office. 

Third,  in  his  KINGLY  office. 

I.  Moses  says,  "  The  Lord  thy  God  will  raise  up 
unto  thee  a  Prophet  from  the  midst  of  thee,  of  thy 
brethren,  like  unto  me:  unto  him  shall  ye  hearken." 
Deut.  18  :  15,  18.    Acts  3  :  22    7  :  37.    And  in  this 
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capacity  he  was  typified  by  the  paschal  lamb,  selected 
from  the  flock  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  and  nlain 
on  the  fourteenth  day  of  tlu;  month. 

JetiUtJ  waa  introduced  hy  Jolni,  iVom  amon^^  his  breth- 
ren, as  the  Lamb  of  (ioi>  that  taketh  away  the  sin  of 
llie  world/'  John  1  :  21).  Also  hy  the  Father  at  his 
l)aptisni  :  "This  is  niy  heh)ved  Son,  in  whom  1  am  well 
pleased."    Matt.  3  :  1  7. 

This  was  in  the  fourth  year  betore  liis  death  for  the 
redemption  of  the  world. 

II.  In  his  PRIESTLY  office,  in  which  he  is  now  acting 
at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father ;  for  of  him  Paul  says, 
"  The  A})ostle  and  High  Pkiest  of  our  profession, 
Christ  Jesus."  Ileb.  3:  1.  Under  him,  therefore,  we 
receive  our  law  and  profession.  Again,  the  apostle  says 
of  him,  "lie  became  the  author  of  eternal  salvation  unto 
all  them  that  obey  him;  called  of  (iod  an  priest 
after  the  order  of  Melehisedec."    Ileb.  5  :  10. 

Again,  the  apostle,  while  speaking  of  the  inefficiency 
of  the  typical  sacrifices  to  cleanse,  says,  — 

''But  Christ  being  come  an  lii(jh  priest  of  good  things 
to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more  perfect  tabernacle,  not 
made  with  hands,  that  is  to  say,  not  of  this  building, 
neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and  calves,  but  by  his  own 
blood,  he  entered  in  once  into  the  holy  place,  having  ob- 
tained eternal  redemption  for  us  [believers]."  "For  if 
the  blood  of  bulls  and  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an  heifer 
sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanctifieth  to  the  purity ing  of 
the  flesh,  how  much  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ, 
who  through  the  eternal  Spirit  offered  himself  [gave 
Iiimself  up  a  sacrifice]  without  spot  to  God,  purge  your 
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conscience  from  dead  works  [works  of  death,  Em* 
Diaglott]^  to  serve  the  living  God."  Heb.  9  :  11,  14. 
"  And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  mediator  of  anew  covenant, 
so  that  HIS  DEATH  having  taken  phice  for  a  redemption  ^ 
of  the  transgressions  against  the  first  covenant  [which 
hekl  the  race  involuntarily  in  death],  those  having  been 
invited  [tlirough  the  new  covenant]  might  receive  the 
promise  of  aionian  [eternal  —  Cqmmoyi  Version^  inher- 
itance."  Heb.  9:  15.  —  Em.  Diaglott, 

In  all  the  above  passages  of  Scripture,  the  Saviour  is 
presented  in  his  official  character  as  high  priest,  in  heaven 
itself  (the  antitype  of  the  holiest  of  all  on  earth),  offi- 
ciating with  his  own  blood  ;  for  it  is  said,  "  If  he  were  on 
earth  he  should  not  be  a  priest ; and  here  we  repeat, 
that  priests  never  carried  the  body  of  the  victim  sacrificed 
into  I  ha  holy  of  holies ;  "  it  was  left  in  the  outer  court, 
to  be  used  as  food,  or  burned  on  the  altar,  while  the  blood 
was  offered  by  the  high  priest  in  the  holiest  of  all,  to  ob- 
tain forgiveness. 

Therefore  the  blood  of  Jesus  affects  no  one  but  those 
who  have  transgressed  the  law  of  faith  voluntarily,  and 
who  repent,  believe,  and  obtain  mercy  through  the  blood 
of  the-  Lamb.  (Infants  and  imbeciles,  having  never 
violated  this  law  of  faith,  have  no  conscious  guilt  or  sin 
to  be  forgiven  ;  they  "  are  the  heritage  of  the  Lord,  and 
his  reward,"  by  virtue  of  universal  redemption  by  the 
death  and  resarreciion  of  our  Saviour,  and  not  by  his 
blood  ;  while  all  voluntary  rejecters  of  offered  mercy  and 
grace  perish  in  the  second  death.) 

This  official  work  of  Christ  is  shadowed  forth  in  the 
law  types  of  the  atonement,  especially  in  the  Lord's 
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Passover.  Exod.  eh.  12.  The  blood  of  this  lamb  was  not 
to  save  the  congregation  of  Israel  from  the  plague  of 
the  destroying  ani^^el,  but  the  FIKST  noux  in  every 
hoase^  a  small  portion  of  thci  people.  Tliey  ty[)ify  ( iod's 
elect,  chosen  people,  washed  iVom  sin  in  the  blood  of  the 
Lamb.    Kev.  1:5. 

We  would  here  press  upon  the  attention  of  the  reader, 
that  while  the  flesh  of  the  lamb  served  as  food  to  nourish 
the  body,  and  was  eaten  by  all  the  people,  yet  only  two 
of  that  vast  multitude  (children  excepted)  entered  the 
typical  land  of  rest;  even  so  the  flesh  of  Jesus,  which  he 
<]^avc  for  the  life  of  tlic  world,  to  bring  the  physical  man 
from  the  dark  grave,  will  not  secure  eternal  life  to  any 
responsible  person  of  the  human  race.  On  the  other 
hand,  as  the  blood  (which  was  never  to  be  eaten,  on 
pain  of  death  ;  see  Gen.  U  :  ^iS,  Ex.  17  :  10,  12)  of  the 
paschal  lamb  saved  none  of  the  Israelites  except  the 
FIRST  BORN  in  every  house  ;  so  the  BLOOD  of  the  Lamb 
of  God  will  save  none  except  the  repenting,  believing, 
God-loving  company  wlio  have  washed  their  robes  and 
made  them  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb  (Rev.  7  : 
14),  under  the  new  covenant;  for  tluis  it  is  written  of 
Jesus  by  the  evangelist  (when  instituting  the  Lord's 
supper,  which  is  the  gospel  or  new  covenant  passover^ 
to  continue  to  signify  the  same  great  truths  contained  in 
the  passover  of  which  he  was  then  eating,  and  which 
was  then  and  there  to  jjass  aicay)  ^  "And  he  took 
the  cup  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them,  saying. 
Drink  ye  all  of  it,  for  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new 
TESTAMENT,  which  is  shed  for  many  for  the  re3IISSION 
of  sins."    Matt.  26:  27,  28.    "This  cup  is  the  new 
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testament  in  my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you."  Luke 
22  :  20.    Two  facts  are  here  especially  stated  :  — 

1.  This  blood  is  shed  for  remission. 

2.  That  it  is  of  and  in  the  new  testament,  showing 
that  it  does  not  belong  to  the  old,  or  law  covenant,  as 
that  admitted  of  no  forgiveness,  for  it  required  the 
death  of  the  offender ;  while  the  law  of  faith  was  estab- 
lished in  mercy  for  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  there- 
fore required  blood  to  cleanse  from  guilt. 

Consequently  the  Scriptures  declare,  "  Without  the 
shedding  of  blood  there  is  no  remission."  "  How  much 
more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ  .  .  .  purge  your  con- 
science from  dead  works."  Heb.  9  :  14,  22.  "  Now 
the  God  of  peace,  .  .  .  through  the  blood  of  the  ever- 
lasting covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work 
to  do  his  will."  Heb.  13  :  20.  "  Redeemed  from  your 
vain  conversation  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ, 
as  of  a  lamb  without  blemish  and  without  spot."  1  Pet. 
1  :  18,  19.  "But  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the 
light,  .  .  .  the  BLOOD  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth 
us  from  all  sin."    1  John  1:7. 

These  passages,  and  many  more  which  we  might 
quote,  show  conclusively  that  the  second  branch  of  the 
atonement,  or  law  of  faith  (which,  by  many  readers,  is 
too  often  blended  with  the  first  branch,  and  which  was 
accomplished  by  the  death  of  Christ) ,  is  accomplished 
by  the  blood  of  Christ  in  the  new  testament,  and  is 
limited  to  believers  exclusively,  resulting  in  eternal 
redemption,  even  the  forgiveness  of  sins  here,  and  the 
resurrection  to  immortality  and  eternal  life  when  Jesus 
comes.    Our  subject  then  sums  up  thus  :  — 
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1.  The  lulult  portion  ol'  our  race  are  brought  under 
a  new  covenant  and  law  of  faith,  called  also  the  law  of 
the  spirit  of  life. 

2.  This  law  has  no  claim  on  infants  and  inil)eciles. 

3.  It  requires  repentance  and  taiih  on  tlie  part  of  all 
accountable  persons. 

4.  It  is  the  only  law  under  and  throu^j^h  which  we 
can  obtain  God's  righteousness,  justification  from  our 
sins,  and  eternal  life. 

f).  The  trans<j^ression  of  this  law  is  wilful  unbelief. 

().  This  law  condemns  all  accountable  unbelievers  to 
eternal  punishment  (which  is  shown  to  be  the  second 
death),  as  they  reject  the  atonement. 

7.  That  this  law  is  established  in  or  by  the  liLOOD 
of  Christ,  for  the  forgiveness  of  personal  sins  against 
this  covenant,  of  and  in  which  Christ  is  the  High  Priest, 
who  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for  us. 

8.  That  the  application  of  this  bl(X)D  is  limited  to 
believers,  and  is  the  second  branch  of  the  atonement. 

y.  This  branch  of  the  atonement  will  be  accomplished 
when  Jesus  shall  have  finislied  the  work  of  his  media- 
torial office,  and  will  result  in  the  final  redemption  to 
immortality  and  eternal  life  of  all  who  have  "  washed 
their  robes  and  made  them  white  in  the  blood  of  the 
Lamb,"  at  the  second  advent  and  revelation  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  to  be  admired  by  all  them  that  believe 
in  that  day."  Amen. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 
man's  kelation  to  god  under  the  new  covenant. 

"  For  if  the  first  covenant  had  been  faultless,  then  should  no  place 
have  been  sought  for  the  second.  Eor  finding  fault  with  them, 
he  saith,  Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord,  when  I  will  make 
a  new  covenant  with  the  house  of  Israel  and  with  the  house  of 
Judah."  — ^^5.  8:  7,  8. 

In  the  above  scripture  the  existence  of  two  covenants 
is  plainly  stated,  one  called  the  first,  the  other  the  sec^ 
ond  —  the  new  covenant.  The  first  of  these  was  made 
with  the  fathers  of  Judah  and  Israel ;  the  second  with 
the  house  of  Israel  and  the  house  of  Judah  themselves. 
The  time  of  making  the  first  covenant  was  in  the  day 
when  the  Lord  took  the  fathers  of  Judah  and  Israel  by 
the  hand  to  lead  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and 
is  the  covenant  of  ten  commandments,  as  we  have  shown 
in  our  chapter  on  the  Old  Covenant.  This  covenant 
was  the  code  which  in  its  germ  was  given  to  Adam, 
and,  in  an  elementary  sense,  may  be  called  the  Adamic 
covenant,  for  the  government  of  the  Adamic  race  while 
multiplying,  replenishing,  and  subduing  the  earth  :  it 
was  contained  in  "the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and 
evil,"  and,  had  the  rules  of  this  covenant  been  kept,  no 
sin  or  death  would  have  entered  our  world,  and  no  other 
covenant  would  have  been  required.  So  says  the  text 
at  the  head  of  this  chapter.    The  fathers  of  Israel  being 
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a  representative  people,  tliis  covenant  is  ^^iven  to  ;liem  , 
for  the  benefit  of  the  world,  to  <(ive  the  knowledu^e  of 
man's  relation  to  God  under  a  broken  law,  toircther 
with  symbols,  tyi)es,  and  ordinanees,  settini;  forth  (iod's 
plan  of  redemption,  as  shadows  of  j^ood  things  to  come, 
which  j)lan  was,  —  ''Christ,  ^iven  for  a  covenant  of  the 
people,  for  a  light  of  the  Gentiles,  to  open  the  blind 
eyes,  to  bring  out  the  prisoners  from  the  prison,  :ind 
them  that  sit  in  darkness  out  of  the  prison-house."  Isa. 
42  :  6,  7.  "For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave 
his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  belicveth  in  him 
might  not  perish,  but  have  everlastinir  life."  John 
3:16. 

This  plan,  which  also  had  its  germ  in  Kden  (as  before 
shown,  in  the  promise  that  the  seed  of  the  woman  should 
bruise  the  serpent's  head),  was  afterwards  embodied  in 
the  second,  or  new  covenant  with  the  house  of  Israel, 
and  which,  when  sealed  with  the  blood  of  the  testator, 
was  to  entirely  su|)ersede  and  take  the  place  of  the  first 
covenant,  which  had  become  faulty  and  weak  through 
the  default  of  one  of  the  parties  ;  man  had  broken  it, 
and  under  it  "the  Lord  regarded  them  not." 

This  covenant  is  presented  in  a  code  of  laws,  and  is 
called  "  the  law  of  works  :  "  the  new  covenant  is  also  a 
code  of  laws,  and  called  "the  law  of  f\iith"  (Rom.  3:27), 
of  which  we  design  mainly  to  treat  in  this  chapter. 

I.  First,  then,  we  shall  speak  of  the  necessity  of  a 
new  covenant.  ThQ  apostle  inl'ornis  us  in  our  text  that 
if  the  first  covenant  had  been  faultless,  there  should  no 
j)lace  have  been  sought  for  the  second. 

What,  then,  was  the  fault  with  this  covenant?    A  | 
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^  few  passages  of  Scripture  will  show.  It  was  a  brolcen 
covenant  —  "which  my  covenant  they  brake,  although  I 
wa3  an  husband  unto  them,  saith  the  Lord."  Jer.  31  : 
32.  "  Because  they  continued  not  in  my  covenant,  and 
I  regarded  them  not,  saith  the  Lord."  Heb.  8  :  9. 
The  penalty  of  this  covenant  brought  death ;  and  not 
being  susceptible  of  amendment  after  being  broken, 
and  knowing  no  mercy,  and  being  in  man's  flesh,  it  is 
powerless  for  man's  help  :  under  it  man  had  no  right 
but  to  die.  Therefore  Paul  says  it  was  weak  through 
the  flesh.  Eom.  8:3.  And  again  he  says,  "The 
letter  [law]  killeth,  but  the  Spirit  [the  law  of  the 
Spirit]  giveth  life.  But  if  the  ministration  of  death, 
written  and  graven  in  stones,  was  glorious,  .  .  .  which 
glory  was  to  be  done  away,  how  shall  not  the  ministra- 
tion of  the  Spirit  be  rather  glorious  !  For  if  the  min- 
istration of  condemnation  be  glory,  much  more  doth  the 
ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in  glory."  2  Cor. 
3  :  6-8. 

The  foregoing  testimony  shows  us  that  the  covenant 
on  stones  —  the  decalogue  law  —  killeth;  its  ministra- 
tion is  death;  it  is  condemnation;  thus  its  power,  and 
its  only  power,  is  to  convince  of  sin,  and  lay  us  in 
death,  w^hither  we  all  tend.  Therefore  the  apostle 
says,  "There  is  verily  a  disannulling  of- the  command- 
ment going  before,  for  the  weakness  and  unprofitable- 
ness thereof ;  for  the  law  made  nothing  perfect,  but  the 
bringing  in  of  a  better  hope  did,  by  the  which  we  draw 
nigh  to  God."    Heb.  7  :  18,  19. 

The  above  scripture,  and  many  more  w^hich  might  be 
cited,  show  very  clearly  the  necessity  of  a  new  covenant, 
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which,  thanks  to  a  merciful  God,  has  been  furnished  in 
the  law  of  faith,  which  supersedes  the  law  of  works. 

II.   The  marks  which  characterize  the  new  covenant 

The  token  of  tlie  old  covenant  was  circumcision  in  the 
flesh,  signifying  the  end  of  generation,  and  consequently 
the  death  and  extermination  of  the  race.  The  token  of 
the  new  covenant  is  "circumcision  of  the  heart,  in  the 
spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter"  (Rom.  2  :  21) \  causing 
tlic  person  to  "  love  the  Lord  with  all  the  heart,  and 
with  all  the  soul."  Deut.  30 :  (!.  Again :  the  first 
covenant  was  written  on  tables  of  stone.  The  new  cov- 
enant is  written  in  the  heart.    Thus  it  is  written  :  — 

"For  this  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make  with  the 
house  of  Israel  after  those  days,  saith  the  Lord  :  I  will 
put  my  laws  into  their  mind,  and  write  them  in  their 
hearts  ;  and  I  will  be  to  them  a  God,  and  they  shall  be 
to  me  a  people ;  and  they  shall  not  teach  every  man  his 
neighbor  [brother],  saying.  Know  the  Lord:  for  all 
shall  know  me  [who  have  this  law  written  in  their 
hearts],  from  the  least  to  the  greatest."  Ileb.  8  :  10, 
11.  While  it  is  true  that  the  real  Christian  teaches 
sinners  to  know  the  Lord,  he  does  not  teach  other  real 
Christians  to  know  the  Lord,  for  they  know  him  already, 
and  can  only  have  that  knowledge  increased  by  instruc- 
tion which  we  can  give  in  "  teaching  one  another,"  and 
"building  one  another  up  on  our  most  holy  faith." 
None  can  claim  the  promises  of  this  covenant  except 
those  who  have  it  thus  written,  "not  with  ink,  but 
with  the  Spirit  of  the  living  God,  not  in  tables  of  stone, 
but  in  fleshly  tables  of  the  heart."    2  Cor.  3:3. 

Paul,  in  the  eleventh  chapter  of  Hebrews,  gives  us 
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a  catalogue  of  saints  who  had  this  law  of  faith  thus 
written,  beginning  with  Abel  and  running  down  through 
to  his  own  time,  and  saying,  "  Without  faith  it  is  im- 
possible to  please  God."  In  another  place  he  declares 
that  "the  law  [old  covenant]  is  not  of  faith."  Gal. 
3:12.  Having  shown  some  of  the  marks  of  this  nevv 
covenant,  we  come  now  to  identify  it  in  the  Scriptures, 
which  is  our  third  proposition. 

III.  We  have  before  remarked  that  there  are  but 
two  covenants  mentioned  in  the  Scriptures  as  being 
made  with  the  descendants  of  Abraham.  The  first  was 
made  with  the  fathers  of  Israel  and  Judah  when  the 
Lord  took  them  by  the  hand  to  lead  them  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt ;  and  was  made  at  Sinai  (Horeb) .  Now, 
if  we  can  find  a  covenant  made  with  Israel  and  Judah, 
beside  the  one  made  with  their  fathers  at  Sinai ^  we 
shall  have  found  the  new  covenant ;  especially  if  it 
bears  the  aforesaid  marks  of  that  covenant.  We  will 
turn  our  attention,  then,  to  Deuteronomy  (which  name 
signifies  second  law)  ;  and  we  find  Moses,  forty  years 
after  the  exode  from  Egypt  (during  which  they  had 
wandered  in  the  wilderness,  and  received  the  first  cov- 
enant from  Sinai),  lodging  by  the  springs  of  Pisgah, 
in  the  valley  over  against  Beth-peor,  in  Moab.  Here  he 
recapitulates  to  the  people  their  history  in  the  wilder- 
ness, and  the  giving  of  the  first  covenant  at  Horeb 
(Sinai) ,  together  with  its  statutes  and  judgments  ;  the 
fathers  to  whom  that  covenant  was  made  being  all  dead, 
except  Caleb  and  Joshua,  because  of  their  breaking  that 
covenant :  their  carcasses  had  fallen  in  the  wilderness, 
as  God  had  said  they  should. 
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All  these  tilings  Moses  rehearses  in  thuir  eari^,  ami 
urges  thciu  to  obedience  in  view  of*  God's  dealings  with 
their  tathcrs  and  with  them  in  the;  past  ;  he  he;4ins  in  the 
fourth  chapter  to  introduce  anotiier  covenant,  —  th(?  <*()v- 
enant  of  luercy,  in  the  lirst  two  verses  ;  urging  tljcm,  in 
view  of  the  i)ast,  to  take  diligent  heed  to  the  hue  whlck 
he  lay.s  before  them  this  dmj^  to  the  ninth  verse;  tiieu 
holding  before  them,  in  the  past  tense,  the  scenes  ut 
Sinai  (Iloreb),  he  rehearses  the  lirst  covenant  again, 
as  given  there;  he  reuiinds  them,  in  verse  21,  that 
"God  is  a  consuming  fire,"  even  "a  jealous  God/'  In 
verses  25  to  28,  he  warns  them  again>t  idolatry  and 
image  worship,  solemnly  protesting,  if  they  violated  this 
covenant,  as  their  fathers  had  the  first  one,  that  they 
should  utterly  perish  as  a  nation,  and  he  scattered 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth ;  which  denunciation 
Jesus  repeated  when  he  wept  over  Jerusalem,  and  which 
has  been  tiilly  accomplished  by  their  rejection  of  the 
Messiah,  the  Mediator  of  this  covenant,  which  fact^ 
are  this  day  before  our  eyes.  And  though  now  scat- 
tered among  the  nations,  as  Moses  said  they  should  be, 
yet  in  this  condition  he  presents  to  them  the  doctrine 
of  mercy  (Deut.  4  :  2l)-31 — a  doctrine  unknown  in 
the  first  covenant,  as  facts  had  shown).  "But  if  from 
thence  thou  shalt  seek  the  Lord  thy  God,  thou  shalt 
find  him,  if  thou  seek  him  with  all  thy  heart  and  with 
all  thy  soul.  When  thou  art  in  tribulation,  and  all 
these  things  are  come  upon  thee,  even  in  the  latter 
DAYS  [in  the  gospel  dispensation]  if  thou  turn  to  the 
Lord  thy  God,  and  shalt  be  obedient  unto  his  voice 
(for  the  Lord  thy  God  is  a  mercifid  God),  he  will  not 
10 
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forsake  tliec,  nor  destroy  thee,  nor  forget  the  covenant 
of  thy  fathers"  [Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob]."  See 
Exod.  6  :  8.  Gen.  15  :  18  ;  26  :  3  ;  28  :  13.  We  then 
find  him  encouraging  them  to  repentance,  faith,  and 
obedience,  in  view  of  God's  forbearance  and  long-suffer- 
ing with  their  fathers  in  Egypt  and  in  the  wilderness ; 
reminding  them,  at  the  same  time,  that  this  forbearance 
was  not  on  their  account,  but  because  of  his  love  to 
their  fathers,  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob.  Verses 
32-39.  In  all  these  encouraging  words  of  Moses,  we 
find  no  promise  of  a  return  to  Jerusalem  nor  Palestine, 
yet  he  piakes  this  promise  :  "  Thou  shalt  keep,  therefore, 
his  statutes  and  his  commandments,  which  I  command 
thee  this  day,  that  it  may  go  well  with  thee,  and  with 
thy  children  after  thee,  and  that  thou  may  est  prolong 
thy  days  upon  the  earth,  which  the  Lord  thy  God 
giveth  thee,  forever  [the  new  earth].  Verse  40. 
Moses  next  refers  to  the  new  law,  statutes,  and  judg- 
ments, which  he  set  before  Israel  this  day,  forty  years 
after  they  left  Egypt,  on  the  east  side  of  Jordan,  in  the 
land  of  Moab  ;  and  in  chapter  5  :  1-3,  he  presents  the 
two  covenants  in  contrast,  thus  :  "  And  Moses  called 
all  Israel,  and  said  unto  them,  Hear^  O  Israel,  the 
statutes  and  judgments  which  I  speak  in  your  ears 
this  day^  that  ye  may  learn  them,  and  keep  and  do 
them.  The  Lord  our  God  made  a  covenant  [the  first 
one]  with  us  in  Horeb  (Sinai).  The  Lord  made 
NOT  THIS  COVENANT  [this  sccond  One,  which  I  speak  iij 
your  ears  this  day]  with  our  fathers  [in  the  wilder- 
ness], but  with  us,  even  us,  who  are  all  of  us  here 
alive  this  day." 
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In  those  verses  we  liavo  the  two  covenants  in  con- 
trast ;  the  first  given  in  Iloreh,  witli  their  fathers  and 
tJieniselves ;  the  seco)i(l,  forty  years  later,  in  Moab, 
by  the  springs  of  Pisgali,  with  those  yet  alive  and 
present,  and  not  with  their  fitithers.  This  seeond  cov- 
enant, made  with  Israel  after  the  (hiys  oi*  fhr/r  ffffhfrs, 
who  were  all  then  dead  excepting  Caleb  and  flo>hna, 
must  therefore  be  the  new  covenant.  But  we  have  other 
and  clearer  testimony  in  Deuteronomy,  21>th  chapter: 
let  U8  examine  it.  ''These  are  the  words  ov  the  cov- 
enant WHICH  THE  Lord  commanded  Moses  to  make 

WITH    THE    CHILDKEN    OF   LsHAEL    IN    THE    LAND  OF 

MoAii,  BESIDE  THE  coveuunt  which  he  made  with  them 
in  7/0 reft."    This  demonstrates  our  point. 

'*And  Moses  called  unto  all  Israel,  and  said  unto  them, 
Ye  have  seen  all  that  the  Lord  did  before  your  eyes  in 
the  land  of  Egypt  unto  Pharaoh,  and  unto  all  his  ser- 
vants, and  unto  all  his  hmd ;  the  great  temptations 
which  thine  eyes  have  seen,  the  signs,  and  those  great 
miracles ;  yet  the  Lord  hath  not  given  you  an  heart  to 
perceive,  and  eyes  to  see,  and  ears  to  hear,  unto  this 
day."    Deut.  29:  1,  4. 

This  darkness  of  heart  and  blindness  of  eyes  re{)re- 
sent  their  condition  under  the  old  covenant,  as  expound- 
ed by  Paul.  ''But  their  minds  were  blinded;  for  until 
this  day  remaineth  the  same  vail  untaken  away  in  the 
reading  of  the  old  [covenant]  testament,  which  vail  is 
done  away  in  [the  new  covenant]  Christ."  2  Cor.  3  : 
14.  jNIoscs,  after  speaking  of  their  state  of  darkness 
under  the  old  covenant,  cliarges  them  to  keep  the  words 
of  iW.  new  covenant,  which  the  Lord  commanded  him  to 
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make  with  them,  and  then  says,  "Ye  stand  this  day  all 
of  you  before  the  Lord  your  God,  your  captains  of  your 
tribes,  your  elders  and  your  officers,  with  all  the  men  of 
Israel,  your  little  ones,  your  wives,  and  thy  stranger  that 
is  in  thy  camp,  from  the  hewer  of  thy  wood  unto  the 
drawer  of  thy  water,  that  thou  shouldest  enter  into  cove- 
nant with  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  into  his  oath,  which  the 
Lord  thy  God  maketh  with  thee  this  day,  that  he  may 
establish  thee  to-day  for  a  people  unto  himself,  and  that 
he  may  be  unto  thee  a  God,  as  he  hath  said  unto  thee, 
and  as  he  hath  sworn  unto  THY  fathers,  to  Abraham, 
TO  Isaac,  and  to  Jacob.  Neither  with  you  only  do 
I  make  this  covenant  and  this  oath,  but  with  him  that 
standeth  here  with  us  this  day  before  the  Lord  our  God, 
and  also  with  him  that  is  not  here  with  us  this  day 
[Gentile  converts]."    Deut.  29  :  10-15. 

No  stronger  testimony  can  be  required  to  prove  that 
the  above  covenant  which  Moses  was  called  to  make  in 
Moab  with  the  children  of  Israel  is  the  same  as  men- 
tioned in  Jer.  31  :  31,  32,  and  by  Paul,  Heb.  8:  8. 
This  covenant  can  be  readily  traced  by  the  Bible  student 
through  the  book  of  Deuteronomy  in  distinction  from  the 
old  one.  In  ch.  31  :  9,  we  learn  what  Moses  did  with 
it :  "  And  Moses  wrote  this  law,  and  delivered  it  unto 
the  priests,  the  sons  of  Levi,  which  bare  the  ark  of  the 
[old]  covenant  of  the  Lord,  and  unto  all  the  elders  of 
Israel,"  directing  them  to  teach  it  to  the  people.  Verses 
10-13.  "  When  Moses  had  made  an  end  of  writing  the 
words  of  this  law  in  a  book,  until  they  were  finished, 
that  Moses  commanded  the  Levites,  which  bare  the  ark 
of  the  [old]  covenant  of  the  Lord;  saying,  Take  this 
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book  of  the  [new]  law  and  put  it  in  the  side  of  the  ark 
of  tlie  [oUl]  eovenant  of  the  Lord  your  God,  that  it  may 
be  there  for  a  witness  against  thee  [when  violated]." 
Verses  24,  2'). 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  reader  to  the  fact 
that  Moses  did  not  seal  this  new  covenant  with  blood,  ns 
he  did  the  first ;  this  must  be  done  by  Christ,  the  testator. 
This  second  and  new  covenant,  thus  arranged  and 
taught  the  people,  was  the  book  of  hope  revealing  Christ, 
to  which  the  old  schoolmaster  was  continually  pointing, 
and  admonishing  them  of  this  law  of  faith  as  their  only 
refuge  from  sin,  and  from  final  destruction. 

A\  ith  these  remarks  upon  this  covenant,  as  revealed 
in  Deuteronomy,  we  will  incpiirc  wlictlu'r  it  bears  the 
marks  of  the  new  covenant,  and  the  acknowledgments 
of  the  Saviour  and  his  apostles.  The  token  of  the  new 
covenant  is  circumcision  of  the  heakt  in  the 
sriiUT,  and  not  in  the  letter,  whose  praise  is  not  of  men, 
but  of  God''  (Rom.  2  :  2i)),  which  signifies  the  ''cruci- 
fying of  the  riesh  with  the  aflfections  and  lusts."  Gal. 
3  :  24. 

"Circumcise,  therefore,  the  foreskin  of  your  heart, 
and  be  no  longer  stiif-necked."  Deut.  10:10.  In 
Deuteronomy,  chap.  30,  we  find  ^Moses  exliorting  the 
people  to  repentance,  though  scattered  among  the  hea- 
then, saying,  "And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise 
thine  heart,  and  the  heart  of  thy  seed  [those  who 
repent],  to  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine  hearty 
and  with  all  thy  soul."  Thus  Paul  and  Moses  agree  on 
this  point.  Again  :  the  new  covenant  is  written  in  the 
heart,  and  we  think  that  none  are  ch'cumcised  in  the 
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heart  to  love  God  with  all  their  hearts,  and  with  all  their 
souls,  without  having  the  law  of  faith  written  in  their 
hearts,  nor  without  the  assurance  that  the  Lord  is  their 
God,  and  they  are  his  people. 

We  will  hear  Paul  and  Moses  once  more  on  this  cove- 
nant. Moses  says  concerning  this  [second]  covenant 
which  he  commands  them  this  day^  "  It  is  not  hid  from 
thee,  neither  is  it  far  off.  It  is  not  in  heaven,  that  thou 
shouldest  say.  Who  shall  go  up  for  us  to  heaven,  and 
bring  it  unto  us,  that  we  may  hear  it  and  do  it.  Neither 
is  it  beyond  the  sea,  that  thou  shouldest  say.  Who  shall 
go  over  the  sea  for  us,  and  bring  it  unto  us,  that  we  may 
hear  it  and  do  it.  But  the  word  is  very  nigh  unto  thee, 
in  thy  mouth  and  in  thy  heart,  that  thou  mayest  do  it." 
Deut.  30:  11-13.  And  Paul  quotes  this  language  of 
Moses  on  the  new  covenant  in  contrast  with  what  he 
says  on  the  old,  and  paraphrases  and  explains  it.  "  Christ 
is  the  end  of  the  law  [old  covenant]  for  righteousness  to 
every  one  that  believeth.  For  Moses  describeth  the 
righteousness  which  is  of  the  law  [old  covenant] ,  that 
the  man  which  doeth  those  things  shall  live  by  them. 
But  the  righteousness  which  is  of  faith  [the  new  cove- 
nant] speaketh  [readeth]  on  this  wise  :  Say  not  in  thine 
heart,  Who  shall  ascend  into  heaven?  that  is,  to  bring 
Christ  down  from  above,  or.  Who  shall  descend  into  the 
deep?  that  is,  to  bring  up  Christ  again  from  the  dead. 
But  what  saith  it?  The  word  is  nigh  thee,  even  in  thy 
mouth,  and  in  thy  heart;  that  is  the  word  of  faith, 
which  we  preach ;  that  if  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in  thine  heart 
that  God  raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved." 
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This  comment  of  Paul  on  the  [second  or]  new  cove- 
nant by  Moses  demonstrates  that  this  "  covenant  beside 
the  one  in  Iloreb"  (I)eut.  29:  1),  and  V{\\\V&  law  of 
faith  (lioni.  10  :  (>),  are  identical  ;  otherwise  we  have  no 
rule  by  whi(?h  to  prove  that  any  New  Testament  text  is  a 
quotation  of  one  from  the  Old.  It  inii^ht  ea>ily  be 
shown  that  the  New  Testauient  writers,  in  (juotin^r  for 
gospel  instruction,  generally  (juotc  iVoni  Deuteronomy. 
As  sure,  therefore,  as  the  )tationnlltt/  of  that  typical 
people  was  utterly  destroyed  by  rejecting  that  covenant 
in  rejecting  Christ,  its  administrator,  so  surely  all  individ^ 
luds  who  reject  it  will  finally  |)erish.  Let  us  ''take  heed 
lest  any  of  us  I'all  after  the  same  example  of  unbelief." 

We  will  here  remark  that  when  this  covenant  was 
fully  "  brought  to  li«:ht  in  the  gospel  by  the  mission  of 
Christ,  RVTiriKi)  and  SK aled  ijy  his  ijlood,  as  the 
testator  and  its  ministers  appointed,  it  entirely  super- 
seded the  old  "schoolmaster,"  or  law  of  works,  as  a 
rule  of  action  ;  and  Paul  says  it  is  abolished.  Having 
identified  the  new  covenant,  we  pass  to  notice  some  of 
its  advantages. 

IV.  The  advantages  of  this  covenant  over  the  first 
are  these  :  The  old  covenant  could  ^ive  the  knowled^re 
of  sin  (Rom.  3  :  20  ;  7:7),  but  could  not  justify  the 
offender.    Its  demand  was  vengeance. 

The  new  law  can  forgive  and  justify  the  offender  by 
repentance  and  faith.    Hcb.  8:12. 

The  old  kills  ;  the  new  gives  life  (2  Cor.  3:6);  the 
old  could  not  mve  righteousness. 

"  If  righteousness  come  by  the  law,  then  Christ  is  dead 
in  vain."  Gal.  2:21.    The  new  can  ^ive  riuhteousness. 
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"If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to 
forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unright- 
eousness."   1  John  1  :  9. 

The  ministration  of  the  old  is  death.  2  Cor. 
3:  7. 

The  new,  by  the  Spirit,  being  written  in  the  heart, 
giveth  life  from  the  dead.  Rom.  8  :  11.  These  are  a 
few  of  the  many  advantages  of  the  new  covenant  over 
the  old. 

V.  The  commandments  of  this  covenant  are  for  our 
life  and  good.  Some  of  these  are,  "  Hear,  O  Israel : 
The  Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord :  and  thou  shalt  love 
the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul,  and  with  all  thy  might."  Deut.  6  :  4,  5.  "Thou 
shalt  not  avenge,  nor  bear  any  grudge  against  the  chil- 
dren of  thy  people,  but  thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as 
thyself.  I  am  the  Lord."  Lev.  19  :  18.  That  these 
commandments  belong  to  the  new  law  —  the  law  of 
faith  —  is  proved  by  the  instructions  of  Christ  to  the 
scribe  who  asked  him,  "  Which  is  the  first  commandment 
of  all?  And  Jesus  answered  him.  The  first  of  all 
the  commandments  is.  Hear,  O  Israel:  The  Lord  our 
God  is  one  Lord  :  and  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with: 
all  thy  mind,  and  with  all -thy  strength  :  this  is  the  first 
commandment.  And  the  second  is  like,  namely,  this  : 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  On  these 
two  commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets." 
Mark  12:  29.  Matt.  22:  37,  40.  The  reader  should 
observe  that  these  two  commandments  are  not  found  in 
the  decalogue  of  ten  commandments  of  the  old  covenant, 
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but  in  Deut.  G  :  4,  and  Lev.  19  :  18,  and  arc  of  the  new 
covenant. 

In  Christ'fl  Sermon  on  tlie  Mount,  recorded  in  Matt, 
ch.  5,  (),  and  7,  we  hear  him  contrasting  his  command- 
ments of  the  new  law  with  those  of  the  old,  and  sums 
them  up  as  follows  :  "  Therefore  all  thini^s  whatsoever 
ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to 
them  :  for  this  is  the  law  and  the  prophets."  Matt.  7  : 
12.  Paul  also  gives  us  somethinj^  on  the  new  law. 
"  Owe  no  man  anything,  hut  to  love  one  another :  for 
he  that  loveth  another  hath  fulfilled  the  law.  For  this, 
Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery,  Thou  shalt  not  kill. 
Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  wit- 
ness, Thou  shalt  not  covet ;  and  if  there  be  any 
other  conunandment,  it  is  briefly  comprehended  in  this 
saying,  namely,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thy- 
self." Rom.  13:  8,  9.  See  also  Deut.  4:  2,  10-12, 
17.  In  the  above  quotation  of  Paul,  it  is  very 
evident  that  he  refers  to  the  commandments  of  the  new 
covenant,  by  Moses  in  Deuteronomy,  and  by  Christ  in 
Matthew,  from  the  fact  that  he  does  not  quote  from  the 
decalogue,  nor  give  all  of  the  commandments  of  it,  but 
remarks,  "  //'  there  be  any  other  commandment,  it  is 
briefly  comprehended  in  this  saying,  namely.  Thou  shalt 
love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself."  We  conclude,  therefore, 
with  James  the  aged,  "  If  ye  fulfil  the  roijal  law 
according  to  the  scripture,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neigh- 
bor as  thyself,  ye  do  well."    James  2:8. 

VI.  Having  presented  some  of  the  leading  command- 
ments of  the  new  covenant,  we  pass  to  speak  of  the  means 
by  which  men  are  enabled  to  keep  them. 
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We  iiave  shown  this  covenant  to  be  one  of  mercy : 
all  men  who  come  to  the  years  of  accountability,  and 
neglect  to  believe  in  and  confess  Christ,  are  transgress- 
ors of  this  "law  of  faith,"  and  must  have  forgiveness, 
or  perish ;  and  the  word  declares  that  "  Without  the 
shedding  of  blood  there  is  no  remission."  Heb.  9  :  22. 
But  God  alone,  in  Jesus  Christ,  can  forgive  sins,  and  no 
bloody  except  Christ's,  can  cleanse  from  sin.  There- 
fore we  hear  Jesus  saying,  at  the  last  supper  with  his 
disciples,  when  he  took  the  cup  and  gave  it  to  them  to 
drink  it,  "  For  this  [represents]  is  my  blood  of  the  new 
testament,  which  is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of 
sins."  Matt.  26  :  28.  Luke  22  :  20.  The  apostle  gives 
us  the  argument  on  this  subject  in  the  Epistle  to  the 
Hebrews,  and  explains  how  it  is  brought  about:  "For 
if  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an 
heifer,  sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanctifieth  to  the  purifying 
of  the  flesh,  how  much  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ, 
who  through  the  eternal  Spirit  offered  himself  without 
spot  to  God,  purge  your  conscience  from  dead  works 
to  serve  the  living  God."  Heb.  9  :  13,  14.  Paul 
informs  us  of  the  relation  the  church  sustains  to  this 
covenant :  "  Take  heed,  therefore,  to  yourselves,  and 
to  all  the  flock  of  God,  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
hath  made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church  of  God, 
which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own  BLOOD."  Acts 
20:  28. 

These  are  but  specimens  of  the  scriptural  argument, 
showing  the  fact  that  this  covenant,  with  its  blessings, 
is  based  upon,  and  made  sure  by,  the  blood  of  Christ. ^ 
He  that  eateth  my  flesli  [which  redeems  the  race  from- 
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the  grave]  and  drinketh  my  hlood  [which  c  leanses  the 
conscience  from  bin],  hatli  eternal  lil'c/'  1  he  Scrip- 
turc?'  abound  in  such  facts  and  arguments  on  this  point. 

\  11.  fhc  promises  of  this  covenant  are  very  numer- 
ous, and  of  all  importance.  We  shall  (juote  a  few  of 
them,  to  set  the  reader  on  the  liue.  "And  the  Lord 
said  unto  Abram,  after  that  Lot  was  separated  iVoni 
him,  Lift  up  now  thine  eyes,  and  look  from  the  place 
where  thou  art,  northward,  and  southward,  and  east- 
ward, and  westward  :  for  all  the  land  which  thou  seest, 
to  thee  will  1  give  it,  and  to  thy  seed  forever."  Gen. 
13:  14,  15. 

Jesus  said  to  those  who  believed  on  hiui,  "  If  ye 
continue  in  my  word,  then  are  ye  my  disciples  indeed  ; 
and  ye  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make 
you  free."  fJohn  8:  31,  32.  And  Paul  tells  us  the 
benefits  of  being  Christ's  :  And  if  ye  be  Christ's,  then 
are  ye  Abraham's  seed,  and  heirs  according  to  the  prom- 
ise." Gal.  3  :  29.  Once  more^from  Moses'  new  cove- 
nant :  "  Thou  shalt  keep  therefore  his  statutes,  and  his 
commandments,  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  that  it 
may  go  well  w  ith  thee,  and  with  thy  children  after  thee, 
and  that  thou  mayest  prolong  thy  days  upon  the  earth, 
which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee,  forever."  Deut. 
4:  40. 

This  prolonging  of  our  days  in  the  earth  must  refer 
to  the  everlasting  inheritance  promised  Abraham  and 
his  seed;  consequently,  we  hear  Jesus  saying,  "Blessed 
arc  the  meek,  for  they  shall  inherit  the  earth.  Blessed 
are  they  which  hunger  and  thirst  after  righteousness, 
for  they  shall  be  filled.    Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart, 
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for  they  shall  see  God.  Blessed  are  the  peacemakers, 
for  they  shall  be  called  the  children  of  God."  Matt. 
5:  5-9.  Precious  promises  indeed  are  these.  And 
this  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  that  every  one  which 
seeth  the  Son,  and  believeth  on  him,  may  have  everlast- 
ing life  :  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day."  John 
6  :  40.  "  My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know  them, 
and  they  follow  me  :  and  I  give  unto  them  eternal  iife, 
and  they  shall  never  perish,  neither  shall  any  man  pluck 
them  out  of  my  Father's  hand."  John  10:  27,  28. 
"  But  godliness  is  profitable  unto  all  things,  having 
promise  of  the  life  that  now  is,  and  of  that  which  is  to 
come."  1  Tim.  4:8.  "If  we  have  been  planted 
together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also 
in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection."  Rom.  6:  5.  "But 
if  the  spirit  of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the  dead 
dwell  in  you,  he  that  raised  up  Christ  from  the  dead 
shall  also  quicken  your  mortal  bodies  by  his  spirit  that 
dwelleth  in  you."  Eom.  8  :  11.  "  When  Christ,  who 
is  our  life,  shall  appear,  then  shall  ye  also  appear  with 
him  in  glory."    Col.  3:4. 

What  a  prospect  is  before  the  children  of  God  ! 
Surely  the  Lord  seeks  to  allure  us  away  from  the  tri- 
fling toys  of  the  earth  in  its  present  condition.  Again 
we  hear  Jesus  saying,  as  he  comes  in  glory  to  execute 
judgment  and  bestow  rewards,  "Come,  ye  blessed  of 
my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world."  Matt.  25  :  34.  "  He 
that  overcometh  shall  inherit  all  things  ;  and  I  will  be 
his  God,  and  he  shall  be  my  son."  Eev.  21  :  7.  We 
do  not  wonder  that  Peter  declared  that  God  had  "  given 
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unto  lis  exceediii<(  <(reat  and  precious  promises,  that  by 
tlicdc  wo  might  be  partakers  of*  the  divine  nature." 

"  Lift  your  ^'lad  voici?H  !  lie  oonqueri-'d  the  grave  — 
tJesuH  Iiniiianuel,  aliiii^hty  tu  nave. 
Shout  to  the  tyrant,  '  Thy  c  liairis  are  all  hroken  ; ' 
Siu^,  for  the  voice  of  Jehovaii  hath  spoken. 

Open  tlie  portal, 

KanHonied  iinniortul ; 
Life  shall  endure  witli  eternity's  wave." —  IJ.  T.  TajJor. 

VIII.  Let  us  now  take  a  short  look  at  the  curses  of 
this  covenant  on  those  who  despise  it,  or  disregard  and 
forsake  it. 

8ee,  I  have  set  before  thee,  tliis  day,  life  and  good,  and 
death  and  evil.  But  if  thine  heart  turn  away,  so  that 
thou  wilt  not  hear,  but  shalt  be  drawn  away,  and  wor- 
ship other  gods,  and  serve  them,  1  denounce  unto  you 
this  day,  that  ye  shall  surely  perish."  Deut.  30  :  15—18. 
Jesus  says,  in  speaking  of  the  doom  of  the  wicked, 
"These  shall  go  away  into  everlasting  punishment." 
Matt.  25  :  40 .  Paul  and  John  give  us  the  nature  of  that 
punishment  which  shows  it  to  be  most  fearful.  "The 
Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from  heaven,  with  his 
mighty  angels,  in  flaming  fire,  taking  vengeance  on  them 
that  know  not  God,  and  that  ol)ey  not  the  gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  who  shall  be  punished  with  everhist- 
ing  destruction  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  from 
the  glory  of  his  power."  2  Thess.  1  :  7-U.  "But  tlie 
fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the  abominable,  and  mur- 
derers, and  whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters, 
and  all  liars,  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake  which 
burnetii  with  fire  and  brimstone ;  which  [part]  is  the 
second  death."    Kev.  21  :  8. 
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Fearful  indeed  is  the  end  of  the  wicked.  How  terri- 
ble the  thought,  that  while  the  Lord  has  made  such  ample 
provision  for  the  rescue  of  the  lost,  at  such  a  price  as  the 
blood  of  his  Son,  yet  multitudes  will  perish,  because,  as 
Jesus  remarks,  "they  will  not  come  unto  me  that  they 
may  have  life."  Life  and  death  are  set  before  us,  and  we 
are  urged  to  choose  life,  that  we  may  live. 

Come  at  the  Saviour's  call!  hark!  hear  the  cry; 
Turn,  sinners,  one  and  all :  why  will  ye  die  ? 
Why  will  you  mercy  spurn  —  heed  not  my  call? 
Sinners,  turn,  sinners,  turn,  my  blood's  for  all. 
"  Come  at  the  Spirit's  call !  hasten  away  ! 
Lest  vengeance  on  you  fall,  no  more  delay. 
Come  to  the  gospel  stream,  drink  and  rejoice ; 
Sinners,  turn,  sinners,  turn ;  make  Christ  your  choice." 

Dear  reader,  what  a  contrast  between  the  blessings 
and  the  curses  of  this  covenant !  Let  us  well  consider 
the  consequences  of  rejecting  or  neglecting  to  accept  the 
offers  of  this  great  salvation.  That  both  the  readers  and 
the  writers  of  this  work  may  escape  its  denunciations, 
and  obtain  its  blessings,  is  our  humble  prayer.  Amenr 
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CHAPTER  X. 

THE  NEW  BIRTH. 

Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  bom  again,  he 
cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God  "  (John  3:3)  —  '*  he  cannot  discern 
the  reign  of  God." —  Campbell, 

The  doctrine  of  the  new  birth  is  seen  by  the  careful 
Bible  student  to  be  of  great  importance,  for  all  who  do 
not  attain  to  it  must  be  shut  out  of  the  kingdom  of  God, 
and  deprived  of  "eternal  salvation."  We  cannot  too 
closely  examine  its  foundation  principles,  nor  be  too 
anxious  to  attain  unto  its  privileges. 

In  entering  upon  the  examination  of  this  subject  we 
feel  that  its  vast  importance  demands  a  more  thorough 
investigation  and  statement  than  it  has  usually  received, 
and  will  bring  us  to  conclusions  not  generally  considered  ; 
for  this  reason  we  beg  the  candid  scrutiny  and  prayerful 
attention  of  our  readers.  It  may  be  in  place  here  to  in- 
troduce a  few  extracts  from  able  Bible  scholars,  touching 
this  subject,  before  we  proceed  with  our  investigations. 

Dr.  Adam  Clarke,  in  his  comment  on  1  John  2  :  29, 
remarks,  "  The  titli^  bestowed  on  Christians  in  the  Xew 
Testament  have  been  misunderstood  by  many.  ^Vhat 
belongs^  strictly  speaking^  to  the  ruKE  and  holy,  is 
often  applied  to  those  who^  though  hound  hg  their 
PROFESSION  to  be  such,  were  verg  far  from  it.  This 
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has  been  strongly  denied  by  writers  who  should  have 
known  better.  Dr.  Taylor  has  handled  this  point  well 
in  his  "  Key  to  the  Apostolic  Writings,"  from  which  I 
have  given  copious  extracts  in  my  Preface  to  the  Epistle 
to  the  Romans,  from  the  conviction  that  the  subject  had 
been  most  dangerously  misapprehended,  and  that  several 
of  the  worst  heresies  which  disgrace  religion  had  sprung 
from  this  misapprehension.  With  some.  Dr.  Taylor's 
being  an  A.rian  was  sufficient  to  invalidate  any  testi- 
mony he  might  offer ;  but  it  is  no  discovery  of  Dr. 
Taylor ;  it  is  what  every  attentive,  unprejudiced  reader 
finds  on  reading  the  Old  Testament  in  connection  with  the 
New.  Perhaps  those  who  have  too  little  grace,  sense, 
and  candor  to  search  for  themselves  may  be  pleased  that 
Dr.  Macknight  saves  them  the  trouble." 

"  Dr.  Macknight,  after  having  remarked  that  the  words 
bo7'n  of  him  (1  John  2  :  29)  should  have  been  trans- 
lated hath  been  begotten  of  him^  which  is  the  literal 
signification  of  the  word  yswau)  (gennao),  gigno^  I  beget 
["  born  of  God  "  being  nowhere  found  in  the  Scripture] , 
goes  on  to  say,  ^  To  understand  the  import  of  the  high 
titles  which  in  the  New  Testament  are  given  to  the  disci- 
ples of  Christ,  viz.,  the  begotten  of  God^  as  here, — 
children  of  God^  as  in  the  next  chapter  —  heii^s  of 
God  (Rom.  8:  17) — \  elect  of  God  —  adopted  of 
God  —  saints  —  a  royal  priesthood  —  a  holy  nation  — 
a  peculiar  people  (1  Pet.  2:9),  the  following  obser- 
vations may  be  of  use. 

"  ^  1 .  These  high  titles  were  anciently  given  to  the 
Israelites  as  a  nation,  because  they  were  separated  from 
mankind  to  be  God's  visible  church,  for  the  purpose  of 
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preserving  tlic  knowledge  and  worship  of  Ilini  in  the 
world,  as  the  only  true  God. 

"'This  appears  ihnn  Cu){Vh  own  words.  Kx.  21):  3, 
&c.  :  "  Tell  tlic  child ren  of  Israrl^  ijr  hnce  seen  xrlidt  [ 
(lid  to  the  Egyptians ;  and  hoio  I  bare  you  on  eagles^ 
icings^  and  brought  you  unto  mysrlf:  now^  therefore^ 
if  ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed^  and  keep  my  covenant^ 
then  ye  shall  be  a  peculiar  treasure  unto  me  above  all 
people^  and  ye  shall  be  unto  me  a  kingdom  of  priests^ 
and  a  holy  nation,'^  Dput.  14  :  1  — "  Ye  are  the  chil^ 
dren  of  the  Lord  your  God^  for  th(fu  art  a  holy  people 
to  the  Lord  thy  God.''  In  particular  tlie  title  ot*  God's 
/Son,  even  his  f  rst  born,  was  given  to  the  whole  /s-me/- 
itish  nation,  by  God  himself  (  Ex.  4  :  24 ) ,  chieHy  l^ecause 
they  were  the  descendants  of  Isaac,  who  waa  supernat- 
urally  begotten  by  Abraliain,  through  the  power  which 
accompanied  the  i)roniise.  (icn.  IS:  10  —  " /.o,  Santh 
shall  have  a  son,''  So  Paul  inlornis  us  (  Roui.  D  : 
7),  Neither  because  they  are  tlie  seed  of  Abraham, 
are  they  all  children  [of  God]  ;  but  in  Isaac  shall 
a  seed  be  to  thee — the  children  of  tlie  flesh,  these 
are  not  the  children  of  God,  but  the  children  of 
promise  are  counted  for  <t  seed."  Isaac  and  his  descend- 
ants, whom  Abraham  procreated  through  the  strength 
which  accom[)anicd  the  promise,  being  more  properly 
procreated  by  G(h1  than  by  Abraham,  were  the  children 
of  God :  they  were  a  fitting  image  to  represent  the  in- 
visible church  of  God,  consistim^  of  believers  of  alt  a^jes 
and  nations,  who,  being  regenerated  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
are  the  true  children  of  God,  and  heirs  of  the  heavenly 
ountry  of  which  Canaan  was  a  type.

"^2.  As  the  promise,  Xo,  Sarah  shall  have  a  son^ 
which  v/as  given  to  Abraham  when  he  was  a  hundred 
years  old,  and  Sarah  was  ninety,  implied  that  that  son 
was  to  be  supernaturally  procreated,  so  the  promise 
given  to  Abraham  (Gen.  17:5),  ''A  father  of  iv any 
nations  have  I  constituted  thee,''  implied  that  the  many 
nations  of  believers,  who  by  this  promise  were  given  to 
Abraham  for  a  seed,  were  to  be  generated  by  the  oper- 
ation  of  the  Spirit  of  God;  producing  in  them  faith 
and  obedience. 

"  ^  This  higher  generation,  by  which  believers  have  the 
moral  image  of  God  communicated  to  them,  is  well 
described,  John  1  :  12  —  Jls  many  as  received  him,  to 
them  gave  he  power  to  be  called  the  sons  of  God,  even 
to  them  who  believe  on  his  name,  who  ivere  begotten, 
not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of  the 
will  of  man,  but  of  God''' 

The  above,  from  Dr.  Macknight,  we  think,  gives 
some  correct  ideas  in  the  direction  of  our  inquiries.  The 
terms  and  titles  used  in  Scripture  to  illustrate  the  grace 
of  God,  and  the  conversion  and  salvation  of  man,  are 
largely  drawn  from  natural  law  and  titles  familiar 
among  men.  And  the  terms  begotten,  generate,  boruy 
children,  are  understood  in  nature.  Let  us  define  the 
terms  used  in  this  subject. 

Beget.  To  procreate,  as  a  father,  a  sire,  to  gen- 
erate, as  to  beget  a  son. 

Generate.  To  beget,  to  procreate,  to  produce  a  being 
similar  to  the  parent,  to  cause  to  be,  to  bring  into  life.  - 

Born.  Brought  forth  as  an  animal.  To  be  bora^ 
is  to  be  produced,  or  brought  into  life.  —  Webster. 
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Before  tliBrc  can  a  Ijirtli,  tlicrc  imi.st,  of  necessity, 
l)c  a  hegetting;  and  even  tlien  a  birth  is  not  certain,  a.s 
thousands  of  cas(;s  in  nature  i'ully  attest.  Thesi;  factn 
in  nature  should  he  well  (considered,  as  our  sul>ject  is 
ehisely  allied  to  them.  "  A  master  in  Israel  "  seemed  not 
to  have  understood  them,  or  rather  knew  not  that  these 
principles  in  nature  were  ap[)licd  hy  Christ  to  tiic  work 
of  grace  to  illustrate  God's  method  of  rcproduciiiLr  tVoni 
the  old  stock,  or  fallen,  sinful  race  of  dyini;  niortnls,  a 
new,  obedient,  and  immortal  family  of  children.  Man 
begets  children  in  his  own  likeness,  of  his  own  Idood 
and  own  nature,  corruptil)le,  mortal,  and  dyiuLT ;  ljut, 
as  we  have  argued  in  other  chajitcrs  of  this  work,  (jrod 
reproduces,  regenerates  man  by  his  own  chosen  agen- 
cies, in  his  own  image,  and  his  own  undying  nature, 
to  enjoy  eternal  life.    Let  us  study  the  record  of  it. 

Man  is  a  sinner,  an  alien  from  God  by  wicked  works, 
doomed  to  die  "the  second  death"  for  his  own  sins,  and 
worthy  to  die,  "for  the  wages  of  sin  is  death,  but  the 
(j^U't  of  God  is  eternal  life  throui^h  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord."  liom.  G  :  23.  But  before  mercy  and  eternal 
life  can  be  proposed  to  man,  he  must  be  redeemed  from 
the  penalty  of  Adamic  law  :  this  Christ  has  done  for 
him,  and  he  is  to  be  brought  out  from  under  the  Adamic 
law  by  a  resurrection  from  death.  Yet  this  does  not 
make  him  a  )iew  dkoi^  nor  give  him  a  neio  natiire^  but 
restores  him  to  the  nature  Adam  had  before  he  sinned  — 
dependent  on  the  tree  of  life,  or  some  other  source  of 
life,  to  perpetuate  life  in  him.  Then  he  stands  sen- 
tenced to  die  again  under  another  law  for  his  own  guilt. 
In  this  condition  tie  Lord  comes  to  man  with  ''the 
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gospel  of  Christy  which  is  the  power  of  God  unto  sal- 
vation to  every  one  that  believeth;  to  the  Jeiv  firsts  and 
also  to  the  Greek Rom.  1:16. 

The  apostle  James  recognizes  the  effect  of  the  gospel 
in  believers  thus  :  "  Of  his  own  will  begat  he  us  with 
the  word  of  truth."  James  1  :  18.  These,  then,  who 
had  accepted  Christ  as  their  lifegiver,  were  begotten 
of  God  by  his  own  will,  through  the  agency  of  the  word 
of  truth.  Paul  also  testifies  to  the  same  point:  "For 
though  ye  have  ten  thousand  instructors,  yet  have  ye  not 
many  fathers;  for  in  Christ  Jesus  I  have  begotten 
you  through  the  gospel."  1  Cor.  4  :  15.  Again  :  "My 
son  Onesimus,  whom  I  have  begotten  in  my  bonds." 
Phil.  10.  "My  little  children,  of  whom  I  travail  in 
birth  again  until  Christ  be  formed  in  you."  Gal.  4  :  19. 
Once  more  :  "  Not  by  works  of  righteousness  which  we 
have  done,  but  according  to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by 
the  washing  [bathing — Bible  Union;  bath  —  Enti 
Diaglott~\  of  regeneration,  and  the  renewing  of  the 
Holy  Ghost."    Titus  3,  5. 

'  Thus  far  the  truth  on  this  subject  looks  very  plain  ^ 
and  shows  the  work  to  be  one  of  all  importance  to  every 
sinner.  We  will  now  examine  other  passages  of  the 
same  class,  where  the  word  born  occurs  in  our  common 
version,  but  is  said  to  be  improperly  so  rendered.  We 
shall  quote  them  in  other  versions.  "No  one  who  has 
been  begotten  by  God  practises  sin  ;  because  his  seed 
abides  in  him,  and  he  cannot  sin,  because  he  has  been 
begotten  by  God."  1  John  3:9. — JEm.  Diaglott. 
"  Whosoever  hath  been  begotten  of  God  doth  not  work 
sin,  because  his  seed  abideth  in  him  ;  and  he  cannot  sin, 
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because  he  hath  heen  iu:(}(jtten  of  God."  —  Muchnljlit ^ 
and  Jiible  Union,  Several  other  versions  render  it 
hvijoHvn,  ''I}oh)vod,  wo  should  lovo  oarh  other,  horause 
h)ve  is  from  God,  and  evkuv  onk  who  lovks  lias  Ik'CU 
incooTTEN  by  God,  and  knows  God."  1  John  4:7.  — 
Em,  Dhiijlott^  Jiible  Unlmi^  and  MncknifjhCs  vev- 
stons.  "Every  one  who  believes  that  Jesus  is  the 
ANOINTED  one,  has  been  begotten  by  God,  and  every 
one  who  loves  the  l)e«^ettcr  loves  the  one  HE(iOTrEN  by 
hiin.  .  .  .  Wc  know  that  eveuv  one  who  has  been  be- 
gotten by  God  does  not  sin  ;  but  the  one  begotten 
by  (}od  f^uards  himself,  and  the  evil  one  does  not  hiy 
hohl  of  him."    1  John  5  :  1,  18.  —  Em.  Diaglott. 

We  have  thought  best  to  quote  these  several  passages 
in  connection,  to  show  the  one  grand  idea  in  them  all, 
which  is,  that  the  hearts  of  all  true  believers  have  been 
changed  and  renewed,  manifesting  the  principles  of 
the  divine  nature,  loving  God,  ceasing  to  practise  sin, 
guarding  against  it,  and  are  said  to  be  bpcfotten  by  God 
through  his  truth  and  kSpirlt,  AVe  wished  also  to  place 
these  scriptures  in  array  before  the  minds  of  those  who, 
on  account  of  the  stronu^  lanLCuafje  used  in  our  common 
version  of  1  John  3  :1)  —  dues  not  commit  sin^  cannot 
sin  —  h;ive  been  much  per[)lexed  about  applying  it 
to  believers  in  this  life,  and  have  applied  it  beyond  the 
resurrection,  in  the  perfect  world,  especially  because  the 
term  born  of  God^  as  rendered  in  our  version,  gives 
some  sanction  to  such  an  application. 

With  these  better  renderings,  added  to  the  current 
sentiment  of  the  other  passages  of  the  same  cla&cs,  which 
we  have  quoted,  and  which,  most  certainly,  apply  to

believers  in  tliis  state  of  probation,  we  must  admit  that 
1  John  3:9,  applies  here  also,  and  that  Christianity 
has  a  deeper  meaning  than  many  suppose,  and  the  woi  k 
of  regeneration  is  a  more  thorough  change  of  heart  and 
life  than  many  professedly  converted  persons  exhibit. 
1  John  5  :  18,  conclusively  proves  that  the  same  prin- 
ciples of  the  third  chapter,  ninth  verse,  do  apply  to  this 
mortal  state  of  believers.  But  we  will  add  one  more  on 
this  point.  "And  now,  dear  children,  abide  in  him,  so 
that  when  he  shall  appear  we  may  have  confidence,  and 
not  be  put  to  shame  by  him,  in  his  presence.  If  you 
know  that  he  is  righteous,  you  know  that  every  one 
PRACTISING  RIGHTEOUSNESS  haS  been  BEGOTTEN  by 
him."    1  John  2:29.—  JEm,  Diaglott, 

The  gospel  accepted,  and  its  power  applied  to  the 
heart  by  the  Spirit  of  God  subduing  the  moral  nature 
of  the  believer,  lays  the  foundation  for  a  new  man,  or 
generates  a  new  life,  which,  if  properly  appreciated,  will 
produce  an  immortal,  physical  nature  in  "the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  just."  For  there  must  be  care  exercised  by 
the  believer,  or  he  will  not  retain  the  new  life  com- 
menced in  his  soul.  The  Scriptures  fully  caution  us  on 
this  point.  "  That  ye  put  off  concerning  the  former 
conversation  the  old  man,  which  is  corrupt  according  to 
the  deceitful  lusts,  and  be  renewed  in  the  spirit  of  your 
mind  ;  and  that  ye  put  on  the  new  man,  which,  after 
God,  is  created  in  righteousness  aid  true  holiness." 
Eph.  4  :  22-24. 

This  is  not  in  man  to  joerform  of  hi-mself.  He  is  not 
able  to  do  this.  The  apostle  had  before  stated  the 
principle  on  which  it  is  done.    "For  we  are  his  work- 
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mansliip,  created  in  C'lirist  Jesus  unto  f^ood  works, 
which  God  hatli  before  ordanuMl  that  we  should  walk 
in  them.''  Eph.  2  :  10.  "  For  it  is  God  that  worketh  in 
you  both  to  will  and  to  do  of  hirf  <j^ood  pleasure."  riiil. 
2  : 13.  The  apostle  prays  for  us  on  this  wise  :  that 
lie  would  ^i^rant  you,  accordini^  to  the  riehes  of  his  <i:lory, 
to  be  strengthened  with  might  by  his  vSpirit  in  the  inner 
man."  Eph.  3  :  K).  And  to  teach  us  the  importance  of 
having  the  Spirit  of  God,  he  gives  us  a  statement  of  its 
fruits.  Gal.  5  :  22.  We  are  also  told  that,  ''After  ye 
believed,  ye  were  sealed  with  that  Holy  Spirit  of  promise, 
which  is  the  earnest  of  our  inheritance  until  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  purchased  possession.''  Eph.  1  :  13.  Then 
we  are  exhorted,  "Grieve  not  the  Holy  S[)irit  of  God, 
whereby  ye  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of  redemption." 
Eph.  4:30.  We  are  also  taught,  "Walk  in  the 
Spirit,  and  ye  shall  not  fulfd  the  lusts  of  the  flesh." 
The  language  of  Peter  is  very  clear  and  forcible  on  the 
duty  of  care  and  attention  after  we  have  been  begotten 
by  the  truth,  in  order  that  we  may  attain  to  the  new 
birth,  and  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  In  referring 
to  those  "  elect  according  to  the  foreknowledge  of  God 
the  Father,  through  sanctitication  of  the  Spirit,  unto 
obedience  and  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ," 
he  says,  "Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  which  according  to  his  abundant  mercy 
hath  BEGOTTEN  US  again  unto  a  lively  [I icing']  hope  by 
the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from  the  dead,  to  an 
inheritance  incorruptible,  and  undefiled,  and  that  fadeth 
not  away,  reserved  in  heaven  for  you,  who  are  kept  by 
the  power  of  God  through  faith  unto  salvation,  ready  to 
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be  revealed  in  the  last  time.  .  .  .  Seeing  ye  have  ])uri-^ 
fied  your  souls  in  obeying  the  truth  through  the  Spirit  ^ 
unto  unfeigned  love  of  the  brethren,  see  that  ye  love^ 
one  another  w^ith  a  pure  heart  fervently ;  being  born 
[begotten]  again,  not  of  corruptible  seed,  but  of  -'^ 
incorruptible,  by  the  word  of  God,  which  liveth  and 
abideth  forever."  1  Pet.  1  :  2,  3,  4,  5,  22,  23.  "Accord- 
ing  as  his  divine  power  hath  given  unto  us  all  thinga-^ 
that  pertain  unto  life  and  godliness,  through  the  knowl- 
edge  of  him  that  hath  called  us  to  glory  and  virtue  : 
whereby  are  given  unto  us  exceeding  great  and  precious 
promises  ;  that  by  these  ye  might  be  partakers  of  the 
divine  nature,  having  escaped  the  corruption  that  is  in 
the  world  through  lust.     And  beside  this,  giving  all  ^'^ 
diligence,  add  to  your  faith  virtue,  and  to  virtue  knowl- 
edge, and  to   knowledge   temperance,   and  to  tem- 
perance patience,  and  to  patience  godliness,  and  to 
godliness  brotherly  kindness,  and  to  brotherly  kindness 
charity.    For  if  these  things  be  in  you,  and  abound, 
they  make  you  that  ye  shall  neither  be  barren  nor  un- 
fruitful in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
But  he  that  lacketh  these  things  is  blind,  and  cannot 
8ee  afar  off,  and  hath  forgotten  that  he  was  purged  from 
liis  old  sins.     Wherefore  the  rather,  brethren,  give 
diligence  to  make  your  calling  and  election  sure  :  for  if 
ye  do  these  things,  ye  shall  never  ffxU  ;  for  so  an  entrance 
shall  be  ministered  unto  you  abundantly  into  the  ever- 
lasting kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ." 
2  Pet.  1  :  3-11. 

The  reader  cannot  fail  to  see  that  being  converted  by 
accepting  of  Christ  through  the  gospel  does  not  insure 
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us  i\  part  in  the  kingdom  of  (lod,  unless  "  we  hold  fast 
the  confidence  and  the  rejoicing  of  the  ho[)e  firm  unto 
the  end."    Ileb.  3  :  (>. 

Those  who  <lo  not  thus  continue  never  come  to  tlic 
new  birth,  con.^equently  never  enter  into  thi^  kingdom 
of  God;  while  those  who  do  ''walk  in  the  Spirit/'  and 
"continue  in  the  word/'  will  be  brought  forth  into  life 
eternal  by  "the  resurrection  of  life"  (John  5:29), 
be  bom  (Kjdin^^  born  from  the  dead  to  the  fulness  of 
life  and  immortality. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  careful  attention,  that  this  doctrine 
is  involved  in  nuieh  that  is  said  in  the  Bible  on  the 
subjects  of  conversion,  obedience  to  the  end,  and  a 
resurrection  to  eternal  life,  and  an  introduction  into  the 
kingdom  of  God.  AVe  find  it  incorporated  into  Paul's 
sublime  argument  in  Rom.  ch.  8,  on  the  final  restitution, 
on  this  wise:  "  liut  ye  are  not  in  the  Hesh,  but  in  the 
Spirit,  if  so  be  that  the  Si)irit  of  God  dwell  in  you. 
Now  if  any  man  have  not  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is 
none  of  his.  And  if  [the  Spirit  of]  Christ  be  in  you,  the 
body  is  [doomed  to  death  —  corruptible]  dead  because 
of  sin,  but  the  Spirit  [.produces]  is  life  because  of  right- 
eousness. But  if  the  Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus 
from  the  dead  dwell  in  you,  he  that  raised  up  Christ 
from  the  dead  shall  also  [give  life]  quicken  your  mortal 
bodies  by  his  Spirit  that  dwelleth  in  you."  Rom.  8  : 
9-11.  "And  God  hath  both  raised  up  the  Lord,  and 
will  also  raise  up  us  by  his  own  power."  1  Cor.  6  :  14. 
"For  ye  are  [under  sentence  of  death]  dead,  and  your 
life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God.  When  Christ,  who  i? 
our  life  [giver] ,  shall  appear,  then  shall  ye  also  appear 
with  him  in  glory."    Col.  3:3,  4. 
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When  Cliriot  was  instructing  Nicodemus  on  the  aew 
birth ^  he  remarks,  "  That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is 
flesh,  and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit." 
We  hear  Paul  discussing  this  point  on  this  wise,  while 
arguing  the  resurrection  of  the  people  of  God  :  "  The 
first  Adam  was  made  a  living  soul ;  the  last  Adam  was 
made  a  quickening  spirit.  The  first  man  is  of  the  earth, 
earthy  ;  the  second  man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  As 
is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  also  that  are  earthy ;  and 
as  is  the  heavenly  [the  Lord  from  heaven],  such  are 
they  also  that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have  borne  the 
image  of  the  earthy  [first  Adam],  we  shall  also  bear 
the  image  of  the  heavenly.  Now  this  I  say,  brethren, 
that  flesh  and  blood  [the  natural  descendants  of  Adam 
or  of  Abraham]  cannot  inherit  [have  no  claim  to]  the 
kingdom  of  God."    1  Cor.  15  :  45,  50. 

Peter  also  gives  the  same  idea  on  the  same  subject. 
"For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the  just 
for  the  unjust,  that  he  might  bring  us  to  God,  being 
put  to  death  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  [raised  to  life] 
by  the  Spirit."  1  Pet.  3  :  18.  This  was  the  method 
by  which  Christ  "was  made  a  quickening  spirit,"  and 
which  led  Paul  to  argue,  "  But  now  is  Christ  risen  from 
the  dead  and  become  the  first  fruits  of  them  that 
slept."  1  Cor.  15:20.  The  resurrection  of  Christ  is 
elsewhere  shown  to  be  a  birth  ^  and  as  it  certainly  v/as 
not  his  first,  it  must  be  his  second  birth,  a  pattern  for 
his  followers.  Let  us  read.  "  Who  hath  delivered  us 
from  the  power  of  darkness  and  hath  translated  us  into 
[^changed  us  for  —  Em.  Diaglott]  the  kingdom  of 
his  dear  Son,  in  whom  we  have  redemption  through  his 
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blood,  oven  tho  lorgivoness  of  sin  Vnd  he  is  tlie 

head  of*  tho  l)()dy,  tlio  chun  lj,  who  is  tlic  hcLiiiiiiinji^, 
the  FJUST  lioUN  from  the  dead;  that  in  all  things  lie 
might  have  the  preeniinenee."  Col.  1  :  K^,  14,  1«S.  All 
this  testimony,  nnd  this  class  of  scriptures,  shed  Tght 
on  the  doctrine  of  the  )ipfr  h!rth^  and  aid  us  in  under- 
standing the  meaning  of  Christ's  saying  to  Xieodenuis, 
"Except  a  man  he  born  ar/ain,  he  cannot  see  [enter 
into]  the  kingdom  of  (iod  because  the  kingdom  is  an 
inunortal  one,  and  belongs  to  the  heirs  of  Clod  through 
Christ  and  the  resurrection  from  the  dead,  as  we  have 
clearly  shown  elsewhere.  While  Nicodemns  came  to 
Jesus  by  night  for  instruction,  he  was  not  free  from  the 
error  of  Judaism,  that  blinding  notion,  that,  by  virtue 
of  beinjr  the  real  descendants  of  Abraham  accordintr  to 
the  flesh,  and  sign  of  circumcision,  the  Pharisees  in- 
herited and  held  title  to  the  kingdom  of  (xod,  and 
would  enter  into  and  enjoy  it,  when  established,  by 
virtue  of  a  natural  birth. 

This  fallacious  notion  was  the  great  source  of  the 
nation's  apostasy  and  blindness,  which  prevented  them 
from  accepting  Christ  and  his  gospel ;  and  we  find  the 
discourses  and  parables  of  Christ  constantly  directed 
against  it.  This  accounts  for  the  apparent  abruptness 
of  his  lanfjuasfe  to  Nicodemus  on  the  introduction  of 
conversation.  "Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except 
a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God."  Your  birth  from  the  stock  of  Abraham  does  not 
entitle  you  and  your  nation  to  the  kingdom  of  God. 

The  term  "  yer//?/,"  twice  repeated,  w\as  considered 
by  the  Jews  to  have  all  the  solemnity  and  strength  of 
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an  oath,  and  when  used  by  our  Lord  on  this  occasion, 
must  have  awakened  the  interest  of  this  "  ruler  of  the 
Jews  "  to  learn  the  nature  of  the  second  birth,  and  also 
of  the  kingdom  of  God ;  for  it  showed  him  that  he  was 
ignorant  of  both.  ■&gn 

Let  us  remember  the  fact  that  the  Jews  had  so  far 
wandered  from  the  path  of  light  and  truth,  that  they 
"  made  void  the  law  by  their  traditions,"  and  were 
"  teaching  the  fear  of  the  Lord  by  the  precepts  of  men  ; " 
that  they  claimed  all  the  promises  of  God  as  being 
especially  to  them,  because  they  descended  from  Abra- 
ham, and  we  can  understand  something  of  the  blindness 
of  Nicodemus.  They  had  a  belief,  it  is  true,  that  God 
was  to  establish  his  kingdom  and  fulfil  his  promises  to 
"Abraham  and  his  seed,"  and  that  they  were  "his  seed," 
and  the  rightful  heirs.  They  looked  for  a  Messiah,  to 
grow  up  among  them,  of  the  seed  of  Abraham  and  of 
David,  to  introduce  himself  in  some  mysterious  way* 
assume  the  title  and  royalty  of  king,  acknowledge 
their  nation  as  the  people  of  God  and  subjects  of  his 
kingdom,  entitled  to  all  its  privileges  ;  who  should  put 
down  all  their  oppressors,  and  fulfil  the  grand  predic- 
tions of  the  prophets  of  his  glorious  reign ;  but  they 
expected  it  to  be  in  this  mortal  state. 

Consequently,  from  the  time  the  heavenly  messenger 
announced  to  the  shepherds  on  the  plains  of  Judea  the 
glad  news,  "  For  unto  you  is  born,  this  day,  in  the  city 
of  David,  a  Saviour,  which  is  Christ  the  Lord,"  until 
Jesus  was  introduced,  by  "  a  voice  from  heaven,"  to  the 
multitude  who  witnessed  his  baptism  in  Jordan,  "the 
people  were  in  expectation,  and  all  men  mused  in  their 
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hearts"  concernin^r  him.  A\'h('n  he  hcir.in  to  call  on 
them  to  repe.it^  to  "  be  eonvertcd  and  hecoiiie  as  little 
children,"  or  "  ye  AvaW  not  enter  into  the  kin^^loni  of 
heaven,"  and  openly  t(jld  his  hearers,  "  Except  yonr 
riirhtcousness  exceed  the  rii^hteousness  of*  the  Scribes 
and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  the  kinLrdoni 
of  heaven," —  we  have  no  reason  to  wonder  that  ''they 
were  astonished  at  his  doctrine."  Even  his  disciples, 
uho  accepted  him  as  their  di\  ine  teacher,  were  slow  lo 
learn  that  his  "  kingdom  was  not  of  this  world." 

There  were  other  Jews  besides  this  ruler  who  be- 
lieved Jesus  was  from  God,  but  did  not  feel  willing  to 
give  uj)  their  national  standing.  "And  Jesus  said  to 
those  Jews  which  believed  on  him.  If  ye  continue*  in 
my  word,  then  arc  ye  my  disciples  indeed,  and  ye  shall 
know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free. 
They  answered  him.  We  be  Abraham's  seed,  and  were 
never  in  bondage  to  any  man  ;  how  sayest  thou.  Ye 
shall  be  made  free?  Abraham  is  our  father."  John  8: 
31.  With  this  feeling  of  national  rif^hteousness  and 
royal  blood,  Nicodemus  was  bewildered,  and  could  not 
understand  the  nature  of  God's  kingdom,  nor  who  were 
the  true  heirs  to  it,  neither  that  a  change  to  immortality 
must  be  obtained  before  they  could  see  it,  or  enter  and 
enjoy  it. 

\\'\t\\  this  blindness,  produced  by  an  erroneous  theory, 
he  came  to  Christ,  and  listened  with  surprise  to  the 
solemn  and  mysterious  saying  which  embodied  both  a 
symbol  and  a  literal  statement  of  fact  —  "  Verily,  verily, 
1  say  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  can- 
i2*jt  see  the  kingdom  of  God  ;"  or,  as  more  fully  stated 
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afterwards,  "Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God."  Some  have  snpposed 
the  expression  cannot  see^  in  the  third  verse,  embraces  a 
different  idea  from  cannot  enter  into^  in  the  fifth  verse, 
the  first  referring  to  an  ocular  view^  whicli  would  require 
a  new  birth  for  the  wicked,  as  certain  passages  indicate 
that  they  will  yet  see  God's  children  "in  the  kingdom, 
and  they  themselves  thrust  out."  We  understand  each 
expression  to  contain  the  same  idea,  the  term  see  being- 
used  here,  as  in  Deut.  1  :  36,  Job  7  :  7  and  17  :  15, 
and  many  other  places,  to  signify  e/yoy,  to  participate^ 
and  includes  only  the  regenerate  —  the  true  heirs  of  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

The  fact  that  Nicodemus  thought  of  the  kingdom  of  t 
God  and  its  blessings  as  belonging  to  this  mortal  state,  > 
is  seen  in  his  desire,  to  know  how  a  man  could  "  be 
born  when  he  is  old,"  and  shows  his  entire  ignorance 
of  Christ's  meaning.  He  comprehended  a  birth  only 
into  this  mortal,  corruptible  world.  "Jesus  answered, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  born 
of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God." 

This  reply  comprehends  two  births,  and  explains 
each  to  differ  in  nature  from  the  other  :  the  first,  of 
water ^  —  as  every  living  child  is  born  of  the  fleshy  and 
"is  flesh,"  bringing  us  to  bear  the  image  of  the  first 
Adam,  who  was  "  of  the  earth,  earthy ;  "  the  second, 
of  the  Spirit^  brings  those  who  gain  such  a  birth  into 
the  immortal  state,  in  "  the  image  of  the  heavenly,"  the 
immortal  Son  of  God  (see  1  Cor.  15:  45-50),  and,:? 
consequent  y,  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  a 
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To  explain  moro  fully  the  ditfcrence  in  the  nature  ni' 
these  two  births,  and  the  superiority  of  the  hitter,  Je.sus 
adds,  "That  which  is  born  of  the  Hesli  is  flesh,  and  that 
which  is  born  of  the  S{)irit  is  spirit  [is  spiritual  — 
Wliitiny'].  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye  must 
be  born  aj^ain  [marf/in  —  from  above]." 

Having  clearly  stated  the  point  of  did'crence  in  the 
two,  he  brings  a  figure  from  nature  to  illustrate  the 
latter:  "The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listcth,  and  thou 
hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it 
Cometh,  nor  whither  it  goetli ;  so  is  every  one  that  ia 
born  of  the  Spirit."  John  3 :  8.  This  illustration 
increased  the  astonishment  of  Nicodemus ;  he  had 
never  seen  a  person  in  this  condition,  with  power  to 
come  and  go  as  the  wind,  unobserved,  and  with  swift- 
ness ;  he  knew  full  well  'that  no  mortal  body  could 
travel  in  that  manner,  unseen.  A\'ho  could  be  so 
changed  as  to  transport  himself  as  the  wind?  "How 
can  these  things  be?"  he  asked.  ''Jesus  answered. 
Art  thou  a  master  in  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these 
things?"  Israel  had  the  oracles  of  God  —  the  Old 
Testament  Scri[)tures,  in  which  were  found  all  (/te^e 
things.  A  master  in  Israel  ignorant  of  the  promises 
and  covenant  of  God  to  the  fathers,  to  A])raham,  Isaac, 
and  Jacob,  which  were  to  be  I'ul tilled  in  an  immortal 
world  by  a  resurrection  to  eternal  life  (see  Ileb.  11  : 
13,  10,  35]  ;  ignorant  of  the  "  hope  of  the  twelve  tribes 
of  Israel  "  (Acts  25  :  G,  8)  ;  ignorant  of  the  nature  of 
the  kingdom  of  God,  which  was  clearly  stated  to  be 
eternal,  and  enjoyed  by  all  the  children  of  God,  which 
must  involve  their  resurrection  to  an  immoi'tal  state 
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(Dan.  2  :  44 ;  7  :  27)  ;  ignorant  of  the  promises  of  the 
resurrection  of  the  Lord's  people  to  eternal  life  (Isa. 
26  :  19-21.  Ezek.  37  :  12-14.  Dan.  12  :  2)  ;  ignorant 
of  the  fact  that  Enoch  and  Elijah  were  quickened  to 
immortality  by  the  Spirit,  and  were  so  changed,  elec- 
trified, or  rather  spiritized  (which  is  equal  to  the  resur- 
Irection),  that  they  could  ascend  up  to  heaven  as  the 
wind  can  come  and  go  (Gen.  5  :  24.  2  Kings  2  : 11)  ; 
ignorant,  too,  of  the  promise  that  "  they  that  wait  upon 
the  Lord  shall  renew  [change]  their  strength ;  they 
shall  mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles  ;  they  shall  run, 
and  not  be  weary ;  and  they  shall  walk,  and  not  faint." 
Isa.  40:  31. 

But  he  was  not  the  only  master  in  Israel  who  knoweth 
not  these  things  ;  there  are  some  yet  living.  "Art  thou  a 
master  in  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these  things  ?  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  We  speak  that  we  do  know,  and 
testify  that  we  have  seen ;  and  ye  receive  not  our 
witness.  If  I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye 
believe  not,  how  shall  ye  believe  if  I  tell  you  of  heav- 
enly things  ?  "  Jesus  had  seen  the  change  —  the  trans- 
lation of  Enoch  and  Elijah,  therefore  could  properly 
say.  We  testify  that  we  have  seen.  He  had  spoken 
to  Nicodemus  of  the  natural,  flesh  birth,  by  water,  and 
earthly  existence,  in  contrast  with  the  Spirit  birth  ;  he 
had  illustrated  the  latter  by  a  natural  figure,  —  the 
wind,  air  in  motion,  which  is  connected  with  this  tem- 
porary state  ;  thus  he  could  say,  I  have  told  you  earthly 
things^  and  ye  believe  not. 

As  further  proof  that  we  have  presented  the  true  and 
scriptural  doctrine  of  the  new  birth,  we  call  attention 
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aj^ain  to  the  fact  that  Christ  is  cxpirssly  declared  to  he 
'the  bcgianiiuj^  the  first  hrnni  from  flif  dcruV  (Col.  1  : 
1(S),  and  "the  first  Iruits  of  tlicin  that  sh'pt"  (1  ( \)r. 
15  :  20),  by  ri^sin;^  from  the  dead. 

With  tliese  facts  we  add  the  histoiic:il  account  of 
Christ  after  his  resurrection  :  his  inanifcstmion  to  Mar) 
at  the  sepulchre  wa.s  supernatural  ;  again,  when  he  made 
himself  known  to  two  of  his  disciples  at  Kmniaus,  "he 
vanished  out  of  their  siirht."  Luke  24:  »>1.  Also 
when  he  suddenly  appeared  among  his  disciples  as  they 
were  assembled  with  closed  doors  for  fear  of  tlic  Jews, 
he  terrified  them  by  that  strange  manner  of  conveyance, 
as  the  wind.  John  20  :  lU.  Luke  21 :  35,  40.  Here 
were  exhibitions  of-  one  born  of  the  Spirit^  who  could 
come  and  go  as  the  wind  —  a  spiritufd  body  ;  and  after- 
wards "he  was  taken  up,  and  a  cloud  received  him  out 
of  thei^  sight ;  "  just  as  Paul  declares  the  resurrected 
and  changed  saints  will  "  be  caught  up  to  meet  the  Lord 
in  the  air"  when  he  returns.     1  Thess.  4  :  L5,  17. 

Objections  to  this  view  of  the  subject  will  arise  in  the 
minds  of  those  who  do  not  have  clear  ideas  of  the  king- 
dom of  God,  and  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and 
who  have  been  taught  that  conversion  constitutes  the 
new  birth,  and  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  the  church. 
We  will  notice  several  insurmountable  difficulties  attend- 
ing this  application. 

It  would  follow  that  without  conversion  one  cannot 
enter  into  the  church.  Are  there  no  unconverted  per- 
sons in  the  church  ?  Again  :  "  Except  your  righteousness 
exceed  the  righteousness  of  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye 
shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the  "  —  church.  Do  all  church 
12 
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members  exceed  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees  in  righteous- 
ness ?  ^*  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through  the  eye  of  a 
needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the"  —  church. 
Are  there  no  "  rich  men  "  in  the  church  ?  no  "  covetous," 
no  "  unrighteous "  ones  in  the  church  ?  none  but  those 
"  greater  than  John  the  Baptist  "  ? 

The  error  of  this  position  is  seen  at  a  glance ;  but 
others  apply  the  new  birth  to  conversion,  and  locate  the 
kingdom  in  heaven,  or  on  the  new  earth.  Let  us  notice 
this  view. 

Do  we  know  of  any  converted  persons?  All  will 
claim  they  believe  they  do.  "The  wind  bloweth  where 
it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof^  but  canst 
not  tell  whence  it  cometh  and  whither  it  goeth ;  so  is 
every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit,^'  Are  any  of  us 
so  ?  Do  we  know  of  any  who  are  ?  Have  we  read  of 
any  of  the  holy  ones  of  old  who  could  come  and  go  as 
the  wind  ?  We  know  of  only  Enoch,  Elijah,  and  Christ. 
Are  none  converted  ?  We  think  many  have  been  and  are 
being  converted,  begotten  of  God,  by  his  Spirit  and  word. 

But  some  take  yet  another  position  —  that  it  is  the 
Spirit  by  which  we  are  converted,  born,  that  coiyies  and 
goes  as  the  wind.  And  do  we  not  know  from  whence 
the  Spirit  of  God  cometh?  Are  we  not  told  that  it 
comes  from  God  ?  And  does  not  the  Spirit  which  con- 
verts enter  and  dwell  in  the  hearts  of  believers?  We 
think  all  real  Christians  will  admit  this. 

With  all  deference  to  the  opinions  of  good  men,  we 
feel  obliged  to  adopt  the  position  we  have  advocated 
above,  as  a  grand  and  glorious  doctrine  of  regeneration, 
which  chimes  with  all  other  parts  of  the  plan  of  grace. 
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But  there  is  another  ohjection  soinetiincH  nri[!^c(l  —  that 
believers  are  often  called  "  the  sons  of  God,"  "  childrori 
of  God,"  "heh'8  of  God/'  and  the  "family  of  God/' 
IIovv  can  these  be  true  titles  if  we  have  not  arrived  at  the 
new  birth  ?  We  reply,  that  these  terms,  like  many  others, 
are  a|)[)lied  to  believers  in  prospect  of  what  they  are  to 
be  in  a  future  time,  if  they  "continue  in  the  i'aith," 
"continue  in  his  goodness,"  and  "be  not  moved  away 
from  the  hope  of  the  gospel."  Here  we  "stand  by 
faith,"  "walk  by  faith."  Paul  says,  "For  ye  are  all 
the  children  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus."  Gal. 
3:  2G.  Children  are  recognized  in  the  natural  sense 
before  they  are  born  (Koni.  9:  H),  and  millions  of 
them  are  never  brought  forth  in  birth  :  this  many  know. 
In  the  language  of  another,  "  The  very  instant  concep- 
tion has  taken  place,  there  lies  the  vital  germ  of  a  man. 
True,  it  is  hidden,  and  it  is  hel[)less  ;  ...  it  is  from 
the  first  moment,  potentially  and  in  raclicc^  a  man,  with 
a  body  and  soul,  de^^tined  moi^t  t^urely,  by  the  will  of  the 
Creator  and  by  his  hiw,  to  be  developed  into  the  i'ulness 
of  human  existence.  No  one  can  prevent  that  devc]o[)- 
ment  without  resistinsr  and  annullinG:  one  of  the  most 
sacred  and  important  hiws  established  by  the  Divine 
Author  of  the  Universe;  and  he  is  a  criminal,  a  niur- 
derevy  who  deals  an  exterminating  blow  to  the  incipient 
man." 

This  is  a  true  statement  of  fact,  and  it  is  known  tliat 
j^there  are  many  murderers  of  this  class.    Let  the  abo\c 
■illustrate  the  moral  condition  of  believers  in  Christ.  The 
moment  the  truth  has  taken  possession  of  the  heart,  it 
begins  to  form  a  new  character,  a  7iew  man;  the  element 
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of  new  life  is  there,  destined  by  the  will  of  the  Creator, 
and  by  his  divine  law,  to  change  and  renew  the  whole 
man,  soul  and  body,  and  be  developed  into  the  fulness 
of  an  immortal  being  by  the  new  birth^  the  resurrection 
from  the  dead  to  immortality.  Sin  alone  can  prevent 
such  a  development,  and  strike  the  fatal  blow  to  exter- 
minate this  incipient  child  of  God.  Can  such  an  exter- 
mination take  place?  We  believe  it  can,  and  often  does. 
Not  all  who  are  begotten  of  God  continue  in  his  grace 
and  attain  to  the  new  birth,  as  is  clearly  shown  by  the 
scriptures  already  quoted  in  this  chapter.  If  the  new 
birth  is  conversion,  then,  as  no  one  who  is  born  can  be 
unborn,  it  would  follow  that  no  converted  person  could 
become  an  apostate  from  God.  As  some  converted  ones 
do  depart  from  God  and  become  great  apostates,  it 
therefore  follows  that  conversion  is  not  the  new  birth. 
Several  grievous  errors  have  been  promulgated  in  the 
Christian  church,  growing  out  of  the  error  that  conversion 
is  the  new  birth. 

When  we  gain  the  new  birth  —  are  born  of  the  Spirit 
—  we  shall  be  the  children  of  God  in  facto ;  then  will 
be  everlasting  deliverance  from  mortality  and  evil  — 
"Neither  can  they  die  any  more,  for  they  are  equal  unto 
the  angels,  and  are  the  children  of  God,  being  [because 
they  are]  the  children  of  the  resurrection."  John  20: 
36.  The  plan  of  grace  will  yet  produce  a  "  holy  na- 
tion "  of  immortal  subjects  like  their  glorious  King.  The 
prophet  has  well  described  their  birth  :  "  Who  hath  heard 
such  a  thing?  who  hath  seen  such  a  thing?  Shall  the 
earth  be  made  to  bring  forth  in  one  day?  or  shall  a 
nation  be  born  at  once?  for  as  soon  as  Zion  travailed, 
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bIic  hroii^^lit  forth  licr  clilldrcn.  Shall  I  hrini^  to  the 
birth,  Mild  not  cause  to  hriiiL,^  forth?  sailh  the  I^ord/' 
Isa.       :  <S,  1). 

^  Zlon  will  bring  forth  her  children  ;  she  has  been 
"^promised  a  family  of  iinniortal  ones,  even  the  redeemed 
"of  the  Lord.  The  birth  of  Isaac  by  the  promise  of  God 
was  not  a  meaningless  circumstance  ;  it  was  an  impor- 
tant type.  Sarah  brought  forth  the  promised  son,  although 
from  a  dead  liody.  Jerusalem,  which  is  above,  will  bring 
forth  her  promised  children  from  the  dead.  "Refrain 
thy  voice  from  wecj)ing,  and  thine  eyes  from  tears,  for 
thy  work  shall  be  rewarded,  saith  the  Lord  ;  and  they 
shall  come  again  from  the  land  oi'  the  enemy  ;  and  there 
is  hope  in  thine  end,  saith  the  Lord,  that  thy  children 
shall  come  again  to  their  own  border."  Jer.  31  : 
16,  17. 

Though  tliey  are  now  in  the  sleep  of  death,  the  promise 
of  God  is  sure  —  "  The  ransomed  of  the  Lord  shall  return 
and  come  to  Zion  with  songs  and  everlasting  joy  upon 
their  heads  ;  they  shall  obtain  joy  and  gladness,  and  sor- 
'row  and  sighing  shall  lice  away."    Isa.  35  :  10. 

Shall  we  be  among  them,  dear  reader?  Shall  we  so 
trust  the  grace  of  Christ,  and  walk  in  his  ways,  abiding 
in  his  love,  that  when  the  royal  family,  the  holy  nation^ 
shall  be  born  from  the  dead  at  once^  in  one  day^  we 
may  "  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  "  ?  If  so,  w^e  must 
^tove  and  obey  Christ.

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CHAPTER  XI. 

THE  EARTH  REDEEMED. 

Which  is  the  earnest  of  our  inheritance  until  the  redemption  of  the 
purchased  possession."  —  Eph.  1 : 14. 

In  procuring  the  redemption  of  the  lost  race,  pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  the  recovery  of  the  lost  resi- 
dence also.  The  originally  designed  dominion  and 
liomestead  is  to  be  rescued  from  the  usurper,  and 
cleansed  from  all  the  evils  and  corruptions  brought  upon 
it  by  sin  and  the  curse  ;  then  the  earth  will  be  made  all 
it  was  originally  intended  to  become  under  the  obedient 
care  of  man,  when  commanded  to  "replenish  and  sub- 
due it." 

As  we  have  shown  in  former  chapters,  man  lost  all 
by  sin  :  he  was  turned  from  the  garden,  deprived  of  the 
tree  of  life,  doomed  to  wander  in  toil  and  pain  over  the 
earth,  cursed,  for  his  sake,  with  thorns  and  thistles,  and 
numerous  other  sources  of  pain  and  trouble.  In  this 
condition  Adam's  posterity  have  been  a  progeny  of 
perverted,  puny,  trafficking,  changing,  dying  mortals, 
and,  instead  of  filling  the  earth  with  a  pure,  upright, 
holy,  industrious  race  of  living  ones,  to  cultivate  and 
make  it  like  the  garden  of  God,  and  then  unitedly  be 
constituted  immortal,  and  "have  dominion"  over  it,  and 
all  it  contained,  they  have  been  filling  it  with  violence 
und  misery,  saturating  the  ground  with  the  life-blood 
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of  their  fellows,  in  sel(lslincs8  and  rcvenjjc,  to  determine 
wliicli  should  rule  over  the  others,  and  who  should  own 

and  occupy  such  portions  of  it  as  each  niiLflit  covet  for 
himself. 

As  intimated  above,  in  connection  witli  tlic  fall  of 
Adam,  wc  hear  the  Lord  sayin;Xi  "C'ursiMl  is  the  <xround 
for  thy  sake  ;  in  sorrow  shah  lh<Mi  cat  of  it  all  the  days 
of  thy  lilc.  'riiorns  ;ii-o  and  ihi-tlcs  >hull  it  hrinn'  forth 
unto  thee,  and  tiiou  sh:ih  cat  the  hcrh  of  the  licld.  In 
the  sweat  of  thy  face  slialt  thou  eat  bread,  till  thou  re- 
turn unto  the  ^roiiiid,  for  out  of  it  wa>t  tliou  taken,  for 
dust  thou  ait,  and  unto  dust  shall  thou  return."  (ion. 
;}:17,  11). 

I)y  this  wc  Iciiru  that  the  Lord  ('ur>e(l  not  man  only, 
hut  the  lower  orders  of  the  animal  ereatimi,  and  the 
earth  also.  So  it  is  explained  hy  Paul  :  For  the  crea- 
ture was  made  subject  to  vanity,  not  willinf^ly,  but  by 
l  eason  of  him  who  hath  subjected  the  same  in  hoj)e.  .  .  . 
For  we  know  that  the  whole  creation  ^roanelh  and 
travaileth  in  pain  toLCcther  until  now."  Kom.  8  :  20,  22. 
This  brought  all  down  upon  one  common  plane,  that 
the  relations  of  each  might  be  equal.  Had  the  inferior 
animals  been  permitted  to  escape  the  infection  of  the  fall 
and  curse,  man  woidd  have  lost  all  control  over  them  ; 
nor  would  he  have  lon^c  found  a  habitation  amonij  them. 

Had  the  earth  been  left  free  from  the  curse,  it 
would  not  have  constantly  spoken  to  our  race,  in  admo- 
nition of  sin  and  folly,  by  the  convincing  arguments  of 
''labor  and  sweat,"  deserts  and  earthquakes,  storms  and 
hurricanes,  droughts  and  simooms,  floods  and  inun- 
dations ;  spontaneous  productions  of  thorns,  thistles, 
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Lriers,  noxious  plants ;  poisonous  marshes,  restless 
oceans,  raging  seas,  deathly  climates,  destructive  light- 
nings, and  terrific  thunders.  All  these  are  the  effects 
of  sin,  and  intended  to  teach  man  that  rebellion  against 
God  is  an  offence  of  great  magnitude. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  would  have  been  constantly 
tempting  man,  in  his  fallen  state,  to  place  his  supreme 
affections  upon  it  for  its  beauty  and  goodness,  instead 
of  looking  up  to  its  Author  for  wisdom,  mercy,  and 
help.  But,  with  the  curse  upon  it,  the  evils  it  pro- 
duces, sin  is  constantly  condemned,  the  justice  of  God 
is  manifested,  and  man  is  admonished  that  this  present 
world  is  only  a  temporary  abode,  yet  exhibiting  enough 
of  its  original  beauty,  sources  of  pleasure  and  happiness, 
riches  and  goodness,  to  awaken  the  desires  of  the  human 
soul  to  see  and  enjoy  it  in  all  its  former  excellence,  free 
from  the  curse,  and,  with  the  revelation  which  God  has 
given  us,  to  inspire  the  joyous  hope  of  its  final  restora- 
tion, and  the  completion  of  its  originally  designed  ful- 
ness and  perfection,  the  habitation  of  perfected  man  in 
the  enjoyment  of  the  dominion  offered  to  Adam,  and 
procured  for  us  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Since  the  fall  and  curse,  many  and  great  efforts 
have  been  made  by  the  better  portions  of  our  race  to 
invent  plans  for  the  removal  of  evil  from  our  world. 
Gigantic  measures  have  occupied  the  minds  of  many  to 
seek  to  bring  back  the  hearts  of  the  alienated  race  to 
virtue  and  righteousness.  Governments  and  institutions 
of  various  grades  and  kinds  have  been  projected,  insti- 
tuted, and  maintained,  with  the  fond  hope  of  bringing 
univei'sal  peace  and  happiness  to  man,  and  of  making 
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the  ojirtli  ji  Paradise.  Wut  in  vain.  Added  to  these, 
perverted  reason  and  |)hih)S()i)hy  have  invented  scheinejj 
and  relii^ions  (h)ctrine8  to  teed  the  imagination,  and  lead 
the  mind  to  tiu^ten  upon  some  foreign  region  of  bli.ss,  in 
undefined  «i)ace,  and  even  "beyond  space,"  to  inspire 
the  ho[)e  of  emigrating  "one  by  one"  —  at  death  —  to 
the  Elysian  Fields  of  an  imaginary  world,  and  thus  over- 
eonie,  or  get  free  from,  evil. 

But  all  these  efforts  have  failed  to  bring  harmony 
and  peace  to  this  world  of  wars  and  tunudts,  failed  to 
generate  virtue  and  holiness,  or  to  give  any  good  evi- 
dence of  a  future  triumph,  and  failed  to  present  any 
sound  basis  or  argument  to  produce  an  unwavering  and 
well-defined  confidence  of  emigratinir  to  some  foreijrn 
world  of  bliss  for  security  and  happiness. 

The  wisdom  and  power  of  man,  combined,  can  never 
remove  the  curse  of  (iod,  repair  the  breach  sin  has 
made,  nor  effect  a  retreat  from  the  field  of  conflict  — 
the  results  of  sin  —  to  some  other  world  as  a  substitute 
for  the  originally  designed  habitation  of  man. 
i^^While  the  well-disposed  have  been  making  eflTorts  to 
rescue  and  restore,  or  preparing  to  move  to  some  for- 
eign world,  the  more  vicious  of  the  race  have  exhibited 
abundant  fruits  of  depravity  in  seeking  to  oppress  and 
rule  their  fellows  in  tyranny  and  cruelty,  that  they  might 
control  the  world  in  their  own  way. 

In  this  work,  "the  devil,"  "the  god  of  this  world," 
"the  prince  of  the  power  of  the  air,"  leads  them  on 
to  seek  its  entire  destruction.  But  while  he  cannot 
accomplish  this  enterprise,  he  has  succeeded  in  leading 
many  good  men  to  believe  the  Lord  will  annihllate 
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it,  in  o/der  to  overcome  sin  and  triumph  over  tlie 
usurper. 

But  He  who  "  declared  the  end  from  the  be^finnino: " 
overrules  all,  and  will  "cause  the  wrath  of  man  to 
praise  him,"  and  destroy  the  devil  and  his  works,  while 
RESTORING  the  works  of  his  own  hands.  God  will  suf- 
fer the  better  portions  of  misguided  men  to  use  up  all 
their  wisdom  and  power  in  seeking  to  renovate  and 
restore  the  world.  He  will  suffer  the  devil  and  his 
faithful  servants  to  do  their  worst  to  make  it  a  perfect 
wreck.  But  their  day  and  work  are  limited.  God  hath 
"appointed  his  bounds,  that  he  cannot  pass."  Job  14  : 
5,  6. 

When  the  Lord  said  to  the  serpent,  "  The  seed  of  the 
woman  shall  bruise  [crush]  thy  head,"  it  conveyed  the 
determination  to  undo  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  all 
the  evil  produced  by  the  devil,  as  was  afterwards  fully 
stated  in  God's  revelation.  "For  this  purpose  the  Son 
of  God  was  manifested,  that  he  might  destroy  the  works 
of  the  devil."    1  John  3  :  8. 

If  Christ  crushes  the  head  of  the  serpent,  he  destroyst 
Mm,  If  he  destroys  the  works  of  the  devil,  he  brings 
bach  or  delivers  the  earth  from  all  moral  and  physical 
evils  caused  by  sin.  And  that  the  mission  and  work! 
of  Christ  contemplate  all  this  is  certain  from  his  own 
clear  statements.    Let  us  hear  him. 

"  For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  save  that  which  was 
lost."  Matt.  11  :  18.  Man,  his  home,  his  treasure,  the 
prospect  of  future  dominion,  —  all  were  lost.  If  Christ 
saves  all  these,  he  saves  only  what  was  lost.  We  should 
also  remember  that  the  world  was  made  for  Christ. 
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Paul,  ill  prciichiu^  ('!iri>t,  says,  "  All  tliiii;^8  were 
created  by  him  iiiitl  for  liim."  (.'ol.  I  :  1<I.  And  again: 
''For  of  him,  and  throui^li  him,  and  to  him,  are  all 
things;  to  wiiom  he  gh>rv  lorcNcr,  Amen."  liom.  11  : 
30.  Once  more  :  For  it  Ijocame  liim  tor  whom  are 
all  things,  and  by  whom  an;  all  things,  in  bringing 
many  bons  unto  glory,  to  make  the  Captain  of  their 
salvation  perfeet  through  surtering."  lb  b.  'J  : 

Although  the  world  was  made  for  Cln  ist,  yet  Adam 
was  put  in  possession  of  it  to  people  and  subdue  it : 
instead  of  doing  this,  he  brought  an  encumbrance  upon 
it — bartered  it  away  to  tiie  devil  by  sinning:  it  fell 
under  God's  curse.  ^Messiah,  God's  ''only  begotten 
Son,"  is  the  rightful  heir  to  it.  The  Father  has  decreed 
that  his  Son  shall  have  it.  This  decree  is  declared  in 
the  second  Psalm,  and  the  promise  repeated  ;  but  it  must 
^'  be  redeemed  from  the  bondage  of  corruption "  to- 
jrether  with  man.  This  *^rand  truth  is  beautifullv  illus- 
trated  by  Christ  in  one  of  his  parables.  It  should  be 
always  remembered  that  parables  are  never  given  to 
teach  doctrine,  but  to  illustrate  it.     Lut  us  read  :  — 

Aijain,  the  kinirdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  treasure 
hid  in  a  Held  :  the  which,  when  a  man  hath  found, 
he  hideth,  and  for  joy  thereof  goeth  and  selKtli  all  that 
he  hath,  and  buyeth  that  field."  Matt.  1:3:44.  In 
the  same  chapter,  o8th  verse,  Christ  explains  that  '^the 
field  is  the  world;  the  good  seed  are  the  children  of  the 
kingdom."  By  purchasing  the  world  Christ  purchases 
the  treasure  it  contained.  The  greater  always  contains 
the  less  ;  the  w^orld  contains  the  children  of  the  king- 
dom ;   they  were  made  in  the  image  of  God,  and 
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repre^Ollted  in  Scripture  as  God's  "jevvels  " — Heb. 

special  treasure."  See  Mai.  3  :  17.  Paul  has  illustrated 
them  by  "  gold,  silver,  precious  stones."  They  have 
been  forfeited,  and  their  possession  also,  by  sin  ;  but 
they  have  been  redeemed  by  "Jesus,- the  author  and 
finisher  of  our  faith,  who,  for  the  JOY  that  was  SET 
before  him,  endured  the  cross,  despising  the  shame." 
Heb.  12  :  2. 

He  sold  all  he  had  —  his  life  v^as  given  as  a  ransom. 
Says  Paul,  "  For  ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that  though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakes  he 
became  poor,  that  ye  through  his  poverty  might  be 
rich."  2  Cor.  9.  Our  riches  will  consist  in  being 
joint  heirs  with  Christ  to  all  he  will  possess  in  the  world 
to  come.  The  pledge  of  these  riches  is  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  which,  Paul  says,  "is  the  earnest  of  our 
inheritance  until  the  redemption  of  the  purchased 
possession,  unto  the  praise  of  his  glory."  Eph.  1  : 14. 
Paul  also  gives  us  a  still  more  conclusive  and  grand 
statement  of  earth's  redemption,  in  language  which 
cannot  well  be  misunderstood  or  evaded  :  — 

"For  the  creature  was  made  subject  to  vanity,  not 
willingly,  but  by  reason  of  him  who  hath  subjected  the 
same  in  hope.  Because  the  creature  itself  also  shall 
be  delivered  from  the  bondage  of  corruption  into  the 
glorious  liberty  of  the  children  of  God."  liom.  8 : 
20,  21.  Another  version  :  "For  the  creation  was  made 
subject  to  vanity,  not  willingly  (but  by  reason  of  him 
who  made  it  subject) ,  in  hope  that  the  creation  itself  also 
shall  be  delivered  from  the  bondage  of  corruption  intd 
the  glorious  liberty  of  the  children  of  God."  —  Bibl^ 
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Union,  "  For  the  CREATION  \v:is  made  siihjcct  to 
frailty  (not  voliindirily,  but  l)y  iiiM  who  rLACKD  it 
UxNDKii),  ill  ho[)c  that  even  tlie  creation  itself  will  be 
emaneipated  IVom  the  slavkrv  of*  coRRrmoN  into  the 

FREEDOM  of  the  GLORY  of  the  CIIILDRKN  of  GOD."

The  above  statements  of  the  a[)o.stl(;  have  been  dark 
sayings  indeed  to  those  who  have  not  discovered  the 
doctrine  of  the  Lord  concerning  the  rkdkmi'TIon  of 
THE  earth.  They  have  labored  and  toiled,  supposed 
and  guessed,  and  admitted  what  it  seemed  to  teach,  but 
found  no  place  for  the  doctrine  here  contained  in  thtir 
theory  ;  for  they  had  so  interpreted  other  scrij)ture3  aa 
to  transport  the  saints  to  a  foreign  clime  for  their 
eternal  home,  while  the  earth  was  to  be  annihilated 
on  account  of  Satan  and  sin.  But  the  great  class  of 
commentators,  and  eminent  Christian  writers  of  all 
generations  who  have  stood  in  the  front  rank  as 
gospel  instructors,  recognize  this  glorious  doctrine  of 
"  restitution." 

Although  the  earth  has  sullered  much  violence,  and  is 
to  undergo  still  greater  violence  to  cleanse  it  from  siii 
and  its  etiects,  yet  it  will  endure  the  purging,  and  come 
out  of  the  fire  cleansed  and  suited  to  the  condition  of  an 
immortal  race  and  the  majesty  of  an  immortal  king, 
who  shall  sw\ay  his  sceptre  over  the  redeemed  earth, 
fiilled  w  ith  a  redeemed  and  immortal  cliurch. 

The  idea  that  so  important  a  part  of  the  works  of 
the  all-wise  God  is  to  be  annihilated  because  sin  has 
entered  the  world,  is  not  at  all  in  keeping  with  the 
character  and  testimony  of  our  Creator.  "Forever, 
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O  Lord,  thy  word  is  settled  in  heaven.  Thy  faithfulness 
is  unto  all  generations ;  thou  hast  established  the  earth, 
and  it  abideth."  Ps.  119:89,  90.  "The  Lord  reign- 
eth ;  he  is  clothed  with  majesty  ;  the  Lord  is  clothed 
with  .strength,  wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself:  the 
world  also  is  established,  that  it  cannot  be  moved. 
Thy  throne  is  established  of  old  :  thou  art  from  ever- 
lastir.g."    Ps.  93  :  1,  2.    "Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul. 

0  Lord  my  God,  thou  art  very  great;  thou  art  clothed 
with  honor  and  majesty ;  who  coverest  thyself  with 
light  as  with  a  garment ;  who  stretchest  out  the  heavens 
like  a  curtain ;  who  layeth  the  beams  of  his  chambers 
in  the  w^aters ;  who  maketh  the  clouds  his  chariot;  who 
walketh  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind ;  who  maketh  his 
angels  spirits,  his  ministers  a  flaming  fire;  who  laid 
the  foundations  of  the  earth,  that  it  SHOUiiD  not 
BE  REMOVED  FOREVER."  Ps.  104:1-5.  "  For  thus 
saith  the  Lord  that  created  the  heavens  ;  God  himself 
that  formed  the  earth  and  made  it ;  he  hath  established 
it,  he  created  it  not  in  vain,  he  formed  it  to  be  inhabited  : 

1  am  the  Lord,  and  there  is  none  else."    Isa.  45  : 18. 
While  the  Lord  is  God,  he  will  perform  his  purpose, 

and  do  all  his  pleasure ;  and  although  sin  has  defiled  the 
earth,  filled  it  with  violence  and  death,  brought  upon  it 
God's  curse,  producing  innumerable  evils,  for  which  it 
has  suflfered  the  mighty  revolutions  of  the  flood,  chan- 
ging and  deforming  its  surface,  changing  its  position  to 
the  many  other  planets,  causing  hot  and  cold  climates, 
suflfering  the  violence  of  volcanic  eruptions,  disclosing 
the  element  which  God  has  stored  in  its  bosom  for  its 
renovation,  it  will  yet  be  brought  to  its  final  destiny  — 
a  perfected,  glorified  earth. 


THE   earth's  HEDEMITIOX.

For  tliU8  it  is  written  :  "  I>ut  as  truly  as  1  live  [^jiilli 
the  Lord],  all  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  f(loiy  of 
the  Lord."  Num.  14:21.  When  this  fails  of  heiu'^ 
fulfilled,  the  Lord  I'ails  to  live.  The  one  depends  on  the 
other.  Neither  can  fail.  But  for  this  to  be  aceoni- 
plished,  the  earth  must  pass  throu<i:h  a  baptism  of  fire, 
which  will  remove  the  curse,  consuming  the  dross, 
cleansing  it  of  its  evils,  and  changing  its  form  and 
position  to  what  it  originally  held  among  the  many 
planets  of  the  universe. 

Let  us  examine  some  of  the  sublime  statements  of 
the  Lord  on  this  fiery  ordeal,  by  which  the  earth  is  to 
be  restored. 

"For  a  fire  is  kindled  in  mine  anger,  and  shall  i»nrii 
into  the  lowest  hell,  and  shall  consume  the  earth  with 
her  increase,  and  set  on  fire  the  foundations  (»!'  the 
mountains."   Deut.  32  :  22. 

"Behold,  the  Lord  maketh  the  earth  empty,  and 
maketh  it  waste,  and  turneth  it  upside  down,  and  scat- 
tereth  abroad  the  inhabitants  thereof.  .  .  .  The  earth 
also  is  defiled  under  the  inhabitants  thereof,  because 
they  have  transgressed  the  laws,  changed  the  ordinance, 
broken  the  everlasting^  covenant.  Therefore  hath  the 
curse  devoured  the  earth,  and  they  that  dwell  therein 
are  desolate  ;  therefore  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  are 
burned,  and  few  men  left.  .  .  .  The  earth  is  utterly 
broken  down,  the  earth  is  clean  dissolved,  the  earth  is 
moved  exceedingly."  Isa.  24:  1,  5,  6,  19. 

"  For,  behold,  the  day  cometh  that  shall  burn  as  an 
oven."  Mai.  3:1.    Once  more  :  — 

"But  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  w^hich  are  now,  by 
the  «ame  word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire 
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against  the  day  of  judgment  and  perdition  of  ungodly- 
men .  .  .  .  But  the  day  of  the  Lord  will  come  as  a  thief 
in  the  night ;  in  the  whiph  the  heavens  shall  pass  away 
with  a  great  noise,  and  the  elements  shall  melt  with 
fervent  heat,  the  earth  also,  and  the  works  that  are 
therein,  shall  be  burned  up.  .  .  .  Nevertheless  we,  ac- 
cording to  his  promise,  look  for  new  heavens  and  a 
new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness."  2  Pet. 
3:  7,  10,  13. 

Such  is  to  be  the  change  wrought  in  the  earth  to 
bring  it  back  from  the  curse  and  cleanse  it  from  defile- 
ment for  the  eternal  abode  of  the  righteous. 

"  Of  Him,  the  woman's  seed, 
Last  in  the  clouds  from  heaven  to  be  revealed 
In  glory  of  the  Father,  to  dissolve 
Satan  with  his  perverted  world,  then  raise 
From  the  conflagrant  mass,  purged  and  refined, 
New  heavens,  new  earth,  ages  of  endless  date. 
Founded  in  righteousness,  and  peace,  and  love, 
To  bring  forth  fruits,  joy,  and  eternal  bliss."  —  Milton, 

Many  persons,  who  read  these  scriptures  in  a  discon- 
nected manner  and  without  due  reflection,  think  the 
earth  is  to  be  utterly  blotted  out.  But  this  reading  is 
not  a  careful  study  of  the  word  of  God.  While  Peter 
is  describing  this  change,  he  tells  us  that  the  heavens 
and  the  earth,  which  were  before  the  flood,  "  being 
overflowed  with  water,  perished."  1  Pet.  3:6.  Yet 
all  believe  the  present  heavens  and  earth  are  of  the  old 
ones  before  the  flood,  only  changed  in  form.  When  we 
read  of  the  present  heavens  (firmament)  and  earth 
^'passing  away,"  being  "dissolved,"  "perishing,"  "flee- 
ing away,  rnd  no  place  found  for  them,"  &c.,  we  are 
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to  reiiK'inlxT  that  it  is  stilted  oi*  their  present  form  and 
structure,  but  their  elemcntH  arc  to  enter  a  new  struc- 
ture, of*  new  tbnn  and  beauty,  consequently  eaUed 
"new  heavens  and  a  new  earth." 

As  we  have  before  stated,  this  is  the  doctrine  whicli 
the  f^reat  mass  oF  our  best  Christian  writers  have  al- 
ways taught  and  maintained.  A  book  of  ten  thousand 
pages  of  persons  and  their  writings  on  this  subject  might 
be  published.  IIow  strange  that  (unj  who  believe  the 
Bible  should  not  see  it!  We  will  here  quote  a  few 
passages  from  a  lecture  by 

EDWARD  HITCHCOCK,   D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

In  speaking  of  the  passage  (in  2  Peter,  3d  chap.) 
quoted,  he  remarks, — 

"In  the  first  place,  this  passage  is  to  l>e  understood 
literally.  It  would  seem  as  if  it  could  hardly  be  neces- 
sary to  present  any  formal  proof  of  this  position  to  any 
person  of  common  sense  who  had  read  the  passage. 
But  the  fact  is,  that  men  of  no  mean  reputation  as 
conmientators  have  maintained  that  the  whole  of  it  is 
only  a  vivid  figurative  prophecy  of  the  destruction  of 
Jerusalem.  Others  suppose  the  new  heavens  and  new 
earth  here  described  to  exist  before  the  conflagration 
of  the  world.  But  these  new  heavens  and  earth  are 
represented  as  the  residence  of  the  righteous,  after  the 
burning  and  melting  of  the  earth,  which,  according  to 
other  parts  of  Scripture,  is  to  take  place  at  the  end  of 
the  world,  or  at  the  general  judgment.  How  strange 
that,  in  order  to  sustain  a  favorite  theory,  able  men 
should  thus  invert  the  obvious  order  of  these  great 
13 
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events,  so  clearly  described  in  the  Bible!  Siill  more 
absurd  is  it  to  attempt  to  fasten  a  figurative  character 
upon  this  most  simple  statement  of  inspiration.  It  is, 
indeed,  true  that  the  prophets  have  sometimes  set  forth 
great  political  and  moral  changes  [in  such  terms]. 
But  in  all  these  cases  the  figurative  character  of  the 
description  is  most  obvious ;  while  in  the  passage  from 
Peter  its  literal  character  is  equally  obvious. 

'^Take,  for  example,  this  statement:  ^  By  the  word 
of  God  the  heavens  were  of  old^  and  the  earth  stand- 
ing  out  of  the  water  and  in  the  water;  ivhereby  the 
loorld  that  then  was^  being  overflowed  with  water, 
perished:  but  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  which  are 
now,  by  the  same  word  are  kept  in  store,  reserved 
unto  fire  against  the  day  of  judgment  and  perdition  of 
ungodly  men,' 

^'  I  believe  no  one  has  ever  doubted  that  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  world  by  water,  here  described,  refers  to 
Noah's  deluge.  Now,  how  absurd  to  admit  that  this 
is  a  literal  description  of  that  event,  and  then  to  main- 
tain the  remainder  of  the  sentence,  which  declares  the 
future  destruction  of  that  same  world  by  fire,  to  be 
figurative  in  the  highest  degree!  Who,  that  knows 
anything  of  the  laws  of  language,  does  not  see  the 
supreme  absurdity  of  thus  coupling  in  the  same  sentence 
the  most  simple  and  certain  literality  with  the  strongest 
of  all  figures  ?  What  mark  is  given  us  by  which  we 
may  know  where  the  boundary  is  between  the  literal 
and  the  metaphorical  sense  ?  From  what  part  of  the 
Bible,  or  from  what  uninspired  author,  can  a  parallel 
example  be  adduced?   What  but  the  strongest  necessity,'. 
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.no6t  decided  ejuf/rt/tif/  loci^  would  jii>til"y  8ucli 
mi  anomalous  interpretation  of  any  author?  Nay,  I  do 
not  helieve  any  necessity  could  justify  it.  It  would  be 
more  reasonal)le  to  inter  that  the  j)assa<i;e  had  no  mean- 
ing, or  an  absurd  one.  But  surely  no  tfueh  necessity 
exists  in  the  present  cas(\ 

"Understood  litcTally,  the  passage  teaches  only  what 
is  often  expressed,  though  less  fully,  in  many  other 
parts  of  Scripture  ;  and,  even  thoui^h  some  of  these 
other  passages  should  be  involved  in  a  degree  of  ob- 
scurity, it  would  be  no  good  reason  for  transforming 
so  plain  a  description  into  a  highly-wrought  figurative 
representation,  especially  when  by  no  ingenuity  can  we 
thus  alter  more  than  one  part  of  the  sentence.  1  con- 
clude, therefore,  that,  if  any  part  of  the  liible  is  literal, 
we  are  thus  to  consider  this  chapter  of  Peter. 

"  In  the  second  place,  this  passage  does  not  teach 
that  the  earth  will  be  annihilated. 

"The  prevailing  opinion  in  this  country,  probably, 
has  been,  and  still  is,  that  the  destruction  of  the  world 
described  by  Peter  w  ill  amount  to  annihilation,  —  that 
the  matter  of  the  globe  will  cease  to  be.  But  in  all 
ages  there  have  been  many  who  believe  that  the  de- 
struction will  be  only  the  ruin  of  the  present  economy  of 
the  w^orld,  but  not  its  utter  extinction.  And  surely 
Peter's  description  does  not  imply  annihilation  of  the 
matter  of  the  o'lobe.  He  makes  fire  the  ai^ent  of  the 
destruction,  and,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the 
ruin  that  will  follow,  we  have  only  to  inquire  what 
eifect  combustion  will  have  upon  matter.  The  common 
opinion  is,  that  intense  combustion  actually  destroys  or 
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annihilates  matter,  because  it  is  thereby  dissipated. 
But  the  chemist  knows  that  not  one  particle  of  matter 
has  ever  been  deprived  of  existence ;  the  fire  'only 
changes  the  form  of  matter,  but  never  annihilates  it. 
When  solid  matter  is  changed  into  gas,  as  in  most  cases 
of  combustion,  it  seems  to  be  annihilated,  because  it 
disappears ;  but  it  has  only  assumed  a  new  form,  and 
exists  as  really  as  before. 

"  Since,  therefore,  biblical  and  scientific  truth  must 
agree,  we  may  be  sure  that  the  apostle  never  meant  to 
teach  that  the  matter  of  the  globe  would  ever  cease  to 
be,  through  the  action  of  fire  upon  it;  nor  is  there  any- 
thing in  his  language  that  implies  such  a  result,  but 
most  obviously  the  reverse. 

"If  these  things  be  so,  then,  in  the  third  place,  we 
may  infer  that  Peter  did  not  mean  to  teach  that  the 
matter  of  the  globe  would  be  in  the  least  diminished  by 
the  final  conflagration.  .  .  . 

"In  the  fourth  place,  the  passage  under  consideration 
teaches  us  that  whatever  upon  or  within  the  earth  is 
capable  of  combustion  will  undergo  that  change,  and 
that  the  entire  globe  will  be  melted. 

"The  language  of  Peter  has  always  seemed  to  me 
extremely  interesting.  ... 

"In  the  fifth  place,  the  passage  under  consideration 
teaches  that  this  earth  will  be  renovated  by  the  final 
conflagration,  and  become  the  abode  of  the  righteous. 

"After  describing  the  day  of  God,  wherein  the 
heavens^  heing  on  fire ^  shall  he  dissolved^  and  the  ele- 
ments shall  melt  with  fervent  heat^  Peter  adds,  ^JVei^ 
ertheless,  we,  according  to  his  promise,  look  for  new 
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heavens  ind  a  new  earthy  ichertin  dwdh  fU  rifjhtcous' 

"The  nutural  and  most  obvious  meanini^  of  tlif  passage 
burely  is,  that  the  future  resuUnice  if  the  rlf/liteous  will 
be  this  present  terraqueous  (jlobe^  after  it8  entire  organic 
and  conil)ustible  matter  shall  have  been  destroyed,  and 
itH  whole  mass  reduced  by  heat  to  a  licjuid  state,  and 
then  a  new^  economy  reared  upon  its  surface,  not  adapted 
to  sinful,  but  to  sinless  beings,  and,  therefore,  quite 
different  from  its  present  condition,  —  probably  more 
perfect,  but  still  the  earth  and  surrounding  heavens. 
.  .  .  The  idea  of  a  future  destruction  of  the  world  by 
fire  is  recognized  in  various  places,  both  in  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments.  Christ  speaks  more  than  once  of 
heaven  and  earth  as  passing  away.  And  the  Psalmist 
describes  the  destruction  of  the  heavens  and  the  earth  as 
a  renovation.  ^  They  shall  j^cri.shy'  says  he,  'but  thou 
[God]  shall  endure.  Yea^  all  of  them  shall  wax  old 
like  a  garmenty  and  as  a  vesture  shall  thou  chanr/e 
theniy  and  they  shall  be  chanr/ed.'  Psa.  102  :  25,  2b. 

"  As  to  the  promise  referred  to  by  Peter,  if  he  really 
describes  the  heavenly  state,  surely  it  may  be  found  in 
a  multitude  of  places  ;  wherever,  indeed,  immortal  life 
and  blessedness  are  offered  to  faith  and  obedience.  .  .  . 

"  I  shall  quote  only  one  other  passage  of  the  Bible  on 
this  subject.  I  refer  to  that  difficult  text  in  Romans 
which  represents  the  7chole  creation  as  groaning  and 
travailing  together  in  pain  until  note,  and  that  it  shall 
be  delivered  from  the  bondage  of  corruption  into  the 
glorious  liberty  of  the  children  of  God.  Rom.  8: 
21,  22. 
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"I  have  stated,  in  a  former  lecture,  that  Tholuck, 
the  distinguished  German  theologian,  considers  this  a 
description  of  the  present  bound  and  fettered  condition 
of  all  nature,  and  that  the  deliverance  refers  to  the 
future  renovation  of  the  earth. 

"  Such  an  exposition  chimes  in  perfectly  with  the 
views  on  this  subject  which  have  long  and  extensively 
prevailed  in  Germany.  And  it  certainly  does  give  a 
consistent  meaning  to  a  passage  which  has  been  to  com> 
mentators  a  perfect  labyrinth  of  difficulties.  If  this  is 
not  its  meaning,  then  I  may  safely  say  that  its  meaning 
has  not  yet  been  found  out. 

"  In  view,  then,  of  all  the  important  passages  of 
Scripture  concerning  the  future  destruction  and  renova- 
tion of  the  earth,  I  think  we  may  fairly  conclude  that 
none  of  them  require  us  to  modify  the  natural  and 
obvious  meaning  of  Peter  which  has  been  given.  In 
general,  they  all  coincide  with  the  view  presented  by 
that  apostle  ;  or  if,  in  any  case,  there  is  a  slight  appar- 
ent difference,  the  figurative  character  of  all  other  state- 
ments besides  his  require  us  to  receive  his  views  as  the 
true  standard,  and  to  modify  the  meaning  of  the  others. 

"  We  may,  therefore,  conclude  that  the  Bible  does 
plainly  and  distinctly  teach  us  that  this  earth  will  here- 
after be  burned  up  ;  in  other  words,  that  all  upon  or 
wdthin  it,  capable  of  combustion,  will  be  consumed,  and 
the  entire  mass,  the  elements,  without  the  loss  of  one 
particle  of  the  matter  now  existing,  will  be  melted  ;  and 
then,  that  tlie  worlds  thus  purified  from  the  contami- 
nation of  sin,  and  surrounded  by  a  new  atmosphere, 
or  heavens,  and  adapted  in  all  respects  t9  the  nature 
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and  wants  of  spiritual  and  siidess  heinf/s^  will  heroine 
the  residence  of  the  righteous. 

"  The  wide-spread  opinion  that  li('a\  i;ii  will  be  a  .sort 
of  airy  Elysium,  where  the  present  laws  of  nature  will 
be  unknown,  and  where  matter,  if  it  exist,  can  exist 
only  in  its  most  attenuated  form,  is  a  notion  to  which 
tlie  liihle  is  a  stran<^er. 

"  The  resurrection  of  the  body,  as  well  as  the  lan- 
gua^^e  of  Peter,  most  clearly  shows  us  that  the  future 
world  will  be  a  solid,  material  world,  purified,  indeed, 
and  beautified,  but  retaining  its  mat(  rialism. 

"  Let  us  now  see  whether,  in  coming  to  these  conelu- 
sions  from  Scripture  language,  we  are  influenced  by 
scientific  considerations,  or  whether  many  discerning 
minds  have  not,  in  all  ages,  attached  a  similar  meaning 
to  the  inspired  record. 

"  Among  all  nations,  the  histories  of  those  opin- 
ions have  come  down  to  us,  and  especially  among  the 
Greeks. 

The  belief  in  the  future  conflagration  of  the  world 
also  prevailed  among  the  ancient  Jews.  Philo  says 
that  ^  the  earth,  after  this  purification,  shall  aj^pear  new 
again,  even  as  it  was  after  its  creation.' 

"  That  distinguished  Christian  writers,  in  all  ages 
since  the  advent  of  Christ,  have  understood  the  lan- 
guage of  Peter  as  we  have  explained  it,  would  be  easy 
to  show^" — Lecture  on  the  Future  Condition  and  De^* 
^Uf/  of  the  Earth. 
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DR.  KNAPP. 

Dr.  Knapp,  one  of  the  most  scientific  and  judicious 
of  theologians,  thus  remarks  upon  the  passage  of  Peter 
already  examined  :  "  It  cannot  be  thought  that  what  is 
here  said  respecting  the  burning  of  the  world  is  to  be 
understood  figuratively,  as  Wettstein  supposes  ;  because 
the  fire  is  here  too  directly  opposed  to  the  literal  water 
of  the  flood  to  be  so  understood.  It  is  the  object  of 
Peter  to  refute  the  boast  of  scoflTers,  that  all  things  had)t 
remained  unchanged  from  the  beginning,  and  that, 
therefore,  no  day  of  judgment  and  no  end  of  the  world 
could  be  expected.  And  so  he  says  that  originally,  at 
the  time  of  the  creation,  the  whole  earth  was  covered  , 
and  overflowed  with  water  (Gen.  ch.  1),  and  that  from  ^ 
hence  the  dry  land  appeared ;  and  the  same  was  true  of 
Noah's  flood.  But  there  is  j^et  to  come  a  great  fire 
revolution. 

"  The  heavens  and  the  earth  [the  earth  with  its  atmos- 
phere] are  reserved  or  hept  in  store for  the  fire ^  until 
the  day  of  judgment.  Ver.  10.  At  that  time  the  heavens 
will  pass  away  with  a  great  noise^  and  the  elements 
will  be  dissolved  by  fervent  heat^  and  everything  upon 
the  earth  will  be  burnt  vp.  The  same  thing  is  taught 
in  verse  12.  But  in  verse  13  Peter  gives  the  design  of 
this  revolution. 

"  It  will  not  be  annihilation  :  but  we  expect  a  new 
heavens  and  a  new  earthy  wherein  dwelleth  righteous- 
ness^ i.  e.,  an  entirely  new,  altered,  and  beautiful  abode 
for  man^  to  be  built  from  the  ruins  of  his  forme) 
dwelling-place^  as  the  future  habitation  of  the  pious. 
Rev.  21  :  1.    This  will  be  very  much  the  same  way  as  , 
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a  more  perfect  and  iiuiiiortal  body  will  l)e  reared  from  the 
body  which  we  now  possess." — Theology^  vol.  ii.  p.  ()49. 

FROM  JOHN  WESLEY. 

Thus  saith  tlic  Creator  and  Governor  of  the  nni- 
vcrse  :  *  Behold,  I  make  all  things  new,'  —  all  of  which 
are  included  in  that  expression  of  the  apo.'-tlc,  ^  A  new 
heaven  and  a  new  earth.'  .  .  .  This  is  the  introduction 
to  a  far  nobler  state  of  things  —  the  universal  restora- 
tion which  is  to  succeed  the  universal  destruction.  For 
^we^look^'  says  the  apostle,  ^for  new  heavens  and  a 
new  earthy  icherein  drcelleth  rifjhfeousness,'  .  .  .  All 
the  elements  will  be  new  indeed  ;  entirely  changed  as 
to  their  qualities,  although  not  as  to  their  nature.  Let 
us  next  take  a  view  of  those  changes  wliidi  we  may 
reasonably  suppose  will  then  take  place  in  the  earth. 
It  will  no  more  be  bound  up  with  intense  cold,  nor 
parched  up  with  extreme  heat,  but  will  have  such  a  tem- 
perature as  will  be'  most  conducive  to  its  fruitfulness. 
.  .  .  It  will  no  more  be  shaken  or  torn  asunder  by  the 
impetuous  force  of  earthquakes,  and  will,  therefore, 
need  neither  Vesuvius  nor  Etna,  nor  any  burning 
mountains,  to  prevent  them. 

"  There  will  be  no  more  horrid  rocks,  or  frightful 
precipices  ;  no  wild  deserts,  or  barren  sands  ;  no  im- 
passable morasses,  or  unfruitful  bogs,  to  swallow  up  the 
unwary  traveller.  .  .  .  Not  thorns,  briers,  or  thistles  ; 
not  any  useless  or  fetid  w  eed  ;  not  any  poisonous,  hurt- 
ful, or  unpleasant  plant ;  but  every  one  that  can  be 
conducive,  in  any  w^se,  either  to  our  use  or  pleasure. 
How  far  beyond  all  tha  the  most  lively  imagination  ia 
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now  abie  to  conceive  !  We  shall  no  more  regret  the 
loss  of  the  terrestrial  paradise.  For  all  the  earth  shall 
be  a  more  beautiful  paradise  than  Adam  ever  saw."  — 
No.  69,  Wesley's  Sermons. 

FROM  THOMAS  CHALMERS,  D.  D.,  LL.  D. 

In  the  sermon  of  the  eminent  Scotch  divine  on  2 
Pet.  3  :  13,  we  find  the  foregoing  views  so  clearly- 
stated,  that  we  extract  a  few  sentences  for  those  to 
reflect  upon  who  may  not  have  seen  it.  He  says, 
This  may  serve  to  rectify  an  imagination  of  which  we 
think  that  all  must  be  conscious  —  as  if  the  grossness 
of  materialism  was  only  for  those  who  had  degenerated 
into  the  grossness  of  sin,  and  that,  when  a  spiritualizing 
process  had  purged  away  all  our  corruption,  then,  by 
the  stepping-stones  of  death  and  a  resurrection,  we 
should  be  borne  away  to  some  ethereal  region,  where 
sense,  and  body,  and  all  in  the  shape  either  of  audible 
sound  or  of  tangible  substance,  were  unknown. 

"  And  hence  that  strangeness  of  impression  which  is 
felt  by  you,  should  the  supposition  be  offered,  that  in 
the  place  of  eternal  blessedness  there  will  be  ground  to 
walk  upon  ;  or  scenes  of  luxuriance  to  delight  the  cor- 
poreal senses  ;  or  the  kindly  intercourse  of  friends  talk- 
ing familiarly,  and  by  articulate  converse  together ;  or, 
in  short,  anything  that  has  the  least  resemblance  to  a 
local  territory,  filled  with  various  accommodations,  and 
peopled  over  its  whole  extent  by  creatures  formed  like 
ourselves,  —  having  bodies  such  as  we  now  wear,  and 
faculties  of  perception,  and  thought,  and  mutual  corny 
nvunication,  such  as  we  now  exercise. 
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**TIie  common  imagination  that  have  of  parailinc 
on  the  other  side  of  death  is  that  of  a  lofty  aerial  re- 
gion, where  the  innuites  Hoat  in  ether,  or  are  myj^tcri- 
ously  sus[)ended  upon  nothing,  where  all  the  warm  and 
sensible  accompaniments  which  give  such  an  expression 
of  strength,  and  life,  and  coloring  to  our  present  habi- 
tation, are  attenuated  into  a  sort  of  spiritual  element 
that  is  meagre,  and  imperceptible,  and  utterly  uninvit- 
ing to  the  eye  of  mortals  here  below  ;  where  every 
vestige  of  materialism  is  done  away,  and  nothing  left 
but  certain  unearthly  scenes  that  have  no  power  of 
allurement,  and  cerUiin  unearthly  ecsUisics,  with  which 
it  is  felt  impossible  to  symj)athize. 

"The  holders  of  this  imagination  forget,  all  the 
while,  that  really  there  is  no  essential  connection  be- 
tween materialism  and  sin  ;  that  the  world  which  we 
now  inhabit  had  all  the  amplitude  and  solidity  of  its 
present  materialism  before  sin  entered  into  it  ;  that 
God,  so  far,  on  that  account,  from  looking  slightly 
upon  it,  after  it  had  received  the  last  touch  of  his  cre- 
ating hand,  reviewed  the  earth  and  the  waters,  and  the 
firmament,  and  all  the  green  herbage,  .  .  .  and  behold 
it  Avas  very  good.  They  forget  that  on  the  birth  of 
materialism,  when  it  stood  out  in  the  freshness  of  those 
glories  which  the  great  Architect  of  Nature  had  im- 
pressed upon  it,  that  then  *  the  morning  stars  sang 
together,  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy.' 
They  forget  the  appeals  that  are  made  everywhere  in 
the  Bible  to  this  material  workmanship  ;  and  how,  from 
^he  face  of  these  visible  heavens,  and  the  garniture 
of  this  earth  that  we  tread  upon,  the  greatness  and 
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goodness  of  God  are  reflected  on  the  view  of  his  worship- 
pers. No,  my  brethren,  the  object  of  the  administra- 
tion we  sit  under  is  to  extirpate  sin,  but  it  is  not  to 
sweep  away  materialism. 

"By  the  convulsions  of  the  last  day  it  may  be  shaken, 
and  broken  down  from  its  present  arrangements,  and 
thrown  into  such  fitful  agitations  as  that  the  whole  of 
its  existing  framework  shall  fall  to  pieces,  and  by  a 
heat  so  fervent  as  to  melt  its  most  solid  elements  may 
it  be  utterly  dissolved.  And  thus  may  the  earth  again 
become  without  form  and  void,  but  without  one  particle 
of  its  substance  going  into  annihilation.  Out  of  the 
ruins  of  this  second  chaos  may  another  heaven  and 
another  earth  be  made  to  arise,  and  a  new  materialism, 
the  wreck  of  this  mighty  transformation,  and  the  world 
be  peopled,  as  before,  with  the  varieties  of  material 
loveliness,  and  space  be  again  lighted  up  into  a  firma- 
ment of  material  splendor." —  OhaXmeris  Sermon. 

THOLUCK, 

the  distinguished  German  divine,  remarks,  — 

"  The  glorification  of  the  visible  creation  is  more  defi- 
nitely declared  in  Rev.  21  :  1,  although  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  a  prophetic  vision  is  here  described. 
Still  more  definitely  do  we  find  the  belief  of  a  trans- 
formation of  a  material  world  declared  in  2  Pet.  3:7, 
12.  The  idea  that  the  perfected  kingdom  of  Christ  is 
to  be  transferred  to  heaven  is  properly  a  modern  notion. 
According  to  Paul  and  the  Revelation  of  John,  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  placed  upon  the  earth,  in  so  far  as 
this  itself  has  part  in  the  universal  transformation. 
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This  exposition  has  been  adopted  and  defended  by  most 
of  the  oldest  commentators  ;  for  example,  Chrysostom, 
Theodoret,  I lierony nms,  Augustine,  Luther,  Koppe, 
and  others.     Luther  says,  in  his  lively  way,  '  God  will 
^ake,  not  the  earth  only,  but  the  heavens  also,  mueh 
more  beautiful  than  they  are  at  present.    At  present 
we  see  the  world  in  its  working  elotlies,  but  hereafter 
it  will  be  arranged  in  its  Easter  and  Whitsuntide  robes." 
—  Lectures  on  Geoloyy  and  lievelation,  p.  IGl. 
"  So  burned  the  world  upon  that  dreadful  day, 
Yet  not  to  full  anniliilation  burned  : 
Th'  essential  partic  les  of  dust  re-inained, 
Purged,  by  the  final,  sanetifyinj^  fires, 
From  all  corruption;  from  all  stain  of  sin, 
Done  there  by  man  or  devil,  purified. 
Th'  essential  partieles  remained,  of  whieh 
God  built  the  work!  aj^ain,  renewed,  improved. 
With  fertile  vale,  and  wood  of  fertile  bough. 
And  streams  of  milk  and  honey,  tiowing  song, 
And  mountains  tinetured  with  perpetual  green; 
In  clime  and  season  fruitful,  as  at  first. 
When  Adam  woke,  unfallen,  in  paradise." —  PoUok. 

By  the  above  extraets  the  reader  will  see  that  the 
view  we  here  advoeate  is  not  a  novel  one,  but  is  the 
old  path,  the  standard  doetrine  of  Bible  believers  in  the 
Jewish  and  Gentile  ages.  We  might  cite  a  thousand 
names  of  the  most  sound,  accomplished,  and  useful 
teachers  and  writers  the  church  has  always  honored  as 
her  best  expounders,  who  held  and  taught  the  Renova- 
tion and  Restoration  of  the  earth  for  the  final  abode  of 
the  righteous. 

For  a  more  extended  reading  on  this  subject  from 
«ome  four  hundred  authors  of  note,  please  see  "  Voice 
of  the  Church^''''  by  D.  T.  Taylor. 
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There  is  not  a  topic  treated  upon  in  the  Bible  more 
extensively,  or  more  clearly  and  forcibly  taught,  than 
that  of  the  regeneration  of  the  earth.  Jesus  often 
treats  upon  it  in  his  teachings  as  a  subject  of  great  im- 
portance, and  as  forming  one  of  the  leading  features  of 
the  hope  of  his  church,  and  objects  of  attraction. 
Let  us  hear  him.  Blessed  are  the  meek,  for  they 
shall  inherit  the  earth."  Matt.  5:5.  "But  seek  ye 
first  the  kingdom  of  God."  Matt.  6  :  33.  "  Fear  not, 
little  flock  :  for  it  is  your  Father's  good  pleasure  to  give 
you  the  kingdom."  Luke  12:32.  "Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  that  ye  which  have  followed  me,  in  the 
regeneration,  when  the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  in  the 
throne  of  his  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon  twelve 
thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel."  Matt. 
19  :  28.  "Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  at  the  renova- 
tion, when  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  seated  on  his  glori- 
ous throne,  ye,  my  followers,  sitting  also  upon  twelve 
thrones,  shall  judge  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel."  — 
GamphelVs  Version. 

"Indeed,  I  say  to  you,  that  in  the  renovation, 
when  the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  on  the  throne  of  his 
GLORY,  YOU,  my  followers,  shall  also  sit  on  Twelve 
Thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel."  — 
Em,  Diag,  and  Bible  Union  Versions. 

So  full  and  thorough  had  this  doctrine  been  stated 
in  the  Old  Testament,  that  Peter,  in  his  remarkable 
sermon  to  the  Jews  on  repentance,  refers  to  it  on  this 
wise  :  — 

"Repent  ye  therefore,  and  be  converted,  that  your 
gins  may  be  blotted  out,  when  the  times  of  refreshing 
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sliiill  conic  i'vinn  tlie  prcsuiico  of  tlic  L(»nl.  ^Vinl  Ik; 
shall  scad  fJesus  Christ,  \Nhi(  h  hcl'orc  was  prcaclKMl 
unto  you  ;  whom  tiie  licavcn  must  receive  (rcifun  — 
J  J  ibid  Union  Version)  until  the  times  of  KESTITI'TIOV 
(JF  ALL  THINGS  ;  which  God  hath  spoken  hy  the  mouth 
of  all  liifi  lioli/  prophets  since  llie  tcor/d  bffjan,''  Acts 

Such  is  the  glorious  prospect  before  the  faithful  ser- 
vants of  God.  A  home  is  to  be  provided  for  them 
worthy  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  hus  given  his  blood  to 
redeem  them,  of  which  we  shall  speak  more  fully  in 
another  chapter.

Shall  visit  earth  in  inercy ;  shall  descenil 
Propitious  in  his  chariot  pavfil  with  love,

THE  EARTH  GLORIFIED. 

"  But  as  surely  as  I  live,  all  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  glory  of 
the  Lord."  —  Num,  14  :  21. 

In  the  above  passage  we  hear  the  Lord  pledging  him- 
self by  his  life  to  fill  all  the  earth  with  his  glory.  We 
may  be  confident,  then,  that  the  promise  will  be  fulfilled. 
God  lives  and  will  live.  Much,  very  much,  is  said  in 
the  Bible  about  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  the  bright  mani- 
festation of  his  visible  glory,  as  also  of  the  visible  glory 
of  Christ,  of  his  saints,  and  of  the  heavens  and  earth. 
From  what  is  revealed  in  the  Scriptures,  it  is  fully  evi- 
dent that  it  all  originates  in  the  Father,  is  imparted  to 
his  Son,  and  to  his  church,  and  is  yet  to  fill  not  heaven 
only,  but  also  the  earth. 

We  often  hear  men  talk,  or  read  what  they  write,  on 
the  subject  of  God's  glory  filling  the  earth,  being  visibly 
manifested,  cfec,  when  we  are  led  to  think  they  have 
only  read,  but  never  studied,  the  Bible  on  this  subject. 
Some,  indeed,  look  for,  and  teach,  that  the  glory  of  God 
is  to  fill  the  earth,  while  our  race  occupy  it  in  this  mor- 
tal state.  If  this  is  to  be  so,  the  Bible  will  guide  us 
in  understanding  it  on  this  wise.  Let  us  examine  it 
and.  see. 

From  what  we  have  learned  in  our  examination  of 
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the  fjill  of  Adam,  the  effects  of  8in,  tlie  cur.se,  the  re- 
demption of  the  race  by  the  death  of  Christ,  the  doctrine 
of  atonement,  the  j^^o^pel  and  its  effects,  the  destiny  of 
the  earth,  as  presented  in  other  eha[)ters  of  this  work, 
wG  arrive  at  a  very  different  conclusion  on  this  suhject. 
The  Lord  has  visibly  manifested  a  degree  of  his  f;h)ry  to 
several  of  his  servants  on  various  occasions,  by  which 
we  may  learn  its  nature  and  contemplate  the  grandeur 
of  the  scene  when  all  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  it. 
Mortal  eves  juid  strength  have  been  able  as  vet  to 
bear  but  a  small  manifestation  of  the  di\  ine  glory  ;  nor 
do  we  find  reason  to  expect  they  ever  will. 

We  will  notice  a  few  exam[)Ies  of  these  vi.-iMe  exlii- 
bitions  to  certain  of  our  race,  after  noticing  the  primary 
meaning  of  the  word  gloky.  ''It  coincides  with  cfear^ 
and  the  primary  sense  seems  to  be  to  open,  to  expand, 
to  enhirge ;  glory,  then,  is  brightness,  lustre,  splendor." 
—  Websfer. 

When  the  Lord  had  brought  the  children  of  Israel  out 
from  Egyptian  bondage,  and  into  the  wilderness,  he 
several  times  manifested  his  visible  glory  to  the  murmur- 
ers  who  doubted  that  he  was  among  them,  and  to  the 
idolaters  who  turned  from  the  worshi[)  of  the  true  God, 
to  their  terror  and  dismay,  and  sometimes  to  their  de- 
struction. 

When  the  Lord  directed  a  tabernacle  to  be  made,  and 
sacrifices  to  be  offered,  he  says,  "This  shall  be  a  con- 
tinual burnt  offerino;  throuijhout  vour  <renerations,  at  the 
door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  coniireiration  before  the 
Lord,  where  1  will  meet  you,  to  speak  there  unto  thee. 
And  there  I  will  meet  with  the  children  of  Israel,  and 
14 
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the  tabernacle  shall  be  sanctified  by  my  glory."  Exod. 
29  :  42,  43.  When  this  promise  was  fulfilled,  it  was  on 
this  wise  :  "  Then  a  cloud  covered  the  tent  of  the  con- 
gregation, and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  filled  the  tabernacle 
of  the  congregation."  Exod.  40  :  34,  38.  When  the 
Lord  called  Moses  up  into  Mount  Sinai,  and  gave  hi  in* 
the  fiery  law^^  for  the  children  of  Israel,  he  manifested 
such  a  degree  of  his  visible  glory  to  Moses  that  the 
children  of  Israel  saw  it  upon  "  his  face,  and  they  were 
afraid  to  come  nigh  him,"  and  Moses  was  obliged  to 
''put  a  veil  over  his  face"  to  talk  with  them.  See  Ex. 
19:18;  34:  28-35,  and  2  Cor.  chap.  3.  The  cloud 
of  God's  visible  glory  was  seen  by  the  priests,  over  the 
altar  and  mercy  seat  in  the  most  holy  place  in  the  taber- 
nacle and  in  the  temple.  It  was  seen  in  the  pillar  of 
cloud  which  went  with  the  children  of  Israel  in  their 
journey  through  the  wilderness.  It  was  seen  in  vision 
by  Isaiah,  in  greater  magnitude,  representing  what  it  will 
be  when  "the  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory. Isa.  6  : 
1,  3.  Ezekiel  also  was  favored  with  a  vision  of  the  1 
glory  of  the  Lord  as  it  will  be  when  the  words  of  the  i 
promise  at  the  head  of  this  chapter  shall  be  fulfilled. 

Such  vivid  illustrations  of  God's  glory  have  been  given,  i 
and  such  a  promise  made,  that  it  shall  fill  all  the  earth.  | 
It  has  been  a  subject  of  much  concern  and  strong  hope  ; 
with  the  Lord's  people.  David  cries  out,  "O  God,  thou  ; 
art  my  God ;  early  will  I  seek  thee ;  .  .  .  my  flesh  \ 
longeth  for  thee  in  a  dry  and  thirsty  land,  where  no  water 
is  ;  to  see  thy  power  and  thy  glory ^  so  as  I  have  seen  t 
thee  in  the  sanctuary."  Psa.  63:  1,  2.  "Blessed  be|! 
the  Lord  God,  the  God  of  Israel,  who  only  doeth  r 
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wondrous  things,  and  blessed  he  his  glorious  name  lui- 
cver,  and  let  the  whole  earth  he  filled  with  his  glory  : 
amen,  and  amen.  Tlie  prayers  of  David,  the  son  of 
Jesse,  are  ended."    Psa.  72  :  18-20. 

When  this  prayer  of  David  is  fulfilled,  it  will  he  the 
end  or  accom[)lishment  of  all  for  which  he  has  prayed. 
"  When  the  Lord  shall  build  u[)  Zion,  he  shall  appear  in 
his  ylonj*  lie  will  regard  the  prayer  of  the  destitute, 
and  not  despise  their  prayer."  Psa.  102  :  1(5,  17.  These 
passages  clearly  indicate  the  time,  or  manner  of  time, 
when  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  fill  the  earth. 

In  Ilabakkuk  we  find  another  prediction  on  tliis  sub- 
ject. The  prophet  says,  "  For  the  earth  shall  be  filled 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  ylovy  of  the  Lord,  as  the 
waters  cover  the  sea."  Ilab.  2:14.  This  passage 
states  not  only  that  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  glory, 
but  filled  with  the  hnowlexlcje  of  the  glory  of  the  Lord. 
Another  passage  in  Isaiah  gives  us  light  on  tliis.  In 
giving  a  prediction  of  the  coming  of  the  Messiah,  and  the 
work  he  is  to  accom[)lish,  he  says,  "Every  valley  shall 
be  exalted,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  made 
low,  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight,  and  the 
rough  places  plain.  And  the  (jlorij  of  the  Lord  shall  be 
revealed,  and  till  fiesh  shall  see  it  together,  for  the  mouth 
of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it."    Isa.  40  :  4,  5. 

Such  prophecies  raie^ed  a  general  expectation  among 
the  faithful,  and  an  earnest  inquiry  among  the  prophets, 
as  i^  shown  by  the  comments  of  an  inspired  apostle 
wliile  discoursing  on  this  subject :  "  Of  which  salvation 
the  prophets  have  inquired  and  searched  diligently,  w  ho 
j^rophesied  of  the  grace  that  should  come  unto  you : 
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searching  what,  or  what  manner  of  time  the  Spirit  of 
Christ  which  was  in  them  did  signify,  w^hen  it  testified 
beforehand  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  and  the  glory  that 
should  follow."    1  Pet.  1  :  10,  11. 

From  such  testimony  it  is  shown  that  the  work  of 
Christ  is  to  be  accomplished  before  the  earth  is  filled 
with  the  glory  of  the  Lord.  This  is  made  certain  by 
scriptures  w^e  shall  yet  examine  on  this  subject. 

Had  Adam  obeyed  the  Lord,  and  filled  and  subdued 
the  earth,  bringing  it  to  a  state  of  the  fullest  development, 
then  the  promised  dominion  would  have  been  enjoyed 
by  him,  as  we  have  argued  in  other  parts  of  this  work. 
He  and  his  posterity  would  have  then  received  immor- 
tality at  the  end  of  their  probation,  as  the  gift  of  God, 
and  the  earth  been  filled  with  God's  visible  glory.  As 
Adam  came  short  of  all  this,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 
second  Adam,  will  bring  it  about  step  by  step. 

I.  Man  is  redeemed  from  under  the  law,  brought 
out  from  its  dominion,  and  the  earth  from  the  curse,  by 
the  sufferino-s  and  death  of  Christ. 

II.  Man  is  put  upon  probation,  and  his  sins  forgiven, 
and  he  cleansed  from  his  unrighteousness,  through  faith 
in  the  blood  of  Christ ;  thus  saved  morally,  then  saved 
physically  by  the  resurrection  of  the  just  to  immortality, 
and  eternal  life,  and  glorified  by  having  "our  vile  body 
changed,  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto  the  glori- 
ous body  of  Christ."    Phil.  3  :  21. 

III.  The  earth  is  then  to  be  regenerated  or  renovated 
by  fire,  cleansed  from  all  the  defilement  of  sin  and  th6 
curse  by  fire,  as  shown  in  our  chapter  on  "  the  eaith 
renew^ed  ;  "  then  "  all  the  earth  will  be  filled  with  the  glory 
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of  the  Lord"  —  his  vifiible  (jlonj  ;  and  the  people,  being 
iininortal,  arc  adapted  to  enjoy  such  glory.  Then,  indeed, 
the  prophecy  of  llalKikkulv  can  and  will  he  fullilltMl  : 
"  For  the  earth  t^hall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
glory  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea."  Hah. 
->  :  I  t. 

But  let  us  examine  the  testimony  of  Cinist  and  his 
apostles.  When  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  was  here  in- 
structing the  people  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  the 
kingdom  of  God,  his  disciples  were  "  slow  of  heart  to 
believe  all  that  the  prophets  had  spoken"  —  slow  to  un- 
derstand the  nature  of  his  kingdom.  He  therefore  gave 
them  a  vision,  which  was  a  iniiiiatare  of  his  kiuydoni 
and  (jlonj  that  was  yet  to  fill  all  the  earth.  Let  us 
reflect  on  the  appearance  of  that  glory.  "Jesus 
taketh  Peter,  James,  and  John  his  brother,  and  bringeth 
them  up  into  an  high  mountain  apart,  and  was  trans- 
figured before  them  ;  and  his  face  did  shine  as  the  sun, 
and  his  raiment  was  white  as  the  li^ht,  shininir  exceed- 
ing  white  as  snow,  so  as  no  fuller  on  earth  can  white 
them ;  and,  behold,  there  talked  with  him  two  men, 
which  were  Moses  and  Elias  [Elijah],  who  appeared  in 
glory."  Matt.  17  :  2.  Mark  [)  :  3.  Luke  9  :  30.  There 
jStood  the  king  who  is  yet  to  be  seen  ''seated  on  the 
'throne  of  his  r//ory."  Here  was  Moses,  who  died  in  the 
faith,  and  was  buried  by  the  Lord  ;  brought  to  represent 
the  resurrection  and  glorification  of  the  sleeping  saints  ; 
and  here  was  Elijah,  who  was  faithful  to  God,  and  was 
translated  a  representative  of  the  believers  who  will  be 
"alive  and  remain"  when  Christ  shall  come  and  give 
the  kingdom  to  his  redeemed  church.     Such  w^as  the 
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nature  of  the  glory  of  God,  of  his  kingdom,  and  of  his 
subjects.  That  glory  will  cover  all  the  earth  when 
redemption  is  completed. 

No  wonder  that  the  prophets,  who,  in  prophetic  visions, 
saw  in  the  future  the  abundant  glory  filling  all  the  earth, 
shouted  for  joy  and  prayed  for  it  to  come.  We  hear 
Christ  saying  again,  "  When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come 
in  his  glory ^  then  shall  he  sit  upon  the  throne  of  his 
glory  ^  and  before  him  shall  be  gathered  all  nations ; 
and  he  shall  separate  them  one  from  another,  as  a  shep-^ 
herd  divideth  his  sheep  from  the  goats."  Matt.  25 : 
31,  32.  "As  surely  as  I  live,  all  the  earth  shall  be 
filled  with  the  glory  of  the  Lord." 

With  such  a  hope  of  being  redeemed  ourselves  by 
"  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  wdio  shall  change  our  vile 
body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto  his  glorious 
body,"  and  be  associated  with  him  in  his  kingdom  when 
he  reigns  on  the  throne  of  his  glory ^  on  the  earth  made 
new  and  filled  with  the  Father's  glory  ^  Paul  could  well 
say  for  himself  and  us,  "  Therefore,  being  justified  by 
faith,  we  have  peace  with  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ ;  by  whom  also  we  have  access  by  faith  into  this 
grace  wherein  we  stand,  and  rejoice  in  hope  of  the  glory 
of  God."    Eom.  5  :  1,  2. 

What  multitudes  of  disciples  who  have  found  justi- 
fication by  faith  in  Christ  have  seen  the  promises  oi  the 
coming  glory  of  God,  and  rejoiced  in  the  prospect ! 
Yes,  and  this  prospect  enables  the  real  Christian  to 
suffer  with  Clirist,  and  to  "  rejoice,  inasmuch^  as  ye  are 
partakers  of  Christ's  suflTerings,  that  w^hen  his  glory  is 
revealed,  ye  may  be  glad  also  with  exceeding  joy." 
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1  Pet.  4  :  13.  Tlie  prayer  which  Chri^st  offered  to 
the  Father  concerning  his  fbllo\vcr8  will  be  answered, 
''Father,  I  will  that  they  also,  whom  thou  hast  ^^iven 
uie,  be  with  me  where  1  am  ;  that  they  may  behold  my 
glory^  which  thou  hast  given  me,  for  thou  lovedst  me 
before  the  foundation  of  the  world."    John  17  :  24. 

But  to  enjoy  and  share  that  glory  men  must  be  im- 
mortal, like  their  Lord.  Christ  was  not  glorified  until 
after  his  resurrection,  exce[)t  in  the  vision  on  the  mount. 
Christians  sometimes  [)ray  for  God's  glory  to  be  revealed 
without  any  true  idea  of  what  it  is.  That  "  glory  will 
be  revealed^  and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  together."  It  must 
be  after  the  resurrection  of  the  unjust,  at  the  close  of 
the  millennium,  of  which  we  may  speak  more  fully  in 
our  chapter  on  the  millennium. 

Come,  divine,  efl'eetuiil  power, 
Fallen  nature  to  restore ; 
Wait  we  for  thy  presence  here, 
Long  to  sec  thy  throne  appear; 
Bid  the  new  creation  rise, 
Bring  us  back  our  paradise. 

**  Now  our  universe  create 
Fair  beyontl  its  first  estate. 
When  thine  eyes  with  pleasure  viewed, 
When  thy  lips  pronounced  it  good ; 
Ruined,  now,  by  sin  and  curse. 
Speak  it  fairer  than  at  first."  —  Charles  Wesley. 
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CHAPTER  XIII. 

THE  JUDGMENT. 

To  every  thing  there  is  a  season,  and  a  time  to  every  purpose  uad^ 
the  heaven."  —  Eccl.  3  ;  11. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  so  plainly  stated  in  the 
above  passage,  many  forget  that  there  is  a  time  for 
judgment  —  for  reward  of  the  race  of  man.  The  terms 
judge  and  judgment  being  applied  to  the  race,  to 
individuals,  to  tribes,  to  cities,  and  to  nations,  it  is 
necessary  for  the  Bible  reader  to  carefully  examine 
the  use  of  the  words,  and  the  application  the  Spirit 
makes  of  them  to  the  different  classes  to  whom  and 
concerning  whom  the  statements  are  made  :  by  neglect- 
ing to  do  so,  many  have  become  entirely  confused  in 
relation  to  this  theological  point  of  doctrine,  and  conse- 
quently failed  to  see  the  harmony  and  force  of  truth  in 
otlier  important  Bible  subjects.  Therefore  many  erro- 
neous and  strange  conclusions  are  arrived  at  by  such, 
leading  them  to  talk  of  the  dead  saints  being  in  heaven, 
with  crowns  of  life  and  harps  of  gold ;  of  the  dead 
sinners  as  being  in  hell  torment,  undergoing  punishment 
for  their  sins,  or  as  having  been  judged,  and  executed 
by  dying:  others  talk  of  the  last  judgment^  th£  general 
judgment^  the  final  judgment^  &c.  Some  bold  that  it 
will  be  a  short  space  of  time  when  all  the  race  of  Adam

will  be  culled  out  of  lieaNcii  and  hell,  and  under;^o  an 
examination  of  eliaracter,  a  verdict  rendered,  and  the 
various  classes  reconsigned  to  hea\  en  or  Ik  11,  to  enjoy  or 
suffer  irradationa  of  reward  or  punislnnrnt  accordinir  to 
their  iri'ides  of  j'oodness  or  of  vice. 

Others  have  tau<(ht  that  the  judi^nu  nt  ot  mankind  is 
yoin<^  on  constantly,  and  at  death  all  have  received 
reward  for  their  sins,  and  go,  free  of  guilt,  to  heaven. 
Yet  others  teach  that  all  go  to  heaven,  or  to  a  place  of 
torment,  as  their  cases  may  be,  at  death,  each  to  their 
final  reward  ;  therefore  they  will  have  no  future  judg- 
ment, as  death  is  the  executioner  which  sends  each  party 
to  their  final  places  and  states  ;  therefore  no  return  of 
Christ  to  earth,  no  calling  of  the  race  from  their  enjoy- 
ments or  sufferings  to  give  account  for  their  lives  in 
probation,  no  resurrection  from  the  graves  is  to  be 
expected,  and  no  life  for  the  dead. 

It  has  also  been  taught  that,  as  death  is  the  penalty 
for  sin,  the  wicked  who  die  in  sin  have  had  their  reward, 
and  will  never  be  raised  to  receive  judgment  from 
Christ,  &c. 

With  such  a  variety  of  views  in  the  church  on  so 
important  a  subject,  who  can  be  surprised  at  the  general 
jargon  of  religious  theology  about  the  future  of  man. 
We  do  not  propose  to  criticise  all  these  views  and 
notions,  but  to  enter  upon  a  careful  examination  of 
the  scriptural  doctrine  of  God's  judgment  on  mankind 
for  sin. 
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THE  JUDGMENT  FOR  ADAM'S  SIN. 

*^For  the  Father  judgeth  no  man,  but  hath  committed  all  judgment 
unto  the  Son,  that  all  men  should  honor  the  Son,  even  as  they 
honor  the  Father."  —  John  5  : 22. 

The  fact  that  a  code  of  law,  ordained  to  direct  and 
govern  men  in  their  conduct,  of  necessity  involves  a 
penalty  for  its  violation,  as  fully  involves  a  time  for  the 
execution  of  that  penalty  —  a  time  for  judgment  of  the 
offender.  Penalties  may  be  of  various  degrees  —  either 
moderate  and  disciplinary  in  their  effects  on  the  offender, 
or  arbitrary  and  determinate,  in  vindication  of  proper 
authority  and  honor  of  law,  to  deter  others  from  crime. 
These  elements  are  in  all  wholesome  and  good  law. 
When  man  was  placed  under  law  to  his  Creator,  a  penal 
command  was  given  :  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge 
of  good  and  evil,  thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it ;  for  in  the  day 
thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die."  Gen.  2  :  17. 
This  command  was  violated,  and  its  penalty  incurred. 
Was  it  due  to  God  as  the  Author  of  that  law,  and  to 
Adam  as  the  willing  violator  of  it,  that  he  should  be 
called  to  account  for  his  crime  and  receive  its  penalty  ? 
This  question,  scripturally  settled,  opens  the  way  for  an 
understanding  of  the  subject  of  judgment  in  the  text  at 
the  head  of  this  chapter,  and  all  others  of  its  class. 

Adam  was  placed  in  Eden,  under  law,  with  a  trial 
or  probationary  life,  to  fulfil  the  requirements  stated  in 
the  law,  which  his  Creator  gave  to  control  his  con- 
duct. The  penal  command  given  would  test  his  fidelity 
to  and  confidence  in  God,  and  thereby  form  a  moral 
character. 
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Adam  transgressed  this  penal  law  :  its  [xaialty  was 
DEATH.  Oen.  1  :  2H  ;  2:7,  S,  17;  :\  :  Ck  He  be- 
came a  criminal,  was  arrested  lor  his  crime,  and  con- 
fessed his  guilt  in  answer  to  the  (juestion  ol'  the  Judge. 
Gen.  3:0,  10.  I'he  evidence  is  sufficient;  the  case 
is  clear  ;  the  law  is  unyielding,  and  knows  no  mercy  :  it 
must  be  executed  and  Injnored.  No  further  examination 
is  needed  in  the  case  :  both  parties  are  informed  of  it. 
But  the  execution  of  judgment  is  arrested  by  covenant 
between  the  Father  and  the  iSon  to  effect  an  atonement 
by  the  offering  of  Christ  as  a  RANSOM,  to  open  the  way 
for  posterity  from  Adam,  and  a  second  state  of  proba- 
tion for  the  race  ;  not  by  preventing  the  exei'ution  of 
the  law  on  Adam  and  his  posterity,  but  by  a  reprieve. 
Rev.  13  :  8.  Gal.  4  :  4,  f).  Phil.'  2  :  (i,  Tl .  Ileb.  2  : 
14.  Kom.  5:18,  &c.  This  point  is  clearly  shown  in 
our  article  on  the  atonement  in  another  part  of  this 
book.  But  the  sentence  is  declared  as  follows  :  "  And 
unto  iV^^ii^  said,  Because  thou  hast  hearkened  unto 
the  voice  of  thy  wife,  and  hast  eaten  of  the  tree,  of  which 
1  commanded  tliee,  saying.  Thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it : 
cursed  is  the  ground  for  thy  sake ;  in  sorrow  shalt 
thou  eat  of  it  all  the  days  of  thy  life;  thorns  also 
and  thistles  shall  it  bring  forth  to  thee  ;  and  thou  shalt 
eat  the  herb  of  the  field  ;  in  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt 
thou  eat  bread,  till  thou  return  unto  the  ground ;  for  out 
of  it  wast  thou  taken  :  for  dust  thou  art,  and  unto  dust 
shalt  thou  return.""    Gen.  3  :  17-19. 

In  the  above  language  the  sentence  is  clearly  ex- 
plained by  the  Judge,  and  the  penalty  pronounced  in 
presence  of  the  criminal.    The  reprieve  is  also  stated 
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with  the  sentence,  that  Adam  might  know  that  time 
was  allowed  him  in  sweat  and  sorr^ow.  "All  the 
DAYS  or  THY  LIFE,"  is  the  reprieve.  The  number  of 
those  days  depended  on  the  will  of  the  Lawgiver^ 
Judge,  and  Executioner — the  Lord.  We  will  define 
the  term  reprieve  for  those  who  need  it.  "Reprieve, 
to  respite  after  sentence  of  death,  to  suspend  or  delay 
the  execution  for  a  time ;  as,  the  reprieve  of  a  criminal 
for  thirty  days. 

"  Reprieved,  respited,  allowed  a  longer  time  to  live 
than  the  sentence  of  death  permits."  —  Webster. 

Adam  was  judicially  and  virtually  dead,  in  the  day 
that  he  sinned,  as  we  have  shown  above.  He  was  under 
sentence  of  death  —  a  subject,  an  heir,  of  death.  If 
he  lived  another  day,  it  was  a  respite,  under  condemna- 
tion, to  die  at  some  time,  at  the  w411  of  his  Judge ;  and 
the  time  in  his  case  is  given  :  "  And  all  the  days  that 
Adam  lived  were  nine  hundred  and  thirty  years,  and  he 
died."   Gen.  5  :  5. 

It  is  seen  in  these  facts  that  judicial  judgment  was 
passed  as  soon  as  Adam  became  a  criminal,  for  then  his 
probation  ended ;  while  the  executive  judgment  —  the 
execution  of  the  sentence  pronounced  —  was  not  until 
many  years  after.  We  will  define  the  word  in  its  judi- 
cial use. 

"Judgment,  in  law,  the  sentence  or  doom  pro- 
nounced in  any  cause,  civil  or  criminal,  by  the  judge  or 
court  by  which  it  is  tried.  Judgment,  though  pro- 
nounced by  the  judge  or  court,  is  properly  the  deter- 
mination or  sentence  of  the  law."  —  Webster. 

In  the  case  under  consideration,  the  Lord  is  dealincr 
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with  man  according  to  law.  The  judgiiicnt  irf  a  l:nv 
c;ls('.  When  sentence  was  pronounced  against  Adam,  it 
was  pronounced  against  all  the  race  that  should  proceed 
from  him  :  IJy  the  oflence  of  one,  judyineiil  came  upon 
all  men  to  condenmation  ;  "  all  were  condemned  to  die  : 
''In  Adam  all  die."  Again:  ''Wherefore,  as  by  one 
man  sin  entered  into  the  world,  and  death  by  sin  ;  and 
so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that  all  have  sinned." 
Worn.  5:  12,  18.  1  Cor.  15:  22. 

Thus  the  whole  race  were  equally  under  sentence  of 
death,  to  be  continued  in  life  as  lonfj  as  the  Judi^e  mijrht 
suffer  it,  or  executed  when  the  honor  of  God  and  the 
good  of  the  people  should  demand  the  removal  of  those 
whose  cup  of  inifpiity  had  become  full  under  God's  long 
forbearance.  Hence  the  execution  of  the  race  (except- 
ing Noah  and  his  family)  "by  the  flood  of  the ''aSoc/o/ti- 
ites  by  fire  and  brimstone;  "  of  the  three  thousand'^ 
in  the  camp  of  Israel ;  of  the  seven  nations''  of  Canaan  ; 
of  Nineveh^  liabylon^  and  Jerusalem^  by  the  sword,  by 
earthquake,  and  other  calamities  ;  as  also  many  other 
tribes,  companies,  and  individuals,  who  have  been  sud- 
denly executed  by  the  will  of  God,  as  ensa7nples  of  his 
executions  of  judtpnent  and  justice  "  in  the  earth. 
See  1  Cor.  10:  5-11.    elude  5,  7. 

But  it  may  be  asked,  A\'ere  not  these  classes  cut  off 
thus  for  their  own  personal  sins?  and  if  so,  will  they  be 
raised  to  be  judged  and  punished  again? 

Wc  reply,  they  are  clearly  shown  in  the  Scriptures 
to  have  been  thus  cut  off  for  their  superaboundmg 
audacity  and  crimes,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  author- 
ity and  the  public  good.     But  they  would  have  been 
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^ut  off  from  life  by  other  processes,  as  all  men  are. 
This  was  only  closing  the  respite,  and  executing  the 
Adamic  sentence.  That  they  were  cut  off  by  execution 
of  the  law  of  faith,  for  their  rejection  of  the  atonement 
of  Christ  and  proffered  mercy  (which  some  of  their  con- 
temporaries accepted),  as  shadowed  forth  in  the  prom- 
ises of  God  and  his  typical  institutions ;  that  they 
suffered  the  penalty  of  the  law  of  their  Redeemer,  their 
Purchaser,  to  whom  they  owed  their  reprieve,  and  pro- 
bation, and  prospective  recovery  from  death,  — has  not 
a  shade  of  evidence  to  support  it.  Nay,  it  would  be  a 
perversion  of  judgment  to  teach  such  an  idea ;  and  God 
denounces  those  "  who  pervert  judgment.'^  The  evi- 
dence is  against  it. 

In  civil  codes  of  law  the  death  penalty  is  found,  and 
in  cases  where  men  are  convicted  of  crimes  which  incur 
that  penalty,  they  are  executed ;  but  they  were  under 
sentence  of  death  by  another  and  higher  law.  Does  it 
follow  that  such  die  because  they  are  convicted  of  mur- 
der? Is  it  not  rather  that  they  die  the  sooner  for  this 
overt  act,  as  pests  of  society,  than  in  common  habits  of 
life?  The  man  who  is  hanged,  murdered,  or  otherwise 
killed  by  violence,  disease,  or  the  exhausting  of  nature, 
only  pays  the  debt  of  Adamic  law,  falls  under  the  exe- 
cution of  judgment  for  Adam's  sin,  though  he  at  the 
same  time  may  pay  the  claim  of  a  lesser  law. 

But  God  is  Judge  himself.  Psa.  75  :  7,  8  ;  94  :  1,  2. 
He  alone  can  properly  decide  when  to  withhold  life,  and 
when  to  execute  the  culprits.  And  should  he  please  to 
exempt  any,  as  types^  or  allow  that,  as  death  is  abol- 
ished^ the  last  generation  of  them  who  honor  his  Son 
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may  "  not  all  sleep,''  but  be  chawjed  to  immortality,  it 
would  1)0  only  a  divine  gratuity,  an  exception  to  his  law. 
As  we  have  elsewhere  shown,  the  Lamb  of  God  under- 
took our  ease  when  Adam  had  brought  judyinent  itjjou 
all  men  to  condemnation  (Kom.  5:  18),  obtained  a 
reprieve,  became  our  Kedem|)tion,  our  Lawgiver,  and 
Instructor.  Even  from  the  time  the  promise  was  made 
in  Eden,  that  the  seed  of  the  woman  should  bruise 
(crush)  the  head  of  the  serpent,  the  plan  of  grace  h:ui 
been  the  su/jject  of  revelation  ;  and  the  administration 
of  the  civil  code  of  law  under  Moses  (called  the  old 
coveiiant) ,  or  other  typical  institutions  directed  by  the 
Lord,  have  been  introduced  to  develo[)  Christ  s  law, — 
the  laiv  of  faith,  —  by  giving  us  the  knowledge  of  sin, 
and  by  tupes  and  shado/cs  teaching  us  a  law  connected 
with  a  sacrifice  of  blood  for  the  remission  of  sim^ 
called  a  JVeio  Covenant,  the  royal  law^  the  perfect  law 
of  liberty,  law  of  faith. 

JUDGMENT  FOR  PERSONAL  SIN. 

Being  bought  out  from  the  Adaniic  law  by  the  Son 
of  God,  we  are  under  law  to  him,  and  are  accountable 
to  him  for  our  present  lives,  and  our  conduct  in  receiv- 
ing or  rejecting  the  plan  of  mercy  which  [)roposes  to 
make  us  joint  heirs  with  him,  and  bestow  upon  us  the 
gift  of  eternal  life.  "  The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and 
hath  given  all  things  into  his  hands.  He  that  believeth 
on  the  Son  hath  everlasting  life  ;  and  he  that  believeth 
not  the  Son  shall  not  see  [everlasting]  life,  but  the 
wrath  of  God  abideth  on  him."  John  3  :  35,  36.  ''AH 
things  are  delivered  unto  me  of  my  Father."  Matt. 
11:  28. 
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By  the  above  passages,  and  others  of  the  same  class, 
it  is  shown  that  Christ  was  destined  to  control  this 
world  and  to  dispose  of  the  people  according  to  the  plan 
of  grace  ordained  in  him ;  yet  he  had  not  attained  to 
the  position  to  judge  the  world.  Before  he  takes  this 
office,  HE  is  to  BE  JUDGED.  "  For  God  sent  not  his 
Son  into  the  world  to  condemn  the  world ;  .  .  .  but  he 
that  belie veth  not  is  condemned  already,  because  he 
hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son 
of  God."  "  I  judge  no  man."  "  I  came  not  to  judge  the 
world,  but  to  save  the  world."  John  3  :  17  ;  8  :  15  ;  12  : 
47.  This  testimony  is  conclusive  on  this  point ;  yet  we 
hear  Jesus  saying  on  another  occasion,  "  Now  is  the 
judgment  of  this  world ;  now  shall  the  prince  of  this 
world  be  cast  out.  And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the 
earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto  me."    John  12  :  31. 

To  see  the  force  of  this  passage,  we  should  remember 
that  Christ  came  to  suffer  judgment  for  the  race  of 
man.  "  The  chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon  him, 
.  .  .  and  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us 
all  "  (Isa.  53  :  5,  6),  "hath  made  the  iniquity  of  us  all 
to  meet  on  him."  Heb.  margin,  "  That  through  death 
he  might  destroy  him  that  had  the  power  of  death  \the 
prince  of  tJds  world']^  that  is,  the  devil,  and  deliver 
them  [out  of  death]  who  through  fear  of  death  were  all 
their  lifetime  subject  to  bondage  "  [of  death  by  Ada^ii] . 
Heb.  2  :  14,  15.  The  race  being  condemned  to  die  in 
Adam,  by  a  law  w^hich  could  not  give  life  back  (  Gal. 
3  :  21),  leads  Paul  to  argue  it  on  this  wise  :  — 

"  For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was  weak 
through  the  flesh,  God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the 
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likeness  of  sinful  flesh,  and  [by  Jin  offerinj^j  for  sin, 
condemned  sin  in  the  flesh."  Rom.  H  :  l^. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  when  Christ  "  iras  mnfle  a  curse 
for  us^^  by  beinj^  lifted  up  on  the  eross,  and  "bare  our 
eins  in  his  own  body  on  the  tree,''  the  execution  of  juilj- 
rnent  of  this  world  (of  Adam's  raee)  rested  upon  him, 
and  by  it  he  coiifjuered  dcatli  (entered  the  stron;^  man's 
house,  bound  him,  and  despoiled  him  of  all  his  broods) 
through  a  resurrection,  eoncpiered  the  devil,  paid  the 
purchase  price  for  the  race,  obtained  "the  keys  of  death 
and  of  hell"  —  hades.  He  then  met  his  disciples  in 
(ialilee,  as  he  had  previously  appf)intcd,  to  commission 
them  anew  for  tlie  work  of  "  the  ministry  of  reconcilia- 
tion ;  "  to  declare  his  authority  and  restate  the  conditions 
of  his  law. 

"And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto  them,  saying,  All 

POWEU  IS  GIVEN  UNTO  ME  IN  HEAVEN  AND  IN  EARTH. 

Go  ye,  TilEiiEFOUE,  and  teach  all  nations  [my  law  — 
new  covenant — the  gospel],  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost ;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever 
1  have  conunanded  you  ;  and,  lo,  1  am  witli  you  always, 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.''    Matt.  28  : 18-20. 

This  shows  the  foundation  which  had  been  laid  to 
bring  all  men  under  Christ,  to  accept  his  sacrifice  of 
blood  as  an  atonement  for  their  own  sins,  and  ^' the  sfift 
of  righteousness  by  faith,"  securing  eternal  life,  or  be 
judged  by  him  for  rejecting  the  Lord  that  bought  them. 
And,  in  contemplation  of  this  fact,  Jesus  said,  "And  I, 
if  I  be  lifted  up  from  tlie  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto 
me "  —  bring  all  the  race  out  of  their  graves  to  stand 
15 
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before  my  judgment  seat,  or,  as  in  our  introductory 
text  (the  Father  having  once  judged  —  condemned  sin 
in  him,  as  we  have  shown),  "The  Father  judgeth  no 
man,  but  hath  committed  all  judgment  unto  the  Son; 
that  all  men  should  honor  the  Son,  even  as  they  honor 
the  Father,  .  .  .  For  as  the  Father  hath  life  in  himself 
[existing  by  himself],  so  hath  he  given  to  the  Son  to 
have  life  in  himself  [by  an  agreement  to  raise  huii  to 
eternal  life] ,  and  hath  given  him  authority  to  execute 
judgment  also,  because  he  is  the  Son  of  man."  John 
5:22,  27. 

This  language  is  very  explicit ;  and  in  order  to  show 
that  this  -authority  would  be  used  in  disposing  of  the 
entire  race,  in  executing  the  determination  or  decision 
of  the  law  under  which  they  had  enjoyed  probation,  and 
by  which  they  were  justified  or  condemned,  he  adds, 
"  For  the  hour  is  coming  in  the  which  all  that  are  in  the 
graves  shall  hear  his  voice,  and  shall  come  forth ;  they 
that  have  done  good  unto  the  resurrection  of  life,  and 
they  that  have  done  evil  unto  the  resurrection  of  dam- 
nation. I  can  of  mine  own  self  do  nothing:  as  I 
hear,  I  judge  ;  and  my  judgment  is  just,  because  I  seek 
not  mine  own  will,  but  the  will  of  the  Father  which 
hath  sent  me."    John  5  :  28-30. 

The  above  passage  from  the  twenty-first  to  the 
thirtieth  verses  sets  forth,  in  a  forcible  manner,  the  fol- 
lowing facts  :  — 

I.  That  the  Father  raises  the  dead,  and  causes  them 
to  live,  all  of  them,  —  the  dead^  —  free  from  Adamic 
law.  irita 

II.  That  the  Father  has  determined  that  all  mem 
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should  honor  his  Son  by  oheyin.^x  him,  or  submit  to  the 
sentojiee  of  his  law  —  the  new  covenant ;  even  as  all 
have  been  ol)li«j^c(l  to  submit  to  the  penalty  of  the  vio- 
lated law  of  the  Father. 

III.  That  the  Father  has  committed  all  men  into  the 
lumds  of  his  Son,  to  be  instructed  in  the  new  covenant; 
and  appointed  him  the  teacher  and  jud(j(i^  to  instruct, 
and  to  execute  his  will ;  and  give  eternal  life  to  all  those 
who  l)elieve  in  the  Father,  and  acce[)t  the  law  of  Christ. 

IV.  That  to  carry  out  this  determination,  and  uiake 
all  men  «accountable  to  Christ,  the  gospel  is  published  in 
all  the  world,  for  a  witness  to  all  nations,  that  all  may 
be  without  excuse. 

V.  That  all  who  have  died  in  Adam  shall  hear  the 
voice  of  Christ  summoning  them  from  the  grave,  to  ap- 
pear before  him,  to  receive  reward  according  to  his  law 
—  his  covenant ;  that  they  shall  obey  tlutt  call,  and  come 
forth y  one  class  unto  the  resurrection  of  life  eternal  — 
the  gift  of  God  in  Christ  •  the  other  class  unto  the  res- 
urrection  of  condemnation  —  condemned  to  the  second 
death  ;  these  "shall  not  see  life  eternal,"  but  a  life  which 
Christ  purchased  for  the  race  when  he  bought  them  out 
from  under  the  Adamic  law  by  his  death,  anil  which 
would  have  been  perpetuated  had  they  accepted  his  shed 
blood  as  a  sacrifice  for  their  own  sins  when  in  pro- 
bation ;  but  having  rejected  it  they  must  die  "  the  second 
death ^''^  at  the  command  of  Christ  the  executioner. 

The  above  points  are  palpable,  and  are  sustained 
by  the  current  testimony  of  the  Scriptures.  They  are 
stubborn  facts,  which  have  stood  in  the  way  of  those  the- 
orists who  had  other  systems  to  advocate,  and  sceptics 
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whose  misunderstanding  of  the  plan  of  atonement,  or 
whose  unwillingness  to  accept  God's  "statutes  and 
judgments,"  has  led  them  to  use  all  their  wits  and  words 
to  evade,  or  to  explain  away,  the  obvious  sense  and 
open,  plain  statements  of  this  passage.  It  has  cost 
such  persons  much  valuable  time,  many  sermons,  books, 
tracts,  and  arguments,  in  seeking  to  overcome,  or  bring 
this  passage  to  yield  its  position,  but  in  vain ;  whoever 
carefully  reads  it,  is  made  to  feel  the  force  of  its  testi- 
mony, if  he  do  not  acknowledge  it,  and  every  effort  to 
criticise  it  makes  its  testimony  the  more  clear. 

When  Christ  announces,  in  connection  with  his  state- 
ment of  authority  to  execute  judgment,  that  "I  can  of 
mine  own  self  do  nothing :  as  I  hear  I  judge ;  and  my 
judgment  is  just,  because  I  seek  not  mine  own  will,  but 
the  will  of  the  Father  which  hath  sent  me,"  he  sliows 
that  he  has  been  appointed  executor  of  his  Father's  will ; 
and  he  had  just  stated  that  his  Father's  will  was,  that 
all  men  should  honor  the  jSon,  —  believe  in  and  obey 
him,  — and  if  not,  that  they  should  perish. 

This  brings  us  to  consider  the  order  of  the  judgment 
which  is  to  be  prosecuted  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ: 
this  we  deem  to  be  of  importance,  because  strange  and 
erroneous  views  are  advocated  by  men  on  this  subject, 
which  lead  some  into  other  fatal  errors,  or  make  the 
whole  subject  obnoxious  to  sound  rexison,  and  therer  y 
drive  others  from  entertaining  the  subject  at  all. 

We  remark,  then,  that  as  judgment  presupposes  law, 
with  promised  blessings  and  penal  commands,  also  a 
decision  of  the  character  of  those  made  responsible  hy 
that  lai\ ,  and  a  time  for  the  execution  of  its  promisetf 
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and  itrt  sentence  on  tliose  jiK^tilied  or  (!ondemncd,  there- 
fore, in  the  suhject  under  considenition,  we  find,  — 

I.  The  Ijiw  of  fjiith,  the  new  covenant,  fjiven  as  the 
rule  of  human  conchict  towards  (iod  and  men, — j?m- 
braced  in  two  commandments  which  Christ  declares 
incluth's  ALL  OTIIEKH,  viz.,  "  Hear,  O  Israel  :  The  Lord 
our  tiod  is  one  Lord  ;  and  thou  shall  love  the  Lonl  thy 
God  with  all  thine  heart,  and  wiiii  all  thy  soul,  and 
with  all  thy  mi^^ht.  And  these  words,  which  I  com- 
mand thee  this  day,  shall  be  in  thine  heart;  and  thou 
shalt  teach  them  dili<^ently  unto  thy  children,  and  shalt 
talk  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when 
thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when  thou  liest  down,  and 
when  thou  risest  up.  Thou  shalt  not  avenge,  nor  bear 
any  grudge  against  the  children  of  thy  people,  but  thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself :  I  am  the  Lord." 
Deut.  () :  4-7.    Lev.  19  :  18.  '  Matt.  22  :  37. 

That  these  are  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  new 
covenant,  needs  only  to  be  examined  to  be  admitted, 
and  that  they  were  embraced  in  the  reciuirements  or 
duties  enjoined  on  Adam  when  j)laccd  in  Kdcn,  — "Be 
'ruitful,  and  multiply,  and  replenish  the  earth,  and 
subdue  it,''  with  the  promise  of  ha\ing  ^'dominion  over 
it,"  and  the  implied  prospect  of  falling  sh(»rt  of  it  if  he 
failed  to  accomplish  those  duties,  —  is  well  indicated. 

That  this  law  was  also  indicated  in  the  promise  that 
the  seed  of  the  woman  should  bruise  (crush)  the  head 
of  the  serpent,  and  in  the  statement  of  reprieve,  to 
Adam,  is  shown  in  the  comments  given  in  the  Xew 
'^Testament  on  this  subject. 

♦s     Althouo:h  this  law  is  not  brou^^lit  out  on  tables  of

8t.  ne  (but  on  the  heart),  in  the  Old  Testament  (as 
was  the  old  covenant) ,  yet  we  find  it  running  through 
the  whole,  being  witnessed  by  the  law  and  the  prophets, 
and  observed  by  those  who  are  called  the  faithful,  —  the 
believing  children  of  God  in  former  ages ;  and  in  the 
New  Testament,  constant  allusions  are  made  to  the 
gospel,  the  faith,  the  promises,  and  the  hope  of  the 
Old  Testament,  showing  that  the  gospel  was  the  pri- 
mary rule  and  light  of  all  time  since  the  fall.  Jesus 
refers  to  it  thus  :  "  Search  the  Scriptures  ;  for  in  them 
ye  think  ye  have  eternal  life  :  and  they  are  they  which 
testify  of  me."  John  5  :  39.  "  Do  ye  think  that  I  will 
accuse  you  to  the  Father  ?  There  is  one  that  accuseth 
you,  even  Moses,  in  whom  ye  trust.  For  had  ye  be- 
lieved Moses,  ye  would  have  believed  me ;  for  he  wrote 
of  me.  But  if  ye  believe  not  his  writings,  how  shall 
ye  believe  my  words?"  John  5  :  45-47. 

This  class  of  references  to  the  Old  Testament  shows 
that  the  people  were  responsible  for  the  light  of  the  new 
covenant  before  Christ  came,  and  that  the  Mosaic  insti- 
tution was  to  shadow  it  forth,  and  was  a  schoolmaster 
to  lead  both  Jews  and  Gentiles  to  Christ. 

But  some  may  object  to  this  view,  from  another  say- 
ing of  Christ,  as  follows  :  "  If  I  had  not  come  and 
spoken  unto  them,  they  had  not  had  sin  ;  but  now  they 
have  no  cloak  for  their  sin.  He  that  hateth  me,  hateth 
my  Father  also.  If  I  had  not  done  among  them  the 
works  which  none  other  man  did,  they  had  not  had  sin  : 
but  now  they  have  both  seen  and  hated  both  me  and  my 
Father." 

We  reply,  that  this  saying  confirms  the  view  we  have 
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been  stating,  for  we  find  the  Old  Testament  scriptures 
and  institutions  constantly  recognizing  Christ  and  his 
t:()venant  of  mercy  yet  to  be  developed  and  ratified,  as 
the  only  means  of  salvation,  and  foreshadowing  tlie  time 
when  Christ  would  show  the  purposes  of  the  Father. 

Had  (/hrist  not  come  and  piihlished  these  snhlime 
truths,  and  done  these  mighty  acts  which  the  law  and 
the  i)rophet8  had  said  should  l)e  fulfilled  hy  him,  they 
would  not  have  been  accountal)h.'  to  him,  nor  tu  the 
law  or  prophets,  as  they  would  have  testified  falsely, 
leaving  the  people  without  a  standard  or  guide  to  test 
good  and  evil. 

Peter,  while  preaching  repentance,  refers  to  one  of 
the  promises  of  God  through  Moses  on  this  wise : 
"  And  he  shall  send  Jesus  Christ,  which  before  was 
preached  unto  you  ;  .  .  .  for  Moses  truly  said  unto  the 
fathers,  A  prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up 
unto  you  of  your  brethren,  like  unto  me  ;  him  shall  ye 
hear  in  all  things  whatsoever  he  shall  say  unto  you. 

''And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that  every  soul  which  will 
not  hear  that  prophet  shall  be  destroyed  from  among  the 
people. 

"Yea,  and  all  the  prophets,  from  Samuel  and  those 
that  follow  after,  as  many  as  have  spoken,  have  like- 
wise foretold  of  these  days."    Acts  3  :  20-24. 

Paul  also  states  the  same  fact  in  various  forms  :  "And 
the  Scripture,  foreseeing  that  God  would  justify  the 
heathen  through  faith,  preached  before  the  gospel  unto 
Abraham,  saying.  In  thee  shall  all  nations  be  blessed." 
Gal.  3:8.  And  again,  touching  universal  responsi- 
bility to  the  law  of  Christ,  he  says,  "For  it  is  written, 
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As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord,  every  knee  shall  bow  to  me, 
and  every  tongue  shall  confess  to  God  ;  for  we  shall  all 
stand  before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ :  so  then  every 
one  of  us  shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God."  Rom. 
14:  10-12.  "That  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee 
sliall  bow,  of  things  in  heaven,  and  things  in  earth,  and 
things  under  the  earth  ;  and  that  every  tongue  should 
confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God 
the  Father."    Phil.  2:  10,  11. 

II.  All  men  are  to  be  judged  by  the  new  covenant. 
But  how  do  the  heathen  become  responsible?  Let  the 
word  reply  :  "  For  the  wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from 
heaven  arainst  all  unwdliness  and  unrio^hteousness  of 
men,  who  hold  the  truth  in  unrighteousness ;  because 
that  which  may  be  known  of  God  is  manifest  in  them, 
for  God  hath  showed  it  unto  them.  For  the  invisible 
things  of  him  from  the  creation  of  the  world  are  clearly 
seen,  being  understood  by  the  things  that  are  made,  even 
his  eternal  power  and  Godhead  ;  so  that  they  are  without 
excuse."    Rom.  1  :  18,  19. 

These  facts  being  the  rule  by  which  God  has  made 
those  accountable  who  have  not  the  written  law,  or 
"lively  oracles  of  God,"  led  Paul  to  say  further,  "But 
unto  them  that  are  contentious,  and  do  not  obey  the 
truth,  but  obey  unrighteousness,  indignation  and  wrath, 
tribulation  and  anguish,  upon  every  soul  of  man  that 
doeth  evil,  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Gentile  ; 
but  glory,  honor,  and  peace  to  every  man  that  worketh 
good,  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Gentile  ;  for  there 
is  no  respect  of  persons  witli  God.  For  as  many  as 
have  sinned  without  [the  written]  law  shall  also  perish 
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witlioiit  law  ;  and  as  many  as  lisive  .sinned  in  the  [writ- 
ten] law  shall  he  jud<^cd  by  the  law  (for  not  tin;  hear- 
ers of  the  law  are  just  before  (Jod,  but  the  doers  of  the 
law  shall  be  justified.  For  when  the  Gentiles,  who 
have  not  the  [written]  law,  do  by  nature  the  things  con- 
tained in  the  law,  these,  having  not  the  law,  are  a  law 
unto  tiieinselves,  which  show  the  wokk  of  the  law 
WRITTEN  IN  THEIR  HEARTS,  their  conscience  also  bear- 
ing witness,  and  their  thoughts  the  mean  while  aerusing, 
or  else  excusing  one  another),  in  the  day  when  God  shall 
judge  the  secrets  of  men  according  to  my  gospel."  Rom. 
2:  8-1  (). 

The  careful  reader  of  the  scripture  above  rpioted,  with 
its  context,  will  not  fail  to  see  that  the  law  which  Paul 
alludes  to  as  the  rule  for  those  who  sin  in  the  late,  and 
the  law  which  he  says  is  written  in  their  hearts  who 
have  it  not  otherwise,  and  who  work  good,  is  the  same 
which  he  declares  in  chap.  1  :  IG,  to  be  " ///e  gospel  of 
Christ and  in  chap.  2  :  m)/  gospel, The  same 

law  is  alluded  to  by  the  Psalmist  when  he  says,  "^The 
law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  converting  the  soul."  Psa. 
19  :  1-7.  Please  read  all  the  psalm,  also  Isa.  40  :  25- 
30.    Kom.  10  :  18. 

That  all  men  have  personally  sinned  against  the  law  of 
Moses, —  the  old  covenant, —  and  for  that  will  be  brought 
before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ,  no  well-informed 
person  will  pretend  to  claim.  I>ut  that  all  persons  of 
sufficient  mind  to  be  accountable  to  law,  have  sinned 
against  hnv,  is  proved  clearly  enough  by  the  scriptures 
above  quoted,  to  satisfy  all  who  are  properly  called 
Bible  believers. 
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Ine  conclusion  is  therefore  unavoidable,  that  all  arc 
under  law  to  Christ,  from  the  time  of  the  reprieve  of 
Adam,  and  that  all  probationers  have  fallen  under  con- 
demnation by  the  law  of  faith  for  their  own  sins,  being 
in  unbelief,  and  consequently  must  gain  justification  by 
that  law  in  some  way  through  faith  in  God  as  a  Saviour 
of  sinners,  and  through  such  faith  be  reformed  so  as  to' 
"  WORK  GOOD,"  or  receive  its  penalty  —  "the  seconi> 

DEATH." 

The  plan  of  grace  has  been  constantly  shining  from 
the  days  of  Adam,  and  will  to  the  end  of  mortality,  and 
in  one  form  or  another  has  been  presented  to  our  race  to 
lead  them  to  God  for  help  and  pardon.  Solomon  calls 
it  the  jpath  of  the  just  ^^'^  which,  he  says,  "is  as  the 
shining  light,  that  shineth  more  and  more  unto  the  per- 
fect day ;  "  and  by  it  all  have  been  made  responsible  to 
God  for  the  light  communicated.  "And  this  is  the  con- 
demnation, that  light  is  come  into  the  world,  and  men 
loved  darkness  rather  than  light,  because  their  deeds  were 
evil."  John  3  :  19.  "For  I  am  not  come  to  call  the 
righteous,  but  sinners,  to  repentance."  Matt.  9  :  13.'^ 
"  For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn 
the  world  "  (they  being  condemned  already) .  "  He  that 
believeth  on  him  is  not  condemned,  but  he  that  believeth 
not  is  condemned  already."    John  3  :  18. 

That  this  condemnation  is  by  the  new  covenant^  and^ 
its  penalty  "       second  death^^^  must  be  admitted,  ^yovcA 
the  fixct  that  all  the  race  were  once  condemned  in  Adam 
before  they  had  light,  and  do  die  the  first  death  whethei?^^ 
they  believe  in  Christ  or  not. 

III.  All  men  being  under  condemnation  for  rejecting* 
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or  nejrlectini;  tlie  li/^^lit  and  truth  of  (iod,  Christ  has 
become  our  Passovki:,  ha\iiiii'  ^/ivrn  "his  own  hlood  lor 
the  ronn'ssion  of  sins,"  and,  hein^  raised  from  (h*ath,  has 
"entered  into  heaven  itself,  now  to  appear  in  the  pres- 
ence of  (Jod  for  us,"  who  eomjjly  witli  the  conditions 
stated  in  the  covenant,  viz.,  "repentance  toward  (iod, 
and  laitli  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Chri>t."  Ilelj.  :  12, 
2  i.   Acts  20:  21. 

The  apostle  Paul,  in  describing  this  grace,  says,  — 
"  How  nmch  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  w  ho 
througli  the  eternal  Spirit  offered  himself  without  spot  to 
(iod,  purge  your  conscience  from  dead  works  to  serve 
the  living  God."  And  for  this  cause  he  is  the  Mediator 
of  the  New  Testament,  that  by  means  of  death,  for  the 
redemption  of  the  transgressions  that  were  under  the 
first  testament,  they  which  are  called  might  receive  the 
promise  of  eternal  inheritance.  For  where  a  covenant 
exists,  the  death  of  that  which  has  ratified  it  is  necessary 
to  be  procured  (Em.  Dia(fIott) ;  for  a  testament  is  of 
force  after  men  are  dead,  otherwise  it  is  of  no  force  at 
all  while  the  testator  liveth."    Heb.  9  :  14-17. 

This  new  covenant,  which  was  first  pul)lished  in  Eden, 

—  the  seed  of  the  woman  shall  bruise  the  serpent's  head, 

—  and  afterwards  manifested  as  the  "  law  of  the  Spirit 
of  life,"  would  yet,  unless  Christ,  the  author  and  testa- 
tor, had  ratified  it  by  his  ow^n  blood,  have  been  of  no 
force  as  a  law,  and  the  people  would  "  not  had  sin." 

But  as  the  covenant  is  ratified  by  the  death  of  the 
testator,  it  has  the  authority  of  law —  the  law  of  God. 

The  fact  that  a  Mediator  is  provided  for  man  proves 
that  man  is  condemned  by  that  law  which  he  is  Mediator

of,  tjil  is  to  be  judged  by  it.  It'  he  fails  to  become 
reconciled  to  it,  he  must  meet  its  penalty.  That  he  may 
become  reconciled  to,  and  be  justified  by  it,  Christ  has 
opened  a  door  of  hope,  by  becoming  an  Advocate  for  all 
who  come  to  him  in  faith,  committing  their  cause  into 
his  hands ;  thus  man  may  enter  the  court  of  heaven 
(where  he  is  condemned  as  a  criminal) ,  by  his  Advocate, 
and  plead  for  mercy  and  pardon  through  the  blood  of 
Christ. 

An  advocate  pleads  the  cause  of  those  who  apply  to 
him  to  appear  in  court  for  them,  where  they  are  recorded 
as  criminals,  and  if  in  a  judicial  court,  to  examine  their 
cause  and  present  evidence  why  they  should  not  be  held 
accountable,  or,  if  the  cause  has  been  decided  and  the 
sentence  rendered,  to  seek  a  reconciliation  of  the  oifend- 
ing  party  to  the  law,  by  a  ransom,  or  a  petition,  or  both. 

If,  therefore,  men  who  have  violated  law,  where  judg- 
ment is  to  be  had,  and  the  law  executed,  do  not  appear 
in  court  personally,  or  by  an  advocate  to  confess,  pay  a 
ransom,  or  obtain  pardon,  they  must  sulFer  the  extreme 
penalty  of  the  law. 

In  the  case  under  consideration,  man  is  a  criminal, 
Christ  is  the  lawgiver  and  executioner ;  yet  he  has  pro- 
vided a  ransom  for  the  sins  of  the  people,  for  all  who 
place  confidence  in  him,  and  come  to  him  for  assistance, 
confessing  their  sins,  asking  pardon,  and  pledging  them- 
selves to  become  his  servants. 

The  sinner  is  in  the  condition  of  the  man  who  owes 
ten  thousand  talents  and  has  nothing  to  pay.  He 
has  nothing  to  give  as  an  atonement  for  his  sins  ;  but 
Christ  has,  and  stands  ready  to  become  the  advocate  and 
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oflcr  his  hh)od  for  every  repent inir,  coiifrssini;  one  who 
has  faith  in  liini,  and  resigns  all  to  hin)  as  entirely 
helpless. 

Wherefore  he  is  able  also  to  ^^ave  them  to  the  utter- 
most that  come  unto  (iod  by  him,  seeinf^  he  ever  liveth 
to  make  intercession  for  them."  Ileh.  7  :  2."). 

O,  how  great  is  the  love  of  (iod  in  the  Lrii'l  of  his 
Son  for  the  salvation  of  lost  men  I  Come,  dear  perish- 
ing ones,  give  yourselves  to  Christ,  eonl'ess  your  sins, 
accept  of  pardon  through  his  atoning  blood,  and  receive 
"  the  gift  of  God,  which  is  eternal  life  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord;"  otherwise  you  must  receive  "the 
wages  of  sin  [which]  is  death."   Kom.  (>  :  21). 

IV .  The  believing  portion  of  our  race  have  their  case 
settled  in  this  probationary  life,  and  a  verdict  rendered 
in  their  favor  ;  consequently  they  are  "  sealed  with  that 
Holy  Spirit  of  promise  unto  the  day  of  redemption." 
Eph.  1  :  14  ;  4  :  30.   Of  such  the  apostle  states  again, — 

"  Nevertheless  the  foundation  of  (iod  standeth  sure, 
bavins:  this  seal  :  The  Lord  knoweth  them  that  are  his. 
And  let  every  one  that  nameth  the  name  of  Christ 
depart  from  iniquity."  2  Tim.  2  :  11).  Such  die  in  the 
Lord,  and  the  promise  is  that  they  "  shall  come  forth  to 
the  resurrection  of  life,"  or,  if  "  ren)alning  alive,  shall 
be  changed  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at 
the  last  trump." 

But  the  other  class  of  niankind,  who  are  also  on  trial, 
on  probation,  with  all  the  means  of  securing  forgiveness 
of  their  sins  and  justification  through  the  blood  of 
Christ,  neglected  God's  favor,  refused  to  confess  their 
sins,  closed  their  eyes  against  the  light,  spurned  the

invitations  of  Christ,  disbelieved  the  gospel,  resisted 
the  calls  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  until  their  day  of  trial  and 
probation  closed,  and  they  have  become  "  vessels  of 
M^rath,  fitted  for  destruction  :  "  consequently  their  doom 
is  sealed  at  the  close  of  their  probation.  But  they 
must  die  the  Adamic  death,  before  they  can  die  the 
death  due  for  their  own  sins  ;  therefore  they  are  re- 
served in  death,  unto  the  day  of  judgment  to  be  pun- 
ished (2  Pet.  2:9),  and  come  forth  "unto  the  resur- 
rection of  condemnation,"  to  die  "the  second  death." 

V.  When  the  probation  of  our  race  ends,  the  jiidi^ 
cial  trial  or  judgment  closes,  and  the  cases  of  all  will 
be  unalterably  fixed.  Then,  "He  that  is  unjust,  let 
him  be  unjust  still ;  and  he  which  is  filthy,  let  him  be 
filthy  still ;  and  he  that  is  righteous,  let  him  be  righteous 
still ;  and  he  that  is  holy,  let  him  be  holy  still.  And, 
behold,  I  come  quickly ;  and  my  reward  is  with  me,  to 
give  every  man  according  as  his  work  shall  be."  Eev. 
22  :  11,  12.    He  comes  to  execute  judgment. 

Dear  reader,  consider  well  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration. Can  you  look  upon  this  great,  this  all- 
important  event  with  interest  ?  And  are  you  confiding 
in  the  merits  of  the  blood  of  the  Lamb  of  God,  as 
your  justification  ?  and  do  you  feel  to  say,  "Come,  Lord 
Jesus,  come  quickly"? 

If  you  cannot,  then  turn  to  him  at  once,  for  his 
pardoning  mercy  and  saving  grace.  ; 

VI.  The  judgment  of  the  future  will  be  a  judgment 
of  execution. 

Each  class  of  mankind  having  lived  under  law,  and 
on  trial  (for  eternal  life  by  repenting  of  their  sinfulness^ 
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ttiid  receiving  pardon  tliruiigli  liiitli)  lonii  a  final  cliar- 
nrtir  according  to  the  dcci.sions  of  the  hiw  ;  and  thus 
the  entire  race  come  up  to  the  time  of  execution  of  the 
j)roinises  and  the  sentence  written  in  tiiat  hiw.  Al- 
though tlicy  may  not,  and  will  not,  all  understand  their 
own  eases,  yet  there  is  One  who  does  "  understand  the 
heart  and  try  the  reins  of  the  children  of  men."  The 
Lord  keeps  a  record.  He  has  books.  We  arc  recorded 
in  them,  and  the  pardon  or  the  sentence  tliere  written 
nmst  stand.  "  Thou  tellest  iny  wanderings  :  put  thou 
my  tears  into  thy  bottle  :  are  they  not  in  thy  book." 
Psa.  5()  :  8.  "Then  they  that  feared  the  Lord  spake 
often  one  to  another:  and  the  Lord  hearkened,  and 
heard  it :  and  a  BOOK  of  remembrance  was  written 
before  him  for  them  that  feared  the  Lord,  and  that 
thought  upon  his  name."  Mai.  3:10.  And  I  saw 
the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand  before  God  ;  and  the 
BOOKS  were  opened :  and  another  book  was  oj^ened, 
w  Inch  is  the  book  of  life  :  and  the  dead  were  judged 
[rewarded]  out  of  those  thinirs  which  were  written  in 
books,  according  to  their  works."  Kcv.  20  :  12. 
.  This  is  the  final  issue,  the  reward  of  a  lifetime  spent 
in  mortality  ;  and  the  rewards  will  he  just  what  was 
written  in  the  books  —  "///r^'\n'  "(h  adi.^'  The  Lord 
has  set  life  and  death  before  us,  and  a>kcd  us  to  choosa 
life  that  tve  niaij  live  ;  yea,  he  has  remonstrated,  urged, 
entreated  us  to  do  so.  If  we  have  accepted  it  on  the 
terms  written  in  the  books,  it  will  be  known,  and  the 
Judge  will  raise  us  up  in  "  the  resurrection  of  life ;  "  for 
"  the  foundation  of  God  standeth  sure,  having  this  seal : 
The  Lord  knoweth  then   that  are  his."    But  if  we  have 
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misspent  this  life  of  probation,  and  slighted  the  offers 
of  eternal  life,  choosing  the  ways  of  death,"  the  Judge 
will  bring  us  forth  in  the  resurrection  of  condemna- 
tion," "condemned  already,"  according  to  the  things 
written  in  the  books.  "  And  whosoever  was  not  found 
written  in  the  book  of  life  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire." 
Rev.  20  :  15. 

How  terrible  the  consequences  of  our  neglect  if  we 
do  neglect  the  grace  of  God  !  Jesus  gives  an  account  of 
the  rewards  of  the  two  classes  of  mankind,  in  Matt, 
ch.  25,  in  a  prophetic  declaration.  Although  he  does  not 
there  give  the  order  of  the  transactions,  yet  they  are  given 
in  other  scriptures.    We  will  quote  him  :  — 

"  When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  his  glory,  and 
all  the  holy  angels  with  him,  then  shall  he  sit  upon  the 
throne  of  his  glory ;  and  before  him  shall  be  gathered  all 
nations  :  and  he  shall  separate  them  one  from  another, 
as  a  shepherd  divideth  his  sheep  from  the  goats  :  and 
he  shall  set  the  sheep  on  his  right  hand,  but  the  goats 
on  the  left.  Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them  on  his 
right  hand.  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the 
kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the 
world." 

He  then  describes  the  works  they  had  done,  w^hich 
proved  that  they  w^ere  the  children  of  God.  "Then  shall 
he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left  hand.  Depart  from  me, 
ye  cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil 
and  his  angels."  He  then  shows  that  they  had  not 
produced  the  fruits  of  righteousness,  and  declares  the 
final  reward  of  each  class  for  the  instruction  of  tliosc 
who  hear.    "  And  these  shall  go  away  into  everlasting 
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[eternal]  punicjliuKiit,  but  the  righteous  into  life  eter- 
nal." Matt.  25:31,  40. 

Sueh  are  the  final  i.-^sues  of  [)r<)hati()nary  life.  Those 
who  do  not  l)Cconie  righteous  through  (Jhri.st,  hut  "  ol)ey 
unrighteouancss/' meet  witli  eternal  punishuicnt  ;  and  tluit 
punishment  is  explained  hy  the  Lord  to  he  death, — "the 
seeond  death,'"  —  and  hy  Paul  to  he  "  everlasting  destrue- 
tion,"  in  opposition  to  "eternal  life.'*  "  l>ut  the  fearful, 
and  unbelieving,  and  the  abominable,  and  murderers, 
and  whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and  idolaters,  and  all 
liars,  shall  have  their  paut  in  the  lake  which  burneth 
with  fire  and  brimstone  ;  which  [pakt]  is  the  second 
death."  Kev.  21  :  8.  "In  flaming  fire  taking  vengeance 
on  t^iem  that  know  not  God,  and  that  obey  not  the  gos- 
pel of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  who  shall  be  PUNISIIED 
with  everlasting  destkuction  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  his  power."  2  Thess.  1  : 
8,9,  Thus  the  Lord  "will  thoroughly  purge  his  floor 
[the  earth] ,  and  gather  his  wheat  into  the  garner ;  but 
he  will  burn  up  the  cliati*  with  unquenchable  fire."  Matt. 
3  :  12.  In  doing  this,  the  wicked,  —  "  them  which  do 
iniquity"  —  will  be  "cast  into  a  furnace  of  fire,  where 
there  shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth."  Matt. 
13:41,  42.  There  will  be  "tribulation  and  anguish" 
when  a  host  from  all  nations  and  tribes,  who  rejected  the 
light  shining  from  the  book  of  nature,  —  the  works  of 
God  ;  who  closed  the  ear  to  the  "  still  small  voice  "  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  ;  who  refused  the  warnings  and  examples 
of  the  good  ones  among  them  ;  who  spurned  the  wisdom 
of  God  as  "  she  cried  daily  in  the  gates  "  to  the  sons  of 
men ;  who  made  game  and  ridicule  of  God's  typical 
IG 
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nation  and  lav  ;  who  rejected,  derided,  and  crucified  the 
Son  of  God,  saying,  ''We  will  not  have  this  man  to 
reign  over  us ;  "  who  have  despised  his  gospel,  which 
offered  pardon  through  the  blood  they  shed  in  crucifying 
him;  who  have  "done  despite  to  the  Spirit  of  grace," 
have  set  at  nought  the  counsels  of  the  Lord,  scoffed  at, 
mocked,  and  abused  his  children  ;  —  when  this  class,  of 
all  grades  of  rebels  against  God's  government,  shall  be 
called  up  from  the  grave  to  "  receive  according  to  that 
they  have  done,"  then  there  will  "  be  wailing  and 
gnashing  of  teeth."  And  who  of  us  shall  be  among 
them?  All  who  will  not  love  and  obey  the  Lord,  by 
the  assisting  grace  which  he  has  provided. 

VII.  There  is  an  appointed  time  for  this  judgment : 
"But  now  commandeth  he  all  men  everywhere  to  repent ; 
because  he  hath  appointed  a  day  in  the  which  he  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness  by  that  man  whom  he 
hath  ordained  ;  whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto  all 
men,  in  that  he  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead."  Acts 
17  :  30,  31.  As  sure,  therefore,  as  God  raised  up  Christ 
from  the  dead,  so  sure  is  it  that  an  appointment  is  made 
for  the  execution  of  the  law  of  God,  and  that  by  him 
whom  he  raised  from  the  dead.  This  doctrine  of  the 
Bible  on  rewards  and  punishments  differs  from  the 
superstitions  of  men  not  only  as  to  their  nature,  but 
as  to  TIME  also.  It  is  everywhere  shown  in  the  Scrip- 
tures to  be  at  an  appointed  time,  the  close  of  probation* 
ary  time^  the  end  of  human  strife  and  governments,  for 
the  destruction  of  all  evil.  The  apostle  states  that 
there  shall  be  "  tribulation  and  anguish  upon  every 
soul  of  man  that  doeth  evil,  but  glory,  honor,  and 
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peace  to  every  in;iii  that  workctli  ^ood,  [\  Tin:  day 
vvlien  God  t^liall  jiKlu^e  the  seorcts  of  men  \>y  Jcsiis 
Christ  according  to  my  ^^ospcl."    Ivom.  2:0,  10,  10. 

This  shows  an  appointod  tinio.  in  which  every  man 
w  ill  receive  reward  for  what  he  hath  (h)ne.  We  do  not 
chiini  that  it  is  a  day  of  twcnty-fonr  hours.  It  is  a  time 
ordained  of  God  in  which  to  do  the  work,. and  is  not 
in  this  mortal  life,  as  men  die.  Christ  does  not  execute 
judu^mcnt  on  the  people  when  they  die.  lie  himself 
declares,  "  When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  his 
glory,"  he  will  judge  or  execute  judgment.  The  Son 
of  man  does  not  come  at  one's  death,  but  at  the  close 
of  Gentile  time,  when  his  "enemies  are  made  his  foot- 
stool." Daniel  describes  it  thus:  ''I  beheld  till  the 
thrones  w^ere  cast  down,  and  the  Ancient  of  Days  did 
sit,  whose  garment  was  white  as  snow,  and  the  hair  of 
his  head  like  the  pure  wool ;  his  throne  was  like  the 
fiery  flame,  and  his  wheels  as  burning  fire.  A  fiery 
stream  issued  and  came  forth  from  before  him  ;  thou- 
sand thousands  ministered  unto  him,  and  ten  thousand 
times  ten  thousand  stood  before  him  :  the  judgment  was 
set,  and  the  books  were  opened  .  .  .  and  judgment  was 
given  [the  kingdom  was  awarded]  to  the  saints  of  the 
Most  High,  and  the  time  came  that  the  saints  possessed 
the  kingdom."    Dan.  7  :  9,  10,  22. 

This  day,  which  shall  be  so  terrible  to  the  enemies  of 

m  Ood,  is  to  be  a  joyous  day  to  the  people  of  (lod  ;  they 
have  been  a  by-word  and  reproach  among  the  wickcl  ; 
they  have  suffiered  for  righteousness'  sake,  been  set  ..t 
nought  and  oppressed;  but   deliverance  ie  to  coniC. 

1^    3'hey  have  been  judged  by  the  wicked  as  their  Master 
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»vas  —  mirighteoiisly ;  they  have  expostulated  with, 
prayed  for,  and  wept  over  their  enemies,  seeking  their 
salvation,  and  have  met  with  abuse,  scoffing,  and  de- 
rision in  return. 

But  the  scene  is  to  change,  and  a  righteous  disposition 
be  made  of  each  class  of  mankind.  "  Say  among  the 
heathen  that  the  Lord  reigneth  :  the  world  also  shall 
be  established  that  it  shall  not  be  moved  :  he  shall  judge 
the  people  righteously  .  .  .  for  he  cometh,  for  he  cometh 
to  judge  the  earth  :  he  shall  judge  the  world  with  right- 
eousness, and  the  people  with  his  truth."  Psa.  96  :  13. 
The  Lord  has  an  appointment  to  fill  in  this  work,  and 
he  will  enter  upon  his  kingly  office,  and  execute  the 
judgments  written.  "  He  hath  prepared  his  throne  for 
judgment.  And  he  shall  judge  the  world  in  righteous- 
ness ;  he  shall  minister  judgment  in  uprightness."  Psa. 
9:7,  8.  This  is  what  the  people  fear.  If  justice  is 
done,  the  wicked  perish.  The  law  they  have  violated, 
when  executed,  causes  all  "  the  enemies  of  the  Lord  to 
perish.  They  shall  be  as  the  fat  of  lambs  :  they  shall 
consume,  into  smoke  shall  they  consume  away."  Psa. 
37  :  20.  "When  mine  enemies  are  turned  back,  they 
shall  fall  and  perish  at  thy  presence  .  .  .  thou  satest  in 
the  throne  judging  right.  Thou  hast  rebuked  the 
heathen,  thou  hast  destroyed  the  wicked,  thou  hast  put 
out  their  name  forever  and  ever."  "  O  thou  enemy, 
destructions  are  come  to  a  perpetual  end,  and  thou  hast 
destroyed  cities  ;  their  memorial  is  perished  with  them." 
Psa.  9:3,  6.  "Thou  didst  cause  judgment  to  be  heard 
from  heaven  ;  the  earth  feared  and  was  still,  when  God 
arose  to  judgment,  to  save  all  the  meek  of  the  earth." 
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We  conclude  Iroiii  llic  testimony  of  tlic  Scriptures 
that  Christ  shared  the  penahy  of  the  Ad.'unic  l:i\v  ^^  ith 
Adam  and  his  race,  tliat  jud^nuent  was  horne  l)y  him, 
jiiid  the  jud<;ment  of  the  world  fell  on  him  for  their 
recovery.  We  also  conclude  that  the  race  arc  on  trial 
under  the  law  of  faith,  and  are  either  justified  or  con- 
demned hy  it  according  as  they  believe  or  disbelieve  it, 
and  that  they  die  under  sentence  of  second  death,  or  in 
promise  of  eternal  life  ;  that  when  Christ  returns  to 
earth,  he  will  execute  the  sentience  and  best(>w  the  bless- 
ings promised.    Keader,  which  will  you  cl>-M)se? 
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CHAPTER  XIV. 

THE  KINGDOM  OF  GOD. 

*'  But  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God ;  and  all  these  things  shall 
be  added  unto  you."  —  Luke  12  :  31. 

The  sons  of  Adam,  though  depraved  and  engaged  in 
sin,  have  constantly  manifested  their  desires  for  better 
things  than  they  find  in  this  mortal  world.  The  tide  of 
emigration  which  has  constantly  flowed  from  one  con- 
tinent to  another,  from  one  government  to  another,  the 
revolutions,  reconstructions,  and  efforts  to  improve 
human  governments,  —  all  speak  of  anxious  desires 
for  better  climate,  better  soil,  better  societ}%  better  gov- 
ernment. This  is  of  God.  Our  all-wise  Creator  has 
constituted  man  with  these  desires,  intending  to  gratify 
them  to  the  full,  in  a  legitimate  and  righteous  way,  by 
obedience  to  himself,  in  bringing  him  to  a  state  far  bet- 
ter than  has  been,  or  can  be,  attained  to  in  this  mortal 
world.  This  was  implanted  in  Adam  when  created 
and  settled  in  Eden  while  the  world  was  in  an  incipient 
state,  with  the  prospect  spread  out  before  him  of  seeing 
it  filled  and  matured  ;  his  ambition  was  enhanced  by 
the  prospect  of  attaining  to  it  and  enjoying  domirion 
over  it. 

And  although  sin  entered,  and  man  became  depraved, 
rebellious,  and  dying,  still  his  desires  continued,  but  in 
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a  |)t'r\erto(l  .^tntc.  ( \>ii\ iiiccd  thai  >'\n  \\:i>  Mi^litcil  all 
prospect  of*  yaiiiiiij^  perfection  in  tlii-^  \vorl<l,  liis  desires 
are  intensified  hy  any  |)ros|)e('t  of  proLcre.-s  towards  it. 
Thus  lie  strives  and  toils  to  ^^ratify  this  unsatisfied 
desire.  lie  plans,  invents,  prosecutes  designs,  denies 
himself,  or  <^ratifi(\s  his  |»assions  in  their  cravini^s, 
hoping  to  find  ixrnianciil  >a: ist'actioii  and  I'ot.  lie 
emigrates  to  some  counlry  where  he  hojx-s  to  find  a 
government  more;  satisfactory,  something  nearer  per- 
fection; hut  alas  I  perfection  in  its  fulness  —  righteous 
government  —  is  not  liere.  Therefore  God  has  called  our 
attention  to  a  world  of  perl'ection,  to  be  enjoyed  hy  all 
w  ho  comply  with  the  rules  ne(!essary  to  (jualify  them  for 
citizenship  under  tlie  go\ernment  he  is  yet  to  estahlish. 
To  induce  man  to  leave  all  sinfid  pursuits  and  obey 
him,  to  give  up  all  false  hopes  and  visions  of  perfection, 
and  be  guided  in  the  right  direction  to  gain  the  end  for 
which  he  was  created,  Ciod  has  revealed  in  a  very  clear 
manner  several  of  the  leading  characteristics  or  fea- 
tiu'cs  of  the  world  to  come,  which  he  has  ordained  to 
be  the  final  abode  of  his  people.  One  of  the  most 
prominent  of  these  is  the  promise  and  description  of 

THE  KINGDOM  OF  GOD. 

In  treating  upon  either  of  these  several  subjects,  the 
scribe  well  instructed  in  the  Scriptiu'es  finds  it  necessary 
to  make  frequent  reference  to  the  others,  because  they 
are  interlaced,  or  closely  related  to  each  other.  In  our 
other  chapters,  therefore,  frequent  reference  is  made  to 
the  kingdom  of  God  ;  but  as  it  has  not  been  discussed 
as  a  special  subject,  we  enter  upon  it  here  because  it  is 
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one  so  extensively  promised  and  described  in  the  Bible 
as  of  the  greatest  importance.  In  foct,  it  was  presented 
to  Adam  as  the  ultimatum  of  his  probation  and  obe- 
dience, and  is  so  presented  to  the  church  and  to  all  who 
wdll  accept  Christ  and  the  plan  of  grace  as  a  reward  of 
faith,  endurance,  and  obedience. 

So  fully  has  the  human  heart  been  occupied  with 
desire  for  government,  order,  and  dominion,  that  the 
apostate  race  has  madie  many  and  strange  efforts  among 
all  its  tribes  to  organize  and  sustain  kingdoms,  though 
in  rebellion  against  the  laws  and  discipline  of  God, 
often  making  confusion  more  conspicuous.  Very  early 
in  the  history  of  man  we  find  them  forming  kingdoms, 
which  so  captivated  the  hearts  of  God's  select  family, 
who  were  being  trained  for  a  better  government,  that 
they  cast  off  his  restraint  in  impatience  for  a  kingdom, 
and  said,  "Nay,  but  we  will  have  a  king  over  us,  that 
w^e  also  may  be  like  all  the  nations ;  and  that  our  king 
may  judge  us,  and  go  out  before  us,  and  fight  our  bat- 
tles." 1  Sam.  8  :  19,  20.  This  thing  displeased  the 
Lord  ;  yet  "  he  gave  them  a  king  in  his  anger,  and  took 
him  away  in  his  wrath."  Hos.  13  :  11.  This  kingdom 
given  to  Israel,  and  organized  under  Saul,  was  estab- 
lished under  David,  and  was  made  in  some  respects  a 
type  of  the  final  kingdom  which  the  Lord  has  purposed 
to  establish  under  "David's  greater  Son,"  the  Lord 
eTesus  Christ,  and  which  we  are  called  upon  to  seeh  in 
preference  to  all  things  temporal.  God  has  promised 
a  kingdom  to  his  people ;  and  as  he  is  true,  it  will  not 
fail  to  come.  "I  have  made  a  covenant  with  my 
chosen.    I  have  sworn  unto  David  my  servant :  Thy 
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seed  will  I  establish  forever,  and  hiilld  up  lliy  llirone 
to  all  {generations."  Psa.  89  :  .'i,  4.  In  this  covenant 
with  David  a  throne  is  promised,  which  implies  a  kinp^- 
doni :  it  is  also  to  he  a  kingdom  for  nil  (/(nun'dtinnH ; 
and  yet  many  generations  were  already  dead.  Conse- 
quently it  was  not  a  kini^dom  in  this  mortal  state,  but 
in  the  immortal  world,  made  up  of  resurrected  saints  of 
all  the  generations  of  Ad:nn.  Tlcase  read  all  of  this 
Psalm.  In  speaking  of  the  king  who  shall  reign,  and 
his  seed,  the  Lord  says,  I  also  will  nudvc  him  my  first- 
born, higher  than  the  kings  of  the  earth  ;  my  mercy 
will  I  keep  for  him  lorcvermore,  and  my  covenant 
shall  stand  fast  with  him.  .  .  .  My  covenant  will  1  not 
break,  nor  alter  the  thing  that  is  gone  out  of  my  lips: 
once  have  I  sworn  by  my  holiness  that  I  will  not  lie 
unto  David :  his  seed  shall  endure  forever,  and  his 
throne  as  the  sun  before  me."  Psa.  89  :  27,  28,  34,  36. 
This  covenant,  throne,  and  seed  must  refer  to  Christ 
[the  root  and  oirsi>ring  of  David]  and  his  followers, 
when  they  are  brought  to  enjoy  the  everlasting  reign. 
See  Psa.  72:5,  8. 

When  speaking  of  the  overthrow  of  the  temporary 
kingdom  established  with  Israel,  God  says,  "  Remove 
the  diadem,  and  take  off  the  crown  :  this  shall  not  be 
the  same  :  exalt  him  that  is  low,  and  abase  him  that  is 
high.  I  will  overturn,  overturn,  overturn  it;  audit 
shall  be  no  more,  until  he  come  whose  right  it  is  ;  and 
I  will  give  it  him."  Ezek.  21  :  26,  27.  It  belongs  to 
the  seed  of  Abraham,  the  seed  of  David,  the  Son  of 
God,  and  therefore  it  is  his  right  to  reign  when  the  ap- 
pointed time  arrives  and  he  comes  for  that  purpose. 
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The  crown  of  Israel  was  profaned  for  their  wickedness  ; 
the  Gentiles  were  exalted  from  their  low  condition  to 
universal  sway  over  the  kindreds  of  earth,  their  time  of 
dominion  appointed,  their  final  end  declared,  in  the 
close  of  which  we  are  informed,  "In  the  days  of  these 
kings  shall  the  God  of  heaven  set  up  a  kingdom,  which 
shall  never  be  destroyed  :  and  the  kingdom  shall  not 
be  left  to  other  people,  but  it  shall  break  in  pieces  and 
consume  all  these  kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand  forever." 
Dan.  2  :  36,  44. 

The  revelation  which  the  Lord  made  to  Daniel  in 
answer  to  prayer  in  regard  to  Nebuchadnezzar's  dream, 
and  the  explanation  made  to  the  king,  show  the  cer- 
tainty that  God  is  to  establish  an  eternal  kingdom, 
give  its  chronological  connection  with  Gentile  domin- 
ion, the  manner  of  its  establishment,  and  the  nature  of 
its  subjects.  The  time  of  setting  it  up  is  stated  to  be 
at  the  close  of  all  Gentile  rule,  all  human  government. 
It  expressly  declares  their  overthrow  and  end,  to  give 
place  to  God's  kingdom,  and  locates  it  where  the  former 
dominions  —  the  Babylonian,  Medo-Persian,  Grecian, 
and  Roman  —  occupied.  It  is  also  stated  that  "  it  shall 
not  be  left  to  other  people  ;  "  those  who  obtain  it  will 
not  die  and  leave  it  to  others  ;  "  it  shall  stand  forever. "f 

Such  is  the  kingdom  we  are  called  upon  to  seek,  one 
which  God  has  provided  expressly  for  his  children.  Is 
it  not  worth  our  utmost  care  to  seek  for  membership  of 
such  a  kingdom,  that  we  may  share  its  privileges? 

Probably  there  is  not  another  passage  on  this  subject 
that  has  received  as  much  attention,  or  had  as  much 
labor  bestowed  to  overcome   or   change  the  special 
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meaning?,  as  tlic  text  found  in  Dan.  2:14.  Ilavin;;: 
Other  kingdoms  in  view,  men  seKIoni  lind  the  keys  of 
the  kingdom  of  God.  Let  us  read  the  text :  "  And 
in  the  days  of  these  kings  shall  the  God  of  heaven 
set  up  a  kingdom  whieh  shall  never  he  destroyed ; 
and  the  kingdom  .^liall  not  he  left  to  otlier  people,  hut  it 
«hall  hreak  in  pieees  and  eonsunu^  all  the>e  kingdoms, 
and  it  shall  stand  forever."    I5ut  we  the  subject 

more  fully  stated  by  God's  explaining  angel,  Gabriel, 
US  Daniel  testifies:  "  1  saw  in  the  night  visions,  and 
behold,  one  like  the  Son  of  man  came  with  the  clouds 
of  heaven,  and  came  to  the  Ancient  of  Days,  and  they 
brought  him  near  before  him  ;  and  there  was  given  him 
dominion,  and  glory,  and  a  kingdom,  that  all  people, 
nations,  and  hmguages,  should  serve  him  :  his  domin- 
ion is  an  everlasting  dominion,  which  shall  not  pass 
away,  and  his  kingdom  that  which  shall  not  be  de- 
stroyed."   Dan.  7  :  13,  14. 

This  Language  of  Daniel  presents  some  of  the  most 
sublime  ideas  of  the  extent  and  eternity  of  the  king- 
dom of  God,  and  is  often  quoted  by  teachers  to  show 
these  grand  features,  when  they  entirely  neglect,  and 
even  reject,  the  connections  with  which  it  is  surrounded, 
because  they  cannot  reconcile  them  with  their  ideas  of 
a  spiritual  reign  of  Christ.  This  vision  emljraced  also 
a  view  of  four  great  beasts,  the  last  of  which  had  a 
very  peculiar  appearance,  and  had  ten  horns  on  his 
head,  among  which  "came  up  another  little  horn.'' 
These  visions  troubled  Daniel,  therefore  he  asked  an 
explanation,  and  was  informed,  "  Thc^e  great  beasts, 
which  are  four,  a  e  [that  is,  represent]  four  kings 
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[kingdoms.  See  verse  23],  whieh  shall  arise  out  of 
the  enrth  :  but  the  saints  of  the  Most  High  shall  take 
tlie  kingdom^  and  possess  the  hingdom  forever^  even 
forever  and  everT  Verses  17,  18.  The  angel  is  care- 
liil  to  explain  that  although  there  were  to  be  four  hu- 
man kingdoms,  yet  the  saints  shall  ultimately  take  pos- 
session of  the  kingdom  occupied  by  them. 

He  then  goes  on  to  explain  the  meaning  of  the  fourth 
beast,  his  ten  horns,  or  the  divisions  of  that  kingdom, 
then  of  the  little  horn^  which  represented  a  blasphe- 
mous civil  power,  which  would  laear  out^  destroy,  and 
persecute  the  people  of  God,  "and  prevailed  against 
them  until  the  Ancient  of  Days  came,  and  judgment 
was  given  to  [in  favor  of]  the  saints  of  the  Most  High, 
and  the  time  came  that  the  saints  possessed  the  king- 
dom. And  the  kingdom  and  dominion,  and  the  great- 
ness of  the  kingdom  under  the  whole  heaven,  shall  be 
given  to  the  people  of  the  saints  of  the  Most  High, 
whose  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and  all 
dominions  shall  serve  and  obey  him."  Dan.  7  :  21, 
22,  27. 

The  above  interpretation  of  the  vision  so  clearly  ideu" 
tifies  the  four  universal  empires  before  stated  (Dan. 
2  :  36-43)  with  the  divisions  of  the  last,  the  Roman, 
and  the  blasphemous  power  which  warred  against  the 
saints,  as  the  civil  character  of  that  ecclesiastical  apos- 
tate body  called  the  Roman  Catholic  hierarchy,  as  to 
be  fully  recognized  by  nearly  all  expounders  of  proph- 
ecy, worthy  of  notice,  outside  the  Roman  church  and 
its  sympathizers.  It  is  a  lucid  and  grand  prophetic 
history  of  the  leading  powers  of  this  world,  especially 
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BO  of  that  most  corrupt,  blasphemous,  and  cruelly  tynin- 
nical  of  all  governments  ever  organized  among  men  —  the 
civil  power  of  the  Koman  cluirch,  wliich  for  more  than 
thirteen  lumdred  years  has  worn  out,  klHcd,  and  perse- 
cuted the  saints  of  (jod,  under  a>>umpti«)iis  and  titles  of 
the  most  blasphemous  cliaracter,  whose  end  is  not  yet, 
but  «oon  to  (^ome. 

This  application  of  the  propliccy  adiiiittiMj,  the  conchi- 
eion  is  positive  that  tlie  kingdom  of  Ciod  is  not  yet  "  set  up," 
and  the  time  not  arrived  for  the  saints  to  possess  the  king- 
dom, for  it  is  to  occupy  all  the  space  which  the  prece<ling 
kingdoms  did,  all  the  territory  "  under  the  whole 
ilEAVENS."  It  is  to  be  set  up  and  possessed  at  the  close 
of  all  the  others.  We  say,  this  application  admitted 
brings  the  above  conclusion,  and  it  is  almost  universally 
admitted,  while  those  who  have  sought  to  make  any 
other  a[)[)lication  have  made  the  most  fruitless  atten»pts, 
and  shown  their  arguments  to  be  wanting  in  scriptural 
proof  and  historical  facts,  and  open  to  the  criticisms  of 
all  careful  readers. 

These  prophetic  statements  and  explanations  give  us 
an  account  of  the  king  and  his  subjects,  the  circum- 
stances and  events  which  introduce  his  reign,  the  unend- 
ing nature  of  it,  also  its  locality  w  hen  established. 

Let  us  now"  examine  the  testimony  of  the  Xew  Testa- 
ment, and  see  whether  it  confirms  the  position  we  have 
stated  :  if  so,  its  light  will  be  an  increase  of  that  wc  have 
already  walked  in. 

It  is  well  known  to  all  careful  readers  of  the  Bible,  that 
when  Jesus  w\as  born  in  Bethlehem,  the  Jewish  nation 
were  in  anxious  expectation  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  to 
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be  established  by  the  Messiah  for  wliom  they  looked. 
They  so  interpreted  the  Scriptures  we  have  quoted,  but 
in  their  great  interest  to  gain  deUverance  from  their 
bondage,  and  share  the  reign  and  the  glory  predicted, 
they  entirely  overlooked  those  prophetic  predictions, 
which  as  clearly  state  Messiah's  humiliation,  betrayal, 
sufferings,  and  death,  and  those  which  describe  his  inter- 
cessions and  the  promulgation  of  his  gospel  to  all  the 
nations  of  the  Gentiles. 

Therefore,  during  Christ's  ministry,  we  find  them 
alternating  between  hope  and  doubt  as  to  whether  he 
was  the  promised  Messiah ;  at  times  they  thronged  him, 
charmed  with  his  words,  and  overwhelmed  by  his  wis- 
dom and  his  miracles ;  they  were  ready  to  crown  him 
king ;  then,  by  his  burning  truths  touching  their  moral 
condition,  and  stating  the  qualifications  requisite  for  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  that  his  kingdom  was  not  of  this 
world,  that  "the  Son  of  man  must  be  lifted  up,^'  — 
crucified, — their  trembling  hope  would  give  way,  and, 
dejected  and  enraged,  they  would  seek  his  destruction. 
Their  sinful  neglect  of  the  prophetic  Scriptures  had  led 
them  into  a  sad  state  of  moral  blindness  concerning  the 
work  of  the  Messiah  and  his  kingdom ;  therefore  he 
instructed  them  in  parables  :  — 

^^And  his  disciples  came,  and  said  unto  him.  Why 
speakest  unto  them  in  parables  ?  He  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Because  it  is  given  unto  you  to  know  the 
mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  but  to  them  it  is 
not  given  ;  for  whosoever  hath  [improved] ,  to  him  shall 
be  given,  .  .  .  but  whosoever  hath  not  [improved],  f^pm 
him  shall  be  taken  away  even  that  he  hath."    Matt.  13  : 
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10-1(5.  Luke  and  Mark  call  it  tlic  kin^^doin  of  (iod. 
Sec  Mark  4  :  11.  Luke  H  :  f),  10.  "  'riicrefore  I  epeak 
unto  tliein  in  parahles,  beciuise  tlicv  .^cciui^  sec  not,  and 
hearing  they  hear  not,  neither  do  they  undt  i>tand." 

Tliis  explains  the  reason  why  so  many  of  the  teachings 
of  ("hrist  eoneerning  the  I'UKjdom  of  Iloarot  and  kinff-- 
dom  of  (Judy  are  so  dark  to  those  who  do  not  study  the 
prophecies,  and  why  we  hear  them  saying  the  kingdom 
was  set  up  when  Christ  was  on  earth,  or  set  up  at  Pente- 
cost, is  set  up  in  heaven,  is  set  up  in  the  hearts  of 
believers,  &c.,  &c.  It  would  seem  that  such  persons 
never  heard  anything  except  parables  on  this  subject. 
But  we  will  examine  some  plain  statements,  and  not 
parables. 

The  time  had  arrived  to  raise  up  the  Prince  of  the 
house  of  David,  and  "  the  angel  Gabriel  was  sent  from 
God  unto  a  city  of  (lalilee,  named  Nazareth,"  to  salute 
Mary,  and  tell  her  of  the  Lord's  favor,  and  of  the  birth 
of  a  son,  whose  n(tme  should  he  Cfdhd  Jesi  s,  adding, 
''lie  shall  be  great,  and  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the 
Highest;  and  the  Lord  God  shall  give  unto  him  the 
throne  of  his  father  David,  and  he  shall  reign  over  the 
house  of  Jacob  forever,  and  of  his  kingdom  there  shall 
be  no  end."    Luke  1  :  32,  33. 

This  Gabriel  is  the  same  messenger  which  gave  Daniel 
the  interpretation  of  his  visions,  and  explained  to  him 
tlie  time  and  character  of  the  kingdom  of  God  and  its 
duration.  Here  we  find  him  again  in  attendance,  an- 
nouncing the  birth  of  the  king,  and  re-stating  the 
eternal  duration  of  the  kingdom  ;  we  do  not  doubt  his 
testimony,  for  he  understood  the  facts. 
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Jesus  is  finally  born  in  a  stable,  is  worshipped  by  the 
wise  men  of  the  East ;  his  life,  sought  by  the  enemies  of 
God,  is  preserved  by  God's  miraculous  interposition  ;  he 
comes  to  manhood,  is  baptized  in  Jordan,  and  is  pub- 
licly introduced  to  the  nation  of  Israel  by  the  miraculous 
descent  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  him,  and  by  an  audible 
voice  from  God,  saying,  "This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in 
whom  I  am  well  pleased."    Matt.  3  :  16,  17. 

How  insignificant  in  the  estimation  of  men  must  all 
this  look  as  the  foundation  of  an  eternal  kingdom  !  yet 
these  are  the  ways  of  God,  and  his  purposes  will  be  all 
fulfilled,  whether  we  comprehend  them  or  not. 

We  find  the  anointed  Son  of  God  commencing  his 
public  labors  as  a  minister  for  reformation.  "  From  this 
time  Jesus  began  to  preach,  and  to  say,  Eepent,  for 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand."  The  command  to 
repent  they  understood ;  but  what  is  the  meaning  of  the 
declaration  connected  with  it  ?  This  they  did  not  under- 
stand. "And  Jesus  went  about  all  Galilee,  teaching  in 
their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  the  king- 
dom, and  healing  all  manner  of  sickness  and  all  manner 
of  disease  among  the  people."    Matt.  4  :  17,  23. 

The  gospel  of  the  kingdom  \^2l^  the  theme,  and  repent- 
ance of  sin,  a  moral  change  of  the  hearty  and  a  physical 
change  of  the  man^  was  to  be  eflfected  to  prepare  them 
for  a  part  in  that  kingdom.  Jesus  becomes  the  great 
Physician ;  not  that  he  turned  his  attt-ntion  to  heal  all 
the  sick  in  the  land,  for  then  none  would  have  died  ;  but 
mark,  it  says,  healing  all  manner  of  sickness  and  dis- 
ease ^  showing  that  he  had  power  to  cure  men  of  sickness, 
and  bring  them  into  a  state  of  immortality,  that  they 
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mi^iit  share  the  eternal  kiii<:cl<)iii  lie  wa.-  to  estal)ii>li. 
For  this  reason  he  raised  sonic  of  the  dead  also,  to  exhihit 
his  power  and  purpose.  A^^ain  we  hear  hiui  8a\in;r, 
"Many  shall  eonie  I'roni  the  east  and  west,  and  shall  sit 
down  with  Ahrahani,  and  Isaae,  and  Jacol),  in  the  kirj;^^- 
tlom  of  heaven,  lint  the  children  of  tlu?  kinLidoin  [nat- 
ural descendants  of  Aljrahani]  shall  he  east  into  onter 
darkness  ;  there  shall  he  weeping  and  f^nasiiing  of  teeth." 
Matt.  8:  11,  12. 

Here  is  a  clear  statement  that  the  kingdom  abont 
which  he  was  preaching  wjis  not  to  be  established  in 
this  mortal  world,  for  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob  were 
dead.  He  did  not  teach  that  the  kingdom  wonld  be  in 
heaven,  for  he  would  then  have  said,  they  shall  f/o  from 
the  east  and  the  west,  while  he  says,  "they  shall  come 
from  the  e(tst  and  icest^^''  to  a  central  point  of  course, 
when  and  where  the  kingdom  shall  be  organized.  We 
ftliould  remember  that  Jesus  is  not  teaehing  the  Jews 
jjlainbj  the  nature  of  his  king(h)m  ;  they  were  not  in  a 
condition  to  be  taught  ;  yet  he  was  constantly  exciting 
their  interest  to  inquire  and  learn  that  it  was  not  what 
they  >vcre  expecting. 

Therefore  we  hear  him  saying,  "  Blessed  are  the  poor 
in  spirit,  for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven."  Matt.  5  : 
3.  "But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God."  Matt. 
6  :  33.  "  But  if  I  cast  out  devils  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
then  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  unto  you."  Matt. 
12  :  28.  Then  we  hear  him  on  shipboard,  giving  that 
disr^ourse  of  parables  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God, 
"  to  great  multitudes  that  were  gathered  together  unto 
him."  They  did  not  understand  them  ;  it  is  expressly 
17 
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stated  that  they  would  not.  "All  these  things  spake 
Jesus  unto  the  multitude  in  parables,  and  without  a 
parable  spake  he  not  unto  them,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet,  saying,  I  will  open 
my  mouth  in  parables  ;  I  will  utter  things  which  have 
been  kept  secret  from  the  foundation  of  the  world." 
"Then  Jesus  sent  the  multitude  away,  and  went  into  the 
house  :  and  his  disciples  came  unto  him,  saying.  Declare 
[explain]  unto  us  the  parable  of  the  tares  of  the  field." 
This  parable  comprehended  more  than  any  of  the  others, 
and  attracted  especially  their  attention  ;  they  saw  there 
was  danger  "  when  any  one  heareth  the  word  of  the 
kingdom,  and  understandeth  it  not,"  and  they  ask  an 
explanation.  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  "He 
that  soweth  the  good  seed  is  the  Son  of  man :  the  field 
is  the  world ;  the  good  seed  are  the  children  of  the  king- 
dom ;  but  the  tares  are  the  children  of  the  wicked  one ; 
the  enemy  that  sowed  them  is  the  devil ;  the  harvest  is 
the  end  of  the  world ;  and  the  reapers  are  the  angels. 
As  therefore  the  tares  are  gathered  and  burned  in  the 
fire,  so  shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this  world.  The  Son  of 
man  shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  shall  gather 
out  of  his  kingdom  all  things  that  offend,  and  them 
which  do  iniquity,  and  shall  cast  them  into  a  furnace 
of  fire ;  there  shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth." 
Then  shall  the  righteous  shine  forth  as  the  sun  in  the 
kingdom  of  their  Father.  Who  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 
him  hear."  Matt.  13  : 1-43. 

In  the  above  explanation  of  Christ,  we  have  a  founda- 
tion which  cannot  be  removed  by  all  the  theorists  and 
spiritual-ethereal,  sky-kingdom  teachers  which  infe^st  the 
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church  of  God.  The  kingdom  is  licre  hhown  to  t  xcnt- 
ually  occupy  the  i)hice  of*  the  field.  The  field  is  declared 
to  be  the  (^cosntoS'Ii(fl)Uable)  world.  The  wicked  — 
"  them  which  do  iniquity  "  —  are  to  be  removed  fniui 
the  earth  by  the  cleansing  process  of  fire ;  then  shall  the 
riiihteous  shine  forth  as  the  sun,  in  the  kiu'^loni  of  their 
Father,  on  the  field  cleansed  and  made  a  new  earth  : 
And  this  will  be  after  the  harvest,  which  is  the  end 
of  the  {((fjf  )  world. 

Mark  !  This  is  not  the  grailual  and  [)rogressive  growth 
of  a  nioral  institution,  or  the  universal  conversion  of 
mankind  by  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  and  the  effusion 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  but  contrariwise.  It  is  done  by  the 
Son  of  man  sendiny  forth  his  anyels  to  fjather  those 
fjoho  do  iniquitij  out  of  liis  khujdoniy  to  consume  in  a 
furnace  of  fire. 

To  do  this  Christ  is  to  take  actual  possession  of  the 
kingdoms  of  this  world,  and  exercise  dominion.  And 
this  he  is  to  do  as  we  read  in  the  following  texts  :  "  The 
Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thou  at  my  right  hand, 
until  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool.  The  Lord 
shall  send  the  rod  of  thy  strength  out  of  Zion  ;  rule  thou 
in  the  midst  of  thine  enemies.  .  .  .  The  Lord  at  thy 
right  hand  shall  strike  through  kings  in  the  day  of  his 
wrath.  He  shall  judge  among  the  heathen,  he  shall  fill 
the  places  with  the  dead  bodies."  Tsa.  110  :  !-(]. 

The  above  is  an  important  passage  indeed,  one  which 
records  the  Father's  determination  that  his  Sou  sh;  :l 
judge  and  dispose  of  his  enemies  who  will  not  acccjjt 
of  his  mercy  and  become  obedient  to  his  law.  Tliia 
determination  was  expressed  to  Abraham  also,  the  father 
of  the  faithful,  in  the  followinor  lan^ruajje  :  — 
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"  And  thy  seed  shall  possess  the  gate  of  his  enemies," 
(Gen.  22  :  17),  which  signifies,  to  possess  the  territory 
and  exercise  the  dominion  of  his  enemies.  The  same 
idea  is  more  fully  declared  in  the  decree,  "  I  will  declare 
the  decree  :  the  Lord  hath  said  unto  me,  Thou  art  my 
Son  ;  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee.  Ask  of  me,  and  I 
shall  give  thee  the  [dominion  of  the]  heathen  for  thine 
inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy 
possession.  Thou  shalt  break  them  [the  heathen]  with 
a  rod  of  iron  :  thou  shalt  dash  them  in  pieces  like  a 
potter's  vessel."  Psa.  2  :  7-9.  The  Lord  has  here  de- 
clared his  DECREE  :  it  will  surely  be  accomplished.  All 
the  w^hile  he  is  working  to  this  end.  The  nations  of  the 
earth  "  have  hated  both  the  Father  and  the  Son ;  "  they 
have  despised  his  law.  He  has  "  sent  them  an  Ambas- 
sador with  conditions  for  peace  ;  "  yet  "  the  kings  of  the 
earth  set  themselves,  and  the  rulers  take  counsel  to- 
gether, against  the  Lord,  and  against  his  Anointed, 
saying.  Let  us  break  their  bands  asunder,  and  cast  away 
their  cords  from  us." 

The  Lord  has  sent  them  a  wise  Counsellor,  an  unerring 
Teacher  ;  but  they  have  despised  his  counsels  and  scorned 
his  instruction.  He  has  offered  a  great  Sacrifice,  by 
which  they  may  be  forgiven  their  sins ;  but  they  refuse 
to  repent.  He  has  appointed  a  merciful  Mediator,  "who 
is  touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities ;  "  but  they 
have  refused  the  terms  of  pardon.  He  has  provided 
a  "righteous  Judge,"  who  knows  the  hearts  of  all,  and 
"  will  reward  every  man  according  as  his  work  shall 
be."  He  has  provided  a  glorious  King,  who  has  first 
given  his  own  life  to  redeem  a  race  of  miserable  sinners, 
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whom  he  invites  to  a('c('|)t  lii.s  oilers  of  pardon,  and  to 
receive  his  divine  Spirit,  and  l>e  <;overned  l>y  his  h(  a\(  nly 
hnv,  and  share  in  tlie  riches  and  glories  of  his  innnortal 
kingdom.  He  liae  given  the  gospel  (good  news)  of  his 
kingdom,  his  plan  of  government,  the  nature  of  his  king- 
dom, the  eharaeter  of  his  suhjects,  and  the  laws  and 
advantai»es  of  his  reii^n  ;  hut  the  nations  have  acted  out 
what  the  Jews  said  — "  We  will  not  have  this  man  to 
reign  over  us." 

But  the  gospel  mission  of  reconciliation  must  close 
up,  the  day  of  reckoning  must  come,  the  time  of  reward 
must  arrive,  the  kingdom  of  God  njust  be  set  up. 
Christ  nmst  yet  occupy  the  throne  of  David.  The 
PUAYEK  of  the  church,  which  Christ  taught  them  to 
pray,  Thy  kingdom  come,  thy  will  be  done  on  earth 
as  it  is  done  in  heaven,"  must  be  answered. 

"  So  wIk'II  thou  shalt  on  earth  appear, 
To  fix  tliy  heavenly  kin^iloni  liere, 
I  shall  with  niy  Kedeenier  join, 
Partake  the  victory  divine, 
And,  clothed  with  thy  re>istless  power, 
The  con(jueror  of  the  world  adore." — Wesley, 

The  pronn'^c  of  Christ  must  also  be  fulfilled.  "To 
him  that  overeoineth  will  I  grant  to  sit  with  me  in  my 
throne,  even  as  I  also  overcame,  and  am  set  down  with 
my  Father  in  his  throne."  IJev.  3:21.  Therefore  we 
ihid  the  time  introduced.  ''And  the  seventh  angel 
sounded,  and  there  were  great  voices  in  heaven,  saying, 
The  kinirdoms  of  this  world  are  become  the  kin^^doms 
of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ,  and  he  shall  reign  for- 
ever and  ever.  .  .  .  And  the  nations  were  angry,  and 
thy  wrath  is  come,  and  the  time  of  the  dead,  that  they 
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sl)oul(]  be  jiulgcd,  {ind  that  thou  shouklest  give  reward 
unto  thy  servants  the  prophets,  and  to  the  saints,  and 
to  them  that  fear  thy  name,  small  and  great,  and 
shouklest  destroy  them  which  destroy  [corrupt]  the 
earth."  Rev.  11  :  15-18. 

In  the  above  passage  we  are  shown  that  when  Christ's 
enemies  become  his  footstool,  he  takes  possession  of  the 
dominion  they  have  exercised,  and  leaves  the  throne  of 
his  Father,  to  exercise  his  authority  to  reign  and  exe- 
cute judgment.  John  5  :  27.  For  this  reign  the  church 
of  God  has  long  waited,  and  prayed,  and  sung,  and  when 
the  blast  of  the  seventh  angel's  trumpet  shall  salute  the 
ears  of  the  heavenly  host,  a  song  of  thanks,  such  as  was 
never  heard  before,  shall  reverberate  through  the  arches 
of  heaven,  "Saying,  We  give  thee  thanks,  O  Lord  God 
Almighty,  which  art,  and  wast,  and  art  to  come,  because 
thou  hast  taken  to  thee  thy  great  power,  and  hast  reigned." 
Kev.  11  :  16,  17.  This  discovers  to  us  that  although  it 
had  been  decreed  that  Christ  should  reign ,  and  "  all 
power  in  heaven  and  earth  was  given  him,"  yet  there 
was  an  appointed  time  for  him  to  enter  upon  the  exer- 
cise of  it,  on  his  own  throne,  and  not  on  his  Father's. 
At  this  time  the  kingdom  is  in  his  possession,  and  it 
being  the  time  of  harvest,  he  gathers  the  wheat  —  the 
sheep,  the  children  of  God  —  to  himself,  and  also  gathers 
out  of  Ids  kingdom^  the  dominion  which  had  just  passed 
into  his  actual  possession,  all  "them  which  do  iniquity," 
and  consumes  them  in  a  furnace  of  fire,  and  fulfils  the 
decree. 

This  is  clearly  described  in  the  following  scriptures  : 
"  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven  with 
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a  slioiit,  with  tli(*  voice  of*  the  :ir('han;;('l ,  and  with  the 
trump  of  (lod,  and  the  dead  in  (^hri.st  shall  n^.e  first  : 
thcMi  wc  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  he  eaui^ht  up 
to<rcther  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  th(i  Lord  in 
the  air;  and  so  shall  we  e\er  he  wiih  the  Lord."  1 
Thcss.  4:  17.  "  An<l  he  siiall  send  his  an^^els  with 
a  great  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and  they  shall  gather 
toirether  his  elect  from  the  lour  winds,  from  one  end 
of  heaven  to  the  other''  (Matt.  24:  'M — "from  one 
extremity  of  the  world  to  the  other" — Canqjbell). 
Thus  the  Lord  will  (Lliver  his  "people,  every  one  who 
shall  be  found  written  in  the  book,"  at  the  "time  of 
trouble,  such  as  never  was  since  there  was  a  nation 
even  to  that  same  time."  Dan.  12  :  1,  2.  Rev.  G  :  15— 
17;  14:  14-20.    Matt.  13:41,  42. 

It  will  be  seen  in  this  class  of  scriptures  that  the 
angels  of  God,  who  have  been  messengers  of  mercy  in 
watching  over  and  ministering  to  the  faithful,  and  who 
have  "  earnestly  desired  to  look  into  "  the  plan  of  re- 
demption, and  have  rejoiced  oxer  repenting  sinners, 
are  to  be  engaged  in  escorting  the  Lord  s  redeemed  to 
the  immediate  presence  of  tiieir  King  ;  they  are  also  to 
engage  in  executing  judgment  and  in  cleansing  Christ's 
dominion  of  his  enemies.  They  have  been  employed 
in  former  times  for  the  defence  of  the  servants  of  God, 
and  for  destroying  God's  enemies.  They  are  to  be  in 
attendance  at  the  inauguration  of  tlie  Son  of  God  to 
his  kingly  office,  and  engaged  in  the  destruction  of  his 
foes. 

We  will  now  notice  the  description  which  Christ 
himself  gave  to  his  disciples,  who  were  yet  entertaining 
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wrong  ideas  of  his  work  and  of  his  kingdom,  ha\^ing 
heard  *t  mostly  in  parables  given  to  the  Jews,  which 
they  did  not  understand:  ''He  added,  and  spake  a 
parable,  because  he  was  nigh  to  Jerusalem,  and  be- 
cause they  thought  the  kingdom  of  God  shotdd  imme- 
diately appear.  He  said,  therefore,  A  certain  nobleman 
went  into  a  far  country  to  receive  for  himself  a  kingdom 
and  to  return.  And  he  called  his  ten  servants,  and 
delivered  them  ten  pounds,  and  said  unto  them,  Occupy 
till  I  come.  But  his  citizens  hated  him,  and  sent  a 
message  after  him,  saying.  We  will  not  have  this  man 
to  reira  over  us. 

o 

''And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  he  was  returned, 
having  received  the  kingdom,  then  he  commanded  these 
servants  to  be  called  unto  him,  to  whom  he  had  given 
the  money,  that  he  might  know  how  much  every  man 
had  gained  by  trading,"  &c.  Luke  19  :  11,  27.  It  is  not 
difficult  for  one  well  instructed  in  the  things  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  'to  see  the  meaning  of  this  parable. 
After  it  was  spoken,  Jesus  ascended  up  to  Jerusalem, 
in  fulfilment  of  Zechariah  9:9,  escorted  by  "  the  whole 
multitude  of  his  disciples,  rejoicing  and  praising  God 
with  a  loud  voice  for  all  the  mighty  works  that  they 
had  seen  ;  saying.  Blessed  be  the  king  that  cometh  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord;"  while  Jesus  wept  over  the 
city  and  pronounced  its  doom^  entered  the  temple, 
reproved  and  ordered  out  the  exchangers  and  thieves 
who  occupied  it.  He  met  and  replied  to  the  cavils  and 
inquiries  of  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  and  elders,  who 
were  disturbed  by  the  gospel  he  preached.  Luke  ch.  20. 
His  disciples  desire  to  know  more  about  the  "  sigu 
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when  all  these  thinp^s  shall  conic  to  pass."  lie  caii- 
lions  them  against  being  deceived,  and  then  t(  11>  them 
the  leading  or  great  events  which  will  take  place  aflcr 
he  leaves  them  ;  and  in  describing  the  i'ate  ot*  the  Jewish 
nation,  he  says,  "  And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of*  tho 
sword,  and  shall  be  led  away  captive  into  all  nations; 
and  Jerusalem  shall  be  trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles, 
until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  fulfilled.  And  there 
shall  be  signs  in  the  sun,  and  in  the  moon,  and  in  the 
stars  ;  and  upon  the  earth  distress  of  nations,  with  per- 
plexity :  men's  hearts  failing  them  for  fear,  and  for 
looking  after  those  things  which  are  coming  on  the 
earth  ;  for  the  powers  of  heaven  shall  be  shaken.  .  .  . 
When  ye  sec  these  things  come  to  pass,  know  ye  thai 
the  kin^rdom  of  God  is  niirh  at  hand.*'  Luke  21  :  24-31. 

This  is  testimony  enough  to  forever  settle  the  point 
that  the  kiiu/doi/i  of  (tod  is  not  the  church,  nor  tho 
gospel  [)rcachc(l  to  the  cliurc  h  and  world.  l>ut  wc  will 
look  at  one  more  passage  on  this  point,  as  it  cxi)lain8 
the  parable  of  the  nobleman  who  went  into  a  far  coun- 
try to  receive  for  himselt' a  kingdom,  and  to  return,  and 
reckoned  with  his  servants  :  — 

When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  his  glory,  and 
all  the  holy  angels  with  him,  then  shall  he  sit  upon  the 
throne  of  his  glory,  and  before  him  shall  be  gathered  all 
nations  ;  and  he  shall  separate  them  one  from  another, 
as  a  shepherd  divideth  his  sheep  from  the  goats.  .  .  . 
Then  shall  the  king  say  to  them  on  his  right  hand. 
Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom 
j)repared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world/ 
Matt.  25  :  31-34. 
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This  is  the  kingdom  and  dominion  set  before  Adam 
to  possess  if  faithful,  but  lost  by  disobedience,  recovered 
by  Christ,  and  given  to  the  flock  of  God  as  their  glori- 
ous and  everlasting  home. 

Who  does  not  w^ish  to  be  a  subject  of  such  a  kingdom, 
and  to  enjoy  the  privilege  of  entering  in  to  share  its 
unending  glories  ?  It  will  be  a  kingdom  vs^hose  "  king 
shall  reign  in  righteousness."  Isa.  32  :  1.  Its  subjects 
"  shall  be  all  righteous  :  they  shall  inherit  the  land  for- 
ever "  (Isa.  60:21)  ;  they  are  those  who  became  fol- 
lowers of  Christ,  believed  and  obeyed  his  teachings, 
renounced  all  the  riches,  glories,  honors,  and  pleasures 
of  this  world,  to  suffer  scorn,  and  derision,  and  persecu- 
tions for  his  sake.  They  are  the  "  poor  of  this  world," 
the  rich  in  faith,"  and  the  "  heirs  of  that  kingdom 
which  God  hath  promised  to  them  that  love  him  ;  "  and 
when  Christ  comes  the  second  time,  to  exercise  "  his 
dominion  from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  river  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth"  (Psa.  72:8),  then  they  will  take 
the  kingdom  under  the  whole  heavens,  and  possess  it 
forever,  even  forever  and  ever."  Dan.  7  :  22,  27. 

Who  would  not  be  glad  to  dwell  in  that  kingdom, 
where  everything,  beyond  comparison,  surpasses  the 
richest,  fairest,  and  best  things  ever  known  here  ?  whose 
King  is  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  whose  capital  shall 
exceed  in  capacity,  workmanship,  glory,  durability, 
magnificence,  resources,  and  treasures,  all  the  chief 
cities  combined  which  this  world  ever  built !  Put  all 
their  best  qualities  into  one,  and  its  grandeur  will  fade 
into  rottenness  when  compared  with  the  city  of  our  God, 
the  New  Jerusalem  —  the  metropolis  of  the  kingdom 
of  God. 
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**  Thy  walls  art-  all  <  I'  im-cious  stonos, 
Most  j^lorioiis  to  l)cliol(l : 
Tliy  f^ates  arc  ri<"lily  set  with  pearl, 
Thy  streets  arc  pavcjl  wiili  K'>hl. 

**  Thy  gardens  ami  thy  pleasant  walks 
My  study  louj^  have  been  ; 
Such  dazzling;  views  l.y  human  sij^ht 
Have  never  yet  been  seen." 

There  will  I)C  no  sin,  no  fuiicnil  scrvici^s,  no  sick-beds, 
no  diseased  or  shattered  forms,  no  dilapidated  and  mis- 
erable hovels,  no  marks  of  misery  or  want,  no  streets 
of  mire  and  filth,  no  wasting  and  wearing  and  decay, 
no  pestilential  air,  nothing  to  pain  the  heart  or  disgust 
the  senses.  There  will  be  no  watchmen  tliere,  no  bolts 
nor  bars,  no  policemen  nor  prisons,  no  gloom  of  night, 
no  lamps  nor  gas  lights  to  chase  away  the  darkness,  no 
in'egular  walks  nor  broken  pavements.  No  evil  thing 
shall  be  there. 

But  in  that  city  everything  will  be  found  that  is  good  ; 
its  walls  of  the  most  precious  stones,  its  gates  of  pearl, 
its  streets  of  pure  gold.  The  glory  of  (iod  and  of  the 
Lamb  is  the  light  of  it,  and  there  is  no  night  there. 
And  best  of  all,  the  Lord  will  dwell  there.  And  there 
shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  anything  that  defileth, 
neither  whatsoever  worketh  abomination,  or  maketh  a 
lie  ;  but  they  which  are  written  in  the  Lamb's  book  of 
life."  Kev.  21  :  ]0,  27. 

But  for  us  to  obtain  a  residence  in  the  kingdom  of 
which  this  city  is  tlie  capital,  we  must  respect  the  God 
who  has  prepared  it  for  his  people  ;  we  must  respect  the 
Prince  who  is  to  occupy  the  throne,  and  accept  his  offers 
to  cleanse  us  from  our  sins  and  make  us  joint-heirs  with

himself,  that  we  may  share  his  <^Iory  ;  we  must  obey  hig 
law  here,  and  endure  the  training  required  under  his 
discipline  to  subdue  our  evil,  wayward,  stubborn  pas- 
sions, and  receive  and  cherish  his  Spirit,  and  be  par- 
takers of  his  nature  who  has  laid  down  his  own  life 
to  open  the  way  for  us  to  be  made  the  heirs  of  such  a 
kino'dom. 

His  requirements  are  just,  and  the  qualifications  are 
obtained  at  the  cost  of  his  own  blood. 

"Except  ye  be  converted,  and  become  as  little  chil- 
dren, ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.'^ 
Matt.  18  :  3.  "  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go  through 
the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God."    Mark  10  :  25. 

True  riches  are  in  the  kingdom  of  God  ;  and  in  order 
for  men  to  gain  them,  they  must  not  trust  in  the  uncer- 
tain riches  of  this  sinful,  perishing  world.  In  order  to 
give  the  church  a  clear  and  tangible  idea  of  the  naturi^ 
and  glory  of  his  kingdom,  he  told  several  of  his  dis- 
ciples they  should  not  taste  of  death  till  they  see  the 
kingdom  of  God.  A  few  days  after  this  "he  toofe 
Peter  and  John  and  James,  and  went  up  into  a  moun- 
tain to  pray.  And  as  he  prayed,  the  fashion  of  his 
countenance  was  altered,  and  his  raiment  was  white 
and  glistering.  And  behold,  there  talked  with  him 
two  men,  which  were  Moses  and  Elias  ;  who  appeared 
in  glory."    Luke  9  :  27,  30.  ^ 

Here  was  a  miniature  of  his  kingdom,  with  repres- 
sentatives  from  the  dead  and  from  the  changed.  It 
was  a  vision,  and  Peter,  in  his  Epistle  to  the  church, 
comments  upon  it  as  representing  "the  power  and 
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coining  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  2  IVt.  1  :  HI.  The 
apostle  had  just  described  to  believers  that  they  shouM 
add  to  their  faith  "virtue,  knowled;^e,  temperance, 
patience,  ^jodliness,  brotherly  kindness,  cliarity  .  .  . 
ff^V^  if  ye  do  these  things,  ye  shall  ncNcr  i'all  ;  lor  so  an 
entrance  shall  be  ministered  unto  you  into  the  ever- 
lasting kingdom  of  our  L(n*d  and  Saviour  »)csus  Christ." 
2  Pet.  1:5-11. 

To  keep  the  mind  of  the  church  constantly  directed 
to  this  object  in  preference  to  all  worldly  objects,  Jesus 
taught  his  disciples  to  pray,  "Thy  kingdom  come,  thy 
be  done  in  earth  as  it  is  douit  in  heaven."  This 
prayer  has  been  ascending  to  "our  Father  who  art  in 
heaven,"  for  more  than  eighteen  hundred  years,  from 
the  loving,  longing  hearts  of  way-worn  pilgrims,  who 
wait  for  the  kingdv)m  of  God.  They  have  studied  and 
thought  of  the  time  when  this  glorious  day  should  com6  ; 
they  have  sung  it  in  animated  strains.  Their  hope  will 
not  be  disappointed.  The  kingdom  will  come ;  the 
day  is  at  hand.  Let  us  be  ready  to  hail  the  coming 
King,  and  be  welcomed  into  his  glorious  kingdom. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  many  scriptures  we  have  quoted 
on  this  subject,  and  also  by  many  others  not  quoted, 
that  Christ's  actual  reign  on  earth  begins  where  all  mor- 
tal dominions  end ;  that  his  subjects  will  enter  that 
kinjxdoni  immortal ;  and  that  it  includes  all  the  children 
of  God  of  all  generations.  It  will  also  be  manifest  to 
the  careful  thinker  that  the  establishment  of  the  king- 
dom of  God  on  earth  marks  the  commencement  of  the 
millennium  and  the  spoliation  of  all  the  combinations 
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of  God's  enemies,  and  the  utter  destruction  of  every 
wicked  being  on  earth  from  the  universe  of  God.  This 
fact  is  thoroughly  established  by  the  Scriptures  of  truth, 
and  enters  largely  into  the  inaugural  song  of  the  re- 
deemed as  they  unite  in  the  glorious  reign  with  their 
Redeemer. 

"And  they  sung  a  new  song,  saying,  Thou  art 
worthy  to  take  the  book,  and  to  open  the  seals  thereof : 
for  thou  wast  slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God  by 
thy  blood  out  of  every  kindred,  and  tongue,  and  peo- 
ple, and  nation,  and  hast  made  us  unto  our  God  kings 
and  priests  ;  and  we  shall  reign  on  the  earth.  And  I 
beheld,  and  I  heard  the  voice  of  many  angels  round 
about  the  throne,  and  the  beasts,  and  the  elders  :  and  the 
number  of  them  was  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand, 
and  thousands  of  thousands  ;  saying  with  a  loud  voice. 
Worthy  is  the  Lamb  that  was  slain  to  receive  power, 
and  riches,  and  wisdom,  and  strength,  and  honor,  and 
glory,  and  blessing ;  and  every  creature  which  is  in 
heaven,  and  on  the  earth,  and  under  the  earth,  and  such 
as  are  in  the  sea,  and  all  that  are  in  them,  heard  I  say- 
ing. Blessing,  and  honor,  and  glory,  and  power  be 
unto  him  that  sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the 
Lamb  forever  and  ever."    Rev.  5  :  9—13. 

This  shows  the  Lord  to  be  triumphant  over  all  his 
foes.  It  proves  to  be  a  contest  worthy  of  God,  the 
Almighty.  All  who  will  not  obey  a  righteous  rule 
must  perish,  and  the  world  be  cleansed  of  rebels,  and 
God's  universal  government  established. 

Such  a  kingdom,  dear  reader,  Jesus  has  taught  us 
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to  seek,  while  he  has  opened  the  way,  and  assured  us 
that  we  may  by  his  grace  liave  "an  abundant  entrance 
into  it." 

Quick  as  the  darted  lightnings  fly, 

Flashing  at  once  throughout  the  sky, 

Saviour,  thou  wilt  on  earth  appear, 

To  'stahlish  thy  dominion  liere. 

Before  the  final,  gencj-al  doom. 

We  know  thou  wilt  to  judgment  come, 

Thy  foes  destroy,  thy  friends  maintain. 

And  glorious  with  tliine  ancients  reign."  —  Wesley, 
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CHAPTER  XV. 

THE  BOOK  OF  LIFE. 

**  And  the  commandment  which  was  ordained  to  life.  I  found  to  be 
unto  death."  —  Rom.  7  : 10. 

The  term  book  may  be  properly  applied  to  any 
record  of  facts,  past,  present,  or  to  come,  and  to  any 
system  or  code  of  laws,  rules,  or  regulations  for  any 
purpose  whatsoever ;  and  such  books  receive  their 
qualifying  terms  according  to  their  object,  or  the  sub- 
jects upon  which  they  treat.  Consequently  in  the 
Scriptures  we  read  of  the  book  of  the  Waks  of  the 
Lord  (Num.  21 :  14;  the  book  of  the  Acts  of  Solo- 
mon (1  Kings  11:41);  the  book  of  the  Prophets 
(Acts  7  :  42)  ;  the  book  of  the  Law,  &c. 

A  code  of  law,  therefore,  embracing  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  life,  addressed  to  the  living  man  Adam,  the 
unit  of  the  race,  when  he  knew  no  death  because  he 
knew  no  sin,  may  properly  be  called  a  book  of  life,  as 
it  contained  the  rules  of  life  for  a  living  race,  who  must 
have  been  all  included  in  this  code  of  law,  as  all  were 
alive  in  Adam.  This  original  record  or  statute  book 
of  the  living  is  called  "  The  Book  of  the  Lord  "  (Isa. 
34:10)  ;  and  the  Psalmist  refers  to  it  on  this  wise: 
"Thine  eyes  did  see  my  substance,  yet  being  imperfect; 
and  in  thy  Book  all  my  members  were  written,  which 
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in  continuance  were  fiishioncd,  wlu  u  as  yet  tlirrc  ^^as 
none  of  them."  Psa.  139  :  IG.  To  tlic  law  contaiiud  in 
this  book  the  apostle  refers  in  the  text  at  tlic  head  of 
this  chapter,  when  he  says,  '^And  the  eoniinandnient 
which  was  ordained  to  life/' 

This  law,  in  its  rudiments  *^ivcn  to  Adiun,  was  set 
apart  for  the  regulation  of  the  life  of  the  living,  as 
death  was  then  unknown  to  the  race  ;  but  I^iul  says  of 
this  book  or  law,  "which  was  ordained  to  life,  I  found 
to  be  unto  death." 

Here  the  question  may  be  properly  raised,  If  God 
ordained  this  book  of  law  for  life,  how  came  it  to  be 
unto  death  ?  The  answer  to  this  question  is  very  plain  : 
Man,  to  regulate  whose  life  it  was  given,  had  violated 
it ;  he  sinned  against  its  Author  by  transgressing  that 
law,  thereby  forfeiting  his  life  and  the  life  of  his  race. 
For  shi  18  the  tra)i,sfjressio)i  of  the  law,  and  the  penalty 
of  that  law  being  death,  it  passed  u})()n  all  men. 

"  AVherefore,  as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the 
world,  and  death  by  sin  ;  and  so  death  passed  upon  all 
men,  for  that  all  have  sinned."  Rom.  5  :  12.  From 
that  day  to  the  present  time  that  law  has  l)een  found  to 
be  unto  death  ;  sin  was  in  the  world,  and  death  reigned 
from  Adam  to  Moses,  and  the  giving  of  the  law  at 
Sinai  in  form  to  the  children  of  Israel,  was  to  give 
man  the  knowledge  of  sin  and  of  his  real  condition 
under  its  sentence.  "  The  law  entered,  that  the  of- 
fence [of  Adam]  might  abound  "  —  be  developed  in  the 
fallen  race ;  therefore,  as  death  fell  upon  the  race  in 
the  unit,  man  had  no  right  to  life  in  view  of  that  law. 
18 
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This  point  has  been  argued  and  sustained  by  Scripture 
authority  in  other  parts  of  this  work. 

Thus  God's  law  or  statute  book,  "  which  was  ordained 
to  life  [^for  life' — Bible  Union  Version'],'^''  h^s  ever 
been  "found  to  be  unto  death"  by  Adam's  race*  It 
provided  no  remedy,  nor  has  any  remedy  been  found 
until  it  was  found  in  the  death  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
as  an  atonement  for  the  transgressions  that  were  under 
the  first  testament,  or  book  of  law  ;  and  tliis  atonement, 
be  it  remembered,  was  not  to  save  men  from  dying,  but 
to  purchase  them  from  the  power  of  that  law  of  sin  and 
death. 

The  Scriptures  show  that  the  race  of  man,  in  their 
progenitor,  had  by  sin  been  lost  and  erased  prospective- 
ly from  God's  original  statute  book,  which  was  ordained 
to  life,  and  death  had  passed  upon  all^  for  "  in  Adam 
all  die.^^    Under  that  law  all  was  extinct,  blotted  out. 

In  this  state  of  the  case,  infinite  mercy,  wisdom,  and 
goodness  develop  a  new  plan  —  that  of  atonement  and 
redemption  by  the  death  of  Christ,  as  is  shown  in  our 
chapter  on  universal  redemption,  and  the  first  branch 
of  the  atonement. 

As  man  had  been  prospectively  stricken  from  the 
original  record  or  "book  of  the  Lord,"  being  judicially 
dead,  and  being  prospectively  redeemed  from  death  to 
life,  another  record  or  book  of  life  is  introduced,  called 
"The  Lamb's  book  of  life"  (Rev.  21 :  27),  based  on 
the  atonement  by  the  slain  Lamb,  in  distinction  from 
the  one  found  to  be  unto  death,  under  which  the  race 
had  perished  by  Adam's  sin. 

In  this  atonement  the  entire  race  of  man  is  purchased 
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back  to  life  in  their  unit  licad,  —  Adam,  —  wit!i  llicir 
inheritance,  by  Jesus  Chrit^t ;  for  "as  in  Adam  all 
die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  l)e  niade  alive."  1  Cor. 
15  :  22.  "As  by  the  offence  of  one  [Adam],  judgment 
came  upon  all  men  to  condemnation,  even  so  by  the 
righteousness  of  one  [Jesus  Christ],  the  free  gift  came 
U[)on  all  men  unto  justilication  of  life."  Kom  5  :  18. 
The  price  paid  for  this  justilication,  Jesus  says,  is  my 
fleshy  wliich  I  will  (jicfi  for  thr  Hf:  (f  the  xrorhl'^ 
John  G  :  51.    See  also  llcl>.     :  ].'>. 

Thus  the  entire  race  of  man  in  their  unit  head  is 
embraced  in  the  New  Covenant,  registered  and  acknowl- 
edged in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life,  or  law,  which  can 
give  or  save  life,  as  we  shall  presently  show. 

This  new  book  is  what  Paul  calls  "the  law  of  the 
spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus"  (Rom.  8  :  2-5),  in  dis- 
tinction "from  the  law  of  sin  and  death,"  and  the  law 
on  tables  of  stone,  "who  hath  ina(k'  us  al)le  ministers 
of  the  new  te*5tament  ;  not  of  the  letter,  but  of  the 
spirit;  for  the  letter  killeth,  hut  the  spirit  giveth  life." 
2  Cor.  3  :  0.  The  transgression  of  tliis  new  law  of  life 
is  wilful  unbelief;  it  offers  mercy  through  faith  in  the 
atoning  blood  of  Jesus  Christ.  Matt.  2(j  :  28.  It  is 
this  blood  that  preserves  man's  life  from  tlie  power  of 
the  second  death,  as  shown  in  our  chapters  on  the 
second  branch  of  the  atonement  and  on  the  new  cov- 
enant. 

The  penalty  of  the  new  covenant,  or  law  "of  the 
Lamb's  book  of  life,"  like  that  of  the  old  covenant,  or 
law  "ordained  to  life,"  is  death  ;  but  unlike  the  old  in 
duration,  for  it  is  eternal  death,  an  eternal  blotting  out

of  the  names  from  the  covenant,  or  book  of  life,  of  those 
who  end  their  probation  in  transgression. 

When  Moses  introduced  this  covenant  in  Deut.  29th 
and  30th  chapters  (from  which  Paul  quotes  in  Rom. 
10:6-10,  as  the  righteousness  of  faith),  he  says, 
"  See,  I  have  set  before  thee,  this  day,  life  and  good, 
death  and  evil,  in  that  I  command  thee  this  day  to  love 
the  Lord  thy  God,  to  walk  in  his  ways,  and  to  keep  his 
commandments,  and  his  statutes,  and  his  judgments." 

It  is  certain  that  Adam's  life,  and  in  him  the  life  of 
the  race,  depended  on  his  obedience  to  the  Father's 
rule,  law,  or  book,  which  was  ordained  to  life,  and  that 
his  offence  against  it  was  fatal  to  his  life ;  and  it  is 
equally  certain  that  the  gospel  covenant  is  our  rule  of 
life  to  govern  us  in  this  state  of  probation,  and  is  better 
than  the  old,  because  it  provides  a  remedy  for  sin, 
while  the  former  provided  none.  The  sinner  may  re- 
pent and  find  mercy  and  pardon  under  this  law  or  rule 
of  life,  and  whoever  does  this  will  find  the  blood  of  this 
covenant  ample  to  cleanse  from  all  sin,  and  to  preserve 
the  life  Jesus  has  purchased  back  from  the  power  of 
death  unto  life  eternal.     See  John  12  :  25. 

If,  then,  Jesus  Christ  purchased  the  race  by  his  death, 
and  included  them  in  Jiis  booh  of  life  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world,  and  all  who  are  found  written  there, 
when  Jesus  comes,  will  enjoy  the  glorious  privileges  of 
the  holy  city  (Rev.  21  :  24,  27),  it  may  be  asked.  How 
can  any  be  lost,  or  fail  of  eternal  life? 

To  this  we  reply  :  Two  very  erroneous  views  have 
obtained  in  our  world  from  a  misunderstanding  of  the 
covenants,  and  the  enemy  has  taken  advantage  of  these 
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errors,  and  driven  nwn  to  two  opposite  extremes  :  the 
one  assumes  that,  because  Jc.sus  died  for  nil  meriy 
therefore  all  men  must  be  saved  in  eternal  lilc  ;  the 
other  assumes  that  if  the  names  of  the  finally  saved 
were  in  the  hook  of  life  front  the  foundation  of  the 
worlds  and  my  name  is  there,  then  I  cannot  fail  of 
eternal  life,  and  if  not  there,  then  there  is  no  action  I 
can  take  which  will  cause  it  to  be  entered  or  written  in 
that  book.  Therefore  this  class  settle  down  on  the 
ground  of  fatality.  If  I  am  to  be  saved  I  shall  be;  if 
I  am  7iot  ordained  to  be  saved,  I  cannot  be  saved. 

The  first  mentioned  of  those  two  classes  reject  the 
principle  taught  throughout  the  Bible,  and  referred  to 
so  clearly  by  Jude  :  "  How  that  the  Lord,  having  saved 
the  people  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  afterward  destroyed 
them  that  believed  not."  Verse  5.  The  other  class 
have  ignored  or  failed  to  see  that  the  names  of  all  men 
were  written  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life  from  the 
foundation  of  the  world.  A  few  testimonies  of  Scrip- 
ture will,  we  trust,  make  this  sul)ject  plain. 

The  first  we  will  quote  from  this  class  is  Psa.  69, 
where  David,  after  giving  an  account  of  those  who 
reject  and  persecute  Jesus  Christ,  who  persist  in  their 
unbelief,  says,  "  Let  them  be  blotted  out  of  the  book 
of  the  living,  and  not  be  written  with  the  righteous." 
It  should  be  noticed  that  this  Psalm,  from  the  20th 
verse,  is  a  prediction  of  the  treatment  and  suflTerings  of 
Christ  in  his  own  person,  and  in  his  church  in  this 
probationary  state,  and  of  the  fate  of  his  enemies  in 
the  end.  It  would  be  strano:e  lo^-ic  to  talk  about 
blotting  out  their  names  from  a  book  wherein  they  were 
never  written. 
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Again:  Jesus  says,  "He  that  overcometh,  the  same 
shall  be  clothed  in  white  raiment ;  and  I  will  not  blot 
out  his  name  out  of  the  book  of  life,  but  I  will  confess 
his  name  before  my  Father,  and  before  his  angels." 
Kev.  3  :  5. 

This  statement  shows  that  those  whose  names  are  in 
the  book  of  life,  are  on  trial  for  victory  and  eternal  life ; 
and  if  they  fail  to  overcome,  their  names  will  be  blotted 
out  of  that  book.  When  the  children  of  Israel  sinned 
a  grievous  sin,  even  unto  death,  Moses  pleads  wath  God 
to  pardon  them  ;  "and  if  not,  blot  me,  I  pray  thee,  out 
of  thy  book  which  thou  hast  written.  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  Moses,  Whosoever  hath  sinned  against  me, 
him  will  I  blot  out  of  my  book."    Exod.  32  :  32,  33. 

In  the  following  passage  we  have  the  idea  forcibly 
stated,  that  those  who  diminish  from  the  words  of 
prophecy  of  the  revelation  will  have  their  part  taken 
out  of  the  book  of  life,  and  out  of  the  holy  city,  and  out 
of  the  promises  written  in  this  book.  "And  if  any  man 
shall  take  away  from  the  words  of  the  book  of  this 
prophecy,  God  shall  take  away  his  part  out  of  the  book 
of  life,  and  out  of  the  holy  city,  and  from  the  things 
which  are  written  in  this  book."  Rev.  22  :  19.  If  one 
name  can  be  blotted  out  of  the  book  of  life,  then  many 
may  ;  and  the  fact  is  clearly  proved  that  the  wacked  do 
have  their  names  blotted  out  of  the  book  of  life.  There- 
fore the  doctrine  of  fatality,  or  of  Calvinistic  election, 
and  also  of  Universalism,  fails  of  any  footing  under  these 
considerations,  or  under  any  other  drawn  from  scriptural 
arguments.  But  another  objection  to  the  doctrine  that 
the  names  of  all  men  were  in  the  book  of  life,  is  raised 
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from  the  latter  clause  of  He  v.  :  S,  jind  17  :  S.  "And 
all  that  dwell  upon  the  cMrtli  wor>hi|)  liim  [the 

beast],  whose  names  are  not  written  in  tlie  book  (jf  life 
of  the  Lanil)  slain  from  the  foundation  of-the  world." 
A  careful  examination  of  this  class  of  texts  will  sIkjw  th:it 
in  the  [)assa'^e8  above  cited  there  is  an  ellipsis  or  omis- 
sion of  the  word  founds  before  the  word  "  zvrilten^^* 
which  is  supplied  in  other  texts  on  the  same  subject,  as 
in  Dan.  12:  1.  "At  that  time  thy  people  shall  be  de- 
livered, every  one  that  shall  be  FOUND  written  in  the 
book."  Again  :  "And  whosoever  was  not  found  writ- 
ten in  the  book  of  life  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire." 
Rev.  20  :  15.  It  is  a  common  thinfx  hi  lauLTuaire  to 
omit  a  statement  when  it  has  been  given  elsewhere,  so 
that  the  sense  is  understood. 

The  obvious  reason  why  the  wicked  are  not  found 
written  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life  when  the  judgment 
sits,  is  because  they  will  have  then  been  blotted  out,  as 
shown  above.  Dear  reader,  let  us  strive  to  be  over- 
comers,  that  our  names  may  be  retained,  and  not  blotted 
out  of  the  Lamb's  book  of  life. 

In  Dan.  7  :  10,  13,  we  have  the  scenes  of  the  coming 
of  the  Son  of  man  and  the  judgment  of  the  great  day 
presented,  in  whieh  tlie  pro[)het  informs  us  that  the 
books  were  opened ;  but  what  books  they  are  is  not 
stated.  In  Rev.  20:  11-13,  we  have  the  same  scenes 
brought  to  view  again  :  "  the  books  were  opened,  and 
another  book  was  opened,  which  is  the  book  of  life." 
From  the  language  of  this  text,  it  is  evident  that  there 
are  tw^o  or  more  books,  besides  the  book  of  life,  opened 
at  the  judgment ;  but  the  text  before  us  says,  "  the  dead 
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were  judged  out  of  those  things  which  were  written  in 
the  books,  according  to  their  works  ;  "  hence  a  record 
of  their  works  is  in  the  books.  One  of  these  books-  is 
evidently  the  book  of  the  law  of  the  Father,  which  "  was 
ordained  unto  life,"  but  is  found  "  to  be  unto  death," 
because  it  was  violated,  and  a  record  of  the  works  by 
which  the  race  perished  or  died  is  found  in  it,  as  is 
shown  in  the  words  God  spoke  to  Moses  concerning  the^ 
worshippers  of  the  golden  calf.  Moses  pleaded  for  God 
to  pardon  them,  and  if  not,  to  blot  him  out  of  the  book 
which  he  had  written.  The  Lord  replied,  "Him  that 
huth  sinned  will  I  blot  out  of  the  book  which  I  have 
written."  This  people  were  a  typical  people,  and  the 
things  which  happened  unto  them  were  ensamples  of 
what  will  befall  all  the  race  who  finally  reject  God. 

God  has  a  book  of  memorial  written  of  the  doings  of 
his  people  and  of  his  enemies,  as  also  of  his  dealings 
with  them.  See  Exod.  17  :  14.  God  will  bring  every 
\^'ork  into  judgment,  with  every  secret  thing,  whether  it 
be  good  or  evil. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Scriptures  that  there  is  also 
a  book  written  called  the  book  of  remembrance,  or  of 
memorial.  Then  they  that  feared  the  Lord  spake  often 
one  to  another  :  and  the  Lord  hearkened  and  heard  it, 
and  a  book  of  remembrance  was  written  before  him  for 
them  that  feared  the  Lord,  and  that  thought  upon  his 
name.  And  they  shall  be  mine,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
in  that  day  when  I  make  up  my  jewels  [or  ^  special 
treasure'  —  margin'],  and  I  will  spare  them,  as  a  man 
spareth  his  own  son  that  sciA^eth  him."  Mai.  3  :  16,  17. 
This  shows  a  special  record  of  tlie  faithful  in  the  Lord, 
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and  agrees  with  the  enrohncnt  ov  cili/('ii>hij)  of  God's 
people,  mentioned  by  Paul  :  For  our  conversation 
[  '  our  polity  ' — Uni.  Difffj/oll ;  — '  our  citizenship  *  — 
jhn.  Ui/j/e  Utiiou^  in  iu  heaven  ;  Irom  whence  also  we 
look  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  who  shall 
change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  he  fashioned  like  unto 
his  glorious  body."  riiil.  f\  :  20,  21.  In  this  passage  we 
have  the  idea  of  the  enrolment  of  persons  who  belong  to 
a  country  or  city  as  citizens.  The  saints  are  enrolled  in 
the  heavenly  city.  New  "Jerusalem,  which  is  above 
[and]  is  free,  and  is  the  mother  of  us  [Christians]  all." 
Gal.  4 :  2G.  Jesus  also  taught  the  same  idea  to  the  dis- 
ciples who  returned  to  him  rejoicing  in  the  power  he  had 
given  them  over  the  devils.  Jesus  said,  "In  this  rejoice 
not,  that  the  spirits  are  subject  unto  you ;  but  rather 
rejoice  because  your  names  are  written  in  heaven." 
Luke  10  :  20. 

The  above  facts  show  that  these  records  embodied  in 
the  old  covenant,  with  the  book  of  memorial  written  in 
heaven,  and  the  book  of  the  new  covenant,  constitute  the 
books  which  will  be  opened  when  the  judgment  sits,  and 
Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from  heaven  "  to  execute  the 
judgments  written,"  in  flaming  fire,  "  taking  vengeance 
on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  obey  not  the  gospel  of 
our  Lord  eTesus  Christ ;  but  to  be  admired  in  all  them 
that  believe,  in  that  day." 

The  character  of  those  to  whom  this  gospel  covenant, 
or  law^  of  life,  is  presented,  is  determined  by  their  accept- 
ance or  rejection  of  it,  as  stated  above  :  those  who  obey 
it  have  its  principles  written  in  their  hearts  by  the  Spirit 
of  God,  by  which  God  is  recognized  as  their  God, 
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and  they  are  sealed  as  God's  people.  See  2  Cor.  3  : 3. 
Heb.  8  :  10.  wAe^imj 

And  thus  believers  in  Christ  become  real  Jews,  or 
Israelites  indeed."  "  For  he  is  not  a  Jew  which  is  one 
outwardly ;  neither  is  that  circumcision  [of  the  spirit] 
which  is  outward  in  the  flesh  :  but  he  is  a  eTew  [a  dis- 
ciple of  the  lawgiver  of  the  tribe  of  Judah]  which  is  one 
inwardly  :  and  circumcision  is  that  of  the  heart,  in  the 
spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter  ;  whose  praise  is  not  of  men, 
but  of  God."  Rom.  2  :  28,  29. 

Such  are  in  God's  book  of  remembrance.  "For 
[saith  God]  I  will  be  merciful  to  their  unrighteousness, 
and  their  sins  and  their  iniquities  will  I  remember  no 
more."  Heb.  8:12.  These  are  the  ones  whose  names 
will  not  be  blotted  out  of  the  book  of  life.  "  And  the 
Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise  thine  heart  to  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that 
thou  may  est  live."  Deut.  30  :  6. 

On  the  other  hand,  those  who  refuse  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  this  law,  and  do  not  have  it  written  in 
their  minds  and  on  their  hearts,  will  have  the  rights 
and  privileges  which  they  enjoy  under  the  gospel  taken 
away.  "  For  whosoever  hath  [improved] ,  to  him  shall  be 
given,  and  he  shall  have  more  abundance ;  but  whoso^ 
ever  hath  not  [improved] ,  from  him  shall  be  taken  away 
even  that  he  hath."  Matt.  13  :  12.  "  God  shall  take 
away  his  part  out  of  the  BOOK  OF  life"  (Rev.  22  : 19), 
for  they  will  have  incurred  the  vengeance  to  be  executed 
on  the  wicked,  when  Jesus  comes,  and  will  "be  punished 

with  EVERLASTING  DESTRUCTION." 

O,  what  a  thought  I  to  be  blotted  out  of  the  book  of 
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life,  blotted  out  IVoin  the  race  of  man,  blotted  out  of  the 
universe  of  God  I  Dear  reader,  seek  refuge  in  Jesus's 
blood,  become  citizens  of  the  heavenly  Jerusalem,  and 
your  names  will  be  written  in  heaven,  and  not  be  blotted 
out  of  the  book  of  lii'e. 

"^esus,  refuge  of  iny  soul, 

Let  me  to  thy  Ixjsoin  lly, 
While  the  ragin^j^  billows  roll, 

While  tlie  tempest  still  is  high. 
Hide  me,  O  my  Saviour,  hide, 

Till  the  storm  of  life  is  past: 
Safe  into  the  haven  j^uide, 

O  receive  mj  home  at  last." 
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CHAPTER  XVI. 

RESURRECTION  OF  THE  DEAD. 

"For  the  hour  is  coming,  in  the  which  all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall 
hear  his  voice,  and  shall  come  forth ;  they  that  have  done  good, 
unto  the  resurrection  of  life ;  and  they  that  have  done  evil,  unto 
the  resurrection  of  damnation."  —  John  5  :  28,  29. 

There  is  no  doctrine  in  the  Bible  more  clearly  stated 
than  that  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and  none  which 
sceptical  minds  have  made  more  strenuous  efforts  to 
overthrow  or  to  pervert.  And  although  it  stands  the 
test  of  all  classes  of  scepticism  and  vain  philosophy, 
yet  it  has  been  thrown  in  the  background  of  theological 
instruction,  as  though  it  had  served  its  purpose  and  been 
superseded  by  more  important  discoveries ;  consequent- 
ly, it  is  seldom  mentioned  in  the  religious  instructions 
at  the  present  day  :  and  when  it  is  treated  upon,  it  is 
too  frequently  handled  as  a  mystical  and  undefined  doc- 
trine, of  little  importance.  , 

We  will  here  introduce  a  remark  from  Adam  Clarke, 
the  commentator  :  at  the  close  of  his  notes  on  1  Cor. 
ch.  15,  he  says,  "One  remark  I  cannot  help  making: 
the  doctrine  of  the  resurrection  appears  to  have  been 
thought  of  much  more  consequence  among  the  primi- 
tive Christians  than  it  is  7iow I  How  is  this?  The 
apostles  were  continually  insisting  on  it,  and  exciting 
the  followers  of  God  to  diligence,  obedience,  and  cheer- 
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fulness,  through  it.  And  their  successors  in  the  pres- 
ent day  seldom  mention  it !  So  apostles  preached,  and 
so  primitive  Christians  believed  ;  so  we  preach,  and  so 
our  hearers  hcHeve.  There  is  not  a  doctrine  in  the 
gospel  on  which  more  stress  is  laid  ;  and  there  is  not 
a  doctrine  in  the  present  systi.'in  of  preaeliiuLT  wlii<'li  is 
treated  with  more  neglect !  " 

If  the  above  statement  of  Dr.  Clarke  was  pertinent  in 
his  day,  how  much  more  so  in  ours,  when  the  doctrine 
has  constantly  become  less  and  h'ss  important  in  the 
esteem  of  the  mass  of  nominal  Christians  I 

The  text  we  have  (piotcd  at  the  head  of  this  chapter 
is  too  palpable  to  be  overcomr  without  a  positive  denial 
of  the  truthfulness  of  the  j)assai;(',  and  of  course  of  the 
authority  of  all  Scripture.  Some,  however,  who  do  not 
intend  to  invalidate  the  Scriptures,  have  eml)raced  such 
ideas  of  man's  nature  as  to  blind  or  greatly  bewilder 
their  minds  on  this  all-important  subject ;  for,  if  their 
views  of  man's  nature  be  correct,  then  the  doctrine  of 
atonement  and  resurrection  is  of  no  use,  has  no  place 
in  man's  redemption.  Conscfpiently,  the  efforts  which 
are  constantly  put  forth  to  reconcile  this  difficulty  and 
harmonize  the  Bible  doctrine  of  the  resurrection  with 
their  unscriptural  ideas  of  man's  natural  immortality, 
only  increase  the  confusion  of  views  of  religious  teach- 
ers and  pupils. 

This  has  led  the  way  for  scepticism  to  introduce  its 
oppositions  of  science,"  —  putting  forth  its  mightiest 
eftbxts  to  so  construe,  gloss,  and  pcvert  the  passages 
which  teach  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  as  to  make 
them  mean  something  else  than  their  plain  testimony 
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declares  ;  and,  in  doing  this,  rules  of  interpretation  have 
been  assumed,  which,  if  applied  to  other  points  of  doc- 
trine, would  nullify  and  destroy  the  entire  system  of 
Bible  truth  in  the  minds  of  men.  Ay,  this  is  being 
done  to  a  fearful  extent.  Scepticism  and  infidelity 
have  been  greatly  advanced  in  their  hideous  forms,  and 
more  especially  so  in  the  more  insidious  and  specious 
form  of  modern  spiritualism. 

The  result  which  followed  Adam's  sin,  on  him  and 
his  race,  together  with  the  act  of  atonement  by  the  death 
of  Christ,  and  his  subsequent  resurrection  from  death, 
which  we  have  argued  and  shown  in  other  parts  of  this 
work,  conclusively  prove  that  there  must  be  a  resurrec- 
tion to  life  from  the  grave  of  Adam's  race,  or  the  doc- 
trine of  atonement  is  of  no  importance,  as  it  effects 
nothing  for  man's  benefit. 

And,  notwithstanding  Christ's  miracles,  suflferings, 
death,  resurrection,  and  ascension  to  heaven,  man  will 
never  exist  beyond  this  mortal  state :  death  must  be  an 
eternal  end  of  all  the  race  excepting  Enoch  and  Elijah. 
Such,  we  claim,  would  be  a  logical  conclusion  from  the 
idea  that  man  will  not  be  brought  back  from  death  to 
life.  For,  as  we  have  elsewhere  shown,  there  could 
have  been  no  plan  of  mercy  offered  to  man,  no  proba- 
tion given  for  future  life,  no  covenant  made  to  give  any 
of  the  race  eternal  life  on  conditions  which  might  be 
complied  with,  except  through  a  previous  determination 
to  restore  man  back  from  death  to  the  life  they  lost  in 
Adam,  by  a  satisfaction  of  that  law  wliich  held  them  in 
death ;  which  satisfaction  was  given  by  the  atonement, 
in  the  death  of  Christ :  consequently  the  race  must  be 
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restored  back  to  life,  or  the  plcdire  of  the  Father  is 
broken,  the  phm  of  ^race  fails,  and  the  promises  of 
Christ  will  not  be  fullllled. 

Premises  and  ar<i:unients  which  lead  to  such  sad  con- 
elusions  as  above  stated  to  result  from  a  denial  of  the 
resurrection  of  the  race  of  man  from  the  <;rave,  we  shall 
reject  until  we  conclude  to  reject  the  iJible  altogether, 
and  become  deists  or  spiritualists,  which  we  shall  not 
do  at  present. 

The  liible,  however,  is  not  to  be  abandoned :  its 
teachings  are  authoritative  to  settle  all  questions  of 
doctrine  touching  mans  origin,  condition,  and  destiny: 
we  shall  therefore  believe  them,  and  expect  a  fulfilment 
of  their  promises  and  propositions  according  to  the  rule 
which  has  been  observed  in  the  fulfilment  of  all  that 
is  past. 

The  hope  which  in  all  past  ages  and  generations  has 
allured  the  believers  in  God  away  from  idolatry  and 
vice  in  all  forms,  and  led  them  to  love  and  adore  their 
Creator;  to  love  and  seek  the  welfare  of  their  fellow- 
men  ;  to  lead  lives  of  humility,  fidelity,  and  purity,  —  is 
not  to  be  bartered  away  for  vain  philosophy  or  necro- 
mancy. The  ho{)C  which  has  sustained  the  faithful 
amid  the  trials  and  alHictions  of  this  sorrowing  life  ; 
which  has  cheered  their  hearts,  and  inspired  them  with 
confidence  and  fortitude,  when  beset  with  storms  of 
malice  and  hatred,  and  cruel  niockings  and  scoffings, 
and  conflicts  of  opposition  ;  through  sickness  and  in 
death  ;  through  cruel  tortures,  imprisonment,  and  mar- 
tyrdom,—  is  built  on  a  foundation  not  to  be  undermined 
nor  overturned  by  un belief  and  sophistry.  It  is  based 
on  the  resurrection. 
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The  plan  of  redemption  which  God  in  his  infinite 
mercy  has  revealed,  means  vastly  more  than  the  natural 
mind  comprehends,  or  than  the  perverted  Christian  mind 
contemplates. 

Leave  the  doctrine  of  the  resurrection  out  of  religious 
theology,  and  it  ceases  to  hold  the  human  mind  in  sub- 
jection to  Christian  discipline  and  systematic  action  in 
life ;  the  mind  loses  its  hold  on  the  prospect  of  a  real 
tangible  life  to  come^  and  drifts  upon  the  boisterous 
ocean  of  time,  for  some  haven  of  security  not  on  the 
chart,  or  rises  to  float  in  undefined  space,  without  a 
guide  or  compass,  driven  by  every  vain  imagination,  to 
feed  upon  the  vagaries  and  fancies  which  may  occupy 
or  entertain  an  unsettled  and  wandering  mind. 

Of  this  fact  we  have  abundant  proof  in  the  examples 
now  existing  in  this  generation  among  religious  classes  : 
we  need  not  specify  farther ;  a  little  reflection  will  lead 
to  an  acknowledgment  of  the  truthfulness  of  our  state- 
ment. 

Again :  In  so  far  as  any  religious  view  is  cherished 
and  made  prominent,  which  nullifies  or  eclipses  the 
doctrine  and  hope  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  so 
far  the  tendency  is  evil,  as  is  manifest  in  the  dogma  of 
purgatory,  and  the  happy  condition  of  the  dead  saints 
released  therefrom,  as  held  by  the  Romish  church  and 
many  Protestants. 

We  claim  that  the  doctrine  of  the  literal  bringing 
back  of  the  dead  from  dust  to  life  is  the  basis  of  all 
Christian  theology.  Christianity  stands  on  this  propo- 
sition, or  falls  when  this  expectation  is  proved  false. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  all  our  chapters  of  this  book,

the  rc8urrccti<jn  of  the  dead  hiis  a|)])e;in'(l  prominent  in 
our  arguments ;  this  is  because  it  stands  in  tlie  fore- 
ground of  revchition.  A\'c  think  it  |)ro])er,  however, 
to  devote  a  little  «j)a('e  to  it  as  a  t^peeial  suhjeet. 

It  has  been  already  argued  that  Adam's  sin  broughf 
literal  death  upon  himself  iind  his  race,  God  himself 
explaining  the  nature  (il' the  penalty  to  he  executed  upon 
him  for  his  transgression  :  P'or  dust  thou  art,  and  unto 
dust  shalt  thou  return."  Also  the  recovery  of  the  race 
by  the  death  of  Christ  has  been  shown,  as  set  forth  in 
the  doctrine  of  the  atonement,  which  is  the  basis  of  the 
resurrection. 

The  doctrine  of  the  resurrection  of  Adam  and  his  race 
is  involved  in  the  Lord's  statement  to  the  serpent  con- 
cerning the  seed  of  the  woman  :  "  it  shall  bruise  [crush] 
thy  head."    Gen.  3:  IG. 

This  is  clearly  shown  in  John  3  :  and  Ileb.  2  :  14. 
It  was  fully  involved  in  the  covenant  of  mercy  which 
placed  man  on  a  second  probation,  as  they  could  not 
become  party  to  a  covenant  until  means  had  been  pro- 
vided to  redeem  them  from  the  law  which  held  them  in 
death. 

It  w^as  embraced  in  the  promise  made  to  Abram, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob,  of  the  earth  for  an  everlasting  posses- 
sion (Gen.  13:15;  15:7;  17:  2G  :  3  ;  28:13. 
Rom.  4  :  13.  Heb.  11  :  9,  IG.  Gal.  3  :  29),  for  they 
could  not  hold  such  possession  in  this  mortal  life,  and 
they  understood  it. 

The  most  striking  evidence  given  in  early  time  of  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead,  was  in  the  birth  of  Isaac. 
Abraham  had  believed  the  promises  God  made  him  of 
19 
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^he  land  for  an  everlasting  possession,  and  of  seed  to 
enjoy  it  with  him ;  but  he  makes  inquiry  how  this  is  to 
be  brought  about,  when  he  was  in  old  age,  and  had  no 
son.  Gen.  15  :  1—5.  In  reply,  the  Lord  says  to  Abra- 
ham, "  As  for  Sarai  thy  wife,  thou  shalt  not  call  her 
name  Sarai,  but  Sarah  shall  her  name  be.  And  I  will 
bless  her,  and  give  thee  a  son  also  of  her.  .  .  .  Then 
Abraham  fell  on  his  face  and  laughed,  and  said  in  his 
heart.  Shall  a  child  be  born  unto  him  that  is  an  hundred 
years  old?  and  shall  Sarah,  that  is  ninety  years  old,  bear? 
And  God  said,  Sarah  thy  w^ife  shall  bear  thee  a  son 
indeed,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  *name  Isaac,  and  I  will 
establish  my  covenant  with  him  for  an  everlasting  cove- 
nant, and  with  his  seed  after  him."    Gen.  17  :  15-19. 

This  Isaac  was  a  child  of  promise,  and  was  born  ac- 
cording to  promise,  as  a  type  of  Christ,  which  Paul  shows 
in  his  Epistles  to  the  Romans  and  to  the  Galatians. 

When  Isaac  was  grown,  Abraham  is  called  of  God  to 
offer  this  son  as  a  burnt  offering  to  God,  on  Mount 
Moriah,  to  prove  his  integrity ;  he  obeys  the  call,  and 
passes  through  all  the  pain  and  suffering  of  offering 
Isaac  on  the  altar  of  sacrifice,  supposing  he  must  actually 
slay  his  son,  although  God's  promise  was  involved  in  his 
life.  But  God  did  not  intend  that  he  should  kill  Isaac, 
but  offer  him.    This  he  did,  and  God  said,  It  is  enough. 

We  have  the  comments  of  an  inspired  apostle  on  this 
child's  birth,  which  shows  that  Isaac  was  born  to  Abra- 
ham as  a  pledge  to  him  (and  the  family  of  the  faithful 
of  course)  of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.    He  says, — 

"By  faith  Abraham,  when  he  was  tried,  offered  up 
Isaac ;  and  he  that  had  received  the  promises  offered  up 
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his  only  begotten  son,  of  whom  it  was  said,  that  in  L<aao 
ehjill  thy  seed  be  called,  accounting  that  God  was  able 
to  raise  him  up  even  from  the  dead,  from  whence  al.-o 
he  received  him  in  a  fii^nne."    Ilcb.  11  :  17-11). 

In  the  above  we  have  the  fact  stated  that  Abraham 
believed  God  was  able  to  raise  his  son  Isaac  up  from  the 
dead.  We  also  have  a  second  fact  stated,  which  is, 
that  Abraham  had  received  Isaac  from  the  (bud  in  a 
figure.  How  was  this  figure  of  the  resurrection  present- 
ed to  Abraham?  AVe  reply,  Al)raham  was  past  age, 
and  Sarah  was  past  age  ;  their  powers  of  generation  and 
conception  were  dead  ;  yet  Isaac  is  born  of  them  in  this 
condition  by  a  miracle,  and  thus  was  a  child  produced 
from  the  dead.  Abraham  knew  it,  and  received  him  as 
such  —  a  figure  of  the  resurrection.  Sec  Rom.  4:19,  20. 
Thus  Abraham  became  the  father  of  the  faithful  by  be- 
lieving God.  "Therefore  sprang  there  from  one,  and 
him  as  good  as  dead,  so  many  as  the  stars  of  the  sky  in 
multitude,  and  as  the  sand  which  is  by  the  sea-shore  in- 
numerable. These  all  died  in  faith,  not  having  received 
the  promises  [things  promised],  but  having  seen  them 
afar  oflf,  and  were  persuaded  of  them,  and  embraced 
them,  and  confessed  that  they  were  strangers  and  pil- 
grims on  the  earth.*'    Ileb.  11  :  12,  13. 

The  Scripture  statements  of  the  resurrection  are  too 
numerous  to  be  crowded  into  any  one  book  except  the 
Bible ;  we  can  quote  but  a  tithe  of  them  in  this  chapter. 
AVe  will  notice  a  few  in  the  Old  Testament  first.  Al- 
though some  men  of  high  repute  as  Christian  teachers 
have  said  the  Old  Testament  furnishes  little  or  no  testi- 
mony of  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  we  find  so  much 
that  we  must  pass  over  the  most  of  it. 
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Added  to  what  we  have  already  cited,  we  hear  Job : 
''If  a  man  die,  shall  he  live  again?  All  the  days  of  my 
appointed  time  will  I  wait,  till  my  change  come."  "  Thou 
^lialt  call,  and  I  will  answer  thee  ;  thou  wilt  have  a  de- 
sire to  the  work  of  thy  hands.  ...  If  I  wait,  the  grave  is 
my  house.  .  .  .  For  I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth, 
and  that  he  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth  : 
and  though,  after  my  skin,  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet 
in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God,  whom  mine  eyes  shall  be- 
hold, and  not  another ;  though  my  reins  be  consumed 
within  me."    Job  14  :  14  ;  16  :  13  ;  19  :  25-27. 

David  also  treats  largely  of  the  resurrection  :  "  But 
God  will  redeem  my  soul  from  the  power  of  the  grave, 
for  he  shall  receive  me."  Psa.  49  : 15.  "  Thou,  which 
hast  shown  me  great  and  sore  troubles,  shalt  quicken  me 
again,  and  shalt  bring  me  up  from  the  depths  of  the 
earth."  Psa.  71:  20.  "Wilt  thou  show  wonders  to 
the  dead?  Shall  the  dead  arise  and  praise  thee?  "  Psa. 
88  :  10.  '^I  shall  be  satisfied,  when  I  awake,  with  thy 
likeness."    Psa.  17  :  15.    See  Psa.  104  :  29,  30. 

Surely  the  above  passages  speak  out  plainly  on  this 
subject.    Let  us  hear  Isaiah  :  — 

"  And  he  will  destroy  in  this  mountain  the  face  of  the 
covering  cast  over  all  people,  and  the  veil  that  is  spread 
over  all  nations.  He  will  swallow  up  death  in  victory. 
.  .  .  Thy  dead  men  shall  live  ;  together  with  my  dead 
body  shall  they  arise.  Awake  and  sing,  ye  that  dwell 
in  dust,  for  thy  dew  is  as  the  dew  of  herbs,  and  the 
earth  shall  cast  out  the  dead." 

"For,  behold,  the  Lord  cometh  out  of  his  place  to 
punish  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  for  their  iniquity  :  the 
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earth  also  shall  disclose  hvv  hLxxl,  and  -liall  no  more 
cover  her  slain/'    Lsa.  2'):  7,  S  ;  -Ji)  :  TJ-iM. 

Kzckiel  also  is  made  to  testily  un  this  matter : 
''Therefore  i)ro|)hesy,  and  say  unto  them,  Thus  saitli 
the  Lord  (iod  :  Jk'hold,  ()  my  people,  1  will  o[)en  your 
graves,  and  cause  you  to  come  up  out  of  your  graves,  and 
bring  you  into  the  land  of  Israel."  Kzek.  IM  :  12. 
"And  [the]  many  of  them  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of  the 
earth  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting'-  life,  and  some  to 
shame  and  everlasting  contempt."  Dan.  12:2.  ''I 
will  ransom  them  from  the  power  of  the  grave,  I  will 
redeem  them  from  death."    Ilosea  13  :  14. 

AVe  will  now  notice  a  few  passages  from  Christ  and 
his  apostles  touching  the  resurrection  of  all  the  dead. 
The  text  we  have  quoted  at  the  head  of  this  chapter  is 
full  on  the  j)oint,  and  no  one  can  evade  it ;  all  who  have 
attempted  it  have  done  violence  to  all  proper  rules  of 
language  and  of  its  interj)retation.  ^\'e  will  quote 
another  of  the  sayings  of  Christ  on  this  suljiject :  — 

"  Now  that  the  dead  are  raised  [^that  the  dead  rise • 
£Jm.  Dta(jlott]^  even  Moses  showed  at  the  bush,  when 
he  calleth  the  Lord  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God 
of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  For  he  is  not  a  God 
of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living ;  for  all  live  unto  him." 
Luke  20:  37,  38. 

The  above  statement  of  Christ  on  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead,  together  with  a  preceding  remark  which 
w^e  shall  quote  in  another  place,  put  to  silence  the  Sad- 
ducees  of  that  age. 

While  it  is  true  that  "the  resurrection,"  as  the  term 
U  several  times  used  in  the  Xew^  Testament,  embraces 
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tlie  rigliteous  onl\%  in  this  passage  the  Language  is  so 
used  as  to  attach  the  definite  article  the  to  the  dead. 
*'Now  that  the  dead  rise,  .  .  ,  for  to  him  all  are  alive." 
—  Em,  Diaglott. 

That  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob  were  righteous, 
and  that  God  was  their  God,  is  a  special  point  in  the 
passage  the  Saviour  quoted  from  Exodus  ;  and  that  his 
statement  about  a  worthy  class  to  "obtain  that  world, 
and  THE  RESURRECTION /)'o//i  the  dead^''  embraces 
the  righteous  only,  we  claim  ;  but  when  he  says,  the 
dead  are  raised,  and  that  all  live^  or  to  him  all  are 
alive ^  he  includes  the  dead^  without  respect  to  char- 
acter. All  the  race  are  alive  to  God  because  of  the 
covenant  of  mercy  through  Christ,  by  which  all  were 
redeemed  by  Christ's  death  from  the  grave,  and  God 
recoornized  them  as  restored  from  the  death  Adam 
brought  upon  th<im  :  consequently  he  could,  and  did, 
covenant  to  give  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and 
all  others  who  would  believe  and  obey  him,  the  earth  for 
an  everlasting  possession,  and  to  be  their  God.  Paul 
tells  us  that  "  to  this  end  Cln-ist  hath  died,  and 
rose,  and  revived,  that  he  might  be  Lord  both  of  the 
dead  and  living."  liom.  14:  9.  Therefore,  while  the 
law  Adam  violated  disposed  of  the  race,  God  is  not 
their  God ;  they  are  extinct.  But  as  Christ  purchases 
them  all  back,  God  recognizes  them  all  as  alive  from 
death,  and  makes  them  accountable  to  Christ,  and, 
when  speaking  of  them,  ^^calleth  those  things  that  a/  e 
not  [yet  come]  as  though  they  [already]  were."  Some 
have  used  the  above  passage  from  Luke  ch.  20  to  prove 
the  dead  are  now  alive.    Christ  quotes  it  to  prove  the 
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resurrection  of  iIk^  dcjul  to  :i  cluss  of  men  who  denied 
the  doctrine  of  a  resurrection  ;  tliey  al«o  denied  the 
authority  of  the  Scri|)tnres  of  the  pniplicts,  hut  ehiiined 
the  live  hooks  of  Moses  as  their  t^tanchu'd  of  faith. 
Therefore  Jesus  quotes  a  |)ronii8e  of  God  to  the  fathera 
from  Scripture  tliey  acknowh'd^rcd,  juid  whidi  they 
knew  had  not  hccn  I'lillilhMl,  and  which  Jesus  forces 
u|jon  their  minds  out  of  their  own  >f:in(hird  of  faith  — 
a  promise  which  <'on!(l  never  he  fulfilled  unless  Al)ra- 
ham,  and  Isaac,  and  dacoh  should  he  raised. 

Manasseh  IJen  Israel,  Portuguese  ral)hi  of  the  sect 
of  the  Pharisees,  conunents  on  (Jod's  promise  to  the 
patriarchs  thus  :  It  is  plain  that  Ahraham  and  the  rest 
of  the  patriarchs  did  not  possess  that  land  ;  it  follows, 
therefore,  that  they  must  be  raised  in  order  to  enjoy  tlic 
promised  i^ood,  as  otherwise  the  promises  of  God  would 
be  vain  and  la  I  sc."  —  Dc  lirsnvrtc,  Mort,,  L.  I.  c.  1,  4. 

While  Paul  is  niakiiiLr  his  defence  before  the  council 
at  Jerusalem,  where  he  was  arraiijfned  for  preachinj^ 
lieresy,  "he  cried  out  in  the  council.  Men  and  brethren, 
I  am  a  Pharisee,  the  son  of  a  Pharisee  :  of  the  hope 
and  resurrection  of  TliK  dkad  I  am  called  in  question." 
Acts  2;>  :  (;. 

A  little  after  this,  while  before  Felix,  the  governor 
at  CVsarea,  to  answer  to  the  charges  of  the  Jews, 
Paul  said,  "But  this  I  confess  unto  thee,  that  after  the 
way  which  they  call  heresy,  so  W()rshi[)  I  the  God  of 
my  fathers,  believing  all  things  which  are  written  in  the 
law  and  in  the  prophets  ;  and  have  hope  toward  God, 
which  they  themselves  also  allow,  that  there  shall  be  a 
resurrection  of  the  dead,  both  of  the  just  and  unjust." 
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A.Gts  24  :  14,  15.  As  Paul  continued  his  defence,  and 
"reasoned  of  righteousness,  temperance,  and  judgment 
to  come,  Felix  trembled  :  "  he  feared  the  resurrection  of 
wicked  men,  for  he  was  in  his  sins.  But  Paul  had  not 
finished  his  testimony  ;  he  appealed  to  Ca?sar,  appeared 
before  King  Agrippa,  and  said  in  his  defence,  "And 
now  I  stand  and  am  judged  for  the  hope  of  the  prom- 
ise made  of  God  unto  our  fathers  :  unto  which  promise 
our  twelve  tribes,  instantly  serving  God  day  and  night, 
hope  to  come.  For  which  hope's  sake.  King  Agrippa, 
I  am  accused  of  the  Jews.  Why  should  it  be  thought 
a  thing  incredible  with  you  that  God  should  raise  the 
dead?"  Acts  26:  6-8.  Paul  then  proceeds  with  his 
experience,  his  conversion,  and  his  commission  to  preach 
this  hope,  and  to  teach  the  people  the  foundation  of  it, 
and  how  it  was  to  be  fidfilled  :  — 

"Having,  therefore,  obtained  help  of  God,  I  con- 
tinue unto  this  day,  witnessing  both  to  small  and  great, 
saying  none  other  things  than  those  which  the  prophets 
and  Moses  did  say  should  come  :  that  Christ  should 
suffer,  and  that  he  should  be  the  first  that  should  rise 
from  the  dead,  and  should  show  light  to  the  people  and 
to  the  Gentiles."    Acts  26  :  22,  23. 

CHRIST  THE  PATTERN. 

Christ  is  set  before  us,  not  only  as  the  pattern  in 
obedience,  righteousness,  faith,  love,  meekness,  pa- 
tience, and  good  works,  but  in  the  redemption,  recon- 
struction, restitution,  resurrection  of  the  church  to  dwell 
in  the  new  and  glorified  earth.  This  was  the  reason 
why  Paul  preached  that  he  should  be  the  first  thai 
should  rise  from  the  chad  (^to  immortality). 
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Christ  ro^c  from  the  dead  literally  ;  llic  8aiiic  ma- 
terial body  which  huni;  on  (Ik;  cross.  This  is  too  plain- 
ly true  to  need  art^'iiment  hy  any,  lor  those  who  reject 
the  testimony  of  Christ  and  his  apostles  on  this  point 
are  past  recovery.  Wc  should,  however,  proclaim  con- 
tinually the  truths  they  tau^^ht. 

Peter,  being  called  to  preach  Christ,  one  day  finda 
himself  before  an  audience  who  were  called  to  Jerusa- 
lem to  witness  the  fulfilment  of  the  promise  of  the 
Father  and  of  Christ  concerning  the  pouring  out  of  the 
Holy  Spirit ;  at  least  God  took  that  occasion  to  verify 
the  promise  of  his  Son.  They  were  amazed.  Peter 
lifts  up  his  voice  for  Christ,  charges  the  Jews  with  kill- 
ing him  "  whom  God  hath  raised  up,  having  loosed  the 
pains  of  death  ;  because  it  was  not  possible  that  he 
should  be  holden  of  it.  For  David  speaketh  concern- 
ing him,  I  foresaw  the  Lord  always  before  my  face,  for 
he  is  on  my  right  hand,  that  I  should  not  be  moved; 
therefore  did  my  heart  rejoice,  and  my  tongue  was 
glad  ;  moreover,  also,  my  flesh  shall  rest  in  hope  :  be- 
cause thou  wilt  not  leave  my  soul  in  hell  [the  grave] , 
neither  wilt  thou  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corrup- 
tion. Thou  hast  made  known  to  me  the  ways  of  life ; 
thou  shalt  make  me  full  of  joy  with  thy  countenance. 
Men  and  brethren,  let  me  freely  speak  to  you  of  the 
patriarch  David,  that  he  is  both  dead  and  buried,  and 
his  sepulchre  is  with  us  unto  this  day.  Therefore, 
being  a  prophet,  and  knowing  that  God  had  sworn  with 
ein  oath  to  him,  that  of  the  fruit  of  his  loins,  according 
to  the  flesh,  he  woulc  raise  up  Christ  to  sit  on  his 
throne. 
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'^He,  seeing  this  before,  spake  of  the  resurrection  of 
Christ,  that  his  soal  was  not  left  in  hell  [the  grave], 
neither  did  his  flesh  see  corruption.  This  Jesus  hath 
God  raised  up,  whereof  we  all  are  w^itnesses."  Acts  2  : 
24-32.  This  was  the  path  of  life,  the  way  God  has 
ordained  to  bring  men  back  to  life  and  liis  church  to 
eternal  life.  But  Peter  puts  on  the  crowning  proof 
that  Jesus  is  raised  from  the  dead.  He  adds,  "There- 
fore, being  at  the  right  hand  of  God  exalted,  and 
having  received  of  the  Father  the  promise  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  he  hath  shed  forth  this,  which  ye  now  see  and 
hear."    Verse  33. 

This  application  of  the  miraculous,  wonder-working 
power  they  saw  on  that  day  of  Pentecost,  to  the  fulfil- 
ment* of  Christ's  promise,  and  as  evidence  that  he  was 
raised  from  the  dead,  and  had  ascended  to  the  Father, 
was  a  hard  argument  for  those  who  had  believed  the  lie 
which  the  priests  forged  for  the  soldiers  to  tell  —  that 
the  disciples  came  and  stole  away  Christ  out  of  the 
grave  while  they  slept. 

The  fact  that  t!ie  disciples  visited  the  sepulchre  "and 
found  not  the  body  of  the  Lord  Jesus,"  and  "were 
much  perplexed  thereabout,"  witli  the  testimony  of  the 
angels  that  "he  is  not  here,  but  is  risen"  (Luke  24: 
3-6);  his  saying  to  Mary,  "Touch  me  not;"  his 
language  to  other  disciples,  "A  spirit  hath  not  flesh 
and  bones,  as  ye  see  me  have,"  and,  "Behold  my 
hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I  myself :  handle  me  and 
see;"  his  "eating  broiled  fish  and  honeycomb,"  —  all 
prove  that  the  same  body,  the  same  material  which 
died  on  the  cross,  lay  in  Joseph's  new  tomb,  rose  from 
the  dead,  and  ascended  to  heaven,  immortalized. 
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This  is  tlie  plcdi^c  of  tin?  rcsiirrcc  ( ion  of  all  the  race 
from  (loath,  as  is  fully  shown.  *  Paul  predicates  tlui  en- 
tire hope  and  |)rosj)eets  of  the  future  life  of  the  ehureh 
on  the  resurrection  of  ( 'hrist,  as  the  assurance  of  their 
reeiirrection  also  by  him.  "  I'or  I  delivered  unto  you 
first  of  all  that  which  I  also  ivceived,  how  that  Christ 
died  for  our  sins,  according  to  the  Scri[>lures  ;  and  that 
he  was  buried,  and  that  he  rose  again  the  third  day, 
according  to  the  Scriptures  ;  and  that  he  was  seen  of 
Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve;  and  alter  that,  he  was  seen 
of  above  five  hundred  brethren  at  once  ;  .  .  .  and  last  of 
all  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as  of  one  born  out  of  due 
time.  .  .  .  Now,  if  Christ  be  preached  that  he  rose  from 
the  dead,  how  say  some  among  you  that  there  is  no 
resurrection  of  the  dead  ?  But  if  there  be  no  resurrec- 
tion of  the  dead,  then  is  Christ  not  risen  ;  and  if  Christ 
be  not  risen,  then  is  our  preaching  vain,  and  your  faith 
is  also  vain.  .  .  .  And  if  Christ  he  not  raised,  your  faith 
is  vain  ;  ye  are  yet  in  your  sins.  Tlien  they  also  w  hich 
aio  fallen  asleep  in  Christ  are  perished.  If  in  this  life 
only  we  have  hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all  men  most 
miserable.  But  now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
become  the  fir.-t  fruits  of  them  that  slept.  For  since  by 
man  came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  all  be  made  alive  ;  "  or  "  For  since  through  a  Man, 
there  is  Death,  through  a  ]\Ian,  also,  there  is  a  Resur- 
rection of  the  Dead  ;  for  as  by  xVdam  All  die,  so  by  the 
Anointed  also  will  All  be  restored  to  life.  But  each 
one  in  his  own  rank,  Christ  a  first  fruit,  afterwards  those 
who  are  Christ's  at  his  appearing.  Then  the  end,"  &c. 
1  Cor.  15  :  3-24.  -  Em,  Diaglott. 
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We  think  language  cannot  be  stated  more  clearly 
than  Paul  has  stated  it,-  to  teach  that  the  resurrection  of 
the  race  of  man  is  pledged  by  that  of  Christ.  Christ  is 
the  first  fruit  —  a  literal  rising  from  death  ;  the  harvest 
will  be  a  literal  rising  from  death ;  they  that  are  his  at 
his  appearing  will  not  only  come  up  like  him  literally, 
but  like  him  immortal  also  ;  the  harvest  from  "  the  good 
seed  sown  by  the  Son  of  man." 

But  every  man  in  his  own  company,  rank,  or  band 
TAGMA.  Christ  the  first  fruits,  afterwards  they  that  are 
Christ's  at  his  coming.  Then  the  end,  —  to  tcAoc,  —  when 
he  shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom  to  God,  even  the^ 
Father."  Tagma  is  the  word  rendered  "o?'o?er,"  com- 
pany, rank,  band,  regiment,  division,  &c.  Consequent- 
ly, in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  they  will  come  in  two 
divisions,  or  by 

TWO  RESURRECTIONS. 

The  passage  which  stands  at  the  head  of  this  chapter 
as  expressly  declares  two  resurrections,  as  it  divides  the 
race  into  two  classes. 

"All  that  are  in  the  graves  sliall  hear  his  voice,  and 
shall  come  forth  :  (1.)  they  that  have  done  good  unto  the 
resurrection  of  life,  (2.)  and  they  that  have  done  evil 
unto  the  resurrection  of  damnation." 

These  are  the  words  of  Christ,  and  they  embrace  the 
resurrection  of  one  class,  band,  or  troop,  io  life  (eter- 
nal), and  the  resurrection  of  a  second  class,  band,  or 
troop,  to  condemnation  (to  the  second  death). 

Paul's  argument  in  1  Cor.  15  :  23,  24,  gives  the 
same  idea,  when  he  says,  "  But  every  man  in  his  own'^ 
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order" — TA(iMA,  rank,  hand,  rcLrimoiit,  or  dixision, 
like  soldiers,  who  eome  each  under  Ins  own  standnrd, 
and  in  his  own  division.  It  is  a  military  term.  "  1  h(?y 
that  are  Christ's  "  disciples  helon;^  to  his  divi>i()n,  have 
chosen  his  standard,  and  will  eome  forth  "  at  the  last 
trump  ;  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  [in 
Christ]  shall  he  raised  ineorru[)til)le."  The  term  "in 
Christ,"  which  is  in  hrackets,  is  invoKcd  in  \rv>v  ol ,  :ind 
qualifies  the  terms  "  ///c  (/cfid  shall  be  raised  incorrupt- 
ible," showing  what  dead  are  the  subjects  of  this  resur- 
rection. It  is  ''the  dead  in  Christ,"  ''  Now  this  I  say, 
brethren,  .  .  '.  we  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  ALL 
be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at 
the  last  trumj) ;  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the 
dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptil^Ic,  and  we  shall  be 
changed." 

"  They  that  are  Christ's  at  his  coming.  Then  the  end," 
—  TO  TELOS,  the  END,  the  last  division  or  portion  of  the 
army  of  the  dead  —  the  wicked  dead.  Not  the  end  of 
the  world  or  age,  but  the  perfection ^  finishing y  com- 
pletion, or  consiunmation  of  the  work  of  bringing  back 
the  race  of  man  from  death.  Not  the  termination  of 
Christ's  reign,  as  some  suppose,  but  the  bringing  back 
from  a  lost,  revolted  state,  to  its  original  state,  and 
restitution,  to  merge  into  the  eternal  reign  of  Christ, 
after  disposing  of  the  wicked.  The  word  ttlos  is  not 
the  word  generally  used  to  signify  the  end  of  the  Jige  or 
world.  The  learned  Dr.  Wahl  defines  telos  in  1  Cor. 
15:24,  "the  last  part,  the  last — the  last  of  the 
deady  Dr.  Bretsclmeider,  in  his  Greek  Lexicon,  gives 
the  meaning  of  "  Then  the  end  —  telos  —  the  last  or 
rest  of  mankind, 
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The  words  which  express  the  "  end  of  the  age,"  are 

"SUNTELEIA  TOU  AIONOS."  * 

The  last  band  or  company  of  the  dead  is  expressed  in 
Eev.  20  :  5,  "  But  the  rest  of  the  dead,"  &c. 

These  facts  and  considerations  show  us  why  the 
Scriptures  contain  the  following  language  expressive  of 
priority,  and  superiority  of  the  resurrection  of  the 
righteous  :  "  They  that  have  done  good  unto  the  resur- 
rection of  life."  John  5  :  29.  "Thou  shalt  be  recom- 
pensed at  the  resurrection  of  the  just."  Luke  14  :  14. 
"That  they  might  obtain  a  better  resurrection."  Heb. 
11:  35.  "But  they  which  shall  be  accounted  worthy 
to  obtain  that  world,  and  the  eesurrection  from 
\_amony\  the  dead^  neither  marry  nor  are  given  in  mar- 
riage ;  neither  can  they  die  any  more ;  for  they  are  equal 
unto  the  angels,  and  -are  the  children  of  God,  being  the 
children  of  the  resurrection."    Luke  20  :  35,  36. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  these  are  worthy  of  that  world 
to  come,  and  worthy  of  the  Tesiirrection  from  (among) 
the  dead,  not  of  the  dead^  and  that  they  are  the  children 
of  the  resurrection,  the  first  one,  and  the  better  one, 
the  only  one  that  will  bring  fruit  to  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Paul  gives  us  the  same  argument :  "  That  I  may  know 
him,  and  the  power  of  his  resurrection,  and  the  fellow- 
ship of  his  sufferings,  being  made  conformable  unto  his 
death,  if  by  any  means  I  may  attain  to  the  resurrection 
from  the  dead." — American  Bible  Union  Versioyi.  "If 
possible  I  may  attain  to  the  kesukrection  from  among 
the  DEAD."  —  Em,  Diaglott  (  Whiting's),  and  other 
versions  of  Phil.  3  :  11. 

*  See  Rctribuiion^  p.  61,  by  H.  L.  Hastings. 
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As  Paul  believed  all  the  dead  would  have  a  resurrec- 
tion, he  would  be  sure  to  attain  to  a  retjurrection  with- 
out striving  and  suffering  for  Christ.  But  liis  language 
shows  that  he  had  learned  of  tlie  firsts  the  bttttr^  the 
(Mae  out  from  among  the  dead  who  belong  in  the  last 
division  of  men,  of  the  army  of  the  dead.  Only  in  this 
view  of  the  case  is  there  any  force  in  his  language ;  with 
this  view  it  is  forcible  indeed. 

Also  in  1  Thess.  4:  IG,  Paul  gives  the  same  idea: 
"and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  ni^c  jirst^  then  we,  which 
are  alive  and  remain,  sliall  be  caught  up  together  with 
them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  T^ord  in  the  air." 

Although  the  priority  of  tliis  text  rehites  to  those  which 
are  alive  and  remain,  who  are  to  be  subsequently  caught 
up,  yet  the  apostle  is  eni[)hatic  as  to  the  chiss  which 
will  rise  before  the  living  bcHevers  are  caught  up.  He 
says,  "  the  dead  in  Christ.^'  If  all  the  dead  are  to  rise 
when  "the  Lord  himself  sliall  descend  from  heaven  with 
a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the 
trump  of  God,"  then  the  words  i7i  Christ  are  super- 
fluous ;  but  these  words  qualify  the  sentence. 

The  above  passages,  and  many  others,  prove  that  the 
passage  in  Rev.  20  :  1-8,  is  not  so  wonderfully  unlike 
the  current  testimony  of  the  Scriptures,  and  does  not 
therefore  need  such  lengthy  essays  and  so  many  efforts 
to  show  its  figurative,  symbolic,  and  metaphoric  charac- 
ter, by  which  "the  first  resurrection  "  is  made  to  be  a 
mere  myth,  or  an  incomprehensible  symbol. 

The  apostle  John  saw^  those  \vho  had  suffered  for  and 
died  in  the  faith  of  Christ,  live  ;  and  he  tells  us  "  they 
lived  and  reigned  with  Christ  a  thousand  years,"  prior  to 
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something  else  he  saw.  "  But  the  rest  of  the  dead  lived 
not  again  until  the  thousand  years  were  finished,"  show- 
ing that  these  living  and  reigning  ones  had  been  dead, 
but  are  now  alive.  He  adds  concerning  them,  in  dis- 
tinction from  the  rest  of  the  dead,  "  This  is  the  first  resur- 
rection. Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first 
resurrection;  on  such  the  second  death  hath  no  power; 
but  they  shall  be  priests  of  God,  and  of  Christ,  and  shall 
reign  with  him  a  thousand  years." 

This  thousand  years  is,  then,  the  space  between  the 
two  resurrections,  during  which  the  Lord's  company 5 
band,  or  troop,  reign  in  life  with  him,  while  "the  rest 
of  the  dead  [are  yet  dead]  lived  not  again  until  "  this 
time  expires.  There  is  no  intimation  that  the  saints  will 
reign  only  a  thousand  years,  but  it  states  that  they  will 
reign  this  length  of  time  before  the  wicked  are  raised,  or 
live  again^''^  and  before  "Satan  shall  be  loosed  out  of 
his  prison,  and  shall  go  out  to  deceive  the  nations 
of  the  wicked,  who  are  then  raised  in  their  company, 
band,  division,  or  regiment,  with  the  devil  for  their  cap- 
tain, who  will  lead  them  to  the  point  of  final  destruction. 

After  the  above  scene  and  order  of  the  two  resurrec- 
tions are  witnessed  by  John,  he  has  another  view  of  the 
same  events,  with  others,  in  which  to  describe  the  facts 
more  clearly  that  all  the  race  is  embraced  in  the  resur- 
rection and  judgment,  and  rewarded  "  out  of  those  things 
which  were  written  in  the  books,  according  to  their 
works  ;  and  whosoever  was  not  found  written  in  the  book 
of  life  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire." 

^'This  is  the  same  class  which  lived  not  again  for  a 
thousand  years ;  the  same  class  which  Satan  went  out  to 
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deceive  after  he  was  loo.sed  from  hi.s  prison  ;  tlie  same 
which  compassed  the  camp  of  the  saints  ahont,  and  was 
devoured  by  fire.  It  is  only  another  descri[)tion  of  the 
game  events,  and  a  clearer  revelation  to  show  that  all 
"  the  dead,  small  and  great,"  were  not  disposed  of  without 
judfjmcul  according  to  the  hooks  of  record. 

We  have  not  the  space  in  this  work  to  argue  the  mil- 
lennium and  its  order  of  events  ;  nor  is  it  the  ohjcct  of 
this  l)ook  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  much  that  is  in- 
teresting and  valuable  on  other  points  than  those  already 
cited  ;  and  these  subjects  are  only  partially  discussed, 
giving,  as  we  believe,  the  outlines  of  them. 

There  is  much  more  we  would  like  to  say  on  the 
resurrection  of  the  dead,  but  this  nmst  sulKce.  There  are 
objections,  in  some  minds,  to  the  views  we  present,  which 
can  be  readily  met  by  showing  the  ditt'erent  classes  of 
descriptive  language  em[)loyed  in  the  Scriptures. 

Our  views  of  the  millennium  between  the  two  resur- 
rections are  indicated  in  what  we  have  said  ;  but  we 
wish  to  add,  we  are  convinced  that  it  will  be  a  reign  of 
peace  and  righteousness  in  ininiortality ,  after  probation 
has  ceased  ;  when  he  that  is  holy  will  be  holy  still,  and 
he  that  is  filthy  will  be  filthy  still. 

The  resurrection  of  the  righteous  will  take  place  at  the 
personal  coming  of  Christ,  which  is  now  nigh  at  hand  ; 
how  near  we  dare  not  say,  for  we  do  not  know.  The 
prophecies  and  their  fulfilment,  the  signs,  civil,  moral, 
and  religious,  admonish  us  to  watch  and  be  ready. 
Many  good  and  wise  men  of  God  have  been  led  to  be- 
lieve this  generation  will  witness  the  usherinor  in  of 
those  stuperious  and  all-iinpurtant  events.  Some  have 
20 
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decided  from  tlie  prophetic  periods,  as  to  the  definite  time 
of  the  event.  Such  are  to  be  found  now  in  all  parts  of 
Christendom.  Some  of  them  may  be  correct :  we  do  not 
presume  to  decide.  There  are  many  very  valuable 
volumes  now  published  on  the  prophecies,  and  signs  of 
the  times,*  in  which  all  will  find  benefit  in  carefully 
reading.  The  day  of  final  rewards  is  close  at  the  door : 
we  should  be  ready,  and  watching,  and  waiting,  our- 
selves, and  laboring  with  our  might  to  induce  as  many 
of  our  fellows  to  become  lovers  of  Christ  as  we  may, 
that  they,  with  us,  "  may  know  the  power  of  his  resur- 
rection, and  the  fellowship  of  his  sufferings,"  and  obtain 
a  " resurrection  out  from  among  the  dead,"  "the  resur- 
rection of  the  just,"  the  "better  resurrection,"  "the  first 
resurrection,"  or  be  among  those  who  shall  be  "  alive  and 
remain,"  ready  to  be  "  changed  in  a  moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump,  and  caught  up 
with  them  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air."

THE  ETERNAL  SALVATION  OF  GOD'S  PEOPLE. 

**  And  bcinj^  inado  ptTfcct,  Iw  l)ecanii*  the  avilhor  of  (.-tcTiial  .salvation 
unto  all  them  that  obey  him." —  J/tb.  5  :  *J. 

How  sublime  and  deep  arc  the  things  of  the  Spirit  of 
God  !  None  but  the  eternal  mind  can  fully  comprehend 
them  ;  yet  they  are  given  in  language  which  we  can  un- 
derstand ;  they  are  given  for  u.s  and  to  ks^  that  we  may, 
through  the  aid  of  the  same  Spirit,  learn  the  mind  and 
purposes  of  God. 

The  announcement  in  the  passage  at  the  head  of  this 
chapter  is  well  calculated  to  fill  the  hearts  of  the  humble 
believers  in  Christ  with  sensations  of  joy  and  gratitude 
beyond  expression. 

"  Salvation!  O,  the  joyful  .sound  I 
What  pleas^ure  to  our  ears  ! 
A  soverei«rn  balm  for  every  wound, 
A  cordial  for  our  fears. 

Salvation  !  O.  th<m  hleedinj;  Lamb! 

To  thee  the  praise  belongs  : 
Salvation  shall  inspire  our  hearts, 

And  dwell  upon  our  tongues." 

To  us,  who  have  been  lost,  who  have  felt  ourselves 
ruined  by  sin,  wasting  by  disease,  encumbered  with 
infirmities,  with  the  penalty  of  a  violated  law  hanging 
over  us,  ready  to  bring  us  down  to  the  dust  at  any 
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moment,  because  of  mortality  entailed  upon  us  by  Adam, 
the  news  of  salvation  is  sweet  indeed.  ' 

But  to  us,  who,  after  having  been  bought  out  from 
under  "  the  law  of  sin  and  death,"  and  redeemed  from  its 
evils  by  the  sufferings  and  death  of  Christ,  and  placed 
under  the  neic  covenant^  "under  law  to  Christ,"  who  is 
set  before  us  "for  obedience  to  the  faith  among  all 
nations,  for  his  name"  (Eom.  1:  1-5),  and  liaving 
violated  this  law  ourselves,  and  wandered  from  God 
upon  the  dark  mountains  of  sin,  thus  incurring  its  penal- 
ty,—  "the  second  death," — to  such  lost  sinne7's^  who 
have  rejected  that  Saviour  which  gave  himself  for  us,  and 
placed  us  in  the  way  of  life,  the  offer  of  eternal  salvation 
becomes  exceedingly  important.  Let  us  carefully  study 
this  matter. 

There  are  two  special  points  in  this  subject. 

First.    The  Author  of  this  salvation. 

Second.    The  subjects  who  are  to  receive  it. 

I.  The  Author  of  eternal  salvation  is  the  Son  of  God 
and  the  Son  of  man,  standing  between  God  the  Father 
and  our  fallen  race.  It  is  he  who  took  our  nature,  who 
"took  on  him  the  seed  of  Abraham,"  "was  made  of  the 
seed  of  David  acconjing  to  the  flesh,"  born  of  the  Virgin 
Mary,  and  of  whom  Paul  says,  "God  sent  forth  his  Son, 
made  of  a  woman,"  "and  declared  to  be  the  Son  of  God 
with  power,  according  to  the  spirit  of  holiness,  by  the 
resurrection  from  the  dead,"  of  whom  we  have  spoken 
more  fully  in  our  chapters  on  the  atonement,  and  in  oth-^r 
parts  of  this  book. 

The  idea  is  clearly  involved  in  our  text,  that  the  time 
was  when  the  Author  of  'his  salvation  was  not  perfect, 


for  it  is  explicitly  stated  that  "  hrliKj  mudo  perfrrf^  he 
became,"  &c.  This  expression  lias  perplexed  in.iny  in- 
quirers after  truth,  not  because  the  suhjeet  is  dark,  hut 
because  thev  assjime  that  perfection  always  implies  ro/y/- 
pletencss  in  degree^  as  well  as  in  kind,  or  that  C'hri>t 
was  always  perfect  in  all  respects,  both  of  whidi  ideas 
arc  untrue. 

Wc  have  found  eminent  writers  in  strange  conf'u>ion  on 
this  subject,  because  they  held  erroneous  views  concern- 
ing Christ  on  other  points.  In  examining  this  subject 
we  shall  find  that  although  the  Son  of  (lod  "  had  glory 
with  the  Father  before  the  world  was,"  and  "was  rich  " 
before  he  "  took  u[)on  him  the  form  of  a  servant,  and  was 
made  in  the  likeness  of  men,"  and  although  he  ihotiglU 
it  not  rohhcrii  to  be  equal  w  ith  God,"  he  changed  tliis  posi- 
tion to  become  our  sacrifice,  and  to  shed  blood  for  the  re- 
mission of  our  sins,  and  thence  to  become  "  an  high  priest 
which  can  be  touched  w  ith  the  feeling  of  our  infirniities, 
being  in  all  points  tenipted  like  as  we  are,  yet  without 
sin."    Ileb.  4:  15. 

"God  manifest  in  the  flesh,"  is  declared  by  Paul  to  be 
"  a  great  mt/^terg^^^  and  we  arc  ready  to  admit  it ;  yet  we 
will  rejoice  tiiat  such  a  manifestation  has  been  made,  and 
seek  to  learn  wliatever  lias  been  revealed  concerning  it. 

As  we  have  already  stated  above,  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  was  a  union  of  God  and  man,  composed  of  each, 
with  the  elements  and  properties  of  the  Father  mysteri- 
ously united  with  man's  nature,  —  t/ie  divine  nature 
with  jlesh  and  bloody  with  its  infirmities,  but  not  its 
sins.  As  such  he  was  unlike  any  other  being  in  the 
world,  combining  the  qualities  of  divinity  and  humanity. 
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Therefore  tb^,  various  singular  descriptions  of  him  in 
the  Bible.  Isaiah  prophesies  of  him  thus  :  "  Behold,  a 
viroin  shall  conceive  and  bear  a  son,  and  shall  call  his 
name  Immanuel.  Butter  and  honey  shall  he  eat,  that 
he  may  know  to  refuse  the  evil  and  choose  the  good.'' 
Isa.  7:14,  15.  "  And  Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and 
stature,  and  in  favor  with  God  and  man."  Luke  2  : 
52.  These  statements  of  Scripture  are  made  concern- 
ing "Jesus  of  Nazareth,"  touching  his  early  days  in 
this  mortal  world.  After  he  was  anointed  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  entered  upon  his  prophetic  office,  we  hear 
him  saying,  "Behold,  I  cast  out  devils,  and  I  do  cures 
to-day  and  to-morrow,  and  the  third  day  I  shall  be 
perfected."    Luke  13  :  32. 

Paul,  the  commentator  and  inspired  apostle,  in  arguing 
on  this  j)oint,  states  it  thus  :  "  For  it  became  him,  for 
whom  are  all  things,  and  by  whom  are  all  things,  in 
bringing  many  sons  unto  glory,  to  make  the  Captain  of 
tlieir  salvation  perfect  through  sufferings."  Heb.  2  :  10. 
The  great  end  to  be  accomplished  was  the  resurrection 
and  change  to  immortality  of  obedient  believers  in 
Christ,  the  removal  of  the  curse  from  their  inheritance, 
the  redemption  of  the  earth,  and  filling  it  with  God's 
glory,  as  a  fitting  abode  for  his  people,  and  as  the  place 
where  it  was  originally  designed  they  should  enjoy  eter- 
nal life. 

To  accomplish  this,  Christ  must  conquer  death,  which 
holds  all  in  its  grasp  and  blights  all  the  earth,  as  is 
further  stated  by  Paul:  "Forasmuch  then  as  the  chil- 
dren are  partakers  of  flesh  and  blood,  he  also  himself 
likewise  took  part  of  the  same,  that  through  death  he 
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ini<^ht  destroy  him  tliiit  lind  tlui  power  ol'  dcntli,  tliat  is, 
tlie  devil,  and  deliver  lliem  who  through  fear  of  death 
were  all  tin  ir  lil'etiine  subject  to  bondage."  Ileb.  2  : 
14,  15. 

He  nuiHt  not  only  conquer  death,  l)ut  must  conquer 
it  in  humanity,  and  for  humanity,  to  tiave  man,  —  his 
form  and  structure,  his  tunttridl Isni .  This  he  did,  to 
the  praise  of  his  glorious  name. 

To  do  this  he  Uiust  sufl'cr  ;  he  nuist  Iccl  tlic  temlcr  and 
multiplying  sensations  of  childhood,  the  earnest  and  ac- 
tive passions  of  youth,  the  constant  desires  of  manhood 
for  a  better  state,  together  w  ith  all  the  weakness,  temj)- 
tations,  and  infirmities  of  human  nature,  the  woes  and 
sorrows,  the  burdens  and  sadness,  of  a  fallen  race.  That 
this  was  the  task  to  be  done  to  bring  back  lost  man,  and 
to  make  a  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of  the  people,  the  Scrip- 
tures bear  the  most  decided  testimony  in  their  teachings, 
as  to  the  niuiuier  of  the  work,  as  well  as  the  fact  that 
it  was  done. 

Many  seem  to  think  that  the  spirit  of  mcni  is  all  that 
is  involved  in  tiie  work  of  salvation  bv  Christ  :  thouirh 
they  will  admit  that  the  material  man  is  involved  some- 
way in  sin  and  in  death,  yet  if  the  spirit  is  saved,  they 
conclude  it  would  be  a  great  salvation,  and  worthy  of 
a  God. 

If  this  be  so,  why  did  God  pay  such  high  regard  to 
materialism?  AVhy  was  "God  manifest  in  the  flesh"? 
Why  did  Divinity  blend  his  unfathomable  essence  with 
the  framework  of  humanity,  and  tread  the  earth  in  the 
real  form  and  stature  of  a  man,  not  as  a  temporary 
structure,  but  as  an  eternal  one,  having  borne  it  to 
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the  place  A'liere  he  now  is  interceding  for  his  people? 
He  has  entered  within  the  vale,  and  is  seated  upon  the 
Father's  throne  with  the  very  body  which  hung  upon 
the  cross,  with  the  prints  of  the  nails  and  the  mark  of 
^  the  spear  which  he  exhibited  to  xioubting  Thomas  after 
his  resurrection ;  and  which  ate  and  drank,  to  convince 
his  disciples  that  he  was  not  a  spirit,  bidding  them  to 
handle  him,  and  see  iho^  Jiesh  and  the  bones. 

This  same  materialism  and  form  which  groaned  and 
sweat  and  agonized  in  the  garden,  w4iich  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  It  is  finished and  expired  on  the  cross, 
which  lay  in  Joseph's  new  tomb,  which  arose  from  the 
grave,  ascended  to  the  Father,  and  is,  one  day,  to 
descend  to  earth  in  glorified  human  form,  to  receive 
homage  from  every  knee  and  tongue,  is  not  to  be  lightly 
esteemed  by  the  church  of  Christ. 

He  was  made  perfect  through  suffering —  the  suffer- 
ing of  death:  this  was  the  penalty  for  sin.  He  was 
Cijpablc  of  dying,  though  morally  perfect,  free  from  sin, 
righteous  in  principle  and  character ;  but  he  had  given 
himself  a  ransom  for  all :  he  entered  the  dark  domain  of 
death,  and  was  raised  from  this  state  to  life  and  immor- 
tality by  the  Father.  He  is  now  perfect  in  degree^  as  well 
as  in  principle.  So  Paul  states  the  case,  "  knowing  that 
Christy  being  raised  from  the  dead^  dieth  no  more; 
death  hath  no  more  dominion  over  him»^^  Rom.  6:9. 
We  will  hear  Christ's  testimony  to  John  on  this  subject 
after  his  resurrection.  I  am  he  that  liveth,  and  ivas 
dc^ad;  and^  behold^  I  am  alive  for  evermore^  Annen^ 
and  have  the  keys  of  hell  and  of  death. Rev.  1  :  18. 
From  the  foregoing  we  learn  by  what  steps  our  Lord 
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JesuH  Christ  beciiiiie,  or  was  Duah  ,,  jx  ift'ct ^  aiu  hcranic 
an  immortal,  conquering  Saviour  of  huinanity. 

TI1U8  we  find  liim  tcacliin;^  tlicsc  tacts  to  th(^  multi- 
tudes who  came  to  hear  him.  "As  the  Father  knoweth 
me,  even  so  know  I  the  Fatlier ;  and  I  hiy  down  my  hfc 
for  the  sheep.  .  .  .  Therefore  doth  my  Father  h)ve  me, 
because  1  hiy  down  my  lite,  that  I  miifht  take  it  again. 
No  man  taketh  it  from  me,  but  I  lay  it  down  of  myself. 
I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it 
again.  This  connnandment  ['commission' — (J(iinpb(dl^ 
have  I  received  of  my  Father."  John  10  :  15,  IS.  AVe 
will  hear  him  once  more  :  "  I  am  the  bread  of  life  :  he 
that  Cometh  to  me  shall  never  hunger ;  and  he  that 
believeth  on  me  shall  never  thirst.  .  .  .  And  this  is  the 
will  of  him  that  sent  me,  that  every  one  which  seeth  the 
Son,  and  believeth  on  him,  may  have  everlasting  life, 
and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day."  »Iohn  5  : 
35-40. 

How  cheering  the  prospects  set  before  such  poor, 
frail,  dyhig  mortals  as  we,  who,  though  hungering  and 
thirsting  for  righteousness,  and  deliverance  from  this 
mortal  world  of  evil,  and  from  the  dominion  of  death, 
have  no  power  to  satisty  the  cravings  of  the  soul,  nor 
means  of  escape  from  the  grasp  of  death. 

We  are  assured  that  he  who  is  thus  made  perfect 
has  become  our  Higli  Priest,  having  been  practically  ac- 
quainted with  our  infirmities,  and  who  sympathizes  with 
us  in  our  yearnings  for  immortality  and  eternal  life, 
and  under  whose  discipline  we  have  lived.  Wherefore 
in  all  things  it  behooved  him  to  be  made  like  unto  his 
brethren,  that  he  mio'ht  be  a  merciful  and  faithful  Hi^h 
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Priest  in  things  pertaining  to  God,  to  make  reconcilia- 
tion for  the  sins  of  the  people."    Heb.  2  :  17. 

While,  therefore,  our  Lord  and  Saviour  has  come 
down  to  our  mortal  condition  to  know  and  share  our 
sorrows,  and  be  "touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infir- 
mities," suffering  death  in  his  own  person  to  perfect  our 
humanity,  it  becomes  us  to  seek  such  an  acquaintance 
with  him,  by  fiiith  in  his  word  and  the  reception  of  his 
spirit  in  our  hearts,  as  will  enable  us  to  "know  him 
and  the  power  of  his  resurrection,  and  the  fellowship  of 
his  sufferings,  being  made  conformable  unto  his  death ; 
if  possible  we  may  attain  to  the  resurrection  from  among 
the  dead."    Phil.  3  : 10,  11.  —Em.  Diaglott. 

II.     THE   SUBJECTS  OF  ETERNAL  SALVATION. 

The  race  of  man  having  been  reconciled  to,  justified, 
and  redeemed  from  the  Adamic  law  by  the  death  of 
Christ,  as  we  have  shown  in  other  chapters  of  this  work, 
and  an  atonement  having  been  made  by  the  blood  of 
Christ  for  the  remission  of  actual  sins,  led  Paul  to  say, 
"Much  more  then,  being  now  justified  by  his  blood,  we 
shall  be  saved  from  wrath  through  him.  For  if,  when 
we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to  God  [in  respect 
to  that  law  Adam  violated]  by  the  death  of  his  Son, 
much  more,  being  reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his 
life.  And  not  only  so,  but  we  also  joy  in  God  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have  now  received 
the  atonement."    Rom.  5  :  9-11. 

The  atonement  must  be  received  by  faith,  if  we  would 
gain  salvation  by  it ;  for  it  is  written,"  If  thou  shalt 
confess  with  thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt:i 
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believe  in  tliiiie  heart  that  (lod  raised  liiin  from  the  dead, 
tlioii  slialt  he  saved."  "  For  with  the  heart  man  belicv- 
eth  unto  ri^diteousiieiss,  and  witli  the  mouth  confession 
is  made  unto  balvation."    Rom.  10  :  1),  10. 

Jesus  himself  has  declared  it  in  these  words:  ''For 
God  80  loved  the  world  that  he  jxave  his  onlv  hetrotten 
Son,  that  w  hosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  jjeri.sh^ 
but  have  everlasting  life.^^  John  3:16.  Again:  we 
liear  him  sayin<j^,  "  Father,  the  hour  is  come  ;  glorify 
thy  8on,  that  thy  Son  also  may  glorify  thee  ;  as  thou 
hast  given  him  power  ['authority' — £Jm.  DiayhAt] 
over  all  Hesh,  that  he  should  give  eternal  life  to  as  many 
as  thou  hast  given  him.  And  this  is  life  eternal,  that 
they  might  know  thee,  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus 
Christ,  whom  thou  hast  sent.  ...  I  have  manifested  thy 
name  unto  the  men  which  thou  gavest  me  out  of  the 
world  :  thine  they  were,  and  thou  gavest  then)  me,  and 
they  have  kept  thy  word.  Now  they  have  known  that 
all  thini^s  whatsoever  thou  hast  f^iven  me  are  of  thee. 
For  1  have  given  unto  them  the  words  which  thou  gav- 
est me  ;  and  they  have  received  them,  and  have  known 
surely  that  I  came  out  from  thee,  and  they  have  believed 
that  thou  didst  send  me.  I  pray  for  them  :  I  pray  not 
for  the  world,  but  for  them  which  thou  hast  given  me, 
for  they  are  thine.  .  .  .  Neither  i)ray  1  for  these  alone, 
but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  me  through 
their  word."    John  17  :  1—20. 

The  above  testimony  conclusively  shows  the  distin- 
guishing characteristics  of  God's  people,  and  who  are 
given  to  Christ  to  receive  eternal  life.  Of  them  Christ 
says,  again  :     And  I  give  unto  them  eternal  life  ;  and 
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they  sh.ill  never  perish,  neither  shall  any  man  pluck 
them  out  of  my  hand.  My  Father,  which  gave  them  me, 
is  greater  than  all,  and  no  man  is  able  to  pluck  them  out 
Df  my  Father's  hand."    John  10  :  28,  29. 

There  can  be  no  failure  on  the  part  of  God  to  fulfil 
his  promises,  neither  on  the  part  of  Christ :  he  has  life 
in  himself,  and  can  give  it  to  his  followers ;  he  has  a 
heart  to  do  it ;  he  has  promised  it ;  and  all  the  children  of 
God  will  gain  eternal  life  and  salvation. 

Forasmuch,  then,  as  it  hath  pleased  the  Father  to  give 
the  Son  all  who  would  believe  on  him,  to  be  joint  heirs 
with  him  to  eternal  life  and  inheritance,  we  should  joy- 
fully accept  the  way  which  leads  to  it.  The  apostle 
Paul  gives  us  another  clear  statement  of  God's  purpose 
in  the  following  :  — 

"  Having  predestinated  us  unto  the  adoption  of  chil- 
dren by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according  to  the  good 
pleasure  of  his  will,  to  the  praise  of  the  glory  of  his 
grace,  wherein  he  hath  made  us  accepted  in  the  beloved, 
in  whom  we  have  redemption  through  his  blood,  the  for- 
giveness of  sins,  according  to  the  riches  of  his  grace." 
Eph.  1  :  5-8. 

Although  this  salvation  is  bestowed  upon  obedient  be- 
lievers^ it  is  not  the  reward  of  works  ;  it  is  a  gift  in  Jesus 
Christ  to  all  who  obey  him  :  "  Not  by  works  of  right- 
eousness which  we  have  done,  but  according  to  his  mercy, 
he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration  and  renew- 
ing of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  he  shed  on  us  abundantly 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour,  that,  being  justified  by 
his  grace,  we  should  be  made  heirs,  according  to  the 
hope  of  eternal  life."    Titus  3  :  5-7. 
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AjTJiin  :  we  hear  Paul  dceliirin<^  to  tlie  Tliessaloiiiaii-  : 
"  But  we  are  bound  to  give  thanks  alway  to  God  for  you, 
brethren  beK)ved  of  the  Lord,  beeause  (lod  hath  I'rom 
the  l)eiiiiniin;^  ehosen  you  to  salvation  throu'^h  banetifiea- 
tion  of  the  Spirit  and  behef  of  the  truth."  2  Thess. 
2:  13. 

Peter  also  presents  the  same  point  in  the  introduction 
of  his  First  Epistle,  addressed  to  the  alrangers  "  elect 
according  to  the  foreknowledge  of  God  the  Father, 
through  sanetification  of  the  Spirit,  unto  obeiliencc  and 
sprinkling  of  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ."  1  Pet.  1  :  2. 
A  little  farther  on  he  tells  us  that  these  elected,  sancti- 
fied, obedient  ones  "are  ktpt  by  the  power  of  God 
throuijh  faith  unto  sahatio)iy  rendu  to  be  revealed  in 
the  last  time,*' 

The  above  testimony  clearly  reveals  the  fact  that  while 
God  has  provided  a  sacrifice  for  sin,  and  determined  on 
saving  a  portion  of  our  race,  having  elected  them  to 
salvation,  yet  it  is  as  expressly  declared  to  be  secured 
to  the  individuals  on  the  condition  of  "  the  0I5EI)IENCE 
OF  FAITH." 

Before  this  eternal  salvation  is  bestowed  there  must 
be  a  position  attained  to  which  gives  us  union  with 
Christ  (and  a  cleansing  from  sin),  which  we  do  not 
have  by  nature  ;  and  in  order  to  obtain  this  relation  to 
Christ,  there  is  given  us 

A  TERM  OF  rPvOBATION  ^V^^D  SPACE  FOR  REPENTANCE. 

The  conditions  imposed  by  which  we  may  become 
heirs  of  eternal  salvation  are  clearly  stated  in  the  gospel, 
tind  should  be  carefully  studied ;  for  while  God  has 
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chosen^  elected^  and  ordained  that  a  class  shall  obtain 
eternal  salvation,  we  shall  fall  short  of  it  unless  we 
hecome  members  of  that  class, 

Christ  is  God's  elect,  and  all  who  become  associated 
with  him  so  as  to  be  recognized  as  his  followers  are 
embraced  in  the  covenant  between  the  Father  and  the 
Son ;  they  are  in  Christ,  and  consequently  joint  heirs 
with  him.  Behold  my  servant  whom  I  uphold,  mine 
elect,  in  whom  my  soul  delighteth  ;  I  have  put  my  spirit 
upon  him  :  he  shall  bring  forth  judgment  to  the  Gentiles. 
.  .  .  He  shall  not  fail,  nor  be  discouraged,  till  he  have 
set  judgment  in  the  earth,  and  the  isles  shall  wait  for  his 
law.  ...  I  the  Lord  have  called  thee  in  righteousness, 
and  will  Jiold  thine  hand,  and  will  keep  thee,  and  give 
thee  for  a  covenant  of  the  people,  for  a  light  of  the  Gen- 
tiles, to  open  the  blind  eyes,  to  bring  out  the  prisoners 
from  the  prison,  and  them  that  sit  in  darkness  out  of  the 
prison-house."    Isa.  42  :  1-7. 

This  is  a  declaration  of  the  Father  concerning  his  Son  : 
whosoever  believeth  in  him  becomes  entitled  to  the  priv- 
ileges belonging  to  him,  being  elected  in  him,  he  being 
the  representative  head  of  all  believers. 

Nearly  all  the  subjects  of  special  importance  treated 
upon  in  revelation  relating  to  this  mortal  world  are 
presented  in  the  several  stages  they  pass  through  from 
the  incipient  stage  to  completion,  or  perfection  in  the  ab- 
solute sense.  A  few  examples  will  illustrate  the  point. 
Adam,  although  created  in  the  image  of  God,  and  very 
good,  was  undeveloped,  and  put  on  probation  for  im- 
mortality, dominion',  and  eternal  life. 

The  earth,  although  created  with  all  the  elements  of 
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Ijcaiitv,  IViiitlulncs.s,  iind  goodness,  was  put  liiidcr  the 
care  of  man  to  till,  dress,  subdue,  and  develop.  Since 
bin  entered  and  the  eurse  followed,  (iod  has  commenced 
the  work  ot*  redeenung  and  restoring,  revealing  his  pur- 
poses by  degrees,  giving  one  hud  of  hope,  then  another; 
opening  an  elementary  course  of  discipline,  then  institut- 
ing a  formal  civil  code  of  law  and  government,  with  its 
emblems^  tt/peSy  and  shadow.^  of  yood  thnKjs  to  come  ; 
all  the  while  proclaiming  the  gospel  or  good  news  of 
the  comin<r  restitution  in  various  wavs,  until  the  "seed 
of  the  woman  "  is  manifested,  who  is  to  destroy  the 
devil  and  his  works. 

Here,  again,  we  find  the  same  plan  pursued  in  relatiijn 
to  our  Saviour,  the  Lord  of  life. 

First,  it  is  the  "holy  child  Jesus,"  begotten  "of  the 
Holy  Ghost,"  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  with  the  weak- 
ness of  infancy,  not  knowing  to  refuse  the  evil  or  to 
choose  the  good ;  then  the  zeal  of  youth  with  the  doc- 
tors at  elcrusalem ;  the  firmness,  care,  determination, 
and  endurance  of  manhood  in  his  ministry  and  tempta- 
tions ;  and  lastly,  the  faithfulness  and  submissive  suHer- 
ing  of  death  on  the  cross  ;  these  were  the  progressive 
steps  which  brought  him  to  that  state  of  })erfection  he 
obtained  in  his  resurrection  from  death. 

A  similar  course  of  progression  is  j)ursued  with  us  to 
bring  us  to  the  enjoyment  of  eternal  lif(.'.  We  are  a  race 
of  actual  sinners  ;  our  nature  is  carnal ;  we  are  not  willing 
subjects  of  the  law  of  God  ;  yet  he  does  not  abandon  us 
in  our  sinful  state  ;  though  wx  have  incurred  the  sentence 
of  his  law  by  rejecting  Christ,  he  still  seeks  to  win  us  to 
enter  his  fold.    He  has  explained  to  us  the  nature  and 
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consequences  of  sin  ;  he  has  extended  to  us  the  oiFers  of 
njercy,  promising  us  salvation  from  sin  and  death  if  we 
will  beheve  in  and  obey  his  Son.  To  us  also  "  is  the 
word  of  this  salvation  sent."  Jesus  is  proclaimed  con- 
stantly in  the  gospel :  "  And  thou  shalt  call  his  name 
Jesus,  for  he  shall  save  his  people  from  their  sins." 
Matt.  1  :  21. 

After  Christ  was  raised  from  the  dead  he  commissioned 
men  to  "  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature,"  and  to  tell  them  that  "  he  that  believeth 
and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved  ;  but  he  that  believeth 
not  shall  be  damned."    Mark  16  :  16. 

In  pursuance  of  this  commission  Paul  says,  "  For  I 
am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  for  it  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth, 
to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Greek.  For  herein  is 
the  righteousness  of  God  revealed  from  faith  to  faith,  as 
it  is  written,  The  just  shall  live  by  faith."  "  The  right- 
eous by  faith  shall  live^^  —  Em,  Diaglott.  Rom.  1 : 
16,  17. 

All  this  interest  and  care  on  the  part  of  God  and  his 
Son,  in  offering  mercy,  procuring  a  sacrifice  for  sin, 
revealing  righteousness,  and  in  publishing  the  gospel  of 
salvation,  is  for  the  benefit  of  sinners.  Formerly,  the  law 
gave  the  knowledge  of  sin  :  since  Christ  ascended  to  the 
Father,  the  Holy  Spirit  has  been  given^  to  "  reprove  the 
world  of  sin,  of  righteousness ,  and  of  judgment. 
The  gospel  is  given  us  to  explain  the  character  and 
offices  of  Christ  as  a  Saviour  of  sinners,  and  to  give  the 
promises  of  salvation  and  eternal  blessedness.  When 
we  are  convinced  of  sin,  and  ready  to  accept  Christ  as

our  sacrifice,  our  lawgiver,  and  ^^uidc,  the  Fallu  r  is  n  .-idy 
to  forgive  our  sins,  and  acee[)t  us  a«  his  suns,  throuirh 
the  bk)od  of  the  new  covenant:  thus  we  are  given  to 
Christ,  as  our  teacher,  to  instruct,  guide,  chasten,  and 
discipline  according  to  the  spirit  and  precepts  of*  the  hiw 
of  faith.  Jesus  states  it  on  tliis  wise:  "All  that  the 
Father  giveth  ine,  shall  come  to  nie,  and  him  that 
Cometh  to  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out.  .  .  .  No  man  can 
come  to  me,  except  the  Father,  which  hath  sent  me,  draw 
him."  John  6:37,  44.  By  this  it  is  seen  that  the 
Father  awakens  and  convinces  the  sinner,  draws  his  at- 
tention to  Christ;  if  he  will  choose  him  as  his  Saviour, 
and  enter  his  school  of  instruction,  the  Father  gives  him 
to  the  Son,  and  he  becomes  a  disciple,  a  scholar,  in  the 
school  of  Christ.  This  school  has  a  law;  it  is  "the 
royal  law,"  "  the  law  of  faith."  It  must  be  obeyed  or 
we  must  suffer  chastisement.  Christ  ''will  in  no  wise 
cast  us  out ;  "  he  will  instruct  and  love  us,  and  u>c  all  the 
means  of  mercy  to  save  us. 

The  terms  of  discipleship  are  thus  stated  by  Christ : 
"  Whosoever  will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself, 
and  take  up  his  cross  and  follow  me."  Mark  8  :  34. 
Again  :  "  Whosoever  he  be  of  you  that  forsaketh  not  all 
that  he  hath,  cannot  be  my  disciple.^^    Luke  14  :  33. 

All  confidence  in  our  own  righteousness,  wi.^dom,  or 
ability,  or  tliat  of  any  other,  must  be  abandoned  for 
Christ,  to  learn  of  him,  be  saved  by  him,  and  kept  unto 
the  end  of  probation.  '' If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is 
faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins  and  to  cleanse  iis 
from  all  unrighteousness."    1  John  1:9. 

We  are  saved  from  our  sins  by  confession  through 
21 
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faith  in  Christ.  We  stand  by  faith.  We  walk  by  faith. 
We  run  by  faith.  Therefore  we  are  taught  by  the  Scrip- 
tures to  "lay  aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin  which  doth 
so  easily  beset  us,  and  let  us  run  with  patience  the  race 
that  is  set  before  us,  looking  unto  Jesus,  the  author  and 
finisher  of  our  faith."    Heb.  12  :  1,  2. 

But  we  must  continue  in  the  school  of  Christ  in  order 
to  secure  our  election,  maintain  the  character  of  disciples, 
and  gain  eternal  salvation.  "  If  ye  continue  in  my  word, 
then  are  ye  my  disciples  indeed,  and  ye  shall  know 
the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free."  John  8  : 
31,  32.  "As  the  branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of  itself, 
except  it  abide  in  the  vine,  no  more  can  ye,  except  ye 
abide  in  me.  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in 
you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto 
you.  Herein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much 
fruit ;  so  shall  ye  be  my  disciples.  As  the  Father  hath 
loved  me,  so  have  I  loved  you  :  continue  in  my  love.  If 
ye  keep  my  commandments  ye  shall  abide  in  my  love." 
John  15  :  4-10.  These  terms  need  not  be  misunder- 
stood. The  conditions  are  plain  and  open  for  all.  If 
we  refuse  to  comply  with  them,  Jesus  does  not  cast  us 
out;  but  the  Father,  who  gave  us  to  Christ  to  train  for 
immortality,  takes  us  away  for  disregarding  and  dishon- 
oring him  and  his  Son.  "  I  am  the  true  vine,  and  my 
Father  is  the  husbandman.  Every  branch  in  me  that 
beareth  not  fruit  he  taketh  away.  ...  If  any  man  abide 
not  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branch,  and  is  withered. 
John  15  :  1,  6. 

Peter  teaches  us  to  add  to  faith  certain  graces  or  fruits 
of  the  Spirit,  and  then  remarks,  "For  if  these  things  Lc 
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in  you,  and  abound,  llicy  make  you  lliat  yc  bliall  be 
neither  barren  nor  unfruitlul  in  the;  kii(>\Nled;;c  c4'  our 
Lord  Jcsu8  Christ.  Ihit  he  that  hicketh  liii'se  thiuL^s  is 
blind,  and  cannot  see  afar  oil",  and  hath  lor^ottcn  that 
^hc  was  purged  I'rom  his  ohl  t?in.s.  AN'hcrclun;  the  rather, 
brethren,  give  dihgence  to  make  your  callixc;  and 
ELECTION  SVliK  I  for  ii'ye  (h)  these?  things  ye  i?hall  never 
fall  :  for  so  an  entrance  f^hall  be  niini>tc'red  unto  you 
abundantly  into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ."    2  Pet.  1  :  <^-lL 

Let  us  quote  again  the  text  at  the  head  of  this  chap- 
ter, and  notice  the  harmony  of  the  Word  :  "  And  being 
made  perfect,  he  became  the  author  of  eternal  salvation 
unto  all  them  that  obey  him."  Thu8  we  are  taught  that 
eternal  salvation  is  the  result  of  obedience  to  Christ,  and 
this  obedience  is  the  fruit  of  faith  in  the  Son  of  God. 
Unless  we  have  faith  enough  to  lead  us  to  obedience,  it 
is  not  enough  to  save  us  :  we  must  have  faith  which 
works,  grows,  surmounts  difficulties,  lays  hold  of  the 
promises  of  the  eternal  (iod,  and  overcomes  the  world. 
This  is  not  a  faith  which  makes  us  fearful,  stupid,  indo- 
lent, and  presumptuous,  but  gives  life,  hoi)e,  activity, 
earnestness,  and  courage  to  face  the  devil,  declare  the 
truth,  live  righteousness,  reprove  sin,  and  preach  Christ 
with  a  loving  heart,  "  working  out  our  own  salvation 
with  fear  and  trembling ;  "  not  working  to  buy  or 
produce  salvation,  but  having  salvation,  and  then  de- 
veloping it,  as  the  fountain  works  out  or  sends  forth  the 
river,  or  the  fruitful  tree  sends  forth  its  fruit.  When  we 
are  so  saved  from  sin,  controlled  by  grace  through  faith, 
as  to  be  workers  with  God  and  for  God,  there  is  a 
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living  hope  of  eternal  salvation  :  "  For  we  are  saved  by- 
hope  :  but  hope  that  is  seen  is  not  hope;  for  what  a 
man  seeth,  why  doth  he  yet  hope  for?  But  if  we  hope 
for  that  we  see  not,  then  do  we  with  patience  wait  for 
it."    Eom.  8  :  24,  25. 

Though  we  be  saved  from  our  sins  by  repentance 
toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  kept  by  the  faith  of  obedience,  we  are  yet  compassed 
^vith.  many  infirmities ;  we  are  frail,  short-siglited,  timid, 
erring  mortals,  needing  the  intercession  of  Christ,  the 
merits  of  his  shed  blood,  the  admonitions  and  quickening 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  constantly;  for  "we  walk  by  faith." 
We  have  not  yet  overcome  all ;  the  "  fight  of  faith " 
ends  only  when  probation  closes  up. 

Our  lives  here  are  labor  and  sorrow,  and  end  in  death  ; 
our  victory  here  is  only  a  moral  one ;  but  if  w^e  keep  our 
ground,  and  hold  the  victory  in  Christ  over  moral  enemies, 
we  shall  be  able  to  go  on  to  final  and  everlasting  victory 
over  deaths  by  the  resurrection  from  the  dead  to  immor- 
tality. He  who  conquered  death  for  us  obtained  the 
keys.  He  has  promised  us  deliverance  from  death, 
blessed  be  his  glorious  name.  "  For  the  Lord  himself 
shall  descend  from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice 
of  the  archangel  and  the  trump  of  God,  and  the  dead  in 
Christ  shall  rise  first :  then  we  which  are  alive  and 
remain  shall  be  caught  up  together  wdth  them  in  the 
clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air  :  and  so  shall  we 
ever  be  with  the  Lord."    1  Thess.  4  :  16,  17. 

Again,  Paul  speaks  of  the  triumph  of  the  church  in 
this  wise  :  "We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the 
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last  trump  :  for  the  (ruinpet  ahull  scjiiiid,  and  (lie  dead 
shall  be  raijseel  incorriij)tibl(^,  and  we  .shall  he  cliaiiL;'  d.  .  .  . 
So  when  tliirf  eorriiplihle  shall  have  put  on  incoriuptinu, 
and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  inunortality,  then  shall 
he  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is 
swallowed  up  in  victory."  1  (.^or.  Ifj  ;  This 
will  be  the  final  vietory  ot*  ihc  church  ol' Christ,  and  tlicy 
will  then  be  ready  to  giNc  him  the  glory  for  it  all. 
Jt)hn,  while  on  l*atmos,  in  prophetic  vision,  heard  them 
saying,  ''For  thou  wast  slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to 
God,  by  thy  blood,  out  of  every  kindred,  and  tongue,  and 
nation,  and  [uiople,  and  hast  made  us  unto  our  God 
kings  and  priests,  and  we  shall  reign  on  the  earth." 
liev.  5:1),  10.  John  hears  another  voice  also  on  the 
samp  subject :  "And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven, 
saying,  liehold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and 
lie  will  dwell  with  them,  and  be  their  God  ;  and  God 
shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes,  and  there  sliall 
be  iKy  more  death,  neither  sorrow  nor  crying,  neither 
shall  there  be  any  more  pain,  for  the  former  things  are 
passed  tiway."    lie  v.  21  :  3,  4. 

Whfit  ecstasy  of  joy  arises  from  a  proper  contempla- 
tion of  this  theme  —  etekxal  salvatiox  !  Is  it  for  you 
to  enjoy,  dear  readers?  Yes,  if  you  will  believe  and 
obey  Christ.  AVhat  a  prospect  is  before  the  church  — 
God's  faithful,  humble  children  !  They  1  ave  been  j)0()r 
and  despised  by  the  world  ;  they  have  been  regarded  a^ 
stupid,  mad,  Ibolish,  and  unworthy  the  respect  of  t'le 
rich  and  the  proud.  They  have  suffered  loss,  shame, 
reproach,  scoffing,  ridicuh,  contempt,  torture,  inipiison- 
ment,  and  death,  for  their  faith  in  Christ ;  yet,  trust iiig  in 
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a  covenant-keeping  God,  they  prayed,  and  believed,  and 
hoped ;  they  struggled  with  difficulties ;  they  endured 
temptations  ;  they  suffered  hardship  ;  they  wept  tears  of 
bitterness,  and  groaned  in  anxious  hope  and  expectation 
of  the  final  triumph  over  sin  and  its  effects.  Many  are 
having  this  experience  now.    But  the  victory  hasteth ; 

the  Lord  is  at  hand  ;  "  the  day  of  redemption  cometh  ; 
"  the  year  of  God's  redeemed "  is  now  nigh  at  hand. 
'^Lift  up  your  heads,  and  look  up,  for  your  redemption 
draweth  nigh."    Luke  21  :  28. 

Eternal  salvation !  How  sweet  the  sound !  The 
weakness  of  mortal  nature,  the  heart  tremblings,  the 
alternations  between  hope  and  fear,  the  sadness  and 
weepings  over  faults  and  failings,  are  then  to  give  place 
to  songs  of  victory.  The  toils  and  the  cares,  the  bur- 
dens and  the  sorrows,  of  the  faithful  shall  all  end  in 
eternal  rest.  The  tears  and  groans,  losses,  pains, 
crosses,  and  yearnings,  will  be  changed  for  the  crown 
of  life  and  everlasting  joy.  The  sad  partings  from  loved 
ones  in  death,  endured  by  stricken  and  broken-hearted 
mothers,  fathers,  and  companions,  brothers,  sisters,  and 
children,  who  have  died  in  the  Lord,  will  be  rewarded 
by  a  reunion  in  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  God,  to 
part  no  more ;  and  associated  with  all  the  faithful, 
suffering  children  of  God,  we  shall  find  unbounded  joy 
and  gladness  in  exchange  for  the  sacrifices,  made  in  this 
sorrowing  world,  in  the  service  of  God. 

When  time's  stormy  tempest-roar 
Is  forever  closing, 
'  I  shall  on  the  other  shore 

With  Him  be  reposing. 
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Lovinj;  eyes  sli;ill  on  nic  sliiuc,

**  Saviour,  come  and  bring  the  day, 

Day  of  endless  gladn<'ss  ;

Let  us  see  the  light  of  home, 

Hear  its  music  swelling; 
Bring  us  through  the  conquered  tomb 

To  that  heavenly  dwelling." —  ii.  l.  II. 

Conic,  ye  weary,  burdened,  tempest -toj?j?ed  cliildrcn 
of  our  heavenly  Father,  look  up,  and  hope,  and  trust  his 
grrxce  :  in  a  little  while  you  shall  join  the  iclad  song  of 
eternal  victory.  And  you,  })0or,  sad,  distressed  and 
burdened  sinners,  come  to  the  banqueting-house.  Cast 
away  your  garments  of  sin  and  self  righteousness,  receive 
Christ  as  your  Saviour,  be  clothed  with  the  righteousness 
of  faith,  confess  your  sins,  accept  his  terms  of  disci- 
pleship,  learn  of  him,  obey  his  teachings,  believe  his 
promises,  and  obtain  eternal  salvation  in  the  everlasting 
kingdom. 
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CHAPTER  XVIII. 

god's  people  ISRAEL. 

Then  said  God,  Call  his  name  Lo-ammi :  for  ye  are  not  my  peo- 
ple, and  I  will  not  be  your  God.  Yet  the  number  of  the  children  of 
Israel  shall  be  as  the  sand  of  the  sea,  which  cannot  be  measured 
nor  numbered ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  the  place  where 
it  was  said  unto  them,  Ye  are  not  my  people,  there  it  shall  be  said 
unto  them,  Ye  are  the  sons  of  the  living  God." —  Hosea  1 :  9,  10. 

Although  many  volumes  have  been  written  upon  God's 
relation  to^  and  purposes  concerning  this  remarkable  peo- 
ple, the  Jewish  nation,  yet  we  do  not  consider  the  subject 
exhausted. 

A  misunderstanding  of  the  Scriptures  upon  important 
points  has  led  to  many  conflicting  opinions  and  false 
conclusions,  which  materially  affect  the  expectations  of 
the  Christian  church. 

While  the  mass  of  Christians  admit  the  doctrine  that 
the  second  advent  of  Christ  is  yet  future,  in  some  form 
or  sense,  and  that  the  church  is  to  finally  triumph  on 
earth,  others,  the  genuineness  of  whose  faith  is  more 
doubtful,  claim  that  the  second  advent  of  Christ  is  in 
the  past,  and  that  the  Scriptures  relating  to  that  event 
were  fulfilled  at  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem;  yet  it  is 
generally  admitted  that  that  event  sustains  some  very  im- 
portant relation  to  the  Israelitish  nation. 

The  latter  named  class  claim  that  it  was  the  over- 
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tlirow  of  their  polity,  or  ^^ovcrnnicnt,  and  llicir  disper- 
sion ainonn:  the  Gentile  luitions  ol'  the  earth  ;  wiiile  u 
portion  of  the  loriner  elatss  elaini  that  the  seeond  a(hent 
of  C/hrist  id  8[)iritual,  and  accnnjplishes  the  re>toration 
of  the  Jewitih  nation  to  the  land  of  Palestine,  and  the 
conversion  of  the  nations  to  the  gospel  ;  and  yet  another 
portion  claim  that  it  is  literal,  and  results  in  tiie  literal 
return  of  the  Jews  to  Jerusaleui,  and  a  term  (»r  jirohation 
for  them,  together  with  those  nations  whieh  they  claim 
have  not  had  the  gos[)el  prior  to  that  event. 

AVhile  we  claim  that  the  second  advent  of  Christ  is 
literal,  personal,  and  results  in  the  end  of  all  probation, 
the  resurrection  of  the  righteous  dead,  the  final  jud<rment 
of  the  resurrected  wicked,  the  eternal  trimnph  of  the  true 
Israel  of  both  Jew  and  Uentile,  and  the  final  establish- 
ment of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  personal  reign  of 
Christ  with  his  people,  on  the  renewed  earth. 

We  shall  not  attempt  to  review  these  various  opinions 
in  this  chapter,  as  they  have  been  sufiiciently  met  by  the 
direct  Bible  argument  in  this  and  other  works  on  this 
subject. 

But  we  shall  endeavor  to  present  the  (Hrect  Bible 
argument  upon  the  question, 

WHO  ARE  THE  TliUE  I;?KAEL, 

And  the  rightful  heirs  of  the  promises  made  to  Abra- 
ham, and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  to  their  seed,  and  to 
David  and  his  seed? 

In  doing  this,  we  shall  endeavor  to  find  and  present 
the  Scriptural  line  of  distinction  between  the  Jewish 
nation  as  such,  and  the  promises  to  and  concerning  them, 
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and  the  true  seed  of  Abraham,  — the  Israel  of  God, 
—  and  the  promises  which  pertain  to  them.  Or,  in  other 
words,  show  the  dilFerence  between  "the  children  of  the 
flesh,"  and  "the  children  of  the  promise." 

From  the  earliest  history  of  our  race,  as  given  by 
inspiration,  we  have  the  line  of  difference  between  God's 
people  and  the  children  of  the  Devil.  This  is  the  line 
of  faith^  and  it  is  as  distinctly  drawn,  and  even  more  so, 
through  the  Jewish  nation,  than  any  other  nation  on  the 
earth. 

The  apostle  John  recognizes  it  as  existing  in  the 
history  of  Cain  and  Abel,  the  two  first  sons  of  Adam. 

"Not  as  Cain,  who  was  of  that  wicked  one,  and  slew 
his  brother.  And  wherefore  slew  he  him?  Because 
his  own  works  were  evil,  and  his  brother's  righteous." 
1  John  3  :  12. 

Paul  shows  that  line  of  distinction  to  be  faith. 
He  also  commences  it  with  Abel,  and  runs  it  down 
through  the  Jewish  nation  into  the  Gentile  nations  of  the 
earth. 

If  this  line  of  distinction  is  kept  in  view  in  our  investi- 
gations, we  shall  find  but  little  difficulty  in  determining 
who  are  the  Israel  to  be  saved,  redeemed,  restored,  at  the 
second  advent  of  the  Deliverer  who  shall  come  to  Zion, 
and  to  them  that  turn  from  transgressions  in  Jacob. 
Isa.  59  :  20. 

It  is  true,  there  are  passages  in  the  prophets  that 
would  seem  to  favor  the  ide  -  of  the  restoration  of  the 
Jews  to  Palestine,  were  it  not  for  the  express  conditions 
proposed  by  the  Lord  in  the  beginning,  and  the  inspired 
expositions  of  the  New  Test.iment,  together  with  the 
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most  i)ositivc  statements  in  the  Old  Tcstiiment,  and  l>y 
8ome  of  the  same  prophets  to  the  contrary,  —  such  as 
Jer.  1!)  :  1,  10,  lo.  Please  read  the  whole  chapter. 
With  such  an  amount  of  direct  testimony,  we  consider 
the  question  settled. 

With  these  prelinn'nary  remarks,  we  will  {)roceed  wiili 
the  direct  argument  as  to  w  ho  are  God's  people,  and  the 
Israel  of  God  to  whom  the  promises  apply.  We  re- 
marked that  they  could  be  traced  from  the  earliest 
history  of  our  race,  as  given  by  inspiration. 

We  wish  to  enter  into  the  investigation  of  this  subject 
in  the  si)irit  of  meekness,  and  with  no  lower  aim  than 
to  find  and  present  to  the  reader  the  truth  of  revelation 
on  this  great  subject ;  for  the  glory  of  God  in  the 
advancement  of  the  knowledge  of  Bible  truth,  and  for 
the  good  of  our  fellow-men,  especially  those  who  love 
truth  rather  than  fables  ;  hoping  that  we  may  be  found 
among  that  class  to  whom  it  may  be  said  by  our  ^Lister, 
when  he  comes,  "  AVell  done,  thou  good  and  faithful 
servant." 

We  will  now  turn  to  Gen.  4:8.  "  And  Cain  talked 
with  Abel  his  brother  ;  and  it  came  to  pass,  when  they 
were  in  the  field,  that  Cain  rose  up  against  Abel  his 
brother,  and  slew  him." 

Here  we  find  the  two  classes  involved  in  our  subject, 
in  the  first  family  on  earth,  and  the  first  born  of  Adam 
and  Eve.  Here  was  the  first  death  of  a  member  of 
the  race,  and  that  by  violence ;  —  a  murder.  The 
earth  opens  her  mouth  to  receive  the  blood  of  Abel,  at 
the  hand  of  his  brother.  Ver.  11.  And  why  was  this? 
Inspiration  answers,  Cain  "  w^as  of  that  wicked  one  "  — 
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[the  (lev  il] .  "  His  own  works  were  evil  [he  hated 
God  and  his  brother  also] ,  and  his  brother's  righteous." 

At  this  point  we  start  with  the  two  characters,  — the 
righteous  and  the  wicked.  But  why  this  difference? 
They  were  the  first  two  born  on  earth,  and  of  the  same 
parents,  nourished  and  brought  up  in  the  same  family. 
They  enjoyed  the  same  privileges,  they  had  the  same 
prospects  spread  out  before  them,  the  same  right  to  will 
and  choose.  They  were  both  sinners  by  nature,  by  the 
first  transgression ;  both  under  the  sentence  of  death, 
which  was  passed  upon  their  father,  and  entailed  upon 
them.  Gen.  3  :  19  ;  Rom.  5  :  12,  19.  They  both 
had  the  same  means  of  knowing  the  remedy  God  had 
provided  for  this  evil,  for  he  had  expressly  said,  "  The 
seed  of  the  woman  shall  bruise  [crush]  the  serpent's 
[devil's]  head."  And  we  have  good  evidence  that  God 
elucidated  and  enforced  this  great  truth  by  offering  sacri- 
fice in  Eden,  and  procuring  skins  to  cover  their  naked- 
ness. 

Thus  these  two  men,  the  first  two  born  of  our  race, 
were  placed  upon  an  exact  level  with  the  new  covenant 
in  its  germ  placed  before  them,  in  tlie  denunciation 
against  the  devil,  —  that  the  seed  of  the  woman  [Christ] 
should  destroy  him  and  his  works :  as  since  explained 
(Heb.  2  :  14,  and  1  John  3  :  8),  which  was  a  promise  to 
them  of  future  deliverance  from  death  [of  which  the 
devil  then  had  the  power] ,  and  by  instituting  the  symbol 
of  sacrifice,  and  the  shedding  of  blood  [which  was 
imitated  by  Abel  in  his  offering  (Gen.  4:4),  showing 
the  means  by  which  this  deliverance  was  to  be  accom- 
plished.   Kead  Heb.  2  :  12,  14. 
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Thus,  eternal  lile  was  as  really  [)laced  witliin  their 
reach,  as  it  was  in  Adani*s  before  he  sinned.  Yet  we 
find  one  of  them  is  wicked,  a  child  of  the  devil ;  the 
other  is  righteous,  a  child  of  God.  One  of  them 
striving  for  eternal  life  ;  the  other  is  cursed  from  the 
earth,  which  hath  opened  her  mouth  to  receive  his  broth- 
er's blood  from  his  hand.  Gen.  4:11.  lie  is  on  the 
road  to  destruction. 

With  all  these  facts  touching  these  two  men  bei'orc 
us,  we  repeat  the  question,  A\  iiy  all  this  dillerencc  in 
their  character  and  course,  and  what  is  the  line  of 
demarkation  between  them?  And  again  we  repeat, 
tlie  Scriptures  furnish  the  answer :  It  is  faith.  "  liy 
faith  Abel  offered  unto  God  a  more  excellent  sacrifice 
than  Cain,  by  which  he  obtained  witness  that  he  was 
righteous,  God  testifying  of  his  gifts:  and  hy  it  he 
being  dead  yet  s[)eaketh.    Ileb.  11:4. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  Abel's  faith  grasped  the  promises 
concerning  Christ,  and  his  work  of  atonement ;  and  he 
expressed  this  faith  in  his  oftering,  and  God  accepted 
him,  and  gave  him  witness  that  he  was  righteous,  testi- 
fying of  his  gifts  ;  and  that  testimony  has  reached  us 
through  the  long  range  of  six  thousand  years,  to  cheer 
us  in  our  race  for  the  same  object  which  he  sought. 
But  his  faith  cost  him  his  life.  Then  marvel  not,  my 
brethren,  if  the  world  hate  you."    1  John  3  :  13. 

Cain  also  brought  an  offering  before  the  Lord ;  but  in 
part,  at  least,  of  his  own  works.  It  represented  no  faith 
in  Christ,  and  God  did  not  accept  him  or  his  ofi'ering. 
Then  his  anger  and  his  envy  is  kindled  against  his  brother, 
and,  prompted  by  "that  wicked  one,"  he  slew  his  brother  ; 
thus  showing  that  he  hated  God  and  his  brother  also. 
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"If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hateth  his  brother, 
he  is  a  liar  :  for  he  that  loveth  not  his  brother  whom  he 
hath  seen,  how  can  he  love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen  ?  " 
1  John  4  :  20. 

With  tliese  two  well  marked  and  clearly  defined 
monuments,  standing  at  the  head  of  these  two  grand 
divisions  of  our  race,  —  the  personifications  of  faith  and 
of  unbelief,  of  righteousness  and  wickedness,  —  with  the 
line  of  distinction  clearly  settled,  we  take  our  course  on 
the  stream  of  time,  to  trace  the  line  of  distinction  be- 
tween God's  chosen  people,  to  whom  all  his  promises  of 
future  blessedness  in  Christ,  through  Abraham,  Isaac, 
Jacob,  and  David,  belong,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
children  of  the  wicked  one,  to  whom  all  his  threatenings 
and  denunciations  of  future  woe  and  destruction  belong, 
on  the  other. 

In  Gen.  4  :  16,  we  find  Cain  in  the  land  of  Nod,  on 
the  east  of  Eden,  and  thence  we  trace  the  genealogy  of 
the  Cain  family  to  the  sixth  generation,  and  here  we  find 
the  same  character  as  in  the  father.  Lamech  is  another 
murderer.   See  Gen.  4  :  23. 

We  next  have  an  account  of  the  birth  of  Seth,  who 
takes  the  place  [in  the  genealogy]  of  Abel  whom 
Cain  slew.  And  Seth  begat  Enos.  And  here  it  is  said, 
"  men  began  to  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord,"  or  "  to 
call  themselves  by  the  name  of  the  Lord,"  as  the  margin 
has  it.  This  marginal  rendering  looks  the  more  reasona- 
ble when  we  consider,  that  to  call  upon  the  name  of  the 
Lord  is  to  ask  his  favor  —  to  pray  ;  which  Abel  probably 
did  when  he  brought  his  offering  and  was  accepted.  But 
at  the  time  referred  to  in  verse  26,  believers  had  learned 
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that  by  faith  in  the  proinised  seed  [Chri.st]  tlicy  "herame 
the  sons  of  God,"  as  is  since  dechired. 

*'Ye  are  all  the  children  of  God  by  faitli  in  ('liri^t 
Jesus."  (Jal.  3  :  2(5.  Or,  as  in  the  text  at  the  head 
of  this  chapter,  "  It  shall  be  said  unto  tlicin,  Ve  are  the 
sons  of  the  livin^^  God."  Thus  it  is  shown  that  unbe- 
lief produced  enmity  towards  God  and  liis  clnhhcn ,  and 
constituted  men  the  children  of  the  devil. 

Christ  said  to  the  unljclievin^  Jews,  "  Ve  arc  ul  your 
father  the  devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  do. 
He  was  a  murderer  from  the  be<^iiuiin«j:,  and  abt)de  not 
in  the  truth,  because  there  is  no  truth  in  him."  John 
8:  44. 

Cain  "was  of  that  wicked  one"  —  the  devil.  (  liil- 
dren  take  the  name  of  their  father ;  therefore  the  Cain 
family  are  called  by  Christ  the  children  of  the  devil. 
For  the  same  reason,  Seth,  Enos,  and  other  believers 
of  their  time,  "called  themselves  by  the  name  of  the 
Lord,"  by  way  of  distinction  from  the  wicked  around 
them. 

With  Genesis,  5th  chapter,  w^e  commence  with  "  the 
book  of  the  i^cnerations  of  Adam,"  in  which  the  names 
of  the  antediluvian  patriarchs,  at  the  head  of  their 
families,  are  given,  running  down  to  the  time  of  the 
flood.  It  should  be  noticed,  that  in  this  genealogy, 
Cain  and  Abel  are  not  found ;  Abel  having  been 
martyred  for  his  faith,  and  Cain,  his  murderer,  being  a 
child  of  the  de\  il,  and  cursed  from  the  earth. 

As  Adam  is  recorded  as  standing  at  the  head  of  this 
line  of  patriarchs,  and  Seth,  his  third  son,  and  Enos, 
the  son  of  Seth,  who  called  themselves  by  the  name  of 
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the  Lord,  it  indicates  that  Adam  himself  was  a  believer 
in  the  promised  seed,  who  should  bruise  [crush]  the 
serpent's  head.  And  it  is  also  evident  that  these  patri- 
archs offered  sacrifices,  and  acted  as  priests,  and  en- 
deavored to  train  up  their  families  in  the  faith,  and  did 
not  allow  them  to  intermarry  with  unbelievers,  —  the 
descendants  of  Cain. 

Hence,  in  Gen.  6:2,  they  are  called  "the  sons  of 
God."  And  it  appears  from  the  first  three  verses,  that 
when  they  became  numerous,  and  came  in  contact  with 
"  the  daughters  of  men,"  —  or  of  the  unbelieving  families, 
—  they  broke  over  this  rule,  as  the  children  of  Israel 
did  after  them,  and  intermarried  with  unbelievers,  or 
the  children  of  men,  which  caused  them  to  forsake  the 
Lord,  and  to  grieve  his  Spirit ;  so  that  at  the  time  of  the 
flood,  only  Noah  and  his  family  were  found  true  to  their 
faith. 

Adam,  Seth,  and  Enos  were  dead,  Enoch  had  been 
translated,  the  others  of  the  faithful  had  fallen  asleep, 
and  Noah  only  was  found  righteous  ;  and  God  saved  him, 
and  passed  him  over  from  the  old  world  to  the  new  one, 
by  water,  together  with  his  family  (1  Pet.  3,  20)  ;  while 
with  the  same  element  he  swept  the  wicked  from  the 
earth,  as  with  the  besom  of  destruction. 

Thus  we  pass  the  flood ;  Noah  and  his  family  being 
the  only  children  of  God,  by  faith,  then  living  on  the 
earth. 

And  in  all  this  time,  1656  years,  not  one  word  do  we 
hear  about  salvation  on  any  other  principle  than  that  of 
faith.  Abel  offered  his  sacrifice  by  faith,  Enoch  was 
translated  by  faith,  and  Noah  built  the  ark  by  faiths 
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This  was  their  righteousness,  and  the  only  righteous- 
ness that  can  please  God.  See  Ilcl).  11  :  4,  7.  And 
this  antediluvian  faith  was  manifested  i)y  works,  without 
which  faith  is  dead.    Jas.  2:17. 

Thus  God  has  revealed  the  genealogical  line,  or  ordrr, 
of  his  children  from  Adam  to  Noah,  through  whom  the 
promised  see^l  should  come,  who  was  to  crush  the  serpent's 
hcjid,  and  upon  which  their  faith  fastened,  and  from 
which  s[)rang  all  their  hopes  of  future  deliverance,  in 
distinction  from  the  Cain  family,  or  the  children  of  the 
world.  And  we  should  expect  to  find  this  line  continued 
after  the  flood  ;  therefore  we  will  look  for  it. 

W  e  find  Noah  this  side  the  flood,  with  his  three  sons, 
Shem,  Ham,  and  Japheth,  upon  whom  the  Lord  pro- 
nounces his  blessing,  and  said,  "  IJe  fruitful,  and  nudti- 
ply,  and  replenish  the  earth."  Gen.  D  :  1.  By  these 
the  earth  was  to  be  peopled  again.  In  Genesis,  10th 
chapter,  we  have  their  genealogy  for  several  generations, 
in  which  no  mention  is  made  as  to  which  of  the  three 
sons  of  Noah  should  be  the  progenitor  of  the  promised 
seed.    But  this  matter  was  not  neglected. 

In  Gen.  11  :  10  to  26  the  line  is  found  again,  and 
the  question  fully  settled. 

It  had  been  indicated  by  Noah  in  this  language  :  And 
he  said.  Blessed  be  the  Lord  (lod  of  Shem  ;  and  Canaan 
[son  of  Ilam  whom  he  cursed]  shall  be  his  servant. 
God  shall  enlarge  elapheth,  and  he  shall  dwell  in  the 
tents  of  Shem ;  and  Canaan  shall  be  his  servant." 
Gen.  9  :  26,  27. 

But  in  Gen.  11  :  10  to  26,  we  have  the  genealogy 
from  Noah,  through  Shem,  to  the  birth  of  Abram,  Nahor, 
22 
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and  Haran,  a  period  of  292  years  from  the  flood,  and 
1948  years  from  Adam,  with  no  intimation  of  salvation 
or  eternal  life  on  any  other  principle  than  that  of  faith. 

At  this  period  we  find  that  Terah  had  three  sons, 
Abram,  Nahor,  and  Haran,  from  whom  the  progenitor 
of  the  promised  seed  is  to  be  chosen,  and  to  whom  a 
more  full,  clear,  and  direct  promise  concerniffg  the  afore- 
said seed  of  the  woman  is  to  be  made  ;  and  a  more 
perfect  development  of  God's  plan  of  redemption  through 
that  seed,  and  the  eternal  salvation  of  his  children  by 
faith,  together  with  the  removal  of  the  curse  from  their 
inheritance,  brought  to  light. 

Yea,  more,  we  are  approaching  a  time  when  from 
these  three  men,  God  is  to  choose  the  founder  of  the 
Jewish  nation,-  and  the  father  of  the  faithful,  not  in  that 
nation  only,  but  from  all  the  nations  of  the  earth.  See 
Gen.  12:  1,  3. 

Up  to  this  time  no  record  had  been  kept,  so  far  as  we 
are  informed;  and,  indeed,  it  would  seem  that  the  great 
longevity  of  those  early  fethers  w^ould  obviate,  in  a  great 
measure,  the  necessity  for  such  records.  For  example, 
Methusaleh  was  contemporary  with  Adam  234  years, 
and  with  Noah  about  600  years,  and  with  Shem,  the  son 
of  Noah,  98  years.  He  could,  therefore,  have  received 
the  facts  of  the  fall,  the  Lord's  subsequent  dealings  with 
and  instructions  to  the  race,  from  Adam  himself,  and 
related  them  to  Noah  and  Shem. 

And  as  Noah  and  Shem  were  both  contemporary  with 
Abram,  the  father  of  the  eTe wish  nation, — the  former 
58  years,  and  the  latter  210  years, —  Shem  could,  and 
doubtless  did,  give  to  Abram  the  leading  facts  and  inci- 
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dents  of  our  race  lor  the  whole  :intc(hhi\ iaii  period, 
together  with  the  account  of*  the  flood;  and  thus  the 
faith  of  Adam,  Seth,  Enos,  and  other  early  fathers 
[who  "  called  theniaelves  by  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Gen.  4:  2G,  margin],  eHpceially  of  Abel,  Enoch,  and 
Noah,  was  made  known  to  Abram,  as  nUo  the  basis  or 
promise  upon  which  that  faith  rested.     Sec  (ien.  3  :  If). 

By  such  history  Abram  would  be  encouraged  to  follow 
their  example,  and  obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord  when 
Cidled  to  leave  his  country,  his  kindred,  and  his  lather's 
house,  to  beconjc  a  stranger  in  a  strange  country,  Ix'ing 
cheered  by  the  same  blessed  hope  that  sustained  the  laith 
of  the  antediluvian  saints. 

In  Gen.  12:  1,  we  learn  that  the  Lord  makes  choice 
that  Abram,  of  the  sons  of  Terah,  shall  be  the  progeni- 
tor of  the  [)romised  seed,  and  the  founder  of  the  nation 
with  which  he  would  deposit  the  records  of  the  past,  and 
through  whom  he  would  transmit  to  after  generations, 
and  finally  to  all  the  nations  of  the  earth,  his  plan  of 
redemption  of  the  race,  and  the  gift  of  eternal  life  to  all 
who  would  obey  his  voice,  and  believe  on  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  the  long-looked-for  seed  of  the  woman  who  should 
bruise  the  serpent's  head.     See  Rom.  9  :4,  G. 

These  records  and  [)urposes  are  embodied  in  the  five 
books  of  Moses,  and  (juoted  and  enforced  by  all  the 
prophets,  in  the  Old  Testament  Scriptures,  and  lastly, 
expounded  and  applied  by  Christ  and  his  chosen  apostles, 
in  the  Xew  Testament,  who  are  the  rightful  and 
authoritative  expounders  of  those  Scriptures  thus  trans- 
mitted "  for  obedience  to  the  faith  among  all  nations,  for 
his  name." 
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To  these  sacred  oracles,  as  expounded  by  Christ  and 
his  apostles,  we  appeal  to  settle  the  question, 

WHO  ARE  god's  PEOPLE  ISRAEL? 

If  we  fail  to  settle  the  question  by  this  rule,  then  time 
in  the  future  only  can  do  it.  With  these  remarks  we 
return  to  examine  Gen.  12  :  1. 

"Now  the  Lord  had  said  unto  Abram,  Get  thee  out  of 
thy  country,  and  from  thy  kindred,  and  from  thy  father's 
house,  unto  a  land  that  I  will  show  thee." 

It  appears  from  this  text,  and  from  Acts  7  :  2,  that 
this  command  was  given  before  Terah  left  Ur  of  the 
Chaldees  with  his  family  and  the  family  of  his  son 
Haran,  to  go  into  Canaan,  but  they  stopped  short  of 
Canaan,  and  dwelt  in  Charran  (See  Gea.  11:  31), 
from  whence,  after  the  death  of  his  father,  Abram  re- 
moved into  the  land  of  Canaan. 

In  chapter  12  :  3,  we  have  the  first  intimation  of 
Abram's  seed,  or  his  relation  to  all  nations,  the  Jews 
not  excepted  ;  and  it  is  important  that  we  understand  the 
nature  of  this  promise,  with  its  class,  at  the  outset,  in 
distinction  from  another  class  of  promises,  the  first  of 
which  we  shall  notice  presently. 

We  remark,  that  Abram  had  three  classes  of  descend- 
ants, or  children. 

I.  The  seed  royal,  implied  in  Gen.  12  :  3,  and 
referred  to  in  Gen.  13  :  15,  and  in  the  text  at  the  head 
of  this  chapter,  as  w^e  shall  show  in  its  proper  place. 

II.  Ishmael  and  the  Arab  tribes,  through  Hagar, 
who  is  a  type  of  the  Jewish  tribes,  accorl^ing  to  the  flesh, 
through  Isaac.    Gal.  4  :  2  to  25. 
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111.  The  dcsceiiiliints  of  Aljnun,  through  Isaac,  after 
the  flesh,  who  constitute  the  Jewish  nation,  and  who  in 
their  rehition  to  God  as  a  nation  are  merely  a  type  of  tlic 
seed  royal  through  Cin'ist,  referred  to  in  the  text  at  the 
head  of  this  chapter.    Gal  »i  :  2\K 

To  tliesc  three  classes,  the  terms  sons,  chihlren,  and 
seed,  may  be,  and  arc  appHed,  especially  to  the  first  and 
third  classes.  See  Gen.  21  :  10,  11,  13,  10;  15;  17, 
7:  17,  22. 

Jesus  said  to  some  of  the  Jews,  I  know  that  ye  are 
Abraham's  seed,  but  yc  seek  to  kill  me  because  my  word 
hath  no  place  in  you  ;  ...  ye  are  of  your  father  the 
devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your  father  ye  will  do.''  John 
8:37,41. 

To  each  of  these  three  classes  of  Abrani's  children, 
God  hath  made  special  and  specific  promises,  and  we  do 
well,  kind  reader,  to  be  careful  in  our  interpretation  and 
application  of  these  promises,  lest  we  lose  sight  of  the 
Scri[)ture  rule,  and  detract  from  one,  and  misapply  them 
to  the  other  ;  for  it  is  quite  as  absurd,  yea,  more  so,  to 
take  the  promises  to  Abraham  and  his  seed,  through 
Christ,  and  ripply  thcni  to  the  Jewish  nation  as  such, 
than  it  would  be  to  take  the  promises  to  Abraham's  seed, 
or  children  of  the  flesh  through  Isaac,  and  ai)ply  them  to 
Ishmael,  or  the  Arab  tribes. 

We  shall  endeavor  to  show  that  the  promises  con- 
cerning the  second  class  are  unconditional,  and  are  limited 
to  this  world,  and  have  been  fulfilled  to  the  letter  ;  but 
to  the  third  class  they  partake  of  both  the  conditional 
and  unconditional,  and  are  also  limited  to  this  world  , 
and  the  unconditional  have  been  fulfilled  to  the  letter, 
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while  those  that  are  conditional  have  been  fulfilled,  or 
have  been  forfeited  by  a  failure  to  fulfil,  the  conditions, 
on  the  part  of  the  nation  to  whom  they  were  made. 

But  the  promises  to  the  first  class,  viz.,  to  Abraham 
and  his  seed  royal  [and  who  are  of  all  the  nations  of 
the  earth],  are  unconditional,  and  are  not  to  be  fulfilled 
in  this  world,  but  in  that  which  is  to  come.  Amen  :  so 
let  it  be. 

We  come  now  to  examine  those  promises  concern- 
ing the  second  class  of  Abram's  descendants  through 
Ishmael. 

"  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  said  unto  her  [Hagar] , 
I  will  multiply  thy  seed  exceedingly,  that  it  shall  not  be 
numbered  for  multitude."  Gen.  16:10.  '^And  as 
for  Ishmael,  I  have  heard  thee  :  Behold,  I  have  blessed 
him,  and  will  make  him  fruitful,  and  will  multiply  him 
exceedingly  :  twelve  princes  shall  he  beget,  and  I  wall 
make  him  a  great  nation."  Gen.  17  :  20.  See  also 
Gen.  25  :  13  to  16. 

That  these  promises  have  been  fulfilled,  may  be  seen 
by  all  who  will  read  the  Bible  account  of  Ishmael,  begin- 
ning at  Gen.  Ch.  21.  But  those  promises  made  to  the 
third  class  require  more  special  care  to  define  and  identify, 
inasmuch  as  both  the  first  and  third  classes  are  blended 
in  the  Jewish  nation,  and  the  terms  Twelve  Tribes, 
Abraham's  Seed,  Children  of  Abraham,  God's  People, 
Children  of  Israel,  Israel,  &c.,  are  sometimes  applied  to 
them  indiscriminately,  so  that  it  would  not  be  surprising 
if  men,  unaided  by  the  light  of  more  recent  revelation 
lurnished  by  the  New  Testament,  expounding  and  apply- 
ing those   promises,  together  with  the  fulfilment  of 
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prophecy,  should  fall  into  the  same,  or  similar  errorj^, 
which  did  the  Jews  themselves ;  especially  when  we 
consider  our  remote  chr()nol{);^ical  distance  from  their 
time,  and  tlie  general  want  of  ac([naiiitancc  with  their 
usa^j-es  and  lan<^ua;]:e. 

With  these  considerations,  all  can  seethe  propriety  and 
im[)ortance  of  our  ap[)eal  to  the  New  Testament  to  settle 
the  true  application  of  those  proiiii>es,  and  the  »Jew 
(piestion,  so  called. 

Let  us,  then,  examine  some  of  the  imcondltional  prom- 
ises concernini;  the  Jewish  nation  as  such. 

"And  the  Lord  ap[)eared  unto  Abram,  and  said, 
Unto  thy  SEED  will  1  give  this  land."  (ien.  12:  7. 
It  should  be  observed  that  this  [)romise  does  iiot  include 
Abram  ;  and  that  it  is  distinct  I'rom  that  contained  in  the 
first  three  verses  of  the  cha[)tcr,  inasnuich  as  that  in- 
cludes all  families  [nations]  of  the  earth."  Let  us 
liere  a[)ply  the  rule  of  interpretation  indicated  by  Ste[)hen, 
Acts  7:5.  "And  he  gave  him  none  inheritanee  in 
it,  no,  not  so  much  as  to  set  his  foot  on  ;  yet  he  promised 
that  he  would  give  it  to  him  for  a  possession,  and  to  his 
seed  after  him,  v/hen  as  yet  he  had  no  child." 

Here  it  is  plain  that  Stephen  refers  to  a  [)romise  that 
includes  Abraham,  and  was  made  before  the  birth  of 
Isaac. 

This  promise,  Stephen  declares,  had  never  been  ful- 
filled ;  yet  the  Jewish  nation  were  then  in  possession  of 
the  land  ;  but  this  was  not  the  fulfilment  of  the  promise 
in  Gen.  13  :  15,  to  which  Stephen  refers,  else  his  argu- 
ment is  of  no  force. 

We  conclude,  therefore,  that  the  promise  in  Gen. 
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12  :  7,  "  Unto  thy  seed  will  I  give  this  land,"  refers  to  the 
Jewish  nation  as  such,  and  is  the  first  of  its  class,  and 
being  unconditional,  we  must  look  for  its  fulfilment  in 
the  past :  but  before  doing  so,  we  will  identify  it  with 
others  of  its  class. 

Thus  we  read,  "  In  the  same  day  the  Lord  made  a  cove- 
nant with  Abram,  saying.  Unto  thy  seed  have  I  given 
this  land"  [this  is  identical  with  Gen.  12  :  7].  But  what 
land  ?  "  From  the  river  Egypt  unto  the  great  river,  the 
River  Euphrates  ;  the  Kenites,  and  the  Kenizzites,  and 
the  Kadmonites,  and  the  Hittites,  and  the  Perizzites,  and 
the  Rephaims,  and  the  Amorites,  and  the  Canaanites,  and 
the  Girgashites,  and  the  Jebusites."    Gen.  15  :  18,  21. 

Here  we  are  told  what  land  is  meant,  so  that  we  can- 
not mistake,  But  again,  — 

"  I  will  set  thy  bounds  from  the  Red  Sea  even  unto  the 
Sea  of  the  Philistines,  and  from  the  desert  unto  the 
river."    Ex.  23  :  31.  See  Num.  34  :  3.   Once  more, — 

"And  the  Lord  said  unto  him  [Moses],  This  is  the 
land  which  I  sware  unto  Abraham,  unto  Isaac,  and  unto 
Jacob,  saying,  I  will  give  it  unto  thy  -  seed:  I  have 
caused  thee  to  see  it  with  thine  eyes,  but  thou  shalt  not 
go  over  thither."    Deut.  34  :  4. 

Has  this  class  of  promises  been  fulfilled  ?  The  Scrip- 
tures shall  answer  this  question. 

"  Thou  art  the  Lord  tlie  God  who  didst  choose  Abram, 
and  broughtest  him  forth  out  of  Ur  of  the  Chaldees,  and 
gavest  him  the  name  of  Abraham  ;  and  foundest  his 
heart  faithful  before  thee,  and  madest  a  covenant  with 
him  to  give  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  Hittites, 
Amorites,  Perizzites,  and  the  Jebusites,  and  the  Gir- 
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gashites,  to  give  it,  I  sjiy,  to  liis  seei>  [not  to  him  and 
his  seed],  and  hast  performed  thy  words;  for  thou  art 
ri-htcous."    Xeh.  9  :  7,  8. 

In  the  above,  it  is  exi)ressly  stuted  that  God's  promise 
to  give  that  hind,  from  the  River  Nile  to  the  Euphrates, 
to  Abraham's  seed,  had  been  fulfilled.  See  also  Joshua 
23:  14. 

Now,  dear  reader,  if  the  Scriptures  can  settle  any 
question,  then  the  question  of  the  fulfihnent  in  the  past 
of  all  that  class  of  promises  made  to  Abraham,  repeated 
to  Isaac  and  to  Jacob,  concerning  his  seed  according  to 
the  flesh,  or  to  the  Jewish  nation  ;is  such,  nuist  be  re- 
garded as  settled. 

But  there  is  another  phase  of  this  class  of  promises, 
at  which  we  will  now  look  for  a  m<)ment,  as  it  is  involved 
in  the  discourse  of  Nehemiah,  to  which  we  have  referred. 
It  will  be  in  place  here,  as  it  brings  out  the  true  relation 
which  the  Jewish  nation  sustains  to  Abraham  and  his 
seed  koyal,  to  whom  the  first  class  of  unconditional 
promises  belong. 

To  present  this  case  clearly,  let  us  read  —  "  And  the 
Lord  said  unto  Abram,  alter  that  Lot  was  separated 
from  him,  Lift  up  now  thine  eyes,  and  look  I'rom  the 
place  where  thou  art,  northward,  and  southward,  and 
eastward,  and  westward  :  for  all  the  land  which  thou 
seest,  to  thee  will  I  give  it,  and  to  thy  seed  forever.  And 
I  will  make  thy  seed  as  the  dust  of  the  earth  :  so  that  if 
a  man  can  number  the  dust  of  the  earth,  then  shall 
thy  seed  also  be  numbered."    Gen.  lo:  14,  15,  16. 

Here  we  have  the  first  direct  promise  of  land  made 
to  Abram  and  his  seed.      This  promise  is  repeated. 
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together  witli  a  statement  of  the  faith  which  constituted 
him  righteous,  in  Gen.  15  :  5,  7.  "And  he  brought  him 
forth  abroad,  and  said.  Look  now  toward  heaven,  and 
tell  the  stars,  if  thou  be  able  to  number  them  :  and  he 
said  unto  him,  so  shall  thy  seed  be. 

"  And  he  believed  in  the  Lord ;  and  he  counted  it  to 
him  for  righteousness.  And  he  said  unto  him,  I  am  the 
Lord  that  brought  thee  out  of  Ur  of  the  Chaldees,  to 
o;ive  thee  this  land  to  inherit  it."  On  hearino-  this 
promise,  Abram  asks,  "Lord  God,  whereby  shall  I 
know  that  I  shall  inherit  it?  "    Verse  8. 

This  is  a  very  important  question,  and  should  be  well 
considered.  Abram  must  have  known,  from  the  nature  of 
this  promise,  which  included  himself  and  an  innumerable 
seed  to  jointly  possess  the  land,  that  it  could  not  be  ful- 
filled during  his  and  their  probationary  life  :  and  realiz- 
ing that  the  many  generations  of  his  seed  which  would 
come  after  him  would  want  some  historical  facts  or  signs 
to  strengthen  their  faith  in  the  promise,  and  knowing 
also  that  his  seed  according  to  the  flesh  could  not  be 
the  seed  embraced  in  this  promise  [for  as  he  must  die, 
so  must  his  seed  according  to  the  flesh  also  die],  and 
that  these  promises  referred  to  all  nations  of  the  earth, 
for  all  nations  were  to  be  blessed  in  him  ;  and  therefore, 
if  himself  and  his  seed  were  to  inherit  the  land  promised 
him  forever,  he  believed  it  must  be  by  a  resurrection 
from  the  dead. 

We  think  no  careful  reader  can  fail  to  see  this  point ; 
especially,  when  remembering  that  Stephen  said  it  had 
not  been  fulfilled  in  his  day. 

But  if  Abram's  seed,  according  to  the  flesh,  were  the 
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the  seed  referred  to  in  this  |)r()mi8e,  it  l)eiii;^  uiicondi- 
tiuiial  to  the  seed,  it  imi>t  iiic  lu(h?  the  whole  generation 
of  vipers  —  Judas  Iscariot,  and  those  to  whom  Jesus 
«aid,  "  Ye  urti  of  your  father  the  devil."  »lohii  S  :  \  [, 
Indeed,  some  set  up  this  chiini  :  let  tliose  who  apj)ly  this 
class  of  promises  to  the  »lcwish  nation,  as  surh,  escape 
this  conclusion  if  they  can.  liut  wc  shall  speak  more 
fully  on  those  points  when  we  take  u|)  the  promises  to 
Al)raham  and  his  seed.  W  e  now  return  to  the  (piestion, 
"  Lord  (iod,  whereby  shall  I  know  that  1  shall  inherit  it  ?  '* 
In  answering  this  question,  the  Lord  directs  him  to 
prepare  a  sacriKee  to  confirm  a  covenant.  Abram  pre- 
pares the  sacrifice  as  directed,  and  watches  it  until  the 
going  down  of  the  sun,  when  a  deep  sleep  fell  upon 
Abram,  and,  lo,  an  horror  of  great  darkness  fell  upon 
him." 

While  in  this  condition,  the  Lord  gave  him  a  short 
prophetic  history  of  his  seed  according  to  the  fiesh  for 
four  hundred  years  ;  informs  him  that  he  should  go  to 
his  fathers  in  peace,  be  buried  in  a  good  old  age,  makes 
a  covenant  with  him  to  give  to  his  seed  [omitting  Abram] 
the  land  lying  between  the  River  Nile  and  the  Euphrates, 
inhabited  by  certain  heathen  tribes.  See  (ien.  If)  :  18- 
21.  But  not  one  word  is  said  in  all  this  transaction  and 
covenant  about  Abram's  inheriting  the  land  ;  it  is  only 
for  his  seed  ;  he  must  die  and  be  buried  in  a  good  old 
age,  and  this  is  in  answer  to  the  question,  "Lord  God, 
whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall  inherit  it  ? 

But  what  has  this  to  do  with  the  question?  We  an- 
swer, and  shall  proceed  to  show  that  it  is  a  sign  where- 
by Abraham,  and  all  his  seed  in  Christ,  may  know  they 
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shall  inherit  the  land  embraced  in  the  former  promise, 
viz.,  "  northward,  and  southward,  and  eastward,  and 
westward :  for  all  the  land  which  thou  seest,  to  thee 
will  I  give  it,  and  to  thy  seed  forever."  Gen.  13  :  15. 
Mark,  when  Abraham  was  dead  this  promise  remains 
unfulfilled  (Acts.  7:5);  hence  the  necessity  of  the  sign 
for  the  benefit  of  his  posterity. 

But  we  will  examine  the  sign  given.  After  the  Lord 
had  made  the  above  promise,  Abram  asks,  "Lord  God, 
what  wilt  thou  give  me,  seeing  I  go  childless?.  .  .  to 
me  thou  hast  given  no  seed,  and,  lo,  one  born  in  mine 
house  is  mine  heir."  .  .  .  The  Lord  said,  "This  shall 
not  be  thine  heir,  but  he  that  shall  come  forth  out  of 
thine  own  bowels  shall  be  thine  heir."  Gen.  15  :  2,  3,  4. 
This  settles  that  question  :  but  Sm-ai  is  getting  old,  and 
bears  no  children,  and  Abram  is  old.  How  is  this  to 
be  brought  about  ?  They  meditate  upon  it ;  their  faith 
is  tried ;  they  conclude  some  plan  must  be  devised  to 
bring  about  a  fulfilment  of  this  promise  [just  as  some 
now  think  that  the  Lord  cannot  fulfil  his  promise  to 
Israel  without  getting  the  Jews  back  to  Jerusalem,  of 
which,  the  plan  we  shall  examine,  brings  forth  a  com- 
plete figure.  Gal.  4:  21,  26].  Sarai,  Abram's  wife, 
bears  no  children.  She  devised  a  plan,  and  told  it  to 
Abram,  saying,  "Behold  now,  the  Lord  hath  restrained 
me  from  bearing :  I  pray  thee,  go  in  unto  my  maid ;  it 
may  be  that  I  may  obtain  children  by  her.  And  Abram 
hearkened  to  the  voice  of  Sarai."  Gen.  16:2.  So 
Hagar  became  Abram's  wife.  This  was  their  plan  to 
obtain  the  promised  seed  ;  but  it  was  not  the  Lord's  plan, 
as  the  sequel  shows.   Sarai  was  brought  into  trouble,  for

118  soon  as  Ilayur  supposed  that  tlic  promised  seed  was 
coming  by  her,  and  through  her  son,  llien  her  mistress, 
Sarai,  was  despised  in  her  eyes.  Gen.  K)  :  4.  She 
supposed  that  all  the  promises  to  Abram  and  his  seed 
centred  in  her  and  her  son  ;  just  as  the  hau^^hty  Jews 
in  Judea  su[)[)osed  that  they  all  belon^a'd  to  thk.m. 

This  device  of  Sarai  resulted  in  the  birth  of  Ishinael  : 
and  they  thought  the  way  open  for  the  fulliliuent  of  the 
])romise;but  trouble  attended  it  all  the  way  thnju^h  ; 
for  the  haughty  and  unruly  course  of  Ilagar  led  Abram 
to  reduce  her  to  her  former  position  as  a  servant  —  from 
that  of  a  wife  to  a  bondwoman.  (Jen.  Id:  (i.  So  also 
the  Lord  divorced  the  Jewish  nation,  which  is  the  anti- 
type of  this  act. 

^' Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Where  is  the  bill  of  your 
mother's  divorcement,  whom  1  have  put  away?"  Isa. 
50:  1.  See  also  Jer.  3:  <S  ;  IIos.  2:  '2.  So  Ilagar 
fled  from  her  mistress  ;  but  the  Lord  sent  her  back,  with 
instructions  to  submit  to  her.  Gen.  li)  :  6,  9.  And 
when  Abram  was  eighty-six  years  old  Ishmael  was  born. 

This  history  of  Hagar  is  a  complete  prototype  of 
ancient  Jerusalem,  which  is  her  antitype,  as  we  shall 
show  :  but  we  leave  her  for  the  present,  to  pursue  the 
Jewish  people  as  a  sign. 

The  Lord  having,  in  answer  to  Abram's  question, 
"  Whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall  inherit  it?  "  given 
him  a  prophetic  history  of  his  natural  seed  for  four 
hundred  years,  and  making  a  covenant  with  him  to  give 
them  the  land  lying  between  the  Nile  and  Euphrates 
(Gen.  15:  9,  21),  tw^euty-four  years  after  he  entered 
the  land  of  Canaan,  and  thirteen  years  after  the  birth  of 
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Ishmael,  he  appeared  unto  Abram,  and  repeated  to  him 
the  original  promise  (see  Gen.  12:  1,  3;  13:  14; 
15  ;  15  :  5-7)  to  make  him  a  father  of  many  nations, 
to  establish  his  covenant  with  him,  and  his  seed  after 
him,  for  an  everlasting  covenant,  to  give  him  and  them 
the  land  wherein  he  is  a  stranger  for  an  everlastin<^ 
possession  :  then  changes  his  name  from  Abram  to 
Abraham,  and  promises  to  be  their  God.  Gen.  17  : 
4,  8. 

To  this  covenant,  and  these  promises,  which  include 
Abpam  himself,  and  make  him  the  father  of  many  [or 
all]  nations,  and  which  is  based  upon  the  righteousness 
of  faith,  the  apostle  Paul  refers  in  Gal.  3  :  16,  18. 
"Now  to  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises  made. 
He  saith  not.  And  to  seeds,  as  of  many  ;  but  as  of 
one,  and  to  thy  seed,  which  is  Christ.  And  this  I 
say,  that  the  covenant  that  was  confirmed  before  of 
God  in  Christ,  the  law,  which  was  four  hundred  and 
thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make 
the  promise  of  none  effect.  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of 
the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise  :  but  God  gave  it  to 
Abraham  by  promise."  Also  in  Rom.  4:  13,  17,  "For 
the  promise  that  he  should  be  the  heir  of  the  world  [Kos- 
mos,  habitable]  was  not  to  Abraham,  or  to  his  seed, 
throuo^h  the  law,  but  throu^^h  the  riohteousness  of  faith. 
For  if  they  which  are  of  the  law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made 
void,  and  the  promise  made  of  none  effect.  .  .  .  Therefore 
it  is  of  faith,  that  it  might  be  by  grace ;  to  the  end  the 
promise  might  be  sure  to  all  the  seed  :  not  to  that  only 
which  is  of  the  law,  but  to  that  also  which  is  of  the  faith 
of  Abraham,  who  is  the  father  of  us  all  [believers] ,  as  it 
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i;^  written,  I  h;ive  made  thee  a  father  of  in.iny  nations, 
hefore  him  whom  he  believed,  even  God,  who  quickeneth 
the  (lead,  and  callcth  those  things  which  be  not,  as  though 
they  were."  These  comments  of  the  apostle  l^iul  fix, 
beyond  all  controversy,  the  application  of  the  covenant 
and  promises  quoted  al)ov(^. 

Hut  there  is  luiother  covenant  to  wliich  we  have  re- 
ferred as  a  sign,  containing  another  class  of  promises  to 
Abram's  seed,  which  do  not  include  Al)raham,  or  all 
nations,  only  so  far  as  he  is  recjuired  to  kee[)  it  as  a  sign 
whereby  he,  and  his  seed  in  Christ,  should  inherit  the 
original  promise;  of  which  we  have  before  spoken,  and 
will  now  trace. 

This  promise  and  covenant  are  found  first  in  (  ien.  12  : 
7.  "And  the  Lord  appeared  unto  Abram,  and  said. 
Unto  thy  seed  will  I  give  this  huid  ;  and  there  builded  he 
an  altar  unto  the  Lord,  who  appeared  unto  him."  It  is 
again  recorded  in  chap.  IT):  17,  21.  This  has  been 
fulfilled,  as  we  have  before  shown.  This  covenant,  we 
have  said,  was  given  for  a  sign  or  token,  in  answer  to 
the  question,  "Lord  God,  whereby  shall  I  know  that  I 
shall  inherit  it"  [tlie  land].  This  we- shall  now  pro- 
ceed to  show  by  tracing  its  history.  That  the  Jewish 
nation  were  a  typical  people,  is  too  generally  admitted  to 
need  proof  here;  but  they  cannot  be  a  ty[)e  of  them- 
selves. Yet  as  our  space  is  too  limited  to  dwell  here,  we 
})roceed  to  examine  the  covenant.  "  And  God  said  unto 
Abraham,  Thou  shalt  keep  my  covenant  therefore,  thou, 
and  thy  seed  after  thee,  in  their  generations. 

"  This  is  my  covenant,  which  ye  shall  keep,  between 
me  and  you,  and  thy  seed  after  thee  ;  Every  man-child 
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among  you  shall  be  circumcised.  And  ye  shall  circum- 
cise the  flesh  of  your  foreskin ;  and  it  shall  be  a  token 
of  the  covenant  betwixt  me  and  you."    Gen.  17  :  9,  11. 

Of  what  is  this  covenant  of  circumcision  a  token? 
Please  remember  the  question  —  "Lord  God,  whereby 
shall  I  know  that  I  shall  inherit  it  ?  "  [the  land] . 

We  will  let  Paul  tell  us  what  the  covenant  of  circum- 
cision is  a  token  of.  For  we  say  that  faith  was  reckoned 
to  Abraham  for  righteousness.  How  was  it  then  reck- 
oned? when  he  was  in  circumcision,  or  in  uncircumcision  ? 
Not  in  circumcision,  but  in  uncircumcision.  And  he 
received  the  sign  of  circum€ision,  a  seal  of  the  right- 
eousness of  the  FAITH  which  he  had,  yet  being  uncircum- 
cised  :  that  he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that 
BELIEVE,  though  they  be  not  circumcised ;  that  right- 
eousness might  be  imputed  unto  them  also."  Rom. 
4:  10,  11. 

If  these  Scriptures  do  not  prove  that  the  Jewish  nation, 
as  such,  under  the  covenant  of  circumcision,  in  the  land 
of  Palestine,  are  merely  a  typical  people ^  a  sign  to  all' 
believers,  in  all  generations,  that  God  will  in  due  time 
fulfil  the  original  promise  to  Abraham  and  his  seed  in 
Christ,  then  we  ask,  How  can  anything  be  proved  by 
the  Scriptures. 

Remember  it  was  the  righteousness  of  faith  that  en- 
titled him  and  them  to  the  land.  But  this  covenant  of 
circumcision  was  unconditional  with  Abram ;  and  with- 
out reference  to  moral  character,  all  must  be  circum- 
cised, or  they  broke  the  covenant.    See  Gen.  17  :  14. 

When,  therefore,  that  covenant  ceased  to  be  of  force, 
the  end  of  that  theocracy  was  reached.    But  as  the 
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Jewish  nation  vvjis  a  type  of  the  true  seed  to  whom  the 
oriirinal  promise  was  made,  ;iiid  they  became  the  persecu- 
tors of  the  faith  ;  killed  the  prophets,  and  stoned  God's 
messengers ;  persecuted  and  killed  the  Mess^iah,  the 
Prince  of  life  (see  Acts  3  :  15;  Matt.  23:  :U,  :>!)), 
so  they  themselves  have  a  prototype,  a  persecutor  of  the 
literal  seed  of  Abram,  according  to  the  Hesh,  and  they 
are  his  antitype.  And  from  the  fate  of  the  prototype 
we  may  learn  something  of  the  i'ntc  of  the  antitype. 
Let  us  examine  this  figure. 

It  was  said  to  Ilagar,  before  the  birth  oi*  Ishniael, 
Thou  shalt  bear  a  son,  and  shalt  call  his  name  Ishmael. 
And  he  will  be  a  wild  man  ;  his  hand  will  be  against 
every  man,  and  every  man's  hand  against  him  :  and  Ikj 
shall  dwell  in  the  presence  of  all  his  brethren.''  (Jen. 
IG:  12. 

This  was  the  character  of  Ishmael  and  his  posterity. 
Was  it  not  also  of  the  literal  seed  of  Abram  through 
Isaac?  Paul  says  of  his  brethren  in  Judea,  "  whieh 
were  in  Christ  Jesus  :  for  ye  also  have  suflered  like  things 
of  your  own  countrymen,  even  as  they  have  of  the  »lesvs  ; 
who  both  killed  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  their  own  prophets, 
and  have  persecuted  us ;  and  they  please  not  God, 
and  are  co)itranj  to  all  men  [the  saints],  .  .  to  fill  u[) 
their  sins  alway,  for  the  wrath  is  come  upon  them  to  the 
uttermost."  1  Thess.  2  :  14,  15.  How  striking  the 
analogy  between  Ishmael  and  the  Jews  !  Let  us  remem- 
ber that  this  history  "  was  written  for  our  learning." 
Kom.  15  :  4.  1  Cor.  10:  11.  Again  we  find  it  writ- 
ten concerning  Isaac,  the  child  of  promise,  "  And  the 
child  grew  and  was  w^eaned  :  and  Abraham  made  a  great 
23 
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feast  the  same  day  that  Isaac  was  weaned.  And  Sarah 
saw  [Ishniael]  the  son  of  Hagar  the  Egyptian,  which  she 
had  borne  unto  Abraham,  mocking. 

"  Wherefore  she  said  unto  Abraham,  Cast  out  this 
bondwoman  and  her  son^for  the  son  of  this  bondwoman 
shall  not  be  heir  ivith  my  son^  even  with  Isaac,''''  .  .  . 
"  And  God  said  unto  Abraham,  .  .  In  all  that  Sarah  hath 
said  unto  thee,  hearken  unto  her  voice  :  for  in  Isaac  shall 
thy  seed  be  called."  ..."  And  Abraham  rose  up  early 
in  the  morning,  and  took  bread,  and  a  bottle  of  water, 
and  gave  it  unto  Hagar,  putting  it  on  her  shoulder,  and 
the  child,  and  sent  her  away  :  and  she  departed,  and 
wandered  in  the  wilderness  of  Beersheba."  Gen.  21  : 
8,  14.  Here  is  the  final  casting  out  of  Hagar,  and 
the  rejection  of  her  son.  In  like  manner  has  the  Jewish 
nation  mocked ;  and  God  has  cast  out  that  nation.  And 
when  a  re-union  takes  place  between  Abraham  and  the 
bondwoman  and  her  son,  then  may  we  with  propriety 
look  for  a  re-union  between  God  and  the  Jewish  nation, 
as  such,  and  their  restoration  to  Jerusalem  as  a  peculiar 
people. 

But  we  will  hear  Paul's  comments,  and  application  of 
tliese  Scriptures.  In  his  Epistle  to  the  Galatians  he  says, 
"  If  the  inheritance  be  of  the  law  [covenant  of  circum- 
cision] ,  it  is  no  more  of  promise  :  but  God  gave  it  to 
Abraham  by  promise.  Wherefore  then  serveth  the  law  ? 
[or  of  what  service  was  the  law  ?  Answer] ,  It  was  added 
[to  the  promise]  because  of  [to  make  known  the]  trans- 
gressions. [How  long  was  it  to  continue,  Paul?]  Till 
the  seed  should  come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made." 
Gal.  3  :  18,  19.    See  Rom.  7  :  7,  8,  and  5  :  20. 
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llow  long  did  the  Ijoiidwoman,  Ilagar,  and  her  «on 
rcniiiin  in  the  family  of  Abraham?  Until  the  i)roniised 
seed,  Isaac,  came,  and  was  weaned.  Header,  please 
keep  your  mind  on  the  type  and  her  antitype.  This  is 
no  eunningly  devised  fable,  but  God's  own  record.  Let  us 
pursue  it. 

"  Is  the  law,  then,  against  the  promise  of  (fod?  (iod 
forbid;  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given  whicli  could 
have  given  life,  verily  righteousness  [or  justification] 
should  have  been  by  the  law.  But  the  Scripture  hath 
concluded  all  [Jew  and  Gentile]  under  sin,  that  the 
promise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be  given  to  them 
that  believe."  Gal.  3:  21,  22.  See  Rom.  4:  14. 
"  Wherefore  the  law  was  our  schoolmaster,  to  bring  us  to 
Christ,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith.'' 

These  Scriptures  present  the  law  and  the  gospel  in 
plain  contrast,  and  show  clearly  that  neither  the  law  nor 
the  prophets  entitle  any  man,  community,  or  nation  of 
men  to  the  proniises  of  God  made  to  Abraham  and  his 

SEED. 

But  the  promise  to  Abraham  co)icer)tiii(j  his  seed, 
mider  the  covenant  or  law  of  circumcision,  recorded  in 
Gen.  12  :  7  ;  If)  :  18;  17  :  1),  10,  14,  had  no  reference 
to  their  faith  or  unbelief;  it  was  a  covenant  in  their 
tiesh,  not  in  their  heart.  Abraham  was  required  to  observe 
the  sign,  together  with  all  his  family,  including  Ishmacl  ; 
and  Isaac,  and  all  born  in  his  house,  or  bought  with 
money  ;  all  his  legal  descendants, both  Jews  and  proselytes, 
bond  or  free,  slaves,  priests,  or  hypocrites,  or  prophets, 
kings  and  people,  scribes  and  Pharisees,  children  of  God 
and  children  of  the  devil,  Judas,  and  the  Prince  of  Life 
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himself,  with  all  his  holy  apostles,  —  all  must  be  circum- 
cised. 

And  here  the  object  of  that  law  or  covenant  is  accom- 
plished;  it  ended  with  Christ's  crucifixion  (Eph.  2:  15, 
16 ;  Col.  2  :  14,  16)  ;  and  the  theocracy  ceased,  as  we 
shall  further  show. 

With  reference  to  that  law,  the  apostle  inquires, 
"  But  now,  after  that  ye  have  known  God,  or  rather  are 
known  of  God,  how  turn  ye  again  to  the  weak  and  beg- 
garly elements,  whereunto  ye  desire  again  to  be  in 
bondage  ?  "  Then  holding  up  the  new  covenant  in  con- 
trast, he  proceeds  thus  :  .  .  .  "  Tell  me,  ye  that  desire  to 
be  under  the  law  [covenant  of  circumcision] ,  do  ye  not 
hear  the  law  ?  "  [do  ye  not  read  and  understand  the  object 
of  that  law  ?]  "  For  it  is  written,  that  Abraham  had  two 
sons,  the  one  by  a  bondmaid,  the  other  by  a  free  woman. 
But  he  who  was  of  the  bondwoman  [Hagar] ,  was  born 
after  the  flesh  [according  to  natural  law]  ;  but  he  of  the 
free  vfoman  [Sarah] ,  was  by  [the]  promise  [of  God] . 

"  Which  things  [these  two  women  and  their  two  sons] 
are  an  allegory,  for  these  are  [represent]  the  two  cove- 
nants ;  the  one  from  Mount  Sinai  [covenant  of  circum- 
cision in  the  flesh,  which  covenant  was  written  on  tables  of 
stone,  and  given  to  the  children  of  Israel,  with  its  ordi- 
nances, Ileb.  9:1,  and],  which  gendereth  to  bondage, 
wliich  is  [represented  by]  Hagar."  Every  person,  there- 
fore, born  under,  or  converted  to,  that  covenant  (with 
ail  their  boasted  liberty  or  enjoyment,  John  8:33),  is 
in  bondage.  "For  this  Hagar  is  Mount  Sinai,  in  Arabia, 
and  answers  to  [represents]  Jerusalem  which  now  is, 
AND  IS  IN  BONDAGE    with    her  CHILDREN."      Gal.   4 : 

9,. 25. 
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The  Spirit,  hy  Paul,  intends  to  show,  in  this  coinnicnt 
jind  ar«riiiiicnt,  that  the  le;^al  (lefsccndant.s  of  Abraham,  as 
a  nation,  and  their  city,  are  the  aiitity[)e  of  the  bondwo- 
man and  her  son,  and  have,  as  such,  no  more  chiim  to 
the  promise  made  to  Abraliam  and  his  seed  through 
Christ,  represented  by  Sarah  and  Isaac,  than  Islimael 
and  the  twelve  Arab  tribes. 

Thus  he  gives  the  contrast :  But  Jerusalem,  which 
is  above  [represented  by  the  free  woman,  Sarah,  under 
the  covenant  confnined  before  of  (lod  in  Christ],  is  free, 
and  is  the  mother  of  us  all"  [believers].  Verse  26. 
Conse(|uently,  Paul  says  in  anotlicr  place,  "  For  our 
citizenshi[)  is  in  heaven."  —  Jyihh'  Union^  and  Wliil'uKj  s 
vvrsions,  Phil.  »i  :  20.  .Vi^ain  he  says,  "  For  it  is 
written.  Rejoice,  thou  barren,  that  bcarest  not  ;  break 
forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travaillest  not  :  for  the  desolate 
[Sarah]  hath  many  more  children  than  she  [Ilagar] 
which  hath  an  husband."  [Abram  :  for  Ilagar  had 
become  Abram's  wife.     Gen.  Ki  :  3.] 

"Now  we,  brethren  [Christians],  as  Isaac  was,  are  the 
children  of  PROMISE."  What  promise?  See  Gen.  15: 
5,  G  ;  22  :  IG,  17,  —  that  seed  which  came  through  faith 
in  Christ,  among  all  nations,  who,  with  Abraham  himself, 
thall  inherit  the  land.     Gal  3  :  21L 

This  text  has  no  more  reference  to  the  Jewish  nation, 
as  such,  than  it  has  to  tlie  twelve  tribes  of  Ishmael.  Sue 
Gen.  17:  20;  25:  IG. 

But  as  then  [in  the  days  of  Isaac  and  Ishmael] ,  he 
that  was  born  after  the  Hesli  [Ishmael  the  type]  persecut- 
ed him  that  was  born  after  the  spirit  [Isaac  the  son  of 
promise],  even  so  it  is  now  [the  elews,  the  antitype  of

Ishmael,  persecute  Christ  and  the  seed  royal  by  faith], 
"Nevertheless,  what  saith  the  Scripture?  Cast  out  the 
bondwoman  and  her  son,  for  the  son  of  the  bondwoman 
shall  not  be  heir  [to  the  inheritance  promised  Abraham 
AND  HIS  SEED,  Christ  and  all  that  are  his,  Gal.  3  :  IG, 
29] ,  with  the  son  of  the  free  woman.  So  then,  brethren, 
we  are  not  children  of  the  bondwoman,  but  of  the  free." 
Gal.  4:  9,  21. 

It  needs  no  great  critic  to  understand  the  force  of  this 
language  when  well  considered.  The  points  in  the 
apostle's  argument  are  very  clear ;  but  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  do  not  grasp  an  idea  readily,  we  will  repeat 
some  of  them. 

Many  of  the  Jewish  Christians  were  very  zealous  of 
the  law,  or  covenant  of  circumcision  (see  Acts  21  : 
20),  which  God  promised  Abram  he  w^ould  establish 
with  them;  and  which  he  did,  at  Sinai;  and  many  of 
them  went  out  from  Jerusalem  to  Antioch,  Galatia,  and 
other  towns,  to  persuade  the  Gentile  converts  that  they 
must  keep  the  Sinaiac  covenant  with  its  ordinances, 
consequently  must  be  circumcised.  Acts  15  :  1. 
Some  of  these  went  to  Galatia,  and  caused  distraction 
among  the  brethren.  This  caused  grief  to  Paul,  who 
well  knew  the  nature  of  that  law  or  covenant ;  and  the 
Lord  leads  him  to  show  them,  in  his  epistle,  that  the 
observance  of  that  covenant  gave  them  no  title  to  salva- 
tion ;  that  it  is  only  a  law  of  bondage ;  having  been 
broken,  it  could  never  justify  any  man  ;  that  it  w^as  a 
shadow  or  type  of  something  better ;  that  it  pointed  to 
Christ,  as  the  true  seed  of  promise,  and  to  his  work,  as 
a  type  points  to  its  antitype,  that  was  fulfilled  in,  and 
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accomplished  by  liiin,  and  was  ended  when  he  suffered  on 
the  cross.  Sec  Eph.  2.  IT).  Col.  2  :  14,  18.  lie  then 
commences  his  argument,  by  asking  Iiis  (iahitian  brethren 
a  question,  and  proceeds  to  show  them  that  ILigar  and 
Ishmael,  the  bondwoman  and  her  son,  are  a  type,  or  a 
fiffurc  of*  the  Sinaiac  covenant  of  ten  commandments 
with  its  ordinances,  whose  tohen  —  circumcision  — 
was  given  to  Abram  and  the  Jewish  nation,  whose  cnpital 
was  Jerusalem  ;  tliat  the  promises  to  Aiu:aii  a.m  am>  his 
8EKD,  of  an  inheritance  in  the  land,  or  liabitable  globe 
(Kom.  4:  13),  was  not  through  the  law,  but  through  the 
righteousness  of  faith  ;  and  therefore  they  do  not  belong 
to  the  Jewish  nation  as  such,  but  to  tlie  true  bcHcvcrs  in 
all  nations  :  that  the  mocking  of  Ishmael,  when  Isaac 
was  weaned,  was  a  representation  of  the  flews  persecuting 
Christ  and  his  cliureh  ;  and  that  the  final  easting  out  of 
the  bondwoman  and  her  son  from  Abnuns  bed  :iiid 
board,  and  family,  was  a  type  of  tliii  closing  u|)  and  I'ul- 
lilling  of  the  old  covenant  in  the  Hesh,  and  the  final  re- 
jection and  fall  of  the  Jewish  nation. 

We  think  that  when  it  can  be  shown  by  scri[)tural 
proof  that  the  bondwoman  was  ever  restored  to  Abraham's 
family,  then,  and  not  till  then,  can  it  be  shown  that  the 
Jewish  nation  and  theocracy  will  be  restored  to  Jerusalem 
as  a  peculiar  people  above  all  nations. 

But  the  promises  concer)iin(j  this  people,  which  we 
have  cited,  were  made  to  Abram,  and  were  unconditional, 
without  regard  to  faith,  and  have  been  fulfilled,  as  we 
have  shown.  And  they  being  a  typical  or  symbolic 
nation,  under  the  old  covenant  of  circumcision  in  the 
flesh,  which  token  was  given  to  Abram,  they  have  become 
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a  sign  to  him,  and  all  his  seed  through  the  Spirit,  or  in 
Christ  (Rom.  4:  22,  24),  in  answer  to  the  question, 
"  Lord  God,  whereby  shall  I  know  that  I  shall  inherit 
it"  [the  earth]?    Gen.  15  :  8. 

Through  this  entire  history  we  have  not  the  least  inti- 
Diation  of  final  salvation,  or  eternal  life,  to  be  bestowed 
on  any  other  principle  than  that  of  faith. 

This  rejection  of  Israel,  after  the  flesh,  is  forcibly  set 
forth  in  the  prophet  Hosea,  in  connection  with  the  text  at 
the  head  of  this  chapter. 

"  And  God  said  unto  him.  Call  her  name  Lo-ruhamah 
[that  is,  not  having  obtained  mercy]  :  fori  will  no  more 
have  mercy  upon  the  house  of  Israel ;  but  I  will  utterly 
TAKE  THEM  AAV  AY.  [Has  he  kept  his  word  ?]  .  .  .  Then 
said  God,  Call  his  name  Lo-ammi  [that  is,  not  my  peo- 
ple] :  for  ye  are  not  my  loeople^  and  I  will  not  be 
YOUR  God."  Hos.  1  :  6,  9.  How  fully  is  this  fulfilled ! 
Will  God  nullify  his  word?    We  believe  he  will  not. 

Having  concluded  this  part  of  our  subject,  we  close 
the  chapter,  to  proceed  in  another,  on  The  True  Israel 
of  God. 
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CHAPTER  XIX. 

THE  TRUE   ISIIAEL   OF  GOD. 

**  Yet  the  number  of  tlie  clnldren  of  Israel  shall  be  as  tlie  sand  of 
the  sea,  which  cannot  be  measured  nor  numberud;  and  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  that  in  the  place  where  it  was  said  unto  them,  Yo 
are  not  my  people,  there  it  sliall  be  said  unto  them,  Ye  are  the 
sons  of  the  living  God."  —  IIos.  1  :  10. 

This  passage  of  Scripture,  when  taken  in  connection 
with  its  context,  presents  a  very  cleur  idea  as  to  wliat  is 
intended  by  the  Spirit  to  convey  to  the  IMble  reader ;  but 
we  have  an  inspired  comment  on  this  text,  with  an  ap- 
pHeation  by  the  Spirit  of  GckI,  which  settles  its  true 
meaning. 

And  tliat  he  niiglit  make  known  the  riclies  of  his 
glory  on  the  vessels  of  mercy,  which  he  had  afore  pre- 
pared unto  glory,  even  us,  lohoni  he  liath  called^  not 
of  the  Jews  only,  but  also  of  the  Gentiles.  As  he 
saith  also  in  Osee  [Hosea],  I  will  call  (hem  my  people, 
which  were  not  my  people,  and  her  beloved,  which  was 
not  beloved.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  the 
{)lace  where  it  was  said  unto  them,  Ye  are  not  my  peo- 
ple, there  shall  they  be  called  the  children  of  the  living 
God."  Rom.  9  :  2*3,  26.  See  also  Hos.  2  :  23  ;  1  Pet. 
2:  10. 

This  can  apply  to  none  others  than  true  believers  of 
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all  nations,  Jews  and  Gentiles.  This  we  regard  as  con- 
clusive on  this  point,  and  furnishes  a  key  by  which  we 
may  understand  and  apply  all  other  promises  of  this 
class. 

But  there  is  another  class  of  promises,  made  directly 
to  the  Jewish  nation  as  such,  which  are  conditional,  and 
which  we  will  here  notice.  When  the  Lord  had  brought 
them  out  of  Egypt,  and  brought  them  unto  himself,  at 
the  base  of  Mount  Sinai,  he  addressed  them  thus  :  — 

"Now  therefore,  if  ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed,  and 
keep  my  covenant,  then  ye  shall  be  a  peculiar  treasure 
unto  me  above  all  people ;  for  all  the  earth  is  mine  [and 
therefore  open  and  free  to  them]  :  and  ye  shall  be  unto 
me  a  kingdom  of  priests,  and  an  holy  nation."  Exod. 
19  :  5,  6.  See  also  Deut.  4  :  2  ;  7  :  6  ;  14  :  2,  20 ; 
26  :  18.  See  also  Peter's  comment  on  this.  1  Pet. 
2:2,  9. 

In  all  this  class  of  texts  the  conditions  must  be  recog- 
nized, although  not  always  expressed ;  and  a  failure  to 
perform  the  conditions  was  to  forfeit  the  promises. 

But  we  quote  one  more  text,  where  the  condition  is  so 
stated  as  to  furnish  a  key  to  the  whole  subject. 

"  And  at  what  instant  I  shall  speak  concerning  a  na- 
tion, and  concerning  a  kingdom,  to  buikl  and  to  plant  it ; 
if  it  do  evil  in  my  sight,  that  it  obey  not  my  voice,  then 
will  I  repent  of  the  good  wherewith  I  said  I  would 
benefit  them."  Jer.  18  :  9,  10.  The  nation  of  Israel 
having  done  evil  until  their  national  probation  ceased, 
God  fulfilled  this  promise  to  repent  of  the  good  he  had 
promised  them,  and  said,  "  I  will  no  more  have  mercy 
upon  the  house  of  Israel,  but  I  will  utterly  take  them 
away."    Hosea  1:6.

And  when  Paul  is  referring  to  the  "  new  covenant," 
he  quotes  what  the  Lord  says  :  Not  according  to  the 
covenant  that  I  made  with  their  fathers,  in  the  day  when 
1  took  them  by  the  hand  to  lead  them  out  of  Egypt,  be- 
cause they  continued  not  in  my  covenant,  and  I  regarded 
them  not  [to  fulfil  it  to  them],saith  tlic  Lord."  Ileb. 
8:  [). 

This  passage  Paul  quotes  from  Jcremi:ili,  who  writes, 
"  Which  my  covenant  they  break,  althougii  I  was  an 
husband  unto  them,  saith  the  Lord.''  Jer.  31  :  32. 
They  broke  that  covenant,  and  disobeyed  God's  voice, 
and  forfeited  the  [)romise. 

Thus  Moses  sang  of  them  in  his  nuMiKn-aMi'  prophetic 
song,  giving  a  iiistorv  ot*  the  nation  until  thrir  final  de- 
struction, recorded  in  Dcut.  ch.  :  "  fhey  have  corru[)t- 
ed  themselves,  their  spot  is  not  the  spot  [mark]  of  his 
children  "  [or,  that  they  are  not  his  children,  that  is  their 
blot.  Margi)i]  :  they  are  a  perverse  and  (M'ooked  genera- 
tion. "  Do  ye  thus  re(pute  the  Lord,  O  foolish  people, 
and  unwise?  Is  not  he  thy  father  that  hath  bought  thee? 
Hath  he  not  made  thee,  and  established  thee?  " 

How  did  they  requite  him  ?  "  They  provoked  him  to 
jealousy  with  strange  gods,  with  abominations  provoked 
they  him  to  anger.  They  sacrificed  unto  devils,  not  to 
God  :  .  .  .  they  are  a  very  froward  generation,  children 
in  whom  is  no  faith." 

Of  their  final  fall  as  a  nation,  and  the  extension  of 
the  gospel  to  the  heathen,  and  the  conversion  of 
some  of  them  to  the  faith  of  Christ,  he  says,  ^^They 
have  moved  me  to  jealousy  with  that  which  is  not  God  : 
they  have  provoked  me  to  anger  with  their  vanities  : 
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and  I  will  move  them  to  jealousy  with  those  which  are 
not  a  people  [Gentiles]  ;  I  wall  provoke  them  to  anger 
with  a  foolish  nation."    Deut.  32  :  5,  6,  16,  21. 

We  will  now  hear  Paul  tell  us  how  this  is  fulfilled. 
In  speaking  of,  and  enforcing  the  principle  of  salvation 
by  faith,  as  taught  in  the  new  covenant  by  Moses,  in 
Deut.,  Paul  says,  "  But  I  say,  did  not  Israel  know? 
First,  Moses  saith,  I  will  provoke  you  to  jealousy  by 
them  that  are  no  people,  and  by  a  foolish  nation  [Gen- 
tile] will  I  anger  you."  Kom,  10:  19.  .  .  .  "  1  say, 
then,  have  they  stumbled  that  they  should  fall?  "  [or  in 
order  to  fall.  —  Whiting's  version,~\  Did  their  stum- 
bling result  in  their  fall  or  rejection  merely?  No.  "But 
rather,  (1)  through  their  fall  salvation  [the  gospel  of 
eternal  life  through  Christ,  at  whom  they  stumbled]  is 
come  unto  the  Gentiles,"  (2)  "for  to  provoke  them  to 
jealousy."  [What  for?]  "If  by  any  means  I  may 
provoke  to  emulation  [to  equal,  or  excel  the  Gentiles  in 
faith  in  Christ  and  obedience  to  God]  them  which  are 
my  flesh,  and  might  save  some  of  them."  Kom  11  : 
11,  14. 

This  is  the  only  hope  for  Jews,  as  it  is  the  only  hope 
for  Gentiles.  It  is  open  for  all.  It  is  the  boon,  and 
the  only  boon  which  God  extends  to  them  in  the  Bible  : 
to  preach  to  them  any  other,  only  inflates  their  pride 
and  unbelief,  feeds  their  self-righteousness,  and  deters 
them  from  embracing  the  gospel  of  Jesus.  We  covet 
not  the  responsibility  of  those  who  do  this. 

Having  shown  that  neither  the  second  class  of  Abra- 
ham's seed  [Ishmael  and  his  family],  nor  the  third 
class  [the  Jewish  nation  in  the  flesh] ,  are  God's  people 
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Israel,  or  Al)raliiiui*ri  seed,  to  whom  tlio  |)r<)inis('  was 
made;,  who  constitute  tlic  first  chiss,  and  wlio  with  hini 
arc  to  inherit  the  hind,  we  proceed  to  the  direct  argu- 
ment, viz.,  to  sIkmv  who  they  are. 

In  doing  this,  wc  shall  try  to  he  very  brief,  as  wc 
have  already  transcended  our  de^ii^ned  liniits  in  the 
first  department. 

We  will  here  repeat  what  we  have  before  said,  that 
in  all  the  Scriptures  we  have  examined,  we  find  not  one 
text  or  word  that  teaches  salvation  or  eternal  life  for  any 
adult  person  only  through  faith.  It  is  the  only  right- 
eousness we  can  plead. 

The  first  promise  we  find  made  to  Abram  is  recorded 
in  Gen.  12:  2,3.  "And  I  will  make  of  thee  a  great 
nation  ;  and  I  will  bless  thee,  and  make  thy  name  great ; 
and  thou  shalt  be  a  blessing:  and  I  will  bless  them  that 
bless  thee,  and  curse  him  that  curseth  thee  :  and  in  thee 
shall  all  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed." 

In  the  above,  we  find  that  this  blessing  was  to  extend 
to  all  families  [nations]  of  the  earth.  Again  we  learn, 
in  Gen.  13  :  14,  15,  "  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Abram, 
after  that  Lot  was  separated  from  him,  Lift  up  now 
thine  eyes,  and  look  from  the  place  where  thou  art, 
northward,  and  southward,  and  eastward,  and  west- 
ward :  for  all  the  land  wdiicli  thou  seest,  to  thee  will  I 
give  it,  and  to  thy  seed  forever." 

Here  we  find  the  land  is  promised  to  Abkam  and 
HIS  SEED;  and  in  Gen.  15  :  7,  after  informing  Abram 
that  his  seed  should  be  as  countless  as  the  stars  of 
heaven,  and  Abram  avowed  his  faith  in  .God,  which 
"  was  accounted  to  him  for  righteousness,"  God  "  said 
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unto  him,  I  am  the  Lord  that  brought  thee  out  of  Ur 
of  the  Chaldees,  to  give  thee  this  land  to  inherit  it." 

Here,  again,  the  land  is  promised  directly  to  Abram. 
But  how  extensive  is  this  promise  of  land  and  seed? 
The  Lord,  in  repeating  this  promise  to  Jacob,  said, 
"And  thy  seed  shall  be  as  the  dust  of  the  earth,  and 
thou  shalt  spread  abroad  to  the  vvest,  and  to  the  east, 
and  to  the  north,  and  to  the  south  :  and  in  thee  and  in 
thy  seed  shall  all  the  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed." 
Gen.  28  :  14. 

Paul  explains  the  boundaries  of  the  land  as  including 
the  whole  world,  or  habitable  globe.  Rom.  4  :  13. 
And  Jesus  says,  "Blessed  are  the  meek,  for  they  shall 
inherit  the  earth."  Matt.  5  :  5.  Peter  says,  "We,  ac- 
cording to  his  promise,  look  for  new  heavens  and  a  new 
earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteousness."  2  Pet.  3  :  13. 

The  above  are  all  the  promises  made  to  Abraham 
[personally]  and  his  seed  of  land  ;  but  they  are 
quoted  and  referred  to,  all  through  the  Scriptures  of  the 
Old  Testament;  quoted,  expounded,  and  applied  by  the 
New  Testament  writers,  so  that  no  Bible  student  need 
mistake  them. 

In  these  promises,  three  facts,  among  others,  are 
stated. 

I.  The  blessing  in  Abraham,  and  through  Abraham, 
extends  to  all  nations  of  the  earth  , 

II.  Abraham  is  to  inherit  the  land,  with  his  seed. 

III.  That  Abraham's  seed  shall  be  as  innumerable  as 
the  stars  of  heaven,  or  the  sands  upon  the  sea  shore. 

In  conne(ition  with  these  points  arises  the  question. 
By  what  law  does  Abraham  and  his  seed  become  entitled 
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to  thi8  hind?  Answer,  Uy  the  l:i\v  of  faith."  These 
facts  involve  yet  another,  vvliich  we  will  notice  in  its 
place. 

In  discussing  these  points,  we  shall  distinguish  the 
seed  included  in  these  promises,  by  the  term  —  Royal. 

I.  In  relation  to  the  first  point,  we  remark,  that  the 
blessing  constituted  him  the  father  of  all  the  families  of 
the  earth,  and  therefore  cannot  be  limited  to  the  Jewish 
nation,  nor  can  a  Jew  claim  that  blessing  by  virtue  of 
any  legal  or  national  relation  he  sustains  to  Abraham, 
for  the  [)romise  applies  equally  to  Abraham's  seed  among 
all  nations  ;  then^fore  cannot  be  according  to  the  flesh, 
else  it  nuist  ap[)ly  e([ually  to  all  that  sustain  the  relation 
of  descendants  of  Abraham,  not  excepting  Judas.  But 
so  far  from  this,  an  inspired  commentator  states,  "For 
if  they  which  are  of  the  law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made 
void,  and  the  promise  made  of  none  effect."  Rom. 
4:  14. 

There  is  but  one  sense  in  which  Abraliam  can  be  the 
father  of  all  nations  of  the  earth,  and  that  is  by  faith. 

Paul  fully  settles  the  application  of  this  text :  Even 
as  Abraham  believed  God,  and  it  was  accounted  to  him 
for  righteousness.  Know  ye,  therefore,  that  they  which 
are  of  faith,  the  same  are  the  children  of  Abraham. 

"  And  the  Scripture,  foreseeing  that  God  would  justify 
the  heathen  [Gtnitiles]  through  faith,  preached  before 
the  gospel  unto  Abraham,  saying,  In  thee  shall  all 
nations  be  blessed.  So  then  they  which  be  of  faith  are 
blessed  with  faithful  Abraham."    Gal.  3  :  6,  9. 

This  Scripture  demonstrates  the  fact  that  tlie  blessing 
promised  in  Gen.  12  :  3,  does  not  belong  to  the  Jews, 
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or  any  other  nation  as  such,  but  is  limited  to  believers  in 
Jesus  Christ,  among  all  nations  of  the  earth. 

Again  we  find  the  same  in  Romans :  "  And  he 
[Abraham]  received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of 
the  righteousness  of  the  faith  which  he  had,  yet  being 
uncircumcised  :  that  he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them 
that  believe,  though  they  be  not  circumcised  ;  that  right- 
eousness might  be  imputed  unto  them  also."  Rom.  4:11. 

Upon  this  immovable  foundation  we  stand  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  and  challenge  refutation  from 
Jew  or  Greek,  Papist  or  Protestant,  learned  or  un- 
learned. But  we  will  hear  Paul  further  :  "  Therefore 
it  is  of  faith,  that  it  might  be  by  grace ;  to  the  end  the 
promise  might  be  sure  to  all  the  seed  :  not  to  that  only 
which  is  of  the  law,  but  to  that  also  which  is  of  the  faith 
of  Abraham,  who  is  the  fiither  of  us  all,  (as  it  is 
written,  I  have  made  thee  a  father  of  many  nations) 
before  him  whom  he  believed,  even  God,  who  quickeneth 
the  dead,  and  calleth  those  things  M^hich  be  not,  as 
though  they  were."  Rom  4:  16,  17.  This  brings  us 
to  the  second  point  stated  in  the  promise,  viz.,  — 

II.  That  Abraham  is  to  inherit  the  land  with  his 
seed. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  that  Abraham  inherited  the 
land  IN  his  seed,  and  Ezek.  33  :  24  is  quoted  to  sup- 
port this  claim. 

We  think  the  advocates  of  a  theory  which  rests  on 
such  a  claim,  made  by  such  characters,  who  were  so 
plainly  rebuked  and  denounced  by  the  Lord,  as  in 
Ezek  33  :  24,  must  be  hard  pushed  for  argument,  es- 
pecially when  Abraham's  whole  history  in  the  Scriptures, 
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and  the  positive  declai-ation  of  Stephen  (Acts?:  /)), 
show  that  h(i  never  inhcritccl  a  foot  oi'  it  ;  n(H'  did  he 
ever  own  a  foot  (jf  it,  exceptin;^  a  hiir\  ini^-phice  for  hiti 
dead,  for  which  lie  paid  in  silver  fonr  hundred  sheklcs, 
current  money  (see  Gen.  23  :  KI,  20),  hut  the  promises 
say  .Abraham  shall  inherit  it,  and  his  sekd;  not  in  his 
seed.  No  amount  of  sophistry  can  exacK;  the  force  of 
this  lan^juasxe. 

But  Abraham  is  dead.  "Thou  shalt  go  to  thy  fathers 
in  peace ;  thou  shalt  he  buried  in  a  good  old  age." 
Gen.  15  :  15.  The  patriarchs,  prophets,  and  apostles 
are  dead  ;  but  we  leave  this  point  for  the  present,  to 
notice  the  third  proposition. 

III.  Abraham's  seed,  to  whom  the  promi>e  and  Ijless- 
beloiJi;,  is  to  be  as  innumerable  as  the  stars  of 
heaven,  and  the  sand  on  the  sea  shore.  IIos.  1  :  10. 
Rom.  9:27  demcHistrates  that  this  seed  does  not  apply 
to  the  Jewish  nation  in  the  Hesh,  as  we  have  shown,  but 
equally  to  all  nations. 

Of  this  seed  Paul  says,  "Therefore  sprang  there 
even  of  one,  and  him  as  good  as  dead,  so  many  as  the 
stars  of  the  sky  in  multitude,  and  as  the  sand  which  is 
by  the  sea  shore  innumerable."    Ileb.  11  :  12. 

This  is  the  same  seed  spoken  of  in  Gen.  IT)  :  5  and 
22  :  7.  Of  this  seed  we  shall  say  more  presently. 
But  what  is  the  law  constituting  this  relationship?  AVe 
have  before  shown  that  it  is  not  the  law  of  natural  de- 
scent, else  it  would  include  all  the  el e wish  nation,  and 
none  others.  Hence  the  law,  or  legal  seed,  are  not  the 
seed  spoken  of,  for  Paul  expressly  says,  "  The  law^  is 
not  of  faith."    Gal.  3:  12. 
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This  brings  us  to  show  w  ho  are  Abraham's  promised 
SEED.  The  Scriptures  declare  them  to  be  "  the  chil- 
dren of  God  by  fiiith,"  and  not  by  the  law.  "  But  now 
the  righteousness  of  God  without  the  law  is  manifested, 
being  witnessed  by  the  law  and  the  prophets  ;  even  the 
righteousness  of  God,  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ 
unto  all,  and  upon  all  them  that  believe ;  for  there  is  no 
difference  :  for  all  have  sinned,  and  come  short  of  the 
glory  of  God."    Rom.  3  :  21-23. 

Here  it  will  be  observed,  that  the  apostle,  in  discuss- 
ing this  point,  has  fairly  raised  the  Jew  question,  and 
squarely  met  it  in  the  following  language  :  — 

^^For  not  that  which  is  external  makes  the  Jew,  nor 
that  which  is  external  in  the  flesh,  circumcision  ;  but  the 
Jew  is  hidden  within,  even  circumcision  of  the  heart,  — 
Spiritual,  not  Literal ;  whose  praise  comes  not  from  men, 
but  from  God."  Rom.  2:  28,  'IS) .  —  Emp.  Diaglott. 
See  Phil.  3:3.  Col.  2  :  11.  Rev.  2  :  9  ;  3  :  9.  And 
again  :  "  Therefore  w^e  conclude  that  a  man  is  justified 
by  faith  without  the  deeds  of  the  law.  Is  he  the  God  of 
the  Jews  only?  and  is  he  not  also  of  the  Gentiles?  Yes, 
of  the  Gentiles  also  :  seeing  it  is  one  God,  which  shall 
justify  the  circumcision  by  faith,  and  the  uncircumcision 
through  faith."    Rom.  3  :  28-30. 

Upon  these  statements  of  Paul,  we  remark,  the 
term  Jew  sprang  from  the  tribe  of  Judah ;  which 
tribe  God  retained  to  the  house  of  David,  in  Jerusalem 
[when  he  rent  the  kingdom  of  Israel  from  Rehoboam, 
on  account  of  the  sin  of  Solomon  his  father] ,  because 
he  had  promised  David  "  that  of  the  fruit  of  his  loins 
...  he  would  raise  up  Christ  to  sit  upon  his  throne.'*. 
1  Kings  12.    Acts  2  :  30. 
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As,  tliercforc,  Cliri^t  was  to  conio  throuL^li  the  trii)e 
of  Judah  [hence  called  the  Lion  of  the  trihe  of  Jn- 
dah.  Kev.  5  :  4],  this  tril)e  was  a  synihol  or  type  of 
Abraham's  seed  through  Christ.  For  this  reason  the  Jews 
churned  that  the  promises  to  Abraham  belonge(Ho  them. 
This  chiim  P^ul  opposes  and  refutes,  as  above  stated, 
showing  that  they,  as  a  nation  under  their  hiw,  were 
only  an  outward  sif/n;  that  the  true  Jew  was  one  in- 
wardly, in  IIKAKT,  circumcised  in  heakt.  Ix  the 
sriUlT  [not  outward,  in  the  Hesh,  by  the  law],  praised 
of  God,  not  of  men. 

But  Paul  anticipates  their  objection,  viz.,  What 
advantage  then  hath  the  Jew?  or  what  profit  is  there  of 
circumcision?"  [or  what  the  profit  of  the  circumcision. 
—  Eu}p,  Di(((jh)tt,^  Rom  3:1.  This  ol)jection  he  meets 
[not  by  flattering  their  pride,  and  exciting  their  vain 
hope  of  some  future  exaltation  and  special  fiivor  from 
God  above  all  other  nations,  as  too  many  have  done 
since,  and  are  still  doing,  but]  by  saying,  tlieir  advan- 
tages are  ^'much  every  way,  chiefly  because  that  unto 
them  were  committed  the  oracles  of  God  "  [or  because 
they  were  intrusted  with  the  oracles  of  God.  —  Emp, 
JDiaglott]. 

Thus  he  shows  them  that  their  special  advantages 
above  other  nations  were  in  the  past.  They  liad  these 
oracles,  with  all  the  sacred  ordinances  ix)inting  to  Christ 
and  his  work;  God  had  sent  the  prophets  to  instruct 
and  admonisli  them.  The  Messiah  had  come  to  thc:n, 
first,  in  strict  accordance  with  the  teachings  of  tliose 
cles,  as  saith  Peter,  — 

Unto  you  first,  God,  having  raised  up  his  Son  J<sus. 
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sent  him  to  bless  you,  in  turning  away  every  one  of  you 
from  his  iniquity  "  Acts  3  :  26  [or  God  having  raised 
up  his  SERVANT,  sent  him  first  to  you,  to  bless  each  one 
who  shall  TURN  from  his  EVIL  ways. — Emp.  Diaglott'] . 

But  with  all  these  advantages  they  had  rejected  the 
light,  refused  the  message,  killed  the  Prince  of  Life 
(Acts  3:  15),  and  sealed  their  fate  as  a  nation,  yet 
the  promise  to  David  concerning  Christ  had  not  there- 
by failed. 

From  these  texts  it  is  plain  that  no  one  can  properly 
claim  to  be  a  Jew,  in  relation  to  the  promised  Messiah, 
except  those  who  believe  on  him,  and  are  circumcised 
in  heart,  in  the  spirit. 

Again,  we  remark,  that  as  it  was  Abraham's  faith  in 
God's  word  and  promises  that  was  imputed  to  him  for 
righteousness,  and  secured  to  him  the  promised  inheri- 
tance, and  constituted  him  the  father  of  many  nations, 
it  is  the  same  righteousness  which  constitutes  others  his 
seed,  recognized  in  the  promise. 

This  simple  fact  leads  Paul  to  say,  "  But  to  him 
that  worketh  not,  but  believeth  on  him  that  justifieth 
the  ungodly,  his  faith  is  counted  for  righteousness." 
Rom  4:5.  And  again  he  says,  "that  he  might  be  the 
father  of  all  them  that  believe,  though  they  be  not  cir- 
cumcised ;  that  righteousness  might  be  imputed  to  them 
also.  And  the  father  of  circumcision  to  them  who  arc 
not  of  the  circumcision  only,  but  who  also  walk  in  the 
steps  of  that  faith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which  he 
had,  being  yet  uncircumcised.  .  .  .  For  if  they  which 
are  of  the  law  [by  virtue  of  the  law]  be  heirs,  faith  is 
made  void,  and  the  promise  made  of  none  effect." 
Rom.  4:  11,  12,  14. 
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This  Jir<:;uinr!it  of  l*;iul  is  suiliciciit  to  .<liow  tlr.it 
faith  only  can  constitute  persons  the  seed  royal  of 
Abraham,  to  whom  the  [iromise  is  made.  But  we  find 
him  giving  still  more  evidence  of  this  fact.  "Know 
ye,  therefore,  that  they  which  are  of  faith,  the  same 
lire  the  children  of  Abraham .  .  .  .  Xow  to  Abraham 
and  his  sffd  were  the  promises  made.  He  saith  not, 
And  to  seeds,  as  of  many  [the  Jewish  nation]  ;  but  as 
of  one,  And  to  thy  seed  [see  Gen.  l.'i  :  14,  15], 
which  is  Christ.  .  .  .  [This  is  the  covenant  confirmed  of 
God  in  Christ  before  the  law  was  given].  And  if  ye 
be  Christ's,  then  are  ye  Abraham's  seed,  and  iiKiiis  ac- 
cording TO  THE  PUOMisK."    Gal.  3  :  7,  IG,  2!L 

These  Scri[)tures  demonstrate  most  clearly  that  faith 
in  Christ,  and  faith  alone,  constitutes  persons  the  seed 
of  Abraham,  and  heirs  of  the  land  [)romised  to  him  and 
his  seed. 

The  question  is  often  asked,  How  can  Abraham  be 
the  father  of  all  them  that  believe  among  the  (lentiles, 
when  some  of  them  lived  and  dii'd  long  before  Abraham 
was  born,  as  Ai)cl,  Knoch,  and  Xoah  ? 

We  reply,  that  Christ,  and  his  work  of  redemi)tion 
and  salvation,  is  the  great  object  and  centre  of  faith, 
around  which  the  hope  of  all  believers  cluster. 

He  is  the  seed  of  the  woman,  who  shall  bruise  [crush] 
the  serpent's  [Satan's]  head.  Gen.  3  :  15.  Rom.  10  : 
20.  He  is  the  seed  of  promise.  Gal.  3:  IG.  Witli  direct 
reference  to  this  seed,  who  was  to  undo  all  that  the  ser- 
pent had  done  by  tempting  Eve,  Abel  brought  his  slain 
lamb,  which  expressed  his  faith  in  the  death  of  Christ  to 
redeem  him  from  the  penalty  of  the\Tolated  law.  Thus 
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faith  constituted  him  righteous,  and  acceptable  to  God. 
Ileb.  11:4.  This  constituted  Abel  a  child  and  meim- 
BEUOF  Christ.  Gal.  3  :  29.  Heb.  2  :  13.  And  Christ, 
being  Abraham's  seed,  makes  Abraham  the  father  of  all 
who  believe.  Thus  Abel,  Enoch,  and  Noah  are  the 
seed  of  Abraham^  according  to  the  LAW  OF  faith. 

Having  shown  who  the  seed  royal  are,  and  by  what 
law  the  relationship  exists,  we  return  to  the  second  point 
stated  in  the  promise,  viz.,  that  Abraham  is  to  inherit 
the  land. 

But  Abraham  is  dead,  the  prophets  are  dead,  apos- 
tles and  martyrs  are  dead.  How  can  they  inherit  the 
land? 

Some  answer  this  question  thus  :  Canaan,  being  a  type 
of  the  whole  earth,  and  God's  children  in  every  genera- 
tion having  inherited  the  earth  and  enjoyed  its  bless- 
ings, have  gone  home  to  heaven  to  their  final  rest,  and 
so  we  shall  pass  away,  and  other  generations  follow. 

This  is  a  very  specious  delusion,  in  direct  opposition 
to  Scripture  ;  for  the  Bible  declares  that  God's  children 
"  are  pilgrims  and  strangers,  as  all  the  fathers  [Abraham, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob]  were."  Gen.  47:  9.  Ex.  6:4.  Heb. 
11  :  9,  13,  16.  Psa.  39  :  12.  Therefore  they  are  not  in- 
heritors, nor  citizens  of  this  world  ;  and  Stephen  declares 
of  Abraham,  that  God  gave  him  none  inheritance  in  it, 
no,  not  so  much  as  to  set  his  foot  upon ;  yet  he  promised 
that  he  would  give  it  to  him  for  a  possession,  and  to 
his  seed  after  him. 

But  Paul  settles  this  question  thus  :  Of  all  Abraham's 
seed,  who  were  then  dead,  he  says,  — 

These  all  died  in  faith,  not  having  received  the 
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proiniscH,  hut  having  seen  them  afar  oil',  were  porrtuadcd 
<>r  tlicin,  and  enihraccd  thcin,  and  confessed  that  they 
were  t^trani^crs  and  pilgrims  on  the  earth."  Ilcb.  11  : 
13.  Yet  tlie  (juestiun  returns,  How  CAN  they  inherit 
the  hmd  promised  ? 

The  Scriptures  answer,  By  the  resurrection  from  the 
<lead.  On  no  other  plan  can  t!iis  promise  he  fulfiHecl.  Of 
this  Ahraham  was  i'ully  apprised.  ha<l  heen  told, 

hefore  he  had  any  children,  that  he  should  "go  to  his 
ialhers  in  peace,  and  he  hurled  in  a  good  old  age."  Gen. 
15:  15. 

And  after  the  hirth  of  Isaac,  the  Lord  told  him  to  cast 
out  Ilatrar  and  Ishmael,  that  he  should  not  be  his  heir. 
''But  in  Isaac  shall  thy  seed  he  called."    Gen.  21:12. 

This  question  settled,  the  way  is  opened  to  give  us  an 
example  of  his  faith  ;  for  this  purpose  the  Lord  directs 
him  to  offer  Isaac  for  a  burnt  offering.    Gen.  22  :  2. 

Now  Abraham  must  have  understiK^d  that  there  was 
no  possible  way  for  the  promise  to  be  fulfilled  if  he  should 
^lay  Isaac,  unless  God  should  raise  him  from  the  dead  ; 
and  this  was  the  very  point  to  be  settled  in  his  mind. 
That  he  went  out,  and  acted  without  any  mental  reserva- 
tion, is  most  clearly  established  by  the  whole  history. 
God  was  not  deceived  :  he  knew  Abraham's  heart,  and 
sent  an  angel  to  save  the  life  of  Isaac.  He  then  repeated 
tlie  original  promise,  and  confirmed  it  with  an  oath.  Gen. 
22  :  15,  16.  But  had  Abraham  no  previous  intimation 
that  God  would  raise  the  dead?  Yes  :  he  received  Isaac, 
in  his  birth,  from  the  dead,  in  a  figure;"  and  so  he 
reasoned  and  reflected  on  his  journey  to  the  supposed 
fatal  spot  where  he  was  to  slay  his  son  Isaac.    "  Ac- 
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counting  that  God  was  able  to  raise  him  up,  even  from 
the  dead  ;  from  whence  also  he  received  him  in  a  figure.'' 
Heb.  11:19. 

The  fact  that  Sarah  was  past  age  and  the  circum- 
stances of  child-bearing,  and  he  himself  about  a  hun- 
dred years  old,  did  not  cause  him  to  stagger  "at  the 
promise  of  God,  through  unbelief,  .  .  .  but  was  fully 
persuaded  that  what  he  had  promised  he  was  able  also 
to  perform.  And  therefore  it  was  imputed  to  him  for 
righteousness.''    Rom.  4  :  22. 

Thus  Abraham  was  enabled  to  understand  that  the 
promise  was  to  be  fulfilled  by  a  resurrection  from  the 
(lead.  Therefore  Paul  says  Abraham  "is  the  father 
of  us  all,  as  it  has  been  written,  a  father  of  many  na- 
tions I  have  constituted  thee,  in  the  presence  of  that  God 
whom  he  believed,  who  makes  alive  the  dead,  and 
calls  THINGS  not  in  being  as  though  existing."  [Rom. 
4:17.  —  Emp,  Diaglott] . 

Concerning  this  seed,  the  Lord,  by  the  apostle,  says, — 

"  Therefore  also  were  born  from  one  who  even  as  to 
these  things  had  become  lifejess  [a  posterity] ,  like  the 
stars  of  heaven  for  multitude,  and  like  that  sand  on 
the  shore  of  the  sea,  innumerable.    All  these  died  in 

FAITH,  NOT  HAVING  RECEIVED  THE  PROMISED  BLESSINGS, 

but  having  seen  and  saluted  them  from  a  distance  [beyond 
THE  RESURRECTION  OF  THE  dead]  ,  and  having  confessed 
that  they  were  strangers  and  sojourners  on  the  land." 
\_Einp,  Diaglott.  Heb.  11  :  12  :  13.  See  also  verse  35.] 
Paul  further  says,  of  those  who  were  persecuted  to 
death,  that  they  "would  not  accept  deliverance  [oflfered], 
in  order  that  they  might  obtain  a  better  resurrection." 
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That  is,  a  ri'^urrectioii  which  shall  not  be  succeeded  by  a 
second  death,  — a  resurrection  unto  eternal  LIFE. 

'J'iien,  and  not  till  then,  will  Abraham  and  his  seed 
inherit  the  land,  and  the  promise  of  God  be  verified. 

Tliis  is  "  the  immutable  counsel "  which  God  "  con- 
firmed with  an  oath,  that  we  ini;^ht  have  strong  consola- 
tion, who  have  lied  lor  refuge  to  lay  hold  upon  the  hope 
set  before  us  :  which  hope  we  have,  as  an  anchor  of  the 
soul,  both  sure  and  steadfast." 

Dear  reader,  is  t/iis  you?'  hope  ?  If  it  is  not,  then  accept 
the  terms  on  which  it  is  offered,  and  secure  the  glorious 
prize  to  be  gained. 

Tin:  TKKM  "I8KAEL." 

Having  shown  what  are  the  blessing^^  promised  to 
Abraham  and  his  seed,  and  wiio  are  the  seed,  and  what 
is  the  law  which  constitutes  the  relationship,  when  and 
HOW  they  are  fulfilled,  we  [)roceed  to  show  to  w  iio.m 
the  term  Israel  originally  and  primarily  belonged. 

And  in  what  we  may  say,  we  shall  endeavor  to  be 
guided  by  the  testimony  of  Scripture. 

It  has  been  claimed  by  some  w  riters  that  the  name 
Israel  belongs  to  the  legal  descendants  of  Jacob,  and  to 
them  alone. 

AVhile  others  think  that  in  its  true  sense  it  applies  to 
true  believers  of  that  nation  only. 

But  we  believe,  and  shall  proceed  to  show,  that  in  its 
true  and  original  sense  it  properly  belongs  to  all  true 
believers  of  all  nations,  Jew^  and  Gentile. 

We  admit,  however,  that  it  was  applied  to  the  nation, 
as  such,  as  a  family  or  national  proper  name,  but  not 
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for  the  same  reason  that  it  was  given  to  the  man  previ- 
ously known  as  Jacob.  , 

We  admit,  also,  that  it  is  properly  and  especially  ap- 
plied to  true  believers  of  the  Jewish  nation,  but  not  of 
that  nation  ONLY. 

When  the  Lord  would  o^ive  a  sii^nificant  indication  of 
the  character,  design,  or  quality  of  certain  men  or  things, 
he  gives  them  names  expressive  of  such  character,  de- 
signs, or  qualities,  to  impress  them  on  the  mind. 

We  have  given  examples  of  this  principle,  in  our 
chapter  on  "the  Necessity  of  an  Atonement,"  page  97, 
to  which  we  refer  the  reader. 

»As  when  God  would  indicate  the  greatness  in  multitude, 
and  extensiveness  of  the  locality  of  Abraham's  seed,  he 
does  it  by  changing  the  name  of  Abram  for  Abraham 
[i.  e.,  "a  father  of  many  nations  "  ] .  Or,  when  the  Lord 
would  indicate  the  work  of  the  Messiah,  he  gives  him 
the  name  Jesus  [i.  e..  Saviour,  for  he  shall  save  his 
people  from  their  sins] . 

Thus  it  is  clearly  seen  that  these  names  are  given  to 
express  the  character,  work,  history,  or  relation  of  the 
persons  or  things  to  whom  they  are  given. 

With  this  rule  before  us,  we  will  examine  the  name 
Israel.  As  the  name  Abraham  expresses  the  numeri- 
cal greatness  and  geographical  locality  of  his  seed,  so 
the  Lord  changed  the  name  of  Jacob  to  Israel,  to  ex- 
press his  character  and  relation  to  God,  as  one  of  Abra- 
ham's royal  seed. 

The  promises  made  to  Abraham  and  his  seed,  were 
made  equally  to  Isaac  and  Jacob ;  and  when  Jacob 
wrestled  with  the  angel,  and  insisted  on  being  blessed  of 
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him,  lie  prevailed  ;  ami  (jlod  gave  liiiii  a  iiaiiK.'  to  indi- 
cate his  eliaraeter,  as,  the  blessed  of  God,  and  conse- 
(jiieiitly  his  relation  to  (iod.  "  And  he  said.  Thy  name 
sliall  he  called  no  mure  Jacob,  bnt  Israel  [a  piince  uF 
(jod],  for  as  a  prince  hast  thou  power  with  (Jod  and 
with  man,  and  hast  prevailed."  (ien.  ol  :  2«S.  See  also 
ch.  35:  D,  12. 

Here  we  have  the  origin  of  the  name  1si:akl,  together 
with  its  primary  meaning  and  proper  application.  In 
this  sense  Christ  uses  it  when  s[)eaking  of  Xathanael, 
"Behold  an  IsilAELlTE  INDEED,  IN  WHOM  IS  NO  GUILE." 

Every  other  use  and  ap])lication  of  the  namp,  there- 
fore, must  be  secondary  and  accommodated.  Who 
would  claim  that  in  any  other  sense  than  secondary  it 
was  ever  applied  by  the  sacred  writers  to  the  Jewish  na- 
tion? A  generation  of  vipers,  and  some  of  whom,  Jesu8 
says,  were  of  their  father  the  devil.  Are  these  {)rince8 
of  God?    Alas  !  what  next? 

The  fact  that  Isnitl  was  used  as  a  family  name  no 
more  proves  that  they  were  princes,  or  sons  of  G(kI, 
than  the  name  Jesas^  applied  to  other  men,  proves  that 
they  are  mciora.  But  if  it  was  given  to  Jacob  to  ex- 
press his  character  and  relation  to  Ciod  in  its  primary 
sense,  then  it  belongs  to  all  who  su.<tain  that  character 
and  relation,  and  to  none  others. 

But  what  saith  the  Scripture?  In  speaking  of  the 
nation  under  the  (family)  name  of  Israel,  the  Lord  says 
he  will  cause  to  cease  the  Jcingdom  of  the  house  of 
Israel^  .  .  .  for  I  will  no  more  have  mercy  upon  the 
house  of  Israel  but  I  will  utterly  take  them  away," 
as  a  kingdom  and  nation.    Has  he  fulfilled  his  word? 
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Surely  they  could  not  have  been  princes,  or  sons  of 
God. 

But  hear  him,  when,  applying  the  name  in  its  primary 
sense,  he  says,  — 

"  Yet  the  number  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  be  as 
the  sand  of  the  sea,  which  cannot  be  measured  nor  num- 
bered ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  the  place  w^iere 
it  was  said  unto  them,  Ye  are  not  my  people,  there  it 
shall  be  said  unto  them.  Ye  are  the  SONS  [princesl  OF 
THE  LIVING  God."    Hos.  1  :  4,  6,  10. 

Paul  applies  this  text  to  believers  from  the  Gentiles. 
Eom.  9  :  24,  26.  See  also  2  Pet.  2  :  10.  Let  those 
who  Judaize  escape  this  argument  if  they  can. 

Again,  the  Lord  says  by  Isaiah,  the  prophet,  "  Though 
the  number  of  the  children  of  Israel  [the  nation]  be  as 
the  sand  of  the  sea,  yet  a  remnant  [true  Israelites]  of 
them  shall  return  ;  "  or,  as  Paul  applies  it,  shall  be  saved. 
Isa.  10  :  22.  Eom.  9  :  27.  Surely  the  nation  could 
not  have  been  princes  of  God. 

We  come  now  to  Paul's  great  argument  upon  this 
point,  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Romans.  In  speaking  of  his 
strono'  desire  for  the  conversion  and  salvation  of  his 
brethi*en  in  the  flesh,  and  of  their  advantages,  he  says,  — 

"  Not  as  though  the  word  of  God  [in  his  promises  to 
Israel]  hath  taken  none  effect  [failed].  For  they  are 
not  all  Israel  [princes  of  God]  who  are  of  Israel 
[Jacob's  family] .  Neither,  because  they  are  the  seed  of 
Abraham,  are  they  all  children  [seed  royal]  ;  but  in  Isaac 
shall  thy  seed  be  called."  He  then  explains  and  applies 
this  remark,  thus  :  — 

"  That  is,  they  which  are  the  children  of  the  flesh ; 
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thcHC  arc  not  the  cliildrcn  [princes]  of  God  ;  hot  the 
ciiiLDUEN  [seed  royal]  OF  pitOMisE  are  counted  nm 
THE  SEED."    Rom.  1)  :  (I,  H. 

Hut,  Paul,  wlio  are  Israel,  and  children  ot  the  |)roinisc ? 
Hear  liini  reply,  "  Now  we,  hrethren  [dew  and  (ientilc], 
as  Isaac  was,  arc  the  ehilihen  of  pronjisc."  Gal.  4  : 
28.  Can  hinL(ua;j^e  make  anything  more  phiin  ?  Let 
those  who  apply  these  promises  to  the  Jews  iis  a  nation 
consider  this  arf^nment. 

'J'hc  apostle  continues  this  argument  through  the  ninth, 
tenth,  and  eleventh  chapters,  constantly  opposing  the 
chiim  of  the  Jew,  as  such,  to  GinVs  promises  to  Ahraham, 
Isaac,  and  [Jacob]  Israel,  and  their  seed  [royal]  in  the 
primary  sense,  especially  keeping  before  their  minds 
the  law  of  faith,  and  its  righteousness,  as  the  only  basis 
upon  which  any  one,  Jew  or  Gentile,  can  claim  those 
promises  ;  contrasting  it  with  the  law  of  circumcision, 
upon  which  they  laid  their  claim.     Kom.  10  :  1-12. 

He  declares,  "There  is  no  diilcrcncc  between  the  Jew 
and  the  Greek  :  for  the  same  Lord  over  all  is  ricii  unto 
all  that  call  upon  him."  He  then  goes  on  to  show  them 
that  the  Scriptures  of  the  prophets,  in  whi(;h  they  claim 
to  believe,  teach  this  doctrine,  and  they  ought  to  know  it ; 
then  quotes  from  Moses  and  Isaiah,  in  [)roof.  \'erses 
11)-2L 

Paul  then  raises  another  objection  for  them  against 
his  claim.  "  Hath  God  castaway  his  people?''  for  you, 
Paul,  say  God  has  east  away  the  nation.  To  this  he 
replies,  "  God  forbid  ;  for  I  also  am  an  Israelite,  of 
the  seed  of  Abraham,  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin."  He 
then  argues  that  as  God  had  reserved  seven  thousand,  in 
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the  days  of  Elias,  who  did  not  worship  the  image  of 
Baal,  "even  so  then  at  this  present  time  also  there  is 
a  remnant  accordinof  to  the  election  of  o^race.  And  if 
by  grace  then  it  is  no  more  of  works,"  or  of  the  law, 
Kom.  11  :  4,  6. 

He  then  shows  them  that  though  the  nation  were 
blinded  and  fallen,  yet  the  election  were  not ;  then  quotes 
their  prophets,  showing  their  fall,  7-10;  then,  in  11, 
12,  he  shows  them  that  their  fall,  as  a  nation,  did  not 
place  them  beyond  the  means  of  grace,  but  opened  the 
way  for  salvation  to  come  to  the  Gentiles  by  the  Gospel, 
in  order  to  provoke  them,  the  Jews,  to  jealousy,  and 
thereby  to  save  some  of  them.    See  verse  14. 

Then  he  reasons  thus  :  "Now  if  the  fall  of  tliem  [the 
nation]  be  the  riches  of  the  world,  and  the  diminishing 
of  them  [to  a  level  with  the  Gentiles]  the  riches  of  the 
Gentiles,  how  much  more  their  fulness?" 

If  placing  Jews  on  a  level  with  the  Gentiles,  under 
the  gospel  dispensation,  brings  in  a  remnant  from  among 
the  Gentiles  (see  Acts  15:  14),  how  much  mwe  shall 
it  enrich  the  fulness,  or  remnant,  of  believers  among 
the  Jews,  by  provoking  them  to  believe,  through  the  in- 
fluence of  the  gospel  among  the  Gentiles,  and  thus  the 
prediction  of  Moses  be  fulfilled  !  as  God  said,  — 

"  I  will  provoke  you  to  jealousy  by  them  that  are  no 
people  ;  and  by  a  foolish  nation  will  I  anger  you." 

This  would  be  what  Paul  desired.  "  If  by  any  means 
I  may  provoke  to  emulation  them  which  are  my  flesh 
[Jews],  and  might  save  some  of  them.  For  if  the  cast- 
ing aw^ay  of  them  [Jewish  nation]  be  the  reconciling  of 
the  world  [or  unbelievers,  through  the  preaching  of  the 
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gospel],  what  shall  tlic  rccciviii<^  uf  tlieiii  [unbelieving^ 
Jews,  who  have  been  provoked  to  jealousy  and  believed 
through  the  influence  of  the  gospel  aniong  the  Gentiles] , 
be  but  life  from  the  dead  in  the  resurrection?" 

"  For  if  [Christ]  the  first  fruit  be  holy,  the  [harvest] 
lump  is  also  holy  ;  and  if  [Christ]  the  root  be  holy,  so 
are  the  branches  [in  him].  And  if  some  of  the 
branches  [unbelieving  Jews]  be  broken  off  [from  Cin  ist, 
because  of  unbelief],  and  thou  [believing  (ientile,  l)cing 
a  wild  tree  while  in  unbelief]  wert  [by  faith]  graffed  in 
among  them  [believing  Jews],  and  with  them  partakest 
of  the  root  [Christ]  and  fatness  of  the  [family]  olive 
tree,  boast  not  against  the  [broken  off]  branches. 
But  if  thou  boast,  [remember]  thou  bearest  not  the  root, 
but  the  root  thee. 

"Thou  wilt  say  then.  The  branches  w(ire  bmkcn  off 
that  I  might  be  graffed  in.  W^ell ;  because  of  unbelief 
they  were  broken  off,  and  thou  standest  by  faith.  lie 
not  high-minded,  but  fear.  For  if  (iod  spared  not  the 
natural  branches,  take  heed  lest  he  also  spare  not  thee." 

Then,  in  verse  22,  he  reminds  the  Gentiles  of  the  good- 
ness of  God  to  them,  and  his  severity  towards  the  Jews  ; 
exhorting  them  to  continue  in  his  goodness,  lest  they 
also  be  cut  off.  Then  of  the  Jews  he  says,  "  And 
they  also,  if  j  hey  abide  not  still  in  unbelief,  shall 
be  oraffed  in  :  for  God  is  able  to  ^jraff  them  in  a<j:ain.'' 
The  conditions  here  stated  are  too  plain  to  be  misunder- 
stood by  the  careful  seeker  for  truth. 

Then,  continuing  his  argument,  Paul  says,  ''For  I 
would  not,  brethren,  that  ye  should  be  ignorant  of  this 
mystery,  lest  ye  should  be  wise  in  your  own  conceits ; 
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that  blindness  in  part  is  happened  to  Israel "  — blindness 
is  happened  to  a  part  of  Israel.  That  the  blindness 
here  referred  to  happened  to  only  a  part  of  Israel  is 
clearly  proved  by  the  apostle  himself ;  for  he  says,  "  Israel 
[the  nation]  hath  not  obtained  that  [righteousness]  which 
he  seeketh  for :  but  the  election  [those  who  believed] 
HATH  obtained  IT,  and  the  rest  [that  part  who  did  not 
believe]  were  blinded.  Verse  7.  It  is  supposed  by 
some  that  this  blindness  was  concerning  the  Messiahship 
of  Jesus  ;  but  the  rejection  of  Christ  was  only  the  result 
of  their  blindness. 

Their  blindness  was  manifest  at  Sinai,  when  they  re- 
ceived the  law  and  its  ordinances  ;  for  they  were  carnal, 
or  "  vain  in  their  imaginations,  and  their  foolish  heart 
was' darkened."  They  did  not  understand  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  institutions  God  gave  them.  See  Deut. 
29  :  4. 

Hence  the  veil  on  Moses'  face  indicated  the  blindness 
of  their  heart ;  "  they  could  not  see  to  the  end  of  that 
law  which  is  abolished."    See  2  Cor.  3  :  13. 

They  entirely  mistook  their  relation  to  their  fathers, 
Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  the  promises  made  to 
those  fathers  and  their  seed. 

They  did  not  see  that  their  theocracy  w^as  only  a  typi- 
cal institution,  but  supposed  it  to  be  a  permanent  and 
everlastino'  arrano^ement. 

They  did  not  comprehend  that  their  temple  sacrifices, 
and  table  service,  and  feasts  were  only  shadows  or  signs 
of  the  sufferings  of  their  Redeemer  and  the  blessings 
which  should  follow. 

The  veil  was  upon  their  heart ;  hence  Paul  quotes 
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Lirgcly  from  their  [)ro[)liet8  to  convince  tliein  of  their 
error.  .  But  nothing  short  of  the  final  downfall  of  the 
nation  would  do  this  ;  nor  has  even  this  convineed  them 
us  a  people,  yet  it  has  convineed  and  turned  to  salva- 
tion a  remnant  of  them. 

In  view  of  the  foregoin^^  facts,  and  many  more  which 
might  be  cited,  Paul,  in  the  argument  we  have  been 
examining,  touching  their  blindness,  says,  "  According 
as  it  is  written,  God  hath  given  them  the  spirit  of  slum- 
ber, eyes  that  they  should  not  see,  and  cars  that  they 
should  not  hoar,  unto  this  day.  And  David  saith.  Let 
their  table  [temple  service]  be  made  a  snare,  and  a  trap, 
and  a  stumbling-block  [as  was  Christ,  the  antitype  of 
that  service],  and  a  recompense  unto  them  ;  let  their  eyes 
be  darkened,  that  they  may  not  see,  and  bow  down  their 
back  ALWAY." 

A  fearful  example  indeed  for  those  who  close  their 
eyes  against  the  light,  and  persist  in  unbelief. 

But  how  long  is  that  blindness  to  continue?  Wc 
have  seen  that  the  gospel  aims  to  remove  it  by  provok- 
ing them  to  jealousy  or  emulation,  and  thereby  "save 
them  that  believe."  Verse  14.  And  this  accords  with 
what  the  apostle  says  again  :  "  But  their  minds  were 
blinded,  for  until  this  day  remaineth  the  same  veil  un- 
taken  away  in  the  reading  of  the  Old  Testament,  wiiiCFi 
VEIL  IS  DONE  AWAY  CuRiST.  But  cvcn  unto  this  day, 
when  Moses  is  read,  the  veil  is  upon  their  heart.  Never- 
theless when  it  [the  heart]  shall  turn  unto  the  Lord, 

THE  VEIL  SHALL  BE  TAKEN  AWAY.''   2  Cor.  3  :  14,  16. 

This  is  emphatic,  and  settles  the  question  as  to  tchen 
and  how  that  b.indness  may  be  removed.    And  unless  it 
25 
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is  THUS  removed  they  will  bow  down  their  back  alway, 
even  "until  the  fulness  [full  number]  of  the  Gentiles 
be  come  in,"  and  the  gospel  has  ceased  its  mission, 
Christ  shall  come,  and  the  dead  are  raised. 

"And  so  all  Israel  [princes  of  God,  from  Jews  and 
Gentiles]  shall  be  saved  [ransomed  from  the  grave, 
Hosea,  13  :  14 ;  life  from  the  dead,  Paul,  verse  14],  as 
it  is  written  (Isa.  59  :  20),  There  shall  come  out  of 
Zion  the  Deliverer,  and  shall  turn  away  ungodliness 
from  Jacob."  Rom.  11  :  26.  Is  this  as  Isaiah  wrote 
it?    Let  us  see. 

"And  the  Redeemer  shall  come  to  Zion,  and  unto 
them  that  turn  from  transgression  in  Jacob,  saith  the 
Lord."    Isa.  59  :  20. 

As  this  is  what  the  Lord  saith,  why  did  not  Paul  say 
what  the  Lord  saith  ? 

We  think  Paul  did,  because  he  refers  to  what  was 
WRITTEN  IN  Isaiah  ;  and  there  can  be  no  conflict  be- 
tween Isaiah  and  Paul.  And  therefore  we  think  the  text 
in  Romans  is  a  mistranslation  of  Paul's  quotation. 

Upon  this  point  Professor  Hodge,  of  Princeton,  says, 
"  This  version  of  this  passage  agrees  neither  with  the 
Hebrew  nor  the  Septuagint.  In  the  latter  part  of  the 
verse  the  departure  from  the  Hebrew  is  most  serious." 
On  the  text  in  Isaiah,  he  remarks,  "We  have  here  a 
literal  translation  of  the  Hebrew." 

The  most  reasonable  supposition  is,  that  the  error  is 
not  in  our  translators,  but  in  some  ancient  transcribing 
of  MS, 

This  being  so,  all  is  plain.  The  passage  in  Isaiah  is 
in  harmony  with  the  whole  tenor  of  the  apostle's  argu-

ment  in  the  9th,  10th,  and  1 1th  chapters  of  this  ojii.stlc, 
and,  indeed,  with  all  other  Bil)le  descriptions  of  the 
work  of  Christ  at  his  coming. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  version  in  Romans  appears  to 
harmonize  in  no  way  with  his  own  argument.  And  Dr. 
Clarke,  in  his  comment  on  the  version  in  Komans,  ad- 
mitting it  to  be  correct,  finds  himself  involved  in  a  per- 
fect mystery,  as  we  think  all  must  he  who  follow  that 
version  instead  of  Isaiah. 

If,  then,  we  follow  the  version  in  Isaiah,  we  can  see 
how  all  Israel  is  to  be  saved  when  "  the  Deliverer 
[Christ]  shall  come  to  Zion,  and  to  them  that  turn 
from  transgression  in  Jacob."  For  Jesus  is  to  come 
''without  sin  [a  sin  offering]  unto  salvation,  unto  all 
them  that  look  for  him." 

The  partition  wall  between  Jew  and  Gentile  having 
been  broken  down,  Jesus  having  "abolished  i\  his 
FLESH  the  enmity,  even  the  law  of  commandments 
contained  in  ordinances  :  for  to  make  in  himself  of 
TWAIN  [Jew  and  Gentile]  one  new  man  [true  Israel, 
princes  of  God],  so  making  peace. 

''  And  that  he  might  reconcile  both  [Jew  and  Gentile] 
unto  God  in  one  body  by  the  cross,  having  slain  the 
enmity  thereby  [by  removing  the  old  covenant  of  cir- 
cumcision, engraven  on  stones]  ;  and  came  and  [)reachcd 
peace  to  you  [Gentiles]  which  were  afar  off,  and  to 
them  [the  Jews]  that  were  [under  the  covenant] 
nigh."    Eph.  2  :  15,  17. 

Therefore  in  Christ  "  there  is  neither  Jew  nor 
Greek,  there  is  neither  bond  nor  free ^  there  is  neither 
male  nor  female ;  for  ye  are  all  [Jew  and  Gentile] 
07ie  in  Christ  Jesus. 
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And  IF  YE  BE  Christ's,  then  are  ye  Abraham's  • 
SEED  [true  Israelites] ,  and  heirs  according  to  the 
PROMISE."    Gal.  3  :  28,  29. 

These  Scriptures  demonstrate  the  fact  that  all  di^ 
tinction  between  Jew  and  Gentile,  in  their  relation  to 
Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Israel,  and  their  seed, — Jesus 
Christ,  —  is  forever  abolished.  Therefore  the  apostle 
says  again,  — 

"For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  availeth 
anything,  nor  uncircumcision,  but  [faith  which  worketh 
by  love.  Gal.  5:6,  and  maketh]  A  new  creature." 
This  allies  believers  to  the  new  creation. 

"  And  as  many  as  walk  according  to  this  rule 
[law],  peace  be  on  them  [Jew  or  Gentile]  and  mercy, 
and  UPON  the  Israel  of  God."  Amen. 

Dear  reader,  let  us  walk  according  to  this  rule,  that 
when  the  Deliverer,  Jesus  Christ,  shall  come  to  Zion, 
and  to  them  that  turn  from  transgression  in  Jacob  — 
all  true  believers  which  constitute  the  fulness  from  the 
old  Jewish  stock  —  when  the  fulness  of  the  Gentiles  is 
come  in,  and  so  all  Israel  is  saved,  we  with  them  may 
enter  in  through  the  gates  into  the  city,  and  enjoy 
that  blessed  rest  that  remains  for  the  people  of  God. 

"  For  this  is  my  covenant  [confirmed  before  of  God 
in  Christ,  430  years  before  the  law  —  covenant.  Gal.  3  : 
17]  unto  them  when  I  shall  take  away  their  sins." 
Kom.  11  :  27. 

All  true  believers  receive  this  covenant  in  their  hearts 
when  their  sins  are  forgiven ;  and  this  involves  the 
promise  of  God  to  send  the  Deliverer.  See  Jer.  31  : 
31.  Heb.  8:  10,  13.  Acts  3  :  20.

ARE  WITIIOL"!^  REPENTANCE."     Rom.  11  :  27,  29. 

Thanks  be  to  God,  they  cannot  fail  therefore.  The 
Deliverer  will  come  at  the  time  appointed.  Amen  :  even 
60,  come  Lord  Jesus. 
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CHAPTER  XX. 

THE  MILLENNIUM. 

To  him  that  overcometh  will  I  grant  to  sit  with  me  in  my  throne, 
even  as  I  also  overcame,  and  am  set  down  with  my  Father  in  his 
throne.'*  —  Rev.  3  :  21. 
*'  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first  resurrection;  on 
such  the  second  death  hath  no  power,  but  they  shall  be  priests  of 
God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall  reign  with  him  a  thousand  years 
[the  thousand  years  —  Emp.  Diaglott  ;  those  thousand  years 
—  Syraic]."  —  Rev.  20  :  6. 

The  above  promises  and  benediction  include  all  the 
glory,  and  riches,  and  blessings  which  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  has  purchased  for  and  promised  to  his  followers, 
to  be  enjoyed  in  the  world  to  come. 

Such  a  position  of  honor  and  glory,  such  a  state  of 
blessedness  and  triumph,  has  never  yet  been  attained 
by  man  ;  nor  can  they  be  in  this  world  of  mortality ; 
but  such  is  to  be  attained  and  enjoyed  by  the  people  of 
God  in  the  world  to  come. 

This  the  Scriptures  abundantly  prove,  as  we  shall 
proceed  to  show.  The  Bible  is  not  simply  the  record 
of  the  works  of  God,  and  the  acts  of  men  of  the  past, 
and  the  revelation  of  the  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  the  present ;  but  it  presents,  in  no  uncertain  voice,  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  the  destinies  of  man,  and  the  glori- 
ous rest  of  the  future. 
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A  careful  study  of  these  j)a.ssagcs  and  their  contexts, 
with  a  proper  consideration  of  the  (h)Ctrinc  involved, 
carefully  comparing  them  with  many  other  Scriptures 
on  the  same  subject,  will  demon.stratc  the  fact  that  they 
are  to  have  their  I'ulfilment  at,  and  ufttr  THE  SECOND 

l*EUSONAL  AbVENT  OF  ChKIST. 

Tlie  first  passage  at  the  head  of  this  chiipler  em- 
braces the  following*  very  important  j)oint.s 

I.  That  man  is  not  in  a  condition,  in  this  world,  to 
reign  with  Christ:  he  must  first  overcome  sin,  then  he 

'  will  obtain  victory  over  death,  in  "  the  first  resurrec- 
tion." 

II.  That  Christ,  with  our  nature,  overcame  sin  and 
death  by  his  sufferings,  death,  and  resurrection  :  and  by 
the  shedding  of  his  own  bhjod,  and  entering  into  heaven 
us  an  Advocate,  he  has  [)repared  the  way  for  us  to  obtain 
forgiveness  of  sin,  and  to  overcome  the  world,  that  at 
his  con)ing  again  he  may  give  us  victory  over  deatli,  and 
grant  us  eternal  life. 

III.  That  Christ  is  now  seated  on  his  heavenly 
Father's  throne,  a)id  not  on  his  oivn  throne, 

IV.  That  Christ  is  yet  to  occupy  a  throne  of  his  own, 
which  he  denominates  "  My  thuone." 

V.  That  all  who  will  accept  Ciu'ist  as  their  Lawgiver, 
Teacher,  Sacrifice,  Lifegiver,  Priest,  Judge,  and  King, 
in  order  to  obtain  remission  of  sins,  and  to  overcome  the 
world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil,  shall  be  raised  to  im- 
mortality, to  reigx  with  Christ,  when  he  comes  to 
keign.  Many  overlook  the  fact,  that  while  Christ  is  on 
his  Father's  throne  as  our  "  Great  High  Priest,"  he  does 
not  occupy  his  own  throne  ;  but  Christ  is  yet  to  ascend 
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his  own  rightful  throne  :  which  event  will  be  attended 
with  honor  and  glory,  surpassing  all  that  which  the  kingfi, 
potentates,  and  rulers  of  this  world  combined,  ever  re- 
ceived. 

Mortal  rulers  have  come  to  their  thrones,  generally, 
and  to  the  honors  bestowed  upon  them,  through  doubtful 
claims,  by  strifes  and  wars,  blood  and  carnage,  at  the 
sacrifice  of  much  human  life  and  happiness ;  or,  by 
causing  heavy  burdens  and  taxations  to  rest  on  the  multi- 
tudes who  ha^e  not  obtained  equal  rights  and  joint  heir- 
ship with  their  rulers. 

But  Christ  gains  his  throne  by  being  the  only 
rightful  heir,  and  by  the  promise  of  the  eternal  Father. 
He  gains  the  worthiness  to  occupy  it,  and  the  glory  at- 
tending it,  by  the  sacrifice  of  his  own  life,  the  shedding 
of  his  own  blood,  for  the  redemption  of  his  subjects  from 
death,  the  cleansing  of  them  from  sin,  and  procuring  for 
them  eternal  life. 

He  "  had  glory  with  the  Father  before  the  world  was" 
(John  17:  5),  but  to  redeem  that  world  when  it  was 
lost  by  sin,  he  took  on  him  the  seed  of  Abraham,"  and 
"for  the  joy  that  was  set  before  him,  endured  the  cross, 
despising  the  shame,  and  is  set  down  on  the  right  hand  of 
the  throne  of  God."  This  he  did  for  us  while  we  were 
enemies  ;  and  then  invited  us  to  accept  his  mercy,  believe 
on  him,  obey  his  teachings,  overcome  sin  by  faith  in  his 
blood,  suffer  with  him  for  the  advancement  of  his  cause, 
and  be  raised  immortal  to  share  the  joint  heirship  of  his 
eternal  reign  and  glory. 

Is  not  such  a  Benefactor  and  Master  worthy  of  our 
affections  and  obedience?    Should  not  such  goodness 
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loud  118  to  re[)entance?  Ought  not  all  men  to  acknowl- 
edi^e  Ins  ri<;ht  to  reii^n?  Such  as  will  not  do  it,  can 
have  no  ri^^hts  in  his  dominion  ;  and  when  he  ascends  the 
throne  of  his  glory,  and  executes  tiie  reign  of  judgment, 
"every  knee  shall  how  before  hini,'' confess  the  right- 
eousness of  his  claims,  and  all  "  his  enemies  shall  lick 
the  dust." 

When  the  angel  delivered  his  message  to  Mary  con- 
cerning the  hirth  of  Jesus,  he  said,  "lie  shall  be  great, 
and  shall  be  call<jd  tiic  Son  of  the  Highest :  and  the  Lord 
God  shall  give  unto  him  the  throne  of  his  fatlier  David  : 
and  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  forever, 
and  of  his  kingdom  there  shall  Ix*  no  end."  Luke  1  : 
32,  33. 

The  reign  of  Cluist  nmst  be  as  literal  as  was  his 
birth  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  his  baptism,  death,  and 
resurrection.  When  his  reign  commences,  it  is  shared 
by  his  saints,  the  church  of  God  gathered  from  all  ages 
and  generations,  and  from  all  kindreds,  and  tongues, 
and  peoples,  and  nations  ;  and  marks  the  fulfilment  of 
the  second  text  at  the  head  of  this  chapter,  and  the  com- 
mencement of  the  long  looked-for 


MILLENNIUM. 

Millcy  a  thousand,  and  annus  a  year,  —  a  thousand 
years.  Millennium  mQniis  "a  thousand  years  ;  a  word 
used  to  denote  the  thousand  years  mentioned  in  liev.  xx., 
during  which  period  Satan  will  be  bound,  and  holiness 
become  triumphant  throughout  the  world.  During  this 
period,  as  some  believe,  Christ  wull  reii^n  on  earth  in 
person  with  his  saints," —  Webster, 
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We  do  not  quote  Webster  as  authority  in  doctrine, 
but  for  the  meaning  and  use  of  the  word.  The  word 
millennium^  as  used  in  rehgious  teachings,  is  derived 
from  Rev.  20,  as  above  cited. 

"Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first 
resurrection  :  on  such  the  second  death  hath  no  power, 
but  they  shall  be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall 
reign  with  him  a  thousand  years." 

The  time  shall  come  when  Christ  will  take  the  throne 
of  David,  and  reign  from  henceforth  forever :  and  when 
it  does  come,  his  followers  shall  also  reign  with  him. 

There  is,  however,  a  millennium,  —  a  thousand  years, 
as  stated  in  the  text,  which  marks  a  period  between  the 
commencement  of  that  reign,  and  the  final  execution  of 
Christ's  enemies,  —  which  we  denominate  the  reign  of 
judgment  • 

Many  strange  views  have  originated  in  the  Christian 
church  on  this  subject. 

It  would  seem  that  every  effort  has  been  made  that 
Satanic  sagacity  or  human  invention  can  produce,  to 
either  overthrow  or  prevent  the  scriptural  doctrine  of 
the  millennium.  The  malignant  opposition  of  the  Jewish 
and  pagan  nations  against  the  doctrine  of  Christ's  per- 
sonal reign  was  fully  manifested  when  he  was  here,  in 
his  betrayal  and  crucifixion.  But  finding  that  the  doc- 
trine prevailed  and  spread,  the  effort  was  renewed  to 
destroy  it,  by  killing  the  teachers  and  followers  of 
Christ.  This  only  increased  the  number  of  believers. 
The  next  effort  was  to  corrupt  the  doctrine  and  pervert 
the  teachings  of  it,  so  as  to  destroy  the  idea  of  the  joer- 
sonal  reign  during  the  millennium,  or  thousand  years. 
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This  accomplished,  the  way  is  open  to  siicccsHfuIIy  oppose 
the  idea  that  Christ  will  ever  reign  perHomilhj,  For  the 
passages  which  tea(;h  such  a  reign  for  a  thousand  years, 
being  spirituah/cd  and  perverted,  all  others  which  teach 
his  reign  at  all  must  share  the  same  fate. 

To  accomplish  so  important  an  end,  the  gospel  must 
be  aceonnnodated  to  the  dogmas  of  paganism.  The 
scriptural  rule  of  interpretation  nuist  be  abandoned,  and 
rules  applied  which  would  allow  of  any  interpretation 
desired  by  partisans,  or  by  unsanctilied  hearts.  This 
point  was  gained  by  the  enemy  while  Origen  and 
Augustine  became  willing  instruments  to  propagate  and 
j>opularize  what  is  called  allegorical  and  spiritual  inter- 
pretations of  Scripture.  A  wide  door  was  now  opened 
to  misinter[)ret  the  nature  of  man,  the  penalty  of  God*8 
law,  Christ's  atonement,  the  object  of  the  proclamation 
of  the  gospel,  the  consummation  of  the  plan  of  grace, 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  and,  lastly,  the  reign  of 
Christ.  For  when  they  obtained  a  false  view  of  the 
work  of  God  preceding  the  reign  of  Christ,  it  called 
for  a  theory  concerning  his  reign  which  should  be  con- 
sonant with  that  false  view  of  other  i)arts  of  Scripture 
doctrine. 

In  the  fourth  century  the  Christian  faith  had  over- 
come pagan  authority,  and  become  the  dominant  religion  ; 
but  not  in  its  purity,  for  in  that  time  when  paganism 
w^as  falling,  the  papacy  was  rising  to  take  its  place,  and 
to  corrupt  the  church  with  idolatry,  and  the  Christian 
faith  with  pagan  superstition. 

At  that  time,  as  Church  history  gives  abundant  evi- 
dence, "monks,  monasteries,  convents,  penance,  church 
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councils  with  cliurch  control  of  conscience,  excommunica- 
tion, the  smoke  of  incense,  wax  tapers  in  the  churches  at 
noonday,  prostrate  crowds  at  the  altar  drunk  with  fanat- 
icism or  wine,  imprinting  devout  kisses  on  the  walls,  and 
supplicating  the  concealed  blood,  bones,  or  ashes  of  the 
saints,  idolatrously  frequenting  martyrs'  tombs,  pictures 
and  images  of  tutelar  saints,  veneration  of  bones  and 
relics,  gorgeous  robes,  tiaras,  croises,  pomp,  splendor, 
and  mysticism,  were  seen  everywhere,  and  w^ere  the 
order  of  the  day." 

And  in  the  words  of  Mosheim,  "  The  new  species 
of  philosophy,  imprudently  adopted  by  Origen  and  many 
other  Christians,  was  extremely  prejudicial  to  the  cause 
of  the  gospel,  and  to  the  beautiful  simplicity  of  its 
celestial  doctrines." 

Coleridge  tells  us,  "The  pastors  of  the  church  had 
gradually  changed  the  light  and  life  of  the  gospel  into 
the  very  superstitions  they  were  commissioned  to  dis- 
perse, and  thus  paganized  Christianity  in  order  to 
christen  paganism." 

"All  this,"  says  Dr.  Duffield,  "was  the  genuine  off- 
spring of  the  allegorical  system  and  Platonic  philosophy 
of  Origen^  who  made  the  church  on  earth  the  mystic 
kingdom  of  heaven.^^ 

"  Origen  was  the  most  distinguished  pupil  of  a  Greek 
philosopher  of  great  talent,  who  settled  in  Alexandria, 
and  though  wholly  ignorant  of  divine  truth,  applied,  and 
was  admitted  into  the  church,  and  became  instructor  of 
the  Christian  youths  of  Alexandria.  His  name  was 
Ammonius  Sacchus.  Here  Origen  received  his  first  im- 
pressions in  heathen  philosophy.    He  was  sent  early  in 
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life  to  Chaldea,  where  lie  .studied,  and  became  initiated  in 
the  highest  mysteries  of*  the  Assyrian  apostasy.  On 
returning  to  Alexanchia  he  became  head  of  the  school, 
and  finally  bishop.  During  the  reign  of  Emperor 
Alexander  Severus,  who  also  was  a  member  of  the 
Oriental  apostasy,  Origen  lent  the  whole  weight  of  his 
talents  and  inHuence  to  aid  the  emperor  in  his  design  to 
unite  all  creeds  in  one  at  Rome,  and  with  a  view  to  this 
end  he  prevailed  upon  the  enipcror  to  add  the  name  of 
Christ  to  the  number  of  the  gods,  lie  then  immediate- 
ly changed  his  own  name,  originally  Admantus,  adopting 
that  of  Origen. 

"From  that  moment  the  distinctive  doctrines  of  the 
gospel  ceased  to  be  taught  generally.  The  atonement 
was  no  longer  spoken  of ;  the  second  advent  of  Christ, 
and  his  future  kingdom,  were  denied  ;  the  resurrection  of 
the  body  was  ex|)lained  away.  The  cons[)iracy  triumphed 
under  Po[)e  Damasus  (about  A.  D.  381),  who  dedareil 
the  millennium  had  already  commenced,  and  expelled 
from  the  church  as  heretics  all  who  looked  for  Christ's 
second  advent  and  kingdom."  —  Church  J I  is  fort/. 

This  prepared  the  way  for  the  papacy,  and  the  reign 
of  "  the  man  of  sin,"  sustained  by  the  dogma  that  Christ's 
kingdom  was  spiritual,  his  reign  with  his  saint  a  moral 
reign,  under  the  management  of  the  bishops. 

The  doctrine  that  the  Babe  of  Bethlehem  should  rise 
and  rule  was  hated  by  Herod.  The  announcement  that 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  should  reign  on  the  throne  of  David 
tormented  the  apostate  Jews,  and  has  always  been  re- 
jected by  their  antitype.    No  wonder,  then,  that  the 
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apostate  bishops  of  the  Christian  church  rejected  the 
personal  reign  of  Christ,  that  they  might  receive  the 
honor  themselves^  and  usurp  the  power  to  control. 

But  the  doctrine  of  the  personal  reign  of  Christ,  and 
of  the  thousand  years'  reign  between  the  two  resurrec- 
tions, was  so  clearly  taught  in  Revelation,  and  so  tena- 
ciously held  to  and  advocated  by  the  church  for  the 
first  three  centuries,  it  became  necessary  to  exclude  the 
Apocalypse  from  the  sacred  writings,  to  exclude  the  doc- 
trine of  the  millennium. 

On  this  Gibbon  remarks,  "  In  the  Council  of  Laodicea, 
A.  D.  360,  the  Apocalypse  was  tacitly  excluded  from 
the  sacred  canon  by  the  same  churches  of  Asia  to  which 
it  was  addressed  :  and  we  may  learn  from  the  complaint 
of  Sulpicius  Severus  that  their  sentence  had  been  ratified 
by  the  greater  number  of  Christians  of  his  time." 

Mr.  H.  Bonar,  in  writing  on  Rev.  20,  remarks,  "In 
the  first  three  centuries  great  stress  was  laid  upon  this 
passage.  It  was  considered  the  stronghold  of  chiliasm 
(the  thousand  years'  personal  reign) .  So  strong  and  de- 
cided was  its  testimony  deemed,  that  the  anti-chiliasts 
believed  their  only  escape  from  it  was  the  total  denial  of 
V;he  Apocalypse.  Chiliasm  and  the  Apocalypse  were 
deemed  inseparable. 

"  They  could  only  get  rid  of  the  former  by  rejecting  the 
latter.  They  never  thought  it  possible  to  deny  that  the 
Apocalypse  taught  chiliasm.  This  was  not  disputed ; 
and  hence  those  who  disliked  chiliasm  could  not  tolerate 
the  Apocalypse.  It  was  not  until  the  church  had  learned 
to  Platonize,  or  had  taken  lessons  in  the  school  of  Origen, 
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that  they  could  condemn  chiliasin  without  disputing  the 
inspiration  of  tlie  Revelation.'' 

AH  a[)u8tasie8  in  the  a[)ostolic  church  led  from  the 
literal  to  the  spiritual,  never  to  the  contrary.  Have  you 
ever  carefully  considered  this  fact,  dear  reader?  The 
most  elaborate  and  inij^dity  arguments  of  Paul  against 
the  "fool,"  of  Peter  against  the  "scoflcrs,  who  were 
willingly  ignorant,"  and  of  John  against  the  Gnostics, 
who  "confessed  not  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the 
fiesh,"  and  "  who  seduced  "  the  disciples,  were  to  eradicate 
these  apostate  dogmas  from  the  church. 

The  history  of  the  church  furnishes  much  evidence  why 
such  efforts  have  been  made  to  discredit  the  book  of 
Revelation.  It  is  because  they  rejected  the  personal 
RKKJN  OF  Christ,  and  had  allegorized  the  Scriptures 
on  all  other  doctrines  so  as  to  obviate  the  necessity  of 
such  a  reign,  and  were  preparing  the  way  for  the  popes 
to  rei(j)i  in  his  stead. 

liaronius,  a  Roman  Catholic  writer  of  the  sixteenth 
century,  in  writing  of  the  fifth  century,  says,  "  More- 
over, the  figments  of  the  millenarians  being  now  rejected 
everywhere,  and  derided  by  the  learned  with  hisses  and 
laughter,  and  being  also  put  under  the  ban,  were  entirely 
extirpated." 

Dr.  Burnett  remarks,  "I  never  yet  met  with  a 
papish  doctor  that  held  the  millennium.  It  never  pleased^ 
but  always  gave  offence,  to  the  church  of  Rome,  because 
it  did  not  suit  that  scheme  of  Christianity  which  they 
have  drawn.  The  Apocalypse  of  John  supposed  the 
true  church  under  hardships  and  persecutions,  but  the 
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church  of  Rome,  supposing  Christ  reigns  already  by  his 
vicar  the  pope,  hath  been  in  prosperity  and  greatness, 
and  the  commanding  church  in  Christendom,  for  a  long 
time.  And  the  millennium  being  properly  a  reward  and 
a  triumph  for  those  that  come  out  of  persecution,  such 
as  have  always  lived  in  pomp  and  prosperity  can  pretend 
to  no  share  in  it,  nor  be  benefited  by  it.  This  has  made 
the  church  of  Rome  always  have  an  ill  eye  upon  this 
doctrine,  because  it  seemed  to  have  an  ill  eye  upon  her ; 
and  as  she  grew  in  splendor  and  greatness,  she  eclipsed 
and  obscured  it  more  and  more ;  so  that  it  would  have 
been  lost  out  of  the  world,  as  an  obsolete  error,  if  it  had 
not  been  revived  by  some  at  the  Reformation." 

Apocalyptic  Sketches. 
Prof.  Stuart  remarks,  "  In  the  end  of  the  fourth 
century,  to  guard  against  chiliasm  [the  millennium], 
quite  a  number  doubted  the  genuineness  of  the  Apoc- 
alypse ;  did  not  receive  it  as  canonical,  and  carefully 
abstained  from  appealing  to  it ;  but  after  this  period  we 
find  only  here  and  there  a  solitary  voice  raised  against  it, 
until  at  length  the  reception  became  all  but  universal. 
When  the  question  of  chiliasm  ceased  to  excite  any 
special  interest  in  the  churches,  all  opposition  to  the 
Apocalypse  either  ceased,  or  became  quite  inactive  and 
indifferent." 

Who  that  examines  this  history  of  bitter  hatred  and 
persistent  opposition  to  the  thousand  years'  personal  reign 
of  Christ,  does  not  see  the  workings  of  Satan,  and  feel 
convicted  that  the  same  evil  principles  which  then  infested 
the  church  and  corrupted  her  faith  still  lurks  in  the 
church  of  the  ninteenth  century,  to  pervert  the  same 
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doctriue  which  it  could  not  destroy  in  tor iner days,  while  the 
Church  is  not  aware  of  it  ?  Mr.Taylor  has  well  observed, — 
Thus  we  have  seen  that  throui^h  the  rojcctiou  of  tlic 
Apocalypse  by  Caius,  Dioiiysius,  and  hiially  the  clnireli 
in  general ;  through  the  IMatonizing  and  allegorizing  of 
Origen  and  his  numerous  followers  ;  through  the  misrep- 
resentations of  Eusebius  ;  through  the  s(,*otKng  of  the 
monk  Jerome ;  through  the  hate  and  opposition  of 
a  great  church  of  embryotie  papists  ;  through  the  denun- 
ciations of  church  councils  ;  through  the  couuninations 
and  bitterness  of  popes  ;  through  the  laughter  and  hisses 
of  papish  doctors  ;  through  the  influence  of  an  onward- 
creeping  and  awful  apostasy  ;  through,  perhaps,  the  abuse 
of  millenarian  truths  by  their  advocates  ;  and,  finally, 
through  the  presentation  and  final  rece{)tion  of  a  new  and 
erroneous  millennial  theory  more  suited  to  the  times,  the 
true  Apocalyi)tic  doctrine  of  the  millennium,  as  held  by 
the  primitive  church,  wasted  away,  and  ultimately  well 
nigh  died  —  died,  not  at  the  hands  of  orthodox  Chris- 
tians, but  at  the  hand  of  men  noted  for  their  unsound- 
ness in  the  faith  — died  at  the  hands  of  the  infant  hiirlot, 
Eome  ! 

"And,  alas,  how  much  truth  died  with  it!  how  much 

error  lived  when  it  died  !    But  it  did  not  die  utterly,  for 

*  Truth  crushed  to  earth,  shall  rise  again ; 
The  eternal  years  of  Goil  arc  hers.'  " 

Voice  o  f  the  Ckurcliy  p.  IIH. 
From  the  fourth  century,  through  the  dark  ages  of 
papal  tyranny  and  superstition,   an  allegorical  inter- 
pretation prevailed,  teaching  what  is  called  the  Augus- 
tinian  view  of  the  reign  of  Christ  and  the  saints.  That 
26 
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scheme  was,  ^^that  the  one  thousand  years  of  Satan's 
binding  and  the  saints'  reigning  dated  from  the  ministry 
of  Christ,  when  he  beheld  Satan  fall  like  lisrhtnins:  from 
heaven  ;  it  being  meant  to  signify  the  triumph  over  Satan 
in  the  hearts  of  true  believers,  and  that  the  subsequent 
fii^uration  of  Goo^  and  Mao^oo:  indicated  the  comino-  of 
Antichrist  at  the  end  of  the  world  —  the  one  thousand 
years  being  a  figurative  numeral,  expressive  of  the 
whole  period  intervening.  It  supposes  the  resurrection 
taught,  to  be  that  of  dead  souls  from  the  death  of  sin  to 
the  life  of  righteousness ;  the  beast  conquered  by  the 
saints,  meant  the  wicked  world  ;  its  image,  a  hypocritical 
profession  ;  the  resurrection  being  continuous,  till  the 
end  of  time,  when  the  universal  resurrection  and  final 
judgment  would  take  place." 

This  view,  says  Dr.  Elliot,  "  prevailed  from  Augus- 
tine's time  down  to  the  Reformation." 

But  the  great  Reformation  brought  about  a  revolution , 
and  Protestants  began  to  learn  by  the  study  of  the  Bible 
the  same  faith  which  was  revealed  to  John,  and  which 
animated  the  hearts  of  the  primitive  saints,  leading 
them  to  look  with  anxious  interest  for  tlie  return  of 
(Christ  from  heaven  to  enter  upon  his  glorious  reign. 
The  proclamation  of  the  gospel  and  the  revival  of  the 

PKINCIPLE   OF  THE  LITERAL  INTERPliETATION  OF  THE 

PPtOPHECiES,  turned  the  current  of  the  Protestant  mind 
to  investigate  the  claims  of  the  papist's  millennial  reign 
of  Christ,  and  to  compare  it  with  the  scriptural  doctrine. 

This  ofave  the  faith  of  the  church  a  r'vAit  direction, 
and  opened  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  doctrine,  re- 
sulting in  the  revival  of  the  primitive  faith  and  hope^ 
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which  has  continued  until  tho  present  time.  But  the 
doctrine  oF  the  personal  rciii;n  of  Christ  was  not  to  l)e- 
conie  Ji  popuhiv  view,  and  the  elements  of  a  more 
pleasing  theme  to  liuman  pride  culminated  in  a  new 
form  of  error  to  bewilder  the  church,  in  the  guise  of 

THE  WHITBYAN  MILLENNIUM. 

Daniel  Whitby,  D.  D.,  was  an  KuLrlish  divine  and 
commentator,  who  died  A.  I).  17:^7.  He  introduced  a 
new  system  of  ideas  on  the  reign  of  Christ,  which  he 
justly  denominates  iivio  hupotliesls ;  "  which  means,  a 
supposition  y  a  coijectnrcy  an  opinitni^  or  a  system 
founded  upon  some  j)rinciple  not  proved,  lie  was  honest 
in  naming  it  "a  new  hypothesis.''  His  hypothesis  was 
that  of  a  spiritual  [and  temporal]  millermium,  consist- 
ing of  a  universal  triumph  of  the  gospel,  and  the 
conversion  of  all  nations  for  a  thousand  years  before 
the  coming  of  Christ."  This  opinion  Ikuj  since  been  held 
and  advocated  by  Hammond,  IIo[)kins,  Scott,  D wight, 
Bougue,  and  others,  says  Dr.  Henshaw,  who  well  ob- 
serves, that  it  "  is  a  novel  doctrine,  unknown  to  the 
church  for  the  space  of  sixteen  hundred  years.'' 

Archdeacon  Woodhouse,  observes,  — 

"It  is  remarkable  that  Dr.  Whitby,  who  had  declined 
to  comment  on  the  Apocalypse,  assigning  as  his  motive, 
that  he  felt  himself  unqualified  for  such  a  work,  has 
ventured  to  explain  this  })articular  prediction  of  the 
millennium  ;  which,  being,  as  ad  agree,  a  prophecy  yet 
unfulfilled,  is,  of  all  others,  the  most  difficult." 

Woodhouse  oa  Apoc.^  p.  470. 

It  is,  indeed,  remarkable  that  a  man  who  admits  his 
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want  of  qualification  to  comment  on  the  book  of  Revela- 
tion, should  select  a  single  passage  from  it,  and  attempt  ^ 
to  make  it  the  foundation  of  "  a  new  hypothesis,"  based 
on  assumption,  contrary  to  the  entire  and  direct  testi- 
mony of  that  book,  and  the  faith  and  teachings  of  the 
church  of  Christ  for  sixteen  hundred  years. 

And  it  is  yet  more  remarkable  that  so  many  eminently 
learned  and  pious  men  of  modern  times  should  have 
been  ensnared  by  this  insidious  opinion  of  Whitby. 
But  a  departure  from  the  true  rules  of  literal  interpreta- 
tion leads  to  many  and  great  excesses  and  extravagant 
errors. 

Bishop  Russell's  remarks  on  this  point  are  worthy  of 
our  careful  meditation.  He  says,  "  Modern  divines 
have  concurred  in  the  use  of  certain  professional  terms, 
which  undoubtedly  owe  their  reception  to  a  feeling  of  con- 
venience rather  than  to  the  authority  of  sound  criticism. 
For  example,  the  phrase  ^  coming  of  Christ,' which  in 
former  times  conveyed  the  most  exalted  ideas  in  regard 
to  the  destiny  of  the  world,  is  conventionally  employed 
in  our  days  to  mean  the  hour  of  every  individual's  death. 
The  first  resurrection,  again,  according  to  Whitby  and 
his  followers,  implies  nothing  more  solemn  than  the  con- 
version of  the  Jews,  the  reign  of  the  saints  with  the 
Redeemer,  a  thousand  years  on  earth,  denotes  simply 
the  revival  of  evangelical  doctrine ;  and  by  ^  the  rest  of 
the  dead,'  we  are  to  understand  a  generation  of  bad  men, 
who  are  to  be  born  about  the  end  of  the  millennium, 
and  to  annoy  the  congregations  of  the  faithful." 

"  In  short,  the  main  object  of  the  allegorical  school  is 
to  explain  away  the  proper  millennium,  by  endeavoring 
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to  prove  that  the  language  of  tlie  New  Tecitament  has  no 
reference  to  any  personal  advent  prior  to  the  general 
judgment,  nor  to  any  kingdom  except  tli;it  which  is  in 
heaven." 

Every  person  who  reads  the  Look  of  Revelation 
without  any  bias  on  his  mind,  and  then  turns  to  the  far- 
fetched eonunentaries  of  Dr.  W  hitby  and  his  pu[)ils, 
will  perceive  either  that  undue  liberties  have  been  used 
by  them  in  expounding  the  original,  or  that  John  the 
divine  did  not  know  the  meaning  of  his  own  words." 
Bishop  ItusselVs  Disc,  on  Mill,  pp.  113,  115. 

Mr.  Taylor  also  well  remarks  on  this  subject,  — 
It  is  an  occurrence  without  parallel  in  the  history  of 
theology,  that  a  theory  without  antiquity,  without  sup- 
port from  the  plain  literal  sense  of  Scripture,  a  theory 
named  by  its  originator  at  its  birth  '  new,'  and  hypotheti- 
cal, and  which  impugns  the  faith  of  the  church  for  more 
than  sixteen  centuries,  has  come  to  be  at  this  time  al- 
most universally  received  and  taught  among  all  classes 
of  men  as  a  part  of  the  Christian  faith.  Keadcr,  is  it 
not  passing  strange?  Did  you  ever  soberly  think  of 
this?"  Voice  of  the  Church,  p.  2'M. 

Such  are  the  ravages  and  inroads  upon  the  doctrine 
of  Christ,  caused  by  following  the  opinions  of  a  man 
rather  than  the  testimony  of  Sci'ipture.  By  such  means 
the  church  is  infested  with  the  strange  notions  that 
Christ  has  occupied  the  throne  of  David  in  heaven  tlie 
past  eighteen  hundred  years,  and  tliat  he  has  reigned 
with  his  church  spiritually,  and  tliat  they  have  reigned 
with  him,  a  thousand  years  on  earth  ;  which  must  be 
stretched  to  any  length  to  cover  all  probationary  time  ; 
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and  in  fulfilment  of  that  great  promise  at  the  head  of 
this  chapter,  of  a  glorious  and  peaceful  reign  of  the  saints 
with  Christ. 

Hence  the  dogmas  that  "  the  first  resurrection  "  is  a 
moral  resurrection,  and  that  the  gospel  is  destined  to 
convert  all  the  inhabitants  of  earth,  and  thus  produce 
the  millennium,  or  "  thousand  years'  reign  of  the  Spirit," 
in- this  mortal  world,  and  yet  future,  w^here  believers  are 
constantly  weeping  over  their  dead,  and  dying  them- 
selves. 

To  overcome  this  vital  objection,  the  perverted  mind 
has  invented  the  theory  that  such  improvements  in  tem- 
perance, diet,  and  other  habits  of  life,  such  discoveries 
in  medical  science  and  physical  training  will  be  made, 
that  the  people  will  not  die,  nor  be  sick  during  the 
"  thousand  years."    Gaunt  Death  dies  of  famine. 

Can  fanaticism  produce  greater  absurdities  than  these? 
Added  to  these  strange  ideas  and  philosophical  reason- 
ings, is  the  effort  to  bring  certain  passages  to  speak  in 
harmony  with  the  scheme  ;  which  can  only  be  done  by 
an  improper  application  of  them,  or  by  so  torturing 
them  as  to  extort  a  doctrine  from  them  which  they  do 
not  teach,  and  which  conflicts  with  the  plain  teachings 
of  the  Word  of  God.  We  do  not  propose  to  discuss 
and  meet  all  these  erroneous  views,  though  we  will  give 
further  notice  of  some  of  them. 

Having  adopted  false  principles  of  interpretation,  they 
find  difficulties  arising  in  the  examination  of  almost 
every  branch  of  Bible  doctrine.  Hence  the  Whitbyan 
school  of  teachers  found  themselves  under  the  necessity 
of  distorting  and  spiritualizing  very  much  of  the  Scrip-

tured  to  make  tlicin  appear  to  liarinonize  witli  their 
ecbeiiie.  Thus  in  applying  Scripture  to  sustain  the  idea 
of  the  conversion  of  the  world,  and  temporal  rei;^n  of 
Christ  a  thousand  years  in  this  mortal  state,  they  (piote, 
"But  as  surely  as  I  live,  all  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with 
the  glory  of  the  Lord."  Num.  14:  21.  And  again, 
"  For  the  earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
glory  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea."  liab. 
2  :  14.  That  such  a  state  of  glory  and  knowledge  of 
the  Lord  can  obtain  in  this  world  of  mortality  is  im- 
possible, for  it  is  directly  opposed  to  the  current  testi- 
mony of  the  Bible,  which  declares  that  "the  man  of  sin," 
"  the  beast,"  and  "the  false  prophet,"  will  continue  their 
work  luitil  the  judgment.  These  symbols  represent  the 
jiapal  power,  the  anti-Christian  church,  and  perhaps  the 
]\Iohanuuedan  religion.  Again,  Christ  tells  us  that  "the 
tares  are  the  ehildren  of  the  wieked  one,"  and  are  to  con- 
tinue with  "the  children  of  the  kingdom  "  until  "  tlie  entl 
of  this  world  "  —  age.    Matt.  13  :  40. 

We  arc  also  told  that  when  the  seventh  angel  sounds 
the  last  trump,  "  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  are  become 
the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord,  and  of  his  Christ.  .  .  .  And 
the  nations  were  angry,  and  thy  wrath  is  come,  and  the 
time  of  the  dead,  that  they  should  be  judged."  Kev. 
11:15,  18.  Christ  tells  us  also,  "The  son  of  man 
shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  shall  gather  out  of 
his  kingdom  all  things  that  oflend,  and  them  which  do 
iniquity  :  and  shall  cast  them  into  a  furnace  of  fire,  there 
shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth."  Again,  Christ 
tells  us  that  when  the  Son  of  Man  is  revealed,  society  is  to 
be  in  the  condition  it  was  in  the  days  of  Noah  and  of  Lot. 
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Also  that  ''as  a  snare  shall  that  day  come  upon  all  them  that 
dwellupon  theface  of  the  whole  earth/'  Matt.  24  :  Luke  21. 

Paul  also  tells  us  "  the  time  will  come  "  that  the  peo- 
ple "  will  not  endure  sound  doctrine,  but  shall  be  turned 
to  fables  "  [novels]  ;  that  ''  in  the  latter  times  some 
should  depart  from  the  fiiith,"  &c.  "In  the  last  days 
perilous  times  shall  come,"  and  proceeds  to  give  a  list  of 
the  flagrant  sins  of  the  last  days.  The  whole  tenor  of 
Scripture  gives  the  same  picture.  The  difficulty  however 
is  not  in  those  Scriptures  cited  from  Num.  and  Hab.  but 
in  the  theory  that  applies  them  this  side  the  judgment, 
when  the  Lord  has  applied  them  beyond  it. 

There  are  many  texts  and  parts  of  texts  quoted  to 
prove  the  world^s  conversion,  which  relate  to  the  world 
to  come,  while  others  relied  upon  are  not  promises  of 
God,  but  predictions  concerning  the  rise  and  spread  of 
the  delusion  which  we  denominate  the  Whitbyan  millen- 
nium.    We  will  notice  two  passages  of  the  latter  class, 

"  And  many  people  shall  go  and  say.  Come  ye,  and  let 
us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the  Loi*d,  to  the  house  of 
the  God  of  Jacob  ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his  ways, 
and  we  will  walk  in  his  paths  :  for  out  of  Zion  shall  go 
forth  the  law,  and  the  word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem* 
And  he  shall  judge  among  the  nations,  and  shall  rebuke 
many  people  ;  and  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into  plough- 
shares, and  their  spears  into  pruning-hooks  :  nation  shall 
not  lift  up  sword  against  nation,  neither  shall  they  learn 
war  any  more.  O  house  of  Jacob,  come  ye,  and  let 
us  walk  in  the  light  of  the  Lord."  Isa.  2  :  3,  5,  This 
passage  has  been  used  the  last  hundred  years  as  a  aort  of 
key  text  to  prove  the  universal  conversion  of  mankind 
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by  tlie  {»o«i)el,  and  especially  the  conversion  and  res- 
toration of*  the  Jews,  and  the  end  of  all  war. 

But  a  careful  examination  of  this  text  with  its  context 
discloses  that  the  Lord  s  [)roj)het  saw  that  a  great  delusion 
would  arise  in  the  last  days,"  which  would  give  great 
popularity  to  the  mass  of  the  church,  so  that  civil 
governments  would  fraternize  with  and  legislate  for  them. 
These  governments  are  symbolized  by  "  mountains  "  and 
"hills."  And  "the  mountain  [government]  of  the  Lord's 
house  shall  be  established  in  [united  with]  the  tops  of 
the  mountains  [heads  of  civil  governments],  and  exalted 
above  the  hills  [lesser  governments] ,  and  all  nations  shall 
flow  unto  it." 

Not  every  person,  but  "  all  nations  ;  "  "  and  many  pecH 
pie  shall  go  and  say.  Come  ye,  let  us  go  up  to  the  house 
of  the  God  of  Jacob." 

These  many  people  propose  to  be  in  union  with  the 
popular  movements  of  the  church.  They  turn  their  at- 
tention especially  towards  the  Jews  and  Jerusalem.  They 
adopt  Judaism  —  the  idea  that  the  Lord  has  a  special 
regard  tbr  the  Jews,  and  will  yet  restore  them  as  a  nation 
to'Mount  Zioiij  convert  them,  and  send  forth  his  law 
and  word  from  old  Jerusalem,  and  thereby  convert  the 
heathen  nations,  and  cause  them  to  beat  their  swords  and 
spears  into  farming  utensils,  and  enjoy  universal  peace 
together  with  the  house  of  Jacob. 

But  in  the  IJth  verse,  the  same  prophet  declares  that 
the  house  of  Ja^ob  nre  forsake )i  by  the  Lord,  '^because 
th^y  be  soothsaijers  [false  teachers],  like  tlie  Philistines, 
and  Itbey  please  themselves  in  the  children  of  strangers." 
He  fi'^i  speaks  of  their  abounding  idolatry  and  hypo- 
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critical  worship.  "  And  the  mean  man  boweth  down,  and 
the  great  man  humbleth  himself :  therefore  forgive  them 
7iot.^^  Verse  9.  The  prophet  next  introduces  the  judg- 
ment, saying,  — 

"Enter  into  the  rock,  and  hide  thee  in  the  dust,  for 
fear  of  the  Lord,  and  for  the  glory  of  his  majesty,  .  .  . 
when  he  ariseth  to  shake  terribly  the  earth." 

The  prophet  Micah  is  inspired  to  write  out  the  same 
prophetic  history  of  this  great  apostasy,  and  to  give  the 
word  of  the  Lord  concerning  it.  His  language  is  nearly 
the  same  as  Isaiah's.  It  is  said  to  come  to  pass  "in  the 
last  days."  The  same  popular  condition  of  the  church 
fraternizino;  with  the  o^overnments  which  make  laws  for 
her,  and  protect  her.    He  declares  that,  — 

"Many  nations  shall  come,  and  say.  Come,  and  let  us 
go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the  Lord,  and  to  the  house  of 
the  God  of  Jacob  ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his  ways,  and 
we  will  walk  in  his  paths  :  for  the  law  shall  go  forth  of 
Zion,  and  the  word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem.  And  he 
shall  judge  among  many  people,  and  rebuke  strong  na- 
tions afar  off  [the  heathen] ,  and  they  shall  beat  their 
swords  into  ploughshares,  and  their  spears  into  pruning- 
hooks  :  nation  shall  not  lift  up  sword  against  nation,  nei- 
ther shall  they  learn  war  any  more."  Micah  4  :  1,  3. 

Here  it  is  shown  that  these  "  many  nations  "  teach 
Judaism ;  and  the  conversion  of  the  heathen  nations,  as 
nations,  and  universal  peace,  and  no  more  war.  This  is 
desirable  indeed  :  but  it  is  not  what  the  Lord  says  ;  it  is 
contrary  to  it.  These  many  nations  also  say  of  the  "  na- 
tions afar  off,"  "But  they  shall  sit  every  man  under  his 
vine,  and  under  his  fig-tree ;  and  none  shall  make  them 
afraid  :  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it." 
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*  This  claim  which  they  make,  that  "the  month  of  tlie 
Lord  hath  spoken  it,''  is  a  false  claim,  fhls  is  the  thing 
the  Lord  hatli  not  spoken.  "They  hav(i  seen  vanity  and 
lyin^j;  divination,  saying.  The  Lord  saith  :  and  the  Lord 
hath  not  sent  them  ;  and  they  have  made  others  to  hope 
that  they  wonld  confirm  tlie  word.  Have  ye  not  seen  a 
vain  vision,  and  have  ye  not  spoken  a  lying  divination, 
whereas  ye  say,  The  Lord  saith  it,  albeit  I  have  not 
spoken?"    Ezek.  13:  (J,  7. 

Here  is  a  type  in  Israel  of  this  false  proclamation 
which  Isaiah  and  Micah  are  shown  wonld  be  made  in 

the  last  days,"  of  nniversal  peace.  Panl  also  warns  the 
church  that  when  the  dogma  of  "  peace  and  safety  "  is 
pronmlgated,  "sudden  destruction  cometh."  1  Thess. 
5:  1,  2. 

These  "many  nations  "  and  "  many  people  "  tell  us  the 
mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  what  they  themselves 
utter.  We  do  not  find  where  the  Lord  has  so  spoken  ; 
but  we  do  find  that  the  Lord's  prophets  tell  us  what 
many  7iat ions  iind  many  people  will  say  in  the  last  days, 
and  their  claim  that  the  Lord  says  it.  Micah  also 
shows  the  liberal  views,  of  these  false  messengers.  They 
declare  their  views,  and  say,  "For  all  j)et)ple  will 
walk  every  one  in  the  name  of  his  god,  and  ive  icill 
walk  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  our  God,  forever  and 
ever."    Micah  4  :  1-5. 

They  do  not  expect  every  one  to  worship  the  true  God, 
but  to  be  nominally  Christian,  in  subjection  to  the 
Christian  church,  and  at  peace  with  it,  but  each  worship 
his  own  god. 

Here  is  a  prediction  of  w^hat  is  called  "  liberal  Chris- 
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tianity of  our  own  times,  which  advocates  free  toleration 
of  all  religions  :  no  matter  what  one  believes  ;  no  interfer- 
ence with  any  one's  views ;  be  at  peace  with  everything ; 
have  universal  peace,  with  purity,  or  without  purity  ;  with 
Christ,  or  without  Christ ;  peace  at  the  sacrifice  of  all 
principles  — "  universal  brotherhood." 

Dear  reader,  have  you  ever  read  the  records  of  the 
first  "  World's  Christian  Alliance,"  held  in  London, 
England,  in  1846,  and  the  second,  held  in  Frankfort-on- 
the-Main,  in  1847  ?  If  not,  please  do  so,  and  compare 
them  with  the  prophecies  above  quoted. 

While  there  were  very  many  good  men  present,  and 
many  good  things  said  and  done,  yet  one  of  the  leading 
themes  was  that  specious  fable,  the  Whitbyan  "  7iew 
hypothesis. "  Many  nations "  were  represented  by 
"  many  people  "  [all  Christendom] ,  who  declared  the 
world  must  be  converted^  and  they  discussed  as  to  the 
best  modes  of  bringing  it  about.  They  preached  from 
Isa.  2  :  2,  4,  and  declared  the  Lord  had  spoken  it. 

They  made  free  predictions  that  we  were  soon  to  see 
the  world  converted,  and  the  dawn  of  the  millennium 
[the  temporal,  Whitbyan  millennium] .  They  predicted 
that  we  should  have  no  more  wars^  and  that  the  nations 
would  convert  their  war  implements  into  implements  of 
husbandry  and  railroad  iron. 

How  literal  and  striking  a  fulfilment  of  Isa.  2  :  and 
Micah  4  :  What  mighty  wars  have  occurred  since  !  What 
gigantic  measures  are  now  adopted  for  future  wars  ! 

We  will  now  notice  what  the  prophet  says  of  the  wis- 
dom and  knowledge  of  these  "  many  nations  "  [whose 
"  eyes  are  upon  Zion,"  and  who  look  for  the  restoration 
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of  the  Jewish  iKiti(jn,  while  they  despise  TiiK  DAUGHTER 
of  Zion]. 

"But  they  know  not  the  thoughts  of  the 
Loud,  neither  undkusiam)  t\i\:y  his  counsel." 
Micah4:  11,  12. 

They  do  not  know  tlie  purposes  and  promises  of  the 
gospel,  but     trust  i)i  a  vain  vision. 

Some  hazy  eyes  are  l<)t)king  lor  ji  time 
Of  peace  and  rij^hteousnesa  in  every  clime ; 
Some  ears  are  listening  for  a  universal  eiiime 
Which  shall  precede  Thy  Coming  —  hut  the  wail 

Still  rises  to  a  gale, 
And  Pity  weeps,  and  Purity  turns  pah-,  — 
While  moans  of  sutiering,  songs  of  revelry, 
Clangor  of  war,  and  shouts  of  rihahlry. 
Alone  with  their  delightsome  melody 
Answer  these  haseless  hopes  in  hitter  mockery. 
The  darkness  deepens  :  through  tlie  tenfold  gloom 
Stream  on  earth's  millions  to  the  day  of  doom : 
While  ever  and  anon  the  fearful  cry 
Of  human  passion  tells  the  struggle  high  : 
The  last  uplifting  of  the  ocean  swell ; 
The  last  proud  elfort  of  triuniphant  hell : 

The  last  defiant  roar 
Of  all  thy  haters,  who  the  light  before 
Of  Thine  appearing,  Lord !  with  horror  sore 
Shall,  overwhelmed,  sink  to  rise  no  more!  " 

Guinness. 

We  will  now  quote  a  text  which  contains  a  millennial 
promise,  and  which  is  always  quoted  by  the  AVhitbyan 
school  to  teach  the  conversion  of  the  world. 

"  I  will  declare  the  decree  :  the  Lord  hath  said  unto 
me,  Thou  art  my  Son  ;  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee. 
Ask  of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine 
inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy 
possession."    Psa.  2:7,  8. 
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This  text  is  resorted  to  as  a  sure  and  positive  proof 
that  all  the  heathen  will  be  converted  to  Christ.  But 
before  adopting  such  an  idea  v^e  do  well  to  read  the 
whole  text :  "  Thou  shalt  break  them  with  a  rod  of  iron  ; 
thou  shalt  dash  them  in  pieces  like  a  potter's  vessel." 

Who  of  us  would  choose  such  a  conversion  as  this? 
The  latter  part  of  this  text  is  seldom  quoted  by  the 
class  above  mentioned  ;  but  when  urged  upon  them,  it  is 
claimed  that  the  rod  of  iron  is  a  symbol  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  the  dashing  in  pieces  of  the  heathen  signi- 
fies their  conversion  to  Christ. 

This  is  not  very  ingenious,  surely;  but  it  is  in 
harmony  wdth  another  from  the  same  school,  which  ex- 
plains Dan.  2  :  44  thus  :  The  stone  which  smote  the 
image  upon  the  feet  signifies  the  influence  of  the  gospel 
which  shall  convert  the  world.  But  the  word  declares 
it  "  shall  break  them  to  pieces,  and  no  place  shall  be 
found  for  them." 

These  few  specimens  of  quotations  and  interpreta- 
tions, relied  upon  as  proof  for  the  millennium  in  this 
mortal  state,  give  a  fair  sample  of  the  misapplication 
which  necessity  drives  them  to  make  of  the  Scriptures 
to  sustain  this  "  new  hypothesis."  Let  us  beware  of 
such  necessity. 

"  According  to  the  plan  instituted  by  Origen,"  says  Dr. 
A.  Clark,  "  the  sacred  writings  may  be  obliged  to  say 
anything^  everything^  or  nothing^  according  to  the 
fancy ^  peculiar  creeds  or  caprice  of  the  interpreter." 

This  plan  of  interpretation  is  manifest  in  every 
scheme  which  locates  the  millennium  in  the  probationary 
state,  whether  future  or  past.    Please  observe  this. 
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When  put  in  tlie  past,  the  "  angel  which  eanie 
down  from  heaven  with  a  key "  is  made  to  represent 
Charlemagne,  or  some  other  earthly  ruler,  "the  devil" 
to  mean  pagan  Rome,  the  abyss  "  is  papal  mystieism, 
the  "seal  set  upon"  the  devil  is  called  papal  baptism, 
the  souls  [persons]  who  "  lived  and  reigned  with 
Christ  a  thousand  years  "  arc  made  to  represent  those 
martyred  by  order  of  Charlemagne  and  others  during 
the  reign  of  pai)acy  ;  or,  by  another  class  of  this  school, 
they  may  mean  another  set  of  {igcncies,  or  anything  in 
general,  and  nothing  in  particular. 

Was  the  reign  of  Christ  daring  the  reign  of  papacy? 
If  so,  we  are  thankful  that  it  has  ended.  We  desire  no 
more  of  it.  But  as  we  are  not  ready  to  adopt  the  Augus- 
tine and  Origen  rules  of  interpretation,  and  their  views 
of  the  reign  of  Christ  and  his  saints  during  the  rise 
and  reign  of  papal  tyranny  and  martyrdom,  we  shall 
look  for  another  —  not  one  in  which  millions  of  Christ's 
followers  were  slaughtered,  and  millions  more  driven  to 
the  wilderness  and  the  dens  and  caves  of  the  earth. 

Such  a  reign  was  not  Christ's  reign,  nor  did  his  foU 
lowers  pray  for  such  a  one.  In  times  of  peace  and 
prosperity,  some  of  the  members  of  the  church,  becom- 
ing flushed  with  success,  and  rciicvLd  for  a  moment 
from  persecution  and  suffering,  have  dreamed  of  reign- 
ing with  Christ  already.  Such  was  the  case  with  some  in 
the  Corinthian  church.  They  had  begun  to  apostatize 
before  they  had  learned  "  the  first  principles  of  the  doc- 
trine of  Christ."  Paul  reproves  them  for  it  thus,  by 
writing  to  them  as  "carnal,  even  as  unto  babes  in 
Christ,"  and  saying  to  them,  "  Xow  ye  are  full,  now  ye 
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are  rich,  ye  have  reigned  as  kings  without  us ;  I  would 
to  God  ye  did  reign,  that  we  also  might  reign  with  you." 
1  Cor.  4  :  8. 

Paul  desired  the  return  of  Christ  to  reign,  when  their 
toils  and  sufferings  would  end. 

We  shall  conclude  this  part  of  our  subject  here,  and  , 
proceed  in  another  chapter  to  give  what  w^e  understand 
to  be  the  scriptural  doctrine  of  the  millennium,  although 
it  must  be  in  a  limited  form.  It  is  an  extensive  subject, 
involving  much  Scripture  testimony.  May  the  Lord 
guide  us  in  our  studies,  instruct  us  in  the  truth,  and 
bring  us  to  reign  with  him  forever. 
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CHAPTER  XXI. 

SUBJECT  OF  THE  MILLENNIUM  CONTINUED. 
THE  SCRIPTUKAL  MILLENNIUM. 

In  our  last  chapter  we  treated,  at  some  length,  upon 
the  Whitbyan  hypothesis^  the  Augustine  and  Origen 
rules  of  interpretation,  and  Roman  Catholic  efforts  to 
destroy  the  scriptural  doctrine  of  the  personal  reign  of 
Christ,  and  the  consequent  evil  results  which  have  fol- 
lowed, in  perverting  the  Protestant  mind  on  tlie  .subject 
of  the  millennium. 

We  now  propose  to  bring  out  and  argue  the  main 
features  of  evidence  the  Bible  affords  concerning  the 
character  and  chronological  relation  of  the  scrii)tural 
millennium  to  the  gospel  dispensation  and  the  eternal 
reign  of  Christ,  although  in  very  limited  space. 

The  character,  locality,  and  introduction  of  Christ's 
reign  with  his  saints,  have  been  clearly  shown  in  our 
chapters  on  "the  kingdom  of  God,"  and  "the  resurrec- 
tion of  the  dead,"  to  which  we  refer  the  reader,  as  we 
wish  not  to  reproduce  them  here. 

"  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first 
resurrection  :  on  such  the  second  death  hath  no  power ; 
but  they  shall  be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall 
reign  with  him  a  thousand  years."    Rev.  20  :  G. 
27 
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This  Scripture  has  several  specially  marked  features, 
which  form  the  chief  characteristics  of  the  real  object 
of  redemption  and  its  results. 

I.  The  Scripture  pronounces  a  benediction  on  those 
who  halve  "  part  in  the  first  resurrection." 

II.  This  class  are  exempt  from  "the  second  death," 
and  therefore  have  eternal  life. 

III.  They  are  made  "  kings  and  priests  of  God  and  of 
Christ,"  and  shall  reign  with  him. 

IV.  They  are  said  to  reign  with  Christ  a  thousand 
years. 

If  this  text  should  be  considered  apart  from  its  con- 
text, and  without  regard  to  any  other  Scripture  account 
of  the  reign  of  Christ,  it  would  suggest  an  end  of  that 
reign  at  the  close  of  the  thousand  years  ;  but  no  one 
who  is  capable  of  teaching,  or  of  being  taught,  will  in- 
terpret Scripture  by  such  a  rule.  The  Lord  tells  us  by 
Peter,  we  should  "know  this  first,  that  no  prophecy  of 
the  Scripture  is  of  any  private  interpretation,"  —  is  not 
to  be  interpreted  by  itself,  to  teach  doctrine  independently 
of  other  Scriptures. 

There  is,  however,  one  other  text  which  is  supposed 
by  some  not  "  instructed  in  the  things  concerning  the 
kingdom  of  God  "  to  teach  that  Christ's  reign  closes  ujy 
at  the  judgment  (1  Cor.  15  :  24),  because  they  do  not 
understand  that  it  refers  rather  to  Christ's  closing  uj) 
his  work  as  Mediator  and  Redeemer,  and  transfer  of  a 
world  once  lost  but  now  rescued,  brought  back,  re- 
deemed, to  be  loyal  henceforth  to  God  as  a  trophy  of 
his  sufferings  and  atonement,  while  he  in  turn,  having 
rescued  this  rebellious  world  from  the  usurpations  of 
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Satan,  ic^  exalted  by  the  Father  to  reigii  over  it  with  his 
8uhject8  eternally.    See  page  301. 

It*  any  incline  to  think  that  Christ's  reign  ends  with 
the  thousand  years,  we  wish  them  to  turn  and  read 
carefully  the  following  Scriptures  :  Psa.  89  :  27,  36. 
Dan.  2  :  44  ;  7  :  13,  14,  27.  Luke  1  :  32,  33.  2  Pet. 
1:11.    liev.  11  :  15,  18. 

The  above  Scriptures  give  the  united  testimony  that 
Christ's  reign  on  earth,  conjointly  with  his  saints,  once 
comiuenced,  shall  never  end.  Tiiey  state  tliat  it  shall 
be  as  the  days  of  heaven,"  shall  be  an  everlasting 
kingdonk,"  "  it  shall  stand  forever,"  "and  of  his  king- 
dom there  shall  be  no  end,"  SiC, 

These  statements,  with  their  connections,  settle  the 
point  with  all  Bible  men  that  Christ  and  his  saints  will 
enjoy  a  continued  and  eternal  reign  on  the  new  earth. 

Why,  then,  it  is  asked  by  some,  is  a  thousand  years 
—  a  millenary  —  mentioned  in  liev.  20  :  G  as  the  term 
of  the  saints'  reign  ? 

We  re[)ly,  it  is  not  given  to  show  a  limit  to  the  reign 
of  the  saints,  but  to  show  the  order  and  chronological 
relation  of  the  great  and  all-important  events  which  are 
to  transpire  in  closing  up  the  work  of  redemption,  the 
priority  and  dignity  of  the  resurrection  of  the  righteous, 
and  their  security  during  the  overthrow  of  the  nations 
of  the  wicked  ;  the  cleansing  of  the  earth  of  the  curse, 
and  of  the  usurper  and  his  subjects  out  of  the  dominion 
of  Christ ;  and  also  to  give  the  length  of  time  between 
the  two  resurrections. 

This  thousand  years  is  the  JUDGMENT  reign,  and 
when  tlie  work  of  judgment  closes,  the  reign  continues. 
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We  will  now  quote  the  passage  in  its  connection,  and 
examine  its  parts. 

Christ's  second  advent. 

"  And  I  saw  an  angel  come  down  from  heaven,  having 
the  key  of  the  bottomless  pit  [abyss  — Emp.  Diaglott^ 
A.m.  Bible  Union  and  Whitijig's  Versions'],  and  a 
great  chain  in  his  hand. 

"  And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  that  old  serpent, 
which  is  the  Devil,  and  Satan,  and  bound  him  a  thousand 
years,  and  cast  him  into  the  bottomless  pit  [abyss],  and 
shut  him  up,  and  set  a  seal  upon  him,  that  he  should 
deceive  the  nations  no  more,  till  the  thousand  years 
should  be  fulfilled :  and  after  that  he  must  be  loosed 
a  little  season. 

"  And  I  saw  thrones,  and  they  that  sat  upon  them,  and 
I  saw  the  souls  [the  persons  —  Emp.  Diaglott,  Whit- 
ing's,  Stuaris,  and  other  Versions]  of  them  that  were 
beheaded  for  the  witness  of  Jesus,  and  for  the  word  of 
God,  and  which  had  not  worshipped  the  beast,  neither  his 
image,  neither  had  received  his  mark  in  their  foreheads 
or  in  their  hands  :  and  they  lived  and  reigned  with 
Christ  a  thousand  years  [the  thousand  years  —  Emp. 
Diaglott ;  those  thousand  years  —  Syriac] . 

"  But  the  rest  of  the  dead  lived  not  again  until  the 
thousand  years  were  finished. 

^'This  is  the  first  resurrection. 

"  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first 
resurrection  :  on  such  the  second  death  hath  no  power, 
but  they  shall  be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ ,  and  shall 
reign  with  him  a  thousand  years."    Rev.  20  : 
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This  lays  the  subject  fairly  hefore  us.  The  chiss  who 
are  said  to  live  and  reign  had  been  dead.  When 
TIIEV  LIVE  AND  IIEIGN,  the  vest  of  the  DEAD  (lo  uot  live 
for  a  thousand  years. 

The  apostle  expressly  states  that  this  class  >vlio  live 
and  reign  embraces  those  who  come  up  in  the  first  resur- 
rection. For  he  adds,  "  this  is  the  first  resurrection." 
And  other  Scriptures  show,  beyond  all  cavil,  what  class 
of  our  race  have  the  promise  of  the  first  resurrection. 
See  Dan.  12:2;  John  5  :  28  ;  Phil.  3:11;  1  Thess. 
4:17;  and  our  remarks  on  the  two  resurrections,  page 
300. 

The  two  resurrections  have  been  clearly  seen  and  dis- 
coursed upon  by  most  careful  Bible  students  ever  since 
Christ's  ministry,  as  the  history  of  the  church  shows. 

In  the  Old  Testament,  the  priority  and  superiority 
of  the  resurrection  of  the  righteous  is  clearly  marked, 
but  in  the  New  Testament  it  is  fully  developed. 

In  Christ's  instructions  on  making  feasts,  he  promises 
that  those  who  make  them  for  "the  poor,  the  maimed, 
the  lame,  the  blind,  .  .  .  shall  be  recompensed  at  the 
resurrection  of  the  just."  Luke  14  :  14.  If  all  were 
to  be  raised  at  one  time,  then  his  promise  would  have 
refid    at  the  resurrection  of  the  "  dead. 

Again,  Christ  declares,  "All  that  are  in  the  graves 
shall  hear  his  voice,  and  shall  come  forth:  (1)  they 
that  have  done  good  unto  the  resurrection  of  life,  (2) 
they  that  have  done  evil  unto  the  resurrection  of  damna- 
tion."   John  5 : 29. 

Paul  says,  "I  suffered  the  loss  of  all  things,"  that, 
..."  if  possible,  1  may  attain  to  the  resurkection 
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from  among  the  dead  "  [JEmp,  Diafflott,  Whiting^s^ 
and  other  Versions  of  Phil.  3  :  11].  ^^^^ 

In  1  Cor.  15  :  23,  24,  and  Luke  20  :  35,  36,  the 
same  doctrme  is  fully  involved. 

Having  given  the  above  preliminaries,  we  will  now 
examine  the  statement  of  the  apostle  of  what  he  saw 
on  this  subject.  In  Rev.,  18th  chapter,  the  Lord  gives 
John  a  symbolical  representation  of  the  judgment  of 
the  ecclesiastico-politico  Roman  harlot^  which  is  one 
of  the  last  great  events  to  take  place  in  connection  with 
the  coming  of  the  Lord.  In  chapter  19,  another  class  of 
events  is  portrayed  before  the  apostle  in  symbolic  array  : 
such  as  the  glorious  advent  of  the  King  or  Kings,  the 
marriage  of  the  Lamb,  the  judgment  of  the  nations, 
and  the  execution  of  the  beast  and  of  the  false  prophet 
in  "  a  lake  of  fire  burning  with  brimstone."  These 
judgments  are  national  judgments,  and  judgments  upon 
combined  wicked  agencies,  and  presented  by  symbols 
appropriate  to  them. 

But  there  were  other  classes  of  events  to  transpire, 
and  other  characteristics  to  be  developed,  during  the 
personal  judgment  of  mankind  and  of  the  devil,  and 
tlius  the  scenes  of  chapters  20th,  21st,  and  22d  are 
given,  to  present  the  various  classes  of  these  events. 

The  angel  seen  descending  from  heaven  (Rev.  20  :  1) 
is  Christ ;  for  he  is  the  personage  whose  work  it  is 
to  bind  and  also  to  destroy  the  devil.  It  is  his  preroga- 
tive, also,  to  raise  the  dead.  He  is.  denominated  an 
angel  in  several  Scriptures:  In  Jude  9,  we  read  of 
"Michael  the  archangel."  Archangel  signifies  "chief 
angel ;  "  Michael  means  "  one  like  God  ;  "  Christ  is  chief 
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among  the  angels.  The  Father  siiith,  "And  let  all 
the  angels  of  God  worship  hiin." 

Again  we  read,  "And  at  that  time  shall  Michael 
stand  up  [reign],  the  (;keat  pkixch  whicli  staiidcth  for 
the  eliildren  of  thy  people,  .  .  .  and  at  that  time  tliy  peo- 
ple .shall  he  delivered,  every  one  that  shall  he  found 
written  in.  the  book.  And  many  of  them  that  sleep  in 
the  dust  of  the  earth  shall  awake."    Dan.  12  :  1-.'^. 

"  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven 
with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and 
with  the  trump  of  God,  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise 
first."    1  Thess.  4:  10,  1«. 

"Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery.  W  e  siiall  not  all 
sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump."   1  Cor.  IT)  :  51. 

The  above  are  sutKcient  to  show  that  Christ  is  called 
an  angel,  and  that  he  raises  the  dead  saints  at  his 
coming. 

This  angel  is  said  to  have  the  key  of  the  abyss,  and  a 
great  chain  in  his  hand. 

A  key  is  a  symbol  of  power,  authority,  and  is  so 
used  in  various  cases.  The  keys  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven"  —  Matt.  IG  :  li)  —  represent  power  to  bind  or 
loose,  "Woe  unto  you,  lawyers  !  ye  have  taken  away 
the  key  of  knowledge  :  ye  entered  not  in  yourselves,  and 
them  that  were  entering  in  ye  hindered."  Luke  11  : 
52.  This  represents  power  to  open  and  shut.  A  chain 
is  also  used  in  Scripture  to  denote  confinement.  See  2 
Pet.  2  :  4.    Ezek.  7  :  23. 

But  it  has  been  su^xoested  that  this  anijel  sio:nifies  a 
class  of  bad  agencies,  because  the  tQYm  angel  is  so  used 
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in  Kev.  9,  and  the  language  is  said  to  be  similai  Let 
us  look  at  this  idea.  "  I  saw  a  star  fall  from  h<.a\en 
unto  the  earth  :  and  to  him  was  given  the  key  of  the 
[abyss]  bottomless  pit."  .  .  .  "And  they  had  a  Hng 
over  them,  which  is  the  aiigel  of  the  bottomless  pit." 

In  the  above  symbols,  we  have  an  angel  and  a  siar^ 
used  to  denote  a  bad  agent.  Please  notice  that  he  was  seen 
to  FALL  from  heaven  to  earth,  representing  apostasy, 
Also^  to  him  was  given  the  key  —  power  to  open  the 
abyss  —  and  to  chastise  a  class  of  apostates  with  greater 
darkness.  In  chapter  20,  the  angel  comes  down  from 
heaven,  does  not  fall.  He  has  authority  in  hand  to 
bind  the  devil,  and  to  open  the  abyss,  and  cast  him  in, 
and  shut  him  up,  and  set  a  seal  upon  him  a  thousand 
years.  Rather  humane  and  extensive  power  for  a  bad 
angel !  Who  would  delegate  a  class  of  bad  agents  with 
power  to  bind  the  devil  and  shut  him  up  ?  W  ould  not 
such  a  class  of  agents  be  likely  to  abuse  their  power,  and 
do  worse  than  the  devil?    Ah,  He  was  a  dragon. 

Read  Rev.^1  :  1,  13-18.  Here  we  learn  that  Christ  is 
represented  by  an  angel,  and  as  having  authority  over 
"death  and  him  that  had  the  power  of  death,  that  is, 
the  devil."  "  I  am  he  that  liveth,  and  was  dead ;  and 
behold,  I  am  alive  forevermore.  Amen ;  and  have  the 
keys  of  [hades]  hell  and  of  death."  This  seems  suffi- 
cient to  settle  the  question  as  to  who  has  conquered  all 
his  foes,  and  obtained  the  power  to  destroy  the  devil, 
and  who  holds  "the  key  of  the  abyss." 

"These  things  saith  he  that  is  holy,  he  that  is  true, 
he  that  hath  the  key  of  David,  he  that  openeth,  and  no 
man  shutteth ;  and  shutteth,  and  no  man  openeth." 
Rev.  3:7. 
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"TnEAHYss."  This  is  now  admitted  to  he  the  most 
proper  version.    What  does  it  represent? 

It  is  defined  thus  :  A  bottomless  ji^ulf,  used  also  for 
a  deep  mass  of  waters,  also  for  an  immense  cavern  in 
the  earth ;  that  which  is  immeasurable,  that  in  which 
any  thing  is  lost." —  Wrbstf^y-, 

Let  us  remember  that  it  is  recorded  of  Christ  (Matt. 
28  :  18),  "  All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and 
in  earth."  Also,  that  when  the  seventh  angel  sounds, 
thanks  are  given  to  Christ,  "  because  thou  hast  taken  to 
thee  thy  great  power,  and  hast  reigned."  Kev.  11  :  17. 
When  the  time  arrives  for  Christ  to  exercise  his  great 
power,  all  his  enemies  will  be  at  his  disposal,  and  the 
unfathomable  abyss  and  unlimited  time  under  his  control. 

THE  DEVIL  BOUND. 

"And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon,  tliut  old  serpent, 
which  is  the  Devil,  and  Satan,  and  bound  him  a  thousand 
years,  and  cast  him  into  the  abyss,  and  shut  him  up,  and 
set  a  seal  upon  liim,  that  he  should  deceive  the  nations  no 
more,  till  the  thousand  years  should  be  fulfilled ;  and 
after  that  he  must  be  loosed  for  a  little  season."  Verse  .S. 

The  drauon  of  this  text  is  a  svmbol  of  the  devil. 
The  inspired  penman  so  explains  it,  or  rather  he  em- 
phatically states  that  he  "is  the  devil,  and  Satan." 
He  who  attempts  to  give  any  other  explanation  than  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  given  must  bear  the  responsibility,  and 
answer  for  it.  But  since  some  pious  persons  have  been 
misguided  by  the  false  rules  of  interpretation  of  Origen 
and  Augustine,  by  which  symbols  may  be  interpreted  to 
represent  anything  which  agrees  with  one's  opinions  in 
theology,  we  will  he  more  specific. 
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It  has  been  taught  that  because  the  dragon  of  liev. 
12:9  represents  pagan  Rome  [which  was  named  after 
its  father,  the  devil],  it  must  represent  the  same  in 
Rev.  20th. 

But  this  does  not  prove  it.  One  might  as  correctly 
claim  that  because  the  lion  once  symbolized  the  Chaldean 
empire,  and  the  eagle  once  symbolized  the  church,  there- 
fore they  do  wherever  mentioned  in  the  Scriptures.  But 
both  these  are  used  to  symbolize  other  agencies. 

Let  the  Lord  explain  his  own  symbols. 

When  he  would  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  people 
that  a  terrible  government,  cruel  and  destructive  to  the 
church,  would  arise,  he  symbolizes  it  by  one  of  the 
most  cruel  and  destructive  of  beasts  —  "a  great  red 
dragon."  Then,  in  giving  an  account  of  the  work  and 
history  of  that  government,  he  says,  "And  the  great 
dragon  w^as  cast  out,  that  old  serpent,  called  the  devil, 
and  Satan ^  that  deceiveth  the  whole  world." 

Please  notice,  it  is  specifically  stated  to  be  "the  great 
dragon,"  and  then  added,  "  called  the  devil,  and  Satan." 
And  why  thus  called,  or  named?  We  reply,  because 
the  government  symbolized  by  the  "  dragon  "  was  a  com- 
bination of  robbers,  thieves,  liars,  pirates,  murderers, 
and  other  base  criminals,  concentrated  at  Rome,  escaped 
from  the  executioners  of  law,  from  all  parts  of  the  world 
where  they  had  committed  their  former  evil  deeds,  and  had 
now  organized,  conquered,  the  world,  and  become  the 
idolatrous  Roman  empire  —  a  true  child  of  the  devil.  H  e 
w^as  and  is  a  murderer  and  a  liar  from  the  beginning. 
There  i'>  great  propriety  in  calling  a  child  by  his  father's 
name.  None  will  deny  this.    It  is  added  in  Rev.  12  :  12, 
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''Woe  to  the  inluibiter.s  of  tlio  earth  and  of  the  sea,  lor 
the  devil  is  come  down  unto  yon,  liaving  great  w  nitli," 
&c.  This,  of  eourse,  represents  the  woe  and  trouble 
which  came  upon  the  world  hy  the  dcn  il,  through  i)agan 
Ivonie,  his  namesake. 

The  terms,  the  serpent,  Satan,  drairon,  and  the  devil, 
are  used  interehanj^^eably  in  Uevelation,  as  applying  to  the 
devil,  the  real  aetor,  or  to  the  agents  by  which  he  does 
his  work.  lie  works  through  his  agents,  and  they  take 
his  name,  so  also  he  is  called  by  their  names. 

When  the  Lord  would  reveal  to  his  church  the  im- 
prisonment and  finally  the  destruction  of  the  devil,  the 
father  of  liomc  and  of  all  evil,  he  uses  the  same 
symbol  —  the  dragon  —  to  impress  upon  us  the  terrible 
and  nnirderous  character  of  the  devil,  because  a  full 
development  of  his  attributes  had  been  seen  in  the  his- 
tory of  that  child  —  j)agan  Rome. 

Then,  lest  we  misunderstand,  he  explains,  that  old 
serpent,  AViiicii  is  the  devil,  and  Satan.  Yes,  the 
devil  is  to  be  confined  in  the  abyss,  the  great  deep,  the 
unfathomable  pit,  and  Christ  is  to  execute  the  work  by 
his  almighty  power.  The  nature  and  locality  of  the 
abyss,  and  the  manner  of  the  confinement,  are  not 
revealed,  therefore  not  for  us  to  speculate  upon.  They 
are  incomprehensible  subjects.  We  are  thankful  for  the 
facts  tvhich  are  revealed. 

When  a  person  is  deprived  of  all  the  members  of  his 
fiimily,  of  all  his  associates,  and  all  means  of  action  in 
or  upon  society,  lie  finds  himself  confined  to  very  narrow 
limits.  His  privileges  and  fortunes  are  gone  ;  his  course 
of  action  ceased  ;  but  add  to  this,  consignment  to  the 
abyss,  and  confinement  is  complete. 
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This  is  to  be  the  condition  of  the  devil  in  person  and 
influence.  He  is  a  person,  as  clearly  described  such  as 
any  being  mentioned  in  the  Bible. 

Those  who  reject  God's  record  of  him  must  meet  the 
consequences  of  so  doing. 

When  Christ  comes  the  second  time,  all  the  race  of 
man  will  be  removed  from  the  associations  and  conflicts 
of  the  devil,  —  the  righteous  eternally,  and  the  wicked 
for  a  thousand  years. 

For,  at  the  advent  of  Christ,  all  the  righteous  will  be 
made  immortal,  and  no  longer  be  subjected  to  the  annoy- 
ances and  temptations  of  the  devil. 

At  that  time  Christ  leaves  the  mediatorial  office  and 
throne,  ceases  to  oflfer  his  blood  for  the  remission  of  sins, 
removes  his  people  from  among  the  wicked,  withdraws 
the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  from  this  world. 

This  will  leave  the  wicked  to  act  out,  unrestrained,  all 
the  fruits  of  their  depravity  upon  each  other  in  the  war 
of  universal  slaughter,  as  predicted  in  Jer.  25  :  15— 
37;  Joel  3:  9,  15;  Dan.  12:1,2;  Rev.  16  :  14,  16  ; 
19  :  15,  19.  This  will  be  "the  battle  of  the  great  day 
of  God  Almighty."  The  calamities  of  war,  the  rain  of 
hail,  fire,  and  brimstone  ;  the  pestilence,  famine,  lamen- 
tation, and  anguish,  will  produce  the  death  of  all  the 
wicked  then  on  the  earth.  [For  all  the  wicked  must  die 
the  Adamic  death  under  sentence  of  that  law  Adam 
violated,  before  they  can  be  executed  for  their  own  sins 
by  dying  the  second  death.]  This  will  produce  the 
desolation  predicted. 

"  Behold,  the  Lord  maketh  the  earth  empty,  and 
maketh  it  waste,    and   turneth  it  upside  down,  and 
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BCattereth  abroad  the  iiiliabitant>  tlicreof."  Ij?a24:l, 
"  I  beheld  the  earth,  and  lo,  it  was  without  form  and 
void  :  and  the  heavens,  and  they  had  no  li.i^ht.  I  beheld 
the  mountains,  and  lo,  they  trembled,  and  all  the  hills 
moved  lightly.  I  beheld,  and  lo,  there  was  no  man,  and 
all  the  birds  of  the  heavens  were  fled,"  etc.  Jcr.  \  : 
23-28. 

"I  will  consume  man  and  beast;  I  will  consume  the 
fowls  of  the  heaven,  and  the  fi>hes  of  the  sea,  and  the 
stumbling-blocks  with  the  wicked."    Zeph.  1  :  3. 

"  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  My  determination  is  to  gather 
the  nations,  that  I  may  assemble  the  kingdoms,  to  pour 
upon  them  mine  indignation,  even  all  my  fierce  anger: 
for  all  the  earth  shall  be  devoured  with  the  fire  of  my 
jealousy."  Ze[)h.  3:8.  It  should  be  noticed  that  the 
above  Scriptures  treat  of  nntiu)i(d  and  nut  personal 
judgment.  They  therefore  involve  the  first  and  not 
"  the  second  death  "  of  the  wicked. 

But  in  connection  with  these  passages  just  quoted,  we 
find  expressions  which  show  that  some  will  escape  the 
general  doom,  such  as,  "and  few  men  left,"  "yet  will 
I  not  make  a  full  end,"  &c.  A  carelul  examination  of 
their  contexts  will  show  that  those  who  esca[)e,  and  are 
left  of  the  nations,  are  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord.  For 
it  is  said  of  them,  "They  shall  lift  up  their  voice,  they 
shall  sing  for  the  majesty  of  the  Lord."    Isa  24  :  14. 

"For  then  will  I  turn  to  the  people  a  pure  language, 
that  they  may  all  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord,  to 
serve  him  with  one  consent."    Zeph.  3  :  9. 

These  who  are  left,  and  sing,  and  speak  a  pure  language, 
serving  the  Lord  with  one  consent,  must  be  the  resur- 
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rected  and  changed  saints,  who  have  made  Christ  their 
Kock,  and  Shield,  and  sure  Hiding-phice.  The  Revelator 
sees  them,  having  gained  the  victory  over  death,  exalted 
to  reign  with  Christ. 

THRONES  OF  JUDGMENT. 

"And  I  saw  thrones,  and  they  sat  upon  them,  and 
judgment  was  given  unto  them."  These  are  the  thrones 
of  judgment,  upon  which  the  apostles  of  the  Lamb  shall 
sit. 

There  were  thrones  of  judgment  in  the  temple  service 
at  Old  Jerusalem,  and  there  will  be  in  New  Jerusalem 
also. 

"  Jerusalem  is  builded  as  a  city  that  is  compact  together, 
whither  the  tribes  go  up,  the  tribes  of  the  Lord,  unto 
the  testimony  of  Israel,  to  give  thanks  unto  the  name  of 
the  Lord.  For  there  are  set  thrones  of  judgment,  the 
thrones  of  the  house  of  David."    Psa.  122  :  3,  5. 

"And  Jesus  said  unto  them  [his  apostles].  Verily,  I 
say  unto  you.  That  ye  which  have  followed  me  in  the 
regeneration  [the  renovation —  Camj^bell^  Emp.  Diag- 
lott^  and  others]^  when  the  Son  of  Man  shall  sit  on 
the  throne  of  his  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon  twelve 
thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel."  Matt. 
19:  28. 

"  Ye  are  they  which  have  continued  with  me  in  my 
temptation ;  and  I  appoint  unto  you  a  kingdom,  as  my 
Father  hath  appointed  unto  me ;  that  ye  may  eat  and 
drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingdom,  and  sit  on  twelve 
thrones  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel."  Luke  22  : 
28,  30. 
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And  Paul  teaches  that  they  shall  judge  angels.  "  Know 
ye  not  that  wc  shall  judge  angels  ?  how  much  more  things 
that  pertain  to  this  life?  "  1  Cor.  G  :  3.  This  last,  of 
course,  relates  to  the  fallen  angels,  "reserved  unto  judg- 
ment."   2  Pet.  2:4. 

TIIK  I'IKST  RESUKUECTION. 

"And  I  saw  the  souls  [persons]  ot*  them  that  were 
beheaded  for  the  witness  of  Jesus,  and  for  the  word  of 
Ciod,  and  wliich  had  not  worship[)ed  the  beast,  neither  his 
image,  neither  had  received  his  mark  u[)on  tlieir  fore- 
heads, or  in  their  hands  ;  and  they  lived  and  reigned 
with  Christ  a  thousand  years." 

That  the  term  persons,  instead  of  souls,"  in  the  above 
text,  is  the  proper  rendering,  seems  now  settled  by  most 
modern  scholars  and  versions.  In  the  translations  of 
Whiting,  Stuart,  and  others,  they  render  it  persons. 
In  the  Emphatic  Diaglott,  it  is  rendered  persons. 

On  this  point,  Professor  Stuart  remarks,  — 

"There  would  seem  to  remain,  therefore,  only  one  mean- 
ing which  can  consistently  be  gi\en  to  "thev  LIVED," 
viz.,  that  they  [the  martyrs  who  renounced  the  beast]  are 
now  restored  to  life,  viz.,  su(^h  life  as  im[)lies  the  revivi- 
fication of  the  body.  Not  to  a  union  of  the  soul  with  a 
gross,  material  body,  indeed,  but  with  such  a  one  as 
the  saints  in  general  will  have  at  the  final  resurrection  — 
a  spiritual  body.  1  Cor.  L")  :  44.  In  no  other  way  can 
this  resurrection  be  ranked  as  correlate  with  the  second 
resurrection  named  in  the  sequel."  Once  more  he  re- 
marks :  "I  do  not  see  how,  on  the  ground  of  exegesis, 
we  can  fairly  avoid  tlie  conchi^ion  that  John  has  taught 
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in  the  passage  before  us  that  there  will  be  a  resurrection 
of  the  martyr-saints  at  the  commencement  of  the  period 
after  Satan  shall  have  been  shut  up  in  the  dungeon  of  the 
great  abyss." 

Nx)  other  just  conclusion  can  be  arrived  at ;  and  v^hen 
the  martyred  saints  rise,  all  the  saints  rise  with  them'.  It 
is  "  Christ  the  first  fruits  ;  afterward  they  that  are 
Christ's  at  his  coming."  When  he  comes,  it  is  "with 
the  voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of  God ; 
and  THE  DEAD  in  Christ  shall  rise  first." 

This  passage  must  include  all  the  church  of  God,  who 
have  the  promise  of  the  resurrection  to  eternal  life. 
When  Christ  was  seen  by  the  apostle  to  come  down  and 
bind  the  devil,  and  dispossess  the  earth  of  its  inhabitants, 
it  must  be  his  second  advent,  and  "  his  reward  is  with 
him,  and  his  work  before  him ;  "  "  when  the  Son  of  Man 
shall  come  in  his  glory,  and  all  the  holy  angels  with  him, 
then  shall  he  sit  upon  the  throne  of  his  glory.  .  .  .  Then 
shall  the  King  say  unto  them  on  his  right  hand.  Come,  ye 
blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for 
you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world."  Matt.  25  : 
31,  34. 

The  Scriptures  are  full  in  descriptions  of  the  events 
which  then  occur.  As  we  have  already  quoted,  Christ 
first  raises  his  dead  saints,  changes  his  living  ones,  and 
takes  them  up  from  the  earth  into  what  the  prophet 
Isaiah  calls  "  thy  chambers,  for -a  little  moment,  until 
the  indignation  be  overpast."  Isa.  26  :  20.  Also  de- 
scribed in  Eev.  15  :  2,  as  "a  sea  of  glass  mingled  with 
fire,  and  them  that  had  gotten  the  victory  over  the  beast, 
and  over  his  image,  and  over  his  mark,  and  over  the 
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number  of  his  name,  stand  on  the  sea  of  ghiss,  having 
the  harps  of  God,  and  they  sing  the  song  of  Moses  the 
servant  of  (lod,  and  the  song  of  the  Lamb,  saying, 
(jireat  and  marvellous  are  thy  works,  Lord  (lod  Almigii- 
ty  ;  just  and  true  are  thy  ways,  thou  King  of  saints.  Who 
shall  not  fear  thee,  ()  Lord,  and  glorify  thy  name?  for 
thou  only  art  holy  :  for  all  nations  shall  come  and  wor- 
ship before  thee  ;  for  tliy  judgments  are  made  man- 
ifest.'' 

Thus  the  saints  stand  above  and  behold  the  judgments 
of  God,  dechiring  that  all  nations  shall  come  and  wor- 
ship before  the  Lord,  submit  to  his  judgments,  and 
acknowledge  his  right  to  reign,  while  they  shall  perish  ; 
as  many  passages  declare  they  must  do  when  he  comes 
whose  right  it  is  to  reign. 

"Fear,  and  the  pit,  and  the  snare,  are  ui)on  thee,  O 
inhabitant  of  the  earth.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  that 
he  who  fieeth  from  the  noise  of  the  fear  shall  fall  into 
the  pit ;  and  he  that  cometh  up  out  of  the  midst  of  the 
pit  shall  be  taken  in  the  snare ;  for  the  windows  from 
on  high  are  open,  and  the  foundations  of  the  earth  do 
shake. 

"The  earth  is  utterly  broken  down,  the  earth  is  clean 
dissolved,  the  earth  is.  moved  exceedingly.    The  earth 
shall  reel  to  and  fro  like  a  drunkard,  and  shall  be  re- 
moved like  a  cottage,  and  the  transgression  thereof  shall » 
be  heavy  upon  it,  and  it  shall  fall  and  not  rise  again." 

"  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day  that  the  Lord 
shall  punish  the  host  of  the  high  ones  that  are  on  high, 
and  the  kings  of  the  earth  upon  the  earth,  and  they 
shall  be  gathered  together,  as  prisoners  are  gathered  in 
28 
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the  pit,  and  shall  be  shut  up  in  the  prison,  and  after  many 
days  shall  they  be  visited." 

"  Then  the  moon  shall  be  confounded,  and  the  sun 
ashamed,  when  the  Lord  of  Hosts  shall  reign  in  Mount 
Zion,  and  in  Jerusalem,  and  before  his  ancients  glorious- 
ly."   Isa.  24:  17-23. 

How  perfectly  the  above  accords  with  our  subject  in 
Rev.  20:  1-6!  "And  they  lived  and  reigned  with 
Christ  a  thousand  years.  But  the  rest  of  the  dead 
lived  not  again  until  the  thousand  years  were  finished. 
This  is  the  first  resurrection." 

How  clear  is  the  light  of  truth  !  "  And  after  many 
days  shall  they  be  visited."  "  There  shall  be  weeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth  when  ye  shall  see  Abraham,  and 
Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  all  the  prophets,  in  the  kingdom 
of  God,  and  you  yourselves  thrust  out."    Luke  13  :  28. 

"  Like  sheep  they  [the  wicked]  are  laid  in  the  grave : 
death  shall  feed  on  them ;  and  the  upright  shall  have 
dominion  over  them  in  the  morning ;  and  their  beauty 
shall  consume  in  the  grave  from  their  dwelling.  But 
God  will  redeem  my  soul  from  the  power  of  the  grave : 
for  he  shall  receive  me."    Psa.  49  :  14,  15. 

And  again,  the  Psalmist  speaks  of  the  condition  of 
the  wicked  at  the  beginning  and  .closing  of  the  millen- 
nium. "Consume  them  in  wrath,  consume  them,  that 
,they  may  not  be  [in  the  thousand  years  rest  day]  :  and 
let  them  know  that  God  ruleth  in  Jacob  unto  the  ends 
of  the  earth.  And  at  evening  let  them  return,  and 
let  them  make  a  noise  like  a  dog,  and  go  round  about 
the  city.  Let  them  wander  up  and  down  for  meat,  and 
grudge  if  they  be  not  satisfied.    But  I  will  sing  of  thy 
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power ;  yc»i,  I  will  sing  aloud  of  tliy  mercy  in  tlie 
morniug."    Psa.  fyj  :  13-1 G. 

Let  us  now  compare  the  milleimiimi  with  the  suhjcct 
called  "  the  re^t  that  remains  for  tiie  peoi)le  of  God," 
find  wc  shall  find  it  in  harmony 

"tiieke  remainetii  a  kest." 

"  And  on  the  seventh  day  God  ended  liis  work  which 
he  had  made  :  and  he  rested  on  the  seventh  day  from  all 
his  work  which  he  had  made.  And  God  blessed  the 
seventh  day,  and  sanctified  it ;  because  that  in  it  he  had 
rested  from  all  his  work  which  God  had  created  and 
made."    Gen.  2  :  2,  3. 

The  above  passage  has  been  generally  understood  by 
the  clmrch,  both  in  the  Jewish  and  Christian  dispensa- 
tions, to  give  a  record  of  God  s  rest  day  as  a  type  of 
the  seventh  millenary,  and  that  each  day  of  the  creation 
week  was  a  type  of  a  thousand  years ;  that  it  signified 
the  world  was  to  continue  six  thousand  years  in  its  mor- 
tal probation  state,  and  the  seventh  thousand  be  a  rest  in 
an  immortal  state,  which  they  denominated  "  the  Sabbati- 
cal Millennium  of  Rest." 

This  view  is  w^ell  sustained  by  Scripture  testimony. 
Paul  refers  to  this  rest  thus  :  — 

"To  whom  sware  he  that  they  should  not  enter  into 
his  rest,  but  to  them  that  believed  not  ?  .  .  .  Let  us  there- 
fore fear,  lest  a  promise  being  left  us  of  entering  into 
his  rest,  any  of  you  should  seem  to  come  short  of  it.  .  .  . 
For  he  spake  in  a  certain  place  of  the  seventh  day  en 
this  wise.  And  God  did  rest  the  seventh  day  from  all  liis 
works.    And  in  this  place  again  :  If  they  shall  enter  into 
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my  rest.  .  .  .  For  if  Jesus  [Joshua]  had  given  them  rest, 
then  would  he  not  afterward  have  spoken  of  another  day. 
There  remaineth  therefore  a  rest  [keeping  of  a  Sabbath, 
margin']  to  the  people  of  God."  Heb.  4  :  1,  4,  5,  8,  9. 

The  prophet  Isaiah  tells  us  whose  rest  this  is.  "  And 
in  that  day  there  shall  be  a  root  of  Jesse,  which  shall 
stand  for  an  ensign  of  the  people  ;  to  it  shall  the  Gentiles 
seek:  and  his  rest  shall  be  glorious."  [Heb.,  ^/o7*y.] 
Isa.  11  :  10.  This  evidently  refers  to  the  thousand  years' 
reign,  and  end  of  the  work  of  mediation.  Again,  we 
learn  by  another  prophecy  relating  to  the  closing  up  of 
probationary  time  :  "For  so  the  Lord  said  unto  me,  I 
will  take  my  rest,  and  I  will  consider  in  my  dwelling- 
place  like  a  clear  heat  upon  herbs,  and  like  a  cloud  of 
dew  in  the  heat  of  harvest."  Isa.  18  :  4.  Yes.  The 
Lord  will  rest,  and  give  rest  to  his  people.  A  rest  re- 
mains to  them  —  a  thousand  years'  Sabbath.  It  will  be 
glorious  ! 

"  Let  us  labor,  therefore,  to  enter  into  that  rest.  Paul 
speaks  to  his  persecuted  Thessalonian  brethren,  and  says, 
"And  to  you,  who  are  troubled,  rest  with  us,  when  the 
Lord  J esus  shall  be  revealed  from  heaven  with  his  miglity 
angels,  in  flaming  fire  taking  vengeance  on  them  that 
know  not  God,"  cfec.    2  Thess.  1 :  7. 

JEWISH  AND  CHRISTIAN  COMMENTS. 

"  I  think  that  after  six  thousand  years  the  world  shall 
be  destroyed,  upon  one  certain  day,  or  one  hour;  that  the 
arches  of  heaven  shall  make  a  stand  as  immovable  ;  that 
there  will  be  no  more  generation  or  corruption  ;  and  that 
all  things  by  the  resurrection  shall  be  renovated,  and  re- 
turn to  a  better  state."  —  R.  ilfe?ia66*e,  a  Jewish  rabbi. 
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The  opinion  of  (lie  ancient  Jl'u  s  niay  he  gathered  IVoni 
the  statement  of  one  of  their  ral)l)ins,  who  said,  "  The 
world  endures  six  thousand  years,  and  in  the  thousand  or 
iiiillenniuni  that  follows,  the  enemies  of  (jod  would  l)C 
destroyed/' — Bishop  liu.ssc/l.  Professor  Ecclesiastic 
ccd  Tlistorij. 

"The  divine  institution  of  a  sabbatical  or  seventh 
year's  solemnity  among  the  Jews  has  a  plain  typical 
reference  to  the  seventh  chiliad,  or  millenary  of  the 
world,  according  to  the  well-known  traditit)n  among  the 
Jewish  doctors,  adopted  by  many  in  every  age  of  the 
Christian  church,  that  this  world  will  attain  to  its  limit  at 
the  end  of  six  thousand  years."  —  Mede. 

"Let  philosophers  know,  who  number  thousands  of 
years,  ages  since  the  beginning  of  the  world,  that  the 
sixth  thousand  years  is  not  yet  concluded  or  ended.  But 
that  number  being  fulfilled,  of  necessity  there  must  be 
an  end,  and  the  state  of  human  thinii:s  must  be  trans- 
formed  into  that  which  is  better." —  Lactcodins,  Book 
of  Divine  Inst,^  A,  D,  310. 

Among  the  thousands  of  testimonies  of  faith  and  hope 
of  this  glorious  millennial  rest,  we  quote  a  few  lines 
from  the  poetic  musings  of  Charles  Wesley,  which  have 
been  sung  by  the  pious,  hoping  ones  for  more  than  a 
hundred  years.    Why  not  yet? 

Come,  then,  our  heavenly  Friend, 
Sorrow  and  death  to  end ; 
Pure  millennium  joy  to  give. 
Now  appear  on  earth  again. 
Now  thy  people  saved  receive, 
Now  begin  thy  glorious  reign." 

Wesley's  Hymns,  p.  362 
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**  Resolved  to  toil  and  suffer  on, 
Till  thou  the  second  time  appear, 
Ascend  thy  bright  millennial  throne, 
And  reign  the  king  of  glory  here."  — lb»  p.  418. 

"  Mightier  joys  ordained  to  know. 
When  thou  com'st  to  reign  below, 
We  shall  at  thy  side  sit  down, 
Partners  of  thy  great  white  throne, 
Kings  a  thousand  years  with  thee, 
Kings  through  all  eternity."  — lb.  p.  425. 

Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath  part  in  the  first 
resurrection  :  on  such  the  second  death  hath  no  power, 
but  they  shall  be  priests  of  God  and  of  Christ,  and  shall 
reign  with  him  a  thousand  years." 

What  a  privilege  is  here  promised  the  fliithful  servants 
of  the  Lord  !  What  a  benediction  pronounced  upon  the 
redeemed  of  our  God,  in  contrast  with  the  calamity  of  the 
wicked  who  have  lived  out  their  day  of  probation,  in  dis- 
regard of  the  offers  of  mercy,  and  in  neglect  of  the  claims 
of  God ;  boasting  in  their  own  wisdom  and  righteous- 
ness, and  refusino^  to  submit  themselves  unto  the  ri^^ht- 
eousness  of  God  ! 

The  bride  of  Christ  has  been  long  waiting,  she  has 
passed  through  many  severe  conflicts,  and  encountered 
many  storms  of  malice,  envy,  and  bitter  hatred  from  the 
enemy.  She  has  waited  for  the  Lord  more  than  they 
that  watch  for  the  morning."  The  Lord's  people  have 
been  in  great  derision  among  the  wicked ;  but  they 
have  studied  and  believed  the  promises  of  the  return  of 
their  king.    They  have  labored  in  sadness  and  care,  in 
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fiickncss  Jind  affliction,  luid  uonc  down  to  llir  dark  cluiin- 
bersof  death,  with  anxious  looking::  and  waitin^^  for  the 
day  of  rest. 

The  omens  of  the  return  of  their  glorious  J^ord  c  heers 
the  heart  witli  solemn  aw  e  and  gladness,  seeming  like  the 
mnjestie  tread  of  the  KinLj  of  kings  upon  the  golden  pave- 
ment of  the  New  rlcrusalcni,  in  eager  hast(i  to  eome 
<l()wn  to  earth  for  the  emancipation  of  his  hriile,  the 
^  indication  of  his  eause,  and  the  taking  possessiijn  of  his 
rightiul  throne,  to  "  rule  in  the  midst  of  his  enemies.-' 

In  preparing  the  earth  for  the  abode  of  the  inunortal 
saints,  and  the  rest  that  remains,  great  ehanges  are  to 
t  ike  place.  As  we  have  before  stated  and  proved,  the 
righteous  are  to  be  raised,  and  with  those  changed, 
caught  up  to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air,  and  enter  u|)on  the 
sea  of  glass,  probably  into  the  New  Jerusalem  ;  while 
the  wicked  all  die  the  Adamic  death,  though  under  na- 
tional judgment. 

IIovv  lon^:  the  battle  of  Arma<;eddon  will  continue 
(liev.  Ifi  :  14,  lb),  and  the  last  generation  of  the 
wicked  live,  we  are  not  informed. 

Those  who  apply  Ezekiel,  oi)t!i  and  4()th  chapters,  and 
Zeehariah  14th  to  this  time,  think  they  get  a  clew  to  it, 
but  we  make  no  such  application  of  those  prophecies  to 
the  day  of  the  Lord.  That  there  will  be  no  generation 
of  the  human  species  after  the  second  advent  of  Christ 
and  change  of  his  people  is  fully  evident  from  the  nature 
of  the  ease  and  the  scope  of  Scripture  doctrine  relating 
to  the  events  to  transpire  then  and  subse([uently. 

The  earth  and  the  firmament  are  to  be  changed  and 
brought  back  to  their  Edenic  state,  or  to  that  state  of 
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perfect  development  to  which  it  would  have  arrived  at 
the  close  of  the  six  thousand  years'  culture  of  Adam  and 
his  race,  had  he  not  sinned. 

This  change  is  to  be  wrought  by  the  action  of  fire,  as 
the  Scriptures  fully  show.  There  are  many  Scriptures  in 
which  we  are  taught  that  the  Lord  will  use  fire  to  re- 
fashion the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and  to  cleanse  it  of 
the  curse,  and  the  works  of  man  :  also  to  consume  the 
wicked  after  their  resurrection  from  death. 

Some  of  these  passages,  where  we  do  not  doubt  literal 
fire  is  the  agent  mentioned,  are  not  so  explicit  as  to  the 
time  and  order,  to  be  easily  located,  although  there  is 
clear  evidence  as  to*  the  work  revealed  by  them.  Mq,ny 
of  the  details  of  events  during  and  subsequent  to  the 
millennium  are  not  revealed. 

ATTENDED  BY  FIRE. 

"  Our  God  shall  come,  and  shall  not  keep  silence  :  a 
fire  shall  devour  before  him,  and  it  shall  be  very  tempes- 
tuous round  about  him.  He  shall  call  to  the  heavens 
from  above,  and  to  the  earth  that  he  may  judge  his  peo- 
ple."   Psa.  50:3,  4. 

"  A  fire  goeth  before  him,  and  burneth  up  his  enemies 
round  about.    His  lig^htninos  enliMitened  the  world  :  the 

O  o  o 

earth  saw  and  trembled.  The  hills  melted  like  wax  at 
the  presence  of  the  Lord,  at  the  presence  of  the  Lord  of 
the  whole  earth."    Psa.  97  :  3,  5. 

"  His  throne  was  like  the  fiery  flame,  and  his  wheels 
as  burning  fire.  A  fiery  stream  issued  and  came  forth 
from  before  him."    Dan.  7  :  9,  10. 

"Before  him  went  the  pestilence,  and  burning  coals 
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went  tortli  at  his  feet,  lie  stood,  and  measured  the 
earth  he  beheld,  and  drove  asunder  the  nations."  Ilab. 
3  :  5,  (J. 

"  Hut  the  heavens  and  the  earth  which  are  now,  .  .  . 
are  ke[)t  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire  against  the  day  of 
judgment  and  perdition  of  ungodly  men.  .  .  .  But  the 
day  of  the  Lord  will  come  as  a  thief  in  the  night ;  in 
the  v^hich  the  heavens  shall  pass  away  with  a  great  noise, 
and  the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent  heat,  the  earth 
also,  and  the  works  that  are  therein  shall  be  burned  up. 
Nevertheless  we,  according  to  his  promise,  look  for  new 
heavens  and  a  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteous- 
ness."   2  Pet.  8:7,  10,  18. 

The  above  passages  relate  to  the  second  advent  of 
Christ,  and  to  events  to  occur  during  the  day  of  the 
Lord  —  the  day  of  judgment.  They  speak  of  the 
element  of  fire  as  an  agent  of  destruction  and  of  puri- 
fication :  there  are  many  other  statemetits  relating  to 
the  events  of  the  day  of  the  Lord,  in  passages  where  fire 
is  stated  to  be  in  use  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing  the 
earth,  and  consuming  the  wicked. 

In  many  of  these  passages,  as  in  prophecies  relating 
to  other  parts  of  the  work  of  the  Lord,  there  is  an  an- 
nouncement made,  that  in  or  at  the  coming  of  (Jhrist, 
such  and  such  events  will  occur,  w  hile  the  time  occupied, 
and  the  order  of  the  events,  are  not  mentioned.  There 
is  much  prophecy  given  in  this  manner  relating  to  the 
gospel  dispensation,  which  would  appear  to  bring  the 
events  of  the  whole  dispensation  into  a  year  or  a  day  ; 
and  to  bring  the  judgment  and  reign  of  Christ,  and  de- 
struction of  the  wicked,  at,  or  immediately  after,  his  first 
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advent ;  as  in  Isa.  9  :  5,  7  ;  11  :  1-7  ;  Gl  :  2.  These 
prophecies  span  at  least  eighteen  hundred  years. 

In  other  prophecies  the  order  and  the  time  of  these 
events  are  stated  ;  showing  us  that  we  need  to  compare 
Scripture  with  Scripture  to  get  the  mind  of  the  Spirit. 
The  same  principle  is  seen  in  those  passages  which  relate 
to  the  events  of  the  day  of  the  Lord.  In  Matt.  3:12, 
John  refers  to  Christ,  and  his  work  of  redemption,  thus  : 
"  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly  purge 
his  floor,  and  gather  his  wheat  into  the  garner ;  but  he 
will  burn  up  the  chaff  with  unquenchable  fire." 

In  the  above  text  no  one  would  get  the  idea  that  there 
was  to  be  eighteen  hundred  years'  probation  before  the 
harvest  or  burning. 

In  Matt. ,  loth  chapter,  we  have  Christ's  explanation  of 
his  parable  of  "  the  wheat  and  the  tares,"  in  which  he  says, 
"  So  shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this  world.  The  Son  of  man 
shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  shall  gather  out  of 
his  kingdom  all  things  that  offend,  and  them  which  do  ini- 
quity, and  shall  cast  them  into  a  furnace  of  fire  :  there  shall 
be  wailinof  and  2;nashinor  of  teeth.  Then  shall  the  rio'hteous 
shine  forth  as  the  sun,  in  the  kingdom  of  their  Father." 

But  in  Matt.  25  :  31,  41,  wliere  the  judgment  scene 
is  again  described,  it  is  first  stated  that  "the  king  shall 
say  unto  them  on  his  right  hand.  Come,  ye  blessed  of 
my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world."  .  .  .  "Then  shall  he  say 
also  unto  them  on  his  left  hand.  Depart  from  me,  ye 
cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and 
his  angels." 

All  intelligent  readers  can  see  that  no  attention  is  given 
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to  atixti)  the  time  (Xicupicd,  oi*  older  of"  the  ovonts  in  these 
passages,  for  tlic  events*  are  put  in  ot/r  oidcr  in  one  text 
and  in  an  entire  oy;y>c>.v//^'  order  in  anotlicr. 

But  there  are  other  Sci-iptiircs  which  (/(j  j^iveAo///  /i/ue 
and  order,  thoui^h  they  do  not  exphiin  all  tlie  items. 

TIIH  WKMvKD    KAISKI)         SATAN  L()OsP:I). 

The  Spirit  carefully  states,  l)y  dohn,  th:it  those  who 
lived  and  reii^ned  with  Christ  a  tliousand  years  were 
embraced  in  the  first  resurrection,  adhnLT.  "  Tliis  is  the 
first  resurrection.' 

In  regard  to  the  lilth  verse,  it  is  said,  hy  eminent 
scholars  who  have  translated  the  Scrijitures,  that  the  first 
part  of  the  verse  is  not  in  the  Vatican  MS.  ;  they  there- 
fore call  it  an  interpolation.  Mi  kdock  omits  it  in  his 
Syuiac  Veusion.  Wilson  inserts  it  in  his  Emphatic 
DiAGLOTT,  considering  it  an  oversight  of  the  transcriber 
of  the  Vatican  MS. 

"  lint  the  rest  of  the  dead  lived  not  again  until  the 
thousand  years  were  finished,"  is  the  disputed  clause. 
Whether  this  be  genuine  or  an  interpolation,  it  docs  not 
change  the  sense  of  the  subject  involved ;  for  the 
statements  concernins:  the  class  who  do  live  and 
reign,  that  they  are  "  blessed  and  holy,"  are  exempt 
from  "the  second  death,"  are  "priests  of  God  and  of 
Christ,"  with  the  distinct  declaration  that  "  this  is  the 
first  resurrection,"  fully  involves  the  idea  that  all  others 
of  mankind  must  be  included  in  the  second  resurrection 
and  in  "the  second  death." 

It  is  objected  that  in  Rev.  20  no  mention  is  made  of 
the  resurrection  of  the  wicked.    True,  the  term  is  not 
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applied,  yet  it  is  as  fully  involved  as  though  it  were 
stated.  They  are  become  an  inferior  class  by  dying  in 
their  sins.  They  are  not  vrorthy  of  "  the  resuiirec- 
TiON,"  therefore  they  are  not  to  come  forth  as  liberat- 
ed cUptives  to  the  enjoyment  of  "the  glorious  liberty  of 
the  children  of  God,"  but  as  prisoners  released  from  the 
fetters  of  the  prison,  to  be  brought  forth  to  final  execution, 
justified,  indeed,  from  Adamic  law,  to  live  again  to  receive 
the  wages  of  their  own  sin.  There  is  no  shout  of  vic- 
tory, no  song  of  redemption,  no  acclamation  of  triumph 
for  this  class  ;  they  come  forth,  but  mider  condemnation, 
under  sentence.  They  have  been  "  reserved  to  the  day 
of  destruction  ;  they  shall  be  brought  forth  to  the  day  of 
wrath."    Job  21  :  30. 

"  The  Lord  knoweth  how  to  deliver  the  godly  out  of 
temptation,  and  to  reserve  the  unjust  unto  the  day  of 
judgment,  to  be  punished."    2  Pet.  2:9. 

There  is  no  cause  for  wonder  why  John  makes  no 
mention  in  this  scene  of  the  act  of  resurrection,  when  the 
wicked  come  forth,  for  there  is  no  sounding  of  a  jubal 
trump,  no  shaking  of  earth  and  rending  of  tombs,  no 
throes  of  nature  to  deliver  up  her  sacred  trust,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  righteous.  But  they  come  forth  from  earth 
at  the  order  of  the  Judge,  to  receive  the  reward  of  un- 
righteousness. 

"And  when  the  thousand  years  are  expired,  Satan 
shall  be  loosed  out  of  his  prison,  and  shall  go  out  to 
deceive  the  nations  which  are  in  the  four  quarters  of  the 
earth,  Gog  and  Magog,  to  gather  them  together  to  bat- 
tle :  the  number  of  whom  is  as  the  sand  of  the  sea." 
To  deceive  the  nations^'^^  —  this  term,  in  the  original, 
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is  e^vy],  and  does  not  necessarily  iii4>ly  ori^nmizcd  political 
bodies  under  civil  rulers,  as  in  this  w(jrl(i  ;  it  is  defined 
by  Robinson  to  be  ^'  a  multitude,  |)eo|)le,  race,  belonging 
and  livin<;  to;'ether."  Such  will  be  the  wicked  when 
raised:  they  form  one  connnon  mass  of  rebels,  belonging 
to  one  family. 

Satan,  being  loosed  from  his  prison,  finds  himself  sur- 
rounded by  his  old  associates  and  dupes  —  his  children, 
whom  he  had  deceived  and  led  in  all  their  evil  ways,  and 
throui^h  whom  he  had  battled  a<xainst  Christ  and  his 
church  for  six  thousand  years  :  though  having  but  one 
generation  at  a  time,  he  has  done  much  to  establish  his 
claim  of  owning  ^' all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world." 

He  has  "  ruled  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  disobe- 
dience," and  by  them  he  has  slain  millions  of  God's 
people,  routed  and  driven  multitudes  of  them  from  their 
homes,  to  take  refuge  "in  deserts,  and  in  mountains,  and 
in  dens  and  caves  of  the  earth  :  "  and  now  he  finds  all 
the  generations  of  liis  family  alive  again.  They  have 
returned,"  and  a  fitting  metaphor  is  used  by  the  apostle 
to  represent  them. 

"GOG  and  MAGOG." 

These  names  are  used  in  Scripture,  metaphorically,  to 
represent  the  chief  nations  of  the  earth,  as  in  Ezek.  38. 
On  examination,  they  are  found  to  be  the  chief  of  the 
descendants  of  Noah,  through  Ilam  and  Japheth,  while 
God's  people  descended  through  Shem. 

These  chiefs  —  descendants  of  Go^  and  ]\laixo!T^  — 

O  CO 

took  the  control  of  affairs  among  men,  "and  by  these 
were  the  nations  divided  in  the  earth  after  the  flood." 
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Examine  Gen.  10th  chapter.  Xenophon,  Pliny,  Cicero, 
Strabo,  Josephus,  Wolf,  Bochart,  and  the  maps  of 
Bagster's  Polyglott  Bible,  furnish  much  valuable  infor- 
mation on  the  history  and  geographical  localities  and 
character  of  Gog  and  Magog's  descendants.  It  is  proper, 
therefore,  that  the  names  of  these  chiefs  should  stand  by 
metaphor  as  representing  the  nations  which  sprang  from 
them,  and  which  followed  their  examples,  seeking  to 
control  the  world.  Having  loved  this  evil  world,  they 
have  combined  their  forces  under  Satan,  constructed  and 
managed  governments  after  their  own  evil  principles, 
which  in  Scripture  are  symbolized  by  "  the  wild  beast," 
"  the  dragon,"  ^^the  serpent;  "  and  "vine  of  the  earth," 
clusters  of  the  vine  of  the  earth,"  &c.,  &c. 

They  have  always  claimed  the  earth,  and  the  right  to 
rule  it,  but  were  obliged  to  die ;  they  are  all  alive  again, 
the  earth  has  greatly  changed  —  been  renewed ;  there, 
too,  appears  the  holy  city,  New  Jerusalem,  the  metropolis 
of  the  whole  earth.  Will  they  covet  the  new  earth, 
redeemed  and  beautiful?  Will  they  envy  the  saints 
who  possess  this  renewed  and  fair  abode,  and  seek  to 
dislodge  them,  to  get  the  control  of  it  for  themselves? 

This  was  the  course  pursued  by  Satan  with  Adam  and 
Eve  in  Eden;  and  this,  the  record  shows,  he  and  his 
children  will  seek  to  do  in  the  new  earth. 

He  now  has  every  generation  "  returned  "  for  a  time 
to  his  association,  and  with  whom  to  make  his  last  attack 
upon  the  church  of  God,  that  their  overthrow  may  be 
the  more  signal,  and  the  final  victory  more  distinguished. 

The  number  of  them  is  as  the  sand  of  the  sea."  Satan's 
plan  is,  to  institute  a  reorganization  of  his  army,  declare

war  against  the  citizens  of  the  new  world,  overcome  their 
leader,  whose  heel  he  had  once  bruised,  and  become 
master  of  the  new  earth  by  conquest,  as  he  did  of  the 
first  by  Hattcry. 

And  how  well  fitted  are  the  resurrected  wicked  to  be 
again  deceived  by  their  old  master —  the  devil  !  As  men 
individually,  as  elans,  as  associated  in  mobs,  as  trained 
armies  and  navies,  as  nations  of  depraved,  self-willed, 
unrestrained  men,  they  had  lou;i:ht  to  carry  out  their 
selfish  and  wicked  designs  with  and  without  weapons  of 
warfare,  to  maintain  their  own  wills  and  please  the  devil, 
who  had  led  them  captive  at  his  will. 

They  had  di(?d  in  the  same  8[)irit  of  war,  ill  will, 
selfishness,  hating  God  and  his  people  ;  they  come  up 
from  the  grave  in  the  same  spirit —  in  moral  darkness  and 
pollution.  They  are  still  deceived.  Satan  rallies  them  in 
a  grand  army,  such  in  numbers  as  no  general  ever  led  on 
in  war.  It  is  not  an  armed  force,  however  ;  they  have 
no  weapons  :  it  is  a  mob,  and  such  a  mob  !  Think  of  it, 
dear  reader.  Will  you  be  with  them,  and  share  their 
fate?  The  design  seems  to  culminate  in  the  plot  to  be- 
siege the  holy  city.  It  is  a  last  and  desperate  attempt 
of  the  devil  and  his  followers  :  it  proves  a  fatal  one  to 
them.  There  is  no  battle  fought.  Christ  had  fought  the 
decisive  battle  on  the  cross,  and  bore  ofT  the  plan  of  vic- 
tory from  "  Joseph's  new  tomb." 

They  had  often  rallied,  and  skirmished,  and  brutally 
slain  the  followers  of  Christ,  and  the  time  of  battles  had 
passed ;  it  closed  up  with  the  contest  of  nations  among 
themselves,  under  the  management  of  demons,  a  thou- 
sand years  before,  called  "  the  battle  of  that  great  day  of 
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God  Almighty."  Eev.  16  :  14,  16.  This  was  at  the 
beginning  of  that  great  day  of  God  :  they  destroyed 
each  other  then ;  they  are  destroyed  now  before  the 
battle  begins. 

He  who  saith,  "  I  am  God,  and  there  is  none  like  me  ; 
declaring  the  end  from  the  beginning,  and  from  ancient 
times  the  things  that  are  not  yet  done,  saying,  My 
counsel  shall  stand,  and  I  will  do  all  my  pleasure  "  (Isa. 
46:  9,  10),  never  slumbers  nor  sleeps.  The  time  has 
come  to  purge  out  sin,  and  remove  forever  its  agents. 

"  And  they  went  up  on  the  breadth  of  the  earth,  and 
compassed  the  camp  of  the  saints  about,  and  the  beloved 
city  :  and  fire  came  down  from  God  out  of  heaven ,  and 
devoured  them." 

The  Lord  breathes  upon  this  mighty  host  of  ruined, 
condemned  rebels  a  storm  of  fire  and  brimstone,  which 
envelopes  them  :  they  sink,  and  seethe,  and  "  wail,  and 
gnash  their  teeth,"  and  melt  away.  "  Our  God  is  a 
consuming  fire,"  "  and  with  the  breath  of  his  lips  shall 
he  slay  the  wicked."    Isa.  11:4. 

"  For  tophet  is  ordained  of  old ;  yea,  for  the  king  it 
is  prepared ;  he  hath  made  it  deep  and  large  :  the  pile 
thereof  is  fire  and  much  wood ;  the  breath  of  the 
Lord,  like  a  stream  of  brimstone,  doth  kindle  it."  Isa. 
30 :  33. 

"For  the  king  it  is  prepared  ;  "  and  Christ  declares,  in 
Matt.  25  :  41,  that  the  subjects  must  perish  in  the  place 
prepared  for  their  king.  "  Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed, 
into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his 
angels." 

Thus  will  the  Lord  of  hosts  bring  to  nought  every 
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evil  purpose,  work,  and  agent,  when  he  utterly  consumes 
all  the  workers  of  iniquity.  "  They  shall  consume  ;  into 
amoke  shall  they  consume  away."    Psa.  37  :  20. 

For  behold  the  daycometh,  that  sliall  hum  as  an 
oven;  and  all  the  proud,  yea,  and  all  tliat  do  wickedly, 
shall  be  8tubl)le  :  and  the  day  that  comcth  .shall  burn 
them  up,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  that  it  shall  leave  them 
neither  root  nor  branch."    Mai.  4:1. 

Yes,  lie  shall  reign,  "whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and 
he  will  thoroughly  purge  his  floor,  and  gather  his  wheat 
into  the  garner,  but  he  will  burn  up  the  chaff  with  un- 
quenchable fire."    Matt.  3  :  12. 

This  "fire,"  "breath  of  the  Lord,"  "burning  as  an 
oven,"  everlasting  fire,"  "  unquenchable  fire,"  &c.,  is 
also  called  "  the  lake  of  fire  burning  with  brimstone,"  in 
which  all  the  wicked  shall  have  their  i):irt,  ms  stated  in 
Rev.  21  :  8. 

When  the  wicked  are  raised  from  their  graves  to  meet 
their  final  doom,  Christ  wull  be  revealed  to  all  liis  ene- 
mies :  the  most  of  them  have  never  seen  him  before. 

When  he  comes  to  take  possession  of  his  kingdom  and 
dominion,  only  the  generation  then  living  will  see  him  ; 
but  it  is  said,  "and  every  eye  shall  see  him,  .  .  .  and  all 
kindreds  of  the  earth  shall  wail  because  of  him.''  Kev. 
1:7.  • 

Paul  also  comforts  the  persecuted  with  the  prospect  of 
resting  "when  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from 
heaven  with  his  mighty  angels,  in  fiaming  fire  taking 
vengeance  on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  obey  not  the 
gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  who  shall  be  punished 
with  everlasting  destruction  from  the  presence  of  the 
29 
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Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  his  power."  2  Thess.  1  : 
7,  9. 

This  is  said  to  be  "  when  he  shall  come  to  be  glorified 
in  his  saints,  and  to  be  admired  by  all  them  that  believe 
in  that  day."  Yes,  it  is  in  the  time  when  the  Lord  exer- 
cises his  great  power,  and  is  revealed  to  all  his  enemies 
to  destroy  them,  w^hich  must  be  at  the  end  of  the  thou- 
sand years,  and  is  the  closing  act  towards  the  children  of 
the  wicked  one.    It  is  in  the  day  of  the  Lord. 

But  it  is  objected  by  some  that  if  the  day  of  the  Lord 
is  a  thousand  years,  during  which  the  world,  is  to  be 
renew^ed,  and  each  class  of  mankind  rewarded,  it  should 
be  all  accomplished  in  the  one  thousand  years  :  whereas 
we  show  that  the  wicked  are  raised  and  executed  at  the 
close  of  the  one  thousand  years.  To  this  we  reply,  that 
in  the  declarations  of  events  and  measurements  of  time 
in  the  Scriptures,  there  is  seen  an  incipient  stage,  then  a 
fulness,  and  at  the  close  another  stage  of  warning  to  a 
final  end.  In  the  colors  of  the  rainbow,  the  hue  or  tint 
is  pale  at  the  margin,  and  deepens  to  a  full  brilliant  color. 
If  you  measure  from  any  shade  of  it,  yet  it  is  from  that 
color  or  stripe.  So  in  the  epochs  of  the  flood,  the  giving 
of  the  law  at  Sinai,  the  introduction  of  the  gospel  dispen- 
sation, the  same  principle  is  seen  ;  and  so  it  will  be  in  the 
reign  of  judgment ;  the  one  thousand  years,  as  applied  to 
each  event,  in  its  beginning  and  ending,  will  have  its 
appropriate  commencement  and  terminus. 

TPIE  DEVIL  TORMENTED. 

"  And  the  devil  that  deceived  them  was  cast  into  the  lake 
of  fire  and  brimstone,  where  the  beast  and  false  prophet 
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are  [were  cast,  Enip.  Dutylolt^,  -.xmX  ^\vA\  be  toriiienteJ 
day  and  nij(ht  forever  and  ever."    Verse  10. 

This  is  the  final  execution  of  the  devil,  the  long  desired 
period  on  the  part  of  tlie  Lord's  laithful  ones;  an  event 
for  which  they  will  give  glory  to  God  and  the  Lanilj. 
Not  in  the  torment  of  the  devil  ;  we  do  not  believe  the 
redeemed  of  the  Lord  will  take  delight  in  the  pain  of 
any  being,  even  the  devil  ;  i)ut  they  will  be  glad  and 
rejoice  in  his  final  and  eternal  doom  and  destruction. 

The  term  of  ''torment,"  stated  in  the  passage,  will  be 
measured,  by  the  length  of  time  the  devil  will  II rr  in  fire 
and  brimstone.  W^e  are  not  intbrmed  as  to  his  physical  na- 
ture and  power  of  endurance.  The  terms  "  day  and  night," 
forever  and  ever,"  are  commonly  used  in  the  Scrip- 
tures to  express  continual,  without  intermission,  so  long 
as  the  things  or  beings  to  which  they  are  attached  shall 
exist.  It  will  therefore  be  dependent  on  the  constitu- 
tional ability  of  the  devil  against  fire  and  brimstone. 

But  there  are  several  considerations  which  lead  us  to 
conclude  that  the  fire  and  brimstone  will  consume  the 
devil. 

I.  The  expression  used  by  the  Lord  in  Eden  to  the 
serpent :  "  1  will  put  enmity  between  thoe  and  the  wo- 
man, and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed  ;  it  shall  bruise 
[ileb.,  crush]  thy  head,"  —  is  expressive  of  destruction, 
extinction  of  life. 

II.  Paul  declares  that  Christ  took  flesh  and  blood, 
"that  through  death'he  might  destroy  him  that  had  the 
power  of  death,  that  is,  the  devil,  and  deliver  them  who, 
through  fear  of  death,  were  all  their  lifetime  subject  to 
bondage."    Heb.  2  :  14. 
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III.  Fire  is  an  agent  of  destruction,  and  consumes  all 
combustible  bodies  ;  and  as  we  have  no  evidence,  or  cause, 
to  believe,  he  is  immortal,  the  fire  must  devour  him. 

IV.  There  is  a  time  to  come  when  every  creature  in 
heaven,  and  earth,  and  sea  are  to  give  praise  to  God,  as* 
we  shall  show. 

V.  We  cannot,  in  the  absence  of  all  evidence,  believe 
the  Lord  will  allow  his  great  antagonist  —  the  devil  — 
to  live  eternally  in  his  dominion  to  curse  him,  nor  that 
the  devil  will  ever  be  so  converted  as  to  honor  and  praise 
God.  For  the  use  of  the  term  "forever  and  ever," 
examine  the  Scriptures,  and  you  will  find  "forever"  used 
near  two  hundred  times  in  a  limited  sense.  As,  there- 
fore, the  terms  "  forever,"  "  day  and  night,"  are  so  gener- 
ally used  in  Scripture  to  express  constant,  continual,  with- 
out intermission,  so  long  as  the  things  or  beings  to  which 
they  are  applied  shall  exist ;  and  as  we  find  the  devil 
and  wicked  men  constantly  represented  as  combustible, 
perishable,  and  destructible ;  and  as  they  are  expressly 
threatened  with  destruction  in  fire,  and  by  fire,  we  con- 
clude that  the  fire  which  comes  down  from  God  out  of 
heaven  constitutes  the  lake  of  fire  and  brimstone  which 
submerges  the  resurrected  wicked,  and  their  leader,  —  the 
devil, — where  they  will  be  utterly  consumed,  and  the 
devil  tormented  continually  until  consumed. 

The  lake  of  fire  will  be  no  longer  needed,  as  there  will 
be  no  more  combustible  matter  to  be  consumed,  and  will 
therefore  cease  to  exist. 

The  thousand  years'  reign  of  judgment  will  then  have 
passed.  The  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb  partaken. 
The  day  of  rest  will  have  been  enjoyed  (Heb.  4:  7), 
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''the  keeping  of  a  Subbulh,"  the  wicked  raised,  Satan 
loosed  to  deceive  them  once  more,  and  each  to  meet  their 
final  end  in  the  lake  of  fire  ;  which,  having  been  reached, 
the  earth  is  eternally  freed  from  evil,  while  the  redeenied 
reign  with  Christ  in  the  kingdom  which  shall  have  no 
end.     Listen  to  their  song. 

THE  UNIVERSAL   SONG  OF  TRIUMPH. 

"  And  they  sung  a  new  song,  saying.  Thou  art  worthy 
to  take  the  book,  and  to  open  the  seals  thereof:  for  thou 
wast  slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God  by  thy  blood 
out  of  every  kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people,  and  nation  ; 
and  hast  made  us  unto  our  God  kings  and  priests  :  and 
we  shall  reign  on  the  earth. 

"And  I  beheld,  and  I  heard  the  voice  of  many  angels 
round  about  the  throne,  and  the  beasts  [living  ones, 
Enip.Diaglott] ,  and  the  elders  :  and  the  number  of  them 
was  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand,  and  thousands  of 
thousands ;  saying  with  a  loud  voice,  Worthy  is  the 
Lamb  that  was  slain  to  receive  power,  and  riches,  and 
wisdom,  and  strength,  and  honor,  and  glory,  and  bless- 
ing. And  every  creature  which  is  in  heaven,  and  on  the 
earth,  and  under  the  earth,  and  such  as  are  in  the  sea, 
and  all  that  are  in  them,  heard  I  saying.  Blessing,  and 
honor,  and  glory,  and  power  be  unto  him  that  sitteth 
upon  the  throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb  forever  and  ever." 
Rev.  5:9,  13.  What  a  song  !  It  comprehends  every- 
thing that  can  be  desired  by  us,  and  ascribes  all  the 
riches,  and  power,  and  honor,  and  glory  to  Christ. 

The  class  who  commence  to  sins:  it,  is  distinOTished 
from  the  masses  of  mankind   and  from  the  angels. 
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Their  song  shows  that  they  fully  realize  the  great  change 
in  their  condition,  and  appreciate  the  love,  sufferings, 
power,  and  blessings  of  their  benefactor,  "  for  thou  wast 
slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God  b}^  thy  blood." 

Thus  they  confess  they  had  been  aliens  from  God, 
and  in  bondage  to  sin  and  death.  It  declares  that  those 
who  sing  it  had  been  gathered  "  out  of  every  kindred, 
and  tongue,  and  people,  and  nation."  Consequently 
there  were  others  of  these  kindreds,  tongues,  peoples,  and 
nations  who  were  not  thus  redeemed  by  the  blood  of 
Christ. 

These  redeemed  ones  confess  to  their  Redeemer,  not 
only  that  they  had  been  redeemed  from  sin  and  death, 
but  they  sing,  "  and  hast  made  us  unto  our  God  kings 
and  priests  :  and  we  shall  reign  on  the  earth." 

This  song  is  descriptive  of  the  acclamations  of  praise, 
and  honor,  and  glory,  which  the  children  of  God  will 
extend  to  Christ  after  their  resurrection  to  immortality. 

MADE  KINGS  AND  PRIESTS. 

The  Lord  once  made  a  conditional  promise  to  the 
children  of  Israel,  by  Moses,  thus  :  "Now,  therefore,  if 
ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed,  and  keep  my  covenant, 
then  ye  shall  be  a  peculiar  treasure  unto  me  above  all 
people  :  for  all  the  earth  is  mine. 

"  And  ye  shall  be  unto  me  a  kingdom  of  priests,  and 
an  holy  nation.  These  are  the  words  which  thou  shalt 
speak  unto  the  children  of  Israel."    Exod.  19  :  5,  6. 

This  promise  rested  on  the  condition  of  "  obedience  to 
God's  voice  and  covenant."  The  nation  of  Israel,  as  such, 
never  complied  with  this  condition,  therefore  can  never 
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ol)tuln  the  benefits  of  the  i)r()inisc.  Yet  there  were  8oine 
of  that  nation  wlio  did  comply  with  the  condition,  and 
snch  became  heirs  of  this  promise.  There  Iiave  been 
some  in  all  other  nations  who  have  obeyed  the  voice  of 
the  Lord,  and  kept  his  covenant,  and  have  therefore  be- 
come fellow-heirs  of  the  same  promise.  Consecpiently 
in  this  new  song  all  nations  are  represented,  and  are 
heard  confessing  that  the  promise  has  been  fiillilled  to 
them  in  the  immortal  state. 

Peter  gives  ns  an  inspired,  and  therefore  an  important 
comment  on  this  subject.  He  is  addressing  converts  to 
Christ  from  Jewish  and  (ientile  nations,  and  states  the 
condition  on  which  they  were  ehosen.  Wherefore  also 
it  is  contained  in  the  Scriptnre,  Behold,  I  lay  in  Si«>n  a 
chief  corner-stone,  elect,  precious  :  and  he  that  Ix  licN el h 
on  him  shall  not  be  confounded. 

''Unto  yon  therefore  which  believe,  he  is  precious  :  but 
unto  them  which  be  disobedient,  the  stone  which  the 
builders  disallowed,  the  same  is  made  the  head  of  the 
corner,  and  a  stone  of  stumbling,  and  a  rock  of  offence, 
even  to  them  which  stumble  at  the  word,  being  disobe- 
dient ;  whereunto  also  they  were  appointed.  But  ye 
are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood,  a  peculiar 
people  ;  that  ye  should  show  forth  the  praises  of  him 
who  hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvellous 
light :  which  in  time  past  were  [Gentiles]  not  a  people, 
but  are  now  the  people  of  God  ;  which  had  not  obtained 
mercy,  but  now  have  obtained  mercy."    1  Pet.  2  :  6—10. 

In  the  above  comment  of  the  apostle,  we  have  the 
facts  shown,  that  while  God  has  chosen  Christ  as  the 
chief  corner-stone,  or  foundation  of  his  church,  and  the 
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founder  of  his  "  holy  nation,"  he  has  also  chosen  them 
who  believe  on  him  from  among  all  nations,  to  be  '^fel- 
low-heirs ;  "  and  such  are  to  be  brought  together  under 
one  Lord,  to  constitute  the  members  of  the  kingdom  of 
God ^  and  being  "a  royal  priesthood,"  they  will  become 
tlie  "  kingdom  of  priests  "  which  God  promises  those 
who  would  obey  his  voice  and  keep  his  covenant. 

This  holy  nation,  royal  priesthood,  and  peculiar  people, 
when  brought  back  from  death  in  the  first  resurrection,  and 
changed  at  the  last  trump,  will  sing  the  song  cited  above, 
confessing  that  Jesus  has  made  them  "kings  and  priests," 
while  they  exclaim,  "and  we  shall  reign  on  the  earth." 

Dear  reader,  will  you  strive  to  be  among  them? 
Are  you  interested  in  the  crown  of  life ;  the  kingdom  of 
God ;  the  immortal  state ;  the  day  of  redemption ;  the 
rest  that  remaineth?  Who  that  loves  the  Son  of  God, 
that  has  shared  in  his  sufferings,  enjoyed  his  fellowship, 
and  seen  the  vanity,  the  sinfulness,  and  the  sufferings  of 
this  mortal  world,  does  not  long  and  pray  for  the  re- 
turning of  our  glorified,  immortal,  eternal  King,  to 
bestow  everlasting  blessedness  upon  his  waiting  church  ? 

In  that  glad  hour,  when  Christ  shall  say,  "  Come,  ye 
blessed  of  my  Father,"  the  united  response  will  rise, — 

From  every  voice,  with  one  accord, 
It  is  the  Lord !  it  is  the  Lord ! 
And  full,  in  every  raptured  eye, 
His  image  shines  resplendently ! 
O,  long-believed  in,  seen  at  length, 
Outshining  in  thy  sun-like  strength, 
Tliy  glory  mingling  with  thy  grace, 
We  see  thee,  Jesus,  face  to  face ! 
With  all  the  armies  of  the  sky 
We  shout  thy  glad  epiphany ! 
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ThricL'  wi'IcoMic,  eJirtli-rfjectcMl  King! 
From  every  lip  thy  i)niises  ring! 
Thrice  welcomi'  to  tliy  rij^htful  throne; 
For  thou  art  worthy,  Lord,  alone  ! 
For  thou  art  He  who  once  was  slain, 
And  we  are  now  to  sViare  thy  reign ; 
For  thou  liast  washed  us  in  thy  hlood, 
And  made  uh  kings  and  priests  io  God  I 
O,  silver  angel-trumpets  clear, 
Uplift  the  joy  from  sphere  to  sphere  I 
O,  saintly  voices,  sweet  and  strong, 
Roll  through  eternity  along 
^  The  thunder  of  redemption-song  I  "

OBJECTIONS  CONSIDEUEl). 

It  is  objected  to  by  some,  tbiit  the  one  thousand  years 
embrace  tlie  resurrected  state  of  the  church  and  the  day 
of  judgment,  because  the  apostle  proceeds  to  give  an  ac- 
count of  the  judgment,  from  the  11th  to  the  15th  verses. 
To  this  we  reply,  the  same  objection  is  as  good  against  ad- 
mitting this  last  account  to  describe  the  judgment  scene  ; 
for  in  chapter  21  :  1-8,  we  have  the  subject  again  de- 
scribed, and  the  reward  of  each  class  stated,  liut  the 
principle  on  which  these  several  descriptions  are  given 
is  this  :  — 

The  apostle  proceeds  to  unfold  these  events  in  separate 
classes,  as  other  Scriptures  do  other  events,  all  through  the 
Apocalypse  especially.  In  chapter  ID,  we  have  an  ac- 
count of  the  advent  of  the  Kinij  of  kiu<i:s  :  the  state- 
ment  of  the  saints  being  arrayed  in  fine  linen  ;  an  an- 
nouncement that  the  marriage  of  the  Lamb  had  come. 
Then  the  call  for  the  fowls  to  the  supper  of  the  great 
God.  All  these  events  are  to  transpire  in  the  day  of 
the  Lord ;  but  they  are  only  one  class.    Next  we  have 
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another  class,  in  chapter  20  :  1-10,  in  which  the  bind- 
ing of  Satan,  judgment-thrones,  rising  of  the  saints, 
reign  of  judgment,  loosing  of  Satan,  living  again 
of  the  wicked,  their  last  effort,  and  final  destruction,  is 
stated.  This  class  represents  Christ's  authority  over 
Satan  and  over  death  under  the  symbol  of  an  angel  with 
the  key  and  chain  :  also  the  exaltation  of  his  church  to 
reign  with  him,  and  enjoy  the  great  Sabbath  of  rest; 
then  his  authority  over  all  the  race  of  the  wicked,  to 
bring  them  forth  to  the  day  of  wrath,"  and  final  execu- 
tion. But  in  this  description  of  events  there  is  no  rule 
of  judgment  stated,  and  no  cause  shown  for  these  events 
so  glorious  and  terrible. 

In  the  next  class  of  events  described,  the  apostle  gives 
scenery  covering  the  same  space  of  time,  because  they 
could  not  be  given  in  the  same  statement  with  the  preced- 
ing ;  in  which  he  mentions  "  a  great  white  throne  repre- 
senting justice  ^nA  judgment ;  "  then  ^'  the  books  tvere 
ope7ied,^^  representing  law  and  righteousness  in  the 
great  transactions  which  are  seen  :  then  the  dead,  all  the 
dead,  in  earth,  and  sea,  and  hades,  come  before  God.  In 
this  is  demonstrated  the  claim  that  "  Christ  is  Lord  both 
of  the  dead  and  of  the  living,"  and  has  the  right  to 
reward  them,  "every  man  according  to  their  works."  In 
each  scene  the  events  with  the  wicked  terminate  in  the 
lake  of  fire.  But  these  descriptions  do  not  bring  out 
all  the  important  features,  and  the  apostle  proceeds  in  the 
next  chapter  to  give  other  scenes  which  passed  before  him 
in  prophetic  vision  ;  and  thus  we  have  a  description  of 
the  new  heaven  and  the  new  earth,  the  holy  city,  the  tear- 
less, deathless,  sorrowless  state  described";  with  the  an- 
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nounccnients  that  ''the  tabernacle  of  (iod  is  with  men/' 
and  all  things  are  made  new  ;  then  the  lake  of  fire  into 
which  the  wicked  were  cast,  to  receive  the  ir  part,  which 
is  the  ''second  death." 

This  is  the  third  time  in  tliis  description  that  we 
reach  "the  lake  of  fire  "  (20  :  10,  1 ')  ;  iM  :  8),  showing 
that  the  various  classes  of  scenery  cover  the  same  space 
of  time,  and  each  are  parts  of  the  work  of  the  day  of 
judgment,  which  is  one  thousand  years  —  the  seventh 
millenary. 

But  it  is  objected,  that  the  devil  and  the  wicked  would 
defile  the  new  earth  if  they  should  come  upon  it,  and 
claimed  that  notliing  shall  enter  into  it  that  defileth,  &c, 
AW'  do  not  learn  that  vSatan  or  the  fallen  anirels  defiled 
heaven  before  they  were  cast  out.  It  is  moral  defilement, 
not  [)hysical,  that  these  characters  [)roduce,  but  there  is  to 
be  nothing  for  them  to  tlnis  pollute  in  the  new  earth.  It 
is  the  holy  city  from  which  the  drfiled  are  excluded. 
Rev.  21  :  27.  And  it  is  "the  highway  cast  u[)  "  which 
leads  into  it,  that  '  the  unclean  shall  not  |)ass  over." 
Isa.  85  :  8. 

A  criminal  might  be  brought  into  a  palace  for  judg- 
ment and  not  defile  it,  unless  plnjsicdlhj  })ollute(l.  The 
dust  of  which  the  wicked  will  be  composed  will  be  as  pure 
as  that  of  which  Adam  was  made  ;  but  they  will  come  forth 
to  execution  with  a  defiled  moral  character  :  this  cannot 
pollute  the  earth,  nor  immortal  saints.  But  it  is  asked. 
How  can  the  wicked  be  raised  out  of  the  new  earth  ? 

Why  not  ask,  "  How  are  the  dead  raised  up "  at 
all?  Paul  said,  sonie  m.on  would.  It  may  be  as  easy 
for  the  Lord  to  raise  ilien  out  of  the  new  earth  as  to  raise 
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the  millions  of  martyrs  and  others  who  have  been 
burned  to  ashes,  out  of  the  old  earth.  Ay,  as  easy  as 
to  raise  anyone.  Is  anything  too  hard  for  the  Lord? 
Cannot  he  who  promised,  perform  it?  God  has  declared 
what  HE  WILL  do.  He  has  shown  what  he  can  do  ;  we 
have  no  fears  that  he  will  fail  to  accomplish  all  he  has 

STATED  HE  WILL  DO. 

"His  word  is  settled  in  heaven,"  it  "cannot  be 
broken."  All  things  in  this  world  bespeak  that  the  great 
Sabbatic  year  is  about  to  commence.  The  millennial 
morn  is  about  to  dawn  :  what  mighty  events  it  will  bring 
with  it !  Are  we  ready,  dear  reader,  to  meet  them  with 
joy  and  gratitude  ?  Let  us  study  the  Word  of  the  Lord ; 
believe  him  with  all  the  heart,  and  labor  on  in  his  vine- 
yard to  build  up  each  other  in  the  Lord,  and  to  gather 
sinners  from  the  highways  and  hedges  to  the  fold  of 
Christ,  the  little  time  that  remains  for  us  to  work.

I  am 
well;  have  never  felt  a  sensation  of  the  diseased  spine  since  I  was 
cured.

Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  alone  doeth  wondrous  things.  I 
acknowledge  it  in  honor  of  his  glorious  grace,  and  the  praise  of 
his  glorious  name,  praying  that  I  may  be  kept  in  the  path  of  duty, 
using  the  health  he  has  so  graciously  granted  me,  in  publishing 
the  gospel  of  peace.
